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FIFTEENTH  REPORT  ON  THE  PRISONS  FOR 
THE  HOME  DISTRICT.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  the  Fifteenth  Report 
of  the  Inspector  of  Prisons  for  the  Home  District,  with  the 
general  Digest  of  Returns  for  the  year  1849. 

In  the  course  of  the  next  or  early  in  the  succeeding  year,  the 
important  prisons  in  the  Home  District,  at  Holloway  for  the 
City  of  London,  at  Wandsworth  for  the  County  of  Surrey,  and  at 
Lewes  for  the  County  of  Sussex,  will  be  completed,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  application  of  the  system  of  separation  will  not 
be  limited  to  the  simple  prevention  of  contaminating  intercourse 
among  the  inmates,  for  which  the  principle  of  their  construction 
almost  of  itself  provides — but  that  the  discipline  will  be  so  re- 
gulated and  enforced,  that  the  sentences  of  the  authorities 
charged  with  the  administration  of  justice  will  be  carried  into 
effect,  and  these  prisons  be  made  a  real  terror  to  evil-doers.  The 
gaols  at  Southampton,  Banbury,  Windsor,  and  Hastings,  in  this 
district,  are  in  a  most  discnreditable  condition,  and  have  been 
specially  reported  as  such.  In  the  cases  of  Southampton  and 
Banbury  the  building  of  new  prisons  has  been  decided  upon^ 
and  the  preliminary  arrangements  made  by  the  local  au- 
thorities. 

Labour.— 1  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  give  particular  attention 
to  l)ie  means  of  providing  hard  labour  for  prisoners  when  in 
separate  CDnfinement,  in  prmuHB  in  the  agricultural  districts, 
where  the  introduction  of  any  n  ally  laborious  work  is  replete 
With  difficulty.  In  such  cases  I  hii  ve  considered  it  best  to  recom- 
mend that  the  treadwheel  or  crank-labour  machine,  where  in 
use,  should  be  applied  to  all  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  on 
a  graduated  scale,  decreasing  with  the  length  of  their  imprison- 
ment, so  that  the  entire  physical  weight  of  the  discipline  should 
bo  brought  to  bear  upon  all  offenders  sentenced  to  short 
terms,  on  whom  but  little  salutary  impression  is  likely  to  be 
made  through  the  agency  of  moral  and  religious  instruction, 
and  no  temporal  benelit  accrue  to  themselves  by  their  imper- 
fectly learning  a  trade ;  while,  tm  the  other  hand^  those  under- 
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going  long  imprisonments  should  be  placed  on  the  reduced 
scale  of  hard  labour,  the  residue  of  their  time  being  devoted  to 
moral  and  religious  training,  and  acauiring  the  knowledge  of 
some  trade  which  saay  be  useful  in  attar  life ;  thus  seeing',  as 
regards  offenders  for  short  terms,  to  deter  \>y  physical  means^ 
but  in  the  case  of  long  sentences  aspiring  to  reform  and  reclaim 
by  conjoining  other  influences,  or  rather,  preponderating  the 
scjEile  in  favour  of  moral  and  religious  appliances. 

The  most  usual  forms  of  applying  hard  labour  are  tbe 
treadwheel,  the  crank-labour  machine,  and  the  picking  of 
oakum.  The  two  first  exercise  the  most  powerfully  deterring 
influence,  particulaHy  on  the  vagrant  and  disorderly;  the  third, 
although  very  distasteful  to  offenders  when  in  association  and 
under  strict  superintendence,  is  but  little  felt  in  the  freedom 
of  bodily  action  eiijojed  under  separation,  and  should  be 
restrictea  to  boys,  women,  and  the  infirau 

The  crank  laoour  machine,  as  now  generally  used,  is  subjt'ct 
to  the  following  aa&oi^  other  inconveniences,  which,  from  its 
recent  introduction,  wQl  be  obviated  by  future  improvements — 
namely,  the  aggravation  of  the  severity  of  the  labour  to  a  very 
oonsiderable  extent,  by  the  simple  turning  of  the  key,  and  thie 
nice  discretion  required  in  adjusting  the  resistanee  to  the 
strength  of  the  labourer,  whieh  must  necessarily  impose  this 
duty  upoit  the  governor  and  surgeon.  I'he  maonne  has  been 
found  to  work  unequally  when  dry  or  freshly  oiled,  and  when 
set  to  a  resistance  of  12  lbs.  it  has  required  a  power  of  50  lbs. 
to  start  it.  A  very  great  improvement  has  just  been  effected 
over  the  cdd  machine,  by  a  new  one  invented  by  Mr.  J. 
G.  Appold,  for  which  he  has  obtained  a  patent.  With  other 
advantages,  it  is  self-regulating,  and  uniforaii^  of  friction  is 
secured  in  all  portions  of  the  handle,  and  under  all  circum- 
stances, whether  well  oiled  or  dry.  The  amomnt  of  force  the 
prisoners  have  to  exert  during  the  revolutioM  of  the  handle  is 
also  for  the  first  time  satisfactorily  ascertained. 

I  have  closely  examined  this  machine,  and  consider  it  very 
superior  to  those  first  constructed,  and  I  annex  a  more  detailed 
description,  with  plan  and  section.     (  Vide  Appendix  No.  2.) 

The  number  ot  revolutions  which  may  be  safely  required  as 
a  day's  work  from  a  prisoner  enjoying  good  hesuth,  and  sen- 
tenced to  hard  labour  at  the  crank,  uiould  not  be  less  than 
16/)00. 

i>i6<.— <The  alteration  made  in  the  Official  Dietaries,  by 
extending  the  periods  of  Na  1  and  2  Tables,  has  been  produc- 
tive of  iio  erocts  injurious  to  health,  but  has  been  found 
beneficial  in  its  application  to  vagrants  and  refractory  paupers. 
In  many  instaaees,  however,  the  vagrant  is  eommittea  in  so  low 
a  condition  of  health  as  to  render  &e  plBcin|^  him  upon  a  more 
Tal  aUowance  impefative.    I  am  or  opinion  thc^  these  mtMt 
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¥e  •  wide  \mt  nmrnmrj  dm^inriiofk  mule  1>elween  the  qventity 
ef  food  ibr  tke  aappert  of  priwnon  in  teperate  OQaanement 
and  those  in  associaticm.  A  smaller  qeantitj  will  always 
be  fomd  adeqoate  for  tbooe  in  the  latter  cat^ory,  where 
the  depreenng  pMsiona  exeffeise  the  less  inflnence.  1  have  at 
times  been  surpmed  at  the  ezeellent  health  in  which  I  hare 
found  prisoners  in  sooe  of  the  most  inferior  prisons,  when 
upon  a  very  low  diet,bnt  where  all  were  in  unchecked  association 
aiid  without  hard  labour.  I  feel  it  necessary  to  make  these 
observations  from  the  coapariMins  which  are  not  unfreqnently 
instituted  betwemi  die  dietaries  of  the  pauper  and  the  criminal, 
whose  coraditioBS  bear  no  analogy.  Ihe  able-bodied  pauper 
voluntarily  cntewa  and  discharges  himself  from  the  Union, 
while  his  diet,  whether  he  renaim  there  for  a  short  or  a  lone 
period,  is  inTariaUy  the  same  ;  he  works,  if  he  does  so  at  all, 
at  the  most  under  partial  superintendence,  enjoys  freedom  of 
mtetotmne  with  his  fellows,  exercise  at  will  in  the  open  air, 
and  in  this  oomparativ^  free  condition  a  very  small  modicum 
ol  food  win  sofice  to  maintain  him  in  health.  Not  so  the 
criminal :  if  sentenced  but  tor  three  weeks,  and  placed  in  sepa- 
rate confinement,  and  kept  to  what  is  really  hard  labour,  the 
diet  alkywed  is  barely  sufficient  to  keep  him  in  health  ;  if  for 
a  kmger  time,  the  prison  diet  increases  commensnrately  with 
the  length  of  bis  imprisonment,  for  then  the  depressing 
inflnenee  of  iM^tion  from  his  fellows  begins  to  manifest  itself, 
and  the  agricoltnral  labonier,  devoid  of  all  intellectual  resources, 
feels  his  situation  keener  than  the  better  informed ;  and  the 
provisiott  of  a  nutritioas  diet,  bo  that  he  may  be  discharged 
m  a  condition  to  earn  his  livelihood,  is  indispensable,  and  proved 
so  by  experience.  I  have  questioned  many  refractory  paupers 
from  workhouses,  in  prisons  where  separate  confinement  has 
been  oonjotned  with  really  hard  labour,  and  found  very  rarely 
an  instance  where  the  prisoner  would  not  prefer  the  Union ; 
expressing,  however,  at  the  same  time,  his  dislike  to  both. 

Union  (^Liberties  with  ComUies. — ^I  have  very  ^eat  satisfac^ 
tion  in  noticing  the  passing  of  the  13  8c  14  Vict.,  cap.  105, 
entitled  **  An  Act  for  fecilitating  the  Union  of  Liberties  with 
the  Counties  in  which  they  are  situate."  The  inconvenience 
of  these  separate  jurisdictions  is  most  obvious,  and  mrticularly 
where  they  extend  into  more  counties  than  one,  which  is  not 
unf^uMtly  the  ease.  The  prisons  retained  in  them  for  the 
confinement  of  prisoners  under  criminal  and  civil  process  arc 
of  the  most  ipferior  description^  and  in  civil  cases  the  prison 
of  a  liberty  is  ikot  unfrequently  selected  either  by  the  oebfeor 
or  the  credited ;  by  the  former,  sps  leaving  him  under  less  re- 
straint than  the  county  gaol ;  by  the  latter,  as  likely  to  punish 
respectability  by  its  uncleanliness  and  discomfort.  The  first 
a{>plici^oa  of  this  A<2t  will  be  in  the  case  ef  the  Liberty  of  St. 
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Albans,  and  I  trust  that  when  its  salutary  pronsions  become 
more  generally  known,  that  they  may  be  ayailied  of  in  the 
several  cases  where  absolutely  requisite. 

Juvenile  Offenders, — I  have  much  satisfaction  in  referring- 
you,  Sir,  to  the  letter  (  Vide  Appendix  No.  1)  addressed  to  me 
by  the  Rev.  Sidney  Turner,  the  able  and  zealous  Director  of 
the  Philanthropic  Society's  Farm  School  at  Reigate,  detailing 
the  results  of  the  training  pursued  in  that  valuable  institution 
in  respect  to  boys  who  nave  been  sent  there  on  conditional 
pardons  from  the  Government  and  other  prisons. 

I  advert  with  peculiar  gratification  to  that  portion  of  Mr- 
Turner's  communication  which  reports  the  complete  success 
of  the  interesting  and  benevolent  experiment,  made  under 
your  directions,  for  testing  the  efficacy  of  the  training  pursued 
m  this  institution  as  a  means  for  the  reclamation  of  juvenile 
offenders. 

Twenty-two  boys  sentenced  to  long  terms  of  imprisonment 
the   Middlesex   houses  of  correction  at   Clerlcenwell  and 


m 


Tothill  Fields,  and  of  which  a  considerable  period  remained 
unexpired,  after  a  careful  investigation  of  their  respective 
cases,  received  pardons  on  the  condition  of  entering  the 
Society's  Farm  School  at  Reigate.  The  greater  portion  of 
those  selected  were  orphans,  or  boys  who  had  been  abandoned 
or  neglected  by  their  parents  or  relatives,  and  would  no  doubt 
have  been  sentenced  to  transportation  on  their  next  conviction. 
The  result  of  this  experiment  is  thus  given  by  Mr.  Turner : — 

Of  the  22  we  have  now  15  in  the  school,  most  of  them  lads  of  16  and  17, 
and  almost  all  of  them  looking  forward  to  emigration,  a  reward  which  their 
steady  conduct  and  effoiis  to  improve  themselves  have  well  deserved. 
They  have  all  now  served  the  full  term  of  their  original  sentences,  and 
remain  here  obeying  our  discipline,  and  working  in  &ie  different  depai-t- 
ments  of  our  farm  labour,  in  earnest,  as  volunteers.  I  have  lately  allowed 
such  of  the  older  of  them  as  had  decent  relatives  to  go  up  to  London  and 
pass  two  days  with  their  friends.  They  have  come  back  to  their  time, 
having  conducted  themselves  most  satisfactoriljr,  and  with  their  purposes 
of  thoroughly  separating  themselves  from  all  their  former  habits  and  associ- 
ates by  leaving  England,  and  seeking  an  honest  livelihood  abroad, 
confirmed. 

The  breaking  these  lads  of  their  London  tastes  and  dispositions,  and 
bringing  them  to  work  on  the  land,  and  govern  themselves  by  the  rules  of 
OUT  free  and  self-controlling  system,  was  no  easy  task,  but  after  a  few  months* 
wrestling  and  trial,  they  generally  yielded  to  the  influence  that  was  brought 
to  bear  upon  them,  and  began  to  interest  themselves  in  their  own 
improvement ;  and  there  is  a  steady,  earnest  promise  of  right  conduct  in 
the  older  of  them,  that  more  than  repays  the  worry  and  anxiety  that  their 
previous  wilfulness  and  folly  caused. 

Seven  of  the  original  number  (22)  have  left  us.  One  is  on  his  voyage 
to  Hobart  Town,  where  he  has  relations  likely  to  be  of  use  to  him  ;  four 
requested  their  discharge,  or  were  applied  for  by  their  friends  after  their 
sentences  were  expired  by  some  months;  two  deserted  (one  for  the  second 
time,  and  after  suffering  three  months'  imprisonment  for  the  first  offence) 
and  have  not  yet  been  recovered,  their  friends  and  relations  assisting  to 
conceal  them.    Of  the  four  who  left  us  with  our  consent^  one  has  beei\ 
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•gain  m  fMrkoii,  his  mother  being  a  profeaaed  receiver  of  stolen  goods,  and 
folly  chargeable  with  the  ruin  of  her  son  and  of  many  other  boys  whom 
she  has  seduced  and  led  on  to  steal. 

Including  the  lad  already  gone  abroad,  we  may  speak  with  tolerable 
confidence  of  16  of  the  22,  a  proportion  that  would  undoubtedly  have  been 
still  greater  had  it  been  possible  to  have  selected  only  such  volunteers  at 
had  arrived  ai  the  expiration  q^  their  §ef^ence$,  or  such  as  had  suffered  a 
considerable  amount  of  punishment,  and  had  yet  a  large  portion  of  their 
sentences  unexpired. 

I  feel  persuaded  that  the  success  which  has  followed  this 
measure,  is  in  a  great  degree  owing  to  the  thorough  inves- 
tigation made  into  the  circumstances  of  every  boy's  case,  and 
t&  rejection  of  all  such  as  did  not  give  a  fiiir  prosjx^ct  of 
reformation.  The  annual  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  from  one 
to  two  thousand  pounds  applied  in  extension  of  this  benevolent 
proceeding,  would  I  am  persuaded  be  a  measure  of  economy, 
Dj  the  saving  it  would  occasion  in  the  cost  of  the  prospective 

J>ro6ecutions  and  maintenance  of  re-committed  juvenile  of- 
lenders,  while  the  moral  advantage  secured  through  its  means 
would  be  beyond  all  estimation.  It  is  most  essential  that 
the  selection  of  such  cases  should  be  confided  to  discreet  and 
experienced  hands,  and  that  it  should  be  made  the  indispensable 
condition  with  any  offender  so  pardoned,  that  he  consent,  when 
considered  as  sufficiently  improved,  to  leave  the  country  as  an 
emigrant. 

I  nave  not  failed  in  compliance  with  your  directions  to  visit 
the  school  at  Reigate,  and  make  the  following  extract  from  my 
observations : — 

"  I  have  visited  the  Farm  at  Red  Hill,  and  have  every  reason 
to  be  satisfied  with  the  principle  and  details  of  its  management. 

"The  appearance  of  the  boys  (84  in  number)  now  under 
training  at  the  farm  presented  a  pleasing  contrast,  botli  as  to 
looks  and  to  demeanour,  to  when  in  prison ;  they  were  not  only 
robust  and  healthy,  but  had  lost  all  that  shuffling  and  evasion 
in  replying  to  questions,  so  usually  characteristic  of  juvenile 
delinquents. 

"  It  must  be  admitted  that  there  is  little  in  the  temporaiy 
comforts  of  this  institution  to  tempt  the  boys  to  remain,  and 
if  they  accommodate  themselves  to  the  really  hard  work 
required  from  them,  they  must  either  have  been  physically 
disgusted  with  the  hardships  and  cheerless  prospects  of  a 
criminal  life  or  morally  awakened  to  a  sense  of  their  religious 
and  social  duties. 

"  The  food,  clothing,  and  accommodation  of  these  boys  at  the 
Farm  School  are  assimlhited  as  far  as  possible  to  those  of  the 
country  people  about  them.  They  have  meat  but  two  days 
in  the  week,  they  rise  and  are  in  the  fields  at  the  same  hour  as 
common  labourers,  and  they  retire  at  nine,  after  attending  school 
finr  aa  hour  uid  a  half  in  the  evening." 
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Gmtral  Statistics  of  Crimea  1849. — It  is  some  satisfiielioii  to  be 
piiaMcd  to  report  that  the  general  returns  of  the  prison  popula- 
tion for  1849  show  a  considerable  decrease  over  the  large  increase 
of  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  prisoners  of  all  classes^ 
m\d  the  gross  expenditure  for  the  maintenance  of  prisonevB 
during  the  years  1848  and  1849,  were  as  follows : —

The  increase  in  the  number  of  criminal  prisoners  for  1849 
Ts  on\y  4  per  cent,  over  that  of  1848,  while  the  increase  of 
|S4S  was  21*5  per  cent,  above  the  preceding  year  1847,  being  a 
diiiunution  of  nearly  18  per  cent,  in  favour  of  1849.  The 
jjrirn  ipal  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  prisoners  during  the  year 
18  VJ  over  the  preceding  year,  will  be  found  among  those  tried 
at  assizes  and  sessions,  which  have  decreased  4  per  cent. ;  but 
this  is  more  than  met  by  an  increase  in  the  summary  convic- 
tionn,  amounting  to  7*9,  or  nearly  8  per  cent. 

UiK>n  looking  over  the  several  heads  of  summary  oonviotions, 
if;  will  be  found  that  a  very  considerable  increase  has  again 
taken  place  in  the  number  of  convictions  under  the  Game 
Laws,  being  no  less  than  34  per  cent,  namely — 3004  in  1848, 
and  4079  in  1849.  The  number  convicted  under  the  Poor  Law 
Act  in  1848  amounted  to  5360,  in  1849  to  4251,  or  25'1  per  cent. 
deti ease.  The  increase  or  decrease  in  the  other  classes,  com- 
pared with  the  assumed  increase  in  the  population,  is  as 
follows: — Game  Laws  +  34;  Revenue  Laws  4-  20*5  ;  Bas- 
tardy +  24"8  ;  Vagrants  -h  145  ;  Military  Prisoners  +  34*5; 
Trespasses  +  10*3;  Larceny—  7'5 ;  Police  4-  11-7;  Assaults 
+  5  1;  Want  of  Sureties  -  42 ;  Reputed  Thieves  +  171; 
Poor  Law  Act  —  25'1 ;  all  not  included  —  7'6. 

Jfwmile  Offenders, — The  number  of  prisoners  under  17  years 
of  age,  in  1848  was  13,799,  in  1849  12,955,  showing  a  decrease 
of  844.  The  number  committed  for  trial  at  assizes  and  sessions 
in  J  848  was  3276,  in  1849  2895,  being  a  decrease  of  381.  The 
juvenile  offenders  summarily  convicted  in  1848  were  10,743,  in 
1849  10,251,  being  a  decrease  of  492. 

Mccommittals, — The  recommittals  have  increased  7  per  ceat., 
the  number  being  37,225  in  1848,  and  39,826  in  1849.  Tbe 
jurenilcs  in  this  class  have  undergone  no  material  cbango,  the 
numbers  being  4166  in  1848,  and  43l4*in  1849. 

It  will  be  readily  admitted  that  any  attempts  to  show  tlie 
number  of  persons  actually  recommitted,  where  the  informa- 
tion is  in  a  great  degree  dependent  upon  tho  prisoners  them- 
Eiches,  must  be  futile,  the  motives  fbr  conoealneiit  being  m

powerful  on  the  one  hand,  while  on  the  other  it  is  not 
uncommon,  whai  questioning  criminals  as  to  the  number  of 
times  they  have  been  committed  to  prison,  to  hear  them  in  a 
spirit  of  bravado  exag^rate  the  number  of  their  offences :  I 
have  therefore  restricted  the  returns  of  recommittals  to  those 
actually  recommitted  to  the  same  prison,  which  is  easily  ascer- 
tainable, rather  than  extend  the  mquiry  to  what  would  be  at 
the  best  but  a  vague  approximation  to  the  truth. 

Deaths — ^The  aeatbs  of  prisoners  in  the  year  1849  amount  to 
341  ;  their  ages  at  the  time  of  decease  were  as  follows : —

Philanthropic  Farm  Schools,  Red  Hillj  Surr^» 

Mv  PBAR  Sir, 

Agreeably  to  your  request  I  send  you  the  following  short  report  on 
the  issue  of  our  reformatory  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  boys  recommended  by 
you  for  the  Queen's  conditional  pardon  on  condition  of  admission  to  our 
gehool.  These  boys  have  been  of  two  classes:  1st,  juvenile  offendera  under 
sentence  of  transportation,  and  transferred  to  us  from  Millbank;  2nd, 
juvenile  offenders  under  sentence  of  imprisonment,  and  transferrer i  to  us 
IVom  Coldbath-Fields,  the  Westminster  House  of  Correction,  or  other 
prisons. 

The  admission  of  the  first-named  class  of  boys  began  in  October,  1847, 
tiince  \\'luch  date  we  have  received  from  Millbank/or^^;/?v«  boys  in  all. 
With  frw  exceptions  these  boys  have  all  been  very  youngs  And  smalL  They 
liiive  mostly  belonged  to  London,  Liverpool,  Birmingham,  and  other  large 
tf>wni!i,  and  in  almost  every  instance  have  been  repeatedly  in  prison ;  have, 
ill  fiic!,  run  the  usual  career  of  the  juvenile  thief  or  pickpocket,  summarily 
eonviL'.ted  four  or  five  times  before  different  magistrates,  and  finally  com- 
mitted for  trial,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  transportation  at  the  sessions 
01  fiiisizus.  It  may  be  charitably  supposed  that  in  reference  to  children  of 
audi  tender  years,  as  many  of  these  juvenile  convicts  are  (some  being  even 
^  youn^  as  10  years  old),  the  sentence  of  transportation  is  passed  with 
a  vltMv  of  separating  the  boy  effectually  from  his  negligent  relatives  or 
eon  ui»t  associates,  and  placing  him  under  conective  education  at  Parkhurst, 
or  soiiie  similar  establishment,  rather  than  of  inflicting  on  him  a  penalty 
jipprtipviate  to  his  offence  or  circumstances.  There  are,  however,  very 
yrv^viX  varieties  in  the  criminality  and  viciousness  of  these  boys ;  some  appear 
to  be  the  victims  of  circumstances  and  depraved  connections,  rather  than  of 
any  deep-seated  depravity  of  purpose  or  character  in  themselves.  Others, 
atrain,  bcem  to  be  so  ingrained  with  crime,  and  so  attached  to  the  low 
pTtasures  and  licence  which  the  town  thiefs  life  brings  with  it,  that  they 
are,  in  every  sense,  trtVfti^/  offenders,  and  deserve  to  be  treated  as  responsible. 
Very  Utile  can  be  done  with  this  more  depraved  class  without  the  aid  of  a 
iLoni^iderable  amount  of  suffering ;  the  experience  of  the  penalties  and 
ctvils  of  crime  is  necessary  to  check  the  inclination  for  its  indulgences,  and 
I  nm  Irce  to  confess  that  the  mild  inductive  discipHne  of  a  school  like  ours 
seems  scarcely  suited  to  such  boys,  nor  they  justly  entitled  to  it,  without 
at  lea>Tt  a  considerable  amount  of  preUminary  correction  in  the  shape  of 
sepaialc  imprisonment,  hard  labour,  and  strict  continuous  restraint.  I 
could  quote  many  instances  to  show  that  age,  stature,  and  any  other  merely 
pi^ysieal  attributes  afford  no  certain  ground  for  judging  of  the  offender's 
mniarstate,  of  the  hopefulness  of  his  character,  or  of  the  pitifulness  of 
his  ffise. 

Bui  J  must  not  occupy  your  attention  with  more  of  these  preliminai-y 
n.*mai'ks  but  proceed  at  once  to  detail  what  we  have  been  able  to  do  with 
the  boys  committed  to  our  care.  In  staling  the  results  I  should  add  that 
the  laiiger  pail  of  the  Millbank  boys  were  received  into  our  London  schools^ 
nml  Itint  it  is  only  during  the  last  12  or  15  months  that  we  have  been  able 
lu  Uun^  the  discipline  and  labour  of  our  new  country  establishment  to  bear 
vtpon  them.  The  great  improvement  manifest  during  the  last  year  in  those 
\\h()m  we  have  transferred  to  the  farm-school,  gives  me  good  reason  to 
r^nlit^ipate  a  far  higher  average  of  favourable  results  to  our  work  than 
llnmer  years,  with  tlie  in-door  occupation  and  confinement  of  our  London 
institution,  could  give. 
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Of  the  45  boys  reoeiTed  from  Millbank  in  the  last  3  years,  24  are  still  in 
the  lehool,  Tiz.,  2  admitted  ia  1847,  6  admitted  in  1848,  3  admitted  in 
1849,  and  13  admitted  in  1860.  Many  of  these  give  substantial  promise 
of  turning  out  good,  trastworthy,  and  useful  lads.  The  industry  and 
steadiness  of  seTeral  are  remarkable.  Two  or  three  under  14  years  of  ac^e 
will  do  a  fiir  better  day's  work  in  proportion  (task-work,  which  at  once 
stimulates  and  proves  the  real  metal  of  the  workn^n)  than  many  an  adult. 

Passing  these  by,  however,  as  subjects  of  future  report,  I  find  that  in  the 
three  years  ending  December  31,  1850,  21  have  left  us.     Of  these — 

9  have  ffone  abroad  as  emigrants. 
•  7  have  been  apprenticed  or  asnsted  to  employment  in  England. 

1  baa  been  retomed  to  MilllMmk. 
1  has  been  sent  to  his  fHends  as  unimproveable. 
3  have  deserted. 

Of  these  last,  one  deserted  from  our  London  school,  in  May,  1849.  He  is 
now  committed  for  trial  at  Liverpool,  and,  as  having  been  before  sentenced 
to  transportation,  will  probably  be  again  trans];>ortea,  andsenttoParkhurst. 
The  other  two  deserted  from  this  place  on  their  removal  from  our  London 
school,  in  January  last,  1850.  They  were  speedily  apprehended  for  a 
theft  in  Kent,  tried  at  Maidstone,  and  again  sentenced  to  transportation. 
Thinr  are  now  at  Parkhurst. 

l^e  lad  sent  back  to  his  friends  as  hopeless,  was  so  returned  in  June  last. 
He  has  been  again  sentenced  to  transportation,  and  remitted  to  Parkhurst. 
His  was  a  singnlar  ease :  if  one  coula  believe  in  moral  monomania  in  so 
young  a  sul]ject,  he  might  be  ouoted  as  an  instance.  Petty,  aimless  theft 
seemed  a  sort  of  necessity  with  him ;  pens,  needles,  paper,  and  similarly 
useless  things  were  every  now  and  then  secreted  by  him.  Punishment  and 
persuasion  seemed  equally  in  vain. 

Of  the  lads  apprenticed  or  placed  in  employment  in  England,  all  are 
doing  well. 

Of  the  nine  emigrants,  I  have  good  accounts  of  seven,  and  an  indifferent 
report  of  two.  Only  three  of  the  nine  have  gone  from  our  country  school ; 
the  others  had  only  our  London  training.  I  am  not  disappointed,  therefore, 
to  find  that  some  have  not  frilfilled  the  promise  they  gave.  The  three  farm- 
school  emigrants  have  gone,  one  to  New  Brunswick,  two  to  Australia.  These 
lads  are  well  trained  to  country  occupations ;  can  thresh,  dig,  drive,  and 
milk ;  handle  the  axe  and  mattock ;  and,  in  fact,  do  a  good  day's  work  on  a 
eoloEual  farm,  without  minding  weather  or  being  afraid  of  exertion. 
Captain  Hayne,  the  superintendent  of  the  New  Brunswick  Land  Company 
at  Fredericton,  who  has  kindly  taken  our  lads  under  his  protection,  si)eaks 
very  favourably  of  the  youths  we  have  sent  to  him,  especially  of  their  tact 
and  industry. 

Of  the  21  lads,  therefore,  to  be  accounted  for  from  Millbank,  14  are  doing 
well,  2  indifferent,  5  are  in  prison  or  under  penal  training. 

The  second  class  of  lads,  ifidiom  we  have  received  in  consequence  of  your 
recommendation  of  them  for  conditional  pardon,  comprise  the  22  boys  who 
were  selected  by  you  from  the  Westminster  and  Middlesex  Houses  of 
Correction  last  ^nng,  as  the  subjects  of  experiment  how  far  it  might  be 
possible  to  interpose  effectually  with  juvenile  offenders  in  the  stage  previous 
to  transportation. 

These  lads,  as  you  will  remember,  were  moat  of  them  above  14,  many 
above  16  yean  of  i^e.  They  were  under  sentence  of  imprisonment  for 
various  terms,  from  six  months  to  twelve ;  in  general  the^^  had  served  more 
than  half  their  time,  the  remainder  of  their  sentences  being  commuted  in 
consideration  of  the  different  circumstances  of  their  cases,  and  of  the 
Society's  reception  of  them.  Of  these  3  or  4  accepted  the  pardon  and 
came  to  the  school  with  the  purpose  only  of  thus  evading  the  remainder  of 
their  punishment,  and  returning  to  then*  London  connections  as  soon  as 
they  could  effect  their  escape  from  the  school.  In  pursuance  of  this  object 
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Ihey  desert€d  shortly  after  coming  here.  We  enforced  the  law  (1  &  2 
Vict,  cap,  S2),  however^  agaiast  theiHf  and  obtained  their  conrictiDii  atid 
imprisonment  for  3  months  as  the  penalty  of  their  breach  of  faith. 

Of  the  22  we  have  now  15  in  the  ichaol^  moKt  of  themladaof  lb  and  17, 
and  almost  all  of  them  looking  tbrwa^rd  to  e mig rat ion^  a  reward  which  their 
steady  eondact  and  effortit  to  improve  1hem*elvei  have  well  deterred. 
They  have  all  now  served  the  full  term  of  their  original  sentenees,  and 
remain  here  obeying  ovir  discipline,  and  vForking  in  the  diiferent  de- 
partment*! of  our  farm  Jabour,  m  eameat^  as  volunteers.  I  have  lately 
allowed  such  of  the  older  of  them  as  had  decent  relatives^,  to' ^o  up  to 
Ijondoa  and  pass  two  days  with  their  friendi.  They  Ivave  eome  back  to 
their  time,  having  conducted  themselvefi  most  satisfactorily,  and  with  their 
purpa^es  of  thoroughly  separating  ttiemselves  from  ali  their  former  habits 
and  associates  by  leaving  England,  and  seeking  an  honest  iiTelihood 
abroad,  confirmed. 

The  breaking  these  lads  of  their  London  tastes  and  diapotaitiona,  and 
bringing  them  to  work  on  the  land,  and  govern  themselves  by  the  rules  of 
mirffec  and  stlf-€oiUri>lling  system,  was  no  easy  task,  but  after  a  few  monlha' 
wrestling  and  trial,  they  generally  yielded  to  the  influence  that  was  brought 
to  bear  upon  them,  and  began  to  interest  themselves  in  their  own 
improvement  ;  and  there  is  a  steady,  earnest  promise  of  right  cocduct  in 
the  older  of  them  that  more  than  repays  the  worry  and  anxiety  tliat  their 
previous  wilfulness  and  folly  caused. 

Seven  of  the  original  number  (22)  have  left  us.  One  is  on  his  voyage  to 
Hobart  Town,  where  he  has  relations  likely  to  be  of  use  to  him  \  four 
requested  their  discharge,  or  were  applied  for  by  their  friends  after  their 
sentences  were  expired  by  some  monlbs  ;  two  deserted  (one  for  the  second 
time,  and  after  suffering  three  months*  imprisonment  for  the  first  offence) 
and  have  not  yet  been  recovered,  their  friends  and  reiations  assisting  to 
conceal  them.  Of  the  four  who  left  us  with  our  consent,  one  has  been 
again  in  prison,  his  mother  being  a  professed  receiver  of  stolen  goods,  and 
fully  chargeable  with  the  ruin  of  her  son  and  of  many  other  boys  whom 
ftlie  has  seduced  and  led  on  to  steal. 

Including  the  lad  already  gone  abroad,  we  may  speak  with  tolerable 
contidence  of  14>  of  the  22,  a  proportion  that  would  undoubtedly  have  been 
still  greater  had  it  been  possible  to  have  selected  only  such  %^mteer$  as 
hinfl  m  rived  at  the  ejtjnraiion  qf' ikeir  smtencts,  or  such  as  had  suffered  a 
considerable  amount  of  puuisliment  and  had  yet  a  large  portion  of  their 
sentences  unexpired.  Besides  these  two  classes  of  lads,  we  have  received 
four  on  conditional  pardon  from  different  County  prisons  at  a  distance  front 
Lundoup  Of  those,  one  has  emigmted,  one  is  dead,  one  has  returned  to  his 
relalionis  (near  He  re  ford  )>  and  one  is  still  with  ue,  but  will  leave  ns  in  our 
next  party  of  emigrants,  being  one  of  our  best  boys. 

I  do  not  trouble  you  with  a  report  on  the  character  and  cireumstances 
of  the  lads  we  received  in  1846  and  1847  from  Parkhun^t,  as  they  were  not 
selet^ted  by  you  ;  and  as  also  being  sent  to  us  to  be  a*^isted  out  into  the 
world  at  the  end  of  a  long  period  of  detention  and  correctional  education 
in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  they  form  an  exceptional  class,  for  whose  welt  or  ill 
doing  we  are  not  so  directly  responsible.  In  general  it  may  be  said  of 
them  that  such  as  wc  could  induce  to  enaigvate,  or  could  effc^ctually 
separate  from  their  friends^  have  done  well ;  those  whom  their  relatives 
retained  under  their  influence  in  London  have,  as  a  general  rule,  turned 
out  indifferently.

In  the  new  patent  self-rezulating  labour-machine  the  following  advan- 
ta^ges  are  obtained  over  all  hitherto  made  for  like  purposes : — uniformity  of 
friction  under  all  circumstances,  whether  the  machine  be  well  oiled  or  dry, 
and  in  all  positions  of  the  handle,  thus  enabling  a  roan  to  turn  for  any 
length  of  time  without  variation  of  effort ;  other  machines,  when  set  to  a 
resistance  of  12  lbs.,  have  required  50  lbs.  to  start  them,  and  materially  vary 
when  they  become  dry  or  warm.  This  uniformity  of  friction  is  obtained 
through  the  medium  of  a  weight  connected  with  the  drum,  which  whilst 
the  machine  is  in  motion  is  lifted  according  to  the  resistance  it  receives, 
thereb]^  altering  the  grip  of  the  machine ;  thus  when  the  machine  is  cold, 
fresh  oiled,  or  driven  slowly,  it  will  not  rise  and  liberate  the  erip  so  much, 
Init  should  there  be  any  increased  friction,  from  want  of  oil  or  any  other 
cause,  the  weight  will  immediately  rise  and  liberate  the  grip,  exactly  so 
much  as  will  neutralize  the  effect  produced  bv  this  cause. 

The  exact  power  exerted  by  the  new  machine  is  precisely  ascertained, 
an  object  which  has  never  previously  been  accomplished  by  any  other, 
and  is  now  effected  by  simply  placing  a  weight  on  the  machine,  which 
wei^t  represents  the  amount  of  force  the  prisoner  will  have  to  exert 
during  the  whole  revolution  of  the  handle. 

The  cylinder  or  barrel  contains  a  small  quantity  of  water  with  a  metal 
plunger,  which  effectually  prevents  any  vibration  in  the  machine  from 
rough  usage.  Its  action  is  thus : — ^The  plunger  not  being  made  to  fit  quite 
close  fothe  barrel,  only  permits  the  water  to  pass  slowly  from  one  side  to 
the  other,  thereby  offering  a  resistance  to  any  sudden  change  in  the 
position  of  the  plunger,  because  to  lilt  the  column  of  water  you  must  like- 
wise lift  the  column  of  air,  and  as  the  area  of  the  plunger  is  about  20 
inches,  you  would  have  to  exert  a  force  equal  to  20  x  15  «  300  lbs. ; 
consequently  as  the  space  between  the  barrel  and  plunger  is  small,  it  per- 
fectly resists  any  sudden  alteration  in  the  position  of  the  plunger,  although 
not  ofi^ring  any  resistance  to  the  plunger  being  moved  slowly,  it  being 
merely  suspended  in  the  water,  and  not  touching  the  barrel  or  cylinder. 

The  means  of  ascertaining  the  precise  amount  of  labour  performed  is  to 
multiply  the  weight  on  the  machine  by  the  circumference  described  by 
the  handle  in  feet,  then  by  the  number  of  revolutions  per  minute  ;  the  pro- 
duct will  be  equal  to  the  number  of  pounds  raised  one  foot  high  per  minute,

BUcretion  mvi^t  of  course  be  used  aa  to  Ihe  amount  of  labour  with  which 
tli€  prisouei-  is  to  be  tiuked,  whieh  entirely  dependij  upon  the  health  and 
itrength  of  the  individual  and  the  time  he  is  to  be  employed.  15,000 
revolutions  have  been  found  to  be  the  Average  araount  of  work  per  day 
for  an  adult  in  good  health. 

The  annexed  wood  engravlni^  itUI  afford  a  more  accurate  representation 
of  the  crank  labour-machine  than  atiy  written  description.

Nonember  2M,  The  most  general  rules  are  not  without  eiCGptions,  Of 
the  two  outgoing  prisoners,  two  lada  who  were  in  a  trebled  cell,  have  spent 
tiieir  month  (for  poaching)  to  advantage— the  one  having  learned  the  whole  of 
his  Elementary  Catechism,  (which  I  promised  to  give  him  on  that  condition^) 
juwl  having  taught  the  other  to  read  ;  and  both  with  upjmrent  sincerity  declare 
It  has  been  "  a  very  good  thing "  for  them  to  have  come  here,  StiK,  the 
•II  but  universal  rule  is  that^  onee  placed  in  the  trebled  cell,  the  moat  atten- 
tive ■eholars  become  careless,  and  every  bad  disposition  is  increased. — "  If  we 
weald  do  we!l  j**  they  say,  ^*  others  won't  let  us." 

i^«™&w  1 9th.  Conversed  with  some  candidate  Communicants  j  as  usual 
flerc,  those  least  fit  ure  the  foremost  to  offer  themselves  ;  and  those  whom  1 
ihoultl  most  tt  kh  to  receive,  are  reluctant,  from  a  sense  of  their  unfitocss,  and 
fi^i  awful  regard  to  the  ordinance. 

Jfioe  6lA*  I.  H,,  when  I  visited  him»  yesterday,  was  not  sensible.  He  died 
to-day.  It  may  illustrate  the  nature  of  communications  among  prisoners,  if  I 
roemion  here  that,  in  conversation  from  window  to  window^  ho  told  a  prisonpr  now 
W(i  that  the  j610  which  he  was  convicted  of  stealing  was  buried  in  a  ficld^ — 
dtiteriisQiif;  mnmtely  the  spot,  m  that  he  might  go  and  get  it  on  his  discharge, 
in  hii^f  being  under  sentence  of  tritisportation ;  whereas  the  iact  was  that 
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the  money  was  taken  from  him  on  his  apprebenaion.  Thus  «riine  is  their  talk 
and  their  hoast,  when  they  can  converse,  even  crimes  which  they  never  com- 
ttiitti^tl.  ^I  was  downright  wicked,  and  didn't  know  what  to  talk  aboat," 
was  all  the  aeooant  he  oould  give  of  it.  This  sin  gpreatl^  troabled  his  mind  in 
the  prospect  of  death.    He  thought  worse  of  this  gratuitoos  deceit  than  of  tlie 


cnmc  wtucfa  caused  his  impnsona 

i}eU*der  1 6th,  Visited,  ke.,  four  prisoners,  outgoing,  tbejr  are  one  paitjr  of 
muisherSf  after  12  months  imprisonment,  and  withoat  anj  visible  emct  from 
all  they  have  heard.  No  criminals  at  all  so  obdurate  and  hopeless  as  these 
m&kers  and  utterers  of  coanterfeit  eoin.  Not  one  of  them  has  yet  griven  me 
ground  to  hope  well. 

Jatiuftry  14M.  Had  some  sad  proofs  to-day  of  the  rnider-CBrrent  of  oormp- 
lion  among  the  female  prisoners,  where  those  that  are,  eomparatively,  innooeot 
and  pure,  are  importuned  by  the  prostitutes  about  them  to  go  off  with  them  to 
the  «arne  wretched  life,  and  plans  formed  to  that  efieet. 

Fthnmry  12fA.  The  father  of  a  female  prisoner,  rescued  from  the  snsie, 
mentioned  in  the  foreeoing  extract,  and  discharged  a  month  ago,  writes  to-day 
liid  says — **  Sne  is  become  a  pleasure  to  me,  and  I  do  not  know  how  ts 
earppesa  myself  or  be  thankful  enough  to  you  all."

Ohservatiowi.—A  nt^w  prison  is  in  the  course  of  building  on 
an  elevated  site  adjoining  the  town  of  Lewes,  and  the  neccssitj 
for  the  pressmg  forward  its  completion  is  most  obvious  from 
the  continually  crowded  condition  of  the  present  gaol  and  house 
of  corrt-ction,  many  of  the  prisoners  sleeping  three  in  a  ceU,  which 
diminishes  the  weight  of  punishment,  and  weakens  the  effect 
,  of  moral  and  religious  instruction.  Every  exertion  appears  to 
be  made  by  the  governor  and  chaplain,  both  in  respect  to  the 
disciplme  and  the  moral  and  religious  instruction  of  the  pri- 
soners, but  this  establishment  can  only  be  regarded  as  in  a 
state  of  transition,  and  I  close  my  report  with  the  hope  that 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  press  forward  the  comtietJon  of 
the  new  prison.

The  cells  are  deficient  in 
light  and  ventilation,  and  the  whole  establishment  very  inferior 
tg  what  might  be  reasonably  required  for  so  large  a  population. 


BOROUGH  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION,  HASTINGS. 

The  following  prisoners  were  confined  in  the  gaol  at  the  time 
of  my  visit  (see  p.  13)  : — 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  whole  of  the  male  prisoners,  with 
the  exception  of  the  one  convicted  of  smuggling,  were  crowded 
together  in  the  same  day-room.  Prisoners  before  trial  are 
iillowcd  6J.  a  day  for  their  maintenance ;  convicted  prisoners 
above  1 4  years  of  age  receive  2  lbs.  of  bread  daily ;  those  under 
14  years,  1^  Iba.     No  regular  prison  clothing. 

ITie  only  provisions  for  moral  and  religious  instruction  are 
the  gratuitous  and  occasional  visits  of  the  curate  on  week-days, 
and  of  a  schoolmaster  who  reads  prayers  and  a  sermon  on 
Sundays.

Prisoners  sentenced  to  long  terms  are  sent  under  contract 
to  the  county  gaol  and  house  of  correction  at  Lewes,  and  I 
should  recommend  that  this  be  done  in  all  cases  of  convicted 
prisoners,  however  short  the  periods  of  their  imprisonment.  This 
gaol  is  wholly  unfit  for  the  purposes  of  a  penal  establishment; 
there  is  no  effective  separation  between  the  sexes,  no  airing- 
yard  where  the  prisoners  can  take  exercise,  and  it  has  the  aa- 
aitional  inconvenience  of  being  so  situated  that  communication 
from  without  can  be  carried  on  without  the  possibility  of  pre- 
venting it.  The  construction  of  the  building;  and  limited  site  pre- 
vent the  application  of  the  statutory  provisions,  as  well  as  the. 
ordinary  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  prisons. 
The  printed  rules  are  imperfect  in  themselves,  and  do  not  appear 
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lo  bare  been  c  cr  t  ificd  by  the  Sccrc  ta  ry  of  S  ta  t  e.  No  cha  j  *l  ain  has 
been  apt»o m Uid .

Labour. — The  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  put  to 
the  treadwheel,  which  is  applied  to  the  grinding  of  corn. 
The  proportions  of  rest  and  labour  at  the  wheel  are — in 
summer,  two- thirds  on  and  one- third  off  the  wheel;  in 
winter,  three-fourths  on  and  one-fourth  off.  The  prisoners  not 
sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  employed  in  cooking,  baking* 
cleaning,  tailoring,  &c.  The  women  are  employed  m  making 
and  repairing,  and  in  washing  the  prisoners  linen.  The  ^ 
vemor*  states  in  evidence,  "  I  had  a  very  unfavourable  opinion 
of  the  treadwheel  before  I  came  here,  but  I  am  now  satisfi<e<I 
it  is  the  only  effective  punishment."  I  have  to  notice  the  in- 
troduction of  a  very  efficient,  ingenious,  but  economical  method

Books, — I  examined  the  pri>on  books  and  found  them  neatly 
:ept,  and  entered  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  Magistrates  in  Session  make  an  order  upon  the  county 
treasurer  ror  a  certaun  amount  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of 
lie  prison,  which  k  paid  into  the  local  bank,  and  drawn  out 
y  the  cheques  of  the  Visiting  Justiees,  as  required. 

Charity  Fund. — I  notice  with  much  satisfaction  the  existence 
fa  charity  fund  in  this  prison,  established  for  the  reward  and 
ssistance  of  such  prisoners  who  by  their  continued  good  conduct 
lay  merit  it  after  their  discharge.  The  principle  on  which 
evaids  are  ppranted  appears  to  be  sound,  increasing  in  amount 
ki  stated  periods,  on  testimonials  of  continued  good  conduct. 
rhe  fimd,  I  understand,  has  2000/.  invested  in  consols,  and  is 
DoreoFFer  fed  by  annual  subscriptions.  The  following  printed

hf  Ml,  1850.  I  think  it  but  right  to  insert  the  following  remark,

"he  nlent  system  is  most  rigidly  enforced  in  respect  to  all 
victed  prisoners,  while  the  untried  arc  never  left  without 
direct  superintendence  of  an  officer. 

rhe  entire  of  the  arrangements  with  respect  to  the  discipline 
1  general  management  of  this  prison  are  most  satisfactory, 
I  reflect  great  credit  on  the  governor  and  officers.  The 
i[dine  as  administered  ought  to  have  a  powerful  deterring 
lence  on  prisoners  convicted  of  slight  ofiences  and  for  short

Ills  gaol  is  wholly  unfit  for  the  purposes  to  which  it  is 
lied.  Upon  my  visit  I  found  three  prisoners  (men)  in  the 
ig-yard  who  were  engaged  in  eating  their  dinners  in  the 
y,  which  stands  most  conspicuously  in  the  centre  of  the  yard, 
appeared  to  be  used  as  a  dayroom. 

He  of  these  prisoners  was  for  trial  at  the  Borough  Sessions, 
second  had  oeen  convicted,  and  was  undergoing  six  months 
risonment  for  embezzlement,  and  the  third  was  under 
ence  of  10  years  transportation,  awaiting  an  order  for 
oval.  The  part  of  the  prison  appropriated  for  women 
dsts  of  a  single  ward,  and,  overlooking  the  garden,  is 
cure.  There  is  no  appointed  chaplain  and  scarcely  any 
he  statutory  requisitions  relating  to  prisoners,  are  or  can 
omplied  with.  The  prisoners  work  at  a  small  treadwheel. 
Lve  strongly  recommended  the  mayor  and  magistrates,  as  a 
sure  not  only  of  public  utility,  but  also  of  economy,  to  dis- 
tinue  the  maintenance  of  this  prison,  and  to  send  all  their 
oners  without  exception  to  the  county  gaol  and  house  of 
'ection  at  Dorchester.  Imprisonment  in  such  a  prison  as 
borough  gaol  at  Poole  will  never  deter  offenders  from  the 
)mmi8sion  of  crime  or  arrest  idle  habits;  while  in  the  county 
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prison  there  is,  to  say  the  least,  a  j^rcat  proljability  of  making 
a  salutary  impression.  The  building  used  as  a  lock -tip  in  tliw 
town  I  report  as  wholly  unfit  even  for  the  temjx>rary  detention  df 

Snsoners.  It  is  both  damp  and  dark,  and  imprisonment  there 
tirins^  a  night  in  winter,  must  be  at  wjnsiderablc  risk  to 
health ;  it  has,  morc?overj  the  additional  inconvenience  of 
being  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  police  station. 

The  present  borough  gaol   ivould   well   suit  the  comhinf4D 
purposes  of  a  police  office,  barrack,  lock-up,  and  fire-engine  sU^^ 
tion. 

If  however,  the  local  authorities  decide  upon  keeping  W 
this  prison  as  a  borough  gaol  the  requirements  of  the  Acts  wi 
Parliament  in  respect  to  jjaols  will  have  to  he  complied  witi, 
and  a  very  considerable  expense  incurred.  I  have  made  a 
re2>resentation  to  the  ma^or,  recoixler,  and  m agist raleif 
and  have  ever)'  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  take  iiiUii 
consideration  and  give  effect  to  the  recommendations  of  tliir 
report.

I  examined  the  persons  and  clothing  of  the  prisonei'*  and 
found  them  clean. 

On  going  through  the  cells  I  observed  in  some  cases  that  the 
water  power  was  nut  sufficient  to  carry  off  the  soil  from  the 
closet  pans. 

Diet' — The  surgeon  states,  he  considers  the  diet  to  be  quite 
sufficient ;  1  examined  the  articles  of  foodj  and  found  them  of 
good  and  wholesome  quality.

The  books  in  uh^  by  the  ])ri- 
tooers  are  jirtJcured  from  the  Uhristian  Knowledge  and  Relijiioijs  Tract  Smni^tej, 
We  hftve  r»o  re*ralar  lendin^r  library  beyond  triiets  ;  1  thin t  it  wtnihl  be  an  im- 
pTOVcnient  it  thore  wpre,  Wi?  huve  bt>ok^i  in  seveml  |jinL'-iing:es,  amhhe  l>[>uay 
veriien  of  the?

The  srhool master 
puts  a  pniit4.*ii  number  of  the  cla$9  over  his  <.^ll  door,  and  privca  him  a  cnrre- 
(potidinj^  tiiiiaberia  the  cell,  to  that  th^  »chool master  gets  him  into  the  cha|ieL 
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i^itHtMt  A  word  panSng  between  them.  The  jiritoneri  are  dirkM  ioto  Are 
«U<i86t|  and  are  taught  reading,  wriiinff,  aud  arithmetic;  tlia  writing  ia  taught 
H|K>n  slates.  AH  prisoners  before  trial  and  boys  attend  school ,  but  no  prisoner 
artcnds  the  school  who  is  not  imprisoned  for  a  longer  fieriod  than  one  month. 
Tiierc  is  no  regular  instruction  oi  the.  women,  their  labour  materially  interferes 
>vttk  it.  The  average  time  spent  by  me  in  tlie  prison  is  from  seven  to  eight 
hoiir^  daily. 

I  was  present  at  the  examination  of  a  class  of  45  prisoners  in 
school,  tney  wore  questioned  by  the  chaplain  on  the  15th  chap- 
ter of  Saint  John.  I  note  the  following  extracts  from  the 
chaplain's  journal : — 

Jftnuary  26M,  1850. — On  duty  at  a  quarter  to  nine,  read  pmyers  and  acrip- 
hirc  from  twenty-five  minutes  |)ast  nine  to  ten,  visited  cells  \h{  u  quarter  to  one, 
ami  from  a  quarter  past  two  to  six,  und  from  seven  to  a  quarter  |o  eight. 

lloceiTcd  intimation  from  a  visiting  magistrate,  that  the  luiinber  of  wen. 
001  ui tig  fVom  various  parts  of  the  prison  to  school,  canscs  much  labour  to  the 
oHierrs }  and  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  reduce  (he  mmibors  romiAg^  to 
school  for  the  present ;  also  that  in  consequence  of  recommendation  froa  prison 
Jn»|icctore/  no  prisoners  scntcnct  d  to  hard  labour  would  be  permitted  to  cone 
to  :^chool  for  the  first  month.  Conferred  with  the  school niastere,  and  madear- 
rariTcments  accordinfrly.  The  whole  of  the  four  wards,  A,  B,  C,  and  D,  have 
bei'ti  visited  since  Wednesday,  lenxing  36  cells.  The  absence  of  prisoners 
jroni  their  cells  for  various  purjioses,  rendera  it  almost  im]»ossiblc  to  visit  with 
regrularity. 

The  instruction  is  evidently  taking  good  effect  amongst  the  prisoncra,  and 
Ibo  schooling  much  valued  by  the  better  di8i)osed  criminals* 

Fthntary  20th, — On  duty  at  half  )ut5t  8.  read  pniyera  and  Scriptures  from 
25  minutes  {Mist  9,  to  5  minutes  |)ast  10,  visited  cells  till  20  minutes  |)ast  13. 
Gave  a  short  lecture  to  38  prisonera  previous  to  their  leaving  school.  From 
half  i>ast  1  prepared  various  books  for  particular  prisoners  till  10  minutes  to  4. 
Gave  short  lecture  to  50  prisoners  previous  to  leaving  school.  Visited  sen- 
tenced debtors^nd  part  of  female  ward  and  cells  till  qaarter  fiast  6.  ar.d  Trodi 
T  to  quarter  to  8.  The  chaplain  cannot  refrain  from  drawing  the  attention  of 
tbr  visiting  niaeistrates  to  the  prisoner  in  D  1,  17,  who  has  for  the  S|iaee  of 
nearly  a  fortniglit  showed  symptoms  of  breaking  down.  Indeiiendent  of  any 
eonaiJeration  for  the  bodily  nealth  of  men  in  this  state  which  a  continued  pres- 
sure of  such  hard  labour  tends  to,  it  is  respectfully  impressed  on  the  magistrates 
4liat  the  state  of  mind  of  any  prisoner  in  such  a  condition^  it  yery  far  from  any 
:probability  of  improvement  under  such  prostration. 

The  breaking  dow  n  of  the  mental  energy,  is  as  totally  a  different  thing  from 
thf'  breaking  down  of  sin,  under  convictions  produced  in  a  wholesome  manner; 
as  the  ap|)arent  good  beitaviour  of  prisonera  under  the  light  pressure  of  garden 
%vDrk,  or  domestic,  or  mechanical  oecujiation,  ia  a  totally  different  thing  from  a 
•aiutsry  improvement  produced  under  a  more  moderate  but  unpalutublc  pre^ 
sure  of  hard  labour  combined  with  a  more  )>roi)ortionate  degree  of  instruction. 
The  difference  in  the  prostration  of  D  I,  17,  from  that  of  other  i>risoneis  who 
aro  more  subdued  is  very  mainfest. 

July  \9t/i, — On  duty  at  half  |Hist  6 ;  read  prayera  and  scripture  with  exposi- 
tion till  quarter  past  7.  Visited  from  quarter  to  9  till  half  ]jast  12,  and  from 
httlK  past  1  to  2.  On  proceeding  to  cell  C  1,  20,  to  visit  B.,  a  Parkhurst  con- 
vict who  had  been  getting  on  badly,  1  found,  on  opening  his  cell  door,  that  ha 
had  broken  the  leg  of  his  table  from  the  frame  and  armed  himself  with  it,  and 
was  standing  in  the  attitude  to  strike.  I  closed  the  door  and  called  the  first 
Wfirder,  Mr  Bell,  to  the  cell. 

V  isited  till  6,  and  from  7  to  quarter  to  8.     Visited  B.,  twice  in  the  dark  celK 
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This  priBooer  hai  been  iBoch  neglected  in  youth,  and,  like  so  vera!  others, 
nired  in  the  firieoa  in  a  state  of  deep  demdation  frooi  past  sinful  habits,  and 
ifanost  infidelit3r.  I  had  latterljr  Yisited  him,  and  paid  rather  more  attention 
to  his  moral  improrement  by  teaching,  than  to  otncrs  on  account  of  his  not 
pshaking  of  the  same  privileges  as  the  other  Parkhnrst  prisoners ;  and  I  found 
yn  00  die  whole  improTtng,  bat  he  seems  to  have  broken  down  under  a  sense 
rf kis  being  nndoljr  punished  by  three  days'  imprisonment  in  the  dark  cell,  for 
nkittfl:  a  noise  in  chapel,  which  he  aai^ted  was  inadvertent.  The  peculiar 
fifficolty  of  dealing  with  such  cases  seems  to  be  found  in  maintaining  just  so 
■ach  aothoiity  as  to  keep  up  discipline,  anil  yet  avoid  irritating  a  despairing, 
■ad,  and  imnroTing  the  condition  of  the  criminal  so  as  to  render  his  sentenoe 
lesefidal,  rattier  than  destructive  to  him.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  that 
Iter  such  notice  haa  been  taken  of  this  prisoner's  conduct  as  the  case  may  b» 
bought  to  require,  he  be  permitted  to  exercise  some  useful  employment,  such 
s  mending  dothes,  and  tnat  a  trial  be  given  him  under  the  treatment  which 
ither  convicts  have  experienced. 

The  chaplain  will  pay  increased  attention  also  to  the  case  and  report  even- 
toaliy  oniL 

Labour. — ^The  hard  labour  for  the  prisoners  consists  in  work- 
ing  at  crank  machines,  which  are  applied  to  the  grinding  of 
eoTD  and  pumping  of  water.  56  prisoners  were  emplo3red  on 
the  cranks  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The  governor  states  the 
Kale  of  prisoners'  labour,  which  from  the  recent  occupation  of 
the  prison  had  not  been  finally  determined  at  the  time  of  my 
risit,  will  be  as  follows : —

The  rest  or  cessation  from  labour  which  commences  at  9  a.m.  and  terminatei 
tt  6  pji.,  will  be  the  period  intervening  for  dinner,  merely  from  half-past  12 
mtil  two.  The  crank  machine  may  be  applied  either  to  the  grinding  of  com, 
IT  the  pumping  of  water.  The  grinding  is  for  the  prison,  and  the  public  are 
harged  Is.  a  quarter  for  barley  and  2s.  for  wheat.  There  is  no  regular  em- 
ibynient  for  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  we  select  as  i'ar  as  we 
an  from  this  class  men  for  cleaning,  etc.  The  untried  have  not  the  option  of 
mployment  inSered  them.  The  {)risoners  are  all  anxious  for  employment,  par- 
Lcularly  those  waiting  for  trial.  The  wcmen  wash  for  some  of  tne  officers, 
larticuiarly  those  rationed  on  the  establishment,  they  are  never  up  after  the 
snal  hour. 

ZMfiors. — I  notice  the  extraordinary  fact  of  one  debtor  having 
)een  confined  in  this  county  raol  for  36  years.  I  inquired  very 
ainutely  into  his  case,  and  found  his  prolonged  detention 
>wing  entirely  to  his  own  obstinacy.  I  made  use  of  every  ar- 
niment  to  inauce  him  to  take  the  necessary  but  simple  steptf 
or  his  own  release,  but  in  reply  to  my  question  as  to  whether 
le  would  take  the  benefit  of  tnc  Act  he  replied  **  I  will  not," 

Books,  Uxpenditure. — I  examined  the  prison  books  and  found 
hem  neatly  kept  and  entered  up  to  the  time  of  my  visit.  The 
haplain*s  character  book  appears  worthy  of  commendation. 

Discipline. — The  routine  of  the  discipline  is  described  a9

At  20  mimitet  before  6  the  bell  ring*  for  the  priMfMnrs  to  rise,  at  6  the  pri- 
tton^ri  are  overlooked,  and  at  a  quarter  pait  six  the  bell  rings  for  chapel,  tkcf 
WHsh  and  leave  their  bedding  exposed  to  air  in  their  celU ;  the  service  in  cha- 
j)et  Ia«t8  from  half-fttst  6  to  half-past  seven,  they  then  return  to  their  cells  tod 
reecivo  their  breakfasts  at  a  quarter  nast  8.  At  9  o'clock  the  officers  muslcr 
anc]  the  prisoners  are  turned  out  for  labour.  They  continue  at  the  cranks  frosi 
9  until  a  qusrter  past  12,  dine  at  half-psst,  and  resume  their  labour  and  coo> 
f  Inue  ot  work  until  10  minutes  to  six,  and  locked  up  at  eight.  Tho  gas  is  not 
lit  in  the  cells  during  the  sonmior.  The  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  Imrd  labour 
4,.t!  ^Mnplojed  as  far  as  possible  in  cleaning,  they  have  an  hours  ezereisedoriBg 
iKo  day.  On  Sundays  the  overlooking  is  at  7,  breakftst  at  8,  chapel  fitin  lOta 
1 2 J  d  inner  a  quarter  before  1 .  Afternoon  chapel  service  from  8  to  half-past  4, 
Bupjter  at  6.    The  prisoners  do  not  exercise  in  the  yarda  on  Sundays. 

Observations.'^l  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
general  management  of  this  prison,  although  several  of  the 
present  arrangements,  particularly  in  respect  to  labour  and 
attendance  at  school,  fVom  the  recent  occupation  of  the  build- 
in|^.  reauirc  a  little  more  time  and  practice  to  make  them 
work  well  together.  I  should  strongly  recommend  that  some 
emplo^ent,  if  only  the  picking  of  oakum^  should  be  introduced 
far  prisoners  before  trial,  and  those  not  sentenced  to  hard  la- 
bour. I  also  am  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  some  intervals 
<»f  rest  for  prisoners  at  the  cranks,  as  they  now  work  for  three 
and  four  hours  without  interim.  I  doubt  the  propriety  as 
^vell  as  the  legality  of  the  women  prisoners  being  employed  in 
washing  for  the  governor  and  certain  of  the  officers.  I  also 
think  that  the  prisoners  should  take  exercise  on  Sundays, 
particularly  in  the  summer  months,  and  that  some  regulation 
ought  to  be  made  by  which  the  discipline  officers,  including  the 
deputy  governor,  should  be  allowed  to  be  abs^it  occasionally 
on  the  ^ndays  for  recreation.

— I  examined  the  articles  of  food,  and  found  them  of 
good  and  wholesome  quality.  The  surgeon  states  ^^  The  diet  is 
quite  sufficient." 

Health, — ^The  medical  officer  states, — 

T  visit  the  prison  daily,  and  riotice  everything  particular  m  my  joartaJ' 
The  h^Ith  of  ttie  prisoners  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  Venereni  cases  are 
much  less  frequent  than  they  have  been  for  years.

choliTa  was  prevalent  in  the  town,  we  had  a  great  number  of  cases  of  diarrhcea 
in  the  prison,  but  it  yielded  to  the  ordinary  remedies,  while  oae  in  70  died  from 
cholera  in  tlie  immediate  neighbourhood.  The  prisoners  are  sent  into  their 
warily  t>efore  they  are  seen  by  me.  There  has  been  oae  case  of  attempted 
suicide  ;  it  was  an  extraordinary  one. 

I  annex  the  medical  officer's  report  of  the  case. 

Report  of  the  treatment  of  J 61m  Blower^  who  attended  Suicide* 

I  was  sent  for  at  ^  pest  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  22nd  of  July*  to 
Yunt  John  Blower,  who  had  just  been  convicted  of  felony,  and  who,  on  cooaiog 
from  the  court  and  placed  in  the  yard,  had  made  a  violent  attempt  on  bis  life, 
by  cutting  his  throat  with  a  razor,  which  he  took  from  a  shell  in  the  room 
iTimicdiately  after  sentence  of  transportation  for  7  years  had  been  passed  on 
hiiiK  I  attended  instantly,  and  found  him  standing  between  two  prisoners,  wIk> 
were  supporting  him,  bleeding  profusely,  and  to  everjr  appearance  lifeless,  with 
ail  immense  pool  of  blood  before  him.  He  was  immediately  placed  in  a 
recumbent  position,  and  I  found  a  wound  in  his  throat  extending  almost  finom 
ear  to  ear.  Seeing  instantly  that  the  carotids  had  not  been  wounded,  I  imme- 
diatc'ly  secured  by  ligature  the  larger  branches  of  the  lingual  and  thvroideal 
arteries,  and  united  3ie  external  wound  with  five  sutures,  and  placed  the  head 
in  i^Lich  a  position  as  would  facilitate  the  reunion  of  the  trachea,  whieh  was 
convplctely  divided.  On  removing  him  to  the  hospital,  he  was  pulseless  ;  the 
trauhcEi  was  widely  separated  from  the  larynx,  immediately  below  which  it 
was  cut  through.  1  instantly  determined  to  remove  the  threaos  (three  of  them)^ 
and  placing  the  trachea  in  close  apposition  with  the  larynx,  I  applied  a  suture 
throogh  it  (avoidkig  the  lining  membrane  as  far  as  was  possiole^  and  the 
criooid  cartilage  or  lower  part  of  the  larynx.  The  external  wound  was  then 
cloACxi  by  sutures  and  adhesive  plaster ;  and  cold-water  dressings  ooostaotly 
applied.    From  that  moment  he  had  not  a  bad  symptom ;  the  exteraal  wound 
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BiMkiwllj,  tnd  on  the  2m1  of  Aagwt  Ttbe  11th  dar)  I  nmoved  tbe  Iig»- 
n  iroM  the  tmehem,  aad  ui  a  day  or  two  be  was  coovaJescent.  On  hU  return 
tiM  jard  he  sinuilated  insanityi  and  again  attempted  self-destniction  bj 
oniog  his  hoad  violently  against  the  wall.  I  was  again  obliged  to  replace 
n  in  tbe  boepital  with  two  attendants.  I  watched  him  most  narrowly,  visiting 
B  several  times  every  day.  I  stated  my  opinion  to  the  magistrates,  and  on 
sMi  Aagaat  aad  the  Sod  Septesiber  I  availed  myself  of  the  opinion  of 
r.  Garrington,  svgeoa ;  he  agreed  with  me  in  every  respect,  and  as  a  gross 
postor  he  was  forthwith  sent  to  Millbank. 

Moral  and  Religious  Inttruction, — The  chaplain  was  absent  on 
m  at  the  time  of  my  Tisit»  but  I  have  sutNiequently  reoeived 
m  him  the  following  detail  of  the  duties  performed  by  htm  in 
i  prison. 

I,  Portsnumth  Gaol,  7th  October,  1850. 

1  npti  exceedingly  that  it  was  out  of  my  power  to  have  waited  upon 
B  daring  your  late  inspection  of  the  borough  gaol.  I  happened  to  be  from 
oe  whea  your  sommons  arrived,  and  did  not  return  till  the  evening.  I  send 
wifingiy  a  short  report  of  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  the  chaplaincy 
perfmeA,  with  the  extncts  from  tbe  journal  which  you  required. 
aaeoUde  the  priaonen  every  morning  in  the  cha|iel  for  prayers,  and  read 
iecdon  from  the  liturpry  and  a  portion  of  Scripture ;  after  which  I  preach  to 
a  a  short  sermon.  Ttuis  all  the  prisoners  (with  the  exception  of  tne  cook) 
brought  under  daily  religious  instruction.  On  the  Lord's  day,  Divine  sen 
is  perfonncMl  in  the  moniiug  and  afternoon,  and  two  sermons  are  delivered- 
have  also  Divine  service  and  a  sermon  on  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday, 
ill  thankwrivioff  and  fast  davs,  appointed  by  public  authority.  When  there 
ny  juvenile  offenders  in  prison,  1  catechise  them  on  an  average  about  five 
I  every  week  ;  and  occasionally  visit  them  at  their  houses  to  inquire  how 
aie  getting  on,  and  to  devi^  means  for  ^ireaerviiig  the  children  Tif  there 
ay)  finom  similar  contamination.  I  adiuonuh  all  tlie  urisoners  on  admission, 
eater  their  names  in  the  character  book,  with  all  the  minute  jNirticulars 
thepr  maj  be  pleased  to  sive  me  respecting  their  parentage,  education, 
pation,  history,  &c.  &c  On  discharge,  likewise,  I  sec  and  au  monish  them, 
tribute  books  and  tracts  frequently  through  the  prison,  and  visit  every 
the  sick  b  hosjMtal  and  those  in  solitary  confinement.  I  spend  from  two 
ur  hours  every  day  in  the  gaol,  more  or  less,  as  the  occasional  duties  may 
in  nomber  and  importance,  I  follow  as  impHcitly  as  possible  the  rules 
nibed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  which  I  find  excellent,  and  admirably 
ted  in  every  respect.  I  may  add  perhaps  that  there  are  four  schools  in 
rent  parts  of  the  borough  which  are  attended  in  great  numbers  by  tb6 
Iren  of  the  |x>or,  and  which  I  constantly  catechise.  In  one  of  them,  in 
room,  I  have  a  catechetical  class  of  200  boys ;  and  in  another  room,  of  100 
.  I  carefully  endeavour  to  instil  into  their  minds  the  strictest  principles  of 
sty,  integrity,  fiuthfulness,  and  truth.  As  I  hold  no  parochial  charge,  I 
an  easy  admission  into  these  schools  without  being  liable  to  the  imputation 
Bdousness  or  intrusion. 

any  of  the  prisoners  during  the  eighteen  months  nearly  that  I  have  held 
chaplaincy,  nave  lef^  gaol  apparently  penitent,  and  with  excellent  senti- 
s  and  feelings,  but  as  they  generally  Wave  tlie  town,  and  go  to  other 
s,  I  have  no  opportunity  of  ascertaining  whether  the  impressions  made 
them  haye  been  permanent  and  lasting. 

he  governor  of  the  prison  oonfirms  the  chaplain's  statement, 
adcby  the  chaplain  sees  all  the  prisoners  on  coming  in  and 
ig  out,  and  has  the  women  brought  before  him  for  moral 
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and  religious  instruction.  Hi§  sister  attends  tVic  pri>^m,  and 
sees  the  women  twice  a  week,  and  instructs  thein«  The  \>t> 
ioners  mutilate  the  books  very  mncht  'Hi ere  i«  no  lending 
library,  but  the  corporation  allow  the  chaplain  51,  a  year  fi» 
bcx)ks,  I  notice  with  much  satLsfaction  a  great  iRipix>vemeitt 
in  the  performance  of  the  chaplain's  duties,  the  average  tim© 
Ment  by  him  daily  in  the  prison  is  about  3  hours.  1  make 
the  following  extracts  from  the  chaplain's  journal  ; —

Hill  mother  gives  a  very  bad  accotmt  of  him.  Gave  h^r  much  advice  nboul 
bringing  up  the  other  children  projM?rly  thai  are  younger.  Also  vUHcd  the  B'tt 
(two  other  young-  offenders,)  m  Huckland.  They  arc  Tcry  jioor,  tiie  moth« 
kdeud.  A  BJster^  1 8  years  old,  keep?  the  h^jiix*,  Seymour-street,  in  w  Idch  tiie| 
live,  appears  to  be  a  very  low  street^  crowded  with  idle  deprBved-lookiiig"  chil- 
dren. Crave  the  sister  much  advice  about  them,  nnd  keeping  them  dcitn ;  U 
thev  rflim*  into  gaol  esecedin^ly  dirty  and  nc^glecied. 

Momtuy,  Jmtc  1 7M.^ Visited  a^^uin  the  S.  in  Wingfield-atrcctT  La nd port » 
the  fnmily  of  the  notoriou»  juvenile  delinquent  W.  S^  Saw  the  mother  atid 
two  of  ihe  children.  The  mother  Beems  to  hi^  a  sensible  decent  wonmni  tod 
comtilains  much  of  the  drunken  habits  of  the  father,  who  has  reduced  llw 
family  to  very  great  poverty.  Visited  also  S.  another  of  the  juvenile  offendctt. 
Did  not  see  the  Ijov,  but  the  mother  rays  that  he  has  been  greatly  impro™ 
lince  he ^^U3  last  in  (raoL  The  father  U  a  shipwright  in  the  Dockynrd,  TJiB 
wife  fiay»  he  bus  tK'cn  always  a  ao^ier  honest  m;in,  btit  violent  in  his  temper 
«nd  a  greut  swearer.  The  street  (Wiltshire-jitreet)  seems  to  beaveryW 
place,  and  full  of  demondized  in  habitants.  The  areoimts  |f  iven  me  of  thetf 
l^o  l>oy*  *rfi  very  favourable.  Their  last  im  prison  men  t  appears  to  have  bem 
Tc  ry  sal  uta  ry  to  hot  h.  Thcseparateconfiocmcnttowhiehihej*wercso  hjeetw, 
ieems  to  have  a  truck  terror  into  them.  They  dread  it  even  more  than  a  flag- 
ging, I  made  inqairiefl  about  G.,  another  hoy  who  lives  in  the  same  street 
The  father  is  a  very  wicked  and  abandoned  cbanictcT,  He  is  a  widower^  vod 
cohabits  with  his  ai$ter-in4uw,  by  whom  he  has  a  ehikl.  The  w  hole  fkmilj 
live  together  in  one  roomj  and  spend  nearly  all  their  money  in  beer. 

Friday y  Jvtg  tth. — Visited  the  Lancnsterian  ^hoot^  Swan -st reel ^  I>ndport, 
where  a  strikingly  undue  pr<j|>ortion  of  the  juTcmU-  offenders  has  been  eductied. 
jS(X>ke  to  the  master  about  frequently  giving  his  pupils  instruction  on  the  ei^bw 
commandment;  and  impressing  on  thcni  the  pnneij^les  of  honesty  and  fair 
dealing*  He  defended  him^df  by  saying,  that  whatever  harm  was  done  must 
have  l^n  done  during  the  lime  his  predeeessor  htld  ihe  school ,  who  w«is  *Q 
easy  indulgent  old  man  :  that  the  fault  could  not  be  Jnirly  rharged  upoo  f^"^^ 
•i  he  was  only  three  years  in  chargt* ;  utid  that  none  of  the  boys  ittstructed  hj 
lifm  have  ever  been  convicted  of  any  crime. 

Jit/i/  }  2th. — Called  to  day  at  the  bouse  of  L.  another  juvenile  offender,  vbo 
has  been  recently  in  gaoL  The  jmrents  speak  rather  favourably  of  him ,  and  m 
tending  him  to  sea  i  gave  them  many  charges  about  kee|>ing  him  out  e)  W" 
company^  and  aUu  taking  measures  to  prevent  him  from  eormjiting  the  otb<*" 
children.  1  aUo  called  on  M*^  anotheri  a  very  stupid,  ignorant  boy.  His  father 
H  a  |>otalo-seller.  lie  iias  not  stolen  fronj  want,  tiave  the  mother  and  • 
younger  brother  much  advice* 
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JwAf  15rAw— VWted  M.  in  WiiiffMd-street,  whoM  ton  bat  recenUj  be«n 
sooTi^cd  at  a  jnTenile  oAendcr.  I  taw  both  parentt  Th^  teem  to  be  rerj 
»rrect  and  proper  people.  Thejr  keep  tbe  boy  in  the  houte  at  much  at  poa- 
obie,  and  intend  aoon  to  move  away  from  such  a  demoralized  locality.  The 
ion  was  corrupted  by  C.  and  B.,  two  notorious  young  thieves,  who  live  in  a 
id^bouring  atreet.  They  have  a  fatrge  family.  I  believe  they  are  correct 
leople,  have  no  interoourte  with  thehr  neighbours,  and  do  not  show  their  chil- 
Iren  a  bad  example.  They  live  unfortunately  in -a  locality  where  it  ia  alaMtt 
mpoatible  to  bring  up  a  family  well.  I  also  saw  L.,  a  discharged  debtor,  and 
brmeriy  convicted  on  a  charge  of  stealing  mortar.  He  lives  in  tbe  same  street. 
[  taw  hia  wifc,  who  tayt  he  is  quite  an  altered  and  reformed  character  tiuoe 
la  cane  oat  of  priton ;  and  that  he  attendt  church  three  timet  a-day. 

Labour. — The  men  sentenced  to  hard  labour  work  at  the 
wheel  and  picking  oakum  ;  the  women  making  and  mending 
linen,  and  washing. 

Books.  ^1  examined  the  books,  and  found  them  neatly  kept 
and  entered  to  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Discipline. — The  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  seven,  make  their 
beds,  breakfast  at  eight,  go  to  the  wheel,  and  remain  there 
QDtil  prayer  time,  at  naif-past  ten ;  resume  their  labour,  and 
dme  at  a  quarter  before  1 2 ;  one  hour  is  allowed  for  dinner ;  they 
resume  their  labour  at  4,  and  are  locked  up  at  sunset. 

With  the  exception  of  the  women,  who  are  confined  in  separate 
cells  in  a  recently  erected  ward,  the  prisoners  are  in  unrestricted 
association. 

The  construction  of  the  men's  wards  in  this  prison  is  so 
defective,  and  the  site  on  which  the  prison  is  built  so  limited, 
as  to  render  it  difficult  to  suggest  any  alteration  or  addition 
which  would  justify  the  requisite  expenditure  for  the  purpose. 
I  think  it  would  he  found  a  very  beneficial  arrangement  were 
the  Town  Council  to  send  all  convicted  prisoners,  of  both  sexes, 
whose  sentences  should  exceed  three  months,  under  contract  to 
the  county  gaol  at  Winchester.  This  would  afford  the  means 
of  an  improved  classification,  if  not  of  the  complete  separation 
of  the  prisoners.  The  time  which  the  prisoners  work  at  the 
wheel  might,  I  think,  be  very  properly  extended,  and  prisoners 
before  trial  might  be  afibrded  employment.  I  consider  the 
committal  under  summary  conviction,  of  seamen  to  this  prison 
from  the  Queen's  ships  ror  breaches  of  discipline,  as  very  un- 
desirable. They  cannot  fail  of  being  injured  by  the  de- 
moralizing intercourse  which  must  prevail,  and  there  would  be 
no  diflSculty  in  committing  them  to  the  county  gaol  at  Win- 
chester. A  seaman  from  the  *  Dauntless'  was  at  the  time  of 
my  visit  undergoing  his  sentence  of  10  days'  solitary  confine- 
ment^ with  18  days'  hard  labour.

Fifteenth  Report  of  Inspectors  of 


[1850. 


I  regret  to  report  that  some  attempts  at  escape  have  been 
made ;  but,  with  one  exception,  that  of  a  prisoner  remanded  on 
a  charge  of  smuggling,  they  were  unsuccessful.  No  blame 
appears  to  attach  to  the  officers.  Under  the  head  of  health, 
the  surgeon  reports  that  the  principal  ailment  has  been 
the  venereal. 

\^'ith  respect  to  moral  and  religious  instruction,  the 
chaplain  states  that  all  attempts  at  instruction,  in  the  crowded 
state  of  the  gaol,  are  in  vain.  The  usual  services  are  per- 
formed. .  . 

I  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  the  building  a  new 
prison  has  been  decided  upon  by  the  municipal  authorities, 
and  the  site  selected ;  and  it  is  most  desirable  that  every  ex- 
ertion should  be  made  for  its  speedy  completion. 

The  keeper  of  this  prison,  wno  has  shown  very  considerable 
ability  in  the  trying  situation  in  which  he  has  been  placed,  that 
of  managing  a  number  of  prisoners  with  inadequate  means, 
stales,  "The  Juvenile  Offenders  Act  has  been  most  beneficial 
in  reducing  the  number  of  such  cases.  I  have  had  as  many 
aa  J  8  boys  in  custody,  but  since  the  application  of  corporal 
punishment  they  have  been  most  materistlly  reduced.  I  have 
now  only  four  in  custody.  A  magistrate  and  the  surgeon  are 
always  present  at  corporal  punishment." 


DEBTORS*  GAOL.— SOUTHAMPTON. 

This  gaol,  which  adjoins  the  prison  for  criminals,  was 
tenanted  by  a  single  prisoner,  detained  there  under  the  Small 
Debts  Act.  It  appears  that  destitute  debtors  are  allowed 
sixpence  a  day  for  their  maintenance.  The  debtors'  ward,  in 
which  this  sin«^le  prisoner  was  confined,  was  in  a  most  dis- 
creditable condition  at  the  time  of  my  visit ;  the  walls  were 
covered  with  drawings  of  ships,  &c.,  and  numberless  inscriptions 
both  in  prose  and  verse. 

It  appears  surprising  how  any  officer  could  have  entered 
this  room,  and  not  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  deface  the 
filthy  productions,  which  could  not  fail  to  meet  his  eye. 

I  represented  the  state  of  this  place  to  the  justices,  and 
recommend  that  all  debtor  prisoners  who  require  to  he 
supported  by  the  county  shouldf  receive  the  allowance  of  food 
laid  clown  in  Table  No.  4  of  the  official  regulations,  and  that 
the  allowance  of  sixpence  a  day  be  discontinued.

Ofl  the  15lh  W.  P.^  as:ed  .37,  a  trans jwrt,  in  prison  (j  mofiths^  waa  aftaeki»d 
»ith  eholeri,  and  after  rally irig-  from  the  eollapsc^  died,  apparently  ot 
*«ppptitfmn  of  nrine,  S4  hours  from  the  time  of  seij'.ure* 

Froai  tbii  time,  diarrbcEa  bcjnin  to  incretae  until  it  spread  generally  through 
«"fepiriion»  On  the  18th  another  cjiae  of  cljolenx  ooeiirred,  F.  L.,  aged  16, 
w>  firijen  25  days:  ihia  Jud  died  in  18  hours  from  tlie  iirst  syiuptums  uf 
tl^ho-H. 

He  ^»  the  only  imtieat  who  attempted  to  assign  a  t^auEc  for  tbo  attack, 
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and  he  attributed  bis  illness  to  the  smell  of  the  motions  of  a  prisoner  in  the 
next  cell,  B.  T.,  who  was  then  ill  with  bad  diarrhea,  but  did  not  pass  into 
true  cholera  until  12  hours  after  the  lad's  death. 

On  this  day,  September  18th,  the  surgeon  recommended  rice-milk  for 
breakfast,  instead  of  gruel ;  and  on  the  19th,  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Acland, 
large  alterations  both  in  diet  and  discipline  were  proposed  by  them,  submitted 
to  the  magistrates  for  their  approval,  and  adopted.  These  alterations  appear 
in  a  letter  from  Dr.  Adand  to  the  goyemor,  and  a  report  to  the  magistrates, 
copies  of  which  are  enclosed. 

Liberal  allowances  of  wine  and  brandy  were  served  t6  the  officers,  a  good 
solid  diet  with  beer  allowed  to  the  prisoners  in  attendance  on  the  patients,  and 
tobacco  served  out  to  every  prisoner  able  to  smoke. 

On  September  19th,  3  more  prisoners  were  seized  with  cholera  :  W.  K., 
aged  28,  m  prison  2  months ;  T.  K.,  aged  41,  m  prison  2  months ;  and  B.  T., 
i^ed  81,  in  prison  4  days.    These  3  patients  recovered. 

On  September  20th,  R.  K.,  aged  25,  in  prison  4  months,  was  attacked  widi 
the  disease,  and  after  a  very  hard  struggle  recovered.  He  is  still  in  prison, 
and  though  in  tolerable  health,  is  incapable  of  hard  labour. 

On  the  22nd,  W.  B.,  aeed  24,  in  prison  4  days ;  on  the  23rd,  P.  B.,  aged 
29,  in  prison  8  days ;  and  on  the  24th,  W.  B.,  aged  46,  in  prison  11  days, 
were  attacked  with  cholera— the  first  two  recovered.  W.  B.  rallied  from  the 
collapse,  but  died,  apparently  of  suppression  of  urine,  76  hours  from  the  first 
seizure. 

From  this  time  the  diarrhoea  began  to  abate  in  violence,  and  no  new  case  of 
cholera  occurred  up  to  September  29th,  when  the  surgeon  was  enabled  to 
report  that  the  prison  was  tolerably  healthy,  and  that  there  was  no  fresh  case 
of  diarrheea. 

In  the  night  between  the  dOth  of  September  and  the  1st  of  October,  no  less 
than  7  prisoners,  4  females  and  8  males,  were  simultaneously  attacked  widi 
diarrhoea,  8  of  them  very  severely,  of  whom  one  advanced  to  true  cholera, 
Bm  W.,aged  16, m  prison  U  days;  the  only  female  who  had  the  disease. 
She  recovered. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  October  Ist,  John  Eaglestone,  a  turnkey, 
aged  67,  was  found  suffering  very  severely  from  cholera.  He  rallied  from  the 
ooUaMe,  but  died  exhausted  65  hours  from  the  commencement  of  his  illness. 

This  was  the  last  case  of  cholera  that  occurred  in  the  prison  during  the 
continuance  of  the  epidemic  in  Oxford,  which  was  prolonged  to  the  end  of 
October,  but  cases  of  diarrhoea  continued  to  present  themselves  through  the 
whole  of  the  winter  and  spring,  so  that  the  last  of  the  additions  and  alterations 
in  the  diet  was  not  removed  until  the  2nd  of  May. 

On  the  3rd  of  February  last,  T.  G.,  aged  24,  who  had  been  in  prison  during 
the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  last  autumn,  and  passed  unharmed  through  that 
sickly  time,  was  attacked  with  undoubted  cholera.    He  recovered  in  7  days. 

It  is  but  right  to  state  that  no  case  was  registered  as  cholera,  excepting  those 
only,  where,  in  addition  to  the  rice-water  purging  and  vomitine,  and  cramps, 
there  were  also  present  collapse,  a  wholly  or  almost  imperceptible  pulse,  and 
total  suppression  of  urine.  Many  were  the  cases  of  diarrhoea  resembling 
cholera  so  nearly  as  to  be  with  difficulty  distinguished  from  that  disease,  and 
three  of  them  refused  to  yield  to  the  treatment  for  diarrhoea,  but  began  to 
amend  directly  they  were  put  on  the  plan  adopted  for  cholera. 

After  the  first  two  cases,  the  patients  were  treated  on  the  plan  proposed  by 
Dr.  Ayres  of  Hull,  with  some  modifications,  namely,  2  grains  of  calomel  every 
10,  16,  or  20  minutes,  according  to  circumstances,  until  bilious  stools  were 
procured.  No  stimulants  or  opiates  were  allowed,  excepting  occasionally  1^ 
drops  of  ether  when  the  coldness  of  the  surface  remained  longer  than  usual; 
and  when  the  hiccup  was  troublesome,  4  or  5  drops  of  laudanum  were  adiui- 
nistcred  at  intervals,  and  always  with  relief. 

No  food  or  drink  was  allowed,  excepting  cold  water  in  quantities  of  one 
tablespoonful  with  each  dose  of  cilomel,  until  reaction  was  begun,  when  very

All  t^  evei,  including  the  2  offi^'er*,  we^c^  treated  in  the  priaon  infirmary, 
those  «h#  rpcorered  beini^  removed  as  early  im  ^^»  r^nsbtent  with  cl^cir  safety 
to  koi^cid  airy  wards ,  where  thoy  reniBined  until  they  were  able  to  return  to 
th«r  pn>fi^f  flasscf ,  or  until  they  were  discharged  from  prison,  tlieb  terra  of 
inptmneiit  having  expired. 

Ji  ww»  not  possible  to  assign  any  eatise  peculiar  to  the  prison  for  the  outbreak 
€f  Cki  disemsv.  It  uttiieked  indiscriminately  prisoners  oX  all  ages  and  de^crip- 
im(wttJi  tiws  exeepticm  of  the  debtors,  and  prisonera  for  irral) :  those  %ho 
^ffrt  in  ih(^  large  building,  where  tb[>  prisoners  for  trial  also  slept,  and  those 
til  the  buiUHng  calle<!  "  No,  6/*  on  ihc  opposite  side  of  the  prison;'  those  who 
h*d  been  io  eonfiiiement  for  months,  an*!  ihoje  who  hivd  been  In  prison  for  u 
fev  days  Oftly  \  and  it  was  remarkable  Umt  both  the  officers  who  had  tbe  disease 
did  not  sleep  within  the  actual  wall  of  the  prison,  but  in  lodges  outside  thii 
wall,  thoufi'h  on  the  p remises.

of  Wednesday  with  the  liquor  of  Tuesday's  meat. 
3rd.  To  give  bread  and  cheese  for  supper,  instead  of  bread  and  gruel. 
4th.  To  allow  smoking,  and  to  supply  tobacco,  to  officers  and  prisoners. 
5th.  To  give  the  officers  a  moderate  allowance  of  grog  or  spiriu,  in  such  form 
or  quantity  as  the  surgeon  may  direct,  and  especially  to  serve  some  out, 
with  a  recommendation  to  eat  some  bread  with  it,  before  unlocking  in 
the  morning. 
6th.  To  allow  such  relaxation  in  the  Confinement  Class  of  prisoners  as  jou 
may  consider  to  be  consistent  with  the  rules  of  the  prison,  or  tl^e  regu- 
lations of  the  Inspectors. 
7th.  To  ascertain  that  the  Upper  Range  is  kept  in  the  most  airy  condition  that 
the  building  will  allow :  to  which  end  1  would  suggest  the  lighting,  for 
an  hour  or  two  daily,  the  heating  apparatus  of  the  prison. 
I  beg  leave  to  be  allowed  to  express  my  strong  sense  of  the  zeal,  humanity, 
and  attention  which  I  perceive  to  prevail  in  the  prison,  and  though  such  expres- 
sion may  not  properly  be  let  fall  by  me  when  asked  only  a  medical  opinion, 
yet  it  is  impossible  to  witness  the  careful  consideration  which  you  yourscU 
show ;  the  skill,  assiduity,  and  attentive  kindness  of  your  surgeon ;  and  tbe 
unflinching  assistance  of  your  officers,  and  the  readiness  cf  the  men  themselves 
to  help  each  other,  without  departing  in  some  measure  from  the  simple  require- 
ments of  a'medical  opinion.

GsNTLSMBN,  Qxford^  Sqfftember  2U^  1849. 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  that  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Wood,  surgeon 
of  the  county  gaol,  and  by  permission  of  the  governor,  I  visited  the  prisoners, 
except  the  debtors,  on  the  morning  of  Wedn^day  the  19th  instant,  and  that  I 
have  seen  the  sick  several  times  since  then. 

The  prison  was  perfectly  clean,  I  was  unable  to  discover  any  local  cause  of 
disease  within  the  walls  of  the  prison,  nor  could  its  appearance  be  attributed  to 
the  neglect  of  any  regulations  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  officers. 

The  prisoners  were  generally  healthy ;  there  were  thren  aflected  with  chronic 
disorders,  viz.,  one  with  epilepsy,  one  with  a  nervous  affection,  one  with 
dropsy  in  the  belly.  Two  were  suffering  under  fully  developed  spasmodic 
cholera,  and  several  were  affected  with  diarrhoea  of  a  more  or  less  serious  kind. 

You  are  aware  that  for  some  previous  to  the  date  of  my  visit  there  had  been 
frequent  cases  of  diarrhoea,  and  three  deaths  from  cholera. 

The  first  case  of  this  disease  which  appeared  in  the  gaol  was  also  the  first  in 
Oxford  ;  it  occurred  on  August  the  13tn.  It  could  be  traced  neither  to  a  local 
cause  nor  to  communication  from  without.  There  were  at  that  date,  I  am 
informed  by  the  eovemor,  106  prisoners,  of  whom  14  were  debtors  and  9 
females.  Since  then  78  prisoners  have  been  admitted ;  179  prisoners  have 
therefore  been  submitted  to  the  same  influence,  as  far  as  mere  confinement 
within  the  walls  of  a  prison  ma^  be  said  to  imply  similarity  of  condition. 

Nothing  has  hitherto  been  elicited  by  which  the  prevalence  of  the  disease 
can  be  attributed  to  the  particular  class  of  the  prisoners.  No  debtor  has  had 
the  cholera,  nor  any  female,  nor  any  poacher.  Nearly  half  the  cases  have 
occurred  in  convicted  felons  not  in  the  Cfonfinement  Class ;  about  half  had  slept 
in  the  Top  Range ;  about  half  belonged  to  the  Confinement  Class ;  one  case 
has  occurred  in  a  turnkey ;  8  in  all  ofthe  179  prisoners  haye  been  uttaoked.

Maml  and  Reli(/t07tJt  Iitstmctiotu — *rhc  cha]i1ain  of  the  county 
gaol  holds  also  the  office  of  chaplain  to  the  borough  L^aol,  and  iy 
OTIC  of  the  chaplains  of  3Iaj^dalcn  College,  which  he  states  dues 
not  inter  fere  with  his  dutieb  in  the  crmnty  prison-  He  pcrfoniis 
tvro  sen'" ices  on  the  Sunday!?,  with  otio  scmion  ;  the  services 
beginning^  at  half-past  10  in  the  forenoon,  and  'i  in  the  after- 
noon. Prayers  are  also  read  daily.  Engages  hifnself  to  the 
moral  and  religious  instruction  of  the  prisoners  in  chisses.  while 
the  schoolmaster  undertakes  those  requiritigelenieiitai'j'  ttntion, 
The  instruction  is  voluntary  on  the  iiriBonerw'  part,  witli  the 
exception  of  the  bD3^s,  who  attend  school  every  day.  The 
prison ers  are  divided  into  classes.  There  is  a  lending  library 
of  mixed  literature  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners.  Every  facility 
is  afforded  for  the  attendance  of  ministers  of  other  persoasioris 
^^hen  rcfjnired  by  prisoners.  In  eome  cases  the  (Catholic  pri- 
wncTB  a^y  away  from  chapel,  in  others  not.  Does  not  regu- 
larly sec  evt;ry  prisoner  on  coming  in  and  discharge.  A  great 
prnportion  of  the  pri^n^rs  are  very^  igncraut,  although  many 
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can  read.  The  prisoners  from  the  workhotiies  are  certainly 
the  worst.  Has  no  room  in  which  he  can  see  the  prisoners,  but 
gives  him  every  opportunity  of  seeing  them.  The  instruction 
of  the  prisoners  has  been  greatly  interfered  with,  in  consequence 
of  the  additions  and  alterations  in  the  prison.  The  schoolmaster 
has  a  number  of  books  for  circulation  among  the  prisoners, 
but  the  chaplain  reserves  those  of  a  superior  description  for 
distribution  at  his  discretion.  The  average  time  spent  by  him 
in  visiting  the  prisoners  daily,  is  from  one  to  two  m>ars. 
The  scnoolmaster  states, — 

There  are  four  juvenile  prisoners  under  instruction  this  day,  one  nndifr  17 ; 
ihej  did  not  know  their  aipnabet.  The  instruction  has  been  interfered  with 
since  the  alterations  have  been  goin^  on  in  the  prison.  I  was  never  used  to 
teaching  before.  The  prisoners  are  instructed  in  ihe  day-room  of  each  citss. 
They  are  not  taught  to  write.  The  new  chapel  was  opened  for  service  on  the 
7th  of  January.  The  women  are  taught  to  read  and  write  by  the  femilc 
turnkey. 

Labour. — The  labour  is  the  tread-wheel,  a  capstan  for  pump- 
ing water,  and  crank-mill  for  ^ndins  com.  The  prisoners  m 
their  cells  are  not  provided  with  work.  The  men*s  clothing  is 
repaired,  but  not  made,  in  the  prison. 

Benefactions. — The  benefactions  both  in  money  and  provi- 
sions, bequeathed  for  the  relief  of  prisoners,  are,  as  may  be 
supposed  from  Oxford  being  tlie  seat  of  a  University,  both 
numerous  and  valuable.    They  are  as  follows : —

DeJtor*.— There  is  no  effective  separation  between  the  classes 
of  debtors  in  simple  execution,  those  remanded,  and  those 
committed  from  the  county  courts,  or  who  neglect  to  file  a 
schedule.  One  debtor,  I  regret  to  say  a  clergyipau  of  the 
Church  of  England,  has  been  here  for  sevpral  years,  and  does 
rot  appear  to  eontemplate  the  taking  an^  steps  to  obtain  bis 
discharge.

Discipline. — The  routine  of  the  discipline  is  described  as 
follows : — The  bell  rings  at  seven  for  the  officers  to  assemble. 

The  prisoners  come  down 
their  respective  yards  to  clean  their  utensils,  and  return 
them  to  their  cells.  They  then  come  down  to  wash  and 
re  their  bread  fi>r  the  day,  except  the  confinement  class,  who 
je  half  in  the  morning,  and  half  on  their  return  from  chapel 
quarter  to  ten.  They  get  to  labour  at  half-past  seven, 
confinement  class,  work  until  eight  o^clock,  at  which  time 
breakfast  is  laid  out  in  the  day-room,  and  each  man  as  he 
s  throuffh  takes  his  allowance  to  his  cell.  The  men  not 
osing  the  confinement  class  labour  until  a  quarter  past 
I  Break fisust  occupies  about  40  minutes.

e  oonstmction  of  this  prison  does  not  permit  the  applica- 
)f  any  very  effective  system  of  penal  discipline.  A  movo 
ver  luui  been  taken  in  the  right  direction  by  the  erection 
separate  prison  for  women,  with  convenient  wash-house, 
lary,  &c.,  which  has  been  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate 
lement  of  prisoners.  A  new  chapel  and  cook-house  have 
been  added.  The  complete  supervision  of  the  prisoners 
''  in  chapel  is  greatly  interfered  with  by  the  unnecessary 
it  of  the  wainscot  divisions  fronting  the  seats.  The  instruc- 
af  the  prisoners  has  been  interrupted  by  the  cholera  and 
rorks,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  be  resumed  to  its  former 
It,  and  is,  I  think,  capable  of  being  beneficially  extended, 
om  should  also  be  set  apart  for  the  chaplain  to  see  the 
ners  on  admission,  discharge,  and  on  other  occasions.  The 
locking-up  of  the  prisoners  has  an  undoubted  tendency 
r  to  confirm  or  generate  habits  of  indolence,  and  I  think 
ixneriment  of  introducing  gas  into  a  certain  number  of 
^ells,  where  prisoners  are  confined  for  long  terms,  is  very 
able.  The  introduction  of  some  employment  for  prisoners 
re  trial,  and  for  those  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  is  of 
^eatest  importance.    The  pickitig  of  oakum,  coir,  hair^ 
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wool^  or  flock,  may  be  resorted  to  witlK>ut  difficulty,  and  will  be 
sufficiently  remunerative  by  the  interruption  it  will  aflford  to 
i?vil  thoughts  and  evil  communications. 

The  division  of  the  debtors  into  classes,  effectually  separa- 
ting those  sentenced  for  contempt,  frauds  or  neglecting  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the  law,  irom  those  m  simple 
execution,  is  highly  desirable ;  the  separation  at  present  is  but 
nominal.  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  consideration  of  the  Justices 
propriety  of  discontinuing  the  practice  of  interring  the  bodies 
of  deceased  prisoners  who  are  not  claimed  by  their  frieiuls, 
in  the  grouna  within  the  precincts  of  the  prison.  The  law  has 
made  this  a  part  of  the  sentence  of  criminals  convicted  of 
murder,  as  if  to  stamp  the  punishment  of  the  crime  with 
deeper  ignominy.  I  strongly  recommend  that  all  other 
prisoners  who  may  die  in  prison,  and  whose  bodies  are  un- 
claimed by  their  friends,  snould  in  future  be  buried  in  the 
churchyard  of  the  parish,  and  the  expense  be  defrayed  by  the 
county.  A  house  or  shed  to  which  the  bodies  may  be  removed 
until  burial,  is  also  wanted.

The  interior  of  this  prison  was  clean,  and  there  were  no  com- 
plaints from  the  prisoners.  In  making  the  following  obsenrations 
upon  the  discreditable  state  of  this  eaol^  and  we  neglect  of 
nearly  all  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  prisons,  I  b^ 
to  state  that  I  impute  no  blame  to  the  officers,  they  appear  to 
do  all  that  is  required  of  them. 

Diet, — ^The  same  scale  of  diet  for  all  classes  of  prisoners. 

Health — ^The  medical  officer  states — 

My  salary  is  30/.  a*year,  which  includes  medicines  and  all  other  applica- 
tions, excepting  midwifery  cases.  I  visit  daily.  The  health  of  the  pnsonefs 
lias  been  satisfactory.     We  had  not  a  single  case  of  cholera. 

Moral  and  Religious  Instruction. — The  chaplain  states — 

My  salary  is  25/.  a-year.  I  perform  one  full  service  on  Sundays  at  balf- 
past  nine.  There  is  no  instruction  of  the  prisoners.  There  are  not  "a  sufficient 
number  of  books.  I  believe  there  are  no  regulationa,  nor  anythioe  of  the  sort 
In  the  prison.  I  should  thuik  it  impossible  fot  any  prisoner  to  be  there  without 
becoming  worse. 

Labour. — ^The  treadwheel  for  hard  labour ;  women  and  boys 
employed  in  picking  oakum. 

Books, — ^There  are  no  regular  journals  kept  in  the  prison.

The  construction  of  this  prison  undoubtedly  interferes  ma- 
terially with  the  application  of  a  good  system  of  discipline,  hut 
is  no  palliation  for  the  neglect  of  the  authorities  to  carry  out 
many  of  the  salutary  provisions  required  by  the  law,  and  which 
would  at  least  remove  some  of  the  many  defects  which  are 
but  too  conspicuous. 

The  duties  of  the  officers  and  their  responsibilities  are 
undefined,  there  being  no  rules  or  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  prison. 

No  moral  or  religious  instruction  is  provided;  only  one 
service  is  performed  on  the  Sabbath ;  no  daily  prayers  read, 
as  required  by  law. 

The  same  quantity  of  food  is  allowed  to  all  descriptions  oi 
prisoners,  however  lonff  or  short  their  times  of  imprisonment. 

The  employment  of  prisoners  in  domestic  offices  by  the 
officers  is  forbidden  by  law. 

All  descriptions  of  prisoners,  whether  vagrants  or  otherwise, 
should  be  cleaned,  and  placed  under  medical  treatment  if  re- 
quiring it,  and  provided  with  bedding. 

I  strongly  recommend  the  City  Council  to  turn  their  atten- 
tion to  the  possibility  of  altering  the  prison,  so  that  it  may  be 
applied  to  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners.  It  appears 
to  be  a  substantial  well-built  fabric,  and  I  think  is  susceptible 
of  great  improvement  at  no  very  serious  outlay.  It  is  quite 
time  that  some  improvement  should  take  place,  for  imprison 
ment  in  this  gaol  has  no  tendency  either  to  deter  or  reform, 
indeed  is  more  likely  to  confirm  bad  habits  than  inculcate  good 
ones. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  upon  the  city  gaol  at  Oxford 
without  expressing  my  satisfaction  at  the  clean,  orderly,  and 
well-fitted  condition  of  the  lock-up  provided  by  the  University 
for  the  temporary  detention  of  prisoners  until  brought  before 
the  Vice-Chancellor.

Every  part  of  this  prison  was  clean  and  orderly  at  the  time 
uf  my  visit,  and  there  were  no  complaints  from  prisoners. 
Diet, — The  official  dietaries  have  been  adopted. 
Health. — ^The  surgeon  states — 

I  attend  the  pnson  daily,  and  comply  with  the  rules  and  rcgnlationf  laid 
down.  I  see  every  prisoner  twice  a  week.  There  has  been  no  disease  of 
importance:  some  few  trifling  ailments,  such  as  influenza  and  diarrhoBa. 
The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  rery  good,  with  the  exception  of 
tho  vamnts,  who  all  come  in  diseased.  I  consider  the  ventilation  to  be 
tolerablv  good,  and  think  it  will  be  greatly  improved  by  the  admission  of 
i-xicrnal  air,  which  is  about  to  be  done,  on  a  similar  plan  to  that  recently 
Lid  opted  at  Pentonville  prison.  We  have  one  case  of  consumption,  the  left 
lung  i&  affected.  The  introduction  of  manual  labour  for  prisoners  in  the  cells 
yi\\\^  I  have  no  doubt,  be  most  beneficial.  I  attend  all  corporal  punishments : 
tJi4i  number  of  lashes  never  exceeds  86. 

Moral  and  Religious  Instruction. — The  chaplain  states —

But,  my  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  reduction  of  crime  to  any  great  extent 
Oiooot  be  warrflntably  looked  (or,  notwithstanding  the  vitst  in:iprovementa  in 
Priion  dtKiplinej  so  long:  a*  the  main  causes  of  crime  are  sufiV-rtrd  to  maintain 
Itiigoroua  an  eiiatence  in  our  town^  and  vitla<^ej>  Let  any  man,  at  all 
aavfncnt  with  criminals,  and  who  has  made  the  elements  of  $odal  delinquoncy 
lhetiubje<!t  of  venous  investigation^  say  what  ia  the  conclusion  be  has  come  to 
n  Uiis  matter.  Why,  the  general  result  of  such  observation  and  inquiry''  is, 
ifcit  crime  mainly  owes  iL4  origin  to  parental  and  social  neglect,  and  its  fearful 
Wos««|uenct'af  in  the  moat  deplorable  ienormu'e  of  moral  and  reli^rious  truth  ; — 
Swbath  breaking ; — ^neglect  of  religious  ordmances ;— domestic  strife  and 
■^UKry;  and  drunkenneaa^  thai  brutalizing  and  blasting  vice  that  alays  its 
Hnnuinds, 

^ith  few  eiccptions  the  unhappy  beitipa  that  generally  become  the  inmates 
of  jrour  prison  arc  neglectersof  Pubhc  Worship  ami  Sabbath-brcakej's  ;  and  on 
tfetif  ei*n  ihowing^  70  per  cent,  are  drunkards.  In  regard  to  this  hist  baneful 
^»i]  it  may  be  important  to  observe, that  souie  are  drawn  into  it  from  the  mere  force 
fl' adverse  drcumitance^.  Belonging  to  families  loo  large  to  find  anything  like 
^iScesatiDd  comfortable  accommodation  m  their  small  miserable  cot  tuge^j  if  cottages 
ifcif  am  be  called^  they  are  comjielled  to  seek  a  shelter  elsewhere,— ^omc  low 
NWi&'liQuse  generally  becomes  their  lodging-place.  Ther*^  they  are  assailed 
wy  the  worst  temptationi;  yielding  to  which  they  soon  become  drmikards,  and 
t'eatnaily  occupants  of  your  Prison.  But  it  is  not  oidy  tiiose  whmc  homes  are 
ttoa  fmught  with  inconvenience  and  discomfort,  who  are  compelled  to  resort 
tamch  pUces,  There  are  others  who  have  no  bon;ci»  at  alU  Thc&e  arc  they 
*hoie  origin  was  disreputable,  liom  in  disgnice,  they  grow  u]i  ncudected. 
*^«»®iUy  tmacknowledged  by  their  fathers,  and  in  liic  cgune  of  time  detached 
[I,]  H 
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from  their  mothari,  they  fire  ea«t  upon  the  world,  aaffertn^  fot  (fa#  vm  of  tli^ir 
heartless  parentc.  They,  too,  art  ooiopelled  by  the  noeesilties  of  their  ayd 
]io«iti(m  to  resort  to  the  places  above  mentioned,  and  the  iaqie  melancholy 
(consequences  ensue.  The  darkest  featores  of  this  mddening  picture  ara  hut  top 
tkithfiuly  realized  in  the  condition  and  character  of  some  unhappy  b^ngi*  9i  thi* 
laoment  inmates  of  yoiir  Prison.  Their  tale  of  woe  would  move  a  heart  of  stooep 
With  regard  to  the  state  of  ectuoation  of  the  prisoners  generally,  previous  to 
committal,  a  reference  to  the  Table  will  give  you  full  informaticeo.  Uow 
melancholv  to  reflect  that,  of  661  human  beings  in  this  highly  favored  Iftnd, 
588  should  not  have  the  slig^est  acquuntance  with  Holy  Scripture  1  ami  that 
onlv  one  should  have  had  anything  lilce  a  lEood  education.  True  it  is  that  343 
tiad  attended  Sunday  Schools ;  but,  according  to  tne  account  of  the  priaoiien 
themselves,  most  of  those  schools  were  very  inefficient! v  conducted,  anci  the 
iostruction  sadly  defective.  Often,  very  often,  were  tne  poor  boys,  after  a 
sort  of  attendance  for  six  months  or  a  year,  cruelly  taken  away  from  Iho  oplj 
means  of  instruction  their  position  and  povei^  permitted  them,  to  ield-^keeping 
that  pernicious  custom,  so  ruinous,  directly  and  indiraetly ,  to  their  best  intmstn, 
temporal  and  eternal. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  thus  endeavoured  to  specify  the  benefits  your  new  ayat^ 
of  Prison  Discipline  has  been  created  to  confer.  I  have  invoked  your  smosI 
attention  to  the  social,  moral,  and  religious  condition  of  the  criminal  popuiatios 
generally,  during  the  continuance  of  which  no  preat  diminution  of  crioie  can 
l»e  fairly  looked  for.  I  have  adverted  to  the  desire  on  the  part  of  pnaopan  to 
receive  instruction ;  the  great  progress  made  by  some  during  the  time  they 
were  under  it,  and  the  happy  results  that  have  oocasionallv  been  prodno^  bjr 
it.  It  now  only  remains  for  me  to  trespass  upon  you  with  a  few*  words  more. 
The  causes  of  crime  already  mentioned  are  but  proximate  and  secondary. 
Then*  originating  principle  lies  in  the  alienation  of  the  fallen  creature  from  his 
Maker.  To  overcome  this  alienation  no  force  is  compliant  but  that  of  the 
Gospel.  On  this  point  we  have  the  accumulated  testiiponv  of  Holy  Writ,  and 
the  universal  finding  of  huipao  experience.  Permit  me,  tiien,  in  all  bmpility, 
and  in  virtue  of  my  position,  to  say,  if  you  would  carry  out  the  benevolo 
object  for  which  you  have  raised  your  new  Prison — if  ypu  Fould  add  to  the 
titles  to  public  graUtude  ypu  have  ^Irei^y  earned,  let  the  Qospel  l^  every 
means  be  Drought  to  bear  upop  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  people.  The  path 
if  clear,  Let  Sunday  Schools,  whereii^  ^e  Scripture^  are  plainly  and 
affectionately  explained,  be  vigorously  supported:  let  Adult  Schools  be 
established,  and  conducted  in  a  spirit  of  considerate  forbearance  and  Iqve ;  let 
£he  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  and  attendance  on  Public  Worship  be  in 
every  way  promoted ;  let  drunkenness  be,  as  far  as  possible,  discouraged  and 
Impressed;  let  discharged  prisoners  be  kindly  treated,  an4  encourag^  to 
retrieve  their  character,  and  ^*  amend  their  Hves  according  to  God's  holy  ifrord :" 
let  the  recesses  of  crime  and  misery  be  oompassbnately  visited,  and  their 
wretched  occupant^  besought  to  turn  unto  God,  who  is  ready  to  pardon  and 
delighteth  in  mercy ;  and  be  assured  you  will  be  blessed  in  your  deed.  Crime 
will  decrease;  the  wretched  made  happy;  you  will  be  grmputAj  rewarded 
a  hundred-fold  in  your  own  bosoms,  and  genefrations  yet  unborn  will  rise  up 
pid  call  you  blessed.

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School — I  examined  a  class  of  the  prisoners  in  school,  eight 
in  number ;  they  sit  in  separate  compartments. 

Labour. — I  have  much  satisfaction  in  observing  that  the 
justices  have  provided  labour  for  the  prisoners,  and  that  they  are 
employed  in  picking  oakum.  Looking  to  the  strict  separate 
confinement,  to  which  the  prisoners  are  nere  subjected,  I  think 
it  advisable  that  those  sentenced  to  longer  periods  than  three 
months'  imprisonment  should  be  put  to  some  more  useful 
work ;  for  example,  they  might  be  taught  coatse  tailoring,  or 
ehoe-mending.  The  mind  of  a  prisoner  in  separate  confinement, 
after  a  certain  period,  requires  some  recreative  influence,  to 
prevent  its  monotonously  dwelling  on  a  single  subject.  The 
use  of  the  treadwheel  has  been  discontinuecC  but  I  doubt  the 
efiicacy  of  the  picking  of  oakum,  as  its  substitute,  in  deterring 
vagrants  and  disorderlies.  The  whole  of  my  experience  con- 
iinns  me  in  the  opinion  that  the  labour  of  the  wheel  is  more 
distasteful  to  the  idle  and  profligate  than  any  other  penal  an- 
plication,  where  the  imprisonment  is  only  for  a  short  period ; 
perhaps  alternating,  the  picking  of  oakum,  and  the  treadwheel, 
day  by  day,  might  be  oeneficially  resorted  to  with  such  of- 
fenders. 

Books. — I  examined  the  books,  and  found  them  properly 
kept,  and  entered  to  the  time  of  toy  visit.  The  provisions, 
supplied  by  contract,  and  the  expenditure  subjected  to  the 
ordmary  checks. 

Discipline, — ^The  routine  of  discipline  is  described  as 
follows: — Bell  rings  at  six  o'clock,  when  the  prisoners  are 
unlocked,  but  remain  in  their  cells.  About  twelve  of  their 
number  are  employed,  under  the  supervision  of  officers,  in 
cleaning  the  corridors,  &c.  All  the  cleaning  is  finished  before 
breakfast,  which  is  served  out  at  a  quarter  to  eight.  The 
prisoners  go  to  chapel  at  nine,  whicn  occupies  alM>ut  forty- 
six  minutes.  The  general  routine  of  exercise  begins  after 
chapel,  half  an  hour  in  the  forenoon,  and  half  an  hour  in  the 
afternoon,  during  which  times  the  pumps  are  worked  arid  the 
yards  put  in  order.  The  pump  is  manned  with  six  prisoners 
at  a  time,  in  spells  of  five  minutes.  Dinners  are  served  at  one, 
for  which  an  hour  is  allowed;  work  and  exercise  resumed  at 
two ;  supper  served  at  six ;  the  gas  is  allowed  to  remain  on 
until  half-past  seven.    No  prisoBer  is  allowed  to  be  out  of  his 
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cell  after  six.  The  clothes  anci  all  furniture,  of  every  prisoner^ 
is  pkced  outside  the  cell  for  the  night.  There  is  no  watchman, 
but  three  warders  sleep  in  the  prifitm.  The  prisoners  exercise 
on  Sundays,  and  are  obliged  to  pump  water  in  consequence  of 
tbe  site  of  the  cistern  bein^  insufficient  for  two  daj^s'  use. 
Oatani' picking  was  introduced  about  nix:  weeks  ago  ;  the 
miiiraum  task  is  two  pounds  daily,  the  minimum  one ;  the 
quantity  bein<^  adjusted  according  to  the  slreng;th  and  skill 
of  the  prisonera 

I  ba¥e  cirery  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  marifii^ement  of 
this  prison-  I  consider  it  much  to  be  regretted  that  the 
dd  prison  had  not  been  entirety  pulled  down,  and  the  new 
WildiuE^  thrown  back  a  greater  distance  from  the  road  ;  the 
dehton"  wards  are  portions  of  the  old  building^*,  inconveniently 
iitnatecl,  defe<.'tivein  VL*ntilation*  and  rtl^otoo  clo^c  to  the  reccp 
tloti-oeUi.  The  pulpit  in  the  chapel  k  also  very  inconveniently 
plirfd^  and  requires  alteration.  The.  admission  of  fresh  air 
T&i&  the  cells*  as  lately  effected  at  Pen  ton  vil  lei  1  think  very 
daajrabb?.  The  dietaries  as  lately  diminished  for  short  terms 
of  imprison  in  en  t,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Secretary  of  State^ 
appear  to  answer  well^  and  any  further  reduction  would  1  think 
be  hazardous  to  health.  The  sanitary  state  of  thi^  prison, 
when  compared  with  the  low  diseases  formerly  prevailing  in 
tite  old  Gaol  and  House  of  Correction,  is  vcrj"  satisfactory.

There  has  been  no  all  era  Hon  in  the  method  of  carrying  on  my  duties.  Th(^ 
Sacntnent  has  been  admtnistered  monthly.  The  Roman  Catholics  havo  been 
visited  by  a  priett^  when  ret|uesiHig  it,  and  a  debtor  by  an  Independent 
aiaisten 

I  deeply  regret  again  to  report  that  the  provisions  of  the  law 
which  require  that  labour  or  employment  shall  be  provided  for 
prisoners  in  separate  confmeTnent,  have  not  been  complied 
with  in  this  establishment. 

In  going  from  eel  I  to  cell,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  I  qiitsi- 
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tioncd  many  of  the  prisoners  as  to  how  they  were  occupied, 
their  ]>rogrose  tinder  instruction,  and  the  impre^^ion  made  upon 
them  by  the  discipline  and  treatment  they  were  undergoing* 
1  annex  a  few  of  the  replies  :- — 

No.  4*180.  Was  hijre  twplvc  moBths»  twelve  months  apo ;  leiinil  to  read 
when  in  before.     Is  not  learning  any  thing  bv  heart  at  prciont, 

■1370,  Has  been  here  4  times,  and   is  scntence<l  \o  sevan  years*  transporti* 
tkni.     Knew  haw  to  write  a  little  bctbro  he  came   in.     Is  now  learnings  hj 
h<*art  in  the  New  T^tainent.     '*  I  do  not  know  the  xneaning-of  what  I  repeat* 
This  man  repeated  five  verses  perfectly,  but  when  asked  the  tne^&g  of  m 
simple  word^  was  nnable  to  answer, 

4429.  Has  been  here  7  times,  *'  I  have  learnt  all  the  Galatlans  tbrou^H 
by  heart,  and  am  now  n]>on  the  ICphesians.  I  cannot  say  I  understand  it. 
I  know  the  Commandments,"  Tliiii  man  repeated  liis  last  lee«on  vcQ''  perfectly, 
but  was  ifmorant  oKthe  meanmg  of  what  tie  had  aec|utred.

Books^ — J  examined  the  prison  books,  and  found  them  neatly 
entered  and  posted  to  the  time  of  my  visit. 
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Observations, — I  regret  to  oliserve  that  there  ha^s  Wen  no  aU 
temtion  in  the  Jbcipline  of  this  prison  since  my  last  Keport* 
and  that  the  law  which  rcquires  emplo)Tncnt  and  hard  labour 
shall  be  provided  by  the  Justiccii  Is  still  unregarded. 

The  withholding  of  employment  or  labour  from  all  prisoners 
for  one  month  after  their  Tcce|)tion,  is  not  only  contrary  to  the 
law,  but  in  the  cases  of  the  Government  transjjorts,  who  have 
in  many  instances  been  for  some  time  previousily  in  Be  pa  rate 
confinement  in  other  prisons,  appears  to  me  not  only  illegal, 
but  nureasonable  and  improper. 

The  following  analysis  of  the  atate  of  the  gaol  at  the  time 
of  my  iTsit,  shows  tne  number  of  times,  as  lar  an  could  be 
ascertained,  that  each  prisoner  had  been  rc<'ommitted  to  this 
and  other  prisons ;  the  result,  coupled  with  my  |K»rsonal  in- 
quiries^ does  not  impress  me  very  favourably  as  to  the  deterring' 
agesicy  of  this  peculiar  penal  discipline*

I  ean  come  to  no  other  conclusion  than  that  for  short  term^  of 
imprisonment  the  discipline  of  this  prison  inspires  anything  but 
terror  to  evil-doers,  and  that  for  long  periodd  the  exertions  of 
the  worthy  chaplain  and  the  labiiur  of  the  school  master  would 
Ije  found  more  proiitiiblc,  that  is,  the  progress  made  by  I  he 
prisoQers  would  be  greater,  and  their  acquirements  less  tran- 
sient! were  the  monotony  of  their  mental  labour  interrupted 
W  employment  in  some  useful  and  industrial  art  or  occupation. 
The  natural  state  of  the  vast  majority  of  the  prison  popula- 
tion in  this  country  is  that  they  must  earn  their  liread  by  the 
sweat  gf  their  brow,  and  in  resjiect  to  those  unhappily  in 
a  penal  c£)ndition,  it  is  requisite  for  the  preservation  of 
of  health  that  tlieir  treatment  in  prisotis  should  bear  some 
affiaity  with  their  previous  habits,  and  the  Leg^islaturc  has* 
wisely  ordained  that  labour  or  employment,  with  tlie  means  of 
moral  and  religious  instruction,  shall  be  provided  fur  every 
prisoner  \  indeed  the  total  abstraction  of  human  beings  from 
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the  exercise  uf  either  of  titese  mpntal  or  coroor^al  fitculti^^  pan 
Oftly  be  followed  by  the  iiiif^airipent  of  botn.  Severiil  of  the 
prisoner!^  at  Heading  Gaul  appeared  to  b^  $^lmo8t  in  ^  torpid 
stiite  of  mind ;  they  repeated  perfectly  vhat  tbey  h^  aeqpiF^ 
by  heart,  but  evinced  no  anxiety  or  evep  desire  for  f^rt^er 
informatbn,  nor  to  become  acijuainted  with  the  meaning  of 
the  chapters  of  Scripture  they  had  acquired  by  rote.  Loofc, 
ing  to  trie  exclusive  nature  of  the  ^^  mental  labour  ^^  to  which 
the  prisoners  are  subjected,  I  think  if  even  this  were  of  a  more 
secular  character — varied,  or  rather  aniipated.  for  instance,  by 
short  conversational  kictnres  illustrative  of  the  existence  and 
^oodnci^  of  God ^  explaining,  In  terms  suited  to  the  comprehen- 
sion of  the  most  ignorant,  tlic  more  simple  phenoinena  of  the 
universe^  with  their  causes — that  an  increased  desire  for  in- 
formation would  be  awakened,  and  the  p^oral  and  religious 
instruction  be  diverted  of  that  penal  quality  which  renders  it 
rather  distasteful  than  inviting  to  the  prisoners. 

In  that  very  valuable  little  book  entitled  '^Suggestive  flints 
towards  improved  Secular  Instruction,"  by  the^ev.  Richard 
Dawes,  I  find  the  following  ap{M)site  observation  : — 

^^  How  beautiful  istbU  provision  of  the  Almighty  for  man's  happiness  in 
making  necessary  that  empLo^^ment  of  mind  and  body  which  is  required 
for  his  sustenftnce  without  which  he  could  not  live— what  an  interest  this 
^ives  to  life.  ^  If  a  ninn  will  not  work,  neither  should  he  eat/  does  more 
for  nian*s  happiness  tlian  tlie  Ihoughtless  are  aware  of;  and  the  )abo^rer 
\v\\Q  haa  to  earn  hb  bread  by  the  ^wea^  of  his  brQw  is  in  many  instaooii 
a  muoh  more  happy  man  than  he  who,  from  want  of  employment,  what- 
ever hi  si  condition  in  ]ife  may  be,  spends  his  time  in.  listless  indolenes  or 
in  irivolouB  am u cement." 

Although  not  surprised,  I  must  express  my  deep  regret  in 
noticing  that  a  difference  has  arisen  between  the  Visitinp 
Justices  and  the  chaplain,  u^on  a  point  on  which  there  could 
have  been  no  dit^jtutc,  but  for  the  untoward  combination  of  two 
i'lements  of  penal  discipline  which  have  no  direct  ai&nity  with 
L^ach  other ;  I  refer  to  the  union  of  moral  and  religious  instruc- 
tion with  hard  labour  or  ein{)loyment,  and  which  in  its  new  com- 
bination is  termed  nicutal  labour.  It  appears  that  Bibles  with 
marginal  references  had  licen  gome  time  since  introduced  into 
the  prison,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
lor  the  transportj*  under  contract ;  Bibles  of  a  similar  description 
being  in  use  at  Pentonville  prison.  The  chaplain,  finding 
them  useful  among  the  transports,  sought  to  extend  their 
utility  by  issuing  tbom  to  tlie  county  prisoners.  This  how- 
ever was  objected  to  by  the  Visiting  Justices,  as  in  their 
opinion  the  Bibles  with  marginal  references  would  give  too 
great  facilities  to  the  prisoners  in  the  preparation  of  their 
religious  ei:crcises,  and  diminish  the  mental  labour  of  which 
these  exercises  were  a  part.

Tb^  dmpUip  Pmn4ered  tb^  interfereoce  of  the  Justices  as 
tupuchiny  p|i  bis  spiritual  duties,  while  the  Justices  held  their 
interference  tobe  iustifiable^as  tbemoral^nd  rdifippys  i^struc- 
tioD,  or  mental  laDour,was  a  substitute  for  hard  labour  and 
employinenty  and  therefore  an  element  of  the  discipline  under 
their  special  control. 

I  should  b|i¥e  fbrbom^  from  recurring  to  these  unfortunate 
dissensions,  now  I  hope  for  ever  ^t  an  end,  did  they  not  so 
forcibly  illustrate  the  inconveniences  resulting  from  any  depar- 
ture from  the  laws  by  which  the  discipline  of  prisons  should 
be  governed.'  Had  the  statutory  provisions  geen  complied 
witn^  hard  labour  and  employment  would  have  been  provided 
for  every  prisoner,  and  this  detail  of  penal  discipline  would  have 
been  plaosd  under  the  direct  superintendence  of  the  governor, 
the  hones  £br  labour  and  those  for  moral  and  religious  in- 
stroetkm  defined,  and  the  possibility  of  any  clashing  of  autho- 
TitieB  guarded  against  by  the  regulations.  The  motives  of  the 
Justices  cannot  for  a  moment  be  questioned,  and  their  close 
attention  to  the  duties  of  superintenaence  is  most  praiseworthy  ; 
the  zeal  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  prison  are  also  most 
satisfactory,  and  clearly  evidenced  by  the  order,  regularity,  and 
cleanliness  which  pervade  every  part  of  the  establishment.  I 
feel  bound,  in  my  official  capacity  as  Inspector,  to  make  these 
observatiims,  when  I  find  that  the  statute  oy  which  the  Justices 
should  be  guided  has  been  set  aside  and  other  provisions  sub- 
stituted, wixich  must,  I  believe,  have  a  direct  tendency  to 
weaken  the  efficacy  of  penal  discipline,  aud  perhaps  fprnish 
precedents  for  infractions  of  the  law  in  other  instances.  In 
conclusion  I  most  strongly  urge  upon  the  Justices  the  pro- 
priety of  bringing  the  discipline  now  in  force  in  the  county 
eaol  at  Beading  m  conformity  with  the  law,  by  the  intro- 
duction of  labour  or  employment  for  all  prisoners. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been  thought  by  some  of  the 
justices  not  to  be  so  perfect  as  might  be  desired.  Upon  going 
through  the  prison,  I  could  not  detect  any  unpleasantness  or 
even  closeness,  but  should  it  prove  to  be  the  case,  the  simple 
and  inexpensive  method  of  admitting  external  air  through 
the  windows,  as  lately  applied  at  Pentonville  and  other  prisons, 
would  be  found  a  complete  remedy. 

The  debtors'  wards  in  this  prison  are  very  inconveniently 
situated,  and  there  is  not  that  complete  separation  between 
those  in  simple  execution  and  the  penal  classes,  which  is  indis^ 
pensable  to  the  proper  management  of  this  description  of 
prisoners. 

I  observe  that  lemon-juice  is  served  out  occasionally  to 
the  prisoner?,  and  recommend  that  this  should  not  be  don^ 
without  the  written  directions  of  the  medical  officer. 

No  prisoners  of  ai|y  description  can  be  legally  employed  in 
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work  of  any  description  for  the  officers,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  no  second  notice  will  be  required  to  prevent  any  further 
infringement  of  this  salutary  statutory  provision.

This  prison  was  clean  and  orderly  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

I  have  on  a  former  occasion  reported  this  pest-house,  or 
poor-house,  to  which  the  prisoners  were  removed  in  conse- 
quence of  ill  health  from  the  old  gaol,  as  unfit  for  the  purposes 
to  which  it  is  now  converted.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  there 
were  14  prisoners,  three  of  the  number  being  sentenced  to  no 
shorter  periods  than  12  months  each,  and  a  fourth  to  6  months 
with  hard  labour.  They  were  employed  in  picking  oakum^ 
and  it  is  but  justice  to  the  keeper  to  report  that  he  does 
everything  which  his  imperfect  means  will  admit  to  preserve 
cleanliness  and  order. 

I  find  the  following  entry  in  the  chaplain's  book,  24th  June, 
1849:— 

Found  that  there  was  no  policeman  in  attendance  to  be  present  during 
the  service,  I  therefore,  after  sending  to  the  police  station  and  finding  no 
one  there,  went  away  without  perfonning  the  serrice.  * 

The  last  entry  in  the  chaplain*s  journal  is  June  9th,  1850. 
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The  last  entry  in  the  surgeon's  journal  was  November  1 4th, 
1B49. 

It  appears  that  both  chaplain  and  surgeon  have  omitted  to 
record  their  ^i^its,  and  that  the  journals  are  not  laid  before 
the  quarterly  gaol  sessions- 
After  making  a  special  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
I  can    only   repeat   tny  former   recommendation,  that  a  new 
prison  ^should  be  erected,  or  that  the  borcugh  prisoners  should 
be  sent  under  contract  to  the  county  gaol  at  Reading, 
I  anticx  ao  extract  from  my  former  report  on  thin  prison  :— 

The  Imilding'  appropriated  at  the  present  time  us  a  borovigh  prison  was 
bequeathed  to  tht?  town  of  Windsor  for  the  purpoiifs  uf  a  ptst^hou-ie  ;  in  the 
Ivp^e  of  time  it  was  occupied  as  a  poor- house,  then  vacated  by  authority  of 
me  Poor  Law  Com  miss  j  oners »  and  some  siic  yeara  a^o,  in  constjtjuence  of 
the  il]  fie&ith  of  the  prisoners  in  the  borough  i^aol,  they  were  removed 
here,  mnd  have  ever  tmcc  renmined.  The  continued  oecopation  of  thi& 
house  ^  a  {prison,  which  was  bequeathed  for  ehnhtable  pmponeif.  and 
miC^t  be  ^ain  required  in  the  time  of  pefililenc^e,  can.^areely  be  ju^ti^ed, 
Ihe  more  particularly  aa  it  \%  wholly  until  and  unsafe  for  the  treatment  o(' 
deteation  of  prisoners.  Several  e^capel^  have  taken  place^  and  a  new 
pn^n  1^  indb»pensable»  or  the  contracting  for  the  maintena^nce  of  the 
borough  priaoners  with  the  justices  of  the  county,  and  iending  them  to  the 
gmol  at  Keadinej,  There  are  obvious  reasons  why  this  horotiRh  should 
possess  a  prison  ^ufEcient  for  the  safe  custody  of  piutieE;  cummiUed  by  the 
ju&Uces  or  under  examination  ;  it  ib  a  royal  residence,  and  the  numbet  of 
strangers  always  passing  to  and  fro  are  now  hkely  to  be  increased  by  iht* 
accoTcmodation  afforded  by  the  railroad  beiu^;  completed  1o  Winilsur.  \ 
consider  the  building  of  a  small  borough  pnsoti  pre fei able  lo  the  fnttrinsf 
intoaeontj-aiitforthe  tnaintenanee  of  tfieir  prisoners  elsewhere,  and  L  have 
felt  it  tny  duty  to  make  a  special  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State  thereon. 

With  respect  to  moral  and  relij^ious  observance  and  instruction,  I  hi* 
prison  i*  very  slenderly  provided  for.  The  chaplain  visits  once  a- week, 
and  perform*  one  service  on  the  Sunday  art ei noon,  for  which  he  rec*nves 
atalary  of  2U,  The  prisonei^  aro  provided  with  Bibles  and  Prayer-bnrks, 
The  convicted  prisoners  arc  employed  in  picking  oakuai,  the  taiilc 
being-  3  Iba.  a-day.     Prisoners  lor  trial  are  unemployed. 

The  keeper  and  matron  are  the  only  officers.  There  is  no  effeclivc 
superintendence  of  the  prisoners,  the  £^ho1  consisting  of  a  number  of  rooins 
vftiying  in  size  and  shape,  and  also  exposed  to  danger  from  hte,  U  is 
bill  justice  to  the  keeper  to  state  that  ht;  appears  to  do  everythinij  in  his 
|/ower  to  execute  his  duties  satibfacloiily.

Moral  and  Religious  Instruction, — 

T  liHve  been  appointed  chaplain  about  three  months,  and  I  perform  the 
sjirtie  duty  as  my  predecessor,  the  only  alteration  is  that  we  have  three 
tiahool  classes  instead  of  four.  The  instruction  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of 
the  pf  i*^oners  ;  having  nothing  to  employ  their  time,  they  are  delighted  to 
attend  They  often  ask  for  something  to  do  ;  I  think  it  very  desirable  they 
should  be  employed,  and  for  one  reason  in  particular  that  it  would  prevent 
the  necessity  of  giving  them  light  reading,  which  would  not  be  required  if 
ih^y  had  work,  and  I  think  they  would  be  much  better  disposed  to  the  more 
serious  subject  of  moral  and  religious  instruction ;  in  fact  it  now  seems  a  part 
of  their  punishment,  for  they  have  nothing  else.  I  am  satisfied  that,  as  far 
as  the  isolation  goes ,  they  get  perfectly  tame,  after  coming  in  quite  savages. 
The  Rverage  time  spent  by  me  in  the  prison  is  about  eight  hours  daily, 
m\A  i\w  u:reat  propoilion  of  this  time  is  taken  up  in  visiting  the  prisoners 
n\  their  iieparate  cells. 

Tho  chaplain,  upon  being  asked  the  particulars  of  a  prisoner, 
J,  M.^  under  sentence  of  transportation,  further  stated : — 

ThU  man  is  a  most  consummate  hypocrite  :  he  was  in  Reading  gaol,  and 
thure,  atjcording  to  his  own  account,  succeeded  in  imposing  upon  the  chap- 
laiti.  Among  other  assertions  he  states  he  wrote  there  two  essays  which 
were  adverted  to  in  the  Sunday's  sermon  for  their  excellence.  He  cer- 
tainly deceived  my  predecessor,  by  bringing  him  a  quantity  of  poetry 
\shich  he  declared  to  be  his  own.  He  attempted  also  to  practise  the 
^ame  upon  me,  but  the  poetry  I  at  once  saw  was  Pope's:  and  had  it  not 
bei^n  for  the  accident  of  discovering  it  to  be  so,  I  also  should  have  been 
deceived.  When  I  first  saw  him  he  appeared  to  be  very  penitent,  and 
wrote  sermons  in  his  cell. 

I  visited  this  prisoner,  who  recognised  me  at  once  as  the 
Iiif^pcotor  and  upon  questioning  him,  he  dropped  the  mask 
and  acknowledged,  with  a  kind  of  exultation  at,  having  (as  he 
described  it)  ^^done'  the  chaplains. 

Labour. — The  only  labour  provided  for  the  prisoners  is  the 
pumping  of  watcf,  and  five  crank  labour  machines  in  cells, 
which  are  worked  by  vagrants  and  prisoners  whose  imprison- 
ment docs  not  exceed  one  month.     The  prisoners  are  tasked 
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aljocit  HOn  rcTolutions  an  hour,  anH  ^omr  liavc  otu*  hour, 
iieistwahour^  a  day,  besides  takinpf  their  turnn  at  ihv  jmniim, 
MmiM, — I  examined  iht*  bijoka,  and  fuund  them  ntatly  entered

The  interior  of  this  prison  was  clean  and  orderly  at  the  time 
of  my  visit,  and  there  were  no  complaints  of  any  moment  from 
the  prisoners. 

Diet. — I  examined  the  articles  of  diet,  and  found  them  of 
wholesome  quality. 

Health. — The  surgeon  states — 

I  have  held  my  appointment  as  surgeon  for  32  years.  The  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  been  more  favourable  than  usual,  with  the  exception  of 
^(^veral  cases  of  small-pox,  which  was  brought  in  by  a  prisoner. 

Diseases  of  the  chest  are  those  most  prevalent.  There  have  been  five 
d(faths  the  last  year,  viz.,  consumption  three,  scrofula  one,  apoplexy  one. 

The  foUowinff  case  appears  in  the  surgeon's  journal,  and  I 
recommended  that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  :— 

21  August^  1850. — In  reference  to  the  case  of  W.  B.,  I  beg  to  state 
that  he  has  been  repeatedly  and  constantly  advised  and  entreated  to  have 
hi«  thigh  amputated,  in  order  to  save  his  life,  and  upon  one  occasion  he 
^ave  his  assent ;  the  day  was  accordingly  fixed  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
]iour  named.  I  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  South,  the  senior  surgeon  of  St- 
Thomas's  Hospital,  as  well  as  Mr.  Joy.  B.,  however,  at  the  very  last 
moment  altered  his  mind,  and  refused  to  undergo  the  operation.  Dj^^en^e 
has  gone  on,  and  although  it  is  most  extensive,  I  yet  thmk  he  would  have 
a  chance  of  saving  his  life  if  amputation  of  the  limb  took  place. 

Now  with  regani  to  the  greatest  probability  of  success,  he  of  course 
would  stand  a  better  chance  by  the  operation  being  performed  when  his 
mind  was  relieved  by  the  knowledge  of  his  release  from  further  impri^n- 
ment,  and  in  that  case  I  can  promise  his  immediate  admission  to  St. 
Thomases  Hospital.

The  number  of  recipients  generally  from  6  to  8.  I  am  oticasiOTiany  #ent 
foi  by  deblorsi  the  County  Court  debtonj  aJways  attend  Divine  Service. 
n»  number  of  books  in  the  lending  library  has  been  greatly  mcfeaaed 
by  tile  addition  of  works  of  narrative,  etc.  There  is  no  i^choulmijitreiia 
«|»jwmled  for  the  women.  We  do  not  prot'esa  to  teach  wriling  or  arithmetic, 
M  luch  Bh  desire  it  are  provided  with  i^latea»  particularly  those  for  long 
Serins,  There  are  56  prisonere  here  now  who  have  learnt  to  read*  The 
average  time  spent  by  me  in  the  prison  is  the  same  as  formerly  described, 
from  fife  to  six  hours. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attt-^ntion  of  the 
eliaplain  to  an  entry  in  his  journal  of  the  19th  August.  1850, 
and  to  acquaint  him  that  1  do  uot  consider  the  entry  alluded  to 
as  commg  withiti  the  scope  of  the  *' observations  in  the  per- 
formance "of  his  duty  '"  required  by  the  sUtute.  I  am  (|uite 
isatis6ed  that  this  notice  will  be  sufficient  to  ensure  a  stricter 
adherence  to  the  regulations. 

Labour. — The  men  are  employed  on  the  tread  wheel,  at 
oakum-picking,  mat  and  sack  nvaking,  tailoring,  whoemaking, 
&C.  J  the  women  at  washing,  needlework,  and  oak  urn -picking. 

Booh.--l  examined  the  books,  and  found  them  neatly  kept 
and  entered  to  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Obmrvations, —  I  have  in  my  last  Report  adverted  to  the  diffi- 
culty, on  the  ground  of  expenditure,  of  pressing  any  recom- 
mendations for  the  introduction  of  an  improved  discipline  in  the 
state  of  this  prison  ;  I  am,  however,  of  opinion  that  this  may 
be  done  gradually*  and  1  strongly  advise  that  the  first  move  in 
a  right  direction  should  be  the  erection  of  n  new  women's 
priaon,  in  the  place  of  the  inconvenient  and  ill-arranged  rooms 
in  which  they  are  at  ]>resent  confined.  I  also  am  of  opinion  that 
gas  mig^ht  lie  introduced  into  some  of  the  sleeping -cells,  where 
men  are  confined  for  long  terms,  of  whom  the  number  is 
ocngiderable.  I  have  found  in  some  other  prisons  that  in- 
atructitm  by  the  schoolmaster  as  an  indul^^cnce  to  well- 
hchaved  prisoners,  after  the  usual  hour  of  loeking-up  in  the 
winter  months,  has  been  found  beneficial,  and  been  gladly 
deceived  by  them.     Any  measure  which  can   be   resorted   to 
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with  safety,  that  will  tend  to  shorten  the  time  prisoners  are  left 
in  darkness  during  the  winter  months,  cannot  fail  of  being 
beneficial. 

I  again  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  officer  as  warder 
in  the  infirmary,  who  should  sleep  and  take  his  meals  there.  A 
schoolmistress  is  also  required. 

The  distance  of  the  county  gaol  at  Maidstone  from  the  most 
thickly  peopled  part  of  the  county  bordering  on  the  metro- 
polis, makes  the  transport  of  the  numerous  prisoners  remanded 
for  further  examination  by  the  magistrates  both  onerous  as 
to  expense  and  inconvenient  from  the  time  required  by  the 
transit.  It  is,  however,  difficult  to  suggest  a  remedy,  and  I 
simply  notice  the  subject  with  the  view  of  its  attracting  the 
attention  of  the  magistrates. 

I  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  attention  of  the 
governor  to  his  duties,  and  the  general  management  of  the 
prison.

This  prison  was  very  clean  at  the  time  of  my  visits  and  the 
[>vemor  appears  a  very  efficient  officer.  The  great  defi- 
ency  is  the  neglect  of  any  provision  for  the  moral  and  religious 
tstruction  of  the  prisoners.  The  chaplain  does  not  perform 
le  duty  required  by  statute^  which  enacts  that  on  every 
mday,  public  fast,  and  thanksgiving-day  he  shall  perform  the 
>pointea  morning  and  evening  services  of  the  Church  of 
ngland,  and  preach  a  sermon.  The  time  of  Divine  Service 
I  be  fixed  by  the  Visiting  Justices  between  the  hours  of  nine 
id  five  of  the  day.     I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Justices 

►  their  neglect  of  this  important  element  of  the  discipline, 
find  that  there  have  been  as  many  as  37  prisoners  confined 
sre  at  one  time,  and  out  of  the  10  prisoners  present  on  the 
iy  of  my  visit,  two  were  undergoing  sentences  of  12,  and  two 
^6  months'  imprisonment,  who  could  neither  read  nor  write ; 
ad  who  would  be  left  for  these  periods  to  corrupt  each  other, 
ithont  the  slightest  provision  for  their  moral  and  religious

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POLICE  LOCK-LT  FOR  THE  BOROUGH  OF  DEAL. 

I  have  marie  the  following  special  Report  upon  the  state  of 
this  lock-up  to  the  Secretary-  of  State,  aiKi  have  much  satisfiic- 
tion  in  stating  that  the  evils  complained  of  have  been  remedied, 
and  the  necessary  precauti«ns  taken  to  prevent  their  recurrence, 
by  the  borough  authorities.

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  make  a  special  report  to  Secretary  Sir  George 
Grey  on  the  diisci\»djtable  condition  ol'  the  borough  lock-up  at  Deal,  and 
the  impmpi^r  Appropriation  of  this  loak-iip  as  borough  gaol  by  the  Justicei 
of  thai  jurisdiction. 

The  lock-up  consists  of  three  rooms^  two  appropriated  for  males  and  one 
for  females.  At  the  time  of  my  vif.it  they  were  in  a  most  disorderly  and 
dirty  condition^  reflecting  great  diiacredit  ujK)n  the  aupeiintendent  of  pdioe 
who  acta  as  )ceeper* 

I  beg  to  solicit  the  attention  of  Secretary  Sir  Georee  Grey  to  the  appro- 
prialion  of  this  lock-up  by  the  Justices  as  a  gaol  for  the  borough  of  Deal, 
and  the  conaequenees  resulting  from  this  misappropriation.  I  may  obsenre 
that  there  are  no  ainng--yards  attached  to  the  lock-up  ;  that  neither  clothing' 
nor  the  means  of  cleanliness  are  provided  for  the  prispoers ;  and  that  if 
considered  as  a  borough  gaol,  not  on«i  of  thu  legislative  provisioiis  in  respect 
to  euuls  is  complied  with. 

f  annex  copies  of  the  commitments  of  three  prisoners  In  illustration  of 
the  practice  of  the  Justices,  which,  independent  of  their  loDpropriety,  I  con- 
ceive also  to  be  illegal. 

In  the  first  instance,  they  commit  prisoners  for  trial  at  the  boroagh 
session!*  lo  the  lock>np  &s  their  borough  paol,  and  when  the  prisoners  are 
found  to  be  suffering  from  ill-hi^alth,  [rtf/e  copy]  by  a  written  order  from 
the  mayor  they  are  conveyed  to  the  borou^rh  gaol  at  Sandwich,  where  they 
have  a  contract  for  the  maintenance  of  their  convicted  prisoners  only. 

1  be|T  to  instance  the  ease  of  M.  J.  L.t  who  I  found  in  the  borough  gaol 
at  Sandwich  at  my  recent  inspection.  It  appears  she  was  committed  for 
trial  {vide  Comimtmemt}  to  the  borough  sraol  of  Deal,  on  the  15th  of  July, 
and  remained  tltere  until  she  was  removed  to  Sandwich,  on  the  grounds  (as 
stated  in  the  order  of  the  Justices  to  the  kt.eper  at  Sandwich)  of  being  "in 
a  precarious  state  and  unfit  lo  be  detained  in  the  said  gaol  at  Deal." 

B^y  the  e\  idence  of  the  E^overnor,  the  medical  officer,  and  the  matron  of  the 
borouETh  itaol  at  Sandwich,  it  appears  that  when  she  was  received  from  the 
lock-up  at  Deal  she  was  in  a  very  advanced  state  of  pregnancy,  and  other- 
wise aiiing ;  jihe  was  moreover  eoverinl  uith  vermin,  and  most  filthy  in  her 
clothes  ami  person  ;  her  linen  was  described  by  the  matron  to  have  been  as 
"  black  as  a  coal,"  and  clearly  corrobomtive  of  the  truth  of  her  as»ertioff 
that  during^  the  whole  of  her  stay  in  the  lock-up  at  Deal  she  had  never 
been  provided  with  a  change,  nor  the  iiae  of  a  comb,  or  the  ordinary  means 
of  cleanliness,  being  confined  closely  to  a  single  room. 

To  show  this  is  no  isoluled  case*  I  enclose  the  commitments,  and  subse- 
quent removals  under  similar  eircumstances,  of  S.  J.,  W.  B.,  and  E.  B. ;  and 
1  beg  to  fiivbmit  to  Secretary  Sir  George  Grey  that  a  communication  should 
be  made  to  the  mayor  and  judicea  of  Deal  to  the  effect  that  it  is  optional 
with  the  municipal  authorities  of  that  town  either  to  maintain  a  gaol  or 
Gontimie  their  contract  for  the  maintenance  of  their  prisoners,  including 
those  before  trial,  as  well  as  convicted^  with  the  borough  of  Sandwich; 
bnt  that,  if  they  determine  upon  maintaining  a  gaol  of  their  own,  they  will 
have  to  provide  a  prison  which  mrst  m  every  respect  be  in  conformity  with

The  outlay  of  money  npon  this  prison  haa  been 
St  injadicious,  and  the  city,  in  the  place  of  possessing-  one 
ctive  penal  establishment,  combining  a  gaol  and  huu^e  of 
rection  within  the  same  area,  bus  Imt  a  very  inditferent  gaul, 
I  is  without  any  house  uf  correction,  which  it  is  bound  Ijy

E  Town    Council,   without  submitting   any   plani*  to  the 
rotary  of  State  for  his  approval,  in  accordance  with  the  2  & 
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3  Vict.  c.  56,  s.  12,  have  pulled  down  the  old  Bridewell  and 
converted  a  portion  of  the  old  workhouse  into  what  they  term 
a  house  of  correction.  The  area  for  men  consists  of  a  single 
room  in  the  upper  floor,  with  three  dark  dells  for  sleeping, 
and  the  remaming  portion  of  the  apartment  is  used  as  a  day-

it.  No  chaplain,  surgeon,  governor,  or  any  officer  appointed. 
The  keeper  of  the  union,  situated  at  a  considerable  distance, 
has  the  nominal  charge  of  the  prisoners,  receiving  2s.  a-head  on 
each  commitment,  which  is  illegally  paid  by  the  guardians  out 
of  the  poor  rate.  Upon  my  visiting  the  prison,  there  was  no 
person  in  attendance  to  open  the  doors ;  the  key  was,  however, 
at  length  brought  by  a  policeman  from  a  nail  where  it  had 
been  hani^ing,  and  I   obtained  admission.

pauper    i'rora 
stated — 

My  name  is  VV.  D.  I  am  a  pauper  in  the  union.  I  come  here  fit)ni 
the  union  at  half-past  six  in  the  mornm^  and  brina^  the  food  down  for  the 
prisoners.  I  stay  about  half  an  hour  while  the  prisonere  are  at  their  break- 
last;  return  to  the  union,  and  bring  back  their  dinners  at  one ;  return  again 
to  the  union  and  bring  the  suppers  at  six.  The  prisoners'  food  is  the  union 
house  diet  for  the  able-bodied.  They  pick  oakum,  about  3  lbs.  a-day.  I 
have  not  seen  the  master. 

In  answer  to  my  question  as  to  how  the  prisoners  occupied 
themselves  on  the  Sundays,  he  replied — 

"  Well,  I  suppose  they  read  if  they  can ;  there  is  no  chaplain." 

A  police  station  with  lock-up  is  also  attached  to  tlie  build- 
ing, but  the  police  have  no  control  over  the  prisoners. 

I  have  made  the  following  special  Report  of  this  discreditable 
prison  to  the  Secretary  of  State  : —

I  consider  it  my  duty  specially  to  report  to  Secretary  Sir  George 
Grey  the  proceedings  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  Canterbury  in  re- 
spect to  the  provision  of  a  house  of  correction  for  the  prisoners  under  their 
jurisdiction. 

In  my  letter  to  you  of  the  9th  September,  1848, 1  detailed  at  length  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  corporation  of  Canterbury  were  placed  in 
consequence  of  the  building  of  a  new  union  workhouse,  and  the  severance 
of  the  bridewell  or  house  of  correction  therefrom. 

The  union  workhouse  has  been  completed  and  occupied  for  some  time, 
and  stands  at  a  distance  of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  old  house, 
and  the  corporation  are  now  under  the  precise  circumstances  which  the 
16th  section  of  5  &  6  Vict.,  c.  98,  was  framed  to  meet. 

The  town  council  and  justices,  in  the  place  of  providing  a  house  of  cor- 
rection, or  contracting  with  the  county  justices,  who  were  quite  willing 
to  receive  their  prisoners  in  the  county  prison  of  Saint  Augustine's,  have, 
however,  taken  another  course,  indirect  opposition  to  the  acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  respect  to  prisons.  They  have  divided  one  of  the  rooms  of  the 
old  workhouse  into  cells,  without  light  or  ventilation,  or  any  provision  of 
airing-yards,  or  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  have  constituted  this  room 
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their  house  of  correction.  The  prisoners  hare  no  exercise,  and  are  au 
tended  upon  by  one  of  the  paupers  of  the  union,  who  comes  down  vthh 
their  food  three  times  a-day,  and  then  returns  to  the  house,  leaving  the  key 
of  the  prison  on  a  peg  in  the  police  station — the  prisoners  being  leR  to 
themselves  in  the  intervals  of  their  meals. 

The  commitments  of  these  prisoners  are  lodged  with  the  master  of  tht? 
anion,  whose  other  duties  wholly  preclude  his  giving  any  time  to  tl^e 
prisoners,  and  I  cannot  believe  for  one  moment  but  that  this  double  ca- 
pacity of  master  of  the  union  and  keeper  of  the  house  of  correction  is  \xi\* 
inown  to  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners. 

By  the  12th  section  of  the  2nd  Vict.  cap.  56,  the  plans  of  any  enlarge?- 
mcnts  and  rebuildings  of  any  prison  must  be  first  approved  of  by  tht 
Secretary  of  State,  and  any  such  acts  without  this  approval  are  expressly 
declared  as  illegal  by  the  above  statute. 

The  15th  seelion  of  the  5th  &  6th  Vict.,  cap.  98,  declares,  that  in  every 
bofOMb  to  which  a  &tpanite  Court  of  Sessions  of  the  Peace  hath  been  or 
ihaU  boeafter  be  grant<;d,  there  siiall  be  one  common  g^ol,  at  least  otie 
ho«ie  of  correct  ion. 

I  hre  JormaUy  to  report  that  the  provision  of  this  single  room  as  a 
hoos*  of  correction  appears  to  be  merely  an  evasion  of  the  Act  whicli 
wmpela  the  Corporation  to  maintain  such  an  establishment ;  that  the  pro- 
Tuioa  Ihufl  made  is  not  only  utterly  inadequate,  but  improper  for  the  pur- 
poie;  uid  the  city  cotsneil  have  acted  illegally  in  not  sending  the  plane  of 
ill*  new  pnsoD  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his  sanction  before  proceeding 
witfait. 

lh^%  to  submit  that  the  town  council  should  be  called  upon  either  Ici 
btiild  a  house  of  correetioTi,  or  to  contract  with  the  county  justices  j  and 
that  the  city  jui^ticc^s  shoiilii  be  recommended  to  discontinue  the  committal 
of  pnsoDers  to  this  improper  place  of  confinement. 

1  h^ve  ascertained  Itmt  the  justices  of  the  county  are  willing  to  receive 
*h^  pnscJTiers  under  contiact  in  the  neighl)ouring  house  of  correction  ^l 
Saint  Auguj^tine's^  but  thai  the  city  council  are  not  satisfied  with  the  termi^ 
proposed,

The  interior  of  this  ]>rison  was  a  pattern  of  order  and  regu- 
larity at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The  persons  of  the  prisoners 
Tfftre  neat  and  dcan^  and  there  were  no  complaints. 

DkL — The  offii;ial  flietary  has  been  adopted.  The  surgeon 
states  the  dietary  to  be  quite  sufficient.  I  e'xamined  thcr 
articles  of  food,  and  found  them  of  good  and  wholesome  quality  * 

Umlth. — The  medical  officer  states : — 

The  heallli  of  the  prisotiera  has  been  most  satisfactory.  It  is  however 
i^W  siiigitlar  that  we  should  have  had  5  cases  of  palpitation  of  the  heart 
*try  rtceatly,  when  we  have  not  had  one  for  10  years  previously.

Moral  and  Religious  Instruction, — The  chaplain  performs  the 
morning  and  evening  services,  with  one  sermon  on  Sundays. 
He  also  reads  prayers  with  a  portion  of  Scripture  daily.  Visits 
prisoners  in  solitary  confinement,  also  on  admission  and  dis- 
charge. The  average  time  spent  by  him  in  the  prison  daily 
is  about  three  hours.  In  his  last  report  he  makes  the  following 
observation  upon  the  introduction  of  the  separation  of  the 
prisoners,  following  the  erection  of  the  new  block  of  cells  :— 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  duties  in  the  chapel  have  been  performed. 
I  have  seen  each  prisoner  on  admission,  and  discharge  from  the  gaol.  I 
ka.ve  availed  myself  of  the  advantage  of  the  room  which  is  now  appro- 
priated to  my  use,  for  conversing  with  prisoners;  and  especially  of  the 
opportunities  afforded  by  the  separation  of  the  prisoners,  when  not  at  work, 
for  private  conversation  with  them,  which  I  believe  to  be  the  most  effectual 
of  ^ol  ministrations. 

My  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  prisoners  I  make  in  the  present 
year  with  peculiar  satisfaction.  The  whole  of  the  convicted  prisoners  are 
now  placed  under  a  system  of  discipline,  which  effectually  rouses  from 
their  state  of  lethargy  those  who  are  not  impenetrably  thoughtless,  and 
impresses  on  the  minds  of  all  submitted  to  its  effects  a  salutary  fear  of 
transgressing  the  laws  of  the  country. 

The  prisoners  for  trial  are  separated,  much  to  the  advantage  of  those  of 
whose  improvement  a  reasonable  hope  can  be  entertained.  The  necessity 
of  placing  plough-servants,  for  stealing  corn  for  their  masters'  horses,  and 
other  countrymen  who  have  been  guilty  of  some  petty  theft,  in  constant  and 
unrestrained  communication  with  hardened  thieves,  who  would  treat  with 
scorn  all  intimations  of  reformation,  was  much  to  be  lamented.  The  present 
system  cures  this  evil ;  and  though  it  cannot  be  denied  that  it  inflicts  a 
severe  punishment  on  all  submitted  to  its  effects,  the  advantage  it  bestows 
on  the  beginners  in  crime  more  than  counterbalances  the  sufferings  it 
inflicts  on  hardened  miscreants. 

The  only  priaonen  who  are  now  allowed  to  associate  are  county-coort 
debtors  and  persons  committed  for  want  of  sureties  to  keep  the  peace, 
who  are  so  nearly  of  the  same  class,  that  little  or  no  harm  can  be  done  bj 
their  association. 

I  regret  to  observe  that  the  magistrates  have  made  no 
provision  for  instruction,  which  is  more  than  ever  required 
since  the  separation  of  the  prisoners.  I  earnestly  entreat 
their  attention  to  this  indispensable  accessory  to  a  good 
system  of  penal  discipline,  and  recommend  the  appointment  of 
a  schoolmaster.

— This  prison  has  bren  approved  of  &s  a  pla<5e  <sf 
confinement  for  debtors  from  the  County  Courts,  and  a  separate- 
ward  set  apart  for  their  accoratncdation, 

Ohservaliom^ — A  new  l^lock  of  celb  has  been  erected,  aat 
certified  as  fit  for  the  se]Xirate  confinement  of  prisoners.  I  ha?« 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  general  management  of 
this  prison,  with  the  exception  of  the  want  of  adequate  provision 
for  tne  moral  and  religious  instruction  of  the  prisoners.  Hie 
governor  appears  to  be  a  valuable  prifiou  otiieer*

facilitating  the  Union  of  Liberties  with  the  Countiea  r 
which  they  arc  situate,  would  be  a  very  beneficial  naeasui^ 
The  gaoler  or  bodor  executes  writs  in  person,  and  the  jur 
diction  extends  to  Seaford  ?G  miles,  Tenterden  35  miles,  Hye  *. 
miJes,  Hastings  56  miles,  Faversham  26  miles. 

The  prison  on  the  day  of  my  visit  was  tolerably  clean.    The

The  interior  of  this  prison  was  clean  and  orderly  at  the  tim^ 
of  my  visit,  and  there  were  no  complaints  from  prisoneiB. 

Diet. — ^llie  official  dietaries. 

Health. — The  health  of  the  prisoners  appears  to  be  satisfi 
tory.    There  was  not  a  single  prisoner  under  medical  treatmenlj 
on  the  day  of  my  visit.     'J  here  has  been  one  death  from  coii-^ 
sumption,  and  one  pardon  on  medical  grounds. 

Moral  avd  Ihli^ious  In&ti'wsiimi. —  The  chaplain  performs  one 
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full  service  on  the  Sabbath,  and  reads  prayers  on  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays.  He  resides  at  a  very  considerable  distance  from 
the  prison.  I  regret  that  the  Justices  have  not  extended  the 
duties  of  the  chaplain^  as  recommended  in  my  last  report.  The 
statutory  regulations  require  that  two  services  should  be  per- 
formed on  the  Sabbath,  and  prayers  be  read  daily  in  every 
prison.  I  also  recommended  that  a  schoolmaster  should  be 
appointed:  I  repeat  the  recommendation.  Upon  calling  for 
the  annual  report,  required  according  to  statute  from  the  cnap- 
Jain,  to  the  Quarter-Session  every  Michaelmas,  I  was  informed 
that  no  such  report  was  made. 

Labour, — The  prisoners  were  employed  in  picking  of  oakum 
and  making  mats;  but  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  stating  that 
the  justices  have  turned  their  attention  to  the  propriety  of 
])roviding  hard  labour  for  those  so  sentenced,  and  have  ordered 
sovcn  crank-labour  machines  from  Mr.  Botten,  the  manufac- 
turer. 

Booh. — I  examined  the  books^  and  found  them  posted  to  the 
time  of  my  visit. 

Observations. — Under  the  head  of  moral  and  religious  in- 
struction it  will  be  found  that  I  have  adverted  to  the  deficiencies 
in  this  most  important  element  of  prison  discipline,  which  I 
a*:^ain  recommena  to  the  attention  of  the  justices.  I  also  think 
tlmt  the  introduction  of  gas  into  the  prisoners'  cells  would  be 
fbund  beneficial,  if  only  shortening  the  long  intervals  of  idle 
YQ^U  fi'c^m  their  being  locked  up  at  such  early  hours  in  winter. 
I  observe  that  the  keeper  of  this  prison  receives  a  fee  of  2s,  on 
each  indictment ;  I  believe  this  to  be  contrary  to  law,  and  should 
be  abolished  and  compensated  by  a  tantamount  advance  in  his 
salary,

But 
whilst  lament ini^  the  numerical  amount  of  such  commitments,  1  must  not 
otoil  to  atAte  that  your  criminal  calendars  have  contained  very  Jew  offences 
of  the  more  atrocious  kind,  as  compared  with  many  other  counties,  not  to 
tneution  the  neighbouring  one  of  Essex:,  where  homicide  of  no  common 
ehajieter  has  to  fear  hilly  prevailed.  For  the  crime  of  Arson  6  only  have 
betQ  committed  J  and  of  these  2  were  acquitted,  and  t:  renmia  untried 
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For.  the  offenoe  of  highway  robbery  there  ha^e  been  11  cottxnitments ;  foi 
hou»ebreaking,  7  ;  for  uttering  counterfeit  money,  9 ;  aod  ior  sheep*steai- 
ingi  11,  of  which  number  3  were  acquitted.  Of  capital  ofiences  theit 
li&ve  been  none.  The- above,  I  thinks  oannot  be  considered  therefore  t 
preeent  a  verjr-  appalling  cataloe:ue  of  crime,  especially  when  it  is  borot 
in  nftind  that  it  includes  all  offenders  of  the  above  deaeriptioD  brought  t( 
justice  within  a  period  of  twelve  months. 

The  result  of  a  comparison  between  the  past  and  present  years  is  rathe 
favourable,  I  rejoice  to  say,  with  reference  to  that  deplorable  state  o 
mental  destitution  which  tm^j  be  said  to  characteiize  a  very  large  ptopor 
tioA  of  the  labouring:  classes  in  this,  asin  other  counties,  where  an  agrical 
tural  population  abounds*  Still  there  is  abundant  reaa>on  to  lament  th 
almost  incredible  degree  of  ignorance  which  pervades  a  large  portion  o 
the  members  of  the  aforesaid  class.  Out  of  413  prisoners  whom  I  sub 
jeetedto  the  test  of  examination  during  the  past  year,  1  found  64,  or  I& 
per  cent.,  who  were  not  thoroughly  converaant  with  the  letters  of  tb 
alphabet,  and  the  same  number  who,  though  aoqoainted  with  the  letter: 
coiAld  not  form  them  into  monosyllabic  words ;  24,  or  nearly  6  per  cent;,  wh 
could  not  perfectly  repeat  the  words  of  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  75,  or  11 
per- cent.,  who  had  no  distinct  sad  deiinite  knowledge  of  a  Saviour,  no 
cottki  inform  me,  in  fact,  of  the  name  of  the  Redeemer  of  mankind.^ 

Lohowr. — Tlie  hard  labour  provided  formal  is  the  treadwheol 
crank-labour  maohines,  mat<-inaking,  oakum-picking,  aiK 
cleaning.  Women — crank-labour,  picking  oakum,  washino 
&c. ;  the  employment  is  repairing  clothing,  oakum-picking 
washing,  and  needle*work.  The  crank  marines  whicn  pum] 
wAtcr  for  tho  prison,  have  been,  very  conveniently*  moved  t 
the  tread  wheel-yard.  Twenty  *five  prisoners  work  at  a  timeo] 
the  cranks,  two- thirds  of  the  time  on  and  one-third  off. 

Benefactions* — 'ITie  only  benefaction  apj)e4irs  to  be  that  c 
Boger  Daniel,  of  London,  who  in  1625  gave  the  sum  of  twelv 
shillings  annually^  to  be  expended  by  twelvepence  on  the  firs 
Monday  of  every  month,  in  bread  and  drink  for  the  poor  pr 
soncrs  in  the  main  gaol  of  this  town.  This  is  very  proper! 
added  to  the  charitable  fund  distributed  at  tho  discretion  < 
tha  chaplain.

On  Sundays  the  bell  rin^  throughout  the  year,  so  a»  to  allow 
One  hour  for  cleaninc^  The  prisoners  wlio  work  in  the  yards 
take  ihcir  nmals  to  their  cellii ;  these  who  do  not,  receive  tht'in 
It  the  ^ll-doors.  Meals  at  the  bame  liour.s  on  Sundiiys.  71ic 
pfittonen  not  sentenced  to  hard  lalmur  have  the  same  exereisc 
^uSandaysas  on  other  days,  walking;  round  the  yards  in  sini^h* 
£lc,  prtijcrving  a  considerable  distance  between  each  file.  l*he 
J>riioo4^.s  are  bathed  once  a  month,  aiid  wash  their  feet  once  ut 
Wt  every  week. 
The  governor  states —

Qb&Tc^ms, — I  have  cverj^  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  tlie 
Hfluagetnent  of  this  prison  ;  J  particularly  a]ipruvc  of  thu 
■cbool  beings  held  in  the  evcnini^,  and  the  schoul-rouin  itself 
*  f  ery  conveniently  fitte^i  in  corn  part  m  en  ts. 

The  laundry  is  most  iiKonveuiently  situated  in  the  front  of 
the  prisoD  i  the  women  liave  constantly  tu  ]iius.s  to  and  fro  from 
theirTFards  a nd  to  the  drving*yard  1  stron^^ly  reeunnuend  the 
Jitetices  to  erect  a  wiifshhouse  with  a  dry  iu^- rot  an  in  a  less 
exjjosed  situation. 

The  tv\o  severe  visitauona  of  cholera  in  this  p'ri^^^^n,  arising 
doubtless  from  the  comlnned  inJiuencesof  lowness  of  site,  defec- 
tive const  rue  ttun  and  ventilation,  v.itb  jm|>errert  sewerai^e, 
lare  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Justices  to  these  evils,  who 
ilive  exerted  themselves  for  their  rem  oval  i  the  v;ilue  of  the 
flUggeBtions  made,  and  carried  into  efiect,  maybe  judged  by  the 
BUpraved  sanitary  condition  of  the  twtaldishment,  1  regret, 
koweTt%  that  the  Justices  were  unal^le  to  obtain  tlie  absent 
oftiie  authorities  of  Christ' tr  Hotipital  to  allow  the  ])ritiOU  drains 
ttocoammnicate  witii  their  sewer,  and  tlic  'rrusteoi  of  the  Kivcr 
Lee  havuabo  refuw^'d  to  allow  anv  sewer  from  tlie  ]>rison  to  run 
mta  the  river,  and  in  cunset^ueneo  the  cesspool  £>till  remains; 
i  aetms,  however,  ]jratititalde  that  the  tuntenta  <d'  the  prison 
^*iim  might  be  diverted  into  the  one  recently  built  on  tlie 
opposite  side  of  the  road,  fi-ontin*^  the  ]>rison. 

liiiH^rt  a  letter  from  t!vn  ft>unty  surveyor  shomng  the  works 
^Becuted  in  remedying  defects  in  ventilation  and  sewerage; — 
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Sir, 

I  am  sorry  not  to  have  been  at  home  when  you  visited  the  Hertford 
Gaol ;  my  clerk  informs  me  that  it  is  your  wish  to  know  what  works  we 
have  executed  since  your  last  visit.  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  for  the  better 
ventilation  of  the  pnson  various  large  appertures  have  been  made  in  the 
external  boundary  walls,  similar  to  those  which  had  been  previoiuly  made 
in  the  division  walls  separating  the  yards,  and  in  which  others  have  been 
added,  and  the  whole  of  these  walls  have  been  considerably  lowered,  ex- 
cepting that  of  the  female  win^ ;  the  upper  part  of  these  walls  is  perforated. 

To  the  gaol  yard  No.  1,  which  has  high  buildings  on  three  sides,  a  lar^e 
underground  air-drain  (having  immediate  connexion  with  the  outer  air) 
ha«  been  constructed.  As  the  whole  of  the  several  apertures  are  placed 
at  the  bottom  of  the  walls,  there  is  naturally  a  free  circulation  of  air  through- 
out the  whole  of  the  prison. 

In  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  old  well  we  have  formed  a  new  one 
considerably  deeper  and  of  a  larger  diameter ;  there  is  now  an  abundaat 
supply  of  water  ;  by  this  alteration  we  have  been  enabled  to  add  three 
iiddititional  cranks  lor  hard  labour.

Among  the  numerous  instances  of  the  little  impression  made 
upon  some  individuals  by  penal  discipline :  a  prisoner,  under 
sentence  of  transportation,  was  pardoned  from  Milbank  on  me- 
dical grounds,  provided  with  a  new  suit  of  clothes  and  his  fare 
Ijaid  on  his  discharge ;  the  very  day  of  his  liberation,  on  arriving 
at  Baldock,  he  got  down  the  chimney  of  a  dwelling-house  for 
the  purpose  of  effecting  a  robbery — was  detected,  and  is  now 
undergoing  two  years'  imprisonment  in  this  prison.  He  is  not 
under  medical  treatment. 


MIDDLESEX.

[Vifited  Auguit  12Ui,  and  other  times.] 

The  interior  of  the  prison  was  invariably  clean  and  orderly 
at  the  time  of  my  numerous  visits. 

I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  reporting  the  generally 
improved  state  of  this  prison.  A  code  of  regulations  has  been 
formed^  and  the  rules  affecting  prisoners  are  suspended  in 
every  room  and  cell.  The  separate  cells  have  been  warmed, 
and  gas  introduced  throughout  the  prison.  Clothing  has 
Vicen  provided  for  convicted  prisoners,  and  convicts  sen- 
tenced to  transportation  are  set  to  work  to  pick  oakum. 
Two  wards  have  been  set  apart  for  their  exclusive  use,  fitted 
up  in  the  same  manner  as  tne  large  rooms  at  Milbank,  where 
they  work,  eat  their  meals,  and  sleep  in  hammocks,  under  the 
comtant  supervision  of  officers.  The  prisoners  have  also  been 
supplied  with  knives  at  their  meals  ;  and  an  eflfective  night 
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wakh  «*iitablmh€^J.     Many  other  minor  improvements  have  been 
effWtcd.  and  the  aspect  of  the  prison  entirely  changed  fur  the 
Wtter.

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Moral  and'Rdxgwus  Instructicn* — ^The  duties  axe  performed 
by  the  chaplain  p^^ecisely  in  the  wime  manner  as  formerly 
recorded.  The  chaplain  bears  testimony  to  the  jrenerally  imr 
proved  state  of  the  prison,  which,  is  also  manifested  by  the  more 
serious  and  respectful  demeanour  of  the  prisoners.  The  average 
time  spent  by  him  in  tfie  prison  entirely  depends  upon  the 
number  of  serious  charges  and  characters  of  the  prisoners. 

I  visited  the  school :  there  were  sixteen  boys  under  instruc- 
tion ;  and  out  of  this  number  thirteen  could  read  fluently  in 
the  New  Testament.  It  appeared  that  a  complaint  had  been 
made  of  the  use  of  a  cane  by  the  schoohnaster,  and,  with  such 
pupils,  it  may  be  well  supposed  a  matter  of  diflSculty  to  main- 
tain order  without  at  least  the  dread  of  such  punishment 
impending.  The  great  majority  of  |)risoners  being  committed 
for  trial,  Emits  the  application  of  punishment  for  prison  ofiFences 
committed  by  this  class,  to  solitary  confinement.  I  by  no  means 
advocate  the  use  of  the  cane,  nor  consider  it  proper  that  any 
subordinate  prison  officer  should  be  permitted  to  inflict  punish- 
ment :  but  after  fully  investigating  the  case,  I  find  that  the 
boy  was  most  insubordinate,  and  was  under  sentence  of  trans- 
portation.    The  schoolmaster  says — 

I  am  occasionallyoblieed  to  resort  to  a  cane,  or  the  boys  would  turn  me 
out  of  the  ward.  The  boy  who  made  the  complaint  was  extremely  ill- 
bchaired  in  the  school ;  he  had  been  coQvict«l  of  oAeocw  twelve  times. 
He  was  so  perverse  that  he  would  read  tolerably  well  at,  ond  time*  when 
at  another  lie  would  wilfully  pretend  he  could  not,  and  make  eveiy  kind 
or  ludicrous  blunder.  On  one  occasion,  the  3rd  of  August,  being  the 
Saturday  before  he  went  away  to  Milbank,  I  spoke  to  him  for  shouting  in 
the  school  ward,  and  called  upon  him  to  be  silent ;  he  however  paid  no 
attention,  and  continued  to  make  the  more  nobe.  I  read  to  him  the  prison 
reflations,  hy  which  he  was  required  to  be  silent  in  the  school,  but  he 
still  persisted  in  shouting,  when  I  took  the  cane  and  struck  him  with  it 
across  the  shoulders  twice.  I  produce  the  cane.  He  told  me  I  had  no 
ri^ht  to  strike  him.  I  told  him  to  leave  the  school,  as  I  was  apprehensive 
the  whole  twenty  bo3rs  then  present  might  join  him  in  his  bad  condnct. 
I  then  went  and  reported  the  circumstance  to  the  governor.  I  am  now 
informed  by  the  regulations  that  I  should  not  strike  the  prisoners.  Ttke 
blows  with  the  cane  inflicted  no  injuiy,  and  he  made  no  complaint 
of  their  doing  so.  He  had  been  punished  previously  for  fighting  in  the 
prison. 

The  short  period  for  which  prisoners  are  ordinarily  detained 
here  renders  any  systematic  instruction  impracticable ;  but  by 
assembling  of  the  boys  in  school,  their  attention  is  at  least  ab- 
stracted for  the  time  from  evil  thoughts  and  evilcomnmnications. 

I  annex  a  specimen  of  the  schoolmaster's  character-book, 
and  also  a  return  of  the  degree  of  instruction  possessed  by 
boys  who  passed  through  Newgate  in  the  years  J  849,  1860; 
and  it  is  a  remarkable  met,  that  out  of  177  boys,  no  less  than 
1  '1&  could  read  fluently  ;  and  the  higher  the  scale  of  knowledge, 
apparently  the  greater  addiction  to  crime.  I  fear  the  expU- 
nation  would  be  that  the  superior  instruction  of  these  boys 
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has  been  almost  entirely  tke  result  of  their  minieiuus  mm- 
mittals  to  prisofn  ;  and  tliis  is  thL^  uijre  evident  a^,  look  in  i;  tu 
the  chaplains  returns  of  the  j^hvto  of  edm^atton  amuti^^  hoys 
siunmanly  convicted,  in  the  house  uf  correctic^n  in  Criltspui'-

The  fallowinpf  account  of  himself  was  given  to  mc  by  one  of 
tliesc  boys  t — 

J.  S.J  IG,  Father  was  a  collier  ir&ar  Manchester,  and  was  maimed  by  a 
mine  explosion,  Motht^r  died  fii-jil.  Father  ant!  muther  hronijht  me  to 
London,  and  I  went  about  pickini^  op  jjt-nce  by  uhii^UiiiLj.  Mv  parents 
died  ftod  1  was  stmt  to  Toatm;^^  from  the  Whileehaptl  Umon/ where  I 
remained  13  years.  I  left  Toot  in  g^  and  camt  iip  to  the  Union,  and  ran 
away  from  it.  I  went  to  a  lodging-house  at  WhifccliapeL  The  mistress 
of  the  lodgin^-hooBe  knew  my  lallieT  and  ^ave  me  4^^/.  to  buy  fusees, 
which  bought  me  half  a  thousand,  whieh  1  sold  for  \s.  i\d.  I  5:ave  her  the 
money  hack,  and  she  let  me  live  at  her  lodeinf^4  for  nothing.  I  aflerwards 
went  away  from  that  lodging-house  I0  one  m  Pioug'h  Court,  and  employed 
myself  in  picking  up  bones  and  selhuir  them  at  a  penny  a  pound.  I  can 
not  live  upon  Ck/  but  I  could  upon  9d  a  week.  I  paid  l^d,  for  lodgings 
and  spent  the  rest  in  cocoa  and  bread.  I  never  t;ot  mvat ;  1  can  live 
Tery  wel!  without  meat.  If  1  could  run  about  as  I  liked,  I  should  be  a 
great  deal  better  oif  here  than  wlien  1  am  out.  Was  at  a  ragged  achcol 
for  two  years.     Was  never  in  any  regular  work. 

The  ladies'  committee  visit  the  gaol  twice  a  week^  and  most 
sedulously  engage  themselves  in  the  instruction  of  the  women 
prisoners. 

Books, — I  examined  the  prison  hoolcs,  and  found  them 
neatly  entered  and  posted  to  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Observaiiojis, — It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  improved  condition  of  the  gaol  of  Newgate.  The 
principal  of  the  still  existing  evils  arc  owing  tu  its  faulty  oon- 
Rtruction,  which  prevents  any  nearer  approach  to  tho  general 
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separation  of  the  prisom*rs.  The  ri'udy  ar(|UR*sTi.'nn'  driven  Ivy 
the  C ourt  of  A 1  derm eu  to  ni y  fo r ri kt  s u  p i^t- s t  i ci n s,  i n c  I  i 1 1  e  ni o  i  o 
recommend  that  prisoner l-i  ruurmt^d  in  tlio  srparatu  vAh  shoiilj 
be  Bupplied  with  the  mean^;  of  tnukin;^  thfiiisoht'S  hfurU  l*y 
theofficcrs  ;  that,  as  incliH|ieasaLU*  to  the  insiiiitenajiLv  iif  clean- 
liness, the  jjrisoners  yhuuhl  he  siip^^lieil  with  coir  mattresses, 
aad  the  use  of  the  hein]>eu  mats  iliscontiniied ;  that  a  work- 
room be  set  apart  for  prisoners  hefure  triiil,  ^vho  sliouhl  have 
the  option  of  employment,  and  be  indnced  to  it  hy  the  pay* 
ment  of  some  small  i>um  on  their  heniLf  atfjuitted,  or  the  bill 
i^rnored  by  the  in^'^l  jury.  1  ilod  tliat  it  is  the  ]»nictiee  of  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  SherilT-s  to  provide  extra  dinners,  with 
beer  for  all  the  |  risoners  in  the  London  Prisons  on  Clnistmaa 
ilayj  and  the  first  day  of  every  new  year,  1  shoidd  advise  this 
bein^  limited  to  Chrislniu:j  day,  the  more  parfirularly  as  in 
looking  elosclv  into  the  sul>jett,  1  am  not  withont  snripkious 
that  raf^Tants  and  cither  small  oifenders  throw  thi'mselveii  into 
the  Giltspur-street  ]  prison  to  partake  oF  these  d  inn  el's  which 
follow  so  close  upon  eacdi  other. 

The  lock-ups  in  the  basement  of  the  Old  Oailev,  where  the 
pri;&oners  are  lodged  when  aivaitin^r  tlieir  trials  before  the  Cen- 
tral Criminal  Court,  are  insutfiiueiit  in  size  and  ineonvenit  iitly 
arranrred.  I  re-ijret  to  o reserve  that  in  too  nu\ny  instances  the 
accommodation  attached  to  Courts  rtf  Justiee  for  prisoners 
while  awaiting  their  trials  is  very  inferior  to  what  it  on^^^ht  to  lie*

I  anoex  a  Return  of  tht^  prisoners  w  itii  their  employment  in 
the  prison  on  the  day  of  my  visit. 
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The  interior  of  the  prison  bore  generally  an  improved  ap- 
pearance both  in  respect  to  cleanliness  and  order. 

There  were  a  number  of  prisoners  who  requested  to  see  the 
insi}ector,  principally  for  the  purpose  of  requesting  aasistaiice 
to  emigrate  or  otherwise  honestly  disposing  of  themselves  a£ter 
diseliarge. 

Diet, — The  surgeon  states  *'the  diet  is  sufficient."  I  ex- 
aTTiined  the  provisions,  and  found  them  of  good  and  whoLesome 
quality. 

Health, — The  medical  officer  states— 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory ;  not  a  single  case  of 
cbolera  occurred  at  the  time  of  its  prevalence.  There  have  been  some 
few  cases  of  diarrhoea,  but  none  of  great  importance.  The  simulation 
of  disease  by  the  prisoners  in  order  to  evade  work  is  carried  to  a  great 
extent. 

In  a  hotise  of  correction  of  this  importance,  it  is  indispens- 
able that  Rule  121  of  the  Prison  Regulations  should  be 
strictly  adhered  to,  which  requires  the  medical  officer  to  see 
every  prisoner  twice  during  the  week.  All  entries  in  the 
surgeon's  journal  should  be  made  at  the  time  of  his  visit.  (See 
taMc  on  next  page.) 

Moral  and  Religious  Instruction. — The  chaplain  states — 

Inhere  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  performance  of  my  duty  since  the 
ia^pector's  last  report.  The  schoolmaster  now  attends  from  half-past  eight 
wn\i\  one,  and  from  a  quarter  to  four  to  a  quarter  to  eight  in  the  evening. 
In  the  evening  he  visits  the  prisoners  in  their  respective  wards.  The  Sacra- 
ment has  been  administeredat  the  usual  times.  We  have  sent  several  boys 
to  the  Ragged  School  Refuge,  who  have  remained  there  five  or  six  months, 
(inU  then  nave  been  disposed  of  abroad  through  the  assistance  of  the 
jihe  riffs'  fund.  We  have  also  sent  two  or  three  to  Mr.  Jackson,  who  is 
called  the  thieves'  missionary,  who  gives  himself  up  to  this  good  work;

The  interior  of  this  prison  was  clean  and  orderly  on  the  day 
of  my  visit,  and  there  were  no  complaints' from  prisoners. 

TTie  medical  officer  visits  daily,  but  when  any  serious  case  of 
disease  occuis,  the  prisoner  is  generally  discharged  by  the  com* 
laitting  magistrate,  and  sent  to  Saint  Bartholomew's  Hospital 

There  is  no  elementary  instruction  of  the  prisoners,  the 
reason  given  being  the  inutility  from  the  shortness  of  the  sen- 
tences. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  Ae  management  of  this 

KrisoUj  except  that  the  bread  is  no  longer  provided  from  Bcth- 
ihem  hospital,  but  supplied  by  contract,  and  that  crank  labour 
machines  nave  been  introduced  into  a  few  of  the  cells.  All  the 
boys  who  are  at  all  eligible  are  asked,  and  every  endeavour 
used  to  induce  them  to  go  to  the  house  of  occupation,  but 
very  few  can  be  prevailed  upon.  During  the  first  few  dajrs, 
when  sent  for  the  first  time,  thfey  appear  to  feel  the  discipline 
of  the  Bridewell,  but  after  the  first  fortnight  they  become  quite 
habituated  to  it.

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WM  Sunday,  May  I9th,  L.  V.  (from  No.  6  ward),  a  Belgian  by  birth, 
maker  of  artificial  flowers,  waa  yesterday  seized  with  a  fit  of  apoplexy  and 
conveyed  to  the  infirmary.  I  visited  him  three  times  during  the  day,  bat 
he  has  not  been  in  a  state  to  attend  to  any  spiritual  instruction ;— moreover, 
a  female  friend,  also  a  Belgian,  wished  that  he  should  be  attended  by  their 
own  priest,  they  being  Roman  Catholics ;  accordingly  in  the  afternoon  the 
priest  came  and  administered  extreme  unction,  a£  practised  by  the  ministers 
of  the  Romish  Church. 

May  20M.  L.  V.  died  about  seven  o'clock  this  evening.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  "  Died  by  visitation  of  God." 

Sunday^  May  26//i.  The  congregations  at  both  services  this  day  were 
comparatively  much  larger  than  usual.  An  increased  number  of  prisoners 
attended  from  the  Middlesex  side,  also  from  No.  8  and  remanded  ward. 
In  the  evening  all  the  inmates  of  the  Ludgate  ward  were  present  in  the 
chapel.  The  good  or  bad  example  of  the  steward  materially  influences 
the  nabits  of  those  who  are  associated  with  him. 

Sunday f  June  2\st.  The  chapel  was  in  the  morning  numerously  attended 
from  all  the  wards,  particularly  from  No.  8,  Ludgate  and  Giltspur ;  also  a 
greater  No.  from  the  three  Middlesex  wanls,  but  the  attendance  at  the 
evening  service  was  much  less,  particularly  from  the  remanded  ward,  from 
whence,  out  of  29  inmates,  only  six  made  their  appearance  in  chapel.  The 
example  and  influence  of  the  steward  of  this  ward,  who  altogether  neglecU 
public  worship,  has  a  very  injurious  tendency  upon  the  prisoners  associated 
with  him. 

Jtme  2\8t.  Read  prayers^  expounded  the  Scriptures,  visited  the  ne^ 
prisoners,  the  sick  and  others,  as  usual.  During  the  service,  a  square  oi 
glass,  in  one  of  the  lower  windows  of  the  chapel,  next  the  Ludgate  anc 
Giltspur  wards,  was  broken  by,  to  all  appearances,  some  missile :  it  ii 
pretended  that  the  fracture  arose  from  the  expansion  of  the  glass  or  irot 
by  heat ;  but  this  is  more  than  improbable,  since  the  windows  on  that  sidi 
were  entirely  in  the  shade.  The  deputy,  Mr.  Watts,  who  was  present 
immediately  went  down  to  make  inquiries  into  the  circumstance. 

July  Srd,  Read  prayers,  expounded  the  Scriptures,  visited  the  nev 
prisoners,  the  sick,  and  others,  as  usual.  The  breaking  of  the  pane  of  gia» 
m  the  chapel  window  has  been  submitted  to  a  searching  investigation  b] 
the  governor,  but  without  his  being  able  to  ascertain,  by  positive  evidence 
the  mode  in  which  the  fracture  was  effected.  The  governor  has  fumishec 
me  with  the  following  letter  and  resolution  of  the  chairman  and  inmates  o 
the  Ludgate  ward : —

In  deference  to  the  communication  made  by  yourself  to  the  officers  o 
Ihis  ward,  referring  to  the  broken  chapel  window,  I  have  the  pleasure  t( 
hand  you  the  annexed  copy  of  a  resolution  unanimously  passed  yesterda; 
evening,  at  our  weekly  ward  meeting,  and  by  its  desire,  submitted  for  yoii 
consideration.

BHi^Jactionn. — The  mai^istniti^s  of"  iho  (Ity  ol'  London  have, 
with  pinisc'worthv  zeaJ.  instituted  an  inquiry  into  the  l>equests 
and  diJTiations  which  have  l>L^en  left  at  various  tiiiir?>  for  the 
relief  or  discharj^e  ef  [nisoners  in  the  ^aols  under  their  juris- 
diction, and  ino:it  valuahU-  inforuuitian  h\\^  already  1>lh  u  flirlted  ; 
and  I  trust  that  the  exain])le  of  tlie  Court  id'  Ahlernu  u  of  the 
City  of  Lpondon  will  be  J'oUoweil  throughout  the  rouutrVi,  as 
many  such  Lfnefn. tiun^  arc  known  to  have  beLii  in  oxi.^tence, 
cspccmlly  through  the  report  of  the  (.'harity  Coniniissioners, 
Wt  which  the  ajjathy  of  the  autlkfritir^  liavu  suffered  to  la]>se, 
come  now  I  fear  hey  on  d  rt'cuverv,  but  iu  other  ca^es  not  wholly  50. 
The  adminlfttration  and  application  oKsu^^'Ji  tharitiihle  fnnds  is 
jieculiarlv  liable  to  pervers*ion  and  ahusL\  C5^i?cciallv  when  they 
are  cun-^iderahle,  us  in  the  prtscmt  instance  ; — often  inducing^ 
hard  creditors  and  low  lc|j:al  ])ractitiont'rs  to  throw  jjenniless 
debtors  into  prison  for  the  mere  sake  of  obtaining  something 
from  these  sources,  In^stances  tjf  this  ahusu  havt*  frequently 
come  under  niv  notice  in  the  dis^chariic  of  debtors  by  tlio 
Thatched  Honse  Society.  Some  inroiivenience  also  arises 
frma  many  of  the  bequests  bein^  in  various  articles  of  food, 
which  dilfer  in  quality,  and  btdng  only  receivable  at  intervals 
of  time,  are  of  no  permanent  bcnciit  to  the  reci]>icnts,  I  should 
fttronfi^ly  recommend  th<jir  value  being  conimnled  into  money, 
and  applied  to  the  general  fund  for  the  relief  t)f  the  families,  and 
of  procuring  the  discharge:!^  of  prisoners :  this  n)ay,  in  many 
instances,  be  cl  lee  ted  without  difficulty,  by  frienilly  arrange- 
jnent  wdth  the  trustees,  as  in  the  ca.se  of  the  county  gaol  at 
Oxford.  (  Vide  Re^mrt.)  I  ha\e  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with 
the  distribution  of  these  funds:  the  liberal  spirit  in  which  the 
investigation  of  cases  is  conducted,  with  the  nice  tliserinunation 
cxenriscd  by  the  Governor  in  determining  upon  the  many 
pitiable  cases  requiring  Eissistance,  is  most  praiiie worthy.  'I'hc 
extent  of  the  assii^tance  rendered  may  in  some  degree  be  esti- 
mated by  the  following  statements;^

Ohservatiojts.-^jTi  my  last  He  hot  t  u]ion  the*  state  of  this 
debtors'  prison,  in  rpfnrriiig  to  trie  Tri  George  III.  cap.  209, 
by  which  it  h  reti^ulatL-d,  I  recommended  that  the  portion 
of  the  Act  which  requires  thai  the  Whitecross-street  Prison 
shall  l>e  divided  into  four  ac]>arate  and  distinct  prisons — one 
for  the  confinement  of  prisoners  under  civil  process  in  the 
custody  of  the  Sheriff  of  Middlesex,  two  for  the  Giltspur- 
strect  and  Poultry  Compters,  and  the  other  of  the  four  parts 
for  the  prison  of  Ltidp;ate — should  be  repealctl,  as  both  inconr 
\xnient  and  an  obstacle  to  the  introduction  of  any  improved 
el  as*?]  ft  cat  ion  of  the  prisoners.  Upon  makintr  further  inquiries, 
I  find  that  this  incoiivemcncc  must  bave  been  felt  upon  th? 
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first  Mcupatlon  of  the   prison,    for  a  suliscqucnt   Act  uf  the 
I^^Iature,  which    ha*;    never   be  on  aelcil    upon,  and  w^h  in 
iucti  obscurity  that  the  authorities  were  not  uvvare  tii'  itn  e\- 
keUDe  (the  55  George  III.  cay.  *.3H,  entitU^d  'v\n  Act  to  Amend 
an  Act  of  His  Present  Majesty,   ibr  huildin^   a  now   Prisfm 
in  the  City  of  London/'  &c-/)  provides,  ''  That  from  and  after 
the  passing  of  the  Aet,  so  much  cif  the  irl  (letiry^e   III.   ca]K 
'if )9j  as  directs  the  new  prison  to  he  divided  into  four  di^^tinrt 
\AxU  or  prison  St  with  proper  and  distinct   airing-^rtmnds,  au<l 
as  prevents  the   prisoners  confined   therein   in   the  cui^todv  of 
the ^iic riffs  of  LondoR  and  of  the   SheritfK  of  Middh'?^r\,  antl

Thus  a  great  obstacle  is  removed,  and  the  inaijistratrsi  of  the 
City  of  London  have  it  in  their  power  to  inuke  such  alteration 
in  tic  classification  of  the  prisoners  as  fn>ni  time  to  time  they 
my  think  fit.     Lhc  prevaiUnsj  evil  in  this  jirison,  wliich  in 
part  arises  from  its  faulty  construction  and  interior  arranjije- 
ment^  is  that   the   prisoners    govern   themselves,  rather   than 
that  they  are   governed  by    the   office ns.      The    interior    eco- 
nomy of  the  prison    is  under  the    mana[rement  of  a    set  of 
stewards  and   other  subordinate  Innctiunaries,  fleeted    every 
nicmth  by'  the  prisoners  from  their  own  body.     The  influence 
of  these  stewards  for  good  or  evil  \^  most  distinctly  jiointeil 
out  by  frequent  allusions  in  the   chaplain's  journal.     When 
a    respectable    prisoner    is    aji^minted    steward,    antl    attends 
Divine  ^Service,  his  examjAe    is  ahvays  followed   by  a  lars^er 
areragc  attendance  of  the  prisoners  of  the  ward.     The  stewards 
have  the  entire  control  of  the  day-wards,  and  are,  in   jAiint  of 
fact,  cofFeehouse-kee]jers5    ]n-oviding  board    for   the   prisrmers 
and  meals  for  their  occasional  visitors.      Kvltv  prisoner  on 
entrance  is   required   to  pay  a  certain  sum,  which    certainly 
comes  w i th i n  the  1  egal  d efi n i t io n  of  ' *  fja rn in /^ / '  so  ^ m ]>h a t  i t*a 1 1 y 
]irohibiied  by  statute.     1  found  the  follow iuf^  notice  posted  in

The  chairmtta  is  further  directctU  in  case  ot  any  tltliudt,  to  apply  1o 
the  g:ovemor  to  remove  imch  deiaulter  to  Nu.  8,  or  Skilly  warti,  or  to  pro- 
hibiithe  steward  from  supplying  him  with  iuod. 

I  must  add  that  the  introdneti<ni  of  the  governor  s  name  in 
these  notices  wa^s  without  his  authority  or  knoAvledge,  anrl 
ih^t  all  similar  notices  arc  immediately  taken  down  as  soon  as 
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found  hy  the  officers.     One  iiidividaal,  who  had  been  n  prisoae] 
for  5  months,  stated — 

**  T  Ihink  the  stewards  mflke  a  ]Wmg  by  their  sltuationi  some  wa^ 
or  another.  Anybody  may  go  in  and  gel  a  dinner,  orteii,  or  lunch^and  pi; 
the  steward  for  it  at  the  time.  It  anybody  requires  a  bottle  of  fttOMt^h 
signs  a  book  lor  it,  which  is  ki;pt  by  the  steward/' 

The  stewards  naturaUy,  for  their  own  advantage  as  coffee 
house-keepersij  endeavour  to  divest  the  day -rooms  of  as  lnu(^ 
of  their  ]jrison  appeariince  a.s  possible,  and  the  walls  of  sum 
of  these  rooms  arc  painted  with  landscapes,  &c,  1  havp  n 
doubt  but  that  the  pecuniary  advantages  derived  by  prisortei 
holding  such  offices  ai>  stewards,  and  others  of  a  like  dcscriptioi 
afford  gi'eat  encouragement  to  unprincipled  debtors  to  remai 
in  prison,  and  indis]KJse  them  from  availing  themselves  of  tli 
easy  lej^al  means  provided  for  their  discharge. 

Facilities  for  introducing  a  more  minute  classification  of  tli 
prisoners  are  available  under  the  amended  Act  for  the  manugi 
ment  of  this  prison ;  but  I  should  not  advise  the  introductic 
of  any  sudden  alteration  of  ^vhat  for  many  years  has  t»cc 
tolerated,  and  has  now  become  the  habitual  practice.  But 
is  indispensable  that  j^reat  reforms  in  the  interior  economy  i 
this  prison  should  be  introduced  gradually,  but  not  hastily.  1' 
it  must  be  recollected  that  the  very  principle  of  imprisoiiinci 
under  civil  process  when  this  prison  was  instituted,  has  bet 
set  aside  by  tlie  abolitivu  of  detention  under  mesne  process,  ar 
the  greafr  additional  facilities  created  for  relieving  insolven 
and  bankrupts.  The  class  of  individuals  who  were  former 
in  debtors'  prisons  were  widely  dlfierent  from  the  prese! 
inmates.  They  formed  one  indiscriminate  mass,  the  only  di 
tinction  being  those  who  had  the  means  of  spending  money,  ai 
thoae  without.  Facilities  are  now  afforded  for  discriminatii 
between  those  imprisoned  through  inevitable  misfortune 
wilful  dishonesty,  and  the  treatment  of  the  latter  in  pris( 
should  be  a  striking  contrsist  to  the  other. 

I  recommend  the  magistrates  to  discountenance,  in  eve 
shape,  the  acts  of  the  parties  who  hold  the  office  of  stewards 
this  prison,  and  to  give  facilities  to  every  prisoner,  on  c^mii 
in,  to  provide  himself  with  his  own  means.  The  present  co 
vcnient  public  cook-house  should  he  made  available  for  eve 
prisoner,  and  may  be  of  great  assistance  in  diminishing  t 
number  of  prisoners  boarded  by  these  Functionaiie^,  The  da 
rooms  should  be  lighted  with  gas,  and  no  cooking  whatev 
permitted  in  them*  A  smoking-room  should  also  be  provide 
and  the  prohibition  of  smoking,  either  in  the  day-rooms  or  dorn 
tori  es^  m  os  t  s  tr  ic  tl  y  en  fo  rct^r  1 ,  A  1  ibra  ry  of  m  i  xcd  1  i  tera  tu  re .  b 
wholly  of  a  moral  and  religious  tendency,  shoidd  be  provide 
and  the  prisoners  admitted  under,  certain  rostrictions,  T. 
principles  on  which  the  priSiSif'ifl^t\3w  governed  should  1 
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tiie  separation  of  the  prisoners  as  far  as  pot^^^ible  from  cadi  ot!ier, 
by  affording  them  the  means  of  t^inployiijir  their  mind«  and 
liands  in  moral  and  useful  work  ;  to  maintain  the  penal  aspect 
of  the  interior  of  the  prison  ;  and  that  its  intc^rior  economy 
should  be  solely  under  the  control  and  direction  of  those  oth- 
c iitU V  charged  w i th  its  s u | jit i n t e n d o n cc . 

Tne  room  where  prii^onvrs  are  perLuitted  to  wurk  at  their  own 
I  rad^  should  be  s  ub  j  ee  t  to  s  t  r  ic  t  v  r  r  e  iru  ]  at  i  on  a.  lit*  j^e  n  c  rally 
uticlean  and  disorderly  a]i]x?arance  i^  very  disrreditH.ble.  The 
prisonei^  who  enjoy  the  privilege  of  working  shuuld  hv  res|>on- 
siblefor  its  clcanline^ss,  andthry  should  not  Xxf  permitted  to  eat 
their  meals  or  deposit  any  provisions  there,  or  allow  any  nccu- 
mulations  of  dirty  rubbish.  I  reeunnnend  its!  hcini^  lij^hted 
with  gas,  and  the  hours  aUo\ve<l  fer  work  defined.  Such  por- 
tions of  the  prison  re^bitions  as  affect  prisoners  whould  be 
placed  in  conspicuous  parts  of  the  wards,  and  ail  paint iii<^  or 
irriting  on  the  walls  strictly  forbidden  in  every  ]>art  of  the 
prison,  an d  i  iii  m ed  \  a tel y  rem o\X' 1 1  w h en  d  i ^covi'  re d<  K \c r v  p r i - 
soneron  admission  should  he  distinctly  in  (brined  that  he  is  nut 
compelled  to  join  or  subscribe  to  any  club  or  society,  or  ]*ay  any 
ward  or  stew^ard's  fees,  and  that  if  he  desires  to  furnish  lu in- 
self  with  food  he  may  be  placed  in  a  ward  where  he  will  l>e  with 
others  i n  s i m  i I  a r  c i rcu i iis t anc es .  Th e  h o u  rs  o f  cltjsi n ^  th  e  d u r  m  i- 
tories,  and  preventing'  the  prisoners  from  having  acces,s  to  tlieni, 
lihouM  not  be  later  in  summer  than  nine,  and  in  the  winter 
montlxK  half' past  nine,  as  at  present.  I  reconmiend  that  the 
daily  prayers,  a  selection  from  the  lituriry*  should  not  commence 
tintii  eleven  o'clock,  which  will  allow  the  debtors  sufficient  time 
for  breakfai^t  before  chajx^l,  which  is  not  tlie  cawe  at  present. 
The  cells  for  refractory  prisoners  are  unfit  for  the  purpose,  and 
should  be  removed  to  some  other  more  secluded  ]jart  of  the 
prison.  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  similar  reirulations  to 
thaue  now  enforced  in  the  Queen  s  Prison  for  prisoners  who 
neglect  to  fill  their  schedules  after  a  certain  period;  indited , 
these  regiilations  might  be  beneficially  extended  in  earrpng  out 
still  further  the  principle  of  award in^^  different  treatment  be- 
tween debtors  in  simple  execution,  who  nmko  every  effort  to  settle 
their  affairt*,  and  those  who  are  fraudulent  or  even  nef^leetfub 

I  notice  with  great  pleasure  that  there  appears  to  be  every 
diiiposition  on  the  part  of  the  nia^istrates  of  the  City  of  London 
to  introduce  a  better  system  of  government  into  this  prison ; 
they  have  already  divided  two  of  the  dormitories  intt^  separate 
sleeping- places,  where  every  prisoner  can  dress  and  undress  in 
private,  without  being  exposed ;  which  is  a  nmrked  improve- 
sient  The  partitions  in  one  dormitory  are  of  ^\ood,  in  the 
other  of  flutea  iron  j  the  latter  is  preferable  :  additional  venti- 
lation will  also  be  given  to  compensate  for  the  obstruction 
caused  by  the  erection  of  these  divisions. 
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It  m  satisfactory  to  absarvc  tUat  the  iiumWr  of  prlsoBcra  who 
have  beeu  for  anjr  length  of  time  in  tho  prison  aiti  but  few,  and 
that  every  exertion  in  made  by  the  governor  to  keep  the  ntun- 
bera  down.  In  December  the  numbers  still  in  the  prison,  c&m- 
mitttjd  in  the  following  years,  were  ay  follows  : —

The  governor  is  of  opinion  that,  if  a  rule  w^cre  madi 
authorizing  the  removal  of  all  debtors  to  the  remanded  warf 
who  after  three  months'  imprisonment  neglect  or  refuse  to 
file  their  petition,  it  would  g^reatly  diminish  the  number  of  pri- 
son^Ts  who  arc  neglectful  in  obtaining  their  discharge,  I  agree 
with  him  in  opinion ;  the  more  especially  as  the  munificent 
charities  with  which  this  debtors'  prison  is  endowed  are  very 

Sroperly  applied  in  aiding  and  assisting  debtors  to  obtain  their 
ischarge  tnrou^h  the  courts,  w^hen  destitute  of  the  necessary  ])«' 
euniary  means  Kir  the  purpose*  I  have  every  reason  to  te  satis- 
fied with  the  governor  of  this  prison  ;— he  is  indefatigable  in  his 
humane  endeavours  to  assist  the  unfortunate ;  but  the  number 
of  this  class  ordinarily  in  his  custody  is,  I  fear,  a  small  minority. 
I  annex  the  numbor  of  committals  for  the  two  last  years  ;—

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The  occupation  of  the  house  of  correction  at  Holloway  will 
require  the  making  of  other  arrangements  in  respect  to  the 
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tnmmission  there  of  prisoners  unikr  exatninatioxij  and  those 
summarily  convicted  at  the  police  courts ;  and  I  avail  my^ielf 
of  the  present  opportunity  aflFordetl  me  of  offering  some  sujr- 
gestions,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  be  found  useful  to  the  court 
of  aldermen,  when  considering  the^  not  unimportant  details  of 
penal  jurisprudence. 

I  apprehend  the  first  step  to  be  taken  previous  to  the  occu- 
pation of  the  new  prison  will  be  to  obtain  from  Parliament  the 
repeal  of  as  many  of  the  clauses  of  the  5'2  Geo.  HI.  cap.  209, 
under  which  the  Giltspur- street  prison  was  constituted,  as  may 

!)lace  the  house  of  correction  at  Holloway  on  preciijely  the  same 
^  footing  as  similar  esta]blishment^  for  counties, 

I  also  venture  again  to  sugges^t  that  some  endeavour  should 
temade  to  put  an  end  to  the  committal  of  prisoners  to  the 
Bridewell  prison,  or  that  at  least  tlie  committals  should  be 
restricted  to  the  aged  and  infirm  of  both  sexes.     As  a  penal 
establishment  this  prison  is  wholly  ineffective.     The  committal 
of  t)ie  same  descriptipn  of  offenders  to  various  jxjnal  establish- 
mentsin  the  same  jurisdiction,  which  always  show  some  shade  of 
difference  in  the  treatment  and  management  of  their  inmates,  is 
always  attended  with  the  inconvenience,  if  not  the  positive  mis- 
chief,  that  they  institute  comparisons  and  make  calculations  as 
to  which  prison  they  9hall  be  sent  to,  the  more  particularly  as 
they  never  fkil  in  ai»covering  some  good  reason  for  tireferring 
one  to  the  other.       The  committal  of  boys  to  Briaewell  ap- 
P^rs  to  me  injudicious,  from  the  connection  existing  between 
mis  prison   and  that  most  valuable  institution  the  House  of 
Occupation,  and  to  be  even  in  some  degree  prejudicial  to  the 
success  (rf  the  latter,  as  these  young  offenders  are  committed  to 
the  Bridewell  for  very  short  terms,  and  subjected  while  there 
to  no  very  severe  discipline,  yet  from  the  institutions  being 
under  the  same  government  tney  become  impressed  with  the 
idea  that,  in  acceding  to  the  offer  invariably  made  to  them  of 
being  placed  in  Uie  house  of  occupation,  they  will  only  exchange 
one  pnaon  for  another.     The  strict  and  unvarying  discipline  of  a 
well-ordered  house  of  correction  would,  I  thinK,have  a  tendency 
to  make  these  juvenile  offenders  more  ready  to  accept  the  boon 
of  being  sent  to  the  house  of  occupation  than  at  present  is 
unfortunately  the  case.     But  the  great  advantages  of  this  useful 
institution  should  not  be  lightly  proffered,  and  I  think,  ^^^^' 
spectto  criminal  boys,  it  should  be  in  a  great  measure  restricted 
to  such  cases  where  there  are  reasonable  grounds  of  hope  that  on 
application  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  Queen's  pardon  would 
be  obtained,  and  the  offender  be  thereby  liable  to  the  salutary 
provisions  of  the  following  clause  in  the  1  &  2  Vict.j  cap.  82, 
sec,  II,  which  should  in  t^very  instance  of  misconduct  be  stnctly 
enforced,  and  which  ha,s  Ijcen  found  so  beneficial  in  a  similar 
institution,  the  Philanthro)>ic  Society  :^ 
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And  whereto  her  Majesty  has  lately  exercised  her  royal  prerogatire  of 
mercy  in  granting  pardons  to  youngs  offenders  who  have  'been  sentenced  to 
transportation  or  imprisonment,  upon  the  condition  of  placing  himself  or 
herself  under  the  care  of  some  charitable  institution  for  the  leception  and 
reformation  of  young  offenders  named  in  such  pardon,  and  conforming  to 
and  abiding  by  the  orders  and  rules  thereof:  And  whereas  the  same  has 
been  found  beneficial ;  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  some  provision 
should  be  made  for  carrying  the  same  more  fuller  into  effect :  Be  it  there- 
fore further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  in  case  any 
young  offender  who  has  been  or  shall  be  hereafter  sentenced  to  transporta- 
tion or  imprisonment,  has  been  or  shall  be  oardoned  by  her  Majesty  for  such 
offence  upon  such  condition  as  aforesaid,  and  has  or  shall  accept  such 
conditional  pardon,  and  shall  afterwards  abscond  from  such  institution,  or 
wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  abide  by  and  conform  to  the  rules  thereof,  it 
8hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  acting  in  and 
for  the  county,  citj,  riding,  or  division,  wherein  the  said  offender  shall 
actually  be  at  the  time  he  shall  so  abscond,  or  neglect,  or  refuse,  as  afore- 
said, upon  due  proof  thereof  made  before  him,  upon  the  oath  of  one  credible 
witness,  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal  to  commit  the  party  so 
offending  for  every  such  offence  to  any  gaol  or  house  of  correction  for  the 
said  county,  city,  riding,  or  division,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  three  calendar  months  for  the  first  offence,  and  not 
exceeding  six  calendar  months  for  the  second  or  any  subsequent  offence, 
in  case  the  managers  or  directors  of  any  such  charitable  institution  shall  be 
willing  to  receive  any  such  young  offender  after  his  or  her  being  convicted 
of  absconding,  neglecting,  or  refusing,  as  aforesaid :  and  in  every  case  such 
imprisonment  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  original  sentence  of  such  young 
offender ;  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  such  additional  punish- 
ment, if  the  managers  or  directors  of  any  such  charitable  institution  shall 

.  refuse  to  receive  such  offender,  or  if  her  Majesty  shall  not  be  pleased  to 
exercise  her  royal  prerogative  in  pardoning  the  breach  of  the  condition  on 

.  which  the  former  pardon  was  granted,  the  said  party  shall  forfeit  all 
beneiit  of  the  said  pardon,  and  shall  be  remitted  to  the  original  sentence, 

'  and  shall  undergo  the  reddue  thereof,  as  if  no  such  panlon  had  been 

<  granted. 

I  insert  the  following  extract  from  my  former  Report  upon  the 
City  Bridewell, — 

I  feel  much  interest  on  the  subject  of  this  charitable  institution,  and 
throw  out,  for  the  consideration  of  the  governors  and  the  authorities  of  the 
City,  whether  it  would  not  be  possible,  as  undoubtedly  it  would  be  advan- 
tageous, to  consolidate  this  establishment  with  the  house  of  correction  no?> 
building  at  Holloway,  reserving  the  rights  and  privileges  of  both  bodies  u 
to  committals ;  a  certain  proportion  of  the  expenses,  equal  to  the  amount 
now  expended  on  the  Bridewell,  continuing  to  be  defrayed  by  the  charity* 
for  the  maintenance  of  their  prisoners  in  the  new  prison.  The  moral 
advantages  which  would  be  denved  from  such  an  arrangement  appear  tc 
me  so  certain  and  important,  that  I  think  this  fuggestion  well  worthy  the 
consideration  of  those  directly  interested.  An  Act  of  Parliament  would 
undoubtedly  be  required  to  give  effect  to  such  an  arrangement ;  but  as 
application  must  be  made  to  the  Legislature  before  the  occupation  of  the 
new  house  of  correction,  it  might  combine  both  purposes. 

2.  The  prevailinff  practice  in  the  City  of  London,  of  sending 
prisonere  handcuffed  through  the  streets  to  and  from  the  pohce 
courts,  stations,  and  prisons,  is  universally  admitted  as  dan- 
gerous, inconvenient,  and  improper.  A  few  days  since  I  encoun- 
tered a  policeman  with  a  stnng  of  boys  and  girls  on  their  way 
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to  theGiltsipur^treet  Compter  :  thd  ^irk,  of  the  most  hardened 

de*u:nption,  ^ve  re  exciting-  the  attention  of  the  crowd  by  their  loud 
laughing  and  offensive  demeanour  thn>U!^h  the  streets.  I  may 
here  with  g^reat  propriety  refer  to  another  densiiy  jiopulated 
jurjadiction,  where  the  troatnient  of  jnisomTs  on  itpprehension, 
under  examination,  and  u]>  to  committal  or  diischars^e,  has 
elicited  the  strongest  teistinioniuls  of  satisfy ctit>n  in  my  Reports. 
In  the  town  of  Liverpool,  Ji  central  lurk  up  is  established, 
which  k  connected  bv  a  subterranean  ])iis?>age  with  the  magis- 
trates' court?*,  where  all  the  night  cliarsj^ey  are  heard  and  dis- 
[josed  of.  At  an  early  hour  of  ihe  moniing  tlieprisun  van  got?8 
round  to  all  the  ]>olice  stations,  iwmX  brings  the  prisoners  to  the 
central  Bridcwelb  previous  to  their  beiiig  brought  before  the 
JMticess.  With  every  batch  of  pristjuers  the  officer  in  charge  of 
each  |X)licc  station  sendrs  a  retnrn  and  description  of  the  ]<ri- 
«aiers  and  chargcy^  delivered  with  tlieui  tu  the  Bridewell 
keeper,  who  arranges  them  in  a  book  prepareil  for  the  pur- 
pose, which  is  laid  bofure  the  stipendiary  justice,  and  rhe 
pmoners'  cases  dis|iosed  nf  in  the  order  they  are  entered.  ITie 
priauncrs,  both  male  and  fenvale,  the  latter  under  charge  of 
a  matron,  are  washeil  a!id  cleaned,  and  fed  il'  n^quiring  it, 
la  the  central  Bridewell ;  and  ruoms  are  alnio  attached  to  it, 
where  yjersons  uf  a  better  description,  wlm  may  be  taken  up  Ijy 
the  police  when  unable  to  rake  caro  uf  thenisedve^^i  are  lodged 
and  taken  care  of  until  dis[iosc*d  of  by  the  magistrates.  In 
iome  particular  cases  it  has  been  found  convenient  tu  remarul 
to  the  LS  ride  well  J  where  there  are  convenient  rooms  or  cells 
fitted  up  for  the  pur]wse.  At  tunes  when  the  number  of  ]>ri^ 
soncrs  in  a  station-house  is  found  to  be  too  numerous,  or  for  any 
other  sufficient  reason,  thev  are  sent  at  onee  by  the  [loliee, 
and  received  at  the  central  Bridewell,  and  the  van  invariably 
goes  round  at  break  of  day  on  Sundays  to  Ining  the  charges  as 
^^  other  days,  ITie  Bridewell  keeper,  a  man  necessarily  oi' 
^oTisiderable  intelligence,  having  been  long  in  the  ]Kjliee,  is 
acquired  to  keep,  among  other  valuable  criminal  registers,  one 
in  the  following  form,  w^hich  will  give  some  idea  of  the  value 
^ud  extent  of  his  duties.  (Sec  next  page/)  He  sits  in  the 
^urt,  enters  the  di>ipo^*al  of  the  case  by  the  fitting  magistrate 
in  his  book ;  and  w  hen  a  prisoner  is  ordered  to  be  discharged, 
he  gives  a  ticket  to  that  cifect,  and  the  prisoner  is  passed  at  once 
to  the  Bridewell  office,  where  he  receives  hi^  e fleets,  signs  the 
^k,  and  is  at  once  discharged  through  the  Bridewell  entrance. 
As  BOOH  as  the  magistrates  have  gone  through  the  charges, 
^M  the  commitments  of  the  prisoners  are  made  out,  they  ai*e 
transferred  to  the  house  of  correction  for  the  beronoh  in  the 
^"an,  without  any  cf  that  imyiropcr  exjx^sure  which  takes  place 
in  the  city  of  li>ndon.  On  -Mondays  the  charges  at  Liverpool 
are  ?ery  numeroua,  yet  the  prisoners  are   invariably  lodged

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The  interior  of  this  prison,  at  least  the  part  occupied  by  the 
criminal  prisoners,  was  in  a  greatly  improved  condition,  both 
as  to  order  and  cleanliness,  than  at  my  last  visit.  The  debtors' 
wards  were,  however,  an  exception,  and  particularly  the  rooms 
appropriated  to  those  firom  the  county  courts,  where  the  smell 
of  tobacco,  although  prohibited  by  the  regulations,  was  pre- 
valent, and  upon  search  both  tobacco  and  pipes  were  found. 

Upon  inquiring  among  the  prisoners  wnether  they  had  any 
complaints  to  maKe,  a  number  from  the  debtors'  wards  pre- 
sented themselves,  and  informed  me  they  had  several  points 
to  complain  of,  which  they  stated  they  had  already  laid  before 
the  visiting  justices,  and  were  undecided  upon. 

I  have  in  my  last  Report  adverted  to  the  general  inferiority 
of  the  wards  for  debtors  in  this  prison,  particularly  for  those 
in  simple  execution,  who  are  anxious  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  means  of  liberation  afforded  them  by  the  law,  and  who 
should  have  every  convenience  afforded  them  for  arranging 
their  affairs  and  making  up  their  schedules.  The  treatment 
of  this  class  of  debtors  should  be  as  distinct  from  the  remanded 
or  penal  class,  as  on  the  criminal  side  is  the  treatment  between 
untried  and  convicted  prisoners.  I  observe,  by  the  following 
extract  from  the  visiting  justices'  book,  that  the  '*  debtors* 
side"  has  attracted  the  notice  of  the  High  Sheriff: — 

Minute  of  James  William  Freslifidd,  Esq.,  High  Sheriff. 

-**  Sid  April,  1850.-^1  visited  the  County  Gaol  ppevious  to  Mr.  Keene's 
return  (from  Kingston  Aasizes),  and  discovered  nothing:  to  indicate  neglect 
during  his  absence :  that  part  of  the  prison  appropriated;to  those  convicted 
or  under  criminal  charges  appears  to  me  in  a  satisfactory  state,  and  the 
officers  have  properly  availed  themselves  of  the  comparatively  empty 
state  of  the  ga.ol  to  clean  and  whitewash  generally.  I  witnessed  part  of 
the  daily  routine,  such  as  sending  to  the  police-courts  prisoners  for  re- 
examination, which  was  conducted  in  an  orderly  manner. 

**  On  the  debtors*  side  I  saw  much  to  regret,  but  aiising  from  circum- 
stances over  which  the  officers  had  little  or  no  control.  The  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor  in  general  (I  think  without  one  exception)  smoked  to  an 
inconvenient  extent,  so  as  to  affect  the  breathing  of  any  occupier,  and 
dirting  the  small  quantity  of  furniture  they  contained.  The  feelings  and 
indeed  the  rights  of  debtors  give  to  the  officers  but  a  limited  power  of 
interference,  but  those  matters  which  depend  upon  the  county  should  be 
in  a  state  to  induce  improvements  in  cleanliness,  as  well  by  improved 
accommodation  as  by  example.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  rooms 
should  be  provided  with  iron  receivers  to  keep  the  small-  quantity  of  coals 
in  each  room,  which  now  lie  on  the  floor,  rendering  it  impossible  that  the 
part  so  used  should  be  cleaned,  and  by  the  want  of  such  means  a  general 
character  of  dirt  is  given  to  the  rooms. '  The  place  in  which  the  coals  are 
thrown  suggests  the  situation  and  very  moderate  size  for  a  repository  of 
coal. 

"  There  appears  to  be  a  want  .on  each  floor  of  enclosed  places  to  put 
away  the  brooms  and  baskets  used  for  cleaning  and  carrying  away  the 
dirt  daily.  The  rooms  not  occupied  should  be  kept  stiictlv  clean,  and  the 
progress  of  rust  and  decay  of  the  iron  grates  avoided,  all  which  tends  to 
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1  circulation  of  purer  air  than  such  ^a  dirt  would  en£;en(ii?r.  The  water- 
closeK  capeeinlly  oo  the  lower  Aoqe'i  urc  not  calculatt'd  to  secure  f  Jean  1 1- 
B 65*,  and  might  at  very  modeniU*  expt^Tise  be  iniprovL'il,  Tlie  dark  and 
dirty-looking  stonea  ustd  for  pieciuij  the  worn  stairs  shonld  be  cleaned 
with  \f hitewaahioE^  even  if  the  htarth-atrtne  is  too  expensive,  and  1  think 
the  walls  of  the  debtors*  day- room  hhould  ije  painted  or  nhihMvashed — in 
short,  whatever  would  tend  to  remove  the  itichfTiireoce  of  debtors  to  tht 
etteat  of  their  discomfort  a,  and  to  raise  a  disposition  to  cleanliness  and 
ord^r*"

Moral  and  Relifjiou^  LisfrnrfunL — 1  he  ch!i]ilaiu  wan  on  leave 
of  absence  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  Init  his  dutieii  are  eiirried 
on  in  precisely  the  same  routine  an  formerly  dtrnTibed. 

The  schoolmaster  states, — 

T  come  into  the  prison  at  ti£:ht  o'clack  in  the  morninsr  and  prepare 
the  dmpel  for  at^rvice,  acting  thure  as  clerk.  When  iIt.^en!^Evt^ed  Irotn 
other  duties,  I  bec:tn  thit  work  of  instruction  immediately  alter  chapti, 
"wtuch  is  at  half  past  nine,  contmtung  it  unld  a  quarter  to  one,  and  from 
atttr  dinner  until  tive.  The  prisoners^  wjttin  in  school,  are  I'mploj^cd  in 
readings  writing,  arithmehCj  kmttin^,  nLtMntr^  and  hlndmi^  the  prison 
booka»  All  the  prisoners  are  brought  into  iht;  schoolroom,  iriLludrng  those 
lender  remand. 

On  Sundays  the  convicted  prisoners  after  attemling  chapel 
go  to  the  schoolroom  to  hear  sennoas  and  portions  of  the 
Scripture  read  by  the  schoolmaster.  I'hero  ^vere  ID  women 
under  instruction  by  the  schoolmistress  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 
1  extract  the  following'  curious  stati.stical  tables  from  the  clia|i- 
lain's  last  re|X>rt,     (See  I'aL^is  152,  ir)3.) 

L,abour,  —  Ko  prisoners  being  committed  for  hard  labour  to 
this  establishment,  those  convicted  of  misdemeanors  are  em- 
ployed in  picking  oakum,  chop|>ini^  firewoo<l,  washing,  making, 
mending,  knittini!;  stockings,  boo k bind  in t^^^  and  netting;,  A 
profit  of  23/,  O5.  'ilfL  accrued  hist  year  from  the  chopjjiniif  uf 
firewood*  This  work  when  first  introduccjl  was  only  intended 
for  the  use  of  the  gaol,  Imt,  the  stock  in  hand  havini!;  acemnulated 
bej'ond  what  was  required  for  prison  puqioses.  It  is  sold  in  small 
quantities  to  persons  residinir  in  the  neifrhbourhood* 

Bitoks^ — Texamined  the  books  and  found  them  neatly  kept 
and  entered  to  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Otf^rvations.-^The  construction  of  tlm  priBon  is  undoubtedly 
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a  considLTable  obstacle  to  the  application  of  an  improve 
evstem  of  prison  discipline.  I  titould  strongly  re  com  mend  ths 
all  the  classes  of  convicted  prisoneiis,  on  the  completion  of  tb 
new  House  of  Coircction  at  Wandsworth,  be  thenceforth  con: 
mitted  there,  so  that  the  Surrc)^  gaol  be  appropriatcKl  sold 
for  prisoners  under  civil  process,  for  bail,  or  safeties,  and  sue 
as  are  committed  for  trial.  In  every  day-ward  an  offici 
should  be  constantly  present  in  order  to  maintain  order,  and  1 
check  as  far  as  possible  the  now  prevailing  contaminating  inte: 
course.  I  cannot  too  stront^ly  deprecate  the  absence  of  an 
order  or  buj^ervision  at  meal- time.  The  food  when  cooked 
brought  to  the  endf?  of  the  airin*^-yards,  andser\'ed  ont  throng 
the  iron  railinjj  to  each  prisoner,  who  takes  his  meal  and  coi 
sumes  it  as  he  best  can,  there  bein^  no  tables.  The  jjt 
eoners  should  be  assembled  at  each  meal,  and  their  respcctiA 
allowances  ^daced  re^^ularly  on  tables  for  the  purpose,  an 
grace  invariably  said  before  and  after  every  meal.  Tl 
governor  should  frcn^uently  attend  at  this  hour,  to  sec  th^ 
reg  ular  i  ty  and  d  ec  e  n  t  oh^  er  v  ances  a  re  m  a  i  n  ta  i  n  ed.  The  op  tic 
of  work  should  be  ^wK^n  to  all  untried  prisoners^  but  this  wei 
should  also  be  done  orderly,  and  according  to  regulatioi 
71ie  removal  of  all  classes  of  convicted  prisoners  from  th 
gaol  will  afford  the  opportunity  of  extending  and  impro^in 
the  accommodation  for  the  delators.  1  strongly  recommea 
the  lighting  every  ]>art  of  the  prison  with  gasj  and  I  invit 
the  attention  of  the  justices  to  examine  into  the  gren 
advantages  arising  from  the  carrying  into  effect  a  similn 
suggestion  at  Newgate,  of  which  the  state  of  discipline  o 
now  amended  is  superior  to  that  in  the  gaol  for  Surrey. 

In  my  last  Report  on  the  subject  of  accommodation  fc 
debtors  X  adverted  to  the  want  of  any  place  for  cooking  thei 
Jbod-  This  defect  still  exists,  and  I  observe  that  a  number  c 
the  chimneys  in  their  cells  have  the  inconvenience  of  smokin| 
\  also  again  recommend  the  justices  to  place  the  officers  i: 
uniform.  1  rejwat  the  words  I  used  in  my  last  Report,  wit 
further  experience  of  their  truth:  ''  I  know  of  no  measure  nior 
likely  to  create  in  the  office i-s  a  respect  for  themselves,  and  t 
elicit  it  from  othei-s,  in  both  of  which  there  appeared  some 
thing  wanting/^

The  liealth ''  of  the  priioners  has  been  satisfactory ;  some  of  the 
prisonera  on  the  mill  have  slight  ruptures,  but  they  are  never  put  on  the 
iDill  until  I  have  seen  their  trusseii  are  properly  adjusted.  I  consider 
the  diet  is  sulicient  since  the  late  increase.  At  least  nineteen  out  of  twenty 
of  the  complaints  are  made  by  prisoner  who  have  nothing  whatever  the 
matter  with  them. 

There  being  no  room  or  dispensary  where  the  surgeon  can 
examine  the  prisoners,  when  complaining  of  illness,  is  most  in- 
coiiveuient.

Discipline. — The  governor  states, — 

The  dUcipUne  is  carried  on  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as  formerly 
described.  The  labour  is  carried  on  from  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  to 
six  In  th  e  vening.  J  am  qnite  satisfied  of  the  advantage  that  would 
iiccme  to  the  discipline  if  the  prisoners  had  eaol  clothing.  No  pri- 
aon€?rs  work  ouUide  the  walls,  1  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
and  the  Act^  of  Parliament  as  far  as  the  construction  of  the  prison  will 
admit. 

The  discontinuance  of  this  prison,  and  the  consolidation  of 
all  classea  of  convicted  prisoners  in  the  New  House  of  Correc- 
tion at  Wandsworth,  are  both  matters  of  congratulation.  The 
site  of  the  pnaon  at  Guildford,  built  on  the  steep  side  of  a  hill, 
is  most  inconvenient,  nor  arc  its  internal  arrangements  at  all 
suitable  for  the  application  of  an  effective  system  of  penal 
discipline.  The  admixture  of  all  classes  and  ages  at  labour 
and  in  the  work-room,  the  sleeping  of  three  together  in  cells  at 
ni<^ht,  the  want  of  proper  gaol  clothing,  the  inefficiency  of  the  in- 
struction, which  should  be  under  the  direct  superintendence  of 
the  chaplain,  and  the  almost  utter  dependence  on  physical 
applications  for  moral  results,  call  for  a  variety  of  observations 
and  suggestions,  but  which  under  the  circumstances  are  super- 
erogatory.

SIXTEENTH  REPORT  ON  THE  PRISONS  IN  THE 
NORTHERN  AND  EASTERN  DISTRICT. 


TO  THE  RIGHT  HON.  SIR  GEORGE  GREY,  Baet. 
SecrHarjf  of  State  far  the  Home  Department, 


SlR^  Hampstead,  Febniarj  Id,  1851. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  present  my  Sixteenth  An- 
nual Report  as  Inspector  of  Prisons ;  this  Report  being 
my  fourth  since  I  had  charge  of  an  English  district^  and 
my  second  since  the  last  arrangement.  The  present  Report 
is  fur  the  year  1850. 

I  have  visited  during  the  year  every  prison  of  large,  or  pn^m.  twtad. 
even  of  considerable  size,  within  my  district,  and  many 
also  of  the  smallest,  including  some  of  the  lock-up  houses. 
Some  of  the  larger  prisons  I  have  visited  several  times. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  considerable  im-  ISKTS^w 
provements  have  been  made,  during  the  last  year,   in 
many  of  the  prisons. 

In  the  prisons  at  the  following  towns  increased  pro- il^fcTijUI^ 
vision  has  been  made  either  for  the  individual  separation  uSJ^SdiJ^Br- 
of  the  inmates,  or  for  their    better    classification    and'*'*^ 
supervision ;  in  some  cases  for  all  three  objects : — Bever- 
ley,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Cambridge  (borough  prison), 
Chester  (county  prison),  Ely,  Hull,  Huntingdon,  Lan- 
caster, Northallerton,  Norwich  (county  prison),  Salford, 
Scarborough,  Walsingham,  and  Wisbech. 

In  some  instances,  especially  in  those  of  the  prisons  at 
Beverley,  Norwich,  and  Salford,  the  alterations  nave  been 
chiefly  made  by  the  prisoners  themselves ;  an  arrangement 
which  has  caused  a  great  saving  of  expense,  and  has,  at 
the  same  time,  benefited  the  prisoners  oy  supplying  them 
with  useful  and  instructive  employment. 

In  my  last  Report  I  spoke  of  the  importance  of  having  !^on  of  i)ri£*' 
separate  prisons  tor  females,  and  referred  particularly  to  t^Sa^ 
the  well-conducted  prison  at  Wymondham,  in  Norfolk,  "**^ 
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which  is  appropriated  solely  to  females,  and  is  exclusively 
under  female  management.  Although,  during  the  last 
year,  there  has  been  no  new  instance  of  a  prison  being 
applied  to  the  reception  of  females  alone,  the  principle 
in  view  has  been  adopted  by  the  entire  withdrawal  of 
females  from  the  county  prison  at  Cambridge,  and  from 
the  prison  at  Ely,  and  by  providing  for  the  withdrawal 
in  a  short  time  of  all  the  females  from  the  house  of 
correction  at  Preston;  the  females  in  each  case  being 
added  to  those  in  some  other  prison  where  there  was 
room  for  them.  Thus,  the  number  of  prisons  in  the 
district  where  there  are  prisoners  of  both  sexes  has  been 
reduced  by  three ;  and  in  one  instance  (that  of  Lancaster 
Castle,  to  which  the  female  prisoners  from  Preston  are  to 
be  sent)  arrangements  have  been  made  for  having  the 
whole  body  of  female  prisoners  more  completely  sepa- 
rated from  the  male  prisoners  than  was  formerly  the 
case  with  the  smaller  number  of  females  belonging  to 
Lancaster  itself;  and,  in  fact,  for  the  two  sexes  to  occupy 
almost  two  distinct  prisons. 
iThnnd^l*^  Artificial  light,  together,  in  some  cases,  with  the  prac- 
iiiin«h«Tebe«i  ticc  of  carlv  risiuff,  has  been  introduced,  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  into  the  prisons  at 
Beverley,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Chester  (city  prison),  Hull, 
Huntingdon,  King's  Lynn,  Northallerton,  Ripon,  and 
Walsingham. 
wo'irS^bJli  Useful  work  has  been  introduced  or  extended  in  the 
litSd*^"  prisons  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Cambridge  (both  the  county 
and  borough  prisons),  Derby,  Ely,  Grantham,  Hull, 
Ipswich  (both  county  and  borough  prisons).  King's  Lynn, 
Kirton-Lindsey,  Lancaster,  Lincoln  (county  prison), 
Nottingham  (county  prison),  Norwich  (county  prison), 
Scarborough,  Spalding,  Spilsby,  Wakefield,  Walsingham, 
Wisbech,  and  York  (county  prison). 

In  several  of  the  foregoing  instances  the  quantity  of 
useful  work,  or  indeed  of  work  of  any  kind,  is  still  very 
small ;  nevertheless,  in  each  case,  something  at  least  has 
been  effected,  and  in  some  the  improvement  is  con- 
siderable. 
TVi»e-nukiDg.  At  thc  prisou  at  Wakefield  twine-making  has  lately 
been  introduced,  and,  so  far  as  the  experiment  has  been 
carried,  this  kind  of  labour  appears  to  be  very  suitable 
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for  many  prisoners.  The  employment  is  easily  learnt — 
is  carried  on  in  the  open  air — lurnishes  a  great  deal  of 
bodily  exercise  (superseding  the  necessity  for  walking  in 
airing-yards),  and  the  apparatus  is  inexpensive.  I  recom- 
mended its  introduction  into  Wakefield  prison  on  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.Thornton^  a  magistrate  of  Birmingham, 
who  had  been  instrumental  in  introducing  it  at  the 
borough  prison  of  that  town. 

The  prisons  in  my  district  now  most  favourably  dis- JJ^^^J^JJJ 
tinguished  in  the  work  department  are  those  at  Beverley,  Cjjjiiiu***' 
Chester  (county  priso'n),  Derby,  Knutsford,  Leeds,  Preston, 
Salford,  Wakefield,  Walsingham,  and  Wymondham. 

The  efforts  to  introduce  useful  labour  have  been  in 
accordance  with  the  aphorism  of  the  great  Howard, ''  Make 
men  diligent,  and  they  will  be  honest." 

A  provision  for  instruction  in  reading  and  writing  has^S^I^Jg^ 
been  made  or  enlarged  during  the  year  at  the  prisons  atilJfiriJSlJ*"' 
Beverley,  Grantham,    Ipswich   (county  prison).  King's 
Lynn,  Kirton-Lindsey,  Norwich  (county  prison),  Stam- 
ford, Southwell,  Walsingham,  and  Wymondham. 

At  the  borough  prison  at  Liverpool  efficient  assistance 
in  teaching  had  been  given  by  two  female  prisoners,  acting 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  schoolmistress.  But 
this,  as  I  was  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  point  out,  was  con- 
trary to  law.  Not  only  might  the  prison  funds  be  often 
economized  by  permitting  such  assistance,  but  I  cannot  help 
thinking  that  nmch  goou  might  be  done  to  the  prisoners 
who  gave  it;  as  it  brings  into  action  one  of  the  most 
improving  tendencies — that  arising  from  the  feeling  of 
being  useful  to  others.  Great  care  would  of  course  be 
necessary  in  the  selection  of  prisoners  so  to  be  employed; 
but  with  intelligent  superintendence,  there  would  be  but 
little  difficulty  in  that  respect. 

At  many  of  the  prisons  there  have  been  other  improve-  SSlTi!*^^ 
ments  of  different  kinds ;  sometimes  in  the  removal  of 
ill-qualified  officers,  and  in  others  in  the  establishment  of  a 
more  efficient  medical  superintendence,  or  of  the  practice 
of  private  visifcition  by  the  Chaplain,  or  in  the  general 
observance  of  the  rules  of  the  prison,  or  in  the  warming, 
ventilation,  or  drainage,  or  in  the  provision  for  a  proper 
audit  of  the  accounts.  Finally,  during  the  course  of  the 
year  a  new  and  comparatively  well-conducted  prison  has 
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been  opened  (at  Manchester),  and  an  old  and  ill-built 
prison  (that  at  Boston)  has  been  abandoned. 

In  many  other  cases  than  those  enumerated  prisons 
might  be  advantageously  used  for  inmates  of  one  sex  alone, 
and  in  many  others  they  might  be  wholly  abandoned.     !  , 
SSti'lft^midi.      '^^  following  are  cases  in  which,  with  a  slight  modi- 
fleauonorthe    ficatiou  of  thc  law  (to  enlarge  the  power  of  contracting 
wro^j^o   for  the   reception   of  prisoners),  prisons  m  my  district 
""  might  be  appropriated  to  one  sex ;  a  change  that  would  be 

attended  with  the  improvement  of  tjie  discipline,  the  re- 
moval of  the  evils  mentioned  in  my  Fifteenth  Report 
(page  xxviii.),  and  in  most  cases  with  a  saving  of 
expense. 

1.  Chester  City  Prison. — This  prison  might  be  used 
exclusively  for  females,  and  such  prisoners  might  be 
withdrawn  from  the  county  prisons  at  Chester  and 
Knutsford. 

2.  Lincoln  City  Prison. — This  prison  also  might  be 
used  for  females  alone,  and  such  prisoners  might  be 
withdrawn  from  the  county  prison  at  Lincoln  and  from 
the  prisons  at  Kirton-Lindsey  and  Falkingham. 

3.  Prisons  at  Louth  and  Spilsby. — Females  might  be 
withdrawn  from  these  prisons  and  sent  to  the  prison  at 
Spalding. 

4.  City  Prison  at  Norwich  and  County  Prison  at 
Walsingham. — Females  might  l)e  withdrawn  from  these 

Prisons  and  sent  to  the  females'  prison  at  Wymondham. 
^he  county  might  contract  to  send  some  male  prisoners 
to  the  city  prison  at  Norwich. 

5.  Borough  Prison  at  Nottingham. — Females  might 
be  withdrawn  from  this  prison  and  sent  to  the  prison  at 
Southwell,  and  in  place  of  them  the  county  might  send 
to  the  borough  prison  at  Nottingham  such  male  pri- 
soners as  are  now  sent  to  the  county  prison  there. 

6.  Ipswich  Borough  Prison. — This  prison  might  be 
united  to  the  county  prison,  of  which  it  appears  origin- 
ally to  have  formed  part.  The  advantages  of  the  union 
in  this  case  are  noticed  at  page  58. 

7.  The  county  prison  at  York  might  be  discontinued 
for  criminal  prisoners  except  at  the  time  of  the  assizes. 
The  reasons  of  this  measure  are  given  at  page  64  of  niy 
present  Report. 
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If  the  modification  already  referred  to  were  made  in SStbT^uiuy 
the  law,  the  following  prisons  might,  in  my  opinion,  be  •»>»»doned. 
at  once  wholly  given  up  ;  to  the  great  improvement  of 
prison  discipline  and  to  a  great  saving  of  expense: — 
The  borougn  prisons  at  Grantham,  Grreat  Grimsby,  and 
Stamford,  in  Lincolnshire ;  the  borough  prisons  at  Great 
Yarmouth,  King's  Lynn,  and  Thetford,  in  Norfolk ;  the 
county  prisons  at  Nottingham  and  at  Oakham;  the 
county  prison  at  Beccles,  in  Suffolk ;  and  the  prisons  at 
Doncaster,  Halifax  (the  debtors'  prison  for  the  manor  of 
Wakefield),  Richmond,  Ripon,  Scarborough,  and  Shef- 
field, in  Yorkshire. 

If  a  few  well-constructed  large  prisons,  such  as  I 
spoke  of  in  my  last  Report,  were  built  in  accessible 
and  convenient  situations,  many  others  of  the  existing 
prisons  in  my  district  might  with  great  advantage  be 
abandoned. 

As  regards  employment  of  prisoners  in  agriculture  ^2diJl«4|ainrt 
and  other  out-door  pursuits,  the  difficulty  of  guarding  JSSTeSl^yed 
agamst  escapes  appears  to  have  been  greatly  over-esti-  o'i^SStalSi, 
mated.     In  my  last  Report  I  gave  the  evidence  of  the 
governor  and  surgeon  of  the  prison  at  Kirton-Lindsey 
on  this  subject ;  and  in  my  present  Report  I  beg  to  refer 
to  that  of  the  governors  of  the  prisons  at  Bury  St.  Ed- 
munds and  Beverley. 

Although  I  have  been  able  to  mention  several  cases  in  JSlfJ^P*^^ 
which  artificial  light  has  been  introduced  during  the  last  J*^^^^;^ "  ' 
year,  and  some  in  which  a  practice  of  early  rising  hasjjj^ 
been  established,  there  is  still  a  large  number  of  prisons  »<^^ 
which  are  wholly  unprovided  in  this  respect,  and  where, 
in  mid-winter,  the  inmates  pass  more  than  fourteen  hours 
out  of  the  twenty-four  in  bed. 

I  have  more  than  once  had  occasion  to  remark  on  the  tUS^ot^ 
insecurity  of  prisons  where  the  cell-windows  are  guarded  i3i  ^SSS^ 
only  by  a  frame  of  cast-iron.     During  the  last  year  two 
men  have  escaped  from  the  prison  at  Leeds,  and  one  from 
the  prison  at  Wakefield,  in  consequence  of  this  defect. 

I  have  sometimes   recommended  the  use  of  manual  ventiudon. 
labour  (of  which  there  is  generally  a  superabundance  in 
prisons)  in  effecting  the  ventilation,  instead  of  depending 
on  a  draught  produced  by  means  of  heat,  which,  besides 
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causing  an  expense,  is  subject  to  vicissitudes  occasioned 
by  variations  in  the  wind  and  in  the  external  temperature; 
so  much  so,  indeed,  that  iu  summer,  when  the  greatest 
supply  of  fresli  air  is  required,  the  ventilation  produced 
by  this  means  is  most  feeble. 

Veotilation  by  mechanical  power  is  strongly  recom- 
mended by  Dr.  Arnott,  and  also  by  the  General  Board 
of  Health,  in  their  late  Report  on  the  Supply  of  Water 
to  the  Metropolis. 

^  ^ Improvement  in  borough  prisons  is  much  impeded,  as 

by"iSrSuw.  I  ^»^ve  before  observed,  by  the  state  of  the  law,  which 
virtually  divides  the  power  of  management  between  the 
magistrates  and  town  council,  and  thereby  diminishes  the 
feeling  of  responsibility. 

H^S^^yi.       I  am  sorry  to  state  that  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
prisoners  in  my  district,  which  was  proceeding  rapidly  in 
Mco4^Tiththe  latter  part  of  the  year  1849,  continued  only  in  a  slight 
'■*^**"^**''     degree  during  the  last  year,  the  average  number  of  pri- 
soners in  1850  having  been  6019  instead  of  6254  in 
1849;  and  the  whole  number  of  commitments  42,113 
against  42,485.     Indeed,  although  there  was   this  de- 
{Srtinwo!*""  crease  during  the  year,  the  number  of  prisoners  in  con- 
finement at  the  end  of  1850  was  considerably  greater 
than  at  the  end  of  1849 ;  the  two  numbers  being  6887 
and  6119  respectively. 

As  might  be  anticipated  under  such   circumstances, 
there  was  a  considerably  greater  number  of  commitments 
in  the  last  auarter  of  1850  than  in  either  of  the  other 
quarters.     The  last  being  a  winter  quarter,  it  might  be 
expected  that  there  would  be  more  prisoners  in  it  than 
in  either  of  the  summer  quarters ;  but  there  were  consi- 
derably more  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  which 
is  equally  a  winter  quarter.

y  other  euMt   ^^^^  by  other  causes  than  prison  discipline  is  shown 
by  the  report  on  the  city  prison  at  Norwich,  page  156, 
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where  it  will  be  seen  that,  at  a  prison  conducted  neither  SjJJ^Jf*^ 
on  the  separate  system  nor  silent  system,  where  there  is  ^^^^ 
but  little  work,  little  instruction,  and  little  supervision, 
where  many  of  the  prisoners  congregate,  to  their  general 
corruption,  in  idleness  and  unrestraiued  conversation,  the 
number  of  prisoners  during  the  last  ten  years  has  steadily 
decreased,  and  is  now  but  little  more  than  half  what  it 
was.  Had  such  a  result  been  obtained  in  a  prison  under 
some  peculiar  system,  conclusions  would  probably  have 
been  drawn  highly  favourable  to  its  effects. 

The  danger  of  hastily  adopting  such  conclusions,  of  ^jg^iSi^ 
which  the  above  would  form  an  example,  is  fully  set  forth  JJJS?*'*"Mof 
in  Mr.  Francis  Gray's  able  work  on  prison  discipline  in  pri«»S3piia«. 
America ;  where  it  is  shown  that  several  essentially  dif- 
ferent systems  of  discipline  have  in  turn  been  tried  at 
different  prisons,  have  been  regarded  for  a  time  as  quite 
successful,  then  found  to  be  defective,  and  have  ulti- 
mately been  abandoned  as  failures,      x 

As  Mr.  Gray  justly  remarks,  the  attention  which  is 
drawn  to  any  great  change,  and  the  zeal  of  those  who 
have  originated  it  and  who  are  anxious  for  its  success, 
often  produce  good  results,  for  a  time,  independently  of 
any  merit  in  the  system  itself;  nay,  sometimes  in  spite  of 
great  inherent  errors. 

With  regard  to  the  actual  state  of  the  discipline  at 
Norwich  city  prison  the  chaplain  states  as  follows : — 

*^  I  believe  the  prison  ought  to  be  regarded  simply  as  a  place  of  con- 
finemeDt  for  bad  characters,  but  possessing  little  or  nothing  of  a  refor* 
matory  character.  It  is  too  frequently  the  school  for  vice.  I  am  confident 
the  prisoners  being  allowed  that  freedom  of  association  which  prevails 
in  the  day-rooms  is  most  injurious  to  society,  and,  in  reality,  cruel 
towards  those  prisoners  who  are  not  so  far  advanced  in  crime  as  others. 
The  system  itself  is  vicious,  and  cannot  but  have  an  unhappy  effect.  I 
have  usually  observed  greater  recklessness  of  mind,  and  the  countenance 
to  assume  an  expression  of  hardened  villany,  which  was  not  so  clear 
upon  a  first  interview  as  at  subsequent  periods.  One  man  lamented  that 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  cultivate  serious  reflection,  because  his 
companions  would  immediately  make  him  a  laughing-stock ;  a  cross  which 
he  had  not  faith  to  bear."— Page  157. 

I  should  be  sorry  if  by  the  foregoing  remarks  it  were 
supposed  for  a  moment  that  I  undervalue  the  importance 
of  prison  discipline;  or  think  it  impossible,  or  even  very 
difficult,  to  devise  a  good  and  effective  system.     Such  a

conclusion  would  not  only  be  at  variance  with  the  truth, 
but  with  the  whole  tenor  of  my  long  series  of  annual 
reports.  But  in  giving  full  value  to  good  prison  disci- 
l^ine  as  a  means  of  diminishing  crime,  it  is  necessary  to 
keep  in  misiA  other  operating  powers,  such  as  education, 
the  general  conditkttof  the  country,  the  poor-laws,  police, 
and  the  state  and  administratioa  of  the  criminal  law.

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£SS?i2lt'^«  I  am  glad  to  state  that  during  the  last  y^ur  the  prisoners 
nnoaoaiiygood.  in  my  distrfct  liavc  been  unusually  healthy;  the  average 
amount  of  mortality  (counting,  as  usual,  two  removals  or 
liberations  from  illness  as  equivalent  to  one  death)  having 
been  less  than  one  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  average 
number  of  prisoners. 

Among  the  prisons  distinguished  last  year  for  a  small 
amount  of  mortality  are  those  at  Cambridge,  Derby,  Ely, 
Halifax,  Lincoln  (city  prison),  Louth,  Spalding,  Spilsby, 
Walsingham,  Wymondham,  Wisbech,  and  York  (city 
prison). 

In  order  to  render  the  exercise  in  the  airing-grounds 
more  effective,  I  some  time  ago  recommended,  at  Wake- 
field, that,,in8teud  of  always  walking  (and  that  frequently 
at  a  slow  pace),  the  prisoners  should  alternately  walk 
and  run ;  and  finding  the  plan  succeed  I  have  suggested 
its  adoption  in  other  prisons.  With  regard  to  its  effect 
at  the  prison  at  Wakefield,  Mr.  Milner,  the  zealous, 
painstaking,  and  efficient  medical  attendant  of  the  con- 
vict department  in  that  prison,  states  as  follows : — 

*'  The  alteration  m  the  exercise  mentioned  in  my  last  Report  has 
been  continued  during  the  year,  and  the  men  now  run  and  walk  alter- 
nately. The  change  has  been  found  to  answer  very  well ;  very  few  of 
the  prisoners  are  either  unable  or  unwilling  to  run,  and  numbers  of 
them  have  expressed  to  me  their  conviction  of  the  greater  benefit  they 
have  derived  from  the  active  exercise  they  set  here,  than  from  the  slower 
exercise  they  had  in  the  prisons  from  which  they  have  been  brought." 

piStTo^^t-  While  I  would  suggest  that  running  be  introduced 
dJTtoSli'ii^*'"  wherever  prisoners  talce  exercise  in  airing-yards,  I  am  of 
S^t«5Stbii  opinion  that  with  a  plentiful  supply  of  out-of-door  labour 
li^nMd  with,   sueh  exercise  might  to  a  great  extent  be  dispensed  with. 

k^^^'biwd.      There  is  a  simple  machine,  worked  by  hand,  in  use  in 
making  bread  in  the  prison  at  Southwell,  in  Nottingham- 
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shire,  which  the  governor  said  always  secured  that  the 
doi^h  should  be  properly  kneaded. 

Tne  governor  of  the  prison  at  Spilsby,  in  Lincolnshire,  ^1^^^^^ 
reports  that  he  finds  considerable  economy  by  having  the  gJ^^^^L 
meat  which  is  consumed  in  the  prison  boiled  in  the  way 
recommended  by  Baron  Liebig,   and  that  the  flavour  of 
the  meat  is  also  improved. — (p.  lOL) 

On  the  question  how  far  the  sudden  withdrawal  ofn^ithaeidom 
stimulants  is  likely  to  injure  health,  Mr.  Fox,  the  surgeon  dinwit^LIIiu 

•  •  -»>r      1  •^  r*  n  of  intoxicating 

at  the  prison  at  Derby,  states  as  follows : —  drinksoropiom. 

*'  I  have  frequently  been  asked  whether  priaonen  did  not  aufier  in 
health  by  the  sudden  withdrawal  of  intoxicating  drinks  on  their  coming 
to  prison.  In  reply,  I  can  say  that  in  all  my  experience  (and  I  have 
attended  the  gaol  27  years)  I  never  knew  a  single  instance  of  any  injury 
of  the  kind.     The  same  remark  applies  to  the  withdrawal  of  opium. 

Similar  evidence  appears  in  several  of  my  previous 
Reports. 

As  one  means  of  testing  the  health  of  the  prisoners  I  TcdiorhMitii. 
am  in  the  habit  of  recommending  that  a  record  be  kept 
of  their  weight ;  but  it  is  sometimes  objected  that  such  a 
test  is  very  delusive.  As  a  sole  criterion  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  it  is  insufficient,  and  there  are  several  others 
which  may  advantageously  be  added.  StiU,  this  index  I 
hold  to  be  an  important  one,  and  it  is  of  a  simple  charac- 
ter, not  liable  to  the  errors  arising  from  the  want  of  a 
definite  standard.  In  confirmation  of  the  value  of  the 
test  of  weight,  I  quote  the  following  evidence  of  Mr. 
Milner : — 

**  All  the  prisoners  are  weighed  every  month,  and  I  consider  the  in- 
formation obtained  by  this  measure  to  be  very  valuable.  In  a  great 
proportion  of  the  cases  in  which  a  prisoner's  health  has  failed  in  this 
prison,  it  has  been  found  that  a  gradual  loss  of  weight  for  several  months 
had  preceded  the  appearance  of  any  more  direct  symptoms  of  disease. 
It  frequently  occurs  that  prisoners  who  appear  to  be  in  good  health,  and 
have  not  complained  either  of  illness  or  of  wanting  more  food,  have 
been  found  to  have  lost  weight  steadily  for  several,  consecutive  months. 
In  such  cases  I  am  accustomed  to  give  more  food,  and  I  am  fully  satis- 
fied that  by  so  doing  I  have  prevented  serious  failure  of  health,  from 
which  it  might  have  been  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  have  recovered 
the  patient.  There  are,  perhaps,  a  few  cases  in  which  a  prisoner  on 
admission  may  carry  more  flesh  than  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  state  of  good  health,  and  therefore  in  which  he  may  lose  weight 
with  the  effect  of  improving  rather  than  of  deteriorating  in  health ;  bnt 
such  cases  would  be  readily  distinguished  from  those  in  which  a  gradual 
loss  of  weight  was  the  first  symptom  of  incipient  disease ;  and  my  ex- 
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perience  would  lead  me  to  say  that  the  numher  of  cases  in  which  a 
prisoner  loses  weight  with  advantage  to  his  health  is  infinitely  small 
compared  with  the  number  of  cases  in  which  the  loss  of  weiifht  is  asso- 
ciated with  a  lowering  of  the  general  tone  of  the  system,  which,  if  not 
checked,  would  result  in  the  development  of  any  disease  to  which  the 
prisoner  had  a  predisposition." — Page  80. 

omdmitoruie  Notwithstanding  the  separate  Reports  show  that  there 
''***"*^  continues  to  be  much  misconduct,  and  that  in  many  cases 
when  the  fact  of  the  misconduct  is  not  established  it 
nevertheless  probably  exists,  owing  to  the  want  of  effec- 
tual supervision,  the  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners 
during  the  year  appears  to  have  been  good.

boutioBoTpri.^  Among  minor  causes  of  misconduct  I  have  had  occa- 
i«.K.«*i.  ^.^^  ^^  ^jj  attention  to  the  attempted  isolation  of  pri- 
soners in  chapel  by  means  of  stalls  separated  from  each 
other  by  wooden  partitions ;  such  partitions  (besides  de- 
stroying the  social  character  of  the  worship)  impeding 
supervision  and  serving  as  screens  for  the  commission  of 
offences. 

In  mv  last  Report  I  gave  the  evidence  of  the  chap- 
lains of  the  prison  at  Wakefield  on  the  good  effect  of 
removing  the  partitions  in  the  chapel  of  that  large 
prison.  The  following  additional  evidence  on  the  sub- 
ject appears  in  the  last  annual  Report  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Reynolds,  chaplain  of  the  convict  department  at  Wake- 
field :— 

'*  Another  year  has  tested  the  propriety  of  removin^i^  the  Chapel  stalls, 
and  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  results  have  been  most 
satisfactory.  It  not  unfrequently  occurs  that  a  month  passes  without 
a  single  report  of  misconduct  in  Chapel ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  ^e 
deep  attention  and  reverential  deportment  of  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
men  at  public  worship,  have  on  several  occasions  drawn  from  visitors 
eipressions  of  the  highest  commendation/' 

Such  partitions  have  been  removed  from  the  prison  at 
Rnutsford  also ;  and  the  Rev.  Mn  Mitchell,  the  chap* 
lain,  spoke  in  very  favourable  terms  of  the  result  of  the 
alteration* 
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I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  remarks  at  page  3  of  2SS^*bY^. 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Appleton,  chaplain  of  the  county  prison  {(f^^'^^rti- 
at  Liverpool,  on  the  effect  of  exempting  Chartist  prisoners  *'***'  prt*>n«^ 
from  work  and  from  other  parts  of  the  ordinary   dis- 
cipline. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  refer  (at  page  6)  to  one 
striking  case  of  exception  to  the  general  misconduct  of 
the  Chartist  prisoners ;  and  I  am  the  more  desirous  of 
submitting  this  case  to  your  notice.  Sir,  because  the  me- 
ritorious person  concerned  is  an  Irishman ;  one  therefore 
whose  countrymen  I  have  unfortunately  so  often  to  speak 
of  in  relation  to  crime  in  this  country.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  person  referred  to,  although  in  humble  circum- 
stances, has,  since  his  liberation  from  prison,  generously 
devoted  both  time  and  money  to  assisting  juvenile  libe- 
rated prisoners  to  get  work  and  food  for  a  time,  untH 
they  shouid  be  able  to  procure  suitable  situations. 

Some  instances  have  lately  occurred  of  prisoners  con* 
victed  of  frauds  on  Savings  Banks  being  placed  by  the 
sentence  of  the  court  in  the  same  favoured  position  as 
the  Chartist  prisoners  described  by  Mr.  Appleton. 

The  selection  from  the  Liturgy  n>ade  by  the  Rev.  JjJ^f  *•**' 
Mr.  Clay,  to  serve  as  a  form  ot  daily  prayer  at  the 
prison  at  Preston,  seems  to  be  well  suited  for  general 
adoption ;  and  it  has  the  advantage  of  being  printed  in  a 
large,  clear  type,  which  is  of  considerable  service  to  im- 
perfect readers,  such  as  generally  form  the  large  majority  ^ 
of  a  prison  congregation. 

I  have  had  frequent  occasion  to  call  attention  to  the  toSd^S^^S? 
want  of  motives  to  industry,  self-control',  and  general  J^^i^*J: 
good  conduct  among  prisoners,  owing  chiefly  to  the  state  tSSiS'S^]^. 
of  the  law ;  and  in  my  last  Report  I  took  occasion  to 
contrast  the  position  of  prisoners  generally  in  this  re^ 
spect  with  that  of  offenders  sentenced  to  transportation. 
The  following  further  evidence  on  the  subject  is  given  by 
the   Rev.  Mr.  Alderson,  one  of  the  chaplains  at  the 
prison  at  Wakefield  : — 

**  The  conduct  of  the  transports  a  decrdedlj  better,  as  a  general  rule, 
than  that  of  the  best  conducted  class  of  West  Riding  prisonerFi  namely, 

["J  *  r^         T 
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those  sentenced  to  long  periods  of  imprisonment.  This  I  attribute  to 
tlie  motives  to  good  conduct  held  out  to  the  tran^orts,  while  no  such 
motives  are  presented  to  ordinary  prisoners.  The  transport  knows  that 
the  length  of  the  period  of  separate  confinement,  and  af^rwards  of 
confinement  in  association,  and  subsequently  of  restraint  and  sarveil- 
lance  in  the  colony  to  which  he  may  be  sent,  are  dependent  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  on  himself;  in  a  word,  that  it  rests  witii  himself,  and 
depends  on  whether  he  is  industrious  or  idle,  orderly  or  disorderly, 
obedient  or  refractory^  what  shall  be  the  amount  of  his  punishment ; 
while  the  ordinary  prisoners  knovrs,  that,  whether  he  conducts  himself 
well  or  lU,  he  cannot,  under  ordinary  curcumstanoes,  diminish  or  add 
to  his  punishment  by  a  single  day's  imprisonment." 

SfataSfiB^priMi  '  ^^^^  often  had  to  observe  on  the  idle  and  corrupting 
'  life  which  debtors  generally  pass  in  prisoti ;  and  among 
other  prisons  which  I  iiave  been  obliged  to  particularize 
in  this  respect  is  the  county  prison  at  Lancaster.  It 
affords  me  much  pleasure,  however,  to  be  able  to  state 
that  a  great  improvement  has  lately  been  effected  in  the 
management  of  the  debtors  in  this  prison ;  though  the 
state  of  the  law,  which  presents  obstacles  to  almost  all 
kinds  of  prison  improvement  in  England,  creates  some 
difficulties  beyond  the  control  of  the  magistrates. 

From  no  body  of  magistrates  have  I  received  more 
cordial  co-operation  than  from  the  Visiting  Justices  of 
Lancaster  Castle. 

tol^^^?  I  have  received  but  few  complaints  from  prisoners 
during  the  past  year.  As  a  general  rule,  complaints,  as 
might  be  expected,  are  most  Irequent  where  the  discipline 
is  most  lax  and  the  prisoners  most  idle. 

Redoedon  In  Jq  gomc  prfsous  thcrc  has,  I  am  glad  to  say,  been  a 

v^^  reduction  in  expense,  caused  in  part  by  making  the  work 

more  productive.    Still  the  cost  is  far  higher,  even  where 

lowest,  than  appears  to  be  necessary,  if  the  law  were  so 

altered  as  to  afford   proper  motives  to  industry,  and  if 

other  improvements  were  made.

As  I  have  repeatedly  mentioned,  those  prisons  which  JSJj^g^JSSuy 
are  least  expensive  are,  as  a  general  rule,  best  regulated :  ^^ 
they  are  also,  generally  speaking,  the  largest 

The  prisons  whose  discontinuance  I  have  suggested  arfe 
not  only  ill  constructed,  but  for  the  most  part  very  ex- 
pensive. 


Several  of  the  prisons  continue  to  be  attractive,  to^yg^^^ 
certain  classes  of  persons,  instead  of  repulsive;  owing 
apparently  in  some  instances  to  the  better  dietary  of  tlie 
prison  as  compared  with  that  of  the  workhouse ;  in  others 
to  the  good  medical  treatment  generally  provided  in 
prisons ;  and  in  others  to  a  practice  of  giving  prisoners 
clothing  on  their  liberation,  a  practice  which,  aid  the  law 
permit,  might  be  replaced  by  a  rule  enabling  prisoners  to 
«arn  clothing  by  extra  labour. 

The  governor  of  the  borough  prison  at  Cambridge 
stated  that  many  persons  were  reckless  about  committing 
oflFences,  because  they  preferred  being  sent  to  the  prison 
to  going  to  the  workhouse,  owing  chiefly  (according  to 
their  statements)  to  their  getting  better  food  at  th^ 
prison. 

The  chaplain  of  the  prison  at  Spilsby  stated  as 
follows : — 

*M  am  ftorry  to  observe  that  the  present  system  of  discipline  heje 
does  not  deter  people  from  the  commission  of  crime.  Several  have 
said  that  they  would  rather  come  here  than  go  to  the  union  workhouse." 
—Page  101. 

The  governor  of  the  prison  at  Northallerton  stated 
that  a  prisoner  had  lately  been  discharged  who  had  had 
both  his  feet  amputated  in  the  prison.  He  said  that  this 
man  had  arrived  at  the  prison  in  a  miserable  condition, 
and  that  he  believed  that  the  magistrate  who  had  com- 
mitted him  had  done  so  from  motives  of  charity.  He 
stated  that  the  man  had  been  exposed  to  such  severe  cold 
by  lying  in  the  open  air  several  nights,  that  mortification 
of  the  limbs  had  commenced,  and  that  he  believed  that, 
if  he  had  remained  out  of  prison  a  single  day  longer,  he

would  have  lost  his  life ;  as  it  was,  life  had  Only  been

Mr.  Dunn,  one  of  the  surgeons  of  the  prison  at  Wake- 
field, states, — 

"  I  am  convuiced  that  many  persons,  especially  females,  get  com- 
jnitted  to  the  prison  oii  purpose  to  be  cured  of  attacks  of  syphilis. 
Many  of  them  have  admitted  to  me  that  it  was  so.  A  man  from 
"Bradford  who  went  out  last  week  told  me  that  he  had  been  here  before, 
and  that  he  had  got  committed  again  in  consequence  of  his  having  a 
return  of  his  disease  (syphilis),  and  that  he  came  to  be  cured.  The 
hospitals  in  the  West  Riding  do  not  admit  syphilitic  patients,  aiid  hence 
I  suppose  it  is  that  persons  so  attacked  often  look  on  the  prison  as  an 
hospital  for  their  disease,  and  by  committing  an  offence  force  their  way 
into  it.  Prisoners  labouring  under  this  disease  otlen  require  a  costly 
diet,  as  well  as  medical  treatment,  and  they  can  do  uo  work.  They  are, 
therefore,  among  the  most  expensive  prisoners  that  we  have.  One  man 
who  was  here  for  a  month  last  autumn,  and  who  came  in  a  very  diseased 
state,  but  who  left  cured,  required,  during  nearly  the  whole  lime,  a  pint 
of  wine  per  day,  besides  malt  liquor.  It  was  a  case  of  sloughing 
fihsMcre,  in  which  a  very  liberal  diet  is  necessary  to  preserve  life ;  and 
it  was  requisite  to  have  a  prisoner,  acting  as  nurse,  to  sit  up  with  him 
through  the  night.  The  cost  to  the  West  Riding  of  this  single  case, 
counting  expenses  of  all  kinds,  could  not  have  been  less  than  6/." — 
Page  79. 

The  governor  of  the  city  prison  at  York  eaid, — 

"  By  the  acknowledgments  of  the  prisoners  themselves,  I  know  that 
the  practice  still  continues  of  committing  oflences  on  purpose  to  get 
committed  to  this  prison.  Four  prisoners  were  liberated  this  morning 
who  had  broken  a  street  lamp  with  the  evident  intention  of  being  sent 
to  this  prison.  They  were  sentenced  to  seven  days'  imprisonment,  and 
on  their  liberation  each  prisoner  was  supplied  with  a  coat,  waistcoat, 
pair  of  inMners,  and  a  pair  of  shoes,  and  one  of  them  had  a  shirt  also ! 
Many  timoi  last  winter  gas-lamps  and  the  windows  of  the  police-oflfice 
and  vagTMrtHiffice  were  broken,  in  order  to  get  admission  to  the  prison. 
Out  of  18  oHile  prisoners  who  were  brought  to  trial  at  the  last  Quarter 
Sessions,  12  io  my  opinion  committed  their  offences  for  the  direct  pur- 
pose of  being  sent  to  prison.  Most  of  the  vagrants  committed  to  the 
prison  still  pass  their  time  in  idleness ;  no  prisoners  except  those  sen- 
leaced  to  hard  labour  being  set  to  work."-*- Page  68. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Visiting  Justices* 
minute-book  at  tne  same  prison : — 

"  DiSc,  I2ih^  1849# — The  number  of  prisoners  who  commit  offences 
with  the  object  of  being  maintained  during  the  winter  increases  yearly, 
«nd  is  deserving  of  serious  consideration,  as  a  serious  expense  is  entailed 
thereby  on  the  city.  The  imprisonment  inflicted  is  not  looked  on  as  a 
punishment,  but  a  reward/'- — Page  68, 
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I  wish  to  call  your  attention,  Sir,  to  the  last  annual  fc^^* 
Report  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clay,  chaplain  of  the  house  of 
correction  at  Preston.* 

Mr.  Clay's  Reports  always  contain  much  interesting  M^wt^ie  of 
and  instructive  matter,  but  his  last  Report  does  so  in  an  "J2;J^5^ 
unusual  degree.    In  particular  I  would  notice  his  narra-'"**^ 
tive  (at  page  1  of  the  Appendix)  of  the  lives  of  a  family 
named  O'Neill,  and  their  associates,  together  with  an 
estimate  of  their  money-cost  to  society.     By  this  estimate 
it  appears  that  the  parties  in  question  (15  in  number) 
have  probably  cost  the  country  upwards  of  26,000/. 

A  short  account  of  this  family  will  ue  found  at  page  19 
of  my  present  Report. 

In  tne  report  on  the  prison  at  Walsingham,  page  165, 
there  is  an  account  of  another  bad  family  which  has  pro- 
bably cost  the  country  at  least  1000/.,  besides  assisting  to 
propagate  habits  of  crime. 

In  several  of  my  previous  Reports  I  have  given  similar 
records.  In  particular  I  may  refer  to  my  Fourth  Report, 
on  the  prisons  in  Scotland,  page  7,  where  an  account  is 
given  of  three  families  (the  fathers  being  brothers),  nearly 
all  the  members  of  which  were  engaged  in  passing  base 
money,  and  where  an  estimate  is  made  by  which  it  would 
appear  that,  if  these  brothers  had  been  either  reformed 
or  permanently  withdrawn  from  society  before  they  became 
fathers  of  families,  twenty  thousand  distinct  offences  might 
probably  have  been  prevented. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  permission  to  state  that  the  ex-  oondMUm. 
perience  of  every  year  does  but  strengthen  the  impression 
produced  by  the  facts  which  are  daily  brought  under  my 
notice,  in  the  course  of  my  official  duties,  that  the  common 
opinion  of  the  progressive  augmentation  of  crime  is  erro- 
neous. I  am  convinced  that,  having  due  regard  to  the 
gradual  increase  of  population,  crime,  notwithstanding 
occasional  outbreaks  like  that  of  the  late  cases  of  burglary 
and  highway  robbery,  has  long  been  on  the  wane.  The 
result  of  my  observations,  moreover,  is,  that  the  criminal 
class  is  comparatively  small  in  number,  though  active  in 
the  repetition  of  offences;  that  habitual  offenders  are 
generally  known  to  the  public,  and  might,  with  certain

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alterations  in  our  criminal  jurisprudence,  be  effectually- 
weeded  out  from  society,  and  by  reformation,  or,  where 
that  is  found  to  be  impracticable,  by  permanent  withdrawal, 
be  deprived  either  of  the  desire  or  tne  power  to  propagate 
crime.

LIVERPOOL.— COUNTT  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

[The  Infection  began  April  l8t»  1850.] 

Tub  (only  alteration  of  any  importance^  either  in  the  building 
or  discipline*  since  my  Report  in  December  last,  has  beau  the 
substitution  of  crank  labour  for  a  small  steam-engine  to  pump 
the  water  used  in  the  prison*  In  the  propriety  of  this  diange  I 
quite  concur;  for  though  1  am  strongly  averse  to  crank  labour 
or  any  other  kind  of  labour  which  is  turned  to  no  account,  I 
think  that  all  work  which  the  prisoners  can  possibly  perform 
themselves  should  be  done  by  them. 

In  this  instance  the  introduction  of  the  crank  labour  has,  to  a 
certain  extent^  superseded  the  necessity  for  the  ordinary  walking 
in  the  airing-yards ;  a  kind  of  exercise^  which,  under  good  genersd 
arrangements  (including  a  provision  for  regular  employment  in 
the  open  air)  might,  in  my  opinion,  be  nearly  done  away  with. 
No  ordinanr  working-man  thinks  of  pacing  round  a  yard  for 
exercise.  His  work  is  his  exercise^  and  is  often,  indeed,  more 
than  sufficient  for  his  healths 

The  buildings  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  year  ending  SIst  March 
last  was  440,  which  is  the  same  within  one  as  in  the  previous 
year*  During  the  last  few  months,  however>  Jhere  has  been  a 
considerable  decrease  of  prisoners*  On  the  day  of  my  visit  there 
were  410. 

As  elsewhere,  the  decrease  of  prisoners  is  attributed  chiefly  to 
the  improvement  in  trade  and  to  fewer  Irish  coming  over. 

The  only  important  exception  that  I  found  to  the  observance  of 
the  rules  was^  that  the  chaplain  and  surgeon  do  not  see  the 
prisoners  daily  in  their  separate  cells.  This  rule  t  consider  im- 
practicable. 

Some  additional  looms  have  been  put  up  since  my  inspect 
tion  in  December,  and  two  new  officers  appointed  ;  one  a  weaver. 
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and  the  other  a  tailor^  in  place  of  an  expensive  officer  who  has 
left. 

The  class  of  shoemakers  mentioned  in  the  last  Beport  is  going- 
on  very  satisfactorily. 

There  appears  to  be  generally  a  considerable  number  of  black- 
smiths at  this  prison,  and  it  is  desirable  that  a  larger  smithy 
should  be  put  up,  so  as  to  allow  of  their  being  all  employed  at 
their  own  trade. 

The  clear  annual  profit  per  prisoner  last  yegr  for  work  done 
for  sale  was  rather  more  tnan  13«.,  and  the  estimated  value  per 
prisoner  of  the  work  done  for  the  prison  was  2/.  Is, 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  chaplain's  last  annual 
Report : 

'*  1  wish  I  could  congratulate  the  country  upon  any  decrease  in  the 
])roportion  of  those  who  owe  their  commitments  to  the  debasing, 
demoralizing^  and  impoverishing  habU  of  drunkenness.  Tmth  com- 
pels me  to  state  that  I  have  every  reason  to  fear  that '  this  scourge  of 
our  country  is  increasing  instead  of  abating,  and  that,  as  in  the  case  of 
burglary  to  which  I  have  alluded  above,  boys  of  the  tenderest  age  are. 
now  often  foiipd  among  the  victims  of  intoxication.  I  have  ceased  for 
some  time  to  add  to  my  titbles  the  causes,  motives;  and  inducements' 
which  have  led  to  the  various  crimes  which  here  meet  with  their  just 
punishment,  because  I  have  fbund,  to  my  regret,  that  I  cannot  rely 
with  any  confidence  upon  the  statenents  whkh  are  made  to  me  on 
this  subject  by  the  prisoners^  from  whom  alunt^  in  most  instances,  I 
have  the  nieans  of  deriving  the  information.  This  one  fearful,  mon- 
strous vice  of  our  countrymen,  however,  forces  itself  day  after  day  upon 
ray  notice  and  compassion ;  and  I  think  I  am  not  guilty  of  exaggm- 
tion  when  I  state  th^tt  about  two  thirds  of  those  who  come  before  me 
are  in  some  way  or  other  indebted  to  the  public-house  or  the  gin-shop 
for  their  appearance  within  these  walls.  I.  can  hardly  turn  to  a  page 
in  my  journal  which  does  not  contain  some  melancholy  case  or  other 
of  the  sad  effects  of  this  all-prevalent  and  ruinous  vice.  I  will  take  a 
few  of  them  at  random  : — 

**  Jan.  \sL  J.  T.,  committed  for  manslaughter  on  Sunday  morning, 
in  a  fight  occasioned  by  a  quarrel  at  a  public  house,  in  which  both  had 
been  drinking  all  the  night  before. 

^  Feb,  \%ih,  A  man  committed  for  manslaughter  in  a  drunken 
brawl,  by  pressing  his  knee  against  another  man's  belly. 

^^ March  17/A.  J.  C.  and  J.  H.,  for  street  robbery  at  Manchester: 
both  in  good  situations,  and  both  receiving  in  court  excellent  characters. 
C.  has  36«.  a  week,  standing  wages.  They  had  been  at  a  free  con^ 
cert  room,  and  were  fresh  in  liquor. 

'^  April  2\th,  J.  Y.  went  out  this  morning  after  his  fifteenth  term 
of  imprisonment, — reached  Warrington,  got  drunk  there,  and  was 
taken  up  dead  in  the  streets  the  same  evening ! 

^  May  18M.  D.  L.,  committed  for  cutting  his  own  throat  in  a  fit  of 
delirium,  brought  on  l>y  drunkenness.  His  wife,  1  have  learnt  f^m 
^the  Vicar  of  Ormskirk,  is  a  most  respectable  person,  but  he  has 
deserted  her ;  and,  at  the  time  of  his  apprehension,  was  earning  40i.  a 
week  by  teaching  dancings  ^ 
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"  June  ^btk.  Two  men  committed  for  running  a  race  in  a  state  of 
nudity,  in  open  day,  when  drunk^  at  Orrell. 

•*  •/ufy  13M.  A.  P.,  committed  to  the  Assizes  for  the  murder  of  her 
child.  Her  story  is,  that  she  had  gone  into  a  privy  in  a  state  ofintox- 
ieation  and  &llea  asleep,  when  the  child  fell  out  of  her  ai:m8  into  the 
ashpit.    Her  story  was  believed,  and  the  woman  acquitted. 

"  Jirfy  IStk.  An  Irishwoman  committed  from  Ormskirk  for  breaking 
windows,  having  got  drunh  at  thejuneral  of  her  own  child. 

*'  Aug.  9tk.  R.  M*C.  and  W.  >¥.,  committed  for  an  attempt  at  rape 
at  Tyldesley.  It  appears  that  men  and  women  slept  in  the  same  rooms 
in  this  house,  as  is  the  case  in  many  others.  These  young  men  came 
in  at  half  past  one  ^far  advanced  in  liquor/  and  attempted  to  force 
her.  Her  cries  fortunately  brought  the  laBdlord,  who  was  sleeping  in 
an  adjoining  room,  with  his  wife,  children,  and  several  other  young 
women«  Well  may  our  gaols  be  filled  when  such  a  state  of  things 
exists  outside ! 

"  Such  are  a  iew  of  the  cases  which  have  come  before  me  during  the 
year,  showing  the  various  lamentable  effects  of  this  universally  spread 
canker  of  our  social  system*  Much  has,  I  am  aware,  been  done, 
during  the  last  two  years,  to  check  this  lamentable  evil;  but  most 
grievous  it  is,  to  me  at  least,  to  see  the  ease  with  which  spirit  licences 
are  obtained  in  our  large  towns.  There  appears  to  be  no  attempt  to 
place  a  limit  to  their  number,  and  the  corner  shop  of  almost  every 
street  will,  it  is  to  be  feared  firom  present  appearances,  soon  become  a 
double  trap,  to  poison  and  ruin  aHke  the  bodies  and  the  souls,  to 
destroy  the  present  comfort,  and  the  future  welfare  and  happiness,  of 
the  labouring  population  of  our  towns,  whilst  the  country  villages  and 
hamlets  are  proportionably  well  filled  with  their  public  houses  and 
their  beer  shops,  and  no  one  is  exempt  from  constant  exposure  to  a 
temptation  which  few,  alas!  prove  themselves  able  to  resist 

*^This  year  has  been  marked  by  one  circumstance  which  seems  to  call 
for  a  remark  from  me.  At  the  last  December  Assizes,  Baron  Alderson 
sentenced  a  number  of  the  Chartist  prisoners  to  be  on  the  first  class  of  mis- 
demeanants, whereby  they  became  entitled  to  privileges  which  1  cannot 
but  think  entirelv  at  variance  with  the  object  of  imprisonment  as  now 
generally  acknowledged  and  sought  to  be  attained,  viz.,  the  reformation 
of  the  criminal,  and  the  cure  of  that  peculiar  moral  disease  against 
which  the  law  he  has  transgressed  is  directed.  Now  I  am  at  a  loss  to 
know  what  reformation  can  be  expected  from  men  who  are  placed 
together,  as  these  men  were,  iu  a  ward  detached  from  the  rest  of  the 
prison,  without  any  labour,  without  having  to  keep  even  their  own 
apartments  iu  order,  with  such  food  as  they  prefer  or  can  afford  to 
purchase  brought  in  to  them,  with  a  pint  of  wine  or  a  quart  of  ale 
allowed  to  be  procured  daily,  with  newspapers  to  read,  and  any  number 
of  letters  to  write  and  to  receive,  with  leave  to  see  any  friends  they 
please  atany  hour  of  the  day,  and  with  their  entire  time,  both  day  and  night,  ' 
at  their  own  disposal.  Moreover,  the  immediaie  object,  if  such  it  be,  as 
I  anppose  it  must  be,  to  make  these  men  more  com/ortable  in  their  con- 
finement, is  not  answered,  for  I  am  quite  sure  that  no  men  in  the 
Imilding  have  been  so  discontented  or  preferred  so  many  unreasonable 
complaints.  Nor  must  we  omit  to  notice  another  evil  attendant  upon 
the  introduction  of  this  class  into  our  gaol — I  mean  the  discontent  and 
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jealousy  it  not  unnaturally  causes  in  the  minds  of  others,  who  may  con- 
sider themselves,  and  not  without  reason,  equally  entitled  to  theae 
privileges  with  those  who  are  enjoying  th^m.  And  indeed  it  would  be 
a  hard  task  to  convince  men  why  those  who  have  committed  the  self* 
same  offence  should  be  treated  with  such  a  marked  distinction.  I  must 
state,  and  1  think  it  my  duty  to  slate,  that  it  is  my  earnest  wish  that 
the  magistrates  would  either  seek  for  the  abolition  of  this  class  altogether, 
or  at  least  would  urge  the  desirableness  of  having  some  entire  building 
devoted  to  such  prisoners ;  for  the  experience  of  the  past  year  has  shown 
that  such  a  deviation  from  our  generally  exceUent  system  of  discipline  here 
18  fraught  with  unmixed  evil. 

"  I  have,  as  usual,  numbers  of  interesting  little  biographies  lying 
before  me,  which  have  been  written  for  me,  at  my  request,  by  the 
inmates  o(our  separate  cells.     Many  of  these  give  a  painful  description 
of  the  temptations  which  are  so  often  thickly  strewed  around  the  path 
of  the  child  from  his  earliest  youth  ;  nor  can  we  feel  surprised  to  find 
those  fall  for  whom  no  means  of  grace  have  been  provided,  to  whose  ears 
no  word  of  counsel  has  been  addressed,  but  all  around  whom  has  been 
nothing  but  an  atmosphere  of  evil.     Many  of  these  are  interspersed  with 
brighter  spots  of  the  new  thoughts  and  feelings  which  their  confinement 
here  has  engendered  within  them — of  the  shame  and  sorrow  with  which 
they  can  now  look  back  upon  their  past  career  of  vice  and  folly,  of  the 
good  resolutions  which  they  have  formed  for  the  future,  and  of  the 
thankfulness  with  which  they  regard  the  benefits  they  have  here  received. 
Mr.  Wright,  tlic  well-known  and  valued  philanthropist  of  Manchester 
and  prisoner's  friend,  has  paid  us  several  visits  during  the  year,  and  has 
benevolently  assisted  several  of  our  discharged   prisoners,  both  with 
money  and  with  cmplojment,  on  their  release ;  and  most  of  them,  I 
have  been  gratified  to  learn,  have  profited  by  his  kindness,  and  done 
credit  to  his  generous  efforts  to  follow  up  gaol  reformation  by  permanent 
respectability  of  character.     Of  others,  too,  we  have  received  favourable 
accounts.    The  list,  however,  which  I  append  to  my  tables  of  re-com- 
mittals is  one  which  grieves  my  heart ;  for  although,  when  we  consider 
the  great  number  that  have  been  in  our  cells,  and  the  short  time  several 
of  them  have  remained  there,  the  proportion  ought  not,  perhaps,  to 
.   excite  much  surprise,  still  I  must  confess  to  feel  a  little  disappointment, 
after  all  our  efforts  to  reclaim,  at  so  unfavourable  a  result.     After  another 
year's  experience  I  still  retain  the  same  opinion  which  I  have  before 
expressed   with  respect  to    the  separate    sys'em.      In    the    modified 
form  in  which  we  have  it  at  Kirkdale,  I  think  it  decidedly  the  best 
system  yet  devised  for  the  prevention  of  moral  corruption  by  contami- 
nation, without  rendering  those  who  are  subject  to  it  unfit  to  mingle 
again  with  the  world  on  their  release.     I  still,  however,  strenuously 
maintain  that  whilst  the  aspect  of  society  continues  what  it  is  outside, 
we  cannot  look  for  any  extensive  permanent  reformation  of  criminals ; 
-for,  however  much  improved.they  may  be  by  their  residence  in  our  gaols, 
if  they  return  to  the  same  haunts,  tline  same  companions,  and  the  same 
circumstances  as  those  to  which  they  owe  their  pastnnisconduct,  how  can 
we  venture  to  hope  that,  at  least  in  very  many  instances,  their  virtue 
will  not  at  length  give  way,  and  their  newly  formed  principles,  however 
excellent,  become  impaired,  if  not  entirely  destroyed  r     Every  thing  has 
now  been  done  by  a  philanthropic  generation  within  the  prison  walls; 
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let  ut  hope  now  that  something  more  eitemive  and  more  substantial 
may  be  done  without  them — ^not  only  to  prevent  the  commiasion  of  crime 
at  all,  by  improving  the  moral  habits  of  the  people  at  large,  but  also  by 
providing,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  means  of  procuring  an  honest,  if  it 
be  a  hard-earned  livelihood,  for  every  prisoner  when  he  returos  to  the 
world.  Benevolent  individuals,  like  the  excellent  Mr.  Wright  of  Man- 
chester, have  shown  what  may  he  done  by  a  well-directed  zeal  and 
judicious  application  of  private  munificence  to  this  most  truly  Christian 
cause ;  and  why  should  not  a  public  establishment  be  £ormed  here  as 
elsewhere,  for  receiving,  if  not  all,  at  least  juvenile  prisoners,  on  their 
release,  in  which  the  homeless  at  least  might  be  placed,  secure  from  the 
temptations  of  our  vicious  towns,  and  encouraged  to  canyon  to  maturity 
those  infant  principles  of  good  which  have  been  here  implanted  in  their 
mind?,  whilst  they  are  taught  some  useful  trade  by  which  they  may  be 
enabled,  when  those  principles  are  matured,  to  gain  an  honest  livelihood 
for  themselves  ?  An  institution  on  a  small  scale  has  been  long  open  to 
the  female  portion  of  our  inmates  on  their  release,  and  several  have 
from  time  to  time  availed  themselves  of  it,  and  become  by  its  means 
respectable  servants  and  respected  members  of  society;  but  in  this 
county,  so  far  from  there  being  any  encouragement  to  a  male  prisoner 
to  put  in  practice  the  good  resolutions  he  may  have  formed  whilst 
within  OUT  walls,  he  is  almost  invariably  shunned  and  rejected  on  his 
application  for  work ;  and  in  several  instances  which  have  been  painfully 
brought  to  my  notice,  a  man  has  been  re-committed  because  he  could 
not  eain  an  honest  living,  having  been  discharged  from  one  place  aller 
anotner  upon  the  discovery  being  made  that  he  had  been  in  a  gaol. 
Now,  far  be  it  from  me  to  express  an  opinion  that  a  manufacturer,  or  a 
merchant,  or  a  tradesman,  or  a  farmer,  is  wrong  in  preferring  a  man  of 
uniform  sobriety  and  honesty  to  one  of  blemishea  character  for  his 
service ;  but,  without  closing  my  eyes  to  the  practical  difficulties  of  the 
case,  I  do  think  that  every  man  upon  leaving  a  gaol,  where  so  much  pains 
has  been  taken  to  reform  ai:d  reclaim  him,  should  have  a  fair  oppor- 
tunity of  having  his  principles  tested  by  being  able  to  support  himself 
by  an  honest  calling  ;  and  if  this  he  impracticable  amongst  private  indi- 
viduals, I  cannot  but  thinK  that  an  institution  which  would  supply  this 
evident  want  would  be  one  well  worthy  of  the  exercise  of  that  benevolence 
which  so  nobly  distinguishes  this  age  and  this  country,  and  which  is 
daily  bestowing^  such  an  infinity  of  good  upon  the  temporal  and  eternal 
interests  of  tens  of  thousands  on  every  side  of  those  who  are  suff*ering 
under  the  various  other  '  afflictions  of  mind,  body,  and  estate '  to  which 
frail  man  is  exposed." 

**The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  J.  R., 
the  man  to  whom  I  have  alluded  in  my  Report,  as  sentenced  to 
death  for  the  murder  of  a  policeman  at  Ashton,  but  afterwards  reprieved 
and  transported  for  life.  After  thanking  the  friend  to  whom  he  addressed 
it  for  all  his  kind  exertions  in  his  behalf,  he  writes,  ^  I  must  also 
inform  you  that  I  have  thrown  aside  all  notions  that  I  may  have  previ- 
ously entertained  respecting  physical  force;  and  like  many  other 
misguidcil  men,  can  see,  now  it  is  too  late,  the  folly  and  absurdity  of 
such  wild  and  visionary  schemes.  And  I  sincerely  hope  and  trust  that 
for  the  future  the  young  men  of  Ashton  will  take  warning  by  the  unhappy 
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fate  of  rae  and  my  unfortanate  fellow^priBoners ;  for  I  can  assure  them, 
from  my  own  short  and  bitter  experience,  that  ihe  men  who  are  first  and 
foremost  to  goad  and  incite  men  to  acta  of  violence,  have  been,  and 
always  will  be,  the  first  men  to  desert  them  and  leave  them,  like  myself, 
to  be  dupes  and  victims  for  the  scaffold,  the  convict-ship,  or  the  gloom 
of  a  prison  dungeon.' " 

After  bearing  of  the  misconduct  of  several  of  the  Chartist 
prisoners,  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  there  was  one  remarkable 
exception.  At  my  request  the  chaplain  has  drawn  up  the  follow- 
ing account  of  this  case : — 

*'The  following  letter  has  been  written  to  me  hj  Mr.  J.  F.,  one 
of  the  Manchester  Chartists,  who,  during  the  time  that  he  was  in 
the  gaol,  conducted  himself  remarkably  well,  and  was  always  roost 
industriously  employed,  both  during  the  'hours  of  labour,  when  he 
worked  as  a  shoemaker,  and  during  those  reserved  for  mental  improve- 
ment. He  often  expressed  to  me  his  n>grct  that  so  many  poor  boys 
should  have  no  occupation  to  follow  on  their  leaving  the  gaol,  and 
formed  a  resolution  to  endeavour  to  take  charge  of  some  of  those  so 
circumstanced  as  soon  as  he  had  established  himself  in  his  business 
again,  and  teach  them  his  trade.  From  this  letter  it  will  be  seen  that 
he  has  begun  in  earnest  his  novel  and  interesting  design,  «which  I  trust 
may  eventually  be  in  some  degree  successful.

'  Reverend  and  Rbsprctbd  Sir, 

^  Pardon  me  for  writing  to  you  this  note ;  bat  I  wish  to  inform 
you  that  G.  came  to  me  about  25  days  past,  and  I  kept  him  for 
nearly  three  weeks.  I  could  find  nothing  for  him  to  do.  I  was  com- 
pelled to  part  with  him  in  order  to  avoid  sinking  into  difficulties.  He 
was  willing  to  do  good,  if  he  got  but  the  chance;  and  having  spent 
about  two  pounds  of  my  earnings  upon  the  lad  which  I  now  have,  I 
could  not  keep  him  longer. 

'  I  intend,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  to  take  the  two  Js.  (which 
I  had  under  me  when  I  waS  in  prison),  when  they  are  discharged,  if 
they  be  willing  to  come  to  me, — for  Mr.  Wright  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Thomson  wish  that  we  should  dave  them  from  ruin,  if  their  mother  will 
be  willing  to  have  them  done  for  and  placed  in  such  a  position  as  to  be 
able  to  earn  an  honest  living.  By  their  sending  me  their  mother's 
address,  I  will  communicate  with  her  before  then.  I  will  either  go  to 
receive  ihem  or  they  can  be  sent  to  me.  You,  Sir,  will  be  so  good  as 
to  speak  to  the  governor,  and  tell  him  that  I  hope  that  he  will  urge 
those  children's  instructor  to  instruct  them  as  far  as  lies  in  his  power, 
as  I  will  be  able  to  judge  by  them,  to  a  farthing,  what  the  cost  would 
be  in  reforming  a  criminal.  You  can  tell  the  brothers  J.  that  I 
will  take  a  house  of  my  own  a  fortnight  before  they  come  out,  and  if 
they  will  be  but  good  they  shall  want  for  nothing. 

*  I  have  been  unable  since  my  discharge  to  use  your  French 
grammar,  in  consequence  of  being  in  lodgings ;  but  as  soon  as  I  go 
into  a  house  of  my  own,  I  shall  commence  to  finish  my  knowledge  of 
French. 
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*  Would  you*  Sir,  be  to  kind  to  write  me  a  line  letting^  me  know 
whether  W.  and  J*  J.  would  come  to  me,  and  if  they  would,  what 
their  mother's  address  is,  so  thst  either  I  or  Mr.  Wright  could 
.  cocnmunioate  with  her.  I  must  conclude  with  retuminic  to  you  my 
tbauks  for  )'our  kindness  to  me,  and  I  hope  that  you,  Sir,  and  your 
family  enjoy  the  best  gift  of  Providence,  good  health,  which  is  the 
earoest  wish  of 

*  Your  obedient  and  humble  servant, 

(Signed)  'J.  P. 

*  Rev.  Mr.  Appleton,  Ohaplaiu, 
*Kirkdale  Prison.' 

"  I  wrote  in  reply  to  this,  sendins  the  address  requested,  and  eom- 
mnnicating  the  readiness  of  the  J.s  (particularly  the  younger)  to 
avail  themselves  of  F.'s  kind  offer*  The  mother  hat  given  her  con- 
sent, and  they  are  to  go  to  him  on  their  release,  a  few  days  hence." 

The  chaplain  attends  the  prison  about  five  hours  per  dny  on  an 
average. 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  their  progress  in  reading 
and  writing,  and  the  examination  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory. 

There  is  a  good  practice  in  this  prison,  as  in  some  others,  for  a 
prisoner  to  read  aloud,  from  some  interesting  and  instructive  book, 
to  the  other  prisoners,  when  they  are  employed  at  such  sedentary 
occupations  as  picking  wool. 

The  prison  was  very  clean  throughout,  as  were  the  persons  of 
thQ  prisoners. 

1  he  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient. 

The  dietary  is  that  recommended  by  the  late  Secretary  of  State, 
and  I  received  but  few  complaints  respecting  it ;  nevertheless,  it 
appeared  by  a  return  which  I  called  for,  that  many  more  prisoners 
lost  than  gained  in  weight  last  year. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality.  Its  daily  cost  per  head  last 
year  was  about  4(f.,  which  is  about  the  usual  cost  in  other  prisons.) 

Except  that  some  of  the  prisoners  had  glandular  swellings  on 
the  neck,  broueht  on  apparently  by  their  imprisonment,  and  that 
several  had  chilblains,  the  prisoners  bad  the  appearance  of  being 
in  tolerably  good  health.     The  surgeon  stated  as  follows  :— 

'^  The  general  state  of  health  in  the  prison  at  present  is  good,  and  it 
has  been  so  since  Mr.  Hill's  inspection  last  December.  There  are 
only  five  prisoners  at  present  who  are  not  able  to  work,  and  only  two 
of  the  cases  are  severe.  Ttie  only  disease  that  has  been  at  all  general  is 
chilblains,  and  this  has  been  confined  to  the  male  prisoners  on  the  west 
side.  There  is  no  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable  than 
persons  out  of  prisbn.  I  think  that  upon  the  whole  the  prisoners 
improve  in  health  during  their  confinement,  even  those  who  are  com- 
mitted for  lonir  periods.  The  food  is  of  good  quality,  but  I  think  the 
soup  would  be  much  improved  as  regards  health,  by  having  more  green 
vegetables  in  it.  No  labouring  men  in  the  agricultural  population  get 
the  quantity  of  animal  food  that  is  given  to  our  prisoners.     I  am  of 
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opinion  that  P.  M.  McD.  is  in  good  health,  and  in  quite  as  good  liealdi 
as  when  he  came  to  the  prison.  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  thtt 
any  distinction  f-hould  be  made  in  his  case  from  the  generality  of  the 
prisoners  with  respect  to  exercise  in  the  open  air,  though  I  think  it  desir* 
able  that  all  prisoners  confined  for  long  periods  should  have  exerdis, 
either  at  the  crank  or  in  walking  iu  the  open  air,  two  honis  every 
day.  I  have  read  the  letter  ^ust  received  by  Mr.  Hill  from  P.  M. 
McD.  respecting  the  air  in  his  cell,  and  in  company  with  Mr.  Hill 
I  have  since  examined  McD.'s  cell  and  the  two  adjoining  cells,  and  have 
heard  the  statements  of  the  prisoners  in  these  adjoining  cells,  and  those 
of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  ward,  all  which  statements  are  in  direct 
contradiction  to  McD.'s.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  complaints  of  P.  M. 
McD.  contained  in  the  letter  referred  to  are  groundless,  and  that  he 
has  no  just  cause  for  complaint  of  any  kind.  I  have  found  McD.  on 
all  occasions  to  be  utterly  regardless  of  truth." 

P.  M.  McD.>  the  prisoner  specially  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  evidence,  has  frequently  given  trouble  by  making 
groundless  complaints.  The  governor  and  chaplain  quite 
confirmed  the  surgeon's  statement  as  to  his  habitual  disregard 
of  truth;  and  my  own  observation  agreed  with  their  remarks. 
The  chaplain  said : — 

<'  I  have  not  the  least  reliance  on  the  word  of  P.  M.  McD.  He  ex- 
aggerates and  misrepresents  every  thing  that  takes  place*  On  one 
occasion,  on  my  remonstrating  with  him  on  a  groundless  and  abusive 
statement  which  he  had  made  in  writing,  relative  to  the  clergy  generally, 
he  said  that  it  was  necessary  to  spice  such  things  for  the  publk." 

I'he  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good,  but  the  number  of  punishments  continues  to  be  very  great 
Last  year  it  was  nearly  5000.  It  should  be  remarkea,  how- 
ever r,  that  the  system  of  tasks  is  fully  carried  out  among  the  male 
prisoners,  and  that  the  non-performance  of  the  task  is  regarded  as 
an  offence,  and  is  properly  punished  by  the  loss  of  food.  In  this 
way,  therefore,  by  the  governor's  adherence  to  an  important  rule, 
his  prison  contrasts  unfavourably,  as  respects  the  number  of 
punishments,  with  a  prison  where  there  are  no  tasks. 

Few  prisoners  made  any  complaints,  and  very  few  of  the  com- 
plaints were  sustained. 

The  registers  and  account  books  were  in  a  proper  state,  and 
the  system  of  accounts  appears  to  afford  a  tolerably  good  check  on 
the  disbursements. 

The  average  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  was  about  l8/.> 
which  is  4/.  below  the  general  average  in  England,  though  21. 
above  the  general  average  in  Scotland. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to  Captain 
Gibbs  the  governor,  to  Mr.  Appleton  the  Chaplain,  to  Mrs. 
Simpson  the  matron,  and  to  the  other  oflScers. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations  : — 
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1.  All  prisoners,  after  a  confinement  oFsix  months,  to  have  at 
least  two  hours'  exercise  per  day,  either  at  crank  labour  or  in  the 
airing  yards. 

2.  A  large  smithy  to  be  built  (by  the  prisoners),  so  as  to  allow 
of  more  of  the  prisoners  being  employed  as  blacksmiths. 

3.  P.  M.  McD.  never  to  be  allowed  to  be  in  the  company  of 
any  other  prisoners,  except  in  the  presence  of  an  officer;  in 
order  to  prevent  his  exercising  a  bad  influence  over  them  and 
doing  them  moral  injury. 

The  following  extract,  strongly  illustrating  the  miserable  effects 
of  drunkenness,  is  taken  from  the  Chaplain's  Report  for  the  year 
ending  Michaelmas,  1850: — 

**  I  wish  I  could  state  that  habits  of  intemperance  prevail  less  ex- 
tensively than  during  previous  periods  embraced  by  my  Reports,  but  I 
fear  that  even  a  greater  proportion  than  usual  have  owed  their  commit- 
nent  to  this  bmtaltsing  vice.  I  have  stated  in  my  tables  that  the 
calendars  have  contained  the  names  of  no  fewer  than  thirty-two  persons 
charged  with  the  crime  of  manslaughter.  Now  I  will  give  the  mag^is* 
trates  a  little  information  with  respect  to  twenty  of  these  cases,  in  every 
one  of  which  they  will  see  that  the  death  was  attributable  either  directly 
or  indirectly  to  drunkenness. 

^'  1 ,  2.  A  man's  leg  broken  in  a  drunken  quarrel,  which  mortifled 
and  caused  his  death. 

**  3,  4,  5,  6.  Man  killed  in  a  fight  made  up  at  a  public-house. 

**  7,  8.    Man  killed  in  a  quarrel  about  cards  at  a  public-house. 

**  9.    Man  killed  at  a  beer-shop. 

**  10.     Man  killed  at  a  lodging-house  with  a  knife,  by  J.  P.whendrunk. 

*'  11.    Wife  killed  by  kicking  her  when  drunk. 

<'  12.    Wife  killed  with  a  stone  when  drunk. 

*'  IS.     Prostitute  with  whom  he  had  been  drinking,  killed  by  J.  G. 

**  14.  A  drunken  man  killed  after  a  club-meeting,  by  S.  M.,  himself 
also  drunk. 

"15.    A  similar  case  to  the  last,  with  the  exception  of  the  club. 

**  16.    J.  D.,  for  killing  a  drunken  man  at  a  public-house. 

"  17.     H.  D.,  for  killing  a  roan  when  drunk. 

'^  18.  E.  J.,  for  aiding  and  abetting  at  a  fight  where  a  man  was 
killed. 

••  19.     R.  R.,  for  killing  his  wife ;  both  drunk. 

**  20.  T.  B.,  for  causing  the  death  of  his  mother-in-law,  by  throw- 
ing her  down  on  the  kerbstone  for  interfering  between 
him  and  his  wife,  against  whom  he  was  incensed  on  account 
of  her  drunken  habits. 

"Thus,  of  thirty-two  persons  charged  with  manslaughter,  no  fewer 
than  twenty  have  owed  their  commitment  to  this  fearful  moral  scourge 
of  our  country^  intemperance. ,  It  would  be  tedious  to  examine  the  pro- 
portion of  those  committed  for  other  crimes  who  owe  their  imprison- 
ment to  the  same  all-prevailing  vice ;  but  if  we  except  a  very  few  of  the 
crimes  contained  in  our  calendavs,  we  shall  find  that  no  fewer  than 
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three-fourths  of  the  remainder  are  attributable,  in  some  way  or  other,  or 
at  least  have  been  accompanied  by,  habits  of  intemperance.'' 

The  following  case,  taken  from  the  same  Report,  is  one  of 
those  applications  of  the  punishment  of  imprisonment,  to  be  occa- 
sionally met  with,  that  appear  both  unreasonable  and  cruel : — 

^^Maiy\*\tk, — Two  boys  sent  here:  one  for  obstructing  a  footpath 
whilst  playing  at  marhtes ;  the  other  for  stopping  his  wheelbarrow  16 
watch  him/' 


UVERPOOL.-^BOROUGH  PRISON. 

[The  Inspection  began  April  2nd,  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  of  importance  in  the  building 
since  the  last  inspection  (about  four  months  ago);  and  the  only 
change  of  any  importance  in  the  management  has  been  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  dietary  which  was  ack^ted  at  the  time  that 
cholera  was  prevalent  in  the  country. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair.  As  shown  in 
previous  reports,  it  is  badly  situated  and  ill  adapted  for  a  good 
system  of  discipline ;  but  a  new  prison  is  now  building,  in  a  much 
better  place,  about  four  miles  from  Liverpool. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  during  the  year  ending  3Jsi 
of  March,  1850,  was  822  ;  which  is  180  less  than  the  average 
in  the  previous  year.  At  the  time  of  the  inspection  the  number 
of  prisoners  was  892. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  Governors  Report  to  the^ 
magistrates  for  the  year  ending  Michaelmas  1849:^ — 

"  It  will  be  observed  that  the  past  year  differs  from  the  three 
preceding  years  in  not  showing  an  increase  in  the  number  of  com- 
mittals, but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  prison  still  continues  notorious 
for  the  large  number  of  its  inmates,  exceeding,  as  I  believe  it  does,  all 
other  towns  in  the  kingdom  in  proportion  to  the  population.  The 
facilities  afforded  for  pilfering  on  the  dock  quays,  where  a  lafge 
amount  of  merchandise  is  unavoidably  exposed,  and  the  practice,  which 
exists  to  a  great  extent  in  this  town,  of  tradesmen  exhibiting  their 
goods  at  the  doors  of  their  premises,  appear  to  me  to  be  prominent  causes 
for  this,  otherwise,  undue  amoimt  of  crime. 

"  Although  the  gaol  has  been  so  crowded,  there  has  been  a  remark- 
able decrease  in  the  number  of  punishments  :  last  year  10,500  punish- 
ments were  inflicted  for  prison  offences ;  this  year  the  number  amounts 
to  6,S55,  showing  a  diminution  of  3,645. 

*'  I  have  used  every  exertion  to  promote  economy,  and  it  must  be  a 
source  of  some  gratification  to  the  magistrates  to  know  that  the  gaol 
for  this  borough  is  maintained  at  a  less  expense  than  any  other  io 
England  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  its  inmates. 

"  The  conduct  of  all  the  subordinate  officers  during  the  year  has  been 
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smdsfactory,  and  tbe  disci pKne  of  the  gaol  has  been  etrictly  maintained. 
Two  of  tbe  senior  wardens  have  received  appointments  as  governors 
of  other  gaols,  and  one  of  the  vacancies  thus  created  will  not  be  filled 
up :  the  services  of  an  extra  night  watchman  have  also  been  dispensed 
with,  and  the  establishment  will  be  further  reduced  as  vacancies  occur, 
if  the  number  of  committals  do  not  increase." 

Since  tbe  period  to  which  the  foregoing  extracts  from  the 
Governor's  Report  relate,  there  has  been  a  very  considerable 
decrease  in  the  number  or  prisoners,  owing  no  doubt  to  the 
improvement  in  trade. 

There  appears  to  be  good  reason  to  believe  that  much  crime 
and  pauperism  in  Liverpool  are  attributable  to  what  at  first  sight 
would  seem  to  be  wholly  unconnected  with  either — I  allude  to 
the  regulation  forbidding  the  use  of  fires  and  lights  iu  any  ship 
in  the  docks.  This  rule  prevents  the  sailors  in  the  port  of 
Liverpool  from  living  on  board  their  ships,  and  causes  many  of 
them  to  fall  a  prey  to  prostitutes  and  other  persons  of  bad  charac- 
ter on  land.  It  is  stated  that  the  effect  of  this  on  the  general 
charactei*  and  conduct  of  sailors  frequenting  this  port  is  very 
injurious ;  that  while  it  is  a  common  thing  for  London  sailors  and 
for  sailors  frequenting  other  ports  to  rise  through  the  different 
grades  of  their  profession  till  they  become  captains,  it  is  rare  for 
any  Liverpool  sailor  to  obtain  promotion ;  and  that  while,  after 
unloading  a  cargo  at  London,  a  good  captain  may  reckon  on 
having  the  great  majority  of  his  crew  to  go  another  voyage  with 
him,  it  is  seldom  that  half  the  crew  can  be  reassembled  at 
Liverpool,  and  that  of  those  who  do  return,  it  is  ofVen  found  that 
many  have  scarcely  any  clothing  lefl  to  go  to  sea  with.  And 
as  regards  the  object  of  the  regulation,  the  prevention  of  fire, 
it  is  stated  that  instead  of  this  object  beinc;  really  promoted^ 
the  danger  of  fire  is  increased,  and  that  in  no  dight  degree,  owing 
to  lights  being  used  by  stealth  and  without  the  precautions 
usually  employed  when  no  concealment  is  necessary.  When  at 
sea,  it  is  the  custom,  I  was  informed,  to  have  the  lights  with  which 
the  sailors  go  down  into  the  hold  in  lanterns  with  locks  to  them, 
the  keys  of  which  are  kept  by  an  officer,  so  that  a  common  sailor 
using  it  cannot  take  the  light  out;  whereas  the  lights  used  in 
contravention  to  the  dock  rule  are  open  candles,  which  can  at 
once  be  extinguished  when  a  signal  is  given  that  a  police  officer 
is  coming,  and  lighted  again  by  a  lucifer  match. 

I  was  glad  to  ^arn  that  this  subject  is  exciting  public  attention, 
and  I  hope  it  will  be  fully  investigated. 

I  found  the  following  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  obser- 
vance of  the  rules  : — 

1.  Many  cells  are  used  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the  separate 
confinement  of  prisoners  which  have  not  been  certified  as  fit  for 
such  use,  and  which  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statute. 
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2.  The  classification  required  by  law  is  often  necessarily  de- 
parted from  for  want  of  room. 

3.  Some  of  the  female  prisoners  are  employed  as  raonitors  in 
teaching  others  to  read  and  write. 

4.  Untried  prisoners  have  been  required  to  do  light  kinds  of 
work  and  to  wear  the  prison  dress. 

5.  There  is  a  deficiency  in  personal  cleanliness ;  many  prisoners 
not  having  washed  their  feet  in  winter  oftener  than  once  a  fortnight, 
or,  sometimes,  once  a  month,  and  not  having  bathed  so  often  as 
is  desirable. 

Some  of  the  prisoners  were  employed  in  making  the  furniture 
and  some  of  the  iron-work  which  will  be  required  for  the  new 
prison.  I  think  it  very  desirable  also  that  they  should  assist  in 
erecting  the  building  itself.  Besides  the  bricklayers  and  carpenters 
among  the  prisoners,  many  of  the  labourers  might  have  full  em- 
ployment. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  in  the  prison  44  carpenters, 
joiners,  &c.,  26  masons  or  bricklayers,  and  288  labourers ;  and 
it  would  produce  a  great  saving  to  the  borough,  promote  the 
improvement  of  the  prisoners  employed,  and  afford  great  relief 
to  the  present  building,  if  a  large  party  of  the  prisoners  were 
accommodated  in  sheds  at  the  new  building  and  set  to  work  there. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  : — 

'^  There  has  not  been  any  change  in  the  routine  of  my  duties.  I 
perform  full  service  twice  on  the  Sunday,  and  when  the  prison  is 
crowded,  I  perform  an  additional  full  service  on  one  of  the  week  days 
for  those  who  are  excluded  on  the  Sunday.  I  also  read  prayers  daily, 
except  Wednesday,  and  the  last  Friday  in  the  month.  I  catechise  the 
giris  in  the  chapel  on  the  Sunday  afternoon,  and  superintend  the  in- 
struction given  in  the  schools.  I  also  see  in  private  all  prisoners  who 
apply  to  see  me,  and  I  endeavour  by  correspondence  and  otherwise  to 
ascertain  the  real  characters  of  prisoners  in  order  that  I  may  the  more 
effectually  direct  my  admonition  and  adyice.  The  sick  I  see  almost 
daily.  On  an  average  1  pass  from  four  hours  and  a  half  to  five  hours 
in  tiie  prison,  each  day,  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.  The  conduct 
of  the  prisoners  at  chapel  is  remarkably  good ;  indeed,  whether  in  or 
out  of  chapel,  I  never  met  an  instance  of  rudeness  in  a  prisoner." 

A  small  organ  belonging  to  the  prison,  which  had  been  taken 
to  pieces  and  was  lying  useless  in  a  lumber  room,  has,  by  order 
of  Mr.  Duke,  the  present  governor,  been  put  together  again  and 
brought  into  use ;  and  under  the  kind  direction  of  Mrs.  Duke, 
some  of  the  prisoners  have  been  taught  to  chant.  This  had' 
added  much  to  the  interest  and  solemnity  of  public  worship  in  the 
prison. 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  their  progress  in  reading 
and  writing,  but  did  not  find  it  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  Several 
of  the  females  had  made  but  little  advancement,  and  as  respects 
many  of  the  male  prisoners  no   record   had  been  made   by  the 
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schoolmaster  of  the  state  of  their  education  when  they  first  came 
under  his  care,  and  consequently  it  was  impossible  to  judge  of 
their  progress. 

Efficient  assistance  in  teaching  the  female  prisoners  has  been 
given  by  two  female  prisoners,  acting  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  schoolmistress ;  and  I  am  sorry  that  the  law  forbids  such 
assistance  being  rendered. 

One  of  the  prisoners  who  have  been  thus  occupied  in  teaching 
is  a  favourite  throughout  the  prison  on  account  of  her  uniform 
good  conduct ;  and  her  oflTences  when  at  large  are  evidently  owing 
more  to  others  than  to  herself.  Her  mother,  I  was  informed,  is 
dead,  and  her  father  lives  with  another  woman,  who  encourages 
this  girl  to  commit  thefts. 

The  prison  was  clean,  but,  as  already  mentioned,  there  was  a 
want  of  personal  cleanliness,  owing  to  the  prisoners  not  having 
washed  their  feet  and  gone  into  the  bath  more  frequently. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient  and  in  good  order,  but  some  of  the 
prisoners'  clothes  were  out  of  repair. 

The  dietary,  with  the  additions  made  occasionally  by  the  surgeon, 
appeared  to  be  sufficient ;  and  it  was  of  good  quality.  The 
daily  cost  of  the  food  is  about  Sd.  per  head. 

The  prisoners  had  the  appearance  of  being  in  tolerably  good 
health,  and  the  surgeon  stated  as  foUoIrs  : — 

"The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  since  Mr.  Hill's  visit  in 
January,  1849,  has  been  very  good)  and  it  is  so  at  the  present  time. 
There  are  eleven  prisoners  who  are  unable  to  work,  or  to  do  more  than 
very  light  work,  but  only  four  of  these  cases  are  serious.  Of  these 
latter  cases  only  one  prisoner  was  in  a  good  state  of  health  on  admission. 
Cholera  and  diarrhoea  appeared  in  the  prison  when  they  were  prevalent 
in  the  country,  but  there  were  only  four  fatal  cases.  The  only  disease 
to  which  prisoners  are  more  liable  than  persons  iu  the  same  class 
of  life  out  of  prison,  is  a  scrofulous  enlargement  of  the  glands.  Up  to 
a  certain  period  most  of  the  prisoners  improve  in  health,  but  after  four 
or  five  months  the  improvement  generally  ceases,  and  in  some  instances, 
though  not  generally,  they  suffer  after  a  long  imprisonment." 

The  geneml  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good;  but  owing  to  their  being  associated  in  the  night  cells  (in 
most  of  which  there  are  3  prisoners),  where  efficient  superinten- 
dence is  impracticable,  and  to  the  long  period  passed  in  the  ni^ht 
cells,  particularly  in  winter,  much  bad  and  corrupting  conversation 
xnust  pass  unobserved.  Indeed  both  the  governor  and  chaplain 
are  of  opinion  that  the  present  discipline  of  this  prison,  improved 
as  it  certainly  has  been,  is  still,  as  a  general  inile,  neither  deterring 
nor  reformatory. 

The  number  of  punishments,  though  still  great,  is,  as  stated  in 
the  governor  s  Report,  much  less  than  it  was.  The  chief  offences 
for  which  punishments  are  inflicted  are  infractions  of  the  silent 
system  and  bartering  food. 
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Few  prisoners  made  any  complaint,  and  only  one  of  the  com- 

!)laints  (that  of  a  boy  who  required  a  change  of  food)  had  any 
bundation. 

The  registers  and  account  books  were  in  a  proper  state,  and 
together  with  the  other  precautions  taken,  appear  to  afford  a 
great  check  on  improper  disbursements ;  but  I  recommended  that 
a  stock  book  be  kept  of  the  food  consumed. 

The  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for 
rent  or  repairs)  was  about  12/.,  which  is  but  little  more  than  half 
the  general  average  in  English  prisons. 

Considering  the  difficulties  arising  from  the  bad  construction 
of  the  building  and  its  crowded  state,  the  general  result  of  the 
inspection  was  creditable  to  Mr.  Duke,  the  governor,  and  to  many 
of  the  other  officers. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1.  The  prisoners  to  do  as  much  as  possible  of  the  work  io 
building  a  new  prison. 

2.  Moleskin  or  corduroy  to  be  gradually  substituted  for  woollen 
cloth  in  the  dress  for  the  male  prisoners  ;  moleskin  and  corduroy 
being  cheaper  than  woollen  cloth,  and  preferable  also  on  the 
ground  of  cleanliness. 


LIVERPOOL.— CHIEF  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  April  Uth,  1850.] 

Since  my  last  Report  on  this  lock-up  house,  the  ventilation  has 
been  much  improved,  and  better  provision  has  been  made  for 
lightings  some  parts  of  it,  and  for  enabling  the  prisoners  to  wash 
themselves.  Nothing,  however,  short  of  an  entirely  new  building 
can  remove  the  radical  evils  of  the  place,  and  prevent  the  con- 
tamination that  must  arise  from  the  practice  of  putting  many 
prisoners  into  the  same  room.  If  there  be  any  place  where  it  is 
important  that  the  separate  system  should  be  fully  carried  out, 
that  place  is  certainly  a  lock-up  house,  where  parties  are  brought 
of  the  most  dissimilar  character  and  of  every  shade  of  guilt. 

Considering  that  at  the  time  of  my  visit  the  prisoners  had  just 
been  removed  to  the  police  court  for  examination,  the  place  was  as 
clean  as  could  be  expected. 

It  will  appear  by  the  following  tables,  prepared  by  Mr. 
Parkinson,  keeper  of  the  lock-up  house^  that  great  as  was  the 
number  of  commitments  last  year,  it  was  considerably  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  It  will  also  be  seen  how  large  a  portion  of 
the  prisoners  are  Irish,  and  how  few  belong  to  Liverpool.  It 
will  be  remarked  also  that  the  offences  committed  by  the  Irish 
are  not  by  any  means  con6ned,  as  is  sometimes  supposed,  to 
begging  and  petty  thefts,  but  that  more  than  half  the  charges  of 
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Felony  were  against  them.  Indeed  in  the  last  three  cases  of  the 
punishment  of  death  in  Liverpool  (the  only  cases  for  a  period  of 
five  years),  the  ofTenders  (one  of  whom  had  deprived  not  fewer 
than  four  victims  of  life)  were  Irish. 

Such  facts  as  these  show  how  great  a  calamity  it  is  to  a 
country  advanced  in  wealth  and  civilization,  to  have  near  it  another 
Country  in  the  low  condition  of  Ireland,  and  how  strong  an  in- 
terest it  has  in  removing  the  causes  of  its  neighbour's  poverty  and 
barbarism.

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PRESTON.— HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 
[The  Inspection  began  April  5th,  1850.] 

There  had  not  been  any  alteration  of  importance,  either  in  the 
building  or  discipline,  since  the  inspection  m  December  last.  The 
recommendation  in  my  last  Report,  that  the  prison  should  be 
discontinued  for  females,  and  that  these  prisoners  should  be  sent 
to  Lancaster  Castle,  is  to  be  taken  into  consideration  at  the 
Quarter  Sessions  about  to  be  held.* 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  half-year  ending  31st 
March  was  2^,  which  is  52  less  than  the  average  number  in  the 
previous  year.  The  decrease  is,  no  doubt,  owing  chiefly  to  the 
improvement  in  trade. 

The  following  were  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observance  of  the 
rules : — 

1.  There  is  no  classification  of  the  female  prisoners,  and  but 
little  classification  of  the  male  prisoners,  except  that,  among  the 
latter  prisoners,  almost  all  the  untried,  and  any  prisoners  who  are 
likely  to  injure  their  associates,  or  to  be  injured  by  them,  are  put 
into  separate  cells.  The  number^  however,  thus  placed  in  sepa- 
ration constitutes  the  majority  of  the  male  prisoners. 

2.  A 11  untried  prisoners  are  compelled  to  wear  the  prison  clothing. 

3.  The  chaplain  and  surgeon  do  not  see  every  prisoner  m 
separate  confinement  daily  in  his  cell.  I  consider  the  rule  to  be 
here  impracticable. 

Some  additional  looms  have  been  procured,  and  two  of  the 
officers  have  learnt  different  kinds  of  handicraft  (one  that  of 
weaving,  and  the  other  that  of  shoemaking),  to  enable  them  to  assist 
in  superintending  the  employment  of  the  prisoners ;  and  two  other 

*  At  tbeie  Senioos  the  recommendation  wae  adopted. 
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officers  are  also  learning  these  trades.     The  governor  made  their 
doine  so  a  condition  for  their  retaining  their  places. 
The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  : — 

'^  There  has  not  been  any  change  in  my  duties  since  Mr.  Hill's  last 
inspection.  The  progress  of  the  prisoners  in  religious  and  secular 
knowledge  is  very  satisfactory.  They  receive  instruction  with  great 
avidity.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  at  chapel  is  exemplary,  and  their 
general  conduct  is  very  satisfactory.  I  continue  greatly  to  prefer  the 
aocial  worship  as  existing  in  this  prison  to  the  insulation  of  prisoners 
in  chapel.  I  consider  the  discipline  in  this  prislbn  calculated  to  deter 
people  from  the  commission  of  crime,  and  except,  perhaps,  as  regards 
the  male  prisoners  associated  in  the  workroom  (many  of  whom  are 
committed  for  too  short  a  perioti  for  any  system  to  produce  much  in- 
fluence), to  tend  greatly  also  to  the  reformation  of  the  prisoners ;  and 
the  smallness  of  the  number  of  recommitments  conBrms  me  in  this 
view.  In  truth,  I  am  often  surprised  at  the  moral  improvement  effected 
in  prisoners  whom  one  might,  at  6rst  sight,  suppose  to  be  wholly 
incorrigible.  As  shown  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  I  continue  to 
receive  very  satisfactory  accounts,  through  the  rurtil  police  (for  which 
I  am  indebted  to  the  kind  co-operation  of  Captain  Woodford),  of  a 
large  number  of  persons  who  were  once  in  this  prison  for  offences 
bespeaking  habits  of  crime.'' 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  chaplain's  journal: — 
"-^ Sunday y  \Qth  Dec.  1849. — A  man  named  B.  died  at  11  this 
morning,  i^er  about  10  days'  illness.  His  character  had  been  very  in- 
different ;  and  even  on  his  deathbed  he  showed  a  painful  insensibility 
to  his  situation.  B.'s  wife  has  been  a  prisoner  some  time,  under 
sentence  for  a  robbery  from  the  person.  I  have  no  doubt,  from  the 
general  tenor  'of  her  conduct  here,  that  her  husband  drove  her  to 
prostitution.  She  says  that  she  married  him  when  only  16  years  old, 
he  being  about  12  years  her  senior,— that  she  was  then  earning  16«. 
at  the  power-looms — that  he  lived  in  idleness  upon  her  earnings — 
that  he  forced  her  to  commence  a  life  of  prostitution — '  bringing  men 
home,'  and  after  sending  her  to  '  offices '  to  tempt  the  clerks  or  others, 
and  then  following  in  order  to  extort  money.  It  is  the  current  belief  that 
this  wretched  man  drove  his  first  wife  to  Uie  commission  of  suicide." 

**  Thursday^  lOth  January ^  1850. — ^Two  Irish  children,  only  6 
and  8  years  old,  committed  for  I  month  under  the  *  Juvenile  Offenders 
Act.'  The  elder  one  has  both  parents  and  three  younger  brothers  living 
in  Preston,  all  maintained  by  begging  and  pilfering.  The  younger, 
who  seems  to  have  been  the  principal  in  the  theft,  has  also  both 
parents  living  in  idleness,  and  a  brother  who  helps  to  maintain  them 
by  his  wages.  The  estabUshing  of  such  families  in  a  town  is  the 
establishing  of  a  moral  sore,  which  will  spread  widely  unless  decided 
measures  are  used  for  its  suppression.  These  are  just  the  cases  in 
which  punishment  should  be  inflicted  on  iht  parents;  for  crime  without 
limit  may  spring  from  their  encouragement  of  it." 

"  Thursday,  January  Slst,  1850. — For  some  days  past  I  have  made 
a  careful  examination  into  the  state  of  the  *  Government  prisoners;' 
the  result  is  very  favourable,  and  adds  much  to  the  evidence  in  favour 
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of  the  separate  system,  as  carried  out  here.  Of  the  entire  50  prisoners, 
there  are  nofie  of  whose  eventual  amendment  I  despair, — very  few  of 
whose  amendment  I  am  doubtful ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  ma- 
jority have  experienced  such  a  bene6cial  change  as,  I  believe,  would 
warrant  their  immediate  or  speedy  removal  to  the  colonies  with  ^  tickets 
of  leave'  •  .  •  .  Most  of  these  men  have  now  been  under  our 
care  upwards  of  seven  months.  The  efiect  of  our  discipline  has  ex- 
ceeded my  most  sangidne  expectations.  Looking  at  what  these  men 
have  heen^ — drunken,  ignorant,  profligate,  infidel, — hizbituated^  in 
short,  to  vice  and  crime  in  almost  every  shape, — and  regarding  their 
mental  and  spiritual  state  now ;  the  change  is  indeed  great,  as  it  is 
gratifying.  By  God's  blessiug,  the  treatment  here  lias  developed 
industry,  docility,  patience,  strenuous  efforts  at  self-improvement  in 
every  way ;— and,  above  all,  the  religious  spark,  long  smothered  under 
gross  ignorance,  bad  habits,  and  self-neglect,  has  been  fanned  into  a 
steady  flame.  The  unbroken  regularity  and  comfort  with  which  the 
religious  services  of  the  chapel  can  now  be  attended,  have,  I  am  con- 
vinced, much  to  do  with  bringing  about  the  present  satisfactory  state  of 
things, — especially  as,  having  for  some  weeks  practised  c/a««  instruction, 
the  schoolmaster  s  lessons  have  a  connexion  with  those  delivered  in  the 
chapel." 

In  a  belief  in  the  good  effect  of  moderate  periods  of  separation 
I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  Clay :  but  I  do  not,  in  the  first  place,  think 
it  possible,  by  aw/  system  of  discipline,  to  cause  in  so  short  a 
period  as  seven  or  eight  months  so  great  and  general  a  change 
in  old  habits  as  that  which  Mr.  Clay  hoped  had  been  produced 
in  the  foregoing  cases ;  and,  secondly,  I  should  attribute  much  of 
the  eflfect  that  had  been  really  been  produced  to  the  knowledge 
that  these  men's  terms  of  imprisonment,  and  their  future  position 
in  the  colony  to  which  they  might  be  sent,  depended  very  much 
on  their  own  exertions  and  conduct  while  in  the  prison  at  Preston. 
Persons  sentenced  to  considerable  periods  of  imprisonment  at 
Preston,  but  who  are  not  transports,  are  subjected  to  the  same 
discipline  as  **  Government  prisoners;  "  but  they  know  that  they 
cannot  by  any  effort  diminish  their  term  of  confinement  bv  a  single 
day,  and  their  prospects  on  liberation  are  often  melancholy. 
Hence  they  have  comparatively  little  hope  or  motive  to  exertion, 
and  it  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Clay's  remarks  do  not  extend  to 
them. 

Another  observation  that  arises  is,  that  in  several  of  the  par* 
ticulars  enumerated  by  Mr.  Clay,  such  as  drunkenness,  there  can 
have  been  no  practical  evidence  of  improvement ;  inasmuch  as  the 
prisoners  had  not  been  in  a  position  in  which  they  were  dependent 
on  any  efTort  of  their  own  for  avoiding  the  evil. 

"  Friday y  22nd  March^  1850.— Several  clergymen  and  others,  who 
are  interested  in  the  important  question  of  education  for  the  poor,  have 
lately  applied  to  me  for  information  as  to  the  religious  profession  of  our 
prisoners.  This  point  is  always  noted  in  my  character-book  ;  but  for 
many  years  I  have  abstained  from  giving  a  summary  of  the  professions 
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in  my  Reports,  from  a  wish  to  avoid  furnishing  matter  for  useless  and 
soundless  argument.  The  religious  professions  of  prisoners  are,  in 
almost  all  cases,  merely  nominal.  Certainly  with  regard  to  those  who 
call  themselvM  members  of  the  English  or  Romish  Church  the  pro- 
fession is  nominal  to  a  very  great  extent ;  the  parties  having  no  con- 
nexion with  the  former,  except  that  they  have  parents  or  other  relatirea 
interred  in  the  churchyard  ;  and  with  respect  to  the  latter,  it  is  only 
from  parentage  thai  they  claim  to  be  Roman  Catholics.  With  regard 
to  dissenters,  it  generally  happens  that  there  is  something  more  of 
actual  identification  with  the  bcKly  to  which  the  paYties  state  themselves 
to  belong, — the  religious  persuasion,  in  such  cases,  having  been  a  matter 
of  personal  choice.  With  these  preliminary  observations  I  give  the 
following  statement,  the  result  of  an  examination  of  600  committals :

"  Wednesday  J  27/A  Marchy  1850. — At  the  last  Sessions  a  gang  of 
Manchester  pickpockets  was  sentenced  to  transportation  for  a  robbery 
committed  in  Preston.  The  gang  consisted  of  a  young  man  of  21, 
J.  CHN.;  his  wife  E.,  aged  11 ;  her  brother  R.  C,  aged  19;  and  an 
accomplice,  OKjI.,  aged  19.  O'N.  and  C.  had  been  in  very  many  other 
jails  for  pocket-picking  under  sentences  of  a  few  months'  imprisonment* 
O^G.  had  also  been  in  most  of  the  jails  in  England  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances. £•  0*N.,  likewise,  had  been  imprisoned  four  or  five 
times^and  two  other  brothers,  the  eldest  J.  C,  and  the  youngest  E.,had 
long  led  lives  of  crime,  and  had  been  frequently  imprisoned. 

•'  To-day  the  convicts  C.  and  0*N.  were  visited  by  their  father  and 
the  brother  E.  The  father  was  a  decent,  well-clothed  man,  of  about  55, 
and  the  brother  R  a  sharp,  dark-eyed  lad  of  14,  exhibiting  the  peculiar 
and  not  to  be  concealed  manner  of  a  practised  thief.  After  the  first 
salutations  were  over,  the  father  said  to  his  son  and  daughter,  *  Now 
don't  fret;  sure,  you'll  not  be  kept  in  prison  more  than  about  five 
months  from  this ;  Fve  sent  a  letter  to  General  W.,  and,  sure,  he'll  soon 
get  you  off.'  He  was  here  interrupted,  and  all  the  parties  told  that  their 
sentences  would  certainly  be  enforced  to  the  full  extent.  Old  C. 
'  seemed  unwilling  to  credit  this ;  having  served  in  the  — th  Regt.  under 
General  W.  (he  has  now  a  pension  of  \s.  a  day),  it  was  difficult  to  per- 
suade him  that  the  General  would  not  interfere  with  the  course  of 
justice.  The  whole  scene  was  very  melancholy,  chiefly  from  the  evident 
insensibility  of  the  older  people  to  the  crimes  of  their  children ;  crimes 
which,  I  have  too  much  reason  to  believe,  were  encouraged  by  the 
parents.  R.  C.  had  for  some  time  given  good  evidence  of  better  feelings ; 
Ktid  his  whole  demeanour  at  this  interview  tended  to  strengthen  that 
evidence.    0*N.,  on  the  other  hand,  appears  yet  hardened,  though  there 
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are  some  indications  that  he  is  giving  way.  The  entire  batch  belongs 
to  that  pre-eminently  '  glassb  dangbrbuse' — Irish  immigrantey  and 
Lancashire-bom  children  of  Irish  parents,^' 

"  Good  Friday^  March  29/A,  1850. — The  altar-piece,  representing 
our  Lord's  crucifixion,  having  been  put  into  its  proper  situation  ye6ter<> 
day,  was  seen  (for  the  first  time)  by  the  prisoners  to-day.  It  appeared 
to  me  that  there  was  a  more  complete  hush  and  solemnity  pervading 
the  chapel  than  usual,  and  in  this  opinion  the  Governor  and  ofiftcers 
generally  concur.** 

The  whole  of  the  prison  was  quite  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of 
the  prisoners. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  in  the  diet.  I  found  the  food 
of  good  quality. 

The  great  majority  of  the  prisoners  appeared  to  be  in  good 
health,  and  the  surgeon  stated  that  the  general  health  of  the 
prisoners  had  been  good  since  the  last  inspection,  and  that  there 
had  not  been  any  prevailing  disease  since  that  time. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  also  reported  to 
have  been  good,  though  .the  number  of  punishments  continues  to 
be  great ;  very  few  of  them,  however,  fall  on  prisoners  in  separate 
confinement,  and  comparatively  few  on  females. 

Only  two  prisoners  made  any  complaints,  and  their  complaints 
were  not  sustained. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  all  in  neat  order. 

The  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year,  as  stated  in  my  last 
Report,  was  about  16/.,  which  is  6/.  below  the  general  average  in 
Eugland. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  again  very  creditable 
to  Colonel  Martin  the  governor,  to  Mr.  Clay  the  chaplain,  and  to 
several  of  the  other  officers. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  land  adjoining,  and  belonging  to, 
the  prison  (about  two  acres  in  extent)  should  be  taken  in,  and 
cultivated  by  the  prisoners.  It  is  also  desirable  that  a  large  room, 
to  serve  as  a  smithy  and  general  workshop,  should  be  built,  which 
might  readily  be  done  (by  the  prisoners)  if  this  land  were  taken  in. 


LANCASTER.— COUNTY  PRISON. 
[The  Inspection  began  16th  September,  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  one  of  the  suggestions  in  my  Report  last 
December  the  prison  has  been  declared  a  house  of  correction  as 
well  as  a  gaol,  with  a  view  to  all  the  female  prisoners  who  are 
now  sent  to  Preston  being  committed  here;  but  the  following 
recommendations  have  not  yet  been  acted  upon,  though  the 
visiting  justices  have  expressed  their  approval  of  most  of  them  : — 

1.  As  soon  as  practicable,  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  prisoners 
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from  Manchester^  the  prison  to  be  discontinued  for  male  criminal 
prisoners. 

2.  The  debtors  to  be  classified,  as  far  as  practicable,  according 
to  cliaracter,  conduct^  the  circumstances  under  which  they  are 
committed,  and  the  question  whether  or  not  they  maintain  them* 
selves;  and  all  the  male  debtors,  except  the  best  class^  to  occupy 
the  northern  part  of  the  Crown  side  of  the  prison ;  the  best  class 
to  be  put  in  a  portion  of  the  southern  side. 

3.  The  debtors  who  are  maintained  by  the  county  to  have  a 
regular  and  moderate  dietair  of  cooked  food,  and  no  cooking  to 
be  permitted  in  the  rooms  of  these  debtors.  The  rule  also  which 
forbids  such  debtors  from  having  any  additional  supplies  from 
without  to  be  strictly  enforced. 

4.  In  order  to  prevent  tlie  introduction  of  spirits,  tobacco,  and 
other  forbidden  articles,  visitors  to  the  lower  classes  of  debtors  to  be 
placed  under  the  same  restrictions  as  visitors  to  criminal  prisoners. 

5.  The  hours  for  visiting  debtors  to  be  reduced  to  three  per  day. 

6.  A  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  for  drinking  fermented 
liquor,  and  no  fermented  liquor  to  be  allowed  to  go  into  any  other 
part  of  the  prison.  An  oflScer  to  be  present,  but  no  debtor  who 
has  not  purchased  any  liquor  to  be  permitted  to  be  there ;  the 
time  not  to  extend  beyond  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 

7.  No  debtor  to  be  allowed  to  have  any  part  of  the  county 
bedding  if  he  brings  in  any  bedding  of  his  own.  Bolsters  to  be 
added  to  the  bedding  provided  for  debtors. 

8.  The  debtors,  hke  other  prisoners,  to  be  prohibited  from 
whistling,  singing,  or  otherwise  disturbing  the  order  of  the  prison ; 
and  no  such  games  as  skittles  to  be  allowed  among  them. 

9.  Some  of  the  cells  on  the  females*  side  to  be  prepared  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  2  and  3  Vict.  c.  56^  s.  4 ;  and  as  a  general  rule  every  female 
criminal  prisoner  to  be  either  in  a  separate  cell  or  in  a  class  under 
immediate  and  constant  superintendence. 

10.  The  hammocks,  which  are  inconveniently  high,  to  be  lowered. 
(The  work  could  be  done  by  prisoners.) 

11.  The  females'  side  of  the  prison  to  be  lighted  with  gas; 
and  the  prisoners  to  be  required  to  rise  not  later  than  at  six  all 
the  year  around,  and  not  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  bed  before  nine 
at  night. 

1 2.  As  far  as  practicable  each  prisoner  to  be  required  to  per** 
form  a  daily  task  equal  to  ten  hours'  fair  labour. 

13.  The  officers  to  wear  a  uniform ;  among  other  reasons,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  at  once  distinguished  from  prisoners. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  female  prisoners  having  been  much 
increased  before  the  removal  of  the  male  criminal  prisoners,  the 
females'  division  has  been  much  crowded,  and,  probably  in  conse- 
quence of  this,  there  has  been  much  sickness,  as  will  subsequently 
appear. 
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A  new  matron,  assistant  matron,  and  schoolmistress^  have  been 
recently  appointed. 

The  buildings  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  number  of  prisoners  at  the  time  of  the  inspect  ion  was  227, 
namely^  79  debtors  (78  males  and  1  female)  and  148  criminals 
(73  males  and  75  females).  I  do  not  give  the  average  number 
in  the  last  year,  because  as  a  change  is  going  forward  in  the 
classes  of  prisoners  received,  no  inference  could  be  drawn  from 
such  a  statement 

I  found  the  following  to  be  the  diief  exceptions  to  the  observance 
of  the  rules: — 

1.  The  debtors*  wards,  the  kitchen  on  the  criminals*  side,  and 
some  other  parts  of  the  prison,  were  not  in  that  high  state  of 
cleanliness  required  by  the  rules;  indeed,  in  several  cases  they 
were  very  far  from  being  so.  The  rule  also  respecting  personal 
cleanliness  had  not  been  fully  carried  out. 

2.  In  some  of  the  rooms  there  was  again  a  strong  smell  of 
tobacco  smoke;  showing  that  the  rule  forbidding  smoking  was 
still  very  imperfectly  observed. 

3.  Tne  chaplain  is  still  not  in  the  habit  of  assembling  the 
prisoners  in  classes  for  religious  instruction,  or  of  seeing  the 
prisoners  periodically  in  private.  Some  of  the  prisoners  had  been 
many  months  without  having  any  private  conversation  with  the 
chaplain. 

4.  Very  little  hard  labour  is  provided. 

5.  The  debtors  who  get  the  county  allowance  are  still  per- 
mitted to  procure  additional  food  for  themselves ;  indeed,  iM)  long' 
as  they  are  permitted  to  mingle  with  prisoners  who  provide  their 
own  food,  it  would  be  nearly  impossible  to  prevent  this  breach  of 
the  rules. 

6.  Some  of  the  locks  of  the  females*  division  are  opened  by  the 
same  keys  as  those  used  on  the  males'  side. 

The  work  department  remains  in  much  the  same  state  as  at  the 
last  inspection. 

llie  prisoners  continue  to  pass  a  great  deal  of  time  in  bed ;  the 
criminal  prisoners  about  11  hours  in  summer,  and  14  hours  in 
winter. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

^*  The  routine  of  my  duty  remains  the  same  as  at  Mr.  HilPs  last 
inspection.  With  reference,  however,  to  what  I  stated,  respectiag  seeing 
the  prisoners  separately,  and  which  appears  in  Mr.  HilPs  last  Report,  I 
should  wish  to  explain,  that  although  I  do  not  see  them  periodically^ 
I  see  every  prisoner  in  private  on  his  admission  and  discharge ;  and  that 
with  regard  to  not  assembling  the  prisoners  in  classes  for  religious 
instruction,  1  expound  to  them  daily  the  portion  of  the  New  Testanieat 
appointed  to  be  read  by  the  Rubric  of  the  Church.  The  duties  of  the 
schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  remain  the  same,  except  that  a  little 
arithmetic  has  been  introduced  into  the  instruction  given  to  the  femalei. 
The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  at  chapel  is  generally  exemplary." 
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Many  of  the  Bibles  and  other  books  were  iu  a  state  unfit 
for  use. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  suflScient^  but  some  of  the  bed- 
iling  was  out  of  repair. 

It  will  appear  by  the  surgeon's  statement,  that  he  thinks  the 
present  dietary  too  great  for  some  prisoners,  and  too  little  for 
others ;  but  he  said  that  he  had  the  subject  under  consideration, 
with  a  view  of  submitting  another  dietary  to  the  visiting  justices. 

Ilie  following  extract  relating  to  the  food  is  taken  from  the 
Governor's  journal : — 

*^  September  11,1850. — I  have  stated  to  the  surgeon  that  a  great  deal 
of  the  bread  sent  to  the  Penitentiary  is  not  consumed ;  and  I  have  sug' 
geeted  the  propriety  of  withholding  a  portion  of  bread  from  those  per- 
sons who  cannot  use  it,  giving,  if  necessary,  other  food  as  an  equivalent. 
I  have  also  suggested  the  subtiitution  of  some  other  kind  of  food  for 
the  rice  and  pea  soups,  which  now,  and  so  long  as  I  have  known  the 
gnol,  have  been  rejected  by  a  great  part  of  the  female  prisoners,  so  that 
on  those  soup  days,  many  are  \tfi  almost  dinnerless;  yesterday,  for 
example,  Mrs.  MacMillan  tells  roe  that  *50  noggins  of  rice  were  lefl 
untasted.'  Mr.  Harrison  has  kindly  promised  me  to  exercise  his  power, 
as  our  medical  officer,  in  remedying  this  evil.'* 

I  tasted  the  food,  and  found  it  of  good  quality.  Its  average 
daily  cost  last  year  was  4id.  per  head. 

Most  of  the  male  prisoners  had  a  healthy  appearance,  but  as 
already  mentioned,  there  was  much  sickness  among  the  females ; 
the  sickness  having  apparently  been  brought  on  chiefly  in  conse- 
quence of  their  part  of  the  prison  having  been  much  crowded,  and 
no  additional  accommodation  having  been  provided  for  them. 
The  surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

"  The  male  prisoners  and  the  debtors  are,  with  only  three  exceptions, 
in  very  good  bealih,  and  their  general  health  has  been  remarkably 
good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  Of  the  three  that  I  have  ex- 
cepted, only  one  case  is  serious,  and  in  that  case  (ooe  of  bronchitis) 
there  is  no  immediate  danger.  Till  lately  the  health  of  the  female 
prisoners  has  also  been  remarkably  good,  but  about  three  weeks  ago 
fever  and  disorder  of  the  bowels  appeared  as  an  epidemic  among  them, 
and  they  have  continued  ever  since,  thongh  now  many  of  the  prisoners 
are  convalescent,  and  I  hope  the  attack  is  gradually  disappearing. 
One  of  the  first  persons  attacked,  was  the  assistant  matron,  and  her 
attack  Droved  fatal.  Two  prisoners  also  died.  On  one  single  morning 
I  was  obliged  to  send  30  females  to  the  hospital.  At  present  there  are 
23  on  the  sick  list,  but  of  this  number  only  four  or  five  are  at  all 
seriously  indisposed.  It  is  difficult  to  say  how  the  fever  was  brought 
into  the  prison,  but  its  propagation,  when  once  there,  was  chiefly  owing 
to  the  female  prison  being  much  crowded,  and  to  the  mixtuie  of  the 
female  prisoners.  It  is  very  desirable  that  freshly-arrived  prisoners, 
especially  those  of  the  vagrant  class,  should  be  kept  apart  fiom  the 
other  prisoners,  until  it  is  fully  ascertained  that  they  have  no  infectioun 
disease  lurking  in  their  system.     The  clothing,  too,  of  the  sick,  and  of 
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vagrants,  should  be  washed  separately  from  that  of  other  prisoneTS. 
With  respect  to  the  debtors,  also,  an  extra  room  is  wanted  for  caees  of 
infectious  disease,. and  of  insanity.  The  prisoners  are  more  liable  to 
dyspepsia  and  scrofula,  than  persons  in  the  same  class  of  life  out  of 
prison,  which  I  attribute  to  their  confinement  and  want  of  more  active 
employment.  The  prisoners  generally  increase  in  fatness  dming-  their 
imprisonment,  but  fail  in  muscular  strength.  Considering  the  want 
of  active  employment  among  the  men,  I  think  their  present  allow- 
ance of  food  more  than  sufficient ;  but  that  of  the  females  is  not  at  all 
too  much,  indeed,  I  have  been  lately  obliged  to  increase  and  otherwise 
alter  their  dietary. 

*'  There  Is  no  objection  on  the  ground  of  heallh  to  debtors  occupying 
the  Crown  side  of  the  prison,  and  sleeping  singly  in  the  night  cells  now 
occupied  by  criminal  prisoners  ;  indeed  I  am  of  opinion  tlmt  the  change 
would  be  for  the  better  in  every  respect." 

There  appeared  again  to  have  been  much  misconduct  amon^ 
the  prisoners,  though  the  number  of  punishments  last  year  ^313) 
was  small.  Many  of  the  criminal  prisoners  had  been  punished 
for  fighting;  and  four  of  the  debtors,  since  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  for  being  found  drunk.  Of  these  four,  three  were  at  the  time 
receiving  the  county  allowance  of  food,  on  the  plea  that  they  were 
unable  to  maintain  themselves. 

Only  two  prisoners  made  any  complaint.  One  was  a  man  who 
made  an  unfounded  complaint  at  my  last  visit,  and  his  complaints 
on  this  occasion,  appeanxl  also  to  be  without  foundation.  The 
other  complainant  was  a  debtor  who  said  that  there  were  too  many 
debtors  in  one  bedroom,  and  who  expressed  a  wish  that  the  debtors 
might  have  the  use  of  the  bath.  The  first  evil  will  be  remedied, 
if  the  magistrates  adopt  the  arrangement  respecting  the  debtors 
which  is  suggested  in  my  recommendations ;  and  it  will  be  seen  that 
I  have  suggested  that  the  debtors  should  be  permitted  to  bathe. 

The  system  of  accounts  remains  much  the  same  as  heretofore. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  governor's  journal.  Many 
of  them,  it  will  be  observed,  afford  additional  evidence  to  that 
already  given  (though  no  such  addition  can  be  required),  showing 
the  absolute  necessity  of  much  more  stringent  regulations  than 
those  now  existing  for  preventing  drinking,  smoking,  and  gambling 
among  the  debtors  : — 

"  October  22, 1849. — Found  a  party  playing  at  cards  in  third-class 
debtors.  Seized  cards  and  cribbage  board,  the  latter  belonging  to 
Mr.N. 

"December  13. — A  washerwoman  to  the  debtors,  detected  in  an 
attempt  to  convey  about  three  pints  of  rum  into  the  debtors'  ward. 
Taken  into  custody,  and  case  heard  by  £•  D.  Salisbury,  Esq.,  Visiting 
Justice,  who  adjudged  Mrs.  A.  to  pay  a  penalty  of  10/.,  or  in  default 
to  be  imprisoned  two  months.     Penalty  paid. 

**  December  15.— Having  discovered  that  the  debtors  of  the  third 
class,  by  an  ingenious  contrivance,  got  spirits  in  at  the  outer  window  of 
the  Albion,  and  that  they  might  do  so  by  that  of  Belle  Vue,  I  have, 
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with  the  consent  of  Mr.  Bolden,  Visiting  Justice,  ordered  those  win- 
dows to  be  stoned  up. 

"  January  10,  1850. — Debtor  E.  B.,  found  smoking,  and  a  party 
playing  at  cards  in  third-class  debtors.     Cards,  pipe,  &c.,  seized. 

*'  January  31.— The  wife  of  debtor  J.  W.,  having  stated  that  G.  D.  T., 
lately  clerk  to  an  attorney,  had  attempted  to  bribe  her  to  bring  spirits 
into  the  gaol,  and  having  reason  to  believe  her  statement,  I  have  directed 
that  T.  be  no  longer  permitted  to  enter  the  castle. 

"  February  12.— Debtor  W.  A.  locked  up  at  9  p.m.  for  being  drunk 
and  disorderly.  The  case  was  reported  to  the  turnkeys  by  his  fellow- 
debtors. 

"February  15. — The  same  person  locked  up  at  Hi  a.m.,  for 
smoking. 

"  March  1. — I  learn  that  debtor  R.B.  has  broken  his  leg  by  *  larking  * 
with  another  debtor  on  the  stairs  of  the  well  tower.  He  has  been  taken 
to  hospital,  and  the  leg  set  by  Mr.  Langshaw ;  neither  party  was  in 
liquor. 

"  April  4. — Ann,  the  wife  of  debtor  H.  H.,  detected  in  an  attempt  to 
bring  spirituous  liquor  into  the  gaol.  Case  heard  by  John  Bond,  Esq., 
Visiting  Justice,  who  adjudged  the  offender  to  pay  penalty  10/.,  or  m 
default  to  be  imprisoned  two  months.     Penalty  paid. 

'*  April  10. — Martha,  wife  of  debtor  W.  L.,  similarly  detected,  and 
imprisoned  three  months  in  default  of  payment  of  penalty. 

'*  April  15. — Debtor  H.  H.  locked  up  at  2  p.m.,  for  being  drunk. 
This  is  the  husband  of  Ann  H., lately  convicted  of  attempting  to  smuggle 
spirits  into  gaol.  He  was  brought  to  gaol  drunk  on  10th  November 
last,  but  has  never,  until  tOHlay,  been  seen  in  liquor  here. 

••  May  11.— S.  G.,  a  debtor,  brought  into  custody  this  evening,  much 
in  liquor.  He  denied  his  name.  The  officer  who  brought  him,  says 
he  is  scarcely  ever  sober  out  of  doors. 

"  May  18.— V.  A.  H.,  aged  about  seven  years,  daughter  of  H.  H.,  a 
debtor,  and  of  A.  H.,  (lately  convicted  of  brinjpng  spirits  into  gaol,) 
was  detected  this  evening  going  into  the  castle  with  a  tin  of  whiskey, 
and  another  of  rum,  under  her  dress.  I  procured  the  attendance  of  Mr. 
Satterthwaite,  Visiting  Justice,  to  whom  the  child  stated  that  the  spirits 
were  concealed  about  her  person  by  a  spirit-dealer  in  Lancaster,  in  pre- 
sence of  her  unprincipled  mother.  The  justice  declined  convicting  the 
child  as  being  non  capax  doli^  ordered  her  to  be  discharged  and  con- 
veyed to  the  mother. 

"  The  spirit-dealer  afterwards  satisfactorily  disproved  the  child's 
statement  as  regarded  him. 

**  May  26. — Debtor  P.  B.  locked  up  at  6  p.m.  This  person  was 
yesterday  remanded  by  the  Insolvent  Court.  He  has  been  a  soldier, 
and  stated  he  had  received  a  good-service  medal.  I  regret  to  learn 
that  the  court  was  not  made  acquainted  with  the  improper  use  he  pro- 
bably makes  of  his  pension,  so  that  some  portion  of  it  might  be  given 
to  bis  creditors. 

"  May  28. — The  surgeon  notices,  that  on  visiting  the  second-class 
debtors*  rooms  last  night,  be  found  some  persons  smoking  and  playing 
at  cards.  I  caused  that  class  to  be  visited  this  evening,  when  a  party 
was  found  playing  at  cards,  which  were  seized.  I  have  ordered  these 
domiciliary  visits  to  be  continued  and  extended. 
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"  June  3. — We  have  in  the  debtors*  hospital,  a  person  named  J.  W., 
brought  into  custody  in  a  state  of  insanity,  the  result  I  hear,  of  exces- 
sive drinking.  The  surgeon  and  I  are  taking  steps  with  a  view  to  bis 
discharge  under  the  Insolvent  Act. 

"  Note. — He  was  discharged  on  the  20th  September  following, 
under  the  clause  of  the  Act  applicable  to  insane  persons.  The  means 
of  obtaining  the  discharge,  were  supplied  from  the  Gaol  Charity 
Fund. 

**  June  10.— Found  Mr.  £.,  clerk  to  an  attorney,  smoking  ia  second- 
class  debtors.     Ordered  him  to  be  excluded  the  gaol  in  future. 

*•  June  29. — Debtor  R.  H.,  was  brought  to  gaol  this  eveninfJCy  very 
drunk.     The  officer  who  arrested  him,  ssud  he  found  him  drunk. 

**  July  5. — Debtor  C.  C.  (once  an  attorney  in  most  respectable 
practice)  came  before  me  this  afleriK)on,  evidently  the  worse  for  liquor, 
and  asked  to  be  locked  up  in  the  strong  room,  lest  he  should  get  into 
mischief!     I  complied  with  his  request. 

"July  10. — A  female  has  been  in  the  habit  of  visiting  debtor  W.  M., 
who  admits  that  she  is  not  his  wife  or  relation.  J  have  excluded  her 
the  gaol.  She  has  never  yet  entered  any  of  the  rooms ;  but  if  she  had, 
BO  improper  intimacy  could  take  place  under  oar  present  visiting 
rules. 

"  July  10. — Debtor  S.  G.  locked  up  at  3  p.m.,  for  being  drunk. 
He  came  drunk  to  gaol,  and  is,  I  fear,  an  incurable  sot.  His  period  of 
remand  by  the  Insolvent  Court,  expires  15th  instant,  until  which  time 
he  remains  in  the  strong  room. 

**  July  15. — Discharged  out  of  custody.  The  tmhappy  man  looked 
perfectly  idiotic.  I  talked  to  him  on  the  subject  of  the  suicide  by 
inches  he  was  committing.     His  reply  was  ^  I  am  a  fool.' 

**  July  24. — ^The  assistant  matron  reports  to  me  that  J.  C*,  a 
female  debtor,  brought  into  custody  this  evening,  under  County  Court 
process,  is  in  liquor.  A  bottle  of  gin  was  found  on  her  person,  and 
taken  from  her.  Directed  her  to  be  put  into  a  sleeping-room  apart 
from  the  other  female  debtors,  who  very  properly  decline  associating 
with  her. 

"  July  31. — Debtor  P.  K.  was  brought  into  custody  this  evening, 
very  drunk.     Put  into  the  strong  room. 

"  August  14. — Debtor  C.  N.,  locked  up  10^  a.m.,  drunk. 

*'  9.  P.M. — Understanding  that  this  man  is  subject  to  fits  of  despon- 
dency after  the  effects  of  drink,  I  have  transferred  him  to  hospital 
until  the  surgeon  sees  him." 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  lafet  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  about  20/.,  which  is  less  by  21,, 
than  the  general  average  in  other  prisons  in  England.  This  sum, 
however,  does  not  of  course  include  the  cost  of  food  and  bedding 
provided  by  a  portion  of  the  debtors. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations  :♦ — 

1.  The  convicted  male  prisoners  belonging  to  the  borough  of 
Manchester  to  be  removed  without  delay  to  the  prison  there,  if  the 

*  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  much  has  now  been  done  towardi  canyiog 
these  recommendations  into  effect— Maroby  1851. 
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magistrates  of  Manchester  will  consent  to  receive  them ;  if  not, 
negociations  to  be  entered  into,  and  authority  applied  {or,  for  the 
removal  of  these  prisoners  to  the  prison  at  Salford,  or  to  some 
other  prison  in  the  county ;  and  similar  arrangements  to  be  made 
for  the  removal  of  all  other  male  convicted  pnsoners. 

2.  "With  a  view  of  carrying  out  one  of  the  recommendations  in 
my  last  Report,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  contamination  ivhich 
must  at  present  take  place  among  the  untried  male  prisoners,  such 
prisoners  from  this  district  to  be  in  future  committed  to  Preston, 
where  there  are  separate  celb  for  their  reception  (which  there  are 
not  at  Lancaster)  ^  there  to  remain  until  they  are  required  at 
Lancaster  for  trial. 

3.  A  rule  to  be  framed  directing  that  the  male  debtors  shall  be 
iBfided  into  four  classes ;  viz. :  1st.  Fraudulent  debtors  and 
CooBty  Court  debtors  who  maintain  themselves.  2nd.  Fraudu- 
lent d^ton  and  County  Court  debtors  who  do  not  maintain  them- 
selves. 3rd.  Otker  debtors  who  do  not  maintain  themselves. 
4th.  Other  debtors  who  do  maintain  themselves.  The  Governor^ 
however,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  visiting  justices,  to  be 
empowered  to  transfer  a  prisoner  in  any  special  case  from  any 
one  class  to  any  other  class,  and  also  to  subdivide  any  of  the 


4.  All  the  male  debtors,  except  those  in  t^e  4th  class, 
to  be  placed  in  such  of  the  wards  on  the  Crown  side  as  will  be 
vacated  on  the  removal  of  the  convicted  criminal  male  pri- 
soners. The  windows,  however,  of  the  galleries  in  the  tower  to 
be  glazed. 

5.  The  debtors  in  the  4th  class  to  occupy  die  rooms  to  the  west 
of  the  "  Penitentiary,'*  including,  if  they  be  found  requisite,  the 
room  hitherto  used  as  a  school-room  for  male  criminals,  and 
the  two  rooms  beneath.  The  room  opening  into  the  piazza  to 
be  fitted  up  as  a  kitchen  for  these  debtors. 

6.  Such  of  the  female  prisoners  as  cannot  be  accommodated  in 
the  separate  cells  in  the  penitentiary  (when  these  cells  have  been 
prepared  and  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  confinement  of 
prisoners),  to  be  placed  in  the  large  rooms  in  John  of  Gaunt*s 
tower,  now  occupied  by  male  prisoners.  All  the  female  pri- 
soners to  have  the  use  of  the  airing-yard  into  which  the  chapel 
opens. 

7.  A  wall  about  8  feet  high  to  be  thrown  across  the  main  yard 
of  the  castle,  to  run  from  the  western  side  of  the  entrance  to  the 
penitentiary  to  the  western  side  of  the  clock  tower ;  and  no  male 
debtors  to  be  henceforth  permitted  to  come  beyond  this  wall. 

8.  An  entrance  to  be  made  for  female  prisoners,  from  the  clock 
tower  to  the  rooms  in  John  of  Gaunt's  tower. 

9.  An  opening  to  be  made  between  the  Penitentiary  and  the 
adjoining  tower ;  and  this  tower  to  be  added  to  the  accommodation 
for  female  prisoners.

10.  The  false  windows  in  the  northern  large  room  (which  it  is 
proposed  to  use  as  a  work-room)  to  be  opened  in  order  to  increase 
the  light ;  and  a  small  room  for  a  female  warder  to  be  formed  at 
the  entrance  of  one  of  the  large  rooms  which  is  intended  to  serve 
as  a  dormitory. 

1 1.  The  locks  and  kejrs  of  the  females'  division  of  the  prison  to 
be  different  from  those  of  the  males ;  as  required  by  law. 

12.  The  following  to  be  the  classification  of  female  prisoners  to 
be  put  in  separate  cells : — 

1.  Such  prisoners,  whether  tried  or  untried,  as  wish  to  be 

in  separate  cells. 

2.  Such  prisoners,  whether  tried  or  untried,  as  in  the  opinion 

of  the  matron,  are  likely  to  exercise  a  bad  influence  over 
other  prisoners. 

3.  Such  pnsoners,  whether  tried  or  untried,  as  are  not  in  the 

foregoing  classes,  and  are  in  prison  for  the  first  time. 

4.  If  these  three  clashes  do  not  nil  all  the  cells,  then  such 

other  prisoners  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  matron,  will  be 
most  benefited  by  the  separate  sjrstem. 

13.  In  order  to  admit  of  the  clothes  of  vagrants  and  of  sick 
prisoners  being  washed  separately  from  the  clothing  of  the  other 
prisoners,  as  recommended  by  the  surgeon,  and  for  the  general 
improvement  of  the  wash-house  and  laundry,  the  alterations  in 
these  room  suggested  by  the  matron,  or  any  other  alterations  which 
may  be  deemed  more  suitable,  to  be  made. 

14.  All  the  food  to  be  cooked  by  female  prisoners  under  the 
direction  of  a  female  officer ;  an  arrangement  which,  among  other 
advantages,  will  avoid  the  necessity  of  having  two  kitchens  as  at 
present. 

15.  Three  more  female  warders  to  be  appointed,  making  the 
complement  of  these  warders  five. 

16.  Such  of  the  debtors  as  may  desire  it  to  be  allowed  to  go 
into  the  bath  once  a  month  like  other  prisoners. 


LANCASTER.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[Inipected  18th  September  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  since  my  Report  last  De- 
cember. 

The  place  was  clean,  but  there  was  some  writing  on  the  walls. 

The  number  of  prisoners  in  the  year  ending  November  8,  1850, 
was  37I9  which  is  about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  tliere  was  one  prisoner. 
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'^  MANCUSSTSR.— BOROUGH  PRISON. 

[The  Inspection  began  13tli  September  1850.] 

This  is  a  new  prison^  which  has  been  brought  into  use  since  the 
date  of  my  last  Annual  Report 

The  prison  is  about  two  miles  from  Manchester  on  the  eastern 
side.  The  neighbourhood  is  flat,  but  it  appears  to  be  as  high  as 
the  upper  parts  of  the  town.  The  soil,  too,  is  clayey,  but  in  that 
respect,  also,  the  prison  is  not  worse  oS  than  a  great  part  of  Man- 
chester and  its  neighbourhood. 

The  situation  is  at  present  open,  but  considering  the  rapid  ex- 
tension of  the  town  in  all  directions,  it  will  probably,  at  no  great 
distance  of  time,  be  surrounded  by  buildings.  The  quantity  of 
land  secured,  however,  about  18  acres,  will  be  sufficient  to  prevent 
any  great  inconvenience  therefrom. 

The  building  has  been  constructed  with  a  view  to  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  separate  system,  and  is  so  similar  in  its  arrangements  to 
the  prison  at  Pentonville,  and  several  other  prisons  built  on  that 
model,  and  which  have  been  fully  described,  that  it  is  unnecessary 
to  give  a  minute  description  of  it.  It  may  suffice  to  state  that  there 
are  four  wings  radiating  from  a  central  hall ;  that  these  wings, 
one  of  which  is  appropriated  to  females,  contain  together  432 
cells  of  the  ordinary  sixe,  and  warmed,  ventilated,  lighted,  and 
fitted  up  in  the  usual  manner;  that  there  is  a  diapel  and  a 
number  of  airing-yards,  the  chapel  being  divided  into  separate 
stalls,  and  the  airing-yards  into  separate  compartments ;  that  there 
is  the  usual  supply  of  baths,  kitchens,  store-rooms,  and  other 
offices  on  the  basement  floor ;  that  there  are  the  ordinary  rooms 
for  the  governor,  clerk,  and  visiting  justices  near  the  central  hall ; 
and  that  there  are  houses  for  the  governor,  chaplain,  and  matron. 

All  the  cells  have  been  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  confine- 
ment of  prisoners. 

Except  some  parts  of  the  basement  floor,  and  a  few  other  places 
which  are  at  present  damp,  but  which  probably  will  gradually 
cease  to  be  so,  the  building  was  dry  and  in  ffood  general  con- 
dition, but  I  do  not  consider  it  secure.  Only  a  few  of  the  windows 
have  other  than  cast-iron  frames*  which  could  easily  be  broken, 
and  there  are  no  grated  yard-doors  to  the  entrances  to  the 
corridor,  which  is  the  more  important,  since  owing  to  the  corridor 
windows  not  having  been  made  to  open,  the  doors  are  frequently 
kept  open  for  the  sake  of  ventilation.  About  two  months  ago  a 
prisoner  nearly  made  his  escape  in  consequence. 

For  several  months  the  water-closets  in  the  cells  were  very 
offensive,  owing  to  a  faulty  construction  ;  but  the  evil  seems  now 
to  have  been  quite  removed.  During  the  continuance  of  the 
nuisance,  sickness  was  warded  off,  probably  to  a  considerable 
extent,  by  the  governor  having  the  cells  frequently  lime-washed ; 
still  among  the  ^males  ther^was  much  illness. 
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The  cost  of  the  prison  (including  about  5000/.,  the  price  of  the 
land)  but  exclusive  of  the  furniture,  clothing,  &c.,  was  about 
81,000/.  which  is  at  the  rate  of  nearly  188/.  per  prisoner — a  very 
great  expense,  but  not  so  great  as  in  some  other  instances. 

The  number  of  prisoners  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  was  312 
(215  males  and  97  females),  but  the  prison  had  not  yet  its  comple- 
ment, as  there  were  still  about  50  prisoners  at  Lancaster  Casde, 
who  belong  to  Manchester,  and  who  would  have  beeu  sent  here 
had  the  prison  been  finished  at  the  time  of  their  trial. 

The  question  of  the  removal  of  these  prisoners  from  Lancaster 
is  now  under  consideration,  and  I  hope  the  removal  will  be 
effected  without  more  delay.  At  Lancaster  the  prisoners  are 
under  circumstances  in  which  they  must  become  worse  instead  of 
better,  and  they  are  at  the  same  time  costing  the  borough  much 
more  than  they  would  in  their  own  prison.* 

With  a  few  slight  modifications,  the  rules  adopted  are  those 
recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  chief  exceptions  to 
their  observance  appeared  to  be,  that  hitherto  the  chaplain  bad 
not  been  able  to  give  the  prisoners  religious  instruction  in  classes, 
or  to  administer  the  sacrament. 

Artificial  light  is  provided  throughout  the  prison,  and  the  pri- 
soners rise  in  winter  and  summer  at  half-past  5,  and  do  not  go  to 
bed  till  9.  I  should  be  glad  if  it  could  be  arranged  for  them  to 
rise  yet  earlier;  but  the  present  hours  are  very  much  better 
than  m  the  generality  of  English  prisons. 

The  chaplain,  who  appears  to  take  a  strong  interest  in  his 
duties,  stated  as  follows : — 

"  I  enter  the  prison  every  morning  at  8  oVlock,  and  at  a  quarter 
past  8  the  prisoners  assemble  for  daily  prayers.  The  daily  service 
lasts  about  half  an  hour.  At  its  conclusion  I  commence  visiting  the 
prisoners  from  cell  to  cell,  and  to  this  latter  duty  I  devote  the  chief 
part  of  my  time.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  prisoners,  however, 
and  to  my  not  having  any  assistance,  I  am  not  able  to  see  each  prisoner 
separately  more  freqiiently  than  once  in  about  three  weeks  on  an 
average.  In  performing  this  duty  I  have  suffered  much  firom  the  close- 
ness of  the  cells.  Even  since  the  water-closets  were  made  to  act  pro^ 
perly  this  closeness  has  continued.  It  is  generally  nearly  2  o'clock, 
and  sometimes  later,  before  I  complete  my  round  and  leave  the  piisoo. 
Part  of  my  time  is  occupied  in  superintending  the  duties  of  the  school* 
master  and  schoolmistress.  I  also,  when  there  is  a  prospect  of  good 
arising  from  it,  communicate  either  personally  or  by  letter  with  the 
friends  or  former  employers  of  prisoners,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  work 
for  the  prisoners  on  their  release ;  but  this  duty  is  generally  discharged 
after  I  have  left  the  prison.  On  Sunday  tliere  are  two  full  services, 
including  a  sermon.  On  an  average  I  am  in  the  prison  about  five 
hours  daily  in  the  performance  of  my  duties,  exclusive  of  the  time

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enera^d  in  preparing  my  sermons,  to  which  I  devote  the  greater  part 
of  Saturday.  1  he  schoolmaster  and  scbootmistress  {>ive  about  eight 
hours  a-day  to  the  instruction  of  the  prisoners.  They  teach  reading, 
spelling,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  also  give  a  little  religious  instruc- 
tion. The  instruction  in  reading  and  arithmetic  is  given  in  the  chapel, 
but  owing  to  the  construction  of  the  chapel  not  admitting  of  ready 
access  to  the  prisoners  individually,  it  is  difficult  to  give  effective  in- 
atructioa  in  arithmetic,  and  no  instruction  can  be  given  in  the  chapel 
in  writing  :  this  is  taught  in  the  separate  cells.  The  prisoners  would, 
in  my  opinion,  make  much  greater  progress  in  their  school  instruction 
if  they  were  taught  in  classes,  as  in  an  ordinary  school-room.  Till 
the  present  high  inspection  boxes  were  provided,  the  conduct  of  some 
of  the  prisoners  during  divine  service  was  often  very  bad.  There  was 
constant  talking,  frequent  coughing,  and  occasionai  knocking ;  but  a 
great  improvement  has  taken  place  since  there  was  more  effective  in- 
spection. If  the  prisoners,  however,  were  allowed  to  kneel,  as  it  is 
very  desirable  they  should,  they  would  be  out  of  sight  of  the  officers 
even  under  the  present  arrangements,  and  the  disturbances  would 
probably  be  resumed." 

The  governor  concurred  in   the  foregoing  statement  of  the 
chaplain  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel. 
Ou  this  same  matter  the  matron  stated  as  follows : — 

^*  The  general  conduct  of  the  female  prisoners  has  been  g^ood  except 
at  chapel,  where,  till  lately,  some  of  them  have  behaved  very  ill,  often 
talking  so  loud  as  to  interrupt  the  service.  The  prisoners  can  easily 
converse  between  the  divisions  of  the  stalls  in  the  chapel,  and  until  the 
raised  inspection  seats,  which  have  lately  been  put  up,  were  provided, 
it  was  impossible  to  find  out  who  were  doing  so ;  but  now  such  prisoners 
can  be  generally  detected  and  punished,  and  the  evil  has  been  greatly 
reduced.  If,  however,  the  prisoners  were  to  kneel  in  any  part  of  the 
service,  it  would,  I  think,  be  still  impossible  to  prevent,  or  scarcely  to 
check, the  talking.  Having  been  an  officer  in  Wakefield  Prison,  where, 
for  a  time,  the  prisoners  were  in  separate  stalls  in  chapel,  but  where 
the  divisions  were  afterwards  removed,  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of 
comparing  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel  under  both  arrange- 
ments, and  I  have  found  it  to  be  much  better  where  there  are  no  divi- 
sions than  where  divisions  exist :  where  there  are  no  divisions  the  in- 
spection is  much  better  than  where  there  are  divisions." 

Of  the  whole  number  of  punishments  that  have  been  awarded 
(464),  not  fewer  than  141  have  been  for  misconduct  in  chapel. 

All  the  prisoners  have  work  of  some  kind ;  but  it  will  appear 
by  the  following  return  that  there  is  room  for  much  improvement 
in  this  department.  It  will  be  remarked  that  the  majority  of  the 
male  prisoners,  instead  of  being  engaged  in  useful,  active,  and 
laborious  work,  are  employed  in  picking  cotton,  &c. 
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I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  their  progress  under  the 
schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress,  but  owin^  to  the  want  of  more 
precise  entries  in  many  cases  of  the  state  of  the  prisoners*  educa- 
tion on  adnGossion^  I  had  much  difficulty  in  judging  of  their  pro- 
Sress.  In  arithmetic,  however,  the  male  prisoners  appeared  to 
ave  improved  very  satisfactorily.  , 

l*he  library  is  very  small  at  present,  but  the  books  were  in  a 
good  state. 

The  building  was  clean,  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  their 
persons;  but,  owine  apparently  to  the  cinders  which  are  in  the 
airing-yards  and  ebewhere,  the  prisoners*  linen  soon  becomes 
dirty.  Owins^  in  part  probably  to  the  same  cause  also^  and  to 
the  want  of  pdlow  slips,  part  of  the  bedding  was  dirty. 

As  the  prison  stands  on  clay,  it  is  desirable  that  a  great  quantity 
of  dry  material,  such  as  cinders,  should  be  laid  down ;  but,  per- 
haps, a  firm  and  clean  surface  may  ultimately  be  obtained  for  the 
airing-yards  and  the  roads  leading  to  them. 

The  matron  stated  as  follows : — 

'*  The  linen  of  the  prisoners  becomes  dirty  mnch  more  rapidly  than 
was  the  case  at  Wakefield,  owing,  in  part,  to  their  being  as  a  class  less 
cleanly  in  their  habits  than  the  prisoners  we  received  at  Wakefield ; 
but  in  part,  also,  to  the  floors  of  the  cells  beine  made  of  a  dark- 
eokMired  asphalte.  In  order,  apparently,  to  keep  the  colour  as  black 
as  possible,  the  prisoners  bring  in  cinders  from  the  ainng-yards  and 
nib  the  floors  with  them,  thereby  causing  a  great  quantity  of  black 
dilst.'' 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient  in  quantity. 

The  dietary  is  that  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of 
State.  The  food  was  of  good  quality  ;  but  it  appeared  that  the 
majority  of  the  male  prisoners  (the  female  prisoners  have  not 
hitherto  been  weighed)  on  either  of  the  first  three  rates,  especially 
those  on  the  third,  lost  flesh,  and  that  it  was  only  those  on  the 
highest  rate  (few  in  number)  who  in  a  majority  of  cases  gained 
flesh. 

The  following  is  a  return  on  the  subject  :— 
A  Rbtitbn  showiDff  how  many  Male  Prisoners  who  ha^e  been  Discharffed,  or  who 

are  now  in  the  Prison  Three  Months,  elassed  according  to  the  rates  of  Diet,  have 

Increased  or  Lost  in  Weight  since  the  opening  of  the  Prison,  with  the  Average 

of  Increase  and  Decrease  in  each  Class. 
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It  will  be  seen  by  the  surgeon's  evidence  that  he  does  not  con- 
sider the  two  lower  rates  sufficient  to  maintain  health  and  strength, 
but  that,  owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  periods  during  which  pri- 
soners are  kept  on  these  rates,  they  produce  no  material  or  per- 
manent injury. 

With  regard  to  the  female  prisoners,  the  matron  was  of  opinion 
that  the  allowance  of  food  was  sufficient,  except  to  those  who  were 
employed  at  washing,  but  that  their  allowance  was  insuflScieut. 

Most  of  the  male  prisoners  had  the  appearance  of  being  in  good 
health,  but  there  were  many  sick  among  the  females.  The  matron 
stated  as  follows : — 

^^  The  general  health  of  the  female  prisoners  has  been  bad^  and  I  and 
the  two  female  warders  who  have  been  longest  in  the  prison  have  also 
suffered  in  health.  The  prevailing  disorder  has  been  a  disordered 
stomach,  accompanied  with  some  fever.  There  has,  however,  been 
only  one  death,  and  in  that  case  the  prisoner  had  a  broken  constitution, 
caused  by  eating  opium.  The  chief  causes  of  sickness,  in  my  opinion, 
have  been  the  state  of  the  soil-pans  in  the  cells,  the  want  of  better  ven- 
tilation in  the  corridors,  and  the  want  of  better  means  of  carrying  off 
the  steam  and  water  in  the  wash-house  and  the  heated  air  in  the 
laundry.  The  state  of  the  soil- pans,  however,  has  now  been  remedied, 
and  I  believe  measures  are  about  to  be  taken  for  improving  the  state 
of  the  wash-house.  The  infirmary  and  the  punishment  ceils  are  damp; 
but  the  infirmary  is  not  now  used  in  consequence  of  its  dampness.'' 

The  medical  attendant  stated  as  follows : —  , 

"  The  male  prisoners  are  generally  in  good  health  at  present ;  but 
there  is  an  excess  of  sickness  among  the  females.  The  state  of  health, 
indeed,  among  the  female  prisoners  has  not  been  satisfactory  from  the 
time  the  prison  was  first  opened  ;  but  the  health  of  the  male  prisoners 
has  been  generally  good.  I  have  heard  the  statement  read  which  the 
matron  has  made  respecting  the  health  of  the  female  prisoners,  and  the 
probable  causes  of  sickness  among  them ;  and  I  consider  that  state- 
ment correct.  In  addition,  however,  to  the  causes  mentioned  by  the 
matron,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  females  have  suffered  in  health  from 
the  insufficient  exercise  which  they  have  had  in  the  airing-yards.  I 
have  often  noticed  them  while  in  these  yards,  and  I  have  frequently 
seen  them  creeping  along  in  a  way  that  muF>t  almost  neutralize  any 
good  effect  to  be  obtained  by  the  exercise.  There  are  at  present  six 
female  prisoners  and  four  males  who  are  too  unwell  to  work,  all  of 
them,  indeed,  except  one,  being  confined  to  bed ;  one  of  the  female 
cases,  however,  is  a  case  of  pregnancy.  Of  these  ten  cases  I  consider 
three  only  to  be  serious.  In  one  of  these  the  party  was  ill  on  admis- 
sion ;  but  in  two  they  were  in  good  health.  The  female  infirmary,  the 
female  punishment  cells,  and  some  of  the  male  punbhment  cells  are  at 
present  damp ;  but  the  female  infirmary  and  such  of  the  male  punish- 
ment cells  as  are  damp  are  not  used.  Probably  afler  a  time  all  will 
become  dry.  The  building  is  still  new.  The  prisoners  who  are  com- 
mitted for  long  periods,  and  who,  in  consequence,  receive  the  higher 
rates  of  food,  generally  improve,  I  think,  in  health  and  strength ;  but 
most  of  those  who  are  sent  for  short  terms  fall  off,  but  not  to  an  extent 
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materially  or  permanently  to  impair  their  health.  I  do  not  conaider 
the  allowance  of  food  more  than  sufficient  to  maintam  health  and 
strength  in  any  cases ;  and  as  respects  prisoners  in  the  three  lower  rates, 
I  think  it  insufficient ;  hut  as  I  have  already  stated,  the  injury  done  in 
these  cases  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  material  or  permanent 

^  I  have  not  seen  any  evidence  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  allowance 
of  food  to  the  washerwomen.  I  think  the  sickness  among:  these  women 
is  caosed  by  the  wash-house  bein^  unhealthy,  owing  to  there  not  being 
a  proper  escape  for  the  steam." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  (except,  till  lately,  in 
chapel)  was  reported  to  have  been  tolerably  good.  There  have, 
however,  been  five  cases  of  corporal  punishnient  since  the  prison 
was  opened — a  punishment  seldom  resorted  to  now,  especially 
where  the  separate  system  is  in  use. 

The  prison  was  not  constructed  with  a  view  to  the  admission  of 
debtors ;  but  some  have  been  committed  under  a  local  Act,  the 
provisions  in  which  for  sending  debtors  from  a  certain  Court  to 
the  borough  gaol,  if  such  a  prison  should  be  built,  seem  to  have 
been  overlooked.  At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  were  three 
debtors  from  this  Court. 

It  is  desirable  that  a  contract  should  be  entered  into  for  trans- 
ferring such  prisoners  to  Salford. 

No  rules  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
regulation  of  debtors  here. 

There  were  two  prisoners  who,  on  their  trial,  were  found  to  be 
insane.  One  of  them,  however,  is  not  now  so  considered  by  the 
medical  attendant.  The  other  is  regarded  as  imbecile,  and  it  is 
desirable  that  he  should  be  removed  to  an  asylum. 

Two  prisoners  complained  that  they  had  not  food  enough,  one 
apparently  with  reason  (for  he  had  lost  15  pounds);  and  the 
debtors  complained  that  their  visitors  were  not  allowed  to  remain 
more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  I  called  the  attention  of  the 
surgeon  to  the  first  case ;  and,  with  regard  to  the  latter,  I  pointed 
out  to  the  governor  that  there  was  at  present  no  rule  authorizing 
this  restriction,  and  he  immediately  gave  orders  for  its  discon- 
tinuance. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  very  satisfactory  state,  and 
such  as  to  reflect  credit  on  Mr.  Longmore,  the  clerk,  who  had 
had  the  arrangement  of  several  of  the  forms  used. 

All  the  chief  articles  of  food  and  other  stores  are  supplied  by 
public  contract. 

It  will  have  been  seen  that  the  work  department  is  not  yet  in  an 
efficient  state  (indeed,  where,  as  in  this  pris<m,  the  separate  system 
is  exclusively  used,  it  can  never,  in  my  opinion,  be  made  very 
satbGek^tory),  and  that  there  is  room  for  much  improvement  in 
other  respects.  Still  there  was  much  to  reflect  credit  on  the 
governor,  matron,  and  other  officers. 

As  a  means  of  testing,  to  a  certain  extent^  the  deterring  effects 
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of  the  prison  (so  far  as  the  present  short  experience  affords  the 
means  of  judging),  I  called  for  a  return  of  the  number  of  libera- 
tions and  recommilments  since  it  was  opened,  and  for  a  similar 
return,  for  the  same  period,  from  the  prison  at  Salford^  where 
there  is  but  little  separation,  but  more  active  work ;  and  I  found 
that  thq  returns  showed  a  less  number  of  recommitments  from 
Salford  prison  even  out  of  a  greater  number  of  prisoners ;  for  of 
694  prisoners  who  had  been  liberated  from  Manchester  prison 
during  the  six  months  that  it  had  been  in  use,  54  had  been  recom- 
mitted (9  tvrice  and  2  three  times);  while  of  1,068  prisoners 
liberated  from  Salford  prison  during  the  same  period^  only  45 
had  been  recommitted  (6  twice  and  2  three  times). 

I  called  the  attention  of  the  visiting  justices  to  the  various 
matters  in  this  Report  which  appeared  to  require  their  consideration.

CHESTER.— COUNTY  PBISON. 
[The  Inspection  began  April  12th,  1850.] 

The  alteration  in  the  building  mentioned  in  the  last  Report 
(dated  February,  1849)  has  been  completed.  By  this  alteration 
14  additional  cells  for  females  have  been  obtained.  ^ 

A  large  new  tank  has  also  been  constructed  in  the  roof  of  the 
prison. 

lliere  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  change  of  import- 
ance either  in  the  building  or  discipline. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  year  ending  the  3 1st  of 
March,  1850,  was  158,  which  is  27  more  than  the  average  in  the 
previous  year.  The  governor  accounted  for  the  increase  by 
stating  that  more  prisoners  are  now  sent  after  trial  to  undergo 
their  imprisonment  here  than  formerly. 

I  found  the  following  To  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observ- 
ance of  the  rules : — 

L  The  cells  which  are  used  for  the  separate  confinement  of 
prisoners  have  not  been  certified  as  fit  for  such  use;  but  the 
surgeon  stated  that  he  considered  them  suitable  for  it,  and  that 
he  had  not  seen  any  ill  effects  arise  from  their  being  so  employed.* 

2«  The  prisoners  in  separate  cells  have  not  been  visited  daily 
in  private  by  the  chaplain  (which  I  consider  impracticable) ;  or 
the  prisoners  generally  at  stated  times  in  private. 

3.  Some  of  the  debtors'  sleeping  rooms  were  not  in  proper  order, 
and  there  was  a  smell  of  tobacco  smoke  in  one  of  their  day-rooms. 

*  Tbeie  ceils  have  now  been  certified.*-Ma7,  1850, 
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The  improvements  in  the  work  department  mentioned  in  the 
last  Report  contioue  in  full  operation. 
The  system  of  tasks  is  in  full  operation. 
The  Chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

^  On  Sunday  1  perform  full  service  twice,  and  I  read  prayers  and 
deliver  a  lecture  daily.  About  twice  a  week  I  have  a  class  of  prisoners 
for  either  religious  or  secular  iostruction.  I  see  every  prisoner  in 
private  on  his  admission  and  discharge,  and  each  day  see  some  other 
prisoners  in  private.  I  superintend  the  schools,  and  occasionally 
examine  the  prisoners  in  their  progress,  and  give  the  juvenile  prisoners 
hymns  and  portions  of  the  Scriptures  to  commit  to  memory.  When  a 
prisoner  is  about  to  leave  who  has  no  work  to  go  to,  1  endeavour  to 
procure  work  for  him,  and  sometimes,  with  the  kind  assistance  of  the 
county  magistrates,  give  him  a  little  work  myself  until  he  can  get  other 
employment.  As  far  as  practicable  also,  I  keep  up  a  superintendence, 
by  correspondence  and  visiting,  over  prisoners  after  their  liberation. 
On  an  average  I  pass  between  four  and  five  hours  per  day  in  the  prison 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  On  the  whole  the  prisoners  make  satis- 
factory progress  both  in  religious  and  secular  knowledge.  The  general 
conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel  or  otherwise  under  my  charge 
has  been  remarkably  good.  I  do  not  think  I  have  had  to  report  two 
prisoners  for  misconduct  in  the  last  two  years.  A  private  admonition 
I  find  to  be  almost  always  sufficient  to  prevent  the  repetition  of  any 
misconduct.  By  treating  them  with  kindness,  I  succeed  in  obtaining 
great  influence  over  them  ;  indeed,  I  believe  that  many  of  them  would 
almost  lay  their  lives  down  for  me.  I  think  the  discipline  in  use  here 
calculated,  when  applied  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time,  greatly  to 
improve  the  character  of  the  prisoners,  and  in  point  of  fact  we  have  but 
few  recommitments:  but  with  respect  to  iu  general  tendency  to 
deter  people  from  the  commission  of  crime  I  am  doubtful.  Several 
cases  have  come  to  my  knowledge  during  the  last  year,  of  parties  who 
wer^  once  in  this  prison  for  offences  bespeaking  habits  of  crime,  who 
are  now  living  honestly  and  respectably." 

The  schoolmaster  gives  about  six  hours  per  day  to  the  business  of 
teaching,  and  the  schoolmistress  three  hours.  The  male  prisoners 
are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic ;  and  the  females  read- 
ing and  writingTl  examined  some  of  the  prisoners,  and  found  their 
progress,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  The  book  of  sDecimens  of 
the  writing  of  the  female  prisoners,  on  admission  and  liberation,  in 
particular,  showed  very  considerable  improvement 

Except  some  of  the  debtors'  rooms,  and  with  a  few  exceptions, 
as  regards  the  bedding  of  the  criminal  prisoners,  the  prison  was 
clean  throughout  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  their  persons. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but  some  of  the  clothing  was  out  of 

repair. 

The  dietary  is  that  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretarj'  of 
State.    The  food  was  of  good  quality. 

The  prisoners  had  the  appearance  of  being  in  tolerably  good 
health.     The  surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 
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*^The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  g^ood  health,  and,  except  during  the 
months  of  September  and  October  last,  when  diarsfaoea  was  preTaient, 
sod  tbere  were  four  cases  of  cholera,  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  good  since  the  last  inspection.  There  are  six  prisoners  who 
are  too  unwell  to  work  or  to  d»  more  than  light  work,  but  none  of  the 
cases  are  serious.  A  long  imprtsoonent  developes  Fcrofula,  but  with 
this  exception,  there  is  no  disease  to  whidi  the  prisoners  are  more 
liable  than  persons  in  the  same  class  of  life  o«t  of  prison.  The 
majority  of  the  prisoners,  even  of  those  who  remain  fbr  Hni|^  periods, 
improve  in  health." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  appeared  to  have  been 
good.  The  number  ot  punishments  last  year  was  less  than  two 
perprisoner.     The  chief  offences  are  idleness  and  talking; 

There  was  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

All  the  male  debtors  have  access  to  the  same  yard  and  at  the 
same  time ;  so  that  there  is  no  effectual  dassifieation  among  them. 

Two  or  three  prisoners  made  complaints,  but  on  examination 
their  complaints  were  found  to  be  groundless. 

The  registers  and  account-books  were  in  a  proper  state,  but 
there  had  been  some  errors  in  the  manner  of  making'  up  the  last 
annual  return ;  and  for  want  of  astock-book  (which  however  is  now 
commenced),  and  of  a  proper  balance  sheet,  it  was  difficult  io  say 
what  had  been  the  profit  from  the  work  last  year. 

The  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for 
rent  or  repairs)  was  about  26/. ;  which  is  41.  above  the  general 
average  in  England,  and  10/.  above  the  average  in  Scotland. 

The  entries  in  the  visiting  justices'  book  were  frequent,  and 
expressed  satisfaction  with  the  state  of  the  prison. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to  Mr. 
Dunstan,  the  governor,  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Joseph^  the  chaplain, 
to  Mrs.  Bennion,  the  matron,  and  to  the  other  omcers. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1.  As  a  general  rule,  every  prisoner  to  go  into  a  separate  cell, 
for  a  few  days  at  least*  on  ms  admission^  and  for  a  day  or  two 
before  his  liberataoa. 

2.  The  prisoners  to  bathe  in  tepid  water^  once  at  least  in  every 
month. 

3.  The  di£Eerent  classes  of  the  debtors  not  to  have  access  to  the 
airing  yard  at  the  same  hours  of  the  day ;  and  county  court  debtor? 
and  other  fraudulent  debtors  to  be  entirely  separated  fix)m  the 
rest  of  the  debtors. 

4.  The  rule  forbidding  the  debtors  to  have  acceMtatbeir  bed 
rooms  to  be  extended  to  Friday. 
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CHESTER.— CITY  PRISON. 
[Ingpectod  April  18th,  1850.] 

In  aceordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  February,  1849),  preparations  have  been  made 
for  lighting  the  prison  throughout  with  gas ;  but  owing  to  the 
corporation  not  having  been  able  to  agree  with  the  gas  company 
respecting  the  rate  of  charge,  the  gas  has  hitherto  been  but  little 
used,  and  the  prisoners  have  consequently  continued  to  pass  a 
great  deal  of  time  in  bed ;  but  I  hope  that  this  evil  will  soon  be 
removed.  The  ventilation  where  it  Was  defective  has  been  im- 
proved; but  the  recommendation  that  the  governor  should  be 
authorized  to  keep  the  stock  of  clothing  complete  has  not  been 
acted  upon,  and  the  consequence  is,  that  as  heretofore,  the  supply 
of  clothing  was  insufficient  and  some  of  it  was  ragged. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  change  in  the 
building  or  discipline. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  48,  which  is  2 
more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year;  but  latterly  the 
number  has  diminished  considerably.  On  the  day  of  the  inspec- 
tion it  was  36. 

Uncertified  cells  continue  to  be  used  to  a  considerable  extent 
for  separate  confinement,  but  the  surgeon  stated  that  he  had  not 
seen  any  ill  effect  to  arise  as  regards  the  health  of  the  prisoners. 

The  chief  kinds  of  work  continue  to  be  stone-breaking,  mat- 
making,  and  sewing.  The  produce  is  but  small  (last  year  about  3/. 
per  headV  though  greater  than  in  the  generality  of  English  prisons. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  : — 

**  I  come  to  the  prison  every  morning  at  nine,  and  read  prayers.  I 
then  see  all  prisoners  who  have  arrived  since  my  visit  gn  the  previous 
day,  or  who  are  about  to  be  discharged.  1  then  generally  visit  the 
school  and  examine  some  of  those  who  are  receiving  instruction,  and 
next  see  some  of  the  prisoners  in  private.  On  two  days  of  the  week  I 
have  a  class  of  prisoners  for  religions  instruction,  and  on  Sunday  I 
perform  two  full  services,  including  a  sermon.  On  an  average  I  pass 
two  hours  per  day  in  the  prison.  The  prisoners  make  satisfactory 
progress  both  in  religions  and  secular  knowledge.  The  general  conduct 
of  Uie  prisoners  when  at  chapel  or  otherwise  under  my  charge  has 
been  satisfactory*  I  consider  the  discipline  of  this  prison  calculated  to 
deter  people  from  the  commission  of  crime ;  and  were  it  not  for  the 
shortness  of  most  of  the  periods  of  imprisonment,  i  think  it  would 
materially  improve  the  characters  of  the  prisoners." 

Few  of  the  prisoners  had  remained  long  enoug^h  to  make  much 
progress  in  reading  and  writing,  but  on  the  whole  their  examina* 
tion  in  these  resj^ects  was  tolerably  satisfactory. 

Some  of  the  books  were  not  in  a  proper  state  for  use. 
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Part  of  the  prison  wanted  whitewashing,  and  there  were  some 
broken  panes  of  glass.  In  other  respects  the  prison  w*as  in  good 
order^  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  their  persons  ;  but  on  my 
arrival,  which  was  at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning,  I  found 
several  prisoners  together  in  different  parts  of  the  prison,  cleaning 
without  any  immediate  superintendence. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but  as  already  stated  the  clothing 
was  insufficient 

The  dietary  is  that  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  I  found  the  food  of  good  quality. 

The  prisoners  seemed  to  be  in  good  health.  The  surgeon 
stated  as  follows : — 

'^  The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  very  good  healthy  and  the  general 
state  of  their  health  has  been  very  good  since  the  last  inspection. 
There  is  no  serious  case  of  illness  at  present,  and  there  is  only  one 
prisoner  who  is  sufficiently  unwell  (with  an  inflammation  of  the  eyes) 
to  be  unable  to  work.  There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison 
since  the  last  inspection.  There  is  no  disease  to  which  the  pnsqnen 
are  more  liable  than  persons  in  the  same  class  of  life  out  of  prison.  More 
of  the  prisoners,  even  of  those  who  remain  for  considerable  periods, 
improve  in  health  during  their  confinement  than  fall  off." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  also  reported  to  have 
been  good.  The  chief  offence  is  breaking  the  rule  respecting 
silence. 

County  Court  debtors  are  separated  from  other  debtors. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

The  average  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs^  was  about  18/.,  which  is  4/.  below  the 
general  average  in  Englisn  prisons. 

Such  entries  as  had  b^n  made  of  visits  by  the  visiting  justices 
were  creditable  to  the  governor  and  the  other  officers ;  but  there 
were  many  months  without  any  entry. 

CHESTER.— CITY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  April  13th,  1850.] 

There  has  been  no  alteration  since  the  last  Report,  in  February 
1849. 

The  place  was  clean. 

There  were  3  prisoners^  neither  of  whom  made  any  complaint 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  return  that  there  was  a  con- 
siderable decrease  last  year  in  the  number  of  prisoners.

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MACCLESFIELD.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[IntpMled  I2th  September  1850.] 

Since  this  lock-up  house  was  last  reported  on  by  an  Inspector 
of  Prisons,  a  provision  has  been  made  for  waraoing  the  cells. 

Part  of  the  place  wanted  whitewashing;  otherwise  it  was 
clean. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  793  (of  whom  149  were 
females),  which  is  less  by  more  than  a  hundreid  than  the  number 
in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  two  prisoners. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  ventilation  should  be  improved,  which 
could  readily  be  done ;  that  the  small  airing-yanl  should  be  made 
secure  by  placing  bars  over  the  top ;  that  night-vessels,  such  as 
are  used  in  the  prison  at  Derby,  should  be  procured ;  and  that  a 
communication  should  be  made  between  the  lock-up  house  and 
the  house  occupied  by  one  of  the  constables^  so  as  to  have  the 
advantage  of  a  resident  keeper  and  matron. 


KNUT8F0RD— COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

[The  Inipection  eommenced  23rd  September  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  one  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  January  1849),  an  additional  female  officer  has 
been  engaged ;  the  ventilation  of  some  of  the  cells  has  been  im- 

I)roved ;  and,  for  the  sake  of  security,  the  inner  gate  of  the  porter's 
edge  is  kept  locked  by  night  as  well  as  by  day  ;  but  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  have  not  been  actecf  upon  : — 

1 .  The  prison  to  be  made  more  secure  by  having  strong  wrought- 
iron  bars  fixed  outside  a  number  of  the  windows,  so  that  no  pri- 
soner who  is  at  all  likely  to  attempt  to  escape  may  be  in  a  cell 
which  has  only  a  cast-iron  frame. 

2.  Every  convicted  prisoner  to  be  required  to  perform  a  daily 
task,  equal  to  10  hours'  feir  labour.  The  time  in  bed  in  no  case 
to  exceed  nine  hours,  and  when  practicable  to  be  reduced  still 
fiirther. 

The  treadwheel  (the  power  of  which  is  applied  to  pumping 
water)  has  been  enlarged,  and  divisions  have  been  put  up  to  keep 
the  prisoners  separate.  Some  cranks  have  also  been  provided  for 
pumping. 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  the  divisions  in  the  chapel  had  been 
removed,  so  that  the  social  character  of  the  worship  has  been 
increased,  and  the  prisoners  brought  more  completely  within  the 
view  of  the  chaplain.  The  chaplain  spoke  in  very  favourable 
terms  of  the  effect  of  the  alteration  ;  indeed  it  will  be  seen  by  his 
statement  that  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel  is  excellent. 
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Divine  service  in  this  prison  is  made  more  pleasing  and  im- 
pressive by  the  addition  of  instrumental  music. 

All  that  remains  to  be  desired  with  regard  to  the  chapel  is  the 
removal  of  the  iron  palisades  in  front  of  the  prisoners. 

The  buildings  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  290,  which  is 
21  less  than  the  average  of  the  previous  )'ear.  At  the  time  of  the 
inspection  the  number  was  295,  of  whom  51  were  females. 

I  found  the  following  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observance 
of  the  rules : — 

1.  The  governor  does  not  reside  within  the  prison  walls  for 
want  of  accommodation ;  but  his  house  is  near  the  prison- 

2.  A  few  cells  are  used  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the  separate 
Confinement  of  prisoners,  which  have  not  been  certified  as  fit  for 
such  use;  but  the  surgeon  stated  that  no  injury  to  health  had  re^ 
suited  therefrom. 

3.  The  prisoners  are  not  seen  by  the  chaplain  periodically  in 
private.  Every  prisoner,  however,  is  seen  by  thi  chaplain  in 
private  before  his  liberation,  and  most  of  them  are  so  seen  on  their 
admission. 

The  chief  kinds  of  work  are  picking  wool,  pumping,  handloom 
weaving,  tailors'  work,  clog-making,  washing,  &€.  A  few  also 
are  employed  at  mat-making,  joiners'  and  blacksmiths^  work. 

The  produce  of  the  labour,  though  small,  is  greater  than  in 
most  English  prisons. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  :-^ 

'^  I  commence  duty  at  half^past  nine  in  the  morning  with  the  daily 
service,  which,  with  the  time  occupied  by  the  prisoners  in  entering  and 
leaving  the  chapel,  lasts  about  half  an  hour.  I  then  see  eswh  prisoner, 
in  priva^te,  who  is  about  to  be  discharged,  and  advise  with  him  accord- 
inyr  to  the  ezigencie^  (if  the  case ;  directing  him  not  only  with  respect 
to  his  spiritual  welfare,  but  how  to  pet  honest  employment,  so  that  he 
may  keep  out  of  prison  for  the  future.  Whenever  I  think  it  practi- 
cable and  useful,  I  write  also  to  the  clergyman  of  his  parish,  or  to 
some  other  party,  to  request  him  to  second  my  counsels*  I  then  see, 
In  private,  as  many  of  the  prisoners  that  have  recently  arrived  as  I  have 
time  to  see,  and  such  other  priiK>ners  as  have  expressed  a  wish  to  see 
me  in  private.  I  also  visit  the  sick  daily,  and  almost  daily  visit  Um 
schools;  the  females'  school  every  day.  I  daily  visit  the  prisoners 
also  who  are  under  punishment.  These  and  other  miscellaneous 
duties,  together  with  the  performance  of  the  full  services  on  the 
Sunday,  occupy  me  on  an  average  about  four  hours  each  day.  Tiie 
prisoners  make  satisfactory  progress  both  in  religious  and  secular 
knowledge.  The  prisoners  are  most  attentive  in  chapel,  and  their 
general  conduct  when  under  my  charge  is  very  good.  I  am  of  opi- 
nion that  the  present  system  of  discipline  in  this  prison,  particularly  ss 
respects  the  male  prisoners,  has  a  very  considerable  deterring  efl^^t; 
and  that  when  applied  for  a  sufficient  time,  it  tends  also  materially  io 
improve  the  characters  of  the  prisoners.     Owing,  however,  to  the  want 
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of  the  metknn  ofjAndng:  More  than  a  very  few  fenmle  priftonerA  m  depac- 
rale  cellsi  neither  of  these  effects  ean  be  obtained  in  the  same  degree 
with  them ;  indeed,  there  must  oHen  be  contamination  instead  of  im- 
provement among  these  prisoners,  as  must  be  the  case  also  among 
such  of  the  male  prisoners  as  sleep  three  in  a  cell.  Several  cases  have 
come  to  my  knowledge  within  the  last  year  of  parties  who  were  once 
in  this  prison  for  offences  bespeaking  habits  of  crime,  but  who  are  noW 
living  honestly  and  respectably.  As  far  as  practicable  t  take  means, 
by  visits,  correspondence,  and  otherwise,  to  ascertain  the  career  of 
pri^ners  after  their  liberation,  and  tb  preserve  an  influence  Over 
them." 

The  inSitron  had  kindly  received  into  her  employment,  as  a 
servant^  a  young  woman  whose  relatives  had  refused  to  assist  her 
in  consequence  of  her  oflfence  ffraud),  and  she  spoke  highly 
of  her  conduct ;  indeed,  she  said  sue  should  be  sorry  to  part  with 
her. 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  reading  and  writing,  and 
foimd  the  progress  of  the  females,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory ; 
but  that  of  the  male  prisoners  was  less  creditable. 

There  is  a  good  library,  and  most  of  the  books  were  in  good 
oonditioo. 

The  prison  was  very  clean  throughout^  and  the  prisoners  were 
clean  in  their  persons. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient,  and  in  a  good  state. 

The  dietary  lately  feeommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted,  and  the  surgeon  stated  that  he  considered  the 
allowance  of  food  sufficient,  and  not  more  than  sufficient. 

The  food  is  of  good  quality.  Its  average  daily  cost  per  head 
last  year  was  3|rf. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  had  a  healthy  appearance,  and  the 
medical  attendant  stated  as  follows  :-— 

**  The  recent  state  of  the  heath  of  the  prisoners  is  ^ood,  and,  on 
the  whole,  has  b^en  good  siace  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  There  are 
but  few  cases  at  present  in  which  a  prisoner  is  sufficiently  unWell  to  be 
wnable  to  do  his  ordinary  work,  and  there  is  no  serious  case  of  illness. 
There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison  since  the  last  inspection. 
There  is  not  any  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable  than 
persons  in  the  same  elass  of  life  out  of  prison.  Prisoners  confined  for 
short  periods  generally  improve  in  health,  but  after  an  imprisonmlsnt, 
of  about  18  months'  duration  ^the  health  generally  falls  off;  not  from 
any  peculiar  cause,  but  from  the  general  effect  of  long  confinement  in 
one  spot.  I  have  remarked  that  persons  accustomed  to  a  meat  diet 
commonly  lose  weight  amd  fkmiiese  of  muscle  for  a  time,  but  that 
they  generally  recover  both  after  they  have  become  habituated  to  our 
diet,  which  contains  but  little  animal  food.  I  very  seldom  have  to 
order  an  increased  allowance  of  meat ;  milk  I  find  a  panacea  for  almost 
every  failing  aHhilig  from  a  want  of  nutriment." 

It  appeared  that  of  1 ,944  prisoners  received  during  the  last 
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year>  1>697  were  in  good  health  on  their  admission,  and  247  were 
in  bad  health  ;  while  of  1,919  who  had  left  during  the  same  time, 
1^838  had  departed  in  good  health,  and  only  81  in  bad  health. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good.  The  average  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  5  per 
prisoner,  which  is  less  than  the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 

Only  two  prisoners  made  any  complaint,  and  in  neither  case 
did  there  appear  to  be  ground  for  complaint. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  very  satisfactory  state. 
The  accounts  are  audited  by  the  poor  law  auditor  of  the  district ; 
an  arrangement  which  it  is  desirable  should  be  generally  adopted. 

The  chief  articles  of  consumption  are  purchased  by  public  con- 
tract. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  about  18/.,  which  is  4/.  less  than 
the  general  average  in  England. 

Ine  entries  in  the  visiting  justices'  minute-book  showed  a  system 
of  frequent  visits  on  their  part. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to  Mr. 
Gallop  (the  governor),  the  Rev,  Mr.  Mitchell  (the  chaplain),  and 
to  the  other  officers.  This  result  was  the  more  satisfactory,  aa  the 
inspection  took  place  in  the  govemor*s  absence  (on  leave)  when  a 
few  irre^laries  might  have  been  excusable. 

All  the  cells  now  used  as  night  cells  only  by  the  female  pri- 
soners might,  at  a  very  moderate  expense,  be  prepared  for  sepa- 
l*ate  confinement,  by  day  as  well  as  by  night :  one  of  the  large 
sewing-rooms  being  used  as  a  dormitory  as  well  as  a  work-room 
for  the  other  prisoners,  with  a  portion  curtained  off  for  a  female 
officer.  And  if  such  of  the  male  prisoners  as  cannot  be  placed 
at  night  in  separate  cells  were  also  to  sleep  in  a  large  dor- 
mitory, under  supervision  (as  is  the  case  with  a  number  of  pri- 
soners at  Portland),  instead  of  being  distributed,  as  at  present, 
three  in  a  cell,  much  contamination,  1  am  convinced,  would  be 
prevented. 

The  ventilation  of  the  prison  might  be  considerably  improved  by 
making  much  larger  openings  in  the  windows  of  the  large  corri' 
dors,  and  in  the  windows  on  the  staircases  and  galleries,  and  by 
putting  grated  doors  between  the  passages  in  Wards  Nos.  2  and  3 
and  the  store-room. 


KNUTSFORD.— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[iDtpected  24th  September  1850.] 

A  new  lock-up  house  has  been  built,  and  the  bad  one,  described 
in  my  Thirteentn  Report,  has  been  wholly  discontinued. 

This  new  lock-up  house  is  in  a  good  situation  at  the  outskirts 
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of  the  town^  and  near  the  Court-house  and  prison.  It  contains 
three  cells,  with  rooms  for  a  keeper  and  his  wife. 

The  cells  are  of  about  the  same  size  as  those  in  Pentonville 
Prison^  and  are  warmed  and  ventilated  in  a  similar  manner.  It 
appears  to  have  been  originally  intended  that,  in  addition  to  the 
provision  for  ventilation  by  the  extraction  of  air  by  means  of  a 
draught  created  by  heated  air,  part  of  each  window  should  be 
made  to  open — a  very  desirable  arrangement ;  but  that  by  inad- 
vertence the  window-frame  had  been  put  in  the  wrong  way^  so 
that  no  part  could  be  opened. 

It  was  stated  that  after  being  several  times  altered,  the  warming 
apparatus  now  worked  well ;  out  that  in  the  cell,  where  vagrants 
and  drunken  people  were  generally  placed,  the  air  became  offensive ; 
which,  so  far  as  my  observation  extends,  is  always  the  case  in 
lock-up  bouses  where  the  windows  do  not  open. 

The  cells  are  properly  lighted  with  glazed  windows,  and  ap» 
pear  to  be  quite  secure. 

There  was  a  proper  supply  of  bedding. 

There  is  no  regular  dietary.  The  keeper  stated  that  he  gene- 
rally gave  the  prisoners  cof^  and  bread  for  breakfast  bacon, 
potatoes,  and  bread  for  dinner;  and  porridge  for  supper. 

The  place  was  clean  and  neat. 

There  were  86  prisoners  last  year ;  of  whom  31  were  females. 
One  of  the  latter  had  been  in  six  times  in  the  last  eight  mouths. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  place  was  empty. 

The  keeper  and  his  wife  had  a  respectable  appearance,  and 
seemed  to  be  well  qualified  for  their  duties. 

Except  as  regards  the  ventilation,  this  lock-up  house  appears  to 
be  well  adapted  for  its  purposes.

HUIJTINGDON.— COUNTY  PRISON. 

[Inqwcted  Sth  March,  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  one  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report,  the  debtors  have  no  longer  access  to  their  bed-rooms 
during  the  day ;  but  the  following  recommendations  have  not 
been  adopted : — 

1.  The  ventilation  of  the  chapel  and  of  the  trecul-wheel  to  be 
improved  in  the  way  pointed  out  to  the  governor. 

2.  The  prisoners  to  be  weighed  on  acunission  and  liberation. 

3.  The  entrance  to  the  new  wing  to  be  made  more  secure. 

4.  The  dress  of  the  convicted  prisoners  to  be  made  complete  by 
the  addition  of  shoes,  braces,  &c.,  and  the  untried  prisoners  to  be 
allowed  the  use  of  the  prison  dress  as  directed  by  the  127th  rule«. 
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5.  As  far  as  practicable^  the  shoes,  stockings,  and  other  clothing 
to  be  made  by  the  prisoners,  and  every  other  kind  of  work  required 
for  the  prison  to  oe  performed  by  them ;  matmakiog  al3o,  and 
other  kinds  of  useful  work  for  sale,  to  be  introduced, 

6.  An  effective  provision  to  be  made  for  the  instruction  of  the 
prisoners  in  reading  and  writing. 

7.  The  selection  of  prisoners  for  separate  confinement  to  be 
made  according  to  the  classification  recommended  in  my  Four- 
teenth Annual  Report,  page  30. 

8.  When  the  new  wins  is  brought  into  use,  the  prisoners  to  rise 
all  the  year  roimd  not  later  than  at  six,  and  not  go  to  bed  before 
nine  at  night.  £v?ry  convicted  prisoner  also  to  be  then  required 
to  perform  a  daily  task  equal  to  10  hours'  fair  labour. 

I'he  new  wing  mentioned  in  the  last  Report  has  been  completed ; 
but  up  to  the  time  of  my  visit  it  had  been  but  little  used,  except 
for  sleeping  in,  as  the  ceils  had  not  till  then  be^n  certified  as  fit 
for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners. 

The  wing  contains  60  cells  of  the  usual  size  in  three  double 
tiers ;  the  doors  of  the  two  upper  tiers  opening  upon  banging 
galleries.  In  the  basement  Qoor,  there  are  two  reception  cells, 
two  cells  (or  refractory  prisoners,  three  baths*  a  kitchen  with 
store-rooms,  &c. 

A  new  infirpiary  has  also  been  built,  containing  three  rooms 
for  males,  and  three  for  females. 

The  new  wing  is  not,  in  my  t)pinion,  secure.  Some  of  the 
windows  in  the  basement  floor  are  made  of  cast  iron  onlv,  and 
where  there  are  wrought  iron  bars  in  this  part  of  the  building, 
these  are  too  far  apart ;  and  throughout  t ne  wing  the  wrought 
iron  bars  are  weak  for  want  of  a  cross  bar. 

Another  source  of  danger  is  the  great  number  of  entrances  to 
the  wing.  There  are  not  fewer  than  five  outer  doors,  whereas, 
in  my  opinion,  there  should  be  only  one.  And  these  outer  doors 
are  single,  instead  of  each  having  a  guard-door  with  a  different 
lock.  Again  the  angles  in  the  new  outer  wall  are  in  some  places 
too  sharp,  and  aflbrd  the  raeana  of  escape  by  climbing,  as  a  sweep 
climbs  up  a  chimney. 

The  usual  mode  of  warming  has  been  departed  from  by  bringing 
the  warm  air,  in  the  first  instance,  into  flues  running  underneath 
each  side  of  the  floor  of  the  hall,  with  which  the  cells  communi- 
eate ;  but  this  change  appears  to  be  anything  but  an  improvementy 
as  much  heat,  which  is  wanted  for  the  cells,  seems  to  be  thrown 
into  the  hall,  where  it  is  of  little  use«  In  feet,  the  apparatus  bath 
for  warming  and  ventilating,  works  more  feebly  than  in  most  of 
the  new  prisons  that  I  have  seen ;  indeed,  in  the  basement-floor 
it  is  at  present  quite  a  failure.  Part  of  this  floor  also,  is  not  yet 
dry. 

The  cell  windows  are  made  to  open,  of  which  I  approve; 
but  the  action  should  have  been  reversed,  so  as  to  prevent  a 
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prisoner  from  teeing  into  the  femaW  yard,  which  n^any  of  them 
ean  now  do. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  62,  which  is  3 
more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  and  20  more  than  the 
average  in  1847.  During  the  last  two  months*  however,  there 
has  been  a  considerable  diminution  in  the  number  of  prisonersi  as 
compared  with  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year. 

On  the  day  of  my  visit  there  were  64  prisoners. 

The  following  appeared  to  me  the  chief  exceptions  to  the 
observance  of  the  rules : — 

1.  There  is  no  notice  board  cautioning  persons  from  bringing 
spirits  tobacco,  or  other  forbidden  articles  into  the  prison. 

2.  Very  little  employment  is  provided  for  prisoners  not 
sentenced  to  hard  labour. 

3.  The  prison  dress  of  many  of  the  convicted  prisoners  is 
not  complete ;  such  of  them  as  nave  good  shoes  and  stockings  of 
their  own,  being  required  to  wear  them  instead  of  being  supplied 
with  shoes  and  stockings  belonging  to  the  prison.  Moreover, 
untried  prisoners  are  not  allowed  to  wear  the  prison  dress  unless 
their  own  clothes  are  unfit  for  use. 

4.  The  chaplain  is  not  in  the  habit  of  seeing  every  prisoner  at 
stated  times  in  private. 

5.  There  is  no  schoolmaster  or  other  sufficient  provision  for  the 
instruction  of  the  prisoners. 

6.  There  is  no  effectual  classification  of  the  debtors. 

The  prisoners  pass  a  great  deal  too  much  time  in  bed ;  in 
mid-winter  more  than  fifteen  hours  out  of  the  twenty-four. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  being  aj^ricultural  labourers,  it  is 
desirable  that  the  chief  work  of  the  prison  should  be  adapted 
to  that  class  of  persons;  and  this  object  might  be  attained 
to  a  considerable  extent,  by  taking  in  four  or  five  acres  of 
the  land  adjoining  the  prison  grounds^  and  converting  it  into 
a  market  garden  for  the  supply  of  the  prison,  and  for  sale  at  Cam* 
bridge. 

Many  of  the  prisoners  have  hitherto  been  idle,  and  the  labour 
of  the  others  has  been  next  to  worthless,  consisting  chiefly  of 
tread-wheel  labour. 

I'he  prison  was  clean  throughout  and  the  prisoners  were  clean 
in  their  persons. 

The  bedding  is  sufficient,  but,  as  already  stated,  the  supply  of 
clothing  is  not  what  the  rules  require. 

With  the  additions  made  in  some  cases  by  the  surgeon,  the 
dietary  appears  to  be  sufficient  and  the  quality  of  the  food  was 
good.  Its  aaily  cost,  per  head,  last  year  was  4i\d,  which  is  about 
the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 

The  prisoners  had  a  tolerably  healthy  appearance.  The  surgeon 
stated  as  follows : — 
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''The  prisonen  are  at  preaent  in  pretty  good  health.  There  are 
three  or  four  prisoners  who  are  not  able  to  work,  but  only  one  of  th« 
cases  is  serious.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  pretty 
good  since  Mr.  Hill's  visit  last  May.  There  has  not  been  any  epidemic 
or  other  prevailing  disease  among  them.  At  the  end  of  six  or  nine 
months,  however,  the  majority  of  the  prisoners  fall  off  considerablv  in 
health,  and  require  either  extra  food  or  exemption  from  tread-wheel 
labour.** 

The  surgeon  attributed  much  of  the  illness  to  the  tread-wheel 
labour,  which  may  be  partly  explained  by  the  want  of  ventilation 
in  the  mill. 

There  is  no  index  to  show  the  number  of  turns  which  the  mill 
makes;  but  the  governor  said  that  he  was  certain  that  tbe 
maximum  quantity  of  tread-wheel  labour  allowed  by  the  rules  was 
never  exceeded,  and  that  in  summer  it  was  found  necessary  to 
give  much  less  than  this  maximum. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have 
been  good.  The  chaplain,  however,  stated  that  tbe  untried 
prisoners  did  each  other  much  injury  by  their  association,  and 
that  it  was  very  desirable  that  they  should  be  placed  in  separa- 
tion. 

The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  156,  or  about  2  per 
prisoner.  The  chief  offences  are  breaches  of  the  rule  enforcing 
silence. 

Only  one  prisoner  made  any  complaint  and  his  complaint  was 
found  on  inquiry  to  be  frivolous. 

The  register  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state ;  and  the  form 
of  accounts  appears  to  afford  a  sufficient  check  on  the  disburse- 
ments. 

The  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge 
for  rent  or  repairs)  was  22/. ;  which  is  the  general  average  cost 
of  prisoners  in  England,  though  6/.  above  the  average  in  Scotland. 

The  governor  is  evidently  a  zealous  and  efficient  officer,  but 
the  system  of  discipline  which  he  is  required  to  carry  into  effect 
is  far  from  satisfactory. 


FLETTON.— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSB. 
[Ingpeoted  June  Sid,  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  since  my  last  Report 
(dated  June,  1849),  the  recommendations  in  that  Report  not 
having  been  carried  into  effect. 

Two  men,  charged  with  a  very  serious  case  of  burglary,  lately 
made  their  escape  from  this  lock-up  house  in  a  way  which 
would  have  been  impossible,  had  the  measures  which  I  suggested 
for  rendering  the  place  more  secure  been  adopted.  I  was 
infcM'med  that  these  men  belonged  to  a  notorious  gang  of 
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thieves.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  they  have  been  let 
loose  again  on  society. 

I  found  the  place  clean. 

During  the  last  year  there  have  been  42  prisoners,  which  is 
about  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  one  prisoner  at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations,  embodying  those 
which  I  made  at  my  last  visit. 

1.  A  secure  dav-room  to  be  formed,  as  explained  on  the  spot 
to  Colonel  Vaughan  and  Mr.  Strong,  out  or  one  of  the  rooms 
intended  for  a  keeper. 

As  prisoners  are  not  confined  here  for  anight  merely,  but  are 
sometunes  remanded  for  more  than  a  week,  it  is  necessary  to 
have  other  accommodation  than  the  sleeping  cells. 

2.  Except  in  very  peculiar  cases,  only  one  prisoner  to  be  per- 
mitted to  be  in  the  day-room  at  a  time. 

3.  Two  iron-g^ted  doors  to  pe  put  in  the  |daces  pointed 
out. 

4.  The  cell-doors  to  be  lined  with  sheet-iron;  and  small 
wickets  (not  exceeding  5  inches  square)  to  be  put  in  them,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  opening  the  doors  to  give  the 
prisoners  food. 

5.  Two  night- vessels,  such  as  those  in  use  in  Lincoln  Castle, 
to  be  procured,  so  as  to  avoid  the  necessitjr,  when  it  is  desirable 
to  avoid  it,  of  taking  a  prisoner  to  the  privy;  and  a  few  pairs 
of  list-shoes  to  be  procured,  in  order  tnat  a  prisoner  may  be 
deprived  of  his  boots,  which  might  sometimes  be  used  as  for- 
midable weapons. 

6.  The  pnvy,  and  the  rest  of  the  slight  building,  of  which 
it  forms  part,  to  be  strengthened  in  the  ways  pointed  out ;  and 
a  proper  place  to  be  made  for  the  nightsoii. 

7.  The  allowance  of  food  to  those  who  are  maintained  by  the 
county  to  be  restricted  to  a  pound  and  a  half  of  bread  daily,  to 
be  given  in  three  equal  meals ;  but  the  quantity  of  bedding 
to  be  increased. 


SUFFOLK. 

BURT  ST.  EDMUNDS.— GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CX)RRECTION  FOB 

THE  LIBERTY  OF  BURY. 

[The  lospection  commenced  April  2drd,  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  suggestions  in  my  last  Report 
(in  May,  1849),  all  the  tailors'  work  required  for  the  prison  is  now 
done  by  the  prisoners,  and  to  some  extent  the  shoemaking  also  ; 
the  cells  in  one  of  the  wards  have  been  prepared  for  being  certified 
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as  fit  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners,  though  no  cer- 
tificate has  yet  been  given  ;*  all  convicted  prisoners  are  now 
supplied  with  a  prison  dress,  and  all  untried  prisoners  are  allon  ed 
to  wear  it ;  and  a  provision  has  been  made  for  having  nearly  all 
the  prisoners  when  associated  in  classes  under  constant  superinten- 
dence. 

The  Amended  Dietary,  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  has  been  adopted. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  alterations  either 
in  the  buildings  or  discipline. 

The  untried  male  prisoners,  and  most  of  the  convicted  who 
are  not  sentenced  to  hard  labmYr,  still  pass  their  time  in  idleness ; 
though  the  governor  thinks  that  if  usefbl  employment  were  pro- 
vided for  them,  most  of  them  would  be  willing  to  work. 

The  buildings  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

There  was  an  escape  a  few  months  ago,  in  consequence  of  a 
phimber,  who  was  employed  yi  ihe  prison,  having  \eh  a  ladder 
about.  The  prisoner,  who,  the  governor  said,  was  a  wild  fellow  who 
had  lived  part  of  his  life  with  gipsies,  was  taken  again  and 
sentenced  to  transportation  for  1 5  years.  The  governor  said  that 
he  had  warned  the  other  officers  of  the  probability  of  this  man 
trying  to  escape. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  year  ending  the  31st 
March  was  132;  which  is  8  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  increase  in  the  commitments  was  chiefly  in  petty  larcenies 
and  poaching. 

One  man  was  lately  liberated  after  his  twenty-first  imprisoD- 
ment  for  poaching ;  and  another^  who  is  only  ^0  years  okl,  has 
been  14  times  in  the  prison,  chiefly,  for  poaching.  The  former 
boasts  that  he  had  eaten  18  Christmas  dinners  in  the  prison ! 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  128  prisoners. 

The  large  majority  of  the  prisoners  belong  to  the  district. 

I  found  the  following  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observance 
of  the  rules : — 

1.  Cells  have  been  used  to  a  considerable  extent  for  separate 
confinement  which  have  not  been  certified  as  fit  for  that  purpose. 
The  surgeon,  however^  said  that  he  had  not  seen  any  ill  eflfects  to 
arise  from  the  cells  having  been  so  employed. 

2.  As  implied  by  what  has  already  been  stated,  little  employ- 
ment is  found  for  convicted  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour, 
or  for  untried  prisoners. 

The  prisoners  still  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chief  employment  of  the  male  prisoners  is  still  tread-wheel 
labour,  though  better  kinds  of  work  have  to  some  extent  been 
introditced. 


Tbe  certificate  ha«  since  been  granted. 
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It  appears  that  formerly  many  of  the  prisoners  were  set  to  work 
on  the  land  near  the  prison,  and  that  although  there  was  no  more 
expensive  fence  round  it  than  an  ordinary  hedge,  there  was  no 
case  of  escape.     On  this  subject  the  governor  stated  as  follows : — 

^'  Mr*  Orridge,  the  late  governor  of  this  priaoo,  who  was  my  father* 
in-law,  had  a  farm  near  the  prison  on  which  he  was  allowed  to  employ 
the  prisoners.  He  had  frequently  a  score  at  a  time  oo  the  farm.  There 
was  no  wall  round  it  nothing  but  ordinary  hedges ;  but  I  have  heard 
him  say,  that  during  the  whole  time  he  was  allowed  to  employ  the 
jprisonen  on  the  farm»  which  continued  sevearl  years,  not  a  single 
prisoaer  so  employed  made  his  escape.  I  should  myself  have  no  fear 
qf  eeoape  from  employing  {nrisoners  in  a  similar  way  and  without  any 
wall  round  the  land,  if  the  selection  of  the  prisoners  were  lefl  with  me. 
It  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  that  most  of  the  prisoners  are  watching 
for  opportunities  to  escape.  They  know  that  to  do  so  would  be 
equivalent  to  subjecting  themselves  to  perpetual  banishment  from  their 
homes,  for  that  if  they  ventured  to  show  themselves  again  they  should 
be  apprehended  and  compelled  to  undergo  a  punishment  far  greater 
than  that  which  they  had  tried  to  escape  from.  Generally  speaking 
it  is  only  wandering  offenckrs  under  serious  charges  who  make  any 
attempt  to  escape ;  very  seldom  suen  as  have  regular  homes,  as  is  the 
case  with  most  of  our  prisoners*  I  believe  that  of  the  97  prisoners 
now  in  confinement  scarcely  one  would  try  to  escape." 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

**  I  oome  to  the  prison  every  morning  at  half  past  nine,  and  on  my 
arrival  read  the  daily  prayers.  I  then  see  in  private  any  prisoners 
who  have  newly  arrived  or  who  are  ahout  to  leave.  I  next  visit  the 
school  and  take  a  cla$s  myself  for  religious  instruction,  and  conclude  by 
visiting  the  sick,  if  there  be  any  in  the  hospital,  and  by  seeing  any 
prisoner  who  may  be  in  solitary  confinement.  This  is  my  general 
routine  of  duty,  but  on  Saturday  in  place  of  having  a  class  I  give  the 
whole  time,  except  that  emplo)ed  in  reading  prayers,  to  seeing  the 
prisoners  in  private.  On  Sunday  I  perform  three  full  services,  two 
for  the  males,  and  one  for  the  females.  On  an  average  I  pass  from 
two  hours  and  a  half  to  three  hours  daily  in  the  prison.  The  prisoners 
who  are  committed  for  considerable  periods  generally  make  satisfactory 
progress  both  in  religious  and  secular  knowledge,  and  are  exceedingly 
thankful  for  the  instruction  afforded  to  them  ;  but  with  those  who  are 
sent  for  short  periods,  such  as  a  fortnight,  little  can  be  effected.  The 
general  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel  or  otherwise  under 
my  charge  has  been  remarkably  good.'* 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  Chaplain's  Report  for  the  year 
ending  Michaelmao,  1850 ; — 

**  On  comparing  the  number  of  committals  with  that  which  I  mentioned 
in  my  last  {teport,  and  which  amounted  to  709.  I  am  happy  to  find  that 
notwithstanding  the  continaed  depression  in  agriculture,  and  the  con- 
sequent scarcity  of  labour,  there  is  a  decrease  of  committals  amounting 
to  67.  Among  the  causes  which  I  am  led  to  think  has  produced  this 
diminution  of  numbers*  this  noay  be  mentioned  as  the  principal  one,  viz., 
the  alteration  which  has  taken  place*  in  the  dietary  this  year,  by  which

the  former  inducement  of  having  more  to  eat — which  hitherto  led  the 
disorderly  inmates  of  Union- hotues  to  commit  offences  in  order  to  come 
to  gaol — is  removed,  and  a  more  severe  employment  in  separate  cells 
allotted  them ;  since  the  numbers  of  committals  from  Union-houses  up 
to  my  last  Report  amounted  in  the  year  to  120,  while  to  the  present  time 
they  have  scarcely  exceeded  60,  thus  producing  a  diminution  of  nearly 
one  half.     .     .     . 

^*  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  both  at  chapel  and  at  school,  continues 
to  be  very  orderly  and  attentive.  Still,  as  I  have  mentioned  in  my 
former  Report,  the  present  chapel  is  not  suited  for  the  purposes  of 
worship,  nor  calculated  to  give  them  the  idea  that  while  in  it  they  are 
engaged  in  the  service  of  God.  A  larger  and  more  commodious  schod- 
room,  in  a  different  locality  than  the  present,  would  be  an  improvement ; 
as  1  have  observed  many  disadvantages  to  arise  both  from  the  size  and 
situation  of  the  present  one." 

The  schoolmaster  gives  about  five  hours  per  day  to  his  duties. 
He  teaches  the  prisoners  reading  and  writing,  and  occasionally 
gives  a  little  instruction  in  arithmetic.  The  females  are  taught 
by  the  matron. 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners,  both  male  and  female,  and 
found  the  general  progress  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  pri- 
soners. 

Except  that  the  matron  stated  that  the  females'  clothing  was 
scarcely  warm  enough  in  winter,  the  bedding  and  clothing  ap- 
peared to  be  sufficient. 

As  already  mentioned,  the  dietary  lately  recommended  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  has  been  adopted.  I  found  the  food  gcod  in 
quality,  and  the  surgeon  and  governor  considered  it  sufficient,  in 
ail  cases,  in  quantity  ;  and  no  prisoner  made  any  complaint  about 
it.  Nevertheless  of  40  prisoners  taken  indiscriminately  among 
those  who  had  been  committed  for  short  periods,  26  had  lost  in 
weight,  and  only  7  had  sained. 

The  cost  of  the  food  last  year  was  about  4^,,  which  is  rather 
more  than  the  general  average. 

The  prisoners  had  a  healthy  appearance,  and  the  deputy- 
surgeon  (the  surgeon  himself  being  absent  from  illness)  stated  as 
follows : — 

^^  The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  very  good  health,  and  the  general 
state  of  health  in  the  prison  has  been  good  since  Mr.  H ill's  last 
inspection.  The  only  important  exception  was  a  case  in  which  several 
prisoners  in  one  of  the  wards  were  attacked  with  violent  cramps, 
obstinate  constipation,  and  constant  vomiting,  owing  entirely,  in  my 
opinion,  to  malaria  arising  from  a  quantity  of  offal  kept  by  a  butcher, 
near  the  prison,  to  feed  pigs  with.  On  my  representation  to  the 
visiting  justices  the  nuisance  was  removed,  and  the  disorder  gradually 
disappeared,  though  some  of  the  prisoners  remained  for  several  weeks 
in  a  very  exhausted  state.  There  is  only  one  prisoner  at  present  who 
is  sufficiently  unwell  to  be  unable  to  work,  and  this  man  was  so  when 
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be  came  in  :  indeed  he  is  now  much  better  than  he  was  then.  I  see 
no  objection  to  coarser  bread  being  used  in  the  prison.  There  is  a 
greater  tendency  to  constipation  than  to  diarrhoea  among  the  prisoners. 
Except  piles  there  is  no  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable 
than  persons  in  the  same  class  of  life  out  of  prison.  Most  of  the 
prisoners  who  remain  some  months  improve  in  health  during  their 
imprisonment.  They  generally  increase  in  weight,  but  most  df  those 
who  are  sent  for  short  periods  lose  in  weight,  owing  partly  to  their 
having  less  food,  and  partly  to  the  circumstance  that  prisoners  who  have 
newly  arrived  often  fret  for  a  time.  There  is  occasional  shamming  of 
illness  to  escape  the  treadwheel." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  appears  to  have  much 
improved,  which  the  governor  attributed  to  the  better  provision 
for  superintendence.  Except  on  one  occasion,  when  the  governor 
was  absent  on  leave,  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  case 
of  such  gross  misbehaviour  as  I  had  to  mention  in  my  last  Report. 
The  whole  number  of  punishments  during  the  year  was  only  46, 
and  among  the  female  prisoners  (who  are  in  a  separate  building 
quite  removed  from  that  for  the  male  prisoners)  there  was  not  a 
single  punishment. 

County-court  debtors  are  separated  from  other  debtors,  but  at 
the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  none  of  the  former  class. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

There  was  a  prisoner  convicted  of  highway  robbery,  whom  the 
governor  believed  to  be  innocent.  The  governor  had  communi- 
cated on  the  subject  to  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  and  at 
his  request  had  supplied  him  with  a  statement  of  the  grounds  on 
which  he  supposed  the  prisoner  to  be  innocent. 

The  governor  stated  that  two  cases  had  come  to  his  knowledge 
this  year  of  persons  who  had  once  been  in  this  prison  for  felony, 
but  who  are  now  living  in  habits  ofindustiy  and  respectability. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state,  and  the 
system  of  accounts  appears  to  afford  a  sufficient  check  on  the 
disbursements. 

The  food  and  other  stores  are  supplied  by  public  contract. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  was  21/.,  wh'ch  is 
17.  below  the  general  average  in  England,  though  5/.  alK>ve  the 
general  average  in  Scotland. 

The  entries  in  the  Visiting  Justices*  Minute  Book  were  regular, 
and  showed  satisfaction  with  the  state  of  the  prison. 

The  governor,  chaplain,  and  matron,  appear  all  to  be  zealous 
and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties ;  but  the  system  in 
use  must  be  much  improved  before  the  discipline  can  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1.  The  business  of  shoemaking  in  the  prison  to  be  extended, 
and  basket  making  and  net  making  to  be  introduced. 

2.  Five  cells  in  ward  No.  1  to  1^  prepared  for  being  certified  as 
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fit  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners ;  which  can  be  done  at 
very  little  expense. 

3.  Coarser  and  cheaper  bread  to  be  used. 

4.  The  use  of  beer,  which  has  now  been  nearly  done  away  with^ 
to  be  wholly  dif^continued  by  abolishing  the  allowance  once  a 
week  to  the  prisoners  employed  as  washerwomen,  and  substituting* 
milk  or  some  other  nutritious  article  of  food  in  its  place. 

5.  Smoking  to  be  prohibited  among  debtors,  as  among  oUier 
prisoners ;  as  is  the  case  at  the  prisons  at  Derby,  Chester,  and 
elsewhere. 

6.  The  females  to  be  allowed  flannel  petticoats  in  winter;  the 
matron  considering  this  addition  to  their  clothing  neoessary. 


BURY  ST.  EDMUNDS.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UF  HOUSfi. 
[Inspected  April  ^4th,  1860.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  since  my  last  Report  (dated 
May,  1850),  the  recommendations  contained  in  that  Report  not 
having  been  carried  into  effect,  though  I  was  informed  by  the  town 
clerk  that  the  attention  of  the  town  council  would  be  immediately 
directed  to  the  subject. 

The  place  was  clean. 

Last  year  there  were  249  male  prisoners  and  35  females, 
forming  a  total  which  is  the  same  within  one  as  in  the  previous 
year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  place  was  empty. 


IPSWICH.— BOROUGH  PRISON. 

[Inspected  April  25th,  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  and  sugges- 
tions in  ray  last  Report  (dated  May^  1849),  the  following  altera*- 
tions  have  been  made  : — 

I.  I'he  whitewashing  is  now  done  by  the  prisoners,  and  the 
clothing  except  the  shoes  is  repaired  by  them,  but  most  of  the 
new  clothing  is  still  purchased,  and  the  borough  still  pays  for  both 
the  making  and  mending  of  the  shoes.  That  part  of  the  re-> 
commendation  also  which  suggested  the  introduction  of  some 
simple  work  of  a  staple  kind,  for  the  constant  employment  of  all 
the  convicted  prisoners,  and  of  such  of  the  unconvicted  as  were 
willing  to  work,  has  not  been  acted  upon ;  consequently  at  my 
present  visit  I  again  found  a  third  part  of  the  prisoners  in  a  state 
of  idleness,  while  most  of  those  who  were  employed  were  engaged 
in  turning  cranks,  the  power  of  which  is  wasted. 

One  of  the  prisoners  who  was  unemployed  was  a  shoemaker, 
who  said  that  he  should  like  very  much  to  work.  Nevertheless 
no  work  had  been  given  him,  although  the  borough  is  suljected 
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to  the  expense  of  purchasing  shoes  for  ihe  prisoners^  and  even  of 
mending  them. 

2.  The  prisoners  now  go  info  the  bath  on  admistuon,  though 
not  aOerwards,  as  recommended,  once  a  month. 

3.  An  inner  wall  is  now  building  to  make  the  prison  more 
secure. 

The  recommendations  for  having  the  cells  supplied  with  gas^ 
and  with  the  means  of  communicating  with  an  officer,  with  a  view 
to  their  being  certified  as  fit  for  rhe  separate  confineQient  of 
prisoners,  for  putting  a  stop  to  the  slothful  habits  engendered  by 
the  long  time  which  the  prisoners  pas^  in  bed,  for  removing  the 
dampness  in  one  of  the  rooms,  for  furnishing  the  surgeon  with  a 
case  book,  and  for  the  matron  teaching  the  female  prisoners  to 
read  and  write,  have  not  been  acted  upon. 

The  dietary  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted. 

Part  of  the  building  is  out  of  repair,  but  I  was  informed  that 
steps  were  about  to  be  taken  to  put  it  into  thorough  repair. 

The  insecurity  of  the  prison  was  spoken  of  in  the  last  Report, 
and  since  that  time  there  has  been  an  escape.  It  was  effected  by 
the  prisoner  taking  out  part  of  the  brick- work  in  his  cell  by 
means  of  a  poker  which  he  had  secreted  when  in  the  school  room, 
and  letting  himself  down  by  his  sheets  and  blankets. 

It  appears  by  the  subjoined  entry  in  the  visiting  justices*  minute 
book,  tnat  mucn  blame  attached  to  the  governor  and  schoolmaster 
in  this  business,  and  that  in  other  respects  the  governor  had  been 
negligent : — 

^'  l&tk  July^  1849 — ^The  visiting  justices  report  to  the  Gaol  Session, 
that  having  instituted  and  completed  their  inquiries  into  the  circum* 
stances  connected  with  the  escape  of  the  convict  F.  G.,  they  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  convict  was  enabled  to  break  through 
the  wall  of  his  cell  by  means  of  a  poker,  which  he  contrived  to  abstract 
from  the  schoolroom  on  the  previous  day,  and  secrete  about  his  person  ; 
and  they  are  of  opinion  that  a  great  want  of  vigilance  and  proper 
precaution  attaches  to  the  governor,  and  Pettit,  the  schoolmaster,  who 
IS  also  one  of  the  turnkeys,  for  having  allowed  an  instrument  so 
manifestly  adapted  to  facilitate  and  accomplish  an  escape  to  remain 
within  the  observation  and  reach  of  the  prisoners  during  their  daily 
visits  to  the  schoolroom. 

*^  The  visiting  justices  also  report  great  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
governor,  in  having  failed  to  remove  two  hooks,  placed  in  another  part 
of  the  outer  wall  oi  the  prison,  for  several  days  after  his  attenUon  had 
been  directed  to  them  by  the  visiting  justices,  and  also  in  not  guarding 
against  and  preventin<r  the  introduction  into  the  prison  of  several 
improper  and  prohibited  articles. 

"The  visiting  justices  also  express  feelings  of  deep  disappointment  at 
not  having  found  more  alacrity  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  governor 
(who  has  so  recently  been  appointed  to  his  office)  in  pursuing  and  endea- 
vouring to  retake  the  prisoner  after  the  discovery  of  his  escape." 
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Subsequently  to  this  there  are  two  entries  in  the  visiting 
justices'  minute-book,  reflecting  discredit  on  the  governor.  The 
first  of  these  entries,  dated  27th  of  October,  1849,  ends  as 
follows : — 

"  The  visiting  justices  are  obliged  to  remark  that  there  appears  a 
laxity  and  inattention  on  the  part  of  the  governor  in  the  mauagement 
and  discipline  of  the  prison.'* 

In  about  two  months  after  the  prisoner's  escape  he  was  retaken 
for  a  new  offence  which  he  had  committed,  and  is  now  at  Mill- 
bank  under  sentence  of  transportation  for  15  years. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  year  ending  31st  ultimo 
was  15,  which  is  2  less  than  the  number  in  the  previous  year. 

The  following  appeared  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the 
observance  of  the  rules  : — 

1.  There  are  no  printed  copies  of  the  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
the  prisoners,  and  the  rules  are  very  seldom  read  to  the  prisoners'; 
only  once,  the  governor  admitted,  since  he  had  been  in  office. 

2.  As  may  be  inferred  from  what  has  already  been  stated,  the 
governor  does  not  provide  employment  for  convicted  prisoners 
not  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  or  for  such  prisoners  before  trial  as 
are  willing  to  be  employed  as  far  as  can  be  done. 

3.  In  winter  the  prisoners  do  not  wash  their  feet  so  often  as 
the  rule  directs. 

4.  The  cells  which  are  used  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners,  have  not  been  certified  as  fit 
for  such  use,  but  the  surgeon  said  that  no  ill  efiTects  had  arisen 
from  their  occupation. 

5.  There  is  no  book  showing  how  much  food  is  received  and 
consumed. 

6.  As  implied  by  what  has  already  been  stated,  there  is  no 
provision  for  teaching  the  female  prisoners  to  read  and  write. 

7.  The  surgeon's  half  weekly  visits  to  the  prison  and  the 
chaplain's  private  visits  to  the  prisoners  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  regular;  the  surgeon  also  nas  not  been  in  the  habit  of  re- 
cording the  state  of  the  health  of  the  prisoners  on  their  admission 
or  discharge,  or  of  making  an  annual  report ;  nor  has  the  chap- 
lain been  in  the  habit  of  giving  jthe  prisoners  religious  instruction 
in  classes  or  of  making  an  annual  report. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

*'  On  Sunday  I  perform  the  full  morning  service  and  evening  service, 
and  preach  a  sermon.  On  the  week  days,  with  the  exception  of 
Saturday,  and  generally  on  Friday  also,  1  read  the  appointed  service. 
Generally  speaking  I  see  every  prisoner  once  a  month  in  private.  The 
general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel  or  otherwise  under  my 
charge  is  extremely  good." 

The  schoolmaster  gives  four  hours  per  day  to  instruction.  He 
teaches  the  prisoners  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 
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I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners,  but  their  general  progress 
was  unsatisfactory.  As  no  specimens  had  been  kept  of  the 
writing  of  the  prisoners  on  their  admission,  it  was  in  most  cases 
impossible  to  judge  of  their  progress  in  this  respect. 

Making  allowance  for  the  dust  caused  by  the  bricklayers 
employed  on  the  ground,  the  prison  was  clean,  and  the  prisoners 
were  clean  in  their  persons. 

Except  in  some  minor  articles  of  clothing,  the  clothing  and 
bedding  were  sufficient. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality.  Its  daily  cost  last  year  was 
4|</.  per  head. 

I  found  the  prisoners  in  good  health.  The  surgeon  stated  as 
follows : — 

'*  The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  very  good  health,  and  their  general 
health  has  been  very  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  There  is 
no  one  who  is  sufficiently  unwell  to  be  unable  to  work.  There  has  not 
been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  There 
is  00  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable  than  persons  in  the 
same  class  of  life  out  of  prison.  Generally  speaking  I  think  the 
prisoners  improve  in  health,  even  those  who  remain  a  considerable 
time." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good.  The  chief  offence  was  stated  to  be  improper  language; 
and  the  ordinary  punishment,  stoppage  of  food. 

Counts-court  debtors  are  separated  from  other  debtors. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint 

The  registers  were!  n  a  proper  state,  but  the  system  of  accounts 
does  not  afford  a  sufficient  check  on  the  disbursements.  There 
is  no  account  showing  the  receipt  and  consumption  of  food. 

Bread  and  meat  only  are  supplied  by  public  contract. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  was  more  than  36/., 
which  is  14/.  above  the  general  average  in  England^  and  20/. 
above  the  general  average  in  Scotland. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  very  unsatisfactory. 

I  recommended  that  a  contract  be  entered  into  with  the  county 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  prisoners,  with  a  view  to  the 
discontinuance  of  a  separate  prison  for  the  borough ;  but  that,  if 
this  recommendation  were  not  adopted,  a  new  governor  should  be 
appointed;  that  the  recommendations  mentioned  in  the  last  Report 
should  be  carried  into  effect ;  and  that  a  proper  stock-account  of 
food  and  other  stores  should  be  kept. 

With  reference  to  the  first  of  the  foregoing  recommendations,  I 
have  received  the  subjoined  letter  from  the  Clerk  to  the  Visiting 
Justices : — 

«  Town  Hall^  Ipswich,  2nd  July,  1850. 

''Sir, — I  am  desired  by  the  Mayor  and  Magistrates  of  this  Borough, 
to  state  that  they  have  on  several  occasions  taken  into  consideration  the 
recommendation  contained  in  your  letter  addressed  to  the  Mayor,  that 
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application  should  be  made  to  the  County  Justices  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  Town  Council  of  this  Borough,  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Borough  prisoners,  with  a  view  to  the  discontinuance  of 
the  separate  Borough  Pnson — and  they  have  had,  through  one  of  ihcir 
body,  conferences  with  the  County  Justices  upon  this  important  qucstkm. 

"  Upon  such  conferences,  careful  calculations  were  made  as  to  the 
extent  of  accommodation  which  would  be  obtained  in  the  County  Prnon, 
by  the  proposed  transfer  to  the  Borough  Gaol  of  the  Coun^  female 
prisoners,  and  the  additional  room  which  the  County  would  acquire  by  the 
consequent  removal  of  the  Borough  male  prisoners  to  the  County  Prison ; 
and  it  was  beyond  all  doubt  ascertained  that  the  additionsd  room  thus  to 
be  obtained,  would  be  totally  insufficient  for  the  objects  of  the  suggested 
union. 

"  Under  these  circumstances,  therefore,  any  further  discussion  became 
useless,  and  the  proposition  was  mutually  abandoned,  on  the  ground  I 
have  stated,  as  to  its  impractibHity. 

'<  But  the  Magistrates  for  the  Boitnigh,  independent  of  the  above  con- 
siderations, would  have  hesitated  to  entertain  the  proposed  change,  on 
the  ^ound  of  its  inutility :  for,  in  the  first  pkce,  the  large  extension  of 
population,  now  above  thirty  thousand,  would  alone  justify  the  main- 
tenance of  a  separate  prison,  over  which  they  ought  to  retain  an  ex- 
elusive  supervision ;  and  they  feel  quite  convinced  that  the  classificatioa, 
discipline,  and  management  of  their  prison,  under  its  present  control,  is 
carried  out  in  an  improved  manner. 

"These  beneficial  objects  have  been  attained  by  the  large  sums  of 
money  recently  expended  in  the  improvement  of  the  Gaol  throughout, 
MOW  making  it  entirely  adapted  for  the  criminal  purposes  of  the  Borough. 
And  they  could  not,  moreover,  discover,  after  a  careful  estimate,  any 
saving  in  expense  which  would  justify  a  union  of  the  two  prisons,  under 
such  a  sacrifice  of  important  advantages. 
•*  I  have,  Ac, 

'*  £.  LiWRBNOfi, 

**  Clerk  lo  the  Gaol  Session  and  Visiting  Magistrates." 

I  cannot  at  all  agree  in  the  views  taken  in  the  above  letter.  It 
seems  to  me  evident  that  the  available  accommodation  in  the  two 
prisons,  whatever  it  may  be,  must  be  increased,  instead  of  being 
diminished,  by  a  junction,  inasmuch  as  the  means  of  classi- 
fication would  be  greater.  Take,  for  example,  the  parts  appro- 
priated to  female  prisoners.  When  two  separate  wards  are 
applied  to  that  purpose,  in  two  distinct  buildings,  though  there 
may  be  only  a  single  female  prisoner  in  each  ward,  none  of  the 
rooms  and  cells  for  females  can  be  used  for  male  prisoners,  how- 
ever much  they  may  be  required  for  that  purpose.  But  if  the 
inmates  of  the  two  prisons  were  under  one  management,  then  u 
the  prisoners  of  either  sex  be  few  in  number,  as  compared  with 
their  accommodation,  one  of  their  wards,  if  there  be  two,  or  two 
wards  if  there  be  three,  Sec.,  can  be  readily  given  over,  for  a  titn®> 
to  the  use  of  prisoners  of  the  other  sex. 

So  much  as  respects  available  accommodation ;  and  as  regards 
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expense,  the  saving  to  be  effected  by  having  one  governor,  one 
chaplain,  one  surgeon,  and  one  matron,  instead  of  two  officers  of 
each  kind,  appears  to  me  to  be  obvious  and  considerable. 

Lastly,  with  regard  to  the  beneficial  objects  alleged  to  be 
attained  under  the  present  system,  the  foreeoing  Report  shows  that 
I  cannot  concur  as  to  the  fact  of  their  attainment. 


iPSWICH.-BOBOUOH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[Inspected  April  26tb,  1S50.] 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  May,  1849),  the  allowance  of  food  is  now  a  pound 
and  a  half  of  bread  per  day  (given  in  three  equal  meals)  with 
water ;  and  no  prisoner  is  allowed  to  have  any  food  till  he  has 
washed  himself  thoroughly. 

There  has  not  been  any  other  change. 

Tbe  place  was  clean. 

The  number  of  pisoners  last  year  was  384,  namely,  S14  males 
and  70  females;  but  at  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  no  pri- 
soner.

{The  UspMtioii  begmn  AprU  SOtb,  1850.] 

In  compliance  with  some  of  tbe  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report,  (dated  September,  1848/)  the  stock  of  clothing  has  been 
made  complete  in  most  of  the  articles  in  which  it  was  deficient; 
another  bath  has  been  procured ;  the  whiteii  ashing  of  part  of  the 
prison  (though  not  of  the  whole,  as  recommended)  is  now  done  by 
tbe  prisoners;  a  priftoner  now  assists  in  the  cooking,  instead  of 
there  being  two  paid  cooks ;  a  disinfecting  apparatus  has  been 
procured;  and  the  nile  respecting  bathing  and  washing  the  feet  has 
been  properly  attended  to.  But  the  main  recommendations,  made 
with  a  view  to  putting  an  end  to  indiscriminate  and  uncontrolled 
aseociation  and  to  stoth  and  idleness,  have  not  been  acted  upon. 
Nor  have  any  of  the  recommendations  for  establishing  a  better 
classification  of  the  debtors,  or  for  the  adoption  of  precautionary 
rules  to  prevent  excessive  drinking  among  them,  and  to  prevent 
abuses  of  other  kinds,  been  acted  upon. 

Most  of  the  causes  therefore  of  the  corrupting  state  of  the  prison 
described  in  my  last  Report  are  still  in  operation ;  though,  as  the 
number  of  prisoners  is  much  less  than  it  was  at  that  time,  the 
corruption  must  at  present  be  less  virulent.  Nevertheless  at  any 
time  the  number  of  prisoners  may  rise  again  to  what  it  was ; 
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indeed,  owing  to  the  assizes  and  quarter  sessions  having  lately 
taken  place,  the  present  number  of  criminal  prisoners  (77)  is 
much  below  the  average  of  late. 

A  new  matron  has  been  appointed,  who  appears  to  be  properly 
qualified  for  her  duties. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  ffood  repair. 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  the  rules  bad  been  much  better  observed 
since  my  last  visit  than  I  found  to  be  the  case  at  that  time,  although 
there  are  still  serious  deficiencies.  The  following  are  the  chief 
exceptions  at  present  to  the  observance  of  the  rules : — 

1.  As  implied  by  what  has  already  been  stated,  few  of  the 
prisoners  are  set  to  work ;  indeed  the  work  is  nearly  confined  to 
the  female  prisoners,  whose  department  in  this  respect  is  in  a  far 
more  satisfactory  state  than  the  males'. 

2.  There  are  no  cells  adapted  for  solitary  confinement 

3.  Some  of  the  debtors*  rooms  were  in  a  disorderly  state,  though 
others  were  very  neat. 

4.  The  chaplain  is  not  in  the  habit  of  seeing  prisoners  in  private 
who  have  been  sentenced  to  transportation,  or  who  are  Roman 
Catholics;  and  his  interviews  with  other  prisoners  in  private 
did  not  appear  to  have  been  (as  required  by  the  rule)  at  stated 
times.  The  character  book  also  which  he  is  required  to  keep  was 
incomplete  in  some  of  the  columns,  and  the  dates  being  in  many 
cases  omitted  there  was  nothing  to  show  whether  it  had  been 
brought  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  chaplain  of  the  prison  stated  as  follows  : — 

''I  perform  daily  service  in  the  prison,  and  two  services  on  the 
Sunday.  I  also  administer  the  sacrament  four  times  a  year,  and  at 
other  times  when  I  think  it  necessary.  I  assemble  the  prisoners  daily 
in  classes  for  religious  instruction,  and  daily  superintend  the  school  for 
male  prisoners.  I  see  all  prisoners  for  trial,  and  all  convicted  prisoners, 
except  transports,  separately  at  stated  times ;  sometimes  once  a  week,  and 
sometimes  once  a  fortnight,  as  I  think  necessary.  The  time  of  my  daily 
attendance  varies  with  the  number  of  prisoners,  but  I  am  not  able  to 
state  what  the  average  number  of  hours  is.  I  come  at  ten  and  remain 
till  twelve,  and  I  return  at  two  and  stay  till  my  duties  are  discharged.*' 

The  annexed  return  shows  the  ordinary  occupations  when  at 
large  of  the  prisoners  in  confinement  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and 
how  such  of  them  as  were  at  work  were  employed : —

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The  schoolmaster  stated  as  follows :  — 

"  I  give  from  four  to  five  hours  on  five  days  of  the  week  to  the 
business  of  instruction.  I  teach  reading,  writing,  and  the  first  rules 
of  arithmetic.  None  but  the  boys  are  compelled  to  come  to  school ; 
but  all  the  others  who  wish  to  do  so  are  allowed  to  come.  Thej  are 
permitted  to  choose  etch  day  whether  they  will  go  to  school  that  di^ 
or  not  None,  however,  who  do  not  go  to  school  (except  prisoners  of 
superior  education)  are  allowed  to  have  library  books,  and  this  causes 
most  of  those  who  are  in  want  of  education  to  come  to  the  schooL'' 

The  schoolmistress  gives  rather  more  than  three  hours  each  day  to 
instruetion  (a  very  ample  allowance,  considering  tbfi  small  number 
of  female  prisoners),  and  teaches  reading,  writing,  and  qpelling. 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners,  both  male  and  female,  and 
found  that  on  tlie  whole  they  appeared  to  have  made  consider- 
^le  progress ;  though  the  exanlination  was  not  so  satisfactory  as 
it  might  have  been,  owing  to  the  want  of  a  sufficient  record  of  the 
state  of  the  education  of  the  prisoners  when  they  began  to  receive 
instruction. 

Some  of  the  writing  books  and  other  books  were  not  in  a  proper 
state,  and  there  was  cutting  on  some  of  the  wood-work. 

Except  a  portion  of  the  debtors'  department,  I  found  the  whole 
prison  cleisin,  ^nd  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  theif  persons.  Tlie 
females'  department  was  very  neat  and  orderly. 

Even  County  Court  debtors  and  fraudulent  debtors  are  still 
allowed  to  smoke* 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  as,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
minor  articles,  was  the  clothing  also  ;  though  some  of  the  clothing 
was  out  of  repair. 

The  dietary,  which  is  the  same  for  all  prisoners,  without  regard 
to  a  difference  in  age  or  sex,  or  to  the  question  whether  a  prisoner 
works  or  not,  must,  if  it  be  sufficient  for  all  (and  I  received  no 
complaints  about  it),  be  too  much  for  some..  It  is  at  present 
greater  than  the  ordinary  allowance  by  a  pint  of  milk  daily, 
which  has  been  given  as  a  precaution  against  cholera. 

I  found  the  food  to  be  of  good  quality.  Its  cost  last  year  was 
about  fivepence  per  day  per  head  for  the  criminal  prisoners* 
gfnd  ninepence  for  the  debtors.  The  cost  of  the  food  of  the 
criminal  prisoners,  however,  was  increased  a  penny  a  day  by  the 
allowance  of  milk  as  just  mentioned.  Deducting  this  penny,  the 
expense  of  the  food  of  the  criminals  would  be  about  the  average  in 
other  prisons,  but  the  cost  of  the  debtors'  food  is  very  high^ 
especially  considering  that  almost  all  of  them  pass  their  time  in 
idleness,  and  therefore  require  comparatively  Uttle  food. 
The  governor  stated  as  follows : — 

'*  One  of  the  debtors  now  in  this  prison  has  been  here  about  fifteen 
years.  For  several  years  he  has  been  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the 
county  [an  expense  of  about  13/.  l(Xf.  per  annum],  and  that  in  complete 
idlen  sH.  «  I  believe  nevertheless  that  this  roan  has  property,  and  that 
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be  might  get  out  at  any  time  if  he  would  consent  to  surrender  his  pro- 
perty to  his  creditors." 

The  prisoners  generally  had  a  healtby  appearance.  The 
deputy  surgeon  stated  as  follows: — 

**  The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  good  health.  There  are  about 
ha]f^a«doKeo  prisoners  who,  if  there  were  work  in  the  pritoo,  would  not 
be  able  to  do  it,  or  at  least  to  do  more  than  light  work ;  bat  only  one 
of  these  cases  is  serious,  that  of  a  man  with  an  abscess.  The  prisoner 
complained  of  pain  on  admission,  and  the  apparent  cause  of  the  abscess 
is  a  fall  that  he  had  long  before  that  time.  With  the  exception  of  the 
time  when  diarrhoea  and  cholera  were  prevalent  in  the  country,  the 
general  state  of  health  in  the  prison  since  Mr.  Htirs  last  inspection 
has  been  good ;  and  although  there  were  many  cases  of  diarrhoea  and 
some  severe  ones  of  cholera,  none  of  them  proved  fatal,  which  I 
attribute  to  the  good  ventilation  and  great  cleanliness  of  the  prison, 
the  extra  diet  allowed,  and  the  prompt  treatment  in  every  case, 
remedies  being  always  on  the  spot,  ready  to  be  administered  at  a 
moment's  notice.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  mode  of  ventilation,  by 
open  wuidows,  in  this  prison  and  the  city  prison,  is  much  superior  to 
the  artificial  system  by  whidi  air  is  brought  in  and  extracted  without 
immediate  communication  with  the  outer  air ;  at  least  that  it  is  so  for 
the  class  of  persons  chiefly  committed  to  these  prisons.  There  is  not 
any  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable  than  persons  in  the 
same  class  of  life  out  of  prison.  I  do  not  know  anything  in  the  prison 
tending  to  cause  illness.  The  prisoners  appear  to  me  generally  to 
improve  in  health  during  their  imprisonment ;  even  those  who  remain 
a  considerable  time.*' 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  the  nominal  and  appointed 
surgeon  is  not  the  acting  surgeon,  which  is  an  objectionable 
arrangement.  It  appears  that  for  the  long  period  of  thirteen 
years  the  deputy-surgeon  has  discharged  nearly  all  the  duties. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
generally  good;  but  as  the  prisoners  pass  much  of  their  time 
without  superintendence  (in  their  day- rooms),  many  oflTences  pro- 
bably escape  notice.  The  following  recent  extracts  from  the 
Kunishmeut  book  show  that  offences  such  as  I  described  in  my 
ist  Report  continue  to  be  committed : — 

^  I9th  November^  1849. — R.  G.and  S.  S.,  for  using  obscene  language 
to  B.  H.,  24  hours  solitary. 

•*  lOtk  December,  1849.— G.  B.,  for  kicking  and  striking  T.  P.,  24 
hours  solitary. 

**24M  Deeemher^  1849. — J.  S.,  for  swearing  at  the  officers,  no  break- 
fast. 

"30<A  January y  1850.— T.  A.,  J.  L.,  J.  P.,  and  S.  S.,  for  cutting  up 
copy  books  to  make  cards  of,  no  dinner  for  two  days  each. 

**  22«<i  February,  1850. — ^W.  B.  and  G.  O.,  for  wrestling,  tearing 
their  clothes,  and  general  bad  conduct,  24  hours  solitary  each. 

"  ISfA  March,  1850. — ^W.  G.,  for  destroying  a  pair  of  stockings  to 
make  a  ball,  and  general  bad  conduct,  three  days'  solitary  on  bread  and 
water. 
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"  Ibik  March,  1850. — A.  S.,  for  swearing  and  using  other  bad 
language  to  his  fellow-prisoners,  24  hours  solitary. 

"  2Srd  March,  1850.— W.  K.  and  M.  G.,  for  fighting,  K.  being 
aggressor,  K.  48  hours,  and  G.  24  hours  solitary. 

**  Sth  April,  1850. — C.  H.,  for  throwing  a  note  into  the  female  pew  in 
the  chapel,  no  dinner. 

**  23rd  Aprilj  J  850.— J.  C,  stealing  postage  stamps  from  J.  L.,  his 
fellow-prisoner,  two  days  solitary." 

Much  of  the  misconduct  is  no  doubt  attributable  to  the  want 
of  employment.  A  corroborating  fact  is,  that  among  the  females^ 
who  are  set  to  work,  there  are  not  nearly  so  many  punishments^ 
proportionately,  as  among  the  males. 

There  are  four  lunatics,  who  it  is  very  desirable  should  be  re- 
moved to  a  proper  asylum.  One  of  them  has  been  here  about 
thirteen  years.  I  bad  to  remark  on  his  and  other  cases  in  my 
last  Report. 

The  only  prisoner  who  made  any  complaint  was  a  debtor,  who 
was  evidently  of  unsound  mind.  One  of  his  complaints  was  that 
he  had  been  allowed  food  at  the  cost  of  the  county  (instead  of  his 
trustees  being  compelled  to  provide  for  him);  and  that  as  a 
county  rate-payer,  he  had  thus  been  unduly  taxed ! 

The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state,  but  there  is  no  stock 
account  of  the  food,  like  that  kept  in  many  prisons ;  though  its 
place  is  partly  supplied  by  other  means. 

Most  of  the  food  is  ftirnished  by  public  contract,  but  not  the 
coals  or  other  stores. 

The  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year,  exclusive  of  any  charge 
for  rent  or  repairs,  was  nearly  24Z.,  which  is  about  2/.  above  the 
general  average  in  England.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  payments 
for  food,  &c.,  by  such  of  the  debtors  as  maintain  themselves. 

Although  there  has  been  a  considerable  improvement  in  this 
prison,  it  will  be  seen  by  what  has  been  said,  that  its  state  is  still 
very  unsatisfactory.  Both  to  criminals  and  debtors  the  prison 
must  in  many  cases  be  attractive,  rather  than  deterring,  and  few 
indeed  can  be  confined  in  it  without  being  more  or  less  injured. 

I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State  : — 

Sir,  ffampsteady  June  2bthy  l&bO. 

In  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  prisons  in  my  district 
(pages  24  to  31),  I  gave  a  description  of  the  state  of  the  county  prison 
at  York,  and  of  its  corrupting  effects  on  the  inmates.  The  evils  are 
attributable  in  part  to  the  bad  construction  of  the  building  ;  and  I  sug- 
gested various  measures,  with  a  view  to  diminish  as  far  as  practicable 
the  bad  results  of  the  original  errors  in  construction,  and  to  introduce 
other  improvements. 

A  few  of  the  minor  suggestions  have  been  carried  into  effect,  but  the 
main  recommendations  have  not  been  adopted ;  and  the  consequence  is, 
that  idleness  and  corrupt  association  are  still  the  rule  of  the  prison. 

In  my  last  Report  (page  ix)  I  drew  attention  to  the  inutility  (except  as 
regards  debtors)  of  prisons  such  as  the  county  prison  at  York,  which 
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are  used  almost  entirely  for  untried  prisoners ;  and  I  suggested  that 
fiuch  prisons  should  either  be  used  for  convicted  as  well  as  for  uncon- 
victed prisoners,  or  be  discontinued  unless  for  debtors. 

Had  the  recommendations  respecting  York  Castle,  which  are  con- 
tained  in  my  Fourteenth  Report,  been  carried  into  operation,  the  prison 
might,  in  my  opinion,  have  served  as  well  as  most  of  our  other  prisons, 
except  those  of  very  recent  erection,  for  the  confinement  of  both  con- 
victeid  and  unconvicted  prisoners ;  and  that  at  so  moderate  an  outlay, 
that  it  would  have  been  wise  to  incur  the  expense,  even  for  the  time 
which  has  elapsed  since  the  recommendations  were  made. 

Under  existing  circumstances,  however,  I  do  not  wish  to  press 
these  recommendations ;  partly  because  I  i^ee  no  better  prospect  than 
heretofore  of  their  being  adopted,  and  partly  because  I  think  a  better 
course  is  now  open. 

As  shown  in  my  last  Report,  the  sudden  and  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  prisoners  in  my  district  consequent  on  the  commercial 
distress  which  has  till  lately  prevailed,  and  on  the  influx  of  Irish, 
owing  to  the  late  famine  in  Ireland,  has  at  length  been  stopped,  and  the 
number  is  now  receding  and  falling  down  to  its  former  average.  The 
improvement  announced  in  my  last  Report  appears  steadily  to  proceed ; 
and  at  my  recent  inspections  I  have  generally  had  the  pleasure  of  finding 
that  the  number  of  prisoners  was  materially  less  than  at  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  last  year. 

Among  other  orisons  where  this  is  strikingly  the  case,  is  the  lam 
prison  at  Waketield;  where,  although  there  is  accommodation  for 
more  than  1,000  prisoners,  which,  at  a  small  expense  in  completion 
and  fittings,  can  be  increased  so  as  to  provide  for  upwards  of  1,200, 
the  average  number  during  the  last  quarter  (exclusive  of  Government 
transports,  whose  number  is  limited  to  400)  was  545,  whereas  in  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  it  was  628. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  number  was  much  less  even  than  the 
average  for  the  last  quarter. 

Since  the  large  addition  was  made  to  Wakefield  prison  which  has 
so  increased  the  amount  of  accommodation,  a  borough  prison  has  been 
built  at  Leeds,  capable  of  holding  nearly  300  prisoners,  and  has  with- 
drawn a  large  supply  of  prisoners  from  Wakefield ;  the  prisoners  at 
Leeds  having  till  lately  been  sent  to  Wakefield. 

As  a  general  rule,  nearly  all  convicted  prisoners  in  the  West  Riding, 
except  the  borough  prisoners  at  Leeds,  and  all  untried  prisoners,  except 
those  who  are  committed  for  trial  at  the  assizes  (the  latter  not  being 
more,  1  believe,  than  about  60  on  an  average),  are  sent  to  Wakefield ; 
but  it  is  quite  practicable  for  the  West  Riding  of  the  county  to  receive 
not  only  all  its  own  prisoners,  including  those  now  sent  to  York,  but  to 
receive  prisoners  from  the  other  two  lUdings  whenever  the  pisons  at 
Beverley  or  Northallerton  are  too  full. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  recommend  that  the  practice  of  commit- 
ting criminal  prisoners  to  York  Castle  be  wholly  discontinued ;  that 
offienders  to  be  tried  at  York  be  sent  in  the  first  instance  to  their  respec- 
tive Riding  or  Borough  prisons;  that  they  be  conveyed  to  York  at  the 
time  of  trial  (in  the  same  way  as  prisoners  are  conveyed  to  Pontefract 
and  elsewhere  to  be  tried  at  the  quarter  sessions),  and  that  such  as  are 
convicted  be  taken  back  again  to  their  respective  Riding  or  Borough 
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priBons;  and  that  legal  authority  he  given  to  the  ridings  to  contract  with 
rach  other  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  prisoners — an  authority  which 
might  with  great  advantage  be  made  general  to  all  counties^  divisions  of 
counties,  and  boroughs. 

With  respect  to  this  latter  suggestion  I  would  remark  that  although  I 
think  it  veiy  desirable  in  itself  that  the  North  and  East  Ridings  should 
obtain  the  occasional  relief  which  such  an  arrangement  would  affbid,  its 
necessity  would  he  but  slightly  augmented  by  the  circumstance  of  the  prisoDs 
of  these  ridings  having  to  receive  the  untried  prisoners  now  sent  from  the 
North  and  East  Ridings  to  York ;  since  these  prisonera  form  but  an  in- 
considerable portion  of  the  whole  number. 

The  great  benefit  to  be  obtained  by  the  proposed  change  is  the  preven- 
tion of  the  moral  injury  which,  except  in  very  peculiar  cases,  most 
now  befall  every  prisoner  committed  for  trial  at  the  assizes  in  Yorkshire ; 
but  it  would  also  be  a  measure  of  economy  and  productive  of  other  ad- 
vantages. 

I  quite  agree  with  those  who  are  of  opinion  that  whatever  may  be 
thought  of  the  expediency  of  the  separate  system  aa  applied  Indiscrimi- 
nately and  for  long  periods  to  convicted  prisoners,  there  are  few  cases  in 
which  it  is  not  desirable  for  untried  prisoners  ;  but  there  are  at  present 
no  means  of  applying  the  separate  system  at  York  Castle ;  and  nothing 
short  of  a  complete  reconstruction  of  the  building  could  afford  the  meaif 
except  for  a  very  small  number  of  prisoners.  Therefore  although  by 
the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  in  my  Fourteenth  Report,  the 
evils  of  association  in  this  prison  might  be  much  reduced,  it  would  not 
be  possible  without  incurring  a  very  great  expense  to  provide  for  thst 
individual  isolation  which  in  the  case  of  untried  prisoners  is  sodeshable. 

Under  existing  circumstances,  therefore,  either  the  great  injustice  must 
be  committed  of  sending  a  prisoner  who  may  be  innocent  of  the  charge 
against  him  to  a  place  where  he  is  exposed  to  the  corrupting  influences 
of  idleness  and  bad  company,  or  the  practical  absurdity  must  occur  of 
beginning  an  imprisonment  which  will  probably  end  in  a  term  of  con- 
flnenient  intended  among  other  objects  to  improve  the  moral,  religious, 
and  industral  condition  of  the  prisoner,  by  placing  him  under  circum- 
stances in  which  the  taak  must  be  rendered  more  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible. 

The  only  other  means  which  presents  itself  for  escaping  from  this 
anomalous  position  besides  the  one  suggested  is  to  build  a  new  prison 
at  York;  but  this  appears  to  he  quite  inexpedient,  becauie  in  the 
first  place  it  would  be  attended  with  a  great  expense,  and  secondly  be- 
cause York  is  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  distriets  containing 
the  chief  part  of  the  population  of  the  county. 

By  abandoning  the  use,  as  a  prison  for  criminals,  of  that  part  of 
York  Castle  which  is  now  appropriated  to  that  purpose,  not  only  would 
the  moral  benefits  which  I  have  adverted  to  be  obtained,  but  there  would 
be  a  considerable  saving  of  expense  to  the  county ;  for  not  only  might  a 
greater  number  of  subordinate  officers  be  dispensed  with  than  it  would 
be  necessary  to  add  to  the  other  prisons  in  the  county  (owing  to  the 
larger  proportionate  number  of  officers  required  for  a  small  prison),  and 
the  duties  of  the  superior  officers  so  much  reduced  that  a  considerable 
decrease  might  equitably  be  made  in  their  salaries,  but  the  cost  of  con- 
veying prisoners  to  York  would  be  much  less ;  inasmuch  as  the  pri- 
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sonera  would  then  go  in  ooMiderable  bodies,  under  the  charge  of  their 
ordinary  officers,  inetead  of  being  taken  a  ftw  at  a  time— often  singly — 
and  that  by  constables  paid  expressly  for  the  duty. 

Lastly,  the  withdrawal  of  the  criminal  prisoners  from  York  Castle 
would  much  facilitate  what  is  greatly  needed,  a  classification  of  the 
debtors,  so  that  the  fraudulent  may  no  longer  associate,  as  at  present, 
with  those  who  are  honest,  though  they  may  have  been  thoughtless  or 
imprudent.

YORK^CITY  PRISON. 
[iMpsetMl  May  4tb,  18S0.] 

At  nty  last  inspection,  in  October,  1848,  I  made  a  series  of 
recommendations,  the  adoption  of  which  would  not  have  entailed 
any  permanent  expense,  and  which  indeed  would,  taken  all  together, 
have  been  productive  of  a  saving,  while  they  would  have  had  the 
more  important  effect  of  putting  an  end  to  the  bad  state  of  disci- 
pline described  at  length  in  my  last  Report,  and  which  must 
necessarily  prove  corrupting,  instead  of  amending,  to  most  of  those 
who  are  subjected  to  it. 

This  melancholy  and  discreditable  state  of  things  appears  to 
be  chiefly  owing  to  the  state  of  the  law,  which  places  the  nominal 
responsibility  respecting  the  prison  in  one  body,  and  the  command 
of  the  necessary  funds  for  effecting  improvements  in  another.  It 
is  true  that  if  the  magistrates  were  to  apply  to  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bendh,  a  mandamus  would  probably  oe  issued  to  compel 
the  town  council  to  pay  the  cost  of  making  all  necessary  and 
reasonable  alterations,  but  it  cannot  be  expected  that  gentlemen 
should  take  upon  tliemselves  a  task  of  this  kmd,  and  which  would 
involve  them  in  much  that  is  disagreeable,  and  possibly  in  con- 
siderable expense. 

At  ray  last  visit  to  York,  I  did  all  in  my  power,  by  meeting 
some  of  the  town  council  as  well  as  the  magistrates,  to  effect  an 
alteration  in  the  prison.  I  pointed  out  the  moral  benefits  that 
would  ensue  from  the  change,  and  the  little  cost  at  which  it  could 
be  accomplbhed ;  but  I  did  not  succeed ;  and  I  have  now  little 
hope  of  any  material  improvement  being  made  in  this  prison, 
unless  measures  be  taken  either  to  compel  the  town  council  to 
do  what  is  requisite,  or  permanently  to  withdraw  all  power  from 
them  in  the  matter,  or  to  impose  on  them  the  responsibility  for 
the  ^ood  government  of  the  prison,  as  well  as  the  power  of  con- 
trolling tl^  expenditure. 

At  present,  owing  to  the  lax  system  of  discipline,  the  want  of  early 
rising,  of  more  work,  of  separation  and  of  effective  superintendenoe, 
and  owing  to  the  practice  (mentioYied  in  my  last  Report)  of  giving 
prisoners  clothing  when  they  go  out,  instead  of  requiring  them  to 
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earn  their  clothing  by  their  work^  the  prison  evidently  serves  to  a 
considerable  extent  as  a  place  of  attraction  to  the  idle  classes,  instead 
of  a  place  of  tepulsion.  Much  evidence  to  this  eflfect  appeared  in 
mv  last  Report ;  and  on  the  present  occasion  the  governor  stated  as 
follows : — 

*'  By  the  acknowledgments  of  the  prisoners  themselves,  I  know  that 
the  practice  still  continues  of  committing  offences  on  purpose  to  get 
committHi  to  this  prison.  Four  prisoners  were  liberated  this  morning 
who  had  broken  a  street  lamp  with  the  evident  intention  of  being  sent 
to  this  prison.  They  were  sentenced  to  seven  days'  imprisonment,  and 
on  their  liberation  each  prisoner  was  supplied  with  a  coat,  waistcoat, 
pair  of  trousers,  and  pair  of  shoes*  and  one  of  them  had  a  shirt  also ! 
Many  times  last  winter  gas-lamps  and  the  windows  of  the  police-office 
and  vagrant-office  were  broken,  in  order  to  get  admission  to  the  prison. 
Out  of  18  male  prisoners  who  were  brought  to  trial  at  the  last  Quarter 
Sessions,  12  in  my  opinion  committed  their  offences  for  the  direct  pur- 
pose of  being  sent  to  prison.  Most  of  the  vagrants  committed  to 
the  prison  still  puss  their  time  in  idleness ;  no  prisoners  except  those 
sentenced  to  hard  labour  being  set  to  work." 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Visiting  Justices'  minute 
book: — 

"2>«€?.  12M,  1849. — The  number  of  prisoners  who  commit  offences 
with  the  object  of  being  maintained  during  the  winter  increases  yearly, 
and  is  deserving  of^  serious  consideration,  as  a  serious  expense  is 
entailed  thereby  on  the  city.  The  imprisonment  inflicted  is  not  looked 
on  as  a  punishment,  but  a  reward/' 

The  same  old  body  of  rules  continues  in  force,  and  I  did  not 
find  any  important  exceptions  to  their  observance ;  but  the  rule 
in  the  Gaol  Act  respecting  the  clothing  is  not  carried  out,  as  the 
clothing  of  some  of  the  prisoners  was  ragged  and  insufficienl. 
Moreover  there  are  no  cells  adapted  for  solitary  confinement,  and 
the  provision  for  instruction  in  reading  and  writing  is  insufficient. 

The  chaplain,  whose  routine  of  duty  remains  unchanged,  stated 
as  follows : — 

'^  On  Sunday  I  perform  the  morning  and  evening  service,  and  preach 
a  sermon ;  and  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  I  read  a  selec- 
tion from  the  Liturgy ,  and  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures.  On  Tuesday 
also  I  teach  the  females  to  read,  and  give  them  some  religious  instruc- 
tion ;  and  on  Thursday  I  give  the  male  prisoners  similar  instruction, 
and  teach  some  of  them  to  write  also.  When  any  of  the  prisoners  are 
seriously  ill,  I  visit  them  in  the  hospital.  My  duties  at  the  prison  al- 
together occupy  me  about  five  hours  each  week.  The  conduct  of  the 
prisoners  when  at  chapel  or  otherwise  under  my  charge  has,  with 
scarcely  any  exceptions,  been  very  good." 

The  prison  was  clean,  but  some  parts  of  it  were  disorderly : 
some  of  the  prisoners  moreover  were  dirty  in  their  persons,  owing 
in  part  apparently  to  an  insufficient  supply  of  soap.  There  were 
broken  panes  of  glass  also,  and  there  was  scribbling  in  some  of  the 
books. 
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The  following  return  shows  how  many  of  the  prisoners  were 
at  work  and  how  many  were  idle  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  together 
with  their  ordinary  occupations  when  at  large.  It  should  be 
remarked  that  the  large  number  of  prisoners  uselessly  occupied 
was  caused  by  the  want  of  a  fresh  supply  of  stones  for  breaking. 

Ordinary  Occupations  of  the  Prisoners  when  at  large^  with  their  em- 
phyment  in  Prison  on  the  Day  of  Inspection. 
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On  nay  arrival  at  the  prison,  early  in  the  morning,  I  found  a 
male  prisoner  in  the  governor's  back  kitchen,  cleaning  the  shoes 
of  the  family  (which  is  contrary  to  lavir),  a  servant  maid  being  in 
the  same  room  with  him. 

In  one  ward  convicted  and  unconvicted  prisoners  were  together ; 
one  of  the  convicted  prisoners  being  a  transport,  and  the  uncon- 
victed prisoners  being  in  for  the  first  time.  These  prisoners  were 
without  occupation,  and  not  under  observation. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient^  but  as  already  stated  the  clothing 
was  not  so. 

The  allowance  of  food  appears  to  be  sufficient^  and  except  the 
bread,  which  was  insufficiently  baked,  I  found  it  of  good  quality. 
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The  distribution  of  food  has  been  improved  by  having  die  bread 
given  in  three  portions  daily,  instead  of  two ;  so  th«l  now  tht 
prisoners  have  three  meals  every  day.  The  foUowmg  is  the 
dietary  as  it  now  stands.

The  deputy  surgeon  (the  same  gentleman  that  acts  at  the 
county  prison,  and  for  the  same  principal)  stated  ^s  follows  :— 

*^  The 'prisoners  are  at  present  m  good  health.  There  is  only  one 
prisoner  sufficiently  unwell  to  be  unable  to  work  ;  bis  case,  howevci) 
is  serious,  though  he  is  rather  better  than  he  was  when  he  came  to  the 
prison.  The  general  health  of  the  priBoners  since  Mr.  HiU'a  to 
inspection  has  been  good,  though  itch  (in  all  cases  imported)  has  been 
very  prevalent.  There  is  no  disaase  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more 
liable  than  persons  in  the  same  class  of  life  out  of  prison.  Most  of 
those  who  are  committed  for  short  periods  improve  in  health,  and  the 
others  do  not  generally  fall  o£" 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  bees 
tolerably  good ;  but  for  want  of  better  superintendence,  many 
offences  probably  escape  observation.  The  kinds  of  offences 
committed^  as  shown  by  the  following  extracts  from  the  governor's 
journal^  mark  a  very  bad  state  of  discipline : — 

^^  November  26, 1849.— D.  D.  and  G.  D.  confined  in  solitary  celU 
seven  hours  for  fighting  In  the  stone  yard. 

'^January  5, 1850.— W.  J.  and  C.  T.  placed  in  solitary  confinement 
six  hours  for  fighting  in  the  stone  yard. 

«*  March  1, 1850.— W.  P.  and  W.  R.  placed  In  sepamte  soliury  cells 
thirty-six  hours,  and  allowed  nothing  but  one  pound  of  bread  and  water 
pf  r  day,  for  tearing  their  blankets. 

**  March  16.— W.  T.  confined  thirty  hours  fbr  stealii^  part  of  a  besst 
cheek  out  of  the  washbouse. 

"  March  27.— W.  W.  confined  in  a  solitary  cell  three  days.  Cor  steslinj 
firewood  out  of  the  stoneyard. " 


Debtprs  are  not  reeeived  into  this  prison. 
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Some  of  Ibe  prisoners  eomplaioed  of  the  quality  of  the  bread , 
aud  one^  of  the  want  of  more  clothing ;  another  prisoner  stated 
that  if  be  were  taken  ill  in  the  night  be  should  have  no  means  of 
making  himself  heard.  These  complaints  were  all  just  On  the 
latter  subject,  the  governor  stated  as  follows : — 

"  If  a  prisoner  were  taken  ill  in  the  night  I  should  not  be  aUe  to 
hear  hhn,nor  would  anj  other  ofiker,  unless  he  sncceeded  in  awakeninir 
several  other  prisoners  and  they  all  shouted  together.  About  seven 
years  ago  a  boy  in  the  prison  was  one  morning  found  dead  iu  his  bed, 
and  the  jury  at  the  inquest  found  great  fault  with  the  want  of  the  means 
of  communication  in  the  prison ;  but  nothing  has  been  done  to  remedy 
the  evil." 

One  of  the  registers  was  rather  in  arrears,  and  there  is  no  stock 
account  of  the  food  to  serve  as  a  check  on  the  disbursements  for 
food. 

Bread  and  milk  only  are  supplied  by  public  contract. 


TORK.-.POUCE  CELLS  (FORMING  PART  OF  THE  POUCE  STATION), 
[loiptcted  Max  4tfa,  1850.] 

In  accordance  vrith  some  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  October,  1848),  the  ventilation  of  the  cells  has  been 
improved,  a  place  has  been  made  for  the  prisoners  to  wash 
themselves  in,  and  such  prisoners  as  are  dirty  are  now  required 
to  wash  themselves  before  having  any  food  ;  but  the  other  recom- 
mendations have  not  been  acted  upon. 

The  place  was  clean  and  tolerably  neat. 

There  was  one  prisoner. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  1049  (about  a  quarter 
being  females),  which  is  about  the  same  number  as  in  the  pre- 
vious year. 


SCARBOROUGa-^BOROUGH  PRISON. 

[Inspected  May  2, 1850.] 

Since  my  last  Report  (dated  October,  1848^  the  following 
alterations  have  been  made,  in  accordance  witn  some  of  the 
recommendations  contained  in  that  Report : — 

1.  An  opening  has  been  made  between  the  two  upper  corridors  ; 
and  the  cells  in  these  corridors,  together  with  the  cells  in  the  lower 
corridor  communicating  with  them,  have  been  appropriated  to  male 
prisoners;  the  female  prisoners  being  placed  in  that  part  of  the 
prison  formerly  occupied  by  untried  male  prisoners. 

The  surgeon  stated  that  by  this  alteration,  the  ventilation  of 
the  prison  had  been  greatly  improved.  It  had  also  facilitated 
the  more  complete  separation  of  the  sexes  and  the  general  super- 
intendence of  the  prison. 
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2.  An  airing  yard  for  male  prisoners  has  been  formed  on  the 
plan  I  suggested,  but  no  such  airing  yard  has  been  made  for 
female  prisoners,  consequently  the  female  prisoners  can  still  com- 
municate with  the  male  prisoners,  and  with  people  on  the  outside; 
and  such  communication  goes  on. 

3.  Stone  breaking  has  been  introduced,  and  the  prisoners  now 
assist  in  making  and  mending  their  clothes,  &c. ;  but  the  supply 
of  work  is  still  far  from  sufficient;  the  other  kinds  of  work  sug- 
gested not  having  been  introduced. 

4.  The  plan  of  tasks  has  been  acted  upon  to  some  extent,  but 
not  fully. 

5.  A  Chaplain  has  been  engaged,  but  as  the  appointment  is 
very  recent  he  has  not  yet  entered  on  his  duties. 

6.  The  prison  dress  has  been  made  complete,  but  the  stock  of 
clothing  is  still  insufficient. 

7.  The  prisoners  are  now  properly  supplied  with  clean  linen,  &c 

8.  Every  prisoner  on  admission  now  goes  into  the  bath,  but 
not  afterwards,  as  recommended,  once  a  month. 

The  following  recommendations  have  not  been  acted  upon: — 

1.  The  entrance  to  the  lower  corridor  to  be  made  more  secure. 

2.  The  cells  to  be  supplied  widi  artificial  light  and  to  be  other- 
wise prepared  for  being  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  con- 
finement of  prisoners.  . 

3.  A  new  kitchen  to  be  made  for  the  keeper's  family,  and  the 
present  kitchen  to  be  used  exclusively  for  cooking  the  food  of  the 
prisoners. 

4.  The  hospital  to  be  properly  fitted  up  and  made  secure. 

5.  The  keeper  to  go  to  Wakefield  to  see  the  diflFerent  kinds  of 
work  carried  on  in  3ie  prison  there,  with  a  view  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  mat-making,  net-making,  and  other  simple  kinds  of  work 
into  the  prison  at  Scarborough. 

6.  The  prisoners  to  rise  throughout  the  year  not  later  than  at 
six,  and  not  to  go  to  bed  before  nine  at  night. 

By  the  changes  that  have  been  made,  a  marked  improvemeo/ 
has  been  effected,  though  much  remains  to  be  done  before  the 
prison  is  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

The  following  are  now  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observance  of  the 
rules : — 

1.  As  already  stated,  the  supply  of  work  is  still  far  from  suffi- 
cient. 

2.  The  chaplain  not  having  yet  entered  on  his  duties,  the 
rules  relating  to  the  performance  of  divine  worship,  &c.,  are  still 
in  abeyance. 

3.  The  cells  used  for  separate  confinement  have  not  been  certi- 
fied as  fit  for  such  use. 

4.  There  is  no  regular  provision  for  teaching  the  prisoners  to 
read  and  write.  The  instruction  hitherto  given  has  been  only 
occasional,  and  in  the  cases  of  particular  prisoners. 
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The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  eight,  which  is 
three  more  than  the  average  in  each  of  the  two  previous  years. 
At  the  time  of  my  inspection,  however,  there  was  only  one 
prisoner. 

The  prison  was  clean,  but  for  want  of  shelves  in  the  cells  it 
was  not  very  neat.  The  prisoner,  too,  was  not  sufficiently  clean 
in  his  person. 

There  was  scribbling  in  some  of  the  books. 

The  bedding  was  sufficiait,  but  as  already  mentioned  the  stock 
of  clothing  is  not  sufficient 

The  dietary  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted.  The  food  was  of  good  quality.  Its  daily  cost  last 
year  was  about  bd.  per  day  per  head,  which  is  about  a  penny 
above  the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 

The  Surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

*'  The  only  prisoner  now  in  confinement  is  in  good  health ;  and  the 
general  health  of  the  prisoners  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection  has 
been  good,  especially  since  work  was  introduced  into  the  prison.  There 
has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison.  I  have  not  observed  any  ill 
effects  from  the  use  of  the  separate  cells,  except  in  one  instance,  which 
occurred  about  six  years  ago.  In  that  case  a  man  became  insane  the  day 
after  he  left  the  prison,  and  I  attributed  his  insanity  to  his  solitary 
confinement." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  stated  to  have  been 
good.    The  chief  offence  is  talking  and  singing  in  the  cells. 

The  prisoner  made  no  complaint. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state,  but  there  is  no 
proper  stock  book  of  other  stores  than  rood. 

Owing,  it  was  stated,  to  the  smallness  of  the  consumption,  the 
food  and  other  stores  are  not  supplied  by  public  contract. 

The  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  was  about  30/.,  which  is 
8/.  above  the  general  average  in  England.  This  may  in  part  be 
attributed  to  the  small  number  of  prisoners ;  some  of  the  expenses, 
particularly  that  of  salaries,  not  diminishing  proportionately  to  the 
number  of  prisoners. 

I  made  tne  following  recommendations :— -> 

1.  As  sdready  recommended,  gas  to  be  introduced  into  the  cells; 
and  early  rising  in  winter  as  well  as  summer  to  be  enforced. 

2.  The  stocK  of  clothing,  which  is  insufficient  when  there  are 
many  prisoners,  to  be  increased. 

3.  The  entrance  to  the  lower  corridor  to  be  made  more  secure, 
by  grating  off  one  end  of  the  corridor,  as  suggested  by  one  of  the 
magistrates. 

4.  The  new  airing  yard,  which  has  been  badly  built,  to  be 
carefully  examined,  and  made  more  secure.  The  wooden  rail 
which  connects  this  Mring  yard  with  the  outer  wall,  and  which  is 
now  of  no  use,  to  be  removed,  as  it  would  facilitate  an  escape. 

5.  Aa  airing  yard}  similar  to  that  which  bos  been  constructed 
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for  male  pris0ii«r9y  to  be  mude  as  already  iMwauMsdcd  fov  the 

famalesj  a»  the  frand^s  can  at  present  cormnuiMate  both  w^ 
the  noale  prkoners  and  with  people  in  the  8tr«t. 

6.  A  small  shelf  to  be  put  up  in  each  cell,  so  that  the  call  fliaj 
be  kept  neat«  and  efery  article  in  it  may  have  a  dsfiaala  plaoa. 

7.  A  cheap  iigbt-ve«sel>  such  a»  is  ased  in  Derby  pntoii, tew 
provided  for  the  reception  cell,  and  one  or  two  for  ihm  fcwapital. 

8.  A  pane  of  glass  in  each  cell  lo  be  nada  to  opaii,  but  tobe 
provided  with  a  look,  so  that  ia  partimbr  casea  it  wamy  be  clesecL 

9.  The  keeper  and  matron  to  be  direaled  X0  tjtmh  readlBgrtw 
writing,  m  every  ease  m  which  a  pnaomer  wishes  to  reeeive  wch 
instruction,  is  attentive  to  his  lessons,  and  ptrfcrnaB  iba  pwf^ 
quantity  of  work# 

10.  The  keeper  to  be  directed  to  keep  a  stock  aoeoia*  « 
other  things  than  food.

The  ventilation  of  some  of  the  rooms  was  im'pede4  by  txie  vf  indows 
h^tin'g^  t>een  mad'd  fast  by  painty  and  i^t  hswing  8ubse(]ueiitiy  been 
loosened. 

The  keeper  and  matron  repdffed  favourably  of  the  general 
conduct  of  the  pmonerv;  thoogh,  ^(n^gfroA^flMr  AMell  of  tobacco 
in  several  of  the  rooms,  it  is  probable  that  some  infringements  of 
the  rules  escape  detecfion*  Last  year  there  were  only  two  cases 
of  puuittliinent.

The  system  of  accounts  affords  a  sufficient  check  on  the  dis- 
bursements. 

The  average  coit  f  er  pri«nler  last  ;^eaf  ,  eiclusive  of  any  charge 
for  rent  or  repairs,  wad  about  18/. 

The  keeper  appears  td  be  wett  cpialified  for  his  duties.  The 
matron  is  old,  but  het  duties  atre  iik  pert  discUargcklby  the  keepei^**^ 
wifey  wha  i»  be»  dingbtef  ia-kwi  - 
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I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1 .  A  chaplain  to  be  appointed. 

2.  The  day  and  hours  for  visits  to  prisoners  to  be  fixed ;  and 
arrangements  to  be  made,  as  explained  to  the  keeper,  for  preventing 
forbidden  articles  from  being  conveyed  to  prisoners  by  visitors. 

3.  The  prisoners  to  be  required  to  keep  all  their  rooms,  the 
chapel  and  every  place  which  they  use,  clean  and  neat ;  and  the 
rule  imposing  part  of  this  duty  on  the  keeper  to  be  cancelled. 

4.  The  yard  of  the  hospital  to  be  made  more  secure  in  the  way 
pointed  out  to  the  keeper. 

5.  A  room  9  as  suggested  by  the  keeper,  to  be  used  as  a 
schoolroom ;  and  the  prisoners  to  be  encouraged  to  instruct  each 
other,  so  as  to  fill  up  part  of  their  idle  time. 

6.  Some  suits  of  strong  plain  clothes  to  be  provided  for  the  use 
of  such  prisoners  as  have  not  clean  or  decent  attire  of  their  own. 


HAUFAX.— DEBTORS'  PRISON  FOR  THE  MANOR  OF  WAKEFIELD, 
[lupected  May  6th,  1S50.] 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  building  since  my  last 
Beport,  dated  September,  1847^  but  a  new  keeper  (son  of  the  late 
keeper)  has  been  appointed. 

The  prison  is  private  propertv,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Duke  of  Leeds  as  Lord  of  the  Manor. 

The  keeper  is  not  paid  by  salary,  but  by  fees  exacted  from  the 
prisoners. 

The  prison  was  empty,  and  I  found  that  there  had  been  only 
one  prisoner  for  a  year  and  a  half. 

The  place  was  dirty. 

At  stated  in  a  previous  reportj  this  prison  is  quite  unnecessary! 
and  should  be  abolished.

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The  site  is  unobjectionable. 

The  cells  are  dry,  properly  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated*  and 
are  secure. 

There  is  a  resident  keeper. 

The  bedding  is  sufficient. 

The  prisoners  have  two  meals  per  day,  consisting  of  coffee, 
bread,  and  broth ;  but  the  quantity  is  not  fixed. 

The  place  was  clean  and  neat. 

I  should  not  apprehend  any  danger  to  health  from  confine- 
ment here. 

This  lock-up  house  was  first  brought  into  use  on  the  25th 
June  last;  since  which  time  there  have  been  576  prisoners,  viz., 
493  males  and  83  females ;  but  at  the  time  of  my  visit  the  place 
was  empty. 

The  keeper  seemed  to  be  properly  qualified  for  his  duties. 
His  wife  has  charge  of  the  female  prisoners. 

This  lock-up  house  appears  to  be  suitable  for  its  purposes. 


WAKBFIBLD.— COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 
[The  iDfpeotioD  began  May  7tb,  1S50.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  November,  1849),  the  ventilation  of  the  solitary 
cells  has  been  improved,  and  a  provision  made  for  warming  them ; 
and  the  exercise  of  the  prisoners  in  the  airing  yards  has  been 
made  more  active  by  the  prisoners  running  part  of  the  time ;  but 
the  recommendation  to  make  the  cells  more  secure  by  putting 
wrought  iron  bars  beFore  the  windows  has  not  been  acted  upon. 

The  surgeons  stated  that  the  introduction  of  running  as  a  regular 
part  of  the  exercise  had  been  very  beneficial. 

A  new  school-room  has  been  fitted  up,  and  the  accommodation 
for  instruction  in  the  county  department  thereby  much  increased. 

By  the  labour  of  the  prisoners,  provision  has  been  made  for 
warming  and  ventilating  about  a  hundred  more  of  the  cells  in  the 
old  part  of  the  building. 

By  the  employment  of  the  prisoners  in  this  work,  instead  of 
hiring  tradesmen,  a  great  saving,  as  mentioned  in  my  last  report, 
has  been  effected,  and  much  useful  and  instructive  labour  ob- 
tained for  the  prisoners. 

The  governor  stated  as  follows : — 

•'The  whole  cost,  per  cell,  of  warming  and  ventilating  the  old  part  of 
the  prison,  exclusive  of  the  value  of  the  labour  of  the  prisoners  employed 
on  the  work,  has  been  only  2/.  The  work,  nevertheless,  has  been  very 
well  done,  and  both  the  warming  and  ventilating  prove  very  satis- 
factory.*' 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  governor  the  number  of  ofiicers  has 
been  somewhat  reduced. 
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The  buildings  appeared  to  be  in  ^ood  r^p^ir^ 
.  'JThe  average  puiii|)?r  of  j)ri9pfteni  (excljwive  of  400  twmBiM)fts) 
during  the  year  ending  3l8t  March>  1850,  was  580,  whiph  b  13 
above  the  average  in  the  previous  year^  Of  late,  bowever^  the 
number  of  prisoners  has  considerably  dimini9be4 ;  so  tb^  though 
the  average  niimjber  through  tbe  >vhole  year  v^9  rather  grft^r 
than  in  the  preceding  y^^*  ^  average  ui  the  last  qpaf  t;0r  (not- 
withstanding it  was  a  winter  quarter)  was  less^  yia;.>  5^5,  wheieas 
ii)  the  corresponding  quarter  pf  1^  year  the  average  w£i$  628. 

At  the  time  of  the  inspection,  exclusive  of  371  tr^nspprt|S, 
therp  were  only  4^J  prispqer^,  viz.,  413  male^  wd  54  females. 

I  was  much  struck  with  tjie  u^usu^l  proportion^  \n  a  prisQB^pf 
intelUfi;ent  and  r<?spect^l^le  looking  yQUi|g  womep^  I  W99  Hi: 
formed  that  many  of  them  were  servant-maids,  and  cp^^^itt^ 
for  the  fir^f  time  f^p  tbpfts  m  tjie  several  housps  inw^ich  they  were 
in  service.  It  is  very  ppssible  fliat  iu  these  pasps,  ^9  }ft  ot^ 
that  have  pome  tQ  pay  l;now]edge,  there  b%d  been  repreh^is)ble 
carelessness  in  exposing  money  or  other  such  property ;  thereby 
leading  the  servants  into  temptation. 

The  only  important  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  at 
present,  is  that  untried  prisoners  are  required  to  wear  the  prison 
clothing. 

The  task-system  has  recently  been  re-introduced  as  regards  a 
portion  of  the  prisoners ;  the  goyempr  having  modified  the  plan 
of  fixing  the  amount,  so  as  to  save  much  trouble  in  working  it.  So 
far,  he  reported,  the  plai},  as  now  modified,  had  succeeded  very 
well.  ^ 

The  average  clear  value  per  head  of  work  done  for  sale  by  the 
West  Riding  prisoners  in  the  year  ending  Michaelmas,  1850, 
w^  3/.  14^.,  and  the  estimated  value  of  work  done  for  the  prison 
was  about  16^.,  making  a  total  of  41.  lOs.,  which  is  much  above 
thegeneral  average  in  English  prisons. 
'   Tile  prison  was  very  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

I  yvas  pleased  ^Iso  to  observe  the  good  state  of  the  Bibles, 
library  books,  and  writifig  books.  There  we^e  few,  if  any  cases 
in  which  there  was  scribbling,  such  as  often  disfigures  these  bop)cs 
in  prisons. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient 

A  new  dietary  for  the  West  Riding  prisoners  has  just  been 
approved  of  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  it  came  into  use  during 
the  time  of  the  inspection.  It  is  of  course  impossible  as  y^t  to 
saywljether  it  sucpeeds  in  practice. 

The  surgeon  in  the  transport  department  stated  that  in  mainr 
case^  He  foijnd  it  necessary  to  give  prisoners  r^ither  more  food  tha^ 
thp  prpspribe4  dietary,  f^nd  that  jn  vpry  few  cases  had  he  tck  djpai- 
nish  the  allowance. 

i  Uimi  ^h^  food,  9is  us^al,  ^f  very  g^  W^\^x  thOMgh  H  ^^ 
stated  that  the  bread  is  sometimes  rather  sour. 
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The  cost  of  the  food  of  the  Watt  Ridmg  priioiieri  in  the  year 
ending  MieheehnM  1850  wm  about  S^d.  per  day  per  bead. 

The  priBoners  looked  toleraUy  well  in  heahh,  although  there 
were  more  that  were  pallid  and  more  who  had  glandular  swellings 
on  the  neck  tfian  at  my  last  inspection.  This  the  surgeon  of  the 
transport  department  accounted  for  by  the  circumstance  of  my 
last  inspection  bein^  at  the  beginning  of  winter^  while  the  present 
was  at  the  end  of  winter ;  a  period  during  which  there  is  less  out* 
door  exercise  and*  the  surgeon  added«  less  light  (to  which  be 
attaches  a  sanitary  effect)  than  in  the  other  seasons  of  the  yean 

Mr.  Dunn,  surgeon  in  the  West  Biding  department^  stated  as 
follows;--' 

'^  The  prisoners  generally  are  In  good  health  at  present.  Almost  all 
the  hospital  cases  are  cases  of  syphilis  or  itch,  contracted,  of  course* 
before  admission.  Of  23  prisoners  in  the  hospital  at  present,  five  males 
and  six  females  are  labouring  under  attacks  of  syphilis,  and  six  prisoners 

Soiales)  have  itch.  There  is,  however,  at  present,  no  serious  case  of 
Iness  of  any  kind.  I  am  convinced  that  many  persons,  especially 
females,  ^et  committed  to  the  prison  on  purpose  to  be  cured  of  attacks 
of  syphilis.  Many  of  them  have  admitted  to  me  that  it  was  so.  A  man 
from  Bradford  who  went  oat  last  week  told  me  that  he  had  been  here 
before,  and  that  be  bad  got  committed  again  in  consequence  of  his  having 
a  return  of  his  disease  (syphilis),  and  that  he  came  to  be  cared.  The 
hospitals  in  the  West  Riding  do  not  admit  syphilitic  patients,  and  hence 
I  suppose  it  is  that  persons  so  attacked  often  look  on  the  prison  as  an 
hospital  for  their  disease,  and  by  commltthi^  an  ofKmce  force  their  way 
into  it.  Prisoners  labouring  under  this  disease  often  require  a  costly 
diet,  as  well  as  medical  treatment,  and  they  can  do  no  work.  l*hey  are, 
Uierefbre,  among  the  most  expensive  prisoners  that  we  have.  One  man 
who  was  here  for  a  month  last  autumn,  and  who  came  in  a  very  diseased 
state,  but  who  leA  cured,  required,  during  nearly  the  whole  time,  a  pint 
of  wine  per  day,  besides  malt  liquor.  It  was  a  case  of  slonffhing  chancre, 
in  whieh  a  very  liberal  diet  is  necessary  to  preserve  lite ;  and  it  was 
requisite  to  have  a  prisoner,  acting  as  nurse,  to  sit  up  with  him  through 
the  night.  The  cost  to  the  West  Riding  of  this  sln^e  case,  counting 
expenses  of  all  kinds,  could  not  have  been  less  than  6/. 

*^  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection 
has  been  very  good.  There  has  not  been  any  epidemic,  and  there  has 
been  only  one  death.  The  prisoners,  as  I  have  stated  before,  are  much 
more  liable  to  scrofula  and  consumption  than  persons  in  the  same  class 
of  life  out  of  prison,  and  cases  of  delusion  are  more  common,  but  there 
are  not  more  eases  of  insanity  than  among  the  same  number  of  persons 
in  their  elass  of  life  ont  of  prison.'* 

Some  of  the  non-medical  officers  in  the  West  Riding  department 
were  of  opinion  that  after  some  months  the  prisoners  generally 
fell  off  in  health. 

Mr.  MiUxer,  surgeon  of  the  convict  department^  said:— 

<^  The  general  state  of  health  among  the  prisoners,  at  present^  is  good, 
although  there  is  an  unusually  large  number  (six)  of  serions  cases  of 
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illness.  Besides  these  prisoners  there  are  only  three  who  are  not  well 
enough  to  work.  I  considered  the  prisoners  who  are  seriously  iU  to  be 
in  gooA  health  at  the  time  of  their  admission.  I  do  not  think  that  m 
any  instance  the  illness  in  these  cases  is  materially  attributable  to  the 
discipline  or  other  circumstances  of  the  prison,  but  as  I  haye  remariced 
before,  when  chronic  diseases  once  appear  in  the  prison,  thev  are 
generally  obstinate  and  difficult  to  deal  with.  The  general  health  of 
the  prisoners  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection  has  been  rery  good.  There 
has  not  been  any  epidemic  since  that  time.  I  am  now,  however,  of 
opmion  that  the  prisoners,  while  less  liable  to  fever  and  other  acute 
disorders,  are  more  exposed  to  scrofula  and  consumption  than  persons  in 
the  same  class  of  life  out  of  prison ;  and  as  I  have  stated  before,  the 
prisoners  generally  lose  tone  during  their  confinement  There  ia  a 
marked  difference  generally  in  the  physical  condition  of  prisoners  from 
Scotland  as  compared  with  English  prisoners.  Those  from  Scotland 
are  generally  thinner,  of  less  weight,  and  of  less  muscular  firmness ;  and 
a  much  greater  proportion  of  them  have  harsh,  rough  skins,  instead  of 
the  skin  being  soft  and  smooth,  as  it  is  in  a  healihy  state.  The  number 
of  prisoners  we  have  received  from  Scotland  is  now  so  large  (about  300) 
as  to  enable  me  to  come  to  a  safe  conclusion  on  this  subject."  * 

I  have  heard  conflicting  remarks  from  medical  men  on  the 
importance  to  be  attached  to  a  change  in  weight  as  an  indication 
of  health.  Mr.  Milner,  whose  habit  of  extensive  and  careful 
observation  entitles  his  opinion  to  much  attention,  stated  as  follows 
on  this  subject :  — 

'^  All  the  prisoners  are  weighed  every  month,  and  I  consider  the 
information  obtamed  by  this  measure  to  be  very  valuable.  In  a  great 
proportion  of  the  cases  in  which  a  prisoner's  health  has  failed  in  this 
prison,  it  has  been  found  that  a  gradual  loss  of  weight  for  several  months 
had  preceded  tlie  appearance  of  any  more  direct  symptoms  of  disease* 
It  frequently  occurs  that  prisoners  who  appear  to  be  in  good  health,  and 
have  not  complained  either  of  illness  or  of  wanting  more  food,  have 
been  found  to  have  lost  weight  steadily  for  several  consecutive  months. 
In  such  cases  I  am  accustomed  to  give  more  food,  and  I  am  fully  satisfied 
that  by  so  doing  I  have  prevented  serious  failure  of  health,  from  which 
it  might  have  been  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  have  recovered  the 
patient.  There  are,  perhaps,  a  few  cases  in  which  a  prisoner  on 
admission  may  carry  more  flesh  than  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  state  of  good  health,  and  therefore  in  which  he  may  lose  weight  with 
the  effect  of  improving  rather  than  of  deteriorating  in  health ;  but  such 
cases  would  be  readily  distinguished  from  those  in  which  a  gradual  loss 
of  weight  was  the  first  symptom  of  incipient  disease,  and  my  experienee 
would  lead  me  to  say  that  the  number  of  cases  in  which  a  prisoner  loses 

*  I  think  it  is  possible  that  part,  if  not  the  whole,  of  this  physical  inferiority  of  the 
Scottish  prisoners  may  be  owing  to  the  fact  that  in  Scotland  the  punishment  of  trant- 
portation  is  less  resorted  to  than  in  England,  and  is  not  generally  awarded  till  a  later 
period  in  a  criminars  career,  and  when,  consequently,  the  drunken  and  profligate 
life  generally  led  by  criminals  is  likely  to  have  more  impaired  the  constitution.  Mr. 
Milner  has  been  kind  enough  to  undertake  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  practicable,  how  fkr 
the  difference  in  the  condition  of  the  two  classes  of  prisoners  can  be  traced  to  this 
cause,  but  he  has  not  yet  been  able  to  make  the  iiivestigntion. — March  Sth,  1851. 
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we^ht  wkh  advantage  to  his  heahh  it  infinitely  imall  compared  with 
the  nuoiber  of  oaaes  in  which  the  loaa  of  weight  it  associated  with  a 
lowering  of  the  general  tone  of  the  system,  which,  if  not  checked,  would 
result  in  the  dcfdopment  of  any  disease  to  which  the  prisoner  had  a 
predisposition.'* 

The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  less  than  at  the  rate 
of  one  jper  annum  per  prisoner.  The  most  severe  punishment 
was  solitary  confinement  in  the  dark  with  bread  and  water  for 
three  days.  In  no  instance  had  it  been  found  necessary  to 
apply  to  a  magistrate  to  administer  a  greater  punishment  than 
is  within  the  authority  of  the  governor. 

The  Rev.  Mr,  Alderson,  chaplain  of  the  West  Riding  department, 
regretted  that  motives  to  moral  restraint  and  general  gooa  conduct 
were  not  offered  to  the  prisoners  under  his  charge,  similar  to  those 
presented  to  the  transports  in  the  other  part  of  the  prison ;  and  the 
governor  on  this  subject  stated  as  follows : — 

**  The  conduct  of  the  transports  is  decidedly  better,  as  a  general  rule, 
than  that  of  the  best  conducted  class  of  West  Riding  prisoners,  namely, 
those  sentenced  to  long  periods  of  imprisonment  This  I  attribute  to 
the  motives  to  good  conduct  held  out  to  the  transports,  while  no  such 
motives  are  presented  to  ordinary  prisoners.  The  transport  knows  that 
the  length  of  the  period  of  separate  confinement,  and  afterwards  of 
confinement  in  association,  and  subsequently  of  restraint  and  surveillance, 
in  the  colony  to  which  he  may  be  sent,  are  dependent  to  a  considerable 
extent  on  himself;  in  a  word,  that  it  rests  with  himself,  and  depends  on 
whether  he  is  industrious  or  idle,  orderly  or  disorderly,  obedient  or 
refractory,  what  shall  be  the  amount  of  his  punishment;  while  the 
ordinary  prisoner  knows,  that  whether  he  conducts  himself  well  or  ill, 
he  cannot,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  diminish  or  add  to  his 
punishment  by  a  single  day's  impriaonment.'' 

The  chaplain  of  the  transport  department  said : — 

*^  I  have  received  very  favourable  accounts  of  the  conduct  of  the 
prisoners  on  their  passage  to  Australia,  but  there  has  not  yet  been  time 
enough  to  obtain  information  of  their  subsequent  conduct  Of  the 
prisoners,  however,  who  received  pardons  before  transportation,  and  were 
consequently  liberated  in  this  country  (about  twelve  I  think  in  number), 
1  have  ascertained  that  six,  or  about  one  half,  are  living  honestly  and 
respectably,  and  I  have  had  unsatisfactory  information  of  only  one." 

Some  prisoners  made  complaints  of  different  kinds,  but  only  one 
complaint  proved,  on  examination,  to  have  any  foundation,  and 
this  complaint  had  no  reference  to  the  prison.  In  the  case  referred 
to,  a  prisoner  stated  that  as  he  had  been  convicted  of  felony, 
he  had  been  deprived  of  his  money,  and  should  have  nothing  to 
carrv  him  home  with;  the  prisoner's  friends  living  in  London. 

The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state,  and  brought  up  to  the 
present  time. 

The  net  cost  per  prisoner  in  the  year  ending  Midiaelmas,  1850, 
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w«8  betwaen  137.  and  }^,  which  is  im>r«  i)mi  $/•  below  4« 
geoeral  areraffe  ia  English  priaons, 

The  gemsnl  roeult  ^  the  inspection  was  very  cfi^cliftaUe  to  Mr. 
Shaphera  the  gorenier,  and  to  the  ptlier  offioers. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1.  The  wrought  iron  bars,  which  are  before  some  of  the  c^ls 
in  the  new  building,  to  be  strengthened  by  a  cross-bar;  and 
wrought  iron  bars  to  be  put  before  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
other  cell  windows  in  this  part  of  the  building. 

2.  The  cells  in  the  old  building,  which  are  now  warmed,  to  be 
otherwise  prepared  (which  can  oe  done  at  a  small  expense) 
for  being  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners ; 
and,  if  they  should  be  required,  the  cells  in  the  basement  floor  of 
the  new  bu^ding  (about  100  in  number)  to  be  also  completed 
and  fitted  up  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners. 

3.  As  a  general  rule,  every  prisoner  to  go  into  separate  confine- 
ment for  a  short  period  at  least  on  his  admission,  and  imme- 
diately before  his  discbarffo. 

4.  The  gas-works  to  be  gradually  removed,  as  the  difibrsnt 
parts  wear  out  and  require  replacing,  to  another  part  of  the 
grounds ;  so  that  die  fumes  (W)m  them  may  not,  as  at  present, 
be  carried  by  the  prevailing  winds  into  part  of  the  prison. 

5.  Another  and  more  suitable  part  of  the  building  to  be  appro- 
priated as  §1  bakehouse. 

6.  When  there  is  a  convenient  opportunity,  the  airing  yard 
belonging  to  the  hospital  to  be  enlarged  \  wmch  can  be  donet  »t 
vary  little  expense^  by  the  labour  of  prisoner?. 

Owing  mainly  to  the  untiring  exertions  of  a  benevolent  lady  at 
Wakefield,  and  to  liberal  oontributions  fVora  many  of  the 
magistrates  and  other  inhabitant^  of  the  West  Riding,  a  bou^e  of 
refuge  for  discharged  female  prisoners  has  now  for  some  time  been 
open  at  Wakefield.  Its  scope  certainly  has  beep  snjall,  the 
ordinary  number  of  inmates  not  being  more  than  seven  or  eighti 
but  on  suoh  as  have  been  received  within  its  walls  the  system 
of  management  appears  to  have  b^td  a  very  benefieial  eftct 
Of  16  persons  who  have  passed  through  the  institution,  sovani 
or  nearly  one  half,  are  known  to  be  now  living  honestly  and  ro- 
spectably ;  and  it  is  sufficient  to  witness  the  industry,  neatness,  and 
mode^  deportpcient  of  thoqe  now  in  tlie  refuge^  and  the  expression 
of  their  countepancesj  free  alike  from  morosf  ness  and  hypocrisyi  ^ 
be  satisfied  that  great  moral  ipiprovement  is  going  forward. 

After  witnessing  the  ^cellent  training  for  donxestiq  service 
which  the  inmates  are  undergoing,  I  wa?  not  surprised^  though 
much  plea,8ed>  at  learning  that  there  are  more  applications  to  tho 
refuge  for  servants  than  can  be  supplied, 

One  good  characteristic  of  this  reftige  is  the  prevailing  ftir  of 
cheerfiilpesa.  SomeUmes  it  cgppear^  ^  if  it  were  deewed  necf^ 
sary  to  make  such  institutions  as  dull  and  melancholy  as  possible; 
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a  ^puw,  ^  common  lO^M  of  w)ucb  i«  to  sc^ire  aw^ytbose  whom 
it  i§  dmmi  to  giia  orer  to  the  eauoe  of  virtue.  This  frequent 
mhiABj  howMrer,  of  prftSMting  nitue  in  an  unnmtural  and  repyl- 
WTe  garb  has  here  be«n  wholly  avMled.  There  is  plenty  of 
aetive  work,  and  this  is  eombined  with  ciieer&lness,  with  which 
indeed  useful  labour  ought  always  to  be  associated. 

To  free  the  institution,  however,  from  objections  of  all  kinds, 
and  to  render  it  a  source  of  unpiixed  satisfjaction,  it  would  be 
necessary^  in  my  opinipn,  to  render  it  self  supporting,  ^d  to  open 
its  doQ^s  to  ^U  FDO  are  ready  to  submit  to  its  rules ;  so  tb^  it 
m^ff  ne^m  be  said  that  a  premium  is  offered  to  cringe,  ^ow  far 
it  WP^ld  be  ppS9ibla«  in  the  present  instance,  to  approximate  to  this 
state  of  things,  I  cannot  say ;  but  I  was  glad  to  find  that  the 
lady  to  whoip  the  institution  is  so  much  indebted  was  alive  to  the 
importance  of  keeping  this  object  steadily  in  view. 

Tb^  fi^Iowing  are  portions  of  the  reports  of  the  surgeon  and 
chaplain  of  the  transport  department  to  the  Visiting  Justices,  for 
the  year  ending  Deoember  SI,  1860. 

Hf.  Milner,  the  sjjrgeon,  states : — 

•*  Jbc  altqrntion  of  th^  ^xercif0  ipentioqej  in  jny  Ifist  Benort  h^s  been 
CQntjQwed  cjuring  tji^  ye^r ;  ajid  tljip  men  dqw  run  and  walk  alternately t 
This  change  has  been  found  to  answer  very  well.    Very  fpw  of  the 

Ef  isonqr§  ^js  either  ni^able  or  unwilling  to  run ;  and  number  of  them 
ave  expressed  to  me  tl^eir  conviction  pf  th^  greater  benefit  thi^y  h^ve 
derive4  &om  ^he  active  exercise  they  get  here,  than  from  tt^e  slowfy 
exercise  they  had  In  the  prisons  from  which  they  h^ve  been  brpught. 

"  Another  year's  experience  ponfirms  me  in  tl^e  opinion  expressed  in 
fpriner  Reports,  ^i^tf  that  ^  good  snpply  of  work  is  essentially  neces- 
sary to  enable  men  tq  undergo  imprispnment  in  separation,  without 
risk  of  injury  to  t)ieir  he^)lJt^,    .    .    ,    • 

"  The  chief  disease  causing  death  ha^  been  tubercular  consumption.  I 
am  of  opinion  tnat  the  amount  of  this  disease  Is  increased  by  the  dry- 
ness of  the  air  in  the  cells,  which  openttes  injqrjovisly,  both  by  its 
direct  irnfatiag  ^tion  on  th#  mucous  membrane  of  the  lungs,  and  also 
by  dr^'ing  the  various  matters  in  the  cells,  rendering  them  more  easily 
reducible  to  powder,  and  thqs  loading  the  air  with  dust. 

*^  The  proneness  to  tubercular  disease  among  prisoners  is  doubtless  in 
a  great^  measure  owing  to  their  previous  habits ;  for  many  of  them 
have  seriously  iojiirc d  ^eir  qpnsti^Ution  by  driqkingi  dissipation,  and 
exposure  to  hardships ;  an4  ^  ^  predisposition  to  this  class  of  diseases 
is  so  marked,  it  evidently  becomes  of  the  highest  importance  to  avoid, 
as  fiir  M  may  be  possible,  all  exciting  causes  likely  to  rouse  it  into 
aetion/' 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Reynolds,  the  chaplain,  states  : — 

♦♦  Of  the  great  majority  of  the'whole  number  who  have  been  under  my 
spiritual  care  during  the  past  year,  I  am  also  able  to  speak  very  favour^ 
ably.  As  regards  prison  conduct,  out  of  the  461  men  removed,  377 
were  net  punished  ;  while,  pn  (he  other  hand,  marked  attention  end 
decent  behaviour  in  chapel,  diligence  in  the  private  use  of  religious  and 
secular  means  of  improvement,  deep  consciousness  of  their  unworthi-         ^  t 
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ness  of  any  favour,  rratittide  for  the  many  adrantages  which  thej  en- 
joyed, openness  in  ueir  intercourse  with  the  Assistant  Chaplain  and 
myself,  patience  under  their  punishment,  and  an  honest  determinadon  by 
the  Grace  of  God  to  amend  their  lives — according  to  His  Huly  word- 
afforded  grounds  to  hope  that  a  very  large  numher  had  heen  benefited 
by  the  means  used  for  their  reformation.  This  opinion  is  fully  suppofted 
by  the  schoolmaster's  report,  which  will  he  found  in  Appendix  No.  1. 

*'  Another  year  has  tested  the  propriety  of  removing  the  Chapel 
stalls,  and  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  results  have  been 
most  satisfactory.  It  not  im frequently  occurs  that  a  month  passes 
without  a  single  report  of  misconduct  in  Chapel ;  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  deep  attention  and  reverential  deportment  of  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  men  at  public  worship,  have  on  several  occasions  drawn  firora 
visitors  expressions  of  the  highest  commendation. 

''  Much  valuable  information  was  received  during  the  past  yesur  with 
reference  to  men  who  had  passed  through  a  period  of  probation  in  this 
prison. 

*'  One  hundred  convicts  sailed  for  Australia,  with  tickets  of  leave,  io 
Feb.  1849,  and  reached  Sydney  in  July,  1849. 

**  Although  much  aversion  to  convict  labourers  had  excited  in  Uie 
Colony,  when  those  men  arriyed,  the  excellent  characters  which  their 
faithful  Surgeon-Superintendent,  Colin  Arrott  Browning,  Esq.,  RJf., 
was  able  to  give,  secured  for  those  men  a  welcome,  and  induced  the 
Colonists  to  employ  them  in  preference  to  emigrants,  who  had  arrived 
simultaneously  with  the  convicts. 

*'  The  following  extract  of  a  letter  received  by  Dr.  Browning,  ft'ooi 
the  office  of  the  Principal  Superintendent  of  Convicts  in  New  South 
Wales,  relates  to  the  conduct  of  those  men  six  months  after  their 
arrival  in  the  Colony ; — 

'  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  to  you,  that  the  convicts  brought  by  the 
Hashemy  still  continue  to  maintain  a  character  for  honesty  and  sood 
conduct,  unequalled  by  any  prisoners  who  have  arrived  here.  Their 
masters  speak  in  high  terms  of  the  standard  of  their  morals ;  thej 
appear  to  be  impressed  not  so  much  by  a  fear  of  punishment,  as  by 
the  dictates  of  a  mind  strongly  cleansed  and  siAed  by  the  reformatoiy 
process  they  have  gone  through.

^'  I  have  also  received  most  satirfactory  accounts  of  convicts  seat 
abroad  with  tickets  of  leave  in  other  ships." 


WAKEFIELD.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  May  10tb,1850.] 

The  cell  mentioned  in  my  last  report  as  being  damp  has  been 
rendered  dry;  and  preparations  have  been  made  for  wanning  the 
upper  cells. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  464,  namely,  389 
males  and  75  females.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  only 
one  prisoner. 

The  cells  were  not  neat,  and  part  of  the  bedding  was  not 
clean. 
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LBBDa— BOROUOU  PRISON. 
[TIm  loqpKkion  begaii  May  11th,  1850.] 

The  only  alteration  of  any  importance  in  the  building  since  my 
report  last  November  has  been  in  the  cell  windows,  many  of  which 
have  been  made  to  open ;  which  I  consider  an  improvement. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  discipline^  but  a  new  chaplain 
has  recently  been  appointed. 

Besides  those  cells  which  have  not  wrought  iron  bars  to  the 
windows^  there  are  still  two  places  in  which  there  is  a  danger  of 
escape. 

Toe  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair,  but  the  drains  were 
not  iu  {H*oper  order,  in  consequence  of  an  oversight  in  their  con- 
struction, by  which  no  provbion  had  been  made  for  flushing  them. 
Some  of  the  prisoners,  however,  were  employed  in  remedymg  this 
defect. 

Owinff  in  part  to  the  bad  construction  of  the  drains,  and  in 
part  to  tne  slight  way  in  which  the  plumbing  work  was  done,  the 
water-closets  in  the  cells  have  been  a  source  of  much  annoyance 
and  expense,  and  have  required  frequent  repairs  and  alterations* 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  (exclusive  of  trans* 
ports  received  under  contract  with  Government)  was  191 ;  which 
18  about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  At  the  time  of  my 
visit,  there  were  189  borough  prisoners,  and  77  transports. 

The  rules  still  acted  upon  are  those  which  are  in  force  in  the 
prison  at  Wakefield.  These  rules  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State  with  reference 
to  the  prison  at  Leeds,  and  indeed  a  new  body  of  rules  is  now  in 
preparation. 

There  is  at  present  no  important  exception  to  the  observance 
of  the  rules. 

The  work  department  is  in  as  satis&ctorv  a  state  as  the  circum- 
stances of  the  prbon  will  peiiiaps  readily  admit,  though  the 
amount  of  earning  remains  very  small  absolutely,  whatever  it 
may  be  in  comparison  with  the  generality  of  English  prisons. 

The  clear  value  per  head  of  work  done  for  sale,  in  the  year 
ending  Michaelmas  1850,  was  27.  13f . ;  and  the  estimated  value 
of  work  done  for  the  prison  2/.  15*.,  making  a  total  of  5/.  8#., 
which  is  much  above  the  general  average  in  F^glish  prisons. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

^  I  commence  my  daily  duties  at  eight  in  the  morning,  by  reading 
prayers  in  the  chapel.  1  then  see  in  private  any  prisoners  who  may  be 
leaving  the  prison  that  day,  or  who  may  have  arrived  since  tlie  previous 
morning;  and  I  visit  any  who  may  be  under  punishment  in  solitary 
confinement.  I  then  generally  visit  in  their  different  cdls  the  prisoners 
in  some  one  of  the  divisions  of  the  prison,  containing  34  cells.  This 
occupies  me  till  about  noon,  when  I  leave  for  a  time,  and  return  at  2. 
At  this  hour  I  generally  go  into  the  schoolrooms,  and  supermtend  the 
proceedings  there.    About  twice  a-week  also  in  the  afternoon  I  take  a 
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class  for  religioufl  instrttotbfi  |  ftrtA  #liM  I  hmn  riot  had  sufficient  time 
to  complete  the  visit*  to  praoners  in  tbeir  cells  in  the  morning,  I  gire 
part  of  the  afternoon  to  that  duty.  By  the  rotation  which  I  follow,  I 
mft  enabled  to  ttt  every  pHitoner  in  prtiitte  6ft^  2ti  at)f6iit  nihe  diiys, 
besides  more  ff^f^xittd  visits  in  particuhit  6afles.  1  wta  (rrgsdi^Tig  a 
class  also  for  psatinody  in  (de  eveninnr.  On  an  k^ett^i  I  p*M  netffy 
six  honfs  per  day  ift  active  dttty  in  the  pritfoA;  The  HchoicrhHiflMs  give 
about  five  hours  each  day  to  the  business  of  fnwtrtfOtimt,-  ind  Mt  thk^ 
employed  in  teaehing  reading,  writing,  ind  srilhnietie." 

The  prison  i^as  Very  ekan^  «9  we^e  the  p^rsofis  of  th^priawwtfa; 
but  some  of  the  books  were  not  in  a  proper  state.

The  geiithd 
health  of  the  prisoners  iince  Mr.  iflill  s  inspection  last  Noveml^r  has 
been  vety  good.  IWre  has  teen  no  prevailing  disease,  and  very  few 
s'erious  cases  of  illness  of  any  kind.  There  is  nofhing  in  the  prison 
tending  to  caiflise  ilHiesd.  l*he  prisoners  generially  improve  in  neidth, 
eifp^Cialfy  tf^ose  #ho  rS6m41h  a  I6tig  (im6.*' 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  ts  bare 
been  good,  'f  he  mim{)er  of  punishments  last  year  was  at  tlM 
rate  of  less  than  dne  per  annum  per  prisoner. 

Only  one  prisoner  made  any  complaint^  and  ^is  complamt 
proved  to  be  unfounded.

^'1850.  January  \*l. — Many  of  the  prisoners  have  requested  permis- 
sion to  work  later  at  night  in  their  cells,  which  of  course  1  have  granted. 

"1850.  February  16. — S.  H.  R.,  a  boy  committed  for  three 
calendar  months,  under  the  Juvenile  Offenders  Act,  for  s(ealing 
a  naif  of  shoes,  who  states  thai  his  pafents  are  dead,  and  that  he  lives 
wnh  Ws  grandmother,  an  old  Womtftv  receiving  money  from  the  parish, 
when  asked  if  he  would  like  to  go  to  thcf  Inda^ia)  School,  instantly 
rslbsed^  saying  he  did  not  liko  stfeli  plaoes.  His  g#iindmotltet  states

"  W.  O.  aged  9»  also  vtteed  to  |^  to  thd  Industrial  School, 
though  requested  fo  do  so  by  hi»  lather,  himself  a  eonviot  in  (Ftis  gaol. 
This  boy  has  been  twice  in  custody  heforo  under  the  Juvenilia  0£^nd- 
ers  Acty  and  haa  been  whipped  besides.  These  are  only  examples 
of  the  depravity  of  the  generality  of  boys  committed,  and  confirming 
the  testimony  of  30  boys  who,  on  being  questioned,  without  exception 
ac&nw^#!edged  (hat  theit  imprisonment  did  not  proceed  from  want,  as 
they  had  ajfl  honest  means  of  gaikiing  a  Itvelthood,  it  incnned*  to  fol- 
low it." 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  in  the  year  ending  Michaelmas 
1850,  was  abotit  \9l.,  wbicb  ia  ftbrai  HL  kw  fllan  the  general 
average  in  English  prisons. 

The  entries  in  the  visiting  justices^  minlite  book  showed  the  same 
figilatft  ^nperinfendenee  on  fhetr  patt  as  )Me(<^forl^:

*'  I  am  a  married  man  and  have  two  children.  I  was  nevi^f  In 
custody  for  any  offence  before  eenoMtting  the  crime  for  which  I  am 
now  BufferinK.  At  that  time  I  had  been  out  of  employment^  and  saw  no 
means  of  gaining  an  hotaest  livieliAo<)d.  t  had  pretfonsTy  had  a  good 
deal  of  work  and  ooold  latvoM^monoy.  Tbo  laasoll  I  had  not  done  so 
was  that  my  wife  spent  my  wages  in  liquor  as  fast  as  I  could  earn  them. 
She  wonTd  bring  any  otie  to  the  hon)$e  to  chat  and  drink  with  her. 
I  used  regularly  to  pay  8s.  or  9^.  per  w^k  fot  drink,  s^nd  someChnes  as 
high  aaapound.  I  borethts  along  time,  artd  ixveiefeff  way  to'pntastbp 
lo  My  liH  ]  beaaaae  r«<^diia  ankd  ihovght  I  i^ald  bo  move  ooiiftfei<tebte 
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in  a  prison.  I  did  not  think  I  should  be  transported,  but  I  wanted  my 
wife  to  feel  my  loss,  and  thought  that  would  put  an  end  to  her  extra- 
vagance. Had  I  had  an  industrious  sensible  wife,  I  should  never  have 
been  in  my  present  situation.  Many  gentlemen  in  the  neighbourhood 
where  I  lived  can  testify  (as  many  of  them  have  done  before)  that 
I  have  always  been  a  steady,  hardworking  man.  I  know  it  was  very 
wrong  to  commit  the  crime  under  any  circumstances,  and  I  own  that 
my  sentence  was  just.  I  now  wish  to  be  sent  abroad,  where  by  good 
conduct  and  industry  I  may  retrieve  my  character,  and  may  have  my 
wife  and  children,  still  dear  to  me,  sent  to  the  colony.  I  believe  my 
punishment  has  had  the  desired  effect  on  my  wife,  as  she  has  expressed 
great  penitence  since  my  committal  to  prison.  I  would  gladly  pay  any 
reasonable  amount  in  my  power  towards  the  expense  of  their  convey  auce 
to  the  place  of  my  destination." 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to  Mr.  Paige, 
the  governor,  to  Mrs.  Curtis^  the  matron,  and  to  the  other  officers. 
I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1 .  Windows  with  shutters  to  be  put  in  the  dark  cells ;  so  that 
when  these  cells  are  not  required  for  punishment  (which  they 
seldom  are)  tbev  may  be  used  as  ordinary  cells. 

2.  These  cells,  and  the  other  cells  on  the  basement  floor 
(altogether  12  in  number),  to  be  fitted  up  with  a  view  to  their  being 
certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners. 

3.  The  school-rooms  to  be  furnished  with  desks. 

4.  Measures  to  be  taken  for  having  the  road  leading  to  the 
prison,  which  remains  in  the  same  bad  state  in  which  it  has  been 
since  the  prison  was  built,  put  into  a  proper  state.  Among  other 
evils  arising  from  the  present  condition  of  this  road,  is  a  dsmger  of 
an  escape  of  prisoners,  from  the  van  in  which  they  are  conveyed 
being  upset 


LEEDS.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  May  14th,  1850.] 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  alteration  since  my  last 
report,  dated  November,  1848.  The  number  of  prisoners  last  year 
was  2784,  about  one-sixth  of  whom  were  females.  At  the  time  of 
my  visit,  however,  there  were  only  two  prisoners. 

The  place  was  tolerably  clean,  but  not  so  neat  as  it  should  have 
been. 


NORTHALLERTON.— COUNTT  HOUSE  OF  COBRBCTION. 
CThe  inipectioii  commenoed  May  lAth,  1860.] 

The  new  wing  mentioned  in  my  last  report  has  been  completed^ 
and  at  my  present  visit  I  examined  the  cells  with  a  view  to  their 
being  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners,  and 
brought  into  use.    The  new  wing  contains  120  cells,  constructed 
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in  the  ordinary  way,  like  those  in  Pentonville  prison,  for  separate 
confinement. 

In  accordance  with  some  of  my  recommendations  the  drainage 
and  ventilation  of  the  prison  have  been  much  improved :  the 
prisoners  are  required  to  g^et  up  early  in  winter  as  well  as  summer : 
some  of  the  females*  cells  have  been  prepared  for  the  separate 
confinement  of  prisoners ;  and  the  rain  water^  which  formerly  ran' 
to  waste,  has  been  collected. 

A  new  hospital  has  been  constructed,  and  other  alterations  in 
the  old  part  of  the  prison  were  making. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  131,  which  is 
exactly  the  same  as  the  average  in  the  previous  year.  At  the 
time  of  my  visit  there  were  117  prisoners. 

Owing  to  the  alterations  which  were  going  on  in  the  building, 
and  to  the  office  of  matron  being  at  present  vacant,  several  of  the 
rules  were  in  abeyance. 

Again  I  found  many  prisoners  unoccupied ;  but  I  hope  when 
the  new  building  is  brought  into  use,  all  will  be  employed.  To 
this  end  the  governor  has  received  authority  from  the  visiting  justices 
to  visit  the  prison  at  Wakefield,  in  order  to  see  the  difi^erent  kinds 
of  work  carried  on  there.    The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

'^  There  has  not  been  any  change  in  my  routine  of  duty  since  Mr.  Hill's 
last  inspection.  In  accordance,  however,  with  bis  suggestion,  I  have 
introduced  psalmody  and  the  practice  of  responding  into  the  service, 
and  the  change  has  proved  quite  successful.  The  prisoners  now  evidently 
have  pleasure  in  assembling  for  public  worship.  I  consider  the  prisoner 
named  W.  M.  to  be  quite  sane,  and  that  his  misconduct  is  the 
result  of  mischief,  or  of  a  design  to  weary  the  magistrates  into 
recommending  his  liberation.  I  believe  him  to  be  a  bad  man,  and 
that  if  be  were  liberated,  he  would  probably  return  to  a  life  of  crime. 
The  prison  serves  to  a  considerable  extent  as  a  place  of  refuge  for 
destitute  people.'' 

The  governor  stated  that  a  prisoner  had  lately  been  discharged 
who  had  had  both  his  feet  amputated  in  the  prison.  He  said  that 
this  man  had  arrived  at  the  prison  in  a  miserable  condition,  and 
that  he  believed  that  the  magistrate  who  had  committed  him  had 
done  so  from  motives  of  cliarity.  He  said  that  the  man  had  been 
exposed  to  such  severe  cold  by  lying  in  the  open  air  several  nights, 
that  mortification  of  the  limbs  had  commenced^  and  that  he  believed 
that  if  he  had  remained  out  of  prison  a  single  day  loneer,  he  would 
have  lost  his  life ;  as  it  was,  life  had  only  been  saved  by  the  speedy 
amputation  of  both  the  man's  feet. 

No  schoolmaster  has  yet  been  appointed. 

The  prison  was  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners ;  but 
some  of  the  clothing  was  out  of  repair,  and  among  the  female 
prisoners  especially,  there  was  a  want  of  neatness. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient. 

The  Amended  Dietary  is  about  to  be  introduced. 

[II.] 
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I  found  the  food  to  be  of  good  quality.  Its  present  daily  cost  is 
rather  less  than  three  pence  per  head. 

The  prisoners  appeared  to  be  tolerably  well  in  health*  The 
surgeon  stated  as  follows  : — 

**  The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  very  good  healthi  better  ibao  uaiuL 
There  are,  however,  eight  prisoners  who  are  not  well  enough  to  work : 
only  two  oi  the  cases,  howeveri  are  serious,  and  in  both  these  cases  the 
prisoners  were  ill  on  admission.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoaert 
since  Mr.  Hill's  last  visit  has  been  tolerably  good.  There  has  not  been 
any  case  of  Asiatic  cholera,  although  cholera  was  very  bad  in  the  prison 
at  the  previous  visitation  in  1832;  and  even  diarrhoea  has  not  appeared 
as  an  epidemic  since  Mr.  dill's  last  visit.  I  attribute  much  of  the 
improvement  in  health  to  the  removal  of  the  privies  which  com- 
municated with  the  wells,  and  rendered  the  water  unwholesome.^ 

The  surgeon  is  very  infirm,  and  his  duties  are  chiefly  performed 
by  deputy. 

There  appeared  to  have  been  much  misconduct  during;  the  last 
year,  especially  among  the  female  prisoners.  The  bad  conduct 
was  chiefly  attributed  by  the  governor  to  the  crowded  state  of  the 
prison. 

Notwithstanding  there  was  much  misconduct,  the  number  of 
punishments  was  small;  whence  it  may  be  inferred  that  many 
offen(!es  escaped  detection. 

Few  prisoners  made  any  complaint,  and  none  of  the  complaints 
were  found  on  examination  to  have  any  foundation. 

There  were  two  children  in  the  prison,  who  had  been  committed 
with  their  mothers,  but  who  were  too  old  to  have  been  properly 
sent  with  them,  one  being  four  years  old,  and  the  other  six. 

I  found  the  registers  and  accounts  in  a  proper  state. 

The  system  of  accounts  appears  to  afford  a  sufficient  check  oo 
the  disbursements. 

The  food  and  most  of  the  other  stores  are  supplied  by  public 
contract,  but  not  the  coals. 

The  average  cost  per  head  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge 
for  rent  or  repairs)  was  nearly  25/.,  which  is  about  3Z.  above  the 
general  average  in  England,  and  9/.  above  the  average  in  Scotland. 

The  officers  of  this  prison  appear  to  be  efficient,  but  there  is 
great  room  for  improvement  in  the  state  of  the  discipline.  Much 
allowance  must  be  made  for  the  hitherto  crowded  state  of  the 
prison,  and  I  hope  that  as  means  have  now  been  provided  for 
remedying  this  evil,  I  shall  be  enabled  in  my  next  report  to  speak 
of  a  great  improvement. 


PONTBFRACT.-<X)UNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  May  17th,  1850.] 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  alteration  in  this  lodc-up 
house  since  it  was  last  reported  on  by  an  Inspector  of  Prisons ; 
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and  the  description  which  Captain  Williams  gave  of  the  dark» 
cold,  and  damp  state  of  many  of  the  cells^  still  applies.  It  is 
true  that  persons  are  confined  in  them  only  at  the  time  of  the 
General  Sessions,  which  are  held  here  once  a  year ;  but  in  their 
present  state  they  are  wholly  unfit  for  use,  however  short  the  period 
of  detention^  and  it  would  be  difficult  so  to  alter  them  as  to  put 
them  into  a  satisfactory  state. 

I  was  glad  to  learn  that  it  is  in  contemplation  to  remove  the 
sessions  from  Pontefract  to  Wakefield  ;  which  for  several  reasons 
appears  very  desirable,  I  recommended,  however,  that  if  this 
proposal  should  not  be  adopted,  the  small  room  adjoining  the 
two  large  rooms  in  the  upper  part  of  the  building  should  he  used 
a»  a  room  for  female  prisoners;  that  the  two  larse  rooms 
referred  to  should  be  appropriated  to  male  prisoners  (for  whom 
they  would  afford  sufficient  aoconunodation) ;  that  provision 
should  be  made  for  warming  them,  which  could  be  done  at 
little  expense ;  and  that  the  lower  cells  should  be  eutirely  aban- 
doned. 

The  place  was  clean,  but  not  very  neat. 

As  the  sessions  were  not  holding,  it  was  of  courae  empty. 


DONCASTEIL— BOROUGH  PRISON. 
[iBtfMcted  May  17th,  1850.] 

This  prison  is  now  seldom  used  except  as  a  lock-up  house ; 
for  in  terms  of  a  contract  with  the  magistrates  of  me  West 
Ri£ng,  convicted  prisoners  and  prisoners  committed  for  trial  are 
sent  to  the  prison  at  Wakefield.  Since  the  establishment  of  county 
courts  also  debtors  are  no  longer  sent  here. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  alteration  in  the  build- 
ing since  it  was  last  reported  on  by  an  Inspector  of  Prisons.  The 
building  is  quite  sufficient  for  its  present  purposes. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  two  prisoners,  both  waiting 
£>r  examination.     Neither  of  them  made  any  complaint. 

The  place  was  dean.  The  keeper  has  a  respectable  appearance, 
and  seems  to  be  properly  qualified  for  his  duties.  His  wife  has 
charge  of  the  female  prisoners. 

There  is  apparently  but  little  crime  at  Doncaster. 


SHEFFIELB.^DCBTORS'  PRISON  FOR  THE  LIBERTY  OF  HALLAM- 

SHIRS. 

[Xnspected  May  iSth,  1850.] 
This  is  a  private  prison,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk.     Since  my  last  Report,  dated   November,   1847,  the 
drainage  has  been  improved,  but  there  has  not  been  any  other 
change  of  importance. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  Eteport,  this  prison,  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  county  courts,  has  been  but  little  used,  and  it  is 
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desirable  that  it  should  be  wholly  discontinued,  and  the  prisoners 
sent  either  to  Halifax  y)r  York. 

There  is  still  no  female  officer. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  only  two.  On 
the  day  of  the  inspection  there  were  three  prisoners^  two  males 
and  one  female. 

The  only  two  rooms  in  the  prison  now  in  use  were  tolerably 
clean,  but  they  are  ill  ventilated. 

It  having  been  several  years  since  there  was  a  female  prisoner, 
until  the  commitment  of  the  present  female,  and  the  rooms  for- 
merly appropriated  to  these  prisoners  not  being  therefore  in  a 
proper  state  for  use,  the  keeper  had  considerately  and  humanely 
given  this  prisoner  (a  widow)  a  parlour  and  bed-room  in  his  own 
house. 

Smoking  is  allowed. 

One  of  the  prisoners  who  had  been  in  confinement  several 
months,  complained  of  the  allowance  of  food  being  restricted  to  a 
pound  and  a  half  of  bread  daily.  Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the 
quantity,  the  want  of  other  elements  of  nutrition  than  those  con- 
tained in  bread  must  be  serious,  when  continued  for  a  considerable 
period.  I  recommended  therefore  that  a  pint  of  skimmed  milk 
be  added  to  the  allowance  of  bread. 

I  recommended  also  that  smoking  be  abolished,  and  that  the 
ventilation  of  the  bedrooms  be  improved.' 

These  recommendations  were  adopted. 

An  officer  of  this  prison,  who  is  also  a  bailiff  of  the  county 
court  at  Sheffield,  stated  that  about  a  fortnight  before  he  had 
been  employed  in  conveying  a  county  court  prisoner  to  York  for  a 
debt  of  3/.  who  was  able  to  get  full  work,  and  who  with  the  help  of 
two  boys  earned  14^.  per  day,  but  who  the  week  before  had 
worked  only  two  days.  The  officer  said  that  the  man  applied  to 
his  master  to  advance  him  a  sum  of  money  to  enable  him  to  pay 
the  debt,  but  that  his  master  had  very  properly  refused. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  on  what  ground  so  idle,  improvidem. 
and  worthless  a  fellow  should  be  treated  differently  in  prison  from 
an  ordinary  delinquent,  and  should  be  allowed  to  continue  in 
prison  the  same  habits  of  idleness  which  had  prevented  his  paying 
his  just  debts  when  out  of  prison. 


SHEFFIELD.—POLICE  CELLS. 
[Intpected  May  18th,  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  material  alteration  since  my  last 
Report,  dated  November,  lo47. 

The  cells,  which  are  below  ground,  dark,  and  ill  ventilated,  are 
very  ill  adapted  for  places  of  confinement  not  only  on  the  score 
of  health,  but  for  the  yet  more  important  reason  of  the  corruption 
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which  must  necessarily  go  forward  under  such  circumstances, 
however  short  the  period  of  confinement. 

In  one  of  these  dark  and  ill-ventilated  cells  I  found  five 
prisoners,  including  men  and  boys.  One  of  the  men,  a  notorious 
drunkard,  appeared  to  be  still  under  the  efi^ects  of  a  recent 
debauch.     The  cell,  as  might  be  expected,  was  very  offensive. 

Owing  to  the  quarter  sessions  having  been  held  the  day  before, 
when  there  was  an  unusual  number  of  prisoners,  the  place  was 
not  so  neat  probably  as  under  ordinary  circumstances.  It  wanted 
whitewashing  also. 

There  were  eight  prisoners. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  3088,  and  in  the  pre- 
ceding year  3006. 

It  would  be  impossible  by  any  amount  of  alteration  to  make 
this  lock-up  house  suitable  for  its  purposes.  The  only  effectual 
remedy  would  be  to  build  an  entirely  new  one,  on  the  land  at  the 
back  of  the  town  hall;  and  this  I  recommended  to  be  done. 

As  an  immediate  measure,  I  advised  that  the  cells  should  be 
limewashed  every  month. 

I  was  glad  to  learn  from  the  e65cient  superintendent  of  police, 
that  there  has  for  several  years  been  a  gradual  decrease  of  crime 
at  Sheffield ;  and  that  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  just  held,  there 
had  been  a  very  light  calendar,  the  whole  number  of  cases  for  a 
large  district  of  the  Riding,  including  Sheffield,  having  been  only 
15.  Unhappily,  however,  there  appear  to  be  symptoms  of  a 
revival  of  the  offences  which  have  so  much  disgraced  part  of  the 
working  classes  of  Sheffield— offences  arising  from  strikes.  A 
warrant  is  now  out  for  the  apprehension  of  20  men  who  have  been 
coercing  other  workmen  who  wished  to  perform  their  contract  to 
work  for  their  employers  at  certain  wages. 


BRADFORD.— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  May  20th,  I860.] 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  building  since  my  last 
Report  upon  it,  dated  November,  1847  ;  but  owing  to  the  borough 
prisoners  having  been  withdrawn  from  it  and  confined  in  the 
borough  lock-up  house,  there  are  now  generally  very  few  inmates ; 
indeed  it  is  often  empty. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  place  was  certainly  crowded,  there 
being  not  fewer  than  37  prisoners,  but  this  was  owing  to  the 
General  Sessions  then  holding ;  all  these  prisoners  having  been 
brought  from  Wakefield. 

The  prisoners  were  divided  into  parties,  and  each  party  was  in 
a  room  without  any  superintendent ;  so  that  much  contamination 
must  have  been  going  on.  Indeed  the  rooms  were  so  dark  that 
at  the  best  only  very  imperfect  order  could  have  been  preserved. 
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It  is  rery  desirable,  in  my  opinion^  that  the  practice  of  removing 
large  numbers  of  prisoners  from  place  to  place  for  trial  shonU  m 
abandoned. 

The  pkce  was  tolerably  clean,  considering  the  number  of 
prisoners,  but  the  air  in  the  cells  was  very  impure  for  want  of 
better  ventilation ;  and  I  pointed  out  how  d»  ventilation  miglit  be 
improved. 


BRADFORD*— BOROUGH  POLICE  CELLS. 
[UwpMted  May  SOtb,  1850.] 

Since  my  last  Report,  dated  November,  1847,  the  cell  floors 
have  been  raised,  the  ventilation  has  been  improved,  and  the  cells 
have  been  furnished  with  water-closets. 

The  cells  appear  to  be  now  always  dry. 

Rugs  and  mattresses  have  now  been  supplied. 

The  place  was  clean. 

All  the  borough  prisoners  are  now  confined  here,  instead  of 
most  of  them  being  tsiken  to  the  county  lock-up  house  as  formerly. 
If  there  were  more  room  this  arrangement  would  be  veir  judicious, 
as  it  prevents  the  necessity  of  taking  the  prisoners  backwards  and 
forwards  through  the  streets;  but  two  cells  (and  there  are  only 
two)  are  quite  insuflScient  for  the  number  of  prisonenu  The 
keeper  stated,  indeed,  that  on  one  occasion  there  had  been  about 
20  prisoners  in  these  two  cells. 

I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  mayor,  recommending  the  erection 
of  a  new  range  of  cells,  on  some  of  the  vacant  ground  behind  the 
police  office. 


RIPON.— PRISON  FOR  THE  LIBERTY  OF  RIPON. 
[Inspected  May  23id,  1850.] 

In  compliance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Beport,  dated  April,  1849,  the  following  alterations  have  been 
made: — 

1.  Some  complete  dresses  for  prisoners  of  both  sexes  hare  been 
procured,  but  not  of  a  sufficient  variety  in  size,  so  that  the  rule  oa 
the  subject  of  clothing  is  not  yet  in  full  operation  when  there  are 
youn^risoners. 

2.  £very  prisoner  has  now  a  weekly  supply  of  clean  linen  and 
Btockines. 

3.  The  bread  is  of  a  coarser  and  chea^per  quality  than  that 
formerly  given. 

4.  Gas  has  been  introduced  into  the  passages  and  some  of  the 
rooms,  but  not  into  the  cells. 

5.  A  register  of  punishments  is  kept. 
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« 

The  foUowin^  recomraeBdations  hare  not  been  aeled  upon  2-^ 

1.  Net-making  and  other  kinds  of  useful  employment  to  be 
introduced* 

2.  The  prisoners  to  be  required  to  rise  not  later  than  at  six  all 
theyear  round,  and  not  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  bed  before  nine. 

The  foregoing  recommendations,  although  not  carried  into  effect, 
were  adopted  by  the  magistrates. 

3.  Every  prisoner  to  be  required  to  do  a  daily  task,  equal  to  ten 
hours^  fair  labour,  and  to  lose  part  of  his  fooa  when  he  does  not 
do  the  stipulated  quantity. 

4.  The  upper  cells  to  be  prepared  for  the  separate  confinement 
of  prisoners,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  2  &  3  Vict.  c.  56, 
8.  4. 

5.  In  order  to  render  the  prison  more  secure,  an  airing  gallery 
to  be  constructed  as  explained  on  the  spot. 

The  drainage  has  been  greatly  improved,  and  new  privies  have 
been  constructed. 

There  had  not  been  any  oiher  alteration  of  importance  either  in 
the  building  or  management 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  5,  which  is 
about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  At  the  time  of  my  visit, 
however,  there  was  only  one  prisoner,  and  she  was  a  stranger. 
The  governor  said  that  he  believed  that  at  that  time  there  was  not 
a  single  person  belonging  to  theHLiberty  of  Ripen  (containing  27 
townwips)  who  was  in  prison  either  at  York  or  elsewhere,  either 
as  a  criminal  or  debtor. 

The  Chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

*'  I  have  continued  as  heretofore  to  visit  the  prison,  to  perform  DivhuK 
service  and  to  converse  with  the  prisoners,  three  times  every  week.  The 
conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel,  or  otherwise  under  my  charge, 
has  been  generally  very  good.  Indeed  I  have  never  any  trouble  with 
them." 

The  chaplain  also  teaches  some  of  the  prisoners  reading  and 
writing. 

The  prison  wat  very  clean. 

The  surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

'^The  general  health  of  the  prisoners,  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection, 
lias  been  exceedingly  good,  in  coounon  with  that  of  the  dntrtet  generally. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  prison,  and  no  serious  case  of  ilhiess 
of  any  kind.     The  place  is  always  very  clean  and  well  mutilated." 

The  food  was  good,  and  appears  to  be  sufficient  in  quantity. 
Its  eost  is  about  Z\d,  per  day. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  seems  to  have  been  good, 
Vut  tliere  were  two  or  three  bad  exceptions,  as  shown  by  the  folf- 
lowing  extracts  from  the  miscondnct-book : — 

*<  G.  W.  alias  C.  J.  (an  Irishman),  age  84,  threatened  to  strike 
down  the  governor  and  all  who  came  near  him.    It  required  the 
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assistance  of  four  men  to  secure  him  in  irons.  Three  prisoners,  nz. 
G.  T.,  J.  Am  and  R.  C,  rushed  forward  to  secure  him. — Put  in  irons, 
and  kept  on  hread  and  water  3  days." 

"  Same  day,  W.  W.,  age  24,  committed  along  with  W. — ^Made  use  of 
threatening  language,  and  conspiring  to  hreak  out  of  prison  along  with 
W.  and  others. — Same  punishment." 

If  the  airing  gallery  which  I  recommended  had  been  constructed, 
these  prisoners  would  probably  have  seen  that  any  attempt  to  escape 
would  be  fruitless,  and  would  not  have  made  it  Fortunately,  three 
of  the  prisoners,  as  shown  by  the  extracts,  assisted  in  securing  the 
most  determined  of  the  prisoners.  The  governor  said,  indeed,  that 
they  acted  as  well  as  three  officers  could  have  done. 

The  only  prisoner  in  confinement  made  no  complaint. 

It  is  desirable  that  this  prison  should  be  discontinued,  except  as 
a  lock-up  house,  and  the  prisoners  sent  to  Wakefield. 


BIPON.— DEBTORS*  PRISON  FOR  THE  LIBEBTY  OP  BIPON. 

[Inipected  May  23rd,  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  April  1849),  some  more  bars  have  been  put  before 
the  windows,  and  an  inspection-slide  has  been  placed  in  the  door 
of  the  passage  leading  to  the  debtors'  rooms. 

There  has  not  been  any  other  alteration. 

The  place  was  clean.  • 

There  has  not  been  any  prisoner  since  the  last  inspection  ;  and, 
as  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  it  is  desirable  that  this  prison 
should  be  wholly  discontinued,  as  being  ill-oonstructed  and 
unnecessary. 


BIPON.— LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  May  23rd,  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  June,  1S49),  the  allowance  of  food  is  now  a  poond 
and  a  half  of  of  bread  and  a  pint  and  a  half  of  oatmeal  gruel,  cofiTee, 
or  warm  milk,  given  in  three  equal  meals ;  no  prisoner  is  at  liberty 
to  have  any  food,  whether  at  the  cost  of  the  Liberty  or  not,  till 
he  has  wa^ed  himself  thoroughly ;  a  night-stool  on  a  proper 
construction  has  been  provided  for  each  cell ;  and  a  record  is  kept 
of  all  persons  confined  in  the  lock-up  house. 

^Notwithstanding  these  improvements,  which,  as  will  be  re- 
marked, are  all  of  a  minor  kind,  the  place  is  but  little  fitted  to 
its  purposes,  and  could  not  be  rendered  a  proper  place  of  confine- 
ment. If  the  other  two  prisons,  however,  at  Ripon  should  be 
discontinued  as  regular  prisons,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  a  good  lock-up  house  without  the  cost  of  building. 

The  place  was  clean. 
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Last  year  there  ^were  74  prisoners,  but  at  the  time  of  the 
inspection  the  place  was  empty. 


BBVBRLEY.— COUNTY  HOUSK  OP  CORRECTION. 
[Inspected  May  28th,  I860.] 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  for  refractory  prisoners^  the  defective 
state  of  which  was  noticed  in  my  last  Report  (dated  November, 
1849),  has  been  remedied ;  more  of  the  cells  have  been  prepared 
(by  the  prisoners)  for  separate  confinement ;  a  provision  has  lately 
bein  made  for  giving  the  females  instruction  in  reading  and  writing ; 
a  supply  has  been  obtained  of  new  bibles  and  prayer  books:  the 
new  dietary  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has  been 
adopted ;   and  a  stock  account  for  clothings  &c.^  has  been  opened. 

There  did  not  appear  to  be  any  other  alteration,  either  in  the 
building;  or  discipline. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  110,  which  is 
16  more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year. 

The  chief  increase  has  been  in  the  vagrants.  In  the  first  of  the 
two  years  there  were  508  vagrants,  and  in  the  second  (ending 
March  31, 1860)682. 

I  found  the  following  to  be  the  cluef  exceptions  to  the  observance 
of  the  rules: — 

1.  Some  of  the  cells  have  been  used  to  a  great  extent  for  separate 
confinement,  though  they  have  not  yet  been  certified  as  fit  for  such 
use. 

2.  The  chaplain  now  sees  many  of  the  prisoners  periodically  in 
private,  but  not  all  of  them,  and  he  does  not  yet  give  the  prisoners 
religious  instruction  in  classes ;  the  stipulated  time  of  his  attendance 
(an  hour  and  a  half  dailv,  which,  however,  he  generally  somewhat 
exceeds)  not  being  sufficient  to  admit  of  this. 

Many  of  the  pnsoners  still  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  clear  value  per  head,  in  the  year  ending  Michaelmas,  1850, 
of  the  work  done  for  sale  was  nearly  21,,  and  the  estimated  value 
of  the  work  done  for  the  prison  about  1/.  10s.  per  head. 

The  chaplain  being  unwell,  I  did  not  see  him. 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient 

The  potatoes  were  not  good,  owing  probably  to  the  season  of  the 
year. 

The  surgeon  concurred  with  me  in  considering  the  bread  to  be  of 
too  fine  a  quality. 

The  daily  average  costof  the  food  for  the  year  ending  Michaelmas, 
1850,  was  about  S^d.  per  head. 

The  prisoners  had  generally  a  tolerably  healthy  appearance; 
and  the  surgeon  stated  as  follows: — 

*'  The  general  state  of  health  in  the  prison,  at  present,  is  good.  There

are  only  two  prisoners  who  are  suffidentlj  unwell  to  be  off  work,  but 
both  these  cases  are  serious.  One  is  that  of  an  old  man  who  was  ib 
good  health  on  his  admission,  but  who  has  now  chronic  diarrhoea,  and 
the  other  is  that  of  a  young  woman  who  is  consumptive,  and  who  was 
so  on  her  admission.  The  prisoners  have  generally  had  good  health 
since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  Small  pox,  iodeed,  appeared,  but  by 
vaccinating  many  of  the  prisoners,  I  prevented  its  spreading,  and  there 
consequently  were  only  two  cases.** 

There  is  still  gross  misconduct  sometimes  amon^  the  untried 
prisoners,  owing  to  the  want  of  better  rules  respecting  tnem ;  but  the 
general  behaviour  was  reported  to  have  been  good.  The  number 
of  punishments  last  year  was  only  207. 

A  few  prisoners  made  c6mplaints,  but  the  complaints  were  found, 
on  examination  to  have  very  little  foundation. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  in  the  year  ending  MichaelmaSp 
1850  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for  rent  or  repairs),  was  rather  less 
than '  201,  which  is  about  §/.  less  than  the  general  average  in 
English  prisons. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to  Mr.  Alfred 
Shepherd  the  governor,  to  Mrs.  Walker  the  matron^  and  to  some 
of  the  other  officers. 

There  are  about  four  acres  of  laud  belonging  to  the  prison, 
and  contiguous  to  it,  which  might  be  turned  to  excellent  account 
by  setting  some  of  the  prisoners  to  cultivate  them.  On  this  subject 
the  governor  stated  as  follows  :-^ 

**  I  should  have  no  fear  of  any  prisoners  escaping,  or  attempting^  ta 
escape,  if  I  were  allowed  to  employ  such  as  I  might  select  for  the  pur- 
pose on  the  land  belonging  to  the  prison  and  adjoining  it,  even  without 
a  wall  round  it.  I  find  indeed  from  the  statement  of  one  of  my  officers 
who  has  been  here  many  years  that  formerly  some  of  the  prisoners 
were  in  fact  emp)o3red  in  one  of  these  fields^  and  that  none  of  them 
attempted  to  escape. 

**  The  prisoners  might  grow  on  part  of  this  land  all  the  potatoes  and 
other  vegetables  that  they  consume,  and  the  remainder  mirht  be  made 
very  productive  and  profitable  by  them  as  a  market  gartoi. 

I  recommended  that  a  contract  be  entered  into  with  the  West 
Riding,  so  as  to  allow  of  some  prisoners  being  removed  to  Wake- 
field when  the  prison  here  is  crowded,  and  to  allow  also  of  an 
interchange  of  prisoners  of  different  occupations  when  the  conve- 
nience of  Doth  prisons  would  be  thereby  promoted. 


BEVERLEY.—BOROUGH  PRISON. 
[Impacted  May  28tb,  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  since  my  report  in  NoveHU 
berkst. 

The  place  was  clean. 
There  was  no  prisoner. 
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I  would  suggest  that  a  £ood  purpose  to  which  this  prison  mi^ht 
be  applied  would  be  to  use  it  as  a  females*  prison^  in  connexion  with 
the  county  prison.  The  room  which  is  now  turned  to  no  account 
here  would  afford  accommodation  for  all  the  female  prisoners 
at  the  county  prison,  and  thus  add  considerably  to  the  space  for 
male  prisoners  there,  and  withdraw   the    females  from    close 

Eroximity  to  the  male  prisoners ;  both  of  which  changes  would 
e  important  adrantages.

LOUXa— HOUSE   OF   CORRECTION   FOR     THE    DIVISION    OF 

UNDSEY. 

[Intpeeted  Mty  29t]^  I860.] 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  goremor,  who  had  gone  to  Leeds 
to  take  soDoe  prisoners  sentenced  to  transportation,  theinqpection 
was  not  a  full  one. 

There  appeared  to  be  no  material  change  since  my  last  Report 
(dated  June  1849),  and  the  evils  of  bad  association*  waste  of 
labour>  and  partial  idleness  there  described  continue  as  heretofore ; 
^bi:^  owing  happily  to  causes  a£Eecting  the  country  generally,  the 
'number  of  prisoners  is  much  less  than  it  was  this  time  last  year; 
so  that  the  sleeping  cells  and  other  parts  of  the  prison  were  not 
crowded  to  the  same  extent  as  at  my  last  visit. 

Much  additional  accommodation  and  other  advantages  might 
be  obtained  by  transferring  the  female  prisoners  to  the  prison  at 
Spilsby :  and  this  measure  I  recommended  at  my  last  visit,  but  it 
has  not  been  adopted. 

While  there  is  a  deficiency  of  sleeping  cells  here  (even  with  the 
present  number  of  prisoners),  at  Spilsby  there  are  25  empty 
cells. 

There  were  50  prisoners,  whereas  on  the  corresponding  day  of 
last  year  there  were  96. 

More  than  half  the  prisoners  committed  since  last  autumn  were 
vagrants. 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  and  most  of  the  prisoners  had  both 
a  dean  and  healthy  appearance. 


LOUTH.— BOROUGH  LOOK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Intpeeted  May  29tb,  1850.] 

I  mentioned  in  my  last  Beport  (dated  June,  1849)  that  it  was 
in  contemplation  to  build  a  new  police  office  and  lock-up  house, 
which  are  much  needed^  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  nothing  has 
yet  been  done  towards  carrying  this  project  into  eflect.  I  called 
the  attention  of  the  town  council  to  the  subject,  and  was  informed 
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in  reply,  that  they  had  a  convenient  site,  and  were  disposed  to 
provide  a  suitable  lock-up  house  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  but 
that  they  were  at  present  unable  to  do  so  for  want  of  means. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  in  the  present  cells. 

The  dietary  now  consists  of  half  a  pound  of  bread  with  some 
coffee  three  times  a  day. 

The  place  was  clean,  but  one  of  the  cells  was  close,  and  I 
suggested  a  simple  means  of  improving  the  ventilation. 

The  number  o(  prisoners  last  year  was  97,  which  is  much  less 
than  the  number  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  years,  though  it  is 
greater  than  in  either  of  the  three  years  before  tliose. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  place  was  empty. 


SPILSBY.— HOUSE  OP  CORRECTION  FOR  PART  OF  LINDSBY. 

[Inspected  May  30,  I860.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
ray  last  Report  (dated  June,  1849),  shoemaking  and  tailor's  work 
have  been  introduced  :  no  prisoner  is  now  required  to  ascend  more 
than  10,000  feet  in  any  one  day  on  the  treadwheel;  some  suitable 
books  for  teaching  reading  have  been  procured ;  a  record  is  kept 
of  the  weight,  on  admission  and  liberation,  of  all  prisoners,  except^ 
those  committed  for  very  short  periods ;  the  untried  prisoners  are 
allowed  to  wear  the  prison  clothing ;  and  a  more  durable  kind  of 
clothing  has  been  introduced.  But  the  following  recommendations 
have  not  been  carried  into  effect : — 

1.  The  building  originally  intended  for  ^  hospital,  to  be  used 
as  a  females*  prison,  so  as  to  liberate  for  male  prisoners  that  part 
of  the  main  building  now  occupied  by  females;  and  to  make  the 
separation  of  the  two  sexes  more  complete. 

2.  Such  of  the  cells  as  can  be  used  for  separate  confinement,  to 
be  fitted  up  accordingly,  with  a  view  to  their  being  certified. 

3.  The  governor  to  visit  the  prisons  at  Wakefield  and  Leeds, 
and  if  possible  some  of  the  Scottish  prisons  also,  with  a  view  to 
the  introduction  of  useful  kinds  of  labour,  including  mat-making 
basket-making,  and  knitting. 

4.  The  poor-law  auditor  for  the  district,  or  some  other  properly 
qualified  person,  to  be  engaged  to  audit  the  accounts  periodically. 

The  new  dietary  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  46,  which  is 
nearly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  38  prisoners,  which  is  10  less 
than  on  the  corresponding  day  of  last  year. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  is  that  no 
work,  except  mere  cleaning,  is  usually  provided  for  convicted  male 
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prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  or  for  unconvicted  male 
prisoners. 

There  being  no  supply  of  artificial  light,  the  prisoners  continue 
to  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  foUows : — 

**  The  routine  of  my  duty  continues  the  same  as  described  in  Mr. 
Hill's  last  Report.  The  prisoners  make  as  much  process  in  religious 
and  secular  knowledge  as  can  be  expected  under  all  circumstances. 
The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel,  or  otherwise 
under  my  charge,  has  been  very  good.  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that  the 
present  system  of  discipline  here  does  not  deter  people  from  the  com- 
mission of  crime.  Several  have  said  that  they  would  rather  come  here 
than  go  to  ttie  union  workhouse.  I  fear  also  that  the  system  is  but 
little  calculated  to  improve  the  characters  of  the  prisoners.  At 
present  the  novices  in  crime  must  be  initiated  into  greater  crime." 

A  more  efficient  schoolmaster  is  required.  The  person  in 
office,  against  whom  there  were  other  causes  of  complaint  than 
the  want  of  greater  efficiency,  stated  his  intention  of  resigning, 
which  relieved  me  of  the  painful  duty  of  recommending  his 
removal. 

At  my  last  visit,  I  was  obliged  to  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  new  schoolmaster,  and  the  person  then  in  office  was  dis- 
missed. I  was  informed  that  several  persons  since  that  time  had 
been  taken  on  trial  for  the  combined  office  of  schoolmaster  and 
warder,  but  that  none  had  proved  to  be  properly  qualified. 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality. 

The  governor  stated  that  he  found  a  considerable  saving  in 
having  the  meat  cooked  in  the  way  recommended  by  Liebig ; 
that  is,  by  putting  it  in  boiling  water  for  about  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  only,  and  then  completing  the  process  by  placing  it  in  water 
of  a  lower  temperature.  He  said  that  not  only  was  there  a  con- 
siderable saving,  but  that  the  taste  of  the  meat  was  improved. 
The  following  statement  on  the  subject  appeared  in  Chambers* 
Edinburgh  Journal,  for  November  1847,  page  293: — 

"To  boil  beef  without  losiog  the  nutritious  and  savoury  elements, 
Liebig  gives  the  following  directions : — The  water  is  in  the  first  place 
to  be  put  into  a  brisk  boiling  state ;  into  this  boiling  water  the  meat 
should  be  plunged,  and  allowed  to  lie  for  a  few  minuteft.  It  is  then 
taken  out,  and  cold  water  is  to  be  poured  into  the  boiler  till  the  heat 
be  reduced  far  below  boiling,  or  to  about  160  degrees ;  the  meat  is  then 
put  in  again,  and  kept  in  the  water  at  this  temperature  for  two  or  three 
hours;  everything  is  in  this  way  e£fected  that  can  render  the  flesh 
pleasant  and  wholesome  as  food.  The  contact  with  the  boiling  water 
at  the  outset  coagulates  the  albumen  of  the  flesh  all  round  the  surface 
of  the  meat,  and  closes  up  its  pores  with  a  solid  wall,  that  none  of  the 
internal  juices  can  pass  through,  and  the  meat  is  preserved  in  all  its 
integrity,  while  undergoing  the  action  of  the  heat." 
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The  ttifg<toa  stated  as  follows : — 

^'  The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  very  good  health.  There  is  not  one 
that  is  unwell.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  on  the  whole  been  very 
good  since  Mr.  Hill's  la^  inspection.  There  has  not  been  any 
epidemic  in  the  prison.  The  prisoneis  are  not  more  liable  to  scrofiila 
or  consumption,  or  to  any  other  disease,  than  persons  in  the  same  class 
of  life  out  of  prison ;  nevertheless,  those  who  stay  sach  a  period  as 
twelve  months  in  the  prison  lose  tone  and  fall  oflT  somewhat.^ 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  beta 
very  good ;  but^  as  remarked  in  ray  last  Report^  owing  to  many 
of  the  prisoners  being  associated  and  from  under  eonstaiii  oth* 
servation,  many  oflfenoes  probably  escape  notice. 

Three  of  the  prisoners  complained  of  the  conduct  of  the  sdiaol- 
master,  and  on  investigation  their  complaints  were  found  to  be  just. 

A  prisoner  who  was  employed  in  some  work  outside  the  prison, 
made  his  escape  a  few  months  ago,  but  he  was  retaken  the  same 
day. 

Except  that  one  of  them  was  in  arrears,  the  registers  and  account- 
books  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for 
rent  or  repairs)  was  about  237.,  which  is  l/L  above  the  general 
average  in  £ngland  and  7/.  above  the  average  in  Scotland. 

At  a  small  expense  all  the  cells  might  be  prepared  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners  for  short  periods,  and  many  for 
indefinite  periods;  and  thus  the  vicious  practice  of  indiscriminate 
intercourse  might  (with  the  ordinary  number  of  prisoners)  be 
prevented.     And  this  I  recommended  should  be  done. 


BOSTON.— CODNTY  AND  BOROUGH  PRISON. 
[Inspected  May  31,  1850.] 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  nearly  all  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  my  last  Report  (dated  June,  1849)  bad  be^i  carried 
into  effect.  The  power  of  the  treadwheel  has  been  turned  to  a 
useful  purpose,  and  its  ventilation  improved ;  the  prisoners  are 
required  to  bathe  at  stated  times ;  milk  has  been  introduced  iote 
the  dietary  ;  the  female  prisoners  have  instruction  in  readincr  and 
writing;  untried  prisoners  are  allowed  to  wear  the  prison  clothing; 
and  other  minor  changes  have  been  made. 

The  recommendation,  however,  to  discontinue  the  prison  for 
females,  and  to  send  all  such  prisoners  to  Spalding,  has  not  been 
adopted. 

The  new  dietary  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  brought  into  use,  except  that  milk  porridge  w  given  for 
breakfast,  instead  of  oatmeal  gruel. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  27,  which  is 
two  more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year.

At  the  time  of  the  inspectioa  there  were  20  prisoners^  r\z., 
17  males  and  3  females. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  obBervance  of  the  rules  is  that  little 
work  of  any  kind  is  found  for  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard 
labour. 

Artificial  light  not  being  supplied,  the  prisoners  continue  to 
pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

'*  The  only  changes  in  my  routine  of  duty  since  Mr.  Hill's  last 
inspection,  is  that  I  now  make  it  a  rule  to  see  every  prisoner  in  private 
on  his  admission  and  discharge,  and  that  a  record  is  made  of  each 
prisoner's  character  and  previous  imprison ments«  The  prisoners  are 
very  willing  to  receive  both  religious  and  secular  instruction,  and  in 
the  latter  some  of  them  make  considerable  progress,  but  the  period  of 
detention  is  generally  too  short  to  admit  of  much  improvement  in 
religious  knowledge,  especially  considering  the  very  ignorant  state  in 
which  most  of  the  prisoners  are  found  to  be  on  their  arrival.  The 
conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel  or  at  their  private  conversa- 
tions with  me  is  respectful  and  good.  I  think  that  the  present  system 
of  discipline  in  this  prison  has  no  deterring  effect  on  idle  people  (who 
would,  I  believe,  rather  come  here  than  go  to  the  union  workhouse),  but 
that  respectable  people  would  dread  being  sent  here.  Owing  to  the 
contamination  arising  from  the  want  of  the  means  of  separating  the 
prisoners,  I  think  that  few  can  leave  this  prison  improved  in  cha- 
racter." 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  elementary  instruction,  and 
found  their  progress  to  have  been  tolerably  satisfactory,  espe- 
cially in  writmg. 

Tne  prison  was  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  now  auite  sufficient. 

Except  the  potatoes,  the  use  of  which  it  is  desirable  should  be 
discontinued  at  this  season  of  the  year,  the  food  was  of  very  good 
quality. 

The  prisoners  had  a  tolerably  healthy  appearance,  though  it  is 
found  that  they  generally  lose  in  weight.     The  surgeon  said  :•— 

'*  Most  of  the  prisoners  are  at  present  in  very  good  health,  and  no 
one  is  more  than  slightly  unwell.  Their  general  health  has  been 
tolerably  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  At  the  time  of  the 
cholera,  which  was  very  bad  in  this  neighbourhood,  especially  in  the 
workhouse,  no  case  appeared  in  the  prison.  There  has  not  been  any 
prevailing  disease  of  any  other  kind  since  the  last  inspection.  There  is 
not  any  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable  than  persons  in 
the  same  claas  of  life  oat  of  prison.*' 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good;  out  owing  to  the  association  of  the  prisoners  without  con- 
stant supervision,  many  offences  probably  escape  detection. 
Where,  as  in  this  prison,  such  offences  as  gambling,  fighting,  and 
stealing  are  sometimes  committed,  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that 
many  lesser  offences  pass  unnoticed. 
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Only  one  prisoner  made  any  complaint,  and  bis  complaint 
proved  to  be  groundless. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  provisions  and  other  stores  are  supplied  by  public  contract ; 
the  same  parties  being  generally  taken  as  contract  to  supply  the 
workhouse. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  was  29/.,  which  is  71 
above  the  general  average  in  England.  This  greater  cost  is  chiefly 
owin^,  apparently^  to  the  small  number  of  prisoners,  the  expense 
of  officers  not  diminishing  proportionately  with  the  number  of 
prisoners. 

Although  this  prison  is  very  ill  adapted  to  its  present  purposes, 
it  might,  I  thinks  serve  tolerably  well  as  a  prison  for  female  pri- 
soners ;  and  at  any  rate  the  experiment  could  be  readily  tried.  I 
am  quite  convinced  of  the  expediency  of  either  thus  appropriating 
it  or  of  reducing  it  to  a  mere  lock-up  house,  or  of  discontinuing  it 
altogether. 

I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  Visiting  Justice  on  the 
expediency  of  appropriating  this  prison  to  the  use  of  female 
prisoners : — 

<'  OsNTLEMBN,  "  Stamford,  Ath  June^  1850. 

"  Since  leaving  Boston  it  has  occurred  to  me,  that  although  the 
prison  there  is  very  ill  adapted  to  its  present  purposes,  it  might  serve  toler- 
ably well  as  a  prison  for  female  prisoners,  both  for  Boston  and  Spalding^ 
and  thus  effect  a  great  improvement  in  the  discipline  at  both  places ; 
for  while  the  prison  at  Boston  is  quite  unsuited  for  the  number  of 
prisoners  often  confined  in  it  (the  greater  portion  of  whom  are  males)  i 
and  very  unlit  for  the  reception  of  prisoners  of  different  sexes,  there  is 
at  the  prison  at  Spalding  plenty  of  room  for  more  male  prisoners,  but 
nearly  the  same  difficulty  of  preventing  communication  between  male 
and  female  prisoners  (unless  the  female  prisoners  be  congregated  in 
one  bed-room  at  night)  as  at  Boston. 

*^The  number  of  female  prisoners  both  at  Boston  and  Spalding  being 
small,  tliere  would  be  ample  accommodation  at  Boston  for  the  femaies 
at  both  prisons. 

"  If  it  were  found  inconvenient  for  some  of  the  male  prisoners  to  wash 
the  clothes  at  Spalding  (as  is  done  at  Durham  and  some  other  places), 
the  clothes  might  be  sent  by  railway  to  Boston,  in  the  same  way  as  they 
are  sent  from  Norwich  castle  to  the  females'  prison  at  Wymondham. 

''  In  the  few  cases  in  which  it  might  be  necessary  to  remand  a  male 
prisoner  for  a  longer  period  than  he  could  be  detained  at  the  lock-up 
house  at  Boston,  he  might  be  sent  to  the  prison  at  Spalding,  and  brought 
back  again  for  re-exaroination. 

**  If  the  recommendation  for  using  the  prison  at  Boston  for  females 
alone  be  adopted,  I  would  suggest,  for  the  sake  of  good  discipline  and 
economy,  that  it  be  placed,  like  the  prison  at  Wymondham,  exclusively 
under  female  management.''* 

*  Tliif  prison  has  now  been  discontinued — Jsnuarj,  1851. 
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BOSTON.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Intpeeted  May  31, 1850.] 

In  accordance  with  one  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  June,  1849)  proper  water-closets  have  been  substi- 
tuted for  the  night- vessels  formerly  in  use,  and  which  were  often 
very  offensive ;  but  the  recommendation,  that  the  allowance  of 
food  should  be  restricted  to  a  pound  and  a  half  of  bread  daily,  and 
that  no  prisoner  should  be  permitted  to  have  any  food  till  he  had 
washed  himself  thoroughly,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  acted 
upon. 

The  place,  which  was  empty,  was  clean  and  neat. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  year  there  were  277  prisoners,  viz.  255 
males  and  22  females.  The  number  is,  within  one,  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year. 


SPALDINO.-H0USB  OF  CORRECTION  FOR  THE  SOUTHERN  DIVISION 

OP  HOLLAND. 

[Inspected  May  31, 1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  June,  1850)  useful  work  (sack-making)  has  been 
introduced  to  some  extent;  the  ventilation  of  the  washhouse  has 
been  improved ;  a  more  desirable  kind  of  dress  has  been  intro- 
duced; no  convicted  prisoner  is  permitted  to  wear  any  article 
belonging  to  himself;  untried  prisoners  are  allowed  the  use  of  the 
prison  dress  ;  the  oflBcers  wear  a  uniform ;  and  some  other  minor 
changes  have  been  made.  But  the  following  recommendations 
have  not  been  acted  upon : — 

1.  In  order  to  put  an  end  to  the  present  practice  of  prisoners 
congregating  in  day-rooms  without  supervision,  and  to  introduce 
to  some  extent  the  principle  of  individual  separation,  the  night- 
cells  to  be  warmed  by  means  of  stoves  placed  in  the  lower  passages, 
with  openings  in  the  floors  of  the  passages  for  the  warm  air  to  rise 
through,  (beginning  as  an  experiment  with  one  set  of  passages,)  so 
that  the  prisoners  may  have  their  meals  in  their  cells,  instead  of 
assembling  in  the  day-rooms.  The  day-rooms  to  be  prepared,  bv 
being  supplied  with  bells,  and  with  earthenware  night- vessels,  (such 
as  are  in  use  at  the  city  prison  at  Lincoln,)  &c.,  for  being  certi6ed 
as  tit  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners;  and  when  so 
certified,  to  be  used,  as  far  as  practicable,  as  separate  cells. 

2*  Sudi  articles  of  clothing  as  cannot  be  made  in  the  prison,  to 
be  procured  from  some  other  prison  in  the  county. 

3.  Every  prisoner  to  bathe,  not  only  on  admission,  but  subse- 
quently once  at  least  in  each  month. 

In  my  last  Report  I  stated  that  a  schoolmaster  was  then  about 
to  be  appointed.  This  has  now  been  done,  but  not  till  within  the 
last  six  weeks. 
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The  building  seeii\ed  to  be  in  good  repair^  but  the  boundarj 
wall  in  one  place  approaches  so  near  the  inner  railing  as  to  be 
rather  insecure. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  39,  which  is 
four  more  than  the  average  of  the  previous  year.  The  greatest 
number  at  any  one  time  during  the  year  was  50^  while  the  number 
of  cells  and  day-rooms  is  65. 

On  the  day  of  the  inspection  there  were  37  prisoners. 

The  chief  exceptions  that  I  found  to  the  observance  of  the  rules 
were,  first,  that  though  there  is  an  improvement  in  this  respect, 
useful  labour  is  not  yet  found  for  all  the  prisoners,  and,  secondly, 
that  the  surgeon  has  not  hitherto  been  in  the  habit  of  makinga 
minute  monthly  inspection  of  the  prisoners. 

Artificial  light  not  being  yet  supplied,  the  prisoners  continue  to 
pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

It  appears  that  there  was  an  error  in  my  last  Report,  in  stating 
that  the  misdemeanants  passed  the  greater  part  of  their  time  in 
idleness.  On  this  point  the  governor,  at  my  present  visit,  stated 
as  follows : — 

"  At  Mr.  Hill's  last  visit  there  was  only  one  convicted  prisoner  who 
had  not  been  sentenced  to  hard  labour.  He  was  not  at  work,  but  this 
was  quite  an  exception  to  the  usual  practice;  such  prisoners  being 
generally  fully  occupied,  dming  the  working  hours,  in  cleaning-  the 
yards  and  other  work  of  the  kind.'' 

In  my  last  Report  I  remarked  on  the  circumstance  of  three 
female  prisoners  sleeping  in  the  same  room,  although  some  of  the 
females'  cells  were  unoccupied ;  but  at  my  present  visit  I  learnt 
what  I  was  then  not  aware  of,  that  the  object  of  this  was  to 
prevent  communication  between  male  and  female  prisoners,  which 
can  be  carried  on  when  females  are  confined  in  the  main  part 
of  the  prison.     On  this  subject,  the  governor  stated  as  follows : — 

'^  When  there  are  females  in  that  part  of  the  main  prison  which  i« 
appropriated  to  females,  I  frequently  detect  communication  going  on,  bj 
notes  and  otherwise,  between  the  male  and  female  prisoneri<,  and  oftea 
hear  obscene  conversation  between  them.  In  the  separate  building 
used  for  female  prisoners  there  is  only  one  bed-room,  so  thut  we  are 
compelled  either  to  let  the  females  be  together  at  niiiht,  or  to  be  in 
cells  fron^  which  they  can  frequently  communicate  with  the  male 
prisoners." 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  : — 

^^  The  routine  of  my  duties  remains  as  heretofore.  The  prisoners  make 
very  satisfactory  progress  in  secular  knowledge  since  a  schoolmaster 
)ias  been  appointed,  and,  considering  the  short  time  that  most  of  them 
stay,  satisfactory  progress  alfio  in  religious  instruction.  Many  of  them 
seem  to  entertain  very  difi^ereot  views  of  their  condition  as  sinners, 
before  they  leave,  from  what  they  held  on  their  admission ;  and  in  some 
instances  I  have  found  by  subsequent  inquiries^  that  their  conduct  after 
their  liberaii«)n  has  evinced  the  sincerity  of  their  repentance.     The 
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conduct  of  the  priaonerB  when  at  chapel,  or  otbarwiie  under  my  ctre, 
has  beeo  most  exemplary.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  ayatem  of  diBcipline 
as  at  present  etisting  in  tbia  prison  has  a  considerable  deterrinf:  effsct ; 
though  I  believe  that  some  |>anics  prefer  coming  here  to  going  to  the 
workhouse,  on  accoant  of  the  difference  in  the  diet  I  throk  also  that 
the  system  is  calculated  to  a  considerahle  extent,  when  applied  for  a 
aofficient  time,  to  improve  the  characters  of  the  prisoners ;  thonfth  I 
t^k  the  effi^ct  would  be  much  greater  if  the  separate  system  could  be 
MtMduccd." 

The  schoolmaster,  who  has  been  lately  appointed,  appears  to  be 
rery  well  qualified  for  his  duties.  At  present  he  gives  the  whole 
of  his  time  to  the  instruction  of  the  prisoners,  and  the  progress 
made,  considering  the  short  time  that  he  has  been  in  office^  was 
very  creditable — in  some  cases,  indeed,  surprising. 

The  prisoners  are  in  school  two  hours  each  day,  but  one  of  the 
hours  has  beeu  obtained  by  rising  half  an  hour  earlier  in  the 
morning,  and  continuing  to  work  half  an  hour  later  in  the  evening. 

The  governor  said  that  since  the  school  was  opened  the  conduct 
of  the  prisoners  had  much  improved,  and  that  the  number  of 
punishments  had  diminished. 

There  is  still  no  regular  provision  for  teaching  the  female 
prisoners  to  read  and  write,  but  the  governor's  daughter  has  been 
kind  e,nough  to  give  them  occasional  instruction  of  this  kind. 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient. 

Many  of  the  prisoners  complained  of  the  insufficiency  of  the 
food,  and  of  the  irregular  speed  of  the  treadwheel,  by  which 
they,  were  often  compelled  to  labour  excessively.  I  investigated 
the  matter,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  miller  had 
not  been  sufficiently  careful  in  regulating  the  speed  of  the  wheel, 
so  as  to  prevent  its  going  too  fast  occasionally;  but  as  respects 
the  quantity  of  food,  the  amount  is  greater  than  what  is  generally 
allowed,  and  I  think  that,  with  proper  care  to  see  that  the  men  on 
the  wheel  are  not  overworked,  it  is  enougli.  I  quite  however  con- 
curred with  the  surgeon,  in  advising  that  an  additional  allowance  of 
bread  should  be  substituted  for  the  potatoes  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  as  the  potatoes  at  present  contain  but  little  nutriment. 

The  cost  of  the  food  last  year  was  about  A^^d.  per  head, 
and  considering  that  the  allowance  of  food  to  prisoners  sentenced 
to  long  terms  of  hard  labour  is  greater  than  what  is  generally 
given,  this  cost  is  not  at  all  excessive. 

llie  prisoners  had  a  tolerably  healthy  appearance ;  the  surgeon 
stated  as  follows  : — 

**  The  prisoners  arc  at  present  in  good  health.  There  arc  only  two 
prisoners  who  are  not  well  enough  to  work,  and  one  of  these  is  a  drunken 
man  lately  admitted,  and  who  is  evidently  labouring  under  the  effects  of 
recent  excess  in  drinking.  The  other  man,  J.  S.,  has  been  in  prison  five 
months,  but  he  admits  that  when  out  of  prison*  he  has  been  addicted  to 
excess  in  diinking.    He  says  that  he  generally  drank  a  gallon  of  ale  a 
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day.  Neither  of  these  cases  of  illness  is  serious.  With  the  exception 
of  many  cases  of  diarrhoea,  which  arose,  in  my  opinion,  from  indigestion, 
the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection  has 
been  good.  I  think  the  pri^^oners  have  sometimes  too  great  a  bulk  of 
food,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  an  improvement  to  reduce  the 
quantity  of  potatoes  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  to  one  half,  and  to  substi- 
tute bread  for  them  (in  the  proportion  of  one  ounce  of  bread  for  four 
ounces  of  potatoes)  ;  and  at  this  season  of  the  year,  when  it  is  very  diffi- 
cult to  procure  good  potatoes,  to  discontinue  potatoes  altogether,  and  to 
give  bread  in  place  of  them.  With  this  modification  I  should  consider 
the  dietary  unobjectionable.  There  is  not  any  disease  to  which  the 
prisoners  are  more  liable  than  persons  in  the  same  class  of  life  out  of 
prison.  Prisoners  confined  for  long  periods  generally  fall  ofi"  somewhat 
in  health  and  strength,  especially  if  at  work  on  the  tread  wheel.  They 
generally  lose  in  weight.  The  loss  of  weight  however  is  not  generally 
great.  Of  11  prisoners  who  have  complained  to-day  to  the  Inspector  of 
Prisons  about  iheir  food  and  labour,  only  three  have  lost  considerably 
in  weight  (four  having  gained  in  weight).  Of  the  three  referred  to, 
one  is  the  case  of  J.  S.  already  mentioned  ;  another,  J.  W.,  is  subject  to 
constipation,  but  I  do  not  think  his  general  health  is  worse  than  when  he 
came  to  the  prison ;  and  the  third,  F.  L.,  has  had  good  health  ever  since  he 
came.    He  is  a  man  of  dissipated  habits.*' 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have* been 
good,  but  it  is  probable  that  some  offences  at  present  escape 
observation. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  Governor's  Journal : — 

*'  November  5/A,  1849. — This  morning  at  the  breakfast  hour  W.  L 
was  reported  for  having  on  the  4th  instant  stolen  part  of  the  allowance 
of  bread  belonging  to  W.  H.,  who  occupied  the  same  day- room  as  L 
I  duly  investigated  the  charge,  and  found  the  complaint  a  just  one: 
ordered  L.  into  solitary  confinement  for  half  an  hour. 

"  At  the  dinner  hour  L.  was  reported  by  several  prisoners,  who  stated 
that  he  had  been  very  abusive  during  the  morning,  in  an  under  tone  that 
the  warder  could  not  hear,  and  endeavoured  to  push  J.  S.  from  off  the 
wheel.  I  ordered  him  to  his  night-cell  for  one  hour ;  he  refused  to  obey  the 
order;  I  then  directed  that  he  should  be  put  into  the  dark  cell  for  the 
remainder  of  the  day  :  this  occurred  at  hali-past  one  o'clock. 

"  At  a  quarter-past  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  locking  up  the 
prisoners  fur  the  night,  I  heard  the  warder  Wilson  call  tur  assistance ;  I  has- 
tened to  him  frcm  the  floor  above,  and  found  that  he  had  cut  W.  down, 
who  had  hanged  himself,  and  was  quite  dead.  I  went  immediately  for  the 
surgeon,  who  opened  a  vein,  and  said  that  life  had  been  extinct  some 
hours. 

"On  the  7th, the  coroner's  inquest  assembled  at  the  Gaol,  over  the 
body  of  W.  L.,  who  committed  suicide  on  the  5th  instant ;  and  returned 
a  verdict  of  felo-de-se.  This  evening,  at  a  quarter  past  nine  o'clock, 
I  attended  the  remains  to  the  grave-yard,  and  saw  them  deposited  in  the 
earth. 

"  Another  attempt  at  suicide  during  the  year,  which  was  nearly 
successful,  was  caused  by  a  prisoner  hearing  that  his  wife  had  uot  been 
fFUthful  to  him  during  his  imprisonment." 
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The  registers  and  account-books  were  in  a  proper  state. 

All  the  chief  articles  of  consumption,  except  coals,  are  now 
supplied  by  public  contract. 

The  net  average  cost  per  head  last  year  was  rather  less  than 
25/.,  which  is  3/.  above  the  general  average  in  England ;  but  the 
difference  is  fully  explained,  partly  by  the  small  number  of 
prisoners  (the  cost  of  officers  not  being  proportionately  small), 
and  partly  by  a  larger  outlay  for  clothing  this  year,  in  order  to 
obtain  a  sufficient  stock  and  to  carry  the  rules  respecting  clothing 
into  full  effect. 

Owine  to  an  error  in  calculation,  the  average  cost  in  the  year 
ending  Michaelmas,  1848,  as  entered  in  my  last  Report,  was  over- 
stated by  1/.  per  head. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations  : — 

1.  Apportion  of  the  prison  to  be  prepared  for  the  separate 
confinement  of  prisoners,  in  the  same  way  as  part  of  the  prison  at 
Beverley  has  lately  been  prepared ;  and  if  the  experiment  is 
successful,  the  arrangement  to  be  extended. 

2.  When  artificial  light  is  introduced,  the  prisoners  to  be 
required  to  rise  all  the  year  round  not  later  than  at  six,  and  to  be 
required  to  perform  a  full  day's  labour,  in  winter  as  well  as  in 
summer. 

3.  As  already  recommended,  such  articles  of  clothing  as 
cannot  be  made  in  the  prison  to  be  procured  from  other  prisons 
in  the  county. 

4.  A  meter  to  be  attached  to  the  treadwheel,  in  order  to  show 
at  all  times  what  is  its  rate  of  motion. 

5.  As  recommended  by  the  surgeon,  bread  to  be  substituted  for 
potatoes  at  this  season  of  the  year,  at  the  rate  of  a  quarter  of  a 
pjund  of  bread  for  a  pound  of  potatoes,  and  in  winter  bread 
to  be  substituted  for  half  the  allowance  of  potatoes,  at  the  same 
rate. 

6.  Arrangements  to  be  made  with  the  Justices  generally  in 
this  part  of  the  county  for  sending  all  female  prisoners  to  the  prison 
at  Boston,  and  all  male  prisoners  to  this  prison. 


SPALDING.— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  June  1,  1850.] 

It  was  stated  that  there  had  not  been  any  alteration  since  the 
place  was  last  examined  by  an  Inspector  of  Prisons. 

There  is  only  one  room.  It  opens  to  the  street,  and  there  is  no 
provision  for  warming  it.  The  place^  therefore,  is  quite  unfit  for 
its  purposes,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  a  proper  lock-up  house 
should  be  provided. 

The  place  was  in  neat  order. 

There  was  no  prisoper. 
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STAMFORD.— BOROUGH  PRISON. 

[Inspected  Jane  3,  1850.] 
In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  and  suggestions 
in  my  Report  dated  last  July,  the  ventilation  of  the  cells  and  of 
the  infirmary  has  been  improved ;  the  surgeon  now  sees  all  the 
prisoners  twice  a  week,  and  makes  a  minute  inspection  once  a 
month;  the  keeper  gives  instruction  in  reading  and  writing  to 
those  who  need  it,  the  prisoners  bathe  regularly,  and  prison 
clothing  is  provided  for  female  prisoners  as  well  as  for  males. 
But  the  following  recommendations,  though  ordered  to  be  carried 
into  effect,  have  not  really  been  so. 

1.  The  cells  which  are  at  present  used  only  as  night-cells  to  be 
prepared  and  fitted  up  with  a  view  to  their  being  certified  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners. 

2.  The  prisoners  to  rise  not  later  than  at  six  all  the  year  round, 
and  not  to  go  to  bed  before  nine. 

3.  As  far  as  practicable,  such  kinds  of  work  to  be  obtained  as 
can  be  carried  on  in  the  cells,  and  the  prisoners  to  be  put  on  task- 
work. 

4.  A  character-book  to  be  kept. 

Such  an  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  matron^s  rooms  as 
gives  her  the  means,  to  some  extent,  of  superintending  the  female 
prisoners  from  them  ;  and  a  gaslight  has  been  provided  for  lighting 
theyards  and  exterior  of  the  prison  at  night. 

The  allowance  of  food  to  prisoners  in  the  5th  class  has  been 
increased  by  4  oz.  of  bread  daily. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  8,  which  is 
double  the  average  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase,  I  was 
sorry  to  learn,  had  been  chiefiy  among  prisoners  committed  for 
felony. 

On  the  day  of  my  visit  there  were  12  prisoners,  namely,  1 1 
males  and  one  female ;  and  the  number  had  for  some  time  been 
about  that ;  so  that  I  fear  that  the  average  in  the  current  year 
will  be  greater  even  than  last  year. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  is  that  useful 
employment,  with  the  necessary  materials  and  instruction,  is  not 
found  for  all,  or  indeed  for  many  of  the  prisoners. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

^^  My  routine  of  duties  remains  precisely  the  same  as  at  Mr.  Hill's  last 
inspection.  To  all  outward  appearances  the  prisoners  make  satisfactory 
progress  in  religions  and  secular  knowledge,  but  in  some  cases  I  have 
been  disappointed  with  their  subsequent  conduct.  When  at  chapel,  or 
otherwise  under  my  charge,  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very 
good.  I  have  had  no  complaint  whatever  to  make,  except  in  occasional 
cases  of  tramps,  who  appear  to  desire  to  be  sent  to  prison.  The  present 
system  of  discipline  here  appears  to  me  to  have  a  comnderahle  deterring 
efiTect,  and  I  think  that  most  of  those  (though  they  have  been  few  in 
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tiamber)  who  have  remained  a  conHiderablc  time,  say  from  six  to  twelve 
months,  have  been  improved  in  character.'* 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  had  a  healthy  appearance;  and  the 
surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

**  All  the  prisoners  are  in  good  health,  except  two.  One  of  these 
cases  is  serions,  but  the  prisoner  was  very  ill  on  admission,  and  is 
better  than  he  was  then.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
good  MQce  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  Thert  has  not  been  any  epidemic 
since  that  time.  Cholera  did  not  appear  either  in  the  prison  or 
neighbourhood.  There  is  not  any  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are 
more  liable  than  persons  in  the  same  class  out  of  prison.  I  do  not  know 
anything  in  the  prison  teiidiog  to  cause  iUness.  During  the  last  year 
most  of  the  prisoners  have  improved  in  health  during  their  im- 
prisonment.** 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  liave  been 
good ;  but  owing  to  their  being  associated,  and  not  under  constant 
supervision,  many  offences  probably  pass  unobserved.  The 
following  extracts  froni  the  keeper's  journal  show  that  there  is 
occasionally  gross  misconduct,  sucn  as  seldom  or  never  occurs  in  a 
well-constrUcted  and  well-regulated  prison : — 

**  April  2, 18S0. — W.  J.,  two  days'  solitary  confinement  for  making  use 
of  very  bad  language  to  the  prisoners,  and  when  in  confinement  his 
behaviour  and  language  very  bad,  and  using  violent  threats  towards  the 
governor  and  turnkey. 

*^  May  4. — On  examining  C.'s  trousers  on  being  discharged,  I  found 
two  notes,  written  in  blood  by  the  prisoner  B.,  to  send  out  by  C.  to 
a  common  prostitute  in  the  town. 

"  May  6. — W.  C,  two  days'  close  confinement  for  a  violent  assault 
and  striking  W.  J.  the  other  convict. 

"T.  B.,  9  hours'  close  confinement,  for  encouraging  C.  to  commit 
the  assault  on  J. 

*'  I  reported  the  prisoner's  refractory  behaviour  to  the  Visiting 
Magistrates  immediately." 

Debtors  are  no  longer  committed  to  this  prison. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state^ 

The  cost  of  the  prison  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for  rent 
or  repairs)  was  about  274/.,  which,  divided  by  the  average  number 
of  prisoners,  gives  about  342.  per  head ;  this,  though  a  large  sum, 
is  but  little  more  than  half  the  cost  per  head  in  the  previous  year, 
owing  to  the  average  number  of  prisoners  being  twice  as  great  as 
in  that  year. 

The  best  arrangement,'  in  my  opinion,  as  regards  both  efficiency 
of  prison  discipline  and  economy,  if  the  present  state  of  the  law  did 
not  interpose  obstacles,  would  be  to  dose  this  prison  and  send  the 
prisoners  to  Peterborough.     Though  eren  without  sending  tke 
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prisoners  into  another  county,  better  discipline  might  be  obtained, 
and  a  very  considerable  saving  effected  by  contracting  to  send  the 
prisoners  to  Spalding. 

Last  year  (though  the  number  of  prisoners  was  greater  than 
usual)  there  were  only  56  commitments  altogether,  and  the  cost  of 
the  conveyance  of  that  number  of  prisoners  to  Spalding,  including 
a  proper  allowance  to  the  officers  accompanying  them,  would 
probablv  have  been  less  than  40/.  As  the  present  staff  of  offioere 
at  Spalding  is  quite  sufficient  for  such  a  number  of  prisoners  as  would 
be  sent  fromStamford,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  number  of  prisoneri 
there,  and  as  there  is  room  for  the  Stamford  prisoners,  the  expense 
to  the  county  of  receiving  them  would  be  but  little  besides  their  food 
and  clothing,  say  10/.  per  annum  each,  which,  multiplied  by  the 
average  number  of  prisoners,  would  be  less  than  60/.  a  year. 

Thus  the  whole  real  expense  of  conveying  the  prisoners  to  and 
from  Spalding,  and  of  keeping  them  there,  would  probably  not 
exceed  100/.  a  year,  leaving  a  saving  of  more  than  150/.  a  year 
(exclusive  of  the  cost  of  repairs  and  alterations)  to  be  divided 
between  the  borough  and  county:  and  this  concurrently  with 
obtaining  for  the  use  of  the  borough  of  Stamford  a  better  prison  than 
the  existing  one. 


STAMFORD.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSB. 
[Inspected  Judo  4, 1850.] 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  last 
Report  on  this  lock-up  house  (dated  July,  1849),  the  daily  allow- 
ance of  food  now  consists  of  a  pound  and  a  half  of  bread,  given  in 
three  equal  meals,  and  no  prisoner  is  permitted  to  have  any  food 
till  he  has  washed  himself  thoroughly. 

There  has  not  been  any  other  alteration. 

The  place  was  clean  and  neat. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  175^  which  is  33  less 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  only  one  prisoner. 


GRANTHAM.— BOROUGH  PRISON. 
[Inspected  June  6, 1850.] 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  most  of  the  recommendations  and 
suggestions  that  I  made  at  my  last  visit  (and  contained  in  my 
Keport  dated  July,  1849),  had  been  carried  into  effect.  In 
accordance  with  these  the  convicted  prisoners  are  now  supplied 
with  a  more  complete  prison  dress  (though  the  dress  is  not  yet 
quite  complete),  and  the  untried  are  also  allowed  to  wear  it;  as 
far  as  practicable  the  prisoners  make  and  mend  their  own  clothing, 
and  they  now  wlutewash  and  paint  the  prison^  instead  of  this 
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work  being  dbne  by  paid  workmen :  nevertheless,  though  the 
supply  of  work  has  been  much  increased,  it  is  still  insufficient  and 
irregular;  and,  as  heretofore,  much  of  the  labour  (that  of  the  tread- 
wheel)  runs  to  waste:  lastly,  a  provision  has  been  made  for 
teaching  the  prisoners  to  read  and  write. 

The  recoramendatibn  for  adopting  a  regular  dietary,  instead  of 
giving  an  allowance  of  money  to  be  expended  in  food,  has  not  yet 
Been  acted  upon ;  but  directions  were  given  at  my  present  visit  for 
adopting  the  dietary  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  change  of  im- 
portance. The  state  of  the  prison,  therefore,  though  much  improved, 
is  still  far  from  good,  and  in  the  present  building  it  would  be 
difficult  to  render  it  good. 

I  am  clearly  of  opinion,  as  expressed  in  my  last  Report,  that  as 
soon  as  a  suitable  arrangement  can  be  made,  it  is  desirable  that 
the  prisoners,  when  convicted,  or  fully  committed  for  trial,  should 
be  sent  to  a  larger  prison^  and  that  this  prison  should  be  reduced 
to  a  lock-up  house. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  appeared  to  be  about  the 
same  as  last  year,  that  is,  about  4  or  5.  At  the  time  of  my  visit 
there  were  6  prisoners. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  is  that  the 
surgeon  does  not  see  every  prisoner  twice  a  week. 

In  accordance  with  the  very  objectionable  practice  noticed  in 
my  last  Report,  the  medical  attendant  who  was  in  office  at  my 
last  visit  went  out  at  the  expiration  of  the  last  mayoralty,  and  a 
new  medical  attendant  was  appointed. 

No  medical  record  has  hitherto  been  kept  at  the  prison. 

Artificial  light  not  being  provided^  the  prisoners  continue  to  pass 
far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  of  the  prison  stated  as  follows : — 

*^  My  routine  of  duties  is  just  the  same  as  heretofore.  I  perform  Divine 
Service  every  Sunday  morning,  and  on  Wednesday  I  visit  the  prison  to 
converse  with  the  prisoners.'* 

The  teacher  who  has  been  appointed  attends  twice  a  week,  for 
about  an  hour  each  time.  He  teaches  the  prisoners  reading  and 
writing. 

I  found  the  prison  clean,  but  some  parts  of  it  were  not  sufficiently 
neat. 

Considering  that  most  of  the  prisoners  had  been  lately  employed 
in  dirty  work,  they  were  moderately  clean  in  their  persons,  though 
not  so  clean  as  is  desirable. 

Some  of  the  Bibles  and  other  books  were  not  in  a  proper  state. 

The  bedding  appeared  to  be  sufficient,  but  as  regards  the 
clothing  there  was  an  inadequate  supply  of  stockings  and  of 
some  other  minor  articles. 

I  tasted  the  food,  and  found  it  to  be  of  good  quality. 
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The  prisoners,  as  a  body,  had  a  tolerably  healthy  appearance 
and  the  surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

**  Except  one  man,  the  prisoners  are  at  present  in  good  health,  and 
this  man's  case  is  not  very  serious,  thoagh  he  is  sufficiently  unwell  to  be 
o£f  work.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners,  since  my  appointment 
last  NoTember,  has  been  good.  There  has  not  been  any  death  or 
prevaihng  disease  among  Uiem.  All  the  complaints  have  been  of  a 
trifling  character." 

Tlie  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good ;  but,  as  stated  in  my  last  Report,  much  misconduct  could  at 
present  pass  unobserved. 

There  was  not  a  single  case  of  punishment  last  year. 

Some  prisoners  complained  of  the  want  of  more  food,  and  of 
having  their  hair  cut  too  short,  and  part  of  their  whiskers  shaved 
off.  As  respects  the  food,  it  was  difficult,  owing  to  the  want  of  a 
regular  dietary,  to  determine  whether  the  complaint  was  well 
founded ;  but  the  other  complaints  I  considered  to  be  just. 

The  registers  were  in  a  tolerably  good  state. 

The  entries  in  the  Visiting  Justices  minute-book  were  creditable 
to  the  keeper  and  the  other  officers. 

I  made  the  following  recommendatipns  : — 

1.  A  larger  supply  of  stockingjs  to  be  procured;  caps  and 
braces  to  be  added  to  the  prison  dress ;  and  no  convicted  prisoner 
to  be  allowed  to  wear  any  article  belonging  to  himself. 

2.  Instead  of  each  prisoner  cooking  by  turns,  and  all  being 
required  to  wash  their  own  stockings,  a  single  prisoner  to 
act  as  cook,  and  the  same  or  another  prisoner  to  do  all  the 
washing. 

3.  The  hair  and  whiskers  of  the  prisoners  not  to  be  cut  shorter 
than  they  are  generally  worn  by  people  out  of  prison. 

4.  llie  surgeon  to  be  supplied  with  a  book  (to  be  kept  at  the 
prisoA,  and  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  magistrates)  in  which  to 
record  his  visits,  all  cases  of  sickness,  and  any  thing  which  he  may 
observe  (such  as  a  want  of  cleanliness  or  ventilation)  that  is  likely 
to  injure  the  health  of  the  prisoners. 

5.  The  prisoners  to  be  allowed  slates  and  pencils,  in  order 
to  improve  themselves  in  writing  between  the  visits  of  the  school- 
master. 


GRANTHAM.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[Inspected  June  6,  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  this  lock-up  house  since 
my  Report  on  it  last  July, 

The  place  was  tolerably  clean,  and  there  was  no  prisoner. 

The  whole  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  1 10,  vis.,  99 
males  and  U  females. 
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8P1TTLBGATR— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[Inspected  June  6th,  1850.] 

The  keeper  stated  thai  there  had  not  been  any  alteration  since 
thejplace  was  last  examined  by  an  Inspector  of  Prisons. 

The  place  was  clean,  but  the  cells  mat  were  occupied  were  not 
neat. 

There  were  four  prisoners,  none  of  whom  made  any  com- 
plaint. 

The  whole  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  140,  viz.,  122 
males  and  18  females. 

Although  there  are  but  three  cells,  there  were  at  one  time  as 
many  as  16  prisoners. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  depends  on  a  draught  to  be  created 
by  warm  air  in  an  extracting  shaft :  but,  as  is,  I  believe,  frequently 
the  case  when  this  plan  is  adopted,  the  fire  in  summer,  when 
ventilation  is  most  required,  is  neglected,  and  the  air  in  the 
celk  becomes  consequently  very  impure,  as  I  found  it  to  be  in 
one  of  them  on  this  occasion.  In  the  other  cell  that  was  occupied 
the  prisoners  had  broken  a  pane  of  glass,  at  the  considerate 
suggestion,  I  found,  of  the  keeper;  so  that  in  this  cell  tliere  was  a 
better  supply  of  fresh  air. 

The  simple  mode  of  ventilating  by  an  open  window  is,  in  my 
opinion,  generally  the  best,  as  weU  as  the  cheapest ;  and  I  would 
suggest  that  one  pane  at  least  should  be  made  to  open  in  each 
of  the  windows  in  this  lock-up  house. 

The  wrought-iron  bars  before  the  cell-windows  are  too  far  apart 
for  security. 

With  the  exceptions  mentioned,  this  lock-up  house  is  tolerably 
well  adapted  to  its  purposes. 

The  keeper  appeared  to  be  properly  qualified  for  his  duties. 
His  wife,  who  also  seemed  well  qualified,  takes  charge  of  the 
female  prisoners. 


PALKINQHAM.— COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

[lofpected  Juoe  7, 1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
my  last  Report  (dated  July,  1849)  the  ventilation  of  the  treadmill 
and  dark  cells  has  been  improved,  but  the  chief  recommendations 
have  not  been  acted  upon.     These  were  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  prison  to  be  discontinued  for  female  prisoners. 

2.  Net-making  and  other  kinds  of  useful  work  to  be  introduced, 
so  that  all  prisoners  may  have  employment. 

3.  Provision  to  be  made  for  giving  the  prisoners  instruction  in 
reading  and  writing. 

4.  The  convicted  prisoners  to  be  supplied  with  a  complete 
prison  dress  and  not  to  be  permitted  to  wear  any  article  of  their 
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own ;  and  the  unconvicted  prisoners  to  be  allowed  to  wear  the 
prison  dress. 

5.  The  poor-law  auditor  or  some  other  well-qualified  person 
to  be  appointed  to  see  that  the  accounts  are  kept  in  a  good  form, 
and  to  examine  them  periodically. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  49,  which  is 
5  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  9  more  than  the  average  in 
the  last  five  years. 

The  governor  stated  that  the  increase  had  been  chiefly  in  the 
number  of  poachers. 

On  the  day  of  the  inspection  there  were  6 1  prisoners,  viz.  57 
males  and  4  females. 

For  these  57  male  prisoners  there  were  only  36  separate 
sleeping-cells;  so  that  many  had  to  sleep  in  the  same  room. 
Fortunately  the  infirmary  was  not  wanted  for  sick  prisoners,  so 
that  a  considerable  party  could  be  put  there. 

The  evil  of  association  not  based  on  good  conduct  and  improved 
disposition  (and  it  is  not  so  based  here)  is  bad  enough  if  it  be 
during  the  day  only,  but  becomes,  of  course,  much  worse  if  it  con- 
tinue through  the  night. 

For  the  female  prisoners,  whose  average  number  is  only  five, 
there  are  nine  rooms  and  cells;  which  might  of  course  be  added 
to  the  accommodation  for  male  prisoners^  if  the  females  were  sent 
to  some  other  prison  in  the  county;  and  the  whole  number  of 
commitments  of  female  prisoners  being  small  (less  than  30  per 
annum),  the  cost  of  their  conveyance  to  another  prison  would,  in 
my  opinion,  be  small  compared  with  the  advantage  to  be  obtained 
by  the  change. 

The  rules  in  force  are  dated  1824.  The  chief  exception  to 
their  observance  (including  the  rules  in  the  Acts  of  Parliament) 
is  that  there  is  no  provision  for  teaching  the  prisoners  to  read  and 
write. 

Artificial  light  not  being  provided,  the  prisoners  continue  to  pass 
far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  work  department  remains  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state; 
the  great  majority  of  the  prisoners  being  either  idle  or  employed 
in  turning  a  treadwheel,  the  power  of  which  is  wasted. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  : — 

^*  The  routine  of  my  duties  remains  just  the  same  as  described  in  Mr. 
Hill*8  last  Report.  The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel, 
or  otherwise  under  my  care,  has  been  good.  I  think  the  system  of  dis- 
cipline here  is  calculated  to  deter  people  from  the  commission  of  crime, 
and  also,  as  a  general  rule,  to  improve  the  characters  of  the  prisoners ; 
though  I  think  that  by  providing  employment  for  the  untried  prispneis, 
and  more  instruction  for  all,  the  improving  effect  of  the  discipline  woald 
be  much  increased.  I  am  of  opinion  that,  however  necessary  a^  very 
long  term  of  imprisonment  here  may  be  in  certain  cases,  its  efitci  op 
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the  character  of  the  prisoner  is  bed ;  and  that  the  best  result  is 
obtained  in  the  cases  of  prisoners  committed  for  moderately  short 
periods." 

The  prison  was  quite  clean,  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  their 
persons. 

The  bedding  is  sufficient,  but  the  supply  of  clothing  is  still  insuf- 
ficient; most  even  of  the  convicted  prisoners  are  compelled  to  wear 
their  own  shoes  and  other  articles.  Some  leather,  however,  has  been 
purchased,  so  that  when  a  shoemaker  is  committed  some  shoes 
V9\\\  be  made. 

The  dietary  is  that  recommended  by  Sir  James  Graham,  with 
an  addition  of  six  ounces  of  bread  to  the  fifth  rate.  I  found 
the  food  of  good  quality.  Its  daily  cost  last  year  was  about 
Aid.  per  head,  which  is  rather  above  the  general  cost  in  other 
prisons. 

The  prisoners  had  a  tolerably  healthy  appearance.  The  sur- 
geon stated  as  follows  : — 

^'  The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  good  health.  There  is  only  one 
who  is  unable  to  work,  and  he  is  better  than  be  was  on  admission ;  his 
case  is  not  at  all  serious.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
very  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  There  has  not  been  any 
epidemic  in  the  prison.  The  prisoners  are  not  more  liable  to  scrofula 
or  consumption,  or  to  any  other  disease,  than  persons  in  the  same  class 
of  life  out  of  prison.  Prisoners  who  remain  long  in  the  prison,  and  who 
are  put  on  the  tread  wheel,  lose  in  bulk,  but  I  doubt  whether  their 
muscular  power  is  diminished.  Such  a  prisoner  is,  in  my  opinion, 
better  able,  on  leaving  prison,  to  work  for  his  living  than  one  who  has 
done  no  work." 

The  ventilation  of  the  infirmary  is  defective. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good ;  but,  as  stated  in  my  last  Report,  it  is  probable,  owing  to  the 
want  of  constant  supervision,  that  many  offences  escape  observa- 
tion. I  observed  that  one  of  the  punishments  in  the  last  year 
(the  party  being  an  untried  prisoner)  was  for  **  gaming  with  dice,*' 
and  another  for  stealing  bread. 

The  usual  punishment  is  confinement  in  the  dark  cell  with 
bread  and  water;  but  there  was  one  case  last  year  of  corporal 
punishment. 

The  back  of  a  young  man  who  had  been  flogged  by  sentence 
of  the  Court  exhibited  a  painful  sight.  The  Surgeon  having 
asked  my  opinion  respecting  the  degree  of  severity  to  which  such 
flogging'should  be  carried^  I  stated  that  in  my  opinion  it  ought 
never  to  be  such  as  to  leave  any  permanent  mark. 

Only  one  prisoner  made  any  complaint  respecting  his  treatment, 
and  his  complaint  proved  to  be  groundless. 

The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  was  about  19/., 
which  is  3/.  below  the  general  average  in  England. 
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SLBAFORD.— COimTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSK 

[Inspected  June  7,  1850.} 

This  lock-up  bouse  was  built  about  five  years  ago.  It  littdB 
at  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  in  a  tolerably  good  situatkm; 
though  I  think  it  would  be  more  convenient  if  it  had  beenbinlt 
nearer  the  middle  of  the  town. 

There  are  four  cells,  of  about  the  same  size  as  those  at  Pen- 
tonville,  and  lighted^  warmed,  and  ventilated  in  a  similar  manner. 

From  what  was  stated,  however,  it  appeared  that  the  plan  of 
ventilation  did  not  act  well ;  and  this,  I  think,  is  generally  the  case 
in  small  prisons,  for  want,  sometimes,  of  a  separate  fire  in  the 
ventilating  shaft,  when,  as  in  summer,  the  fire  for  heating  is  not 
kindled ;  and  sometimes  for  want  of  that  attention  to  the  apparatus 
which  it  is  almost  vain  to  expect  in  a  very  small  prison. 

The  cells  form  part  of  a  police  station,  containing  rooms  for  tbe 
superintendant  and  his  wife,  who  .act  as  keepers  of  the  lock-up 
house. 

The  cells  appeared  to  be  quite  dry,  and  to  be  tolerably  secure, 
though  it  would  be  well  to  join  the  iron  bars  before  the  cell- 
windows  by  a  cross-bar. 

The  bedding  is  sufficient.  ■ 

The  superintendant's  wife  (the  superintendant  himself  being 
away  on  duty)  said  that  the  prisoners  had  the  same  kind  of  food 
as  themselves. 

The  place  was  clean  and  neat. 

There  is  a  provision  for  the  prisoners  to  wash  thems^ves^  and 
they  are  properly  required  to  do  so. 

During  the  last  year  there  were  48  prisoners,  namely,  39  males 
and  9  females ;  but  at  the  time  of  my  visit  the  place  was  empty. 

Upon  the  whole  this  lock-up  house  appears  to  be  well  adapted 
for  its  purposes. 


LINCOLN.— COUNTY  PRISON. 
[Inspected  June  8, 1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
my  last  Report  (dated  June,  1849)  an  opening  has  been  made 
throuffh  the  roof,  connected  with  the  corridors ;  a  fire  is  constantly 
kept  m  die  extracting  shaft ;  a  chimney  has  been  put  to  the  cess- 
pool to  carry  away  the  foul  air ;  shoemaking  and  other  kinds  of 
useful  labour  have  been  introduced  (though  not  as  yet  to  tbe  extent 
recommended) ;  the  convicted  prisoners  are  not  allowed  to  wear 
any  article  of  their  own ;  the  untried  are  permitted  to  wear  the 
prison  dress ;  and  a  record  is  made  of  the  weight  of  the  prisoners 
on  admission  and  liberation. 

The  magistrates  have  had  another  door  also  made  direct  into 
the  open  air  from  the  females'  part  of  the  prison ;  and  have

reduced  the  cesspool  in  size,  so  as  to  dimiDish  the  quantity  of 
offensive  matter  which  can  remain  in  it. 

By  the  measures  taken  with  regard  to  ventilation,  the  air  in  the 
prison  has  been  rendered  much  purer.  Indeed  even  at  the  most 
trying  time,  (early  in  the  morning,  before  tlie  prisoners  have  left 
their  night-cells),  I  found  the  air  in  a  satisfactory  state.  Still  the 
original  error  (noticed  in  my  last  Report,)  in  the  choice  of  the  site 
of  the  new  part  of  the  building  (that  containing  the  separate  cells), 
which  tends  to  make  the  lower  part  of  the  place  damp,  and  to 
prevent  a  free  circulation  of  air,  must,  1  fear,  always  make  the 
prison  liable  to  the  inroads  of  sickness,  unless  great  care  be  taken. 

It  was  not  found  practicable,  in  the  present  state  of  the  law, 
(owing  to  the  circumstance  of  Lincoln  being  a  county  of  itself,)  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  city  magistrates  (or  sending  the 
female  prisoners  to  the  city  prison ;  and  the  recommendations 
that  the  matron  should  instruct  the  female  prisoners,  instead  of  the 
schoolmaster  being  employed  for  that  purpose,  and  that  the 
prisoners  should  wash  all  the  clothes,  instead  of  the  clothes  of  the 
male  prisoners  being  sent  out  to  be  done  by  hire,  have  not  been 
acted  upon. 

I'he  sickness  which  was  in  the  prison  at  my  last  visit,  and 
which  is  fully  noticed  in  my  last  Report,  gradually  disappeared, 
though  there  have  lately  been  some  fresh  cases  of  fever  of  a  mild 
character.  The  separate  system,  however,  which  had  been  in 
operation  a  few  days  when  the  first  fever  broke  out,  and  which  was 
then  suspended,  has  not  yet  been  resumed ;  but  1  am  of  opinion 
that  it  may  now  be  tried  again  with  safety. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

All  the  prisoners  had  the  appearance  of  being  in  tolerably  good 
health. 

The  surgeon  himself  was  ill,  but  the  medical  gentleman  who 
was  acting  for  him  stated  as  follows : — 

"  Six  of  the  prisoners  are  unwell,  not  having  yet  fully  recovered  from 
an  attack  of  fever,  but  all  except  one  are  now  nearly  well,  and  his  case 
is  not  at  all  serious.  The  fever  was  contracted  in  the  prison ;  the  last 
case  having  appeared  about  a  fortnight  ago.  The  fever  is  of  a  mild 
kind.  I  think  it  has  been  caused  by  the  want  of  purer  air  in  the  rooms 
and  cells;  arising  from  the  system  of  ventilation.  In  a  few  of  the 
cells,  however,  the  windown  are  made  to  open,  and  in  these  the  ventila- 
tion is  good." 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  24 ;  but  neither 
this  number  nor  the  average  in  the  preceding  year  can  be  taken  as 
an  index  of  the  ordinary  number  of  prisoners,  owing  to  a  lonjg^ 
period  of  sickness  in  the  prison,  during  which  most  of  the  prisoners 
were  sent  elsewhere.  At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  were  36 
prisoners,  viz.,  19  criminals  (17  males  and  2  females),  and  17 
debtors,  all  males. 
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Of  the  criminal  prisoners  13  were  transports  waiting  for 
removal. 

Of  the  debtors  two  had  been  in  four  years,  and  one  nearly  14 
years;  the  latter,  named  H.  Y.  C,  has  grown  old  in  the  prison. 
All  three  are  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the  county. 

Respecting  county-court  debtors,  the  governor  stated  as  fol- 
lows:— 

*^  I  do  not  think  that  the  County  Court  debtors  here,  as  a  geneni 
rule,  much  dislike  to  be  committed  to  this  prison,  or  have  any  great  nidi 
to  be  liberated.  One  man  named  J.  S.  has  been  here  three  times  in 
the  last  12  months,  and  the  bailiff  told  me  that  this  man  said  in  open 
court,  that  he  had  no  objection  to  go  to  prison,  for  that  he  was  as  well 
fed  there  as  anywhere  else." 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  is,  that  at 
present  there  is  no  effectual  classification  of  the  debtors ;  all  having 
access  to  the  same  yard  throughout  the  day. 

The  prisoners  continue  to  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  work  is  at  present  of  much  too  light  a  kind.  It  consists 
chiefly  of  knitting. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  : — 

*'  The  routine  of  my  duties  remains  the  same  as  described  in  Mr. 
Hill's  last  Report,  except  that,  owing  to  the  small  number  of  prisonen, 
my  daily  attendance  at  present  is  not  more  than  about  two  hours  and  i 
half.  The  prisoners  are  making  satisfactory  progress,  both  in  religions 
and  secular  knowledge,  and  their  conduct  when  at  chapel,  or  otherwise 
under  my  charge,  has  been  uniformly  good.  The  most  refractory  men 
give  way  to  kind  but  firm  treatment." 

The  schoolmaster  gives  about  four  hours  per  day,  (a  large 
allowance  of  time  in  so  small  a  prison,)  to  the  instruction  of  the 
prisoners,  and  teaches  them  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

I  examined  those  under  his  care,  and  found  that  they  had  made 
very  satisfactory  progress. 

The  prison  and  the  persons  of  the  prisoners  were  very  clean.. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

The  dietary  remains  the  same  as  heretofore.  The  food  was  of 
good  quality.  Owing,  however,  to  the  large  amount  of  extra 
allowance  by  order  of  the  surgeon,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence 
of  fever  last  year  its  cost  was  high,  being  6^.  per  head  per  day, 
or  about  once  and  a  half  the  general  cost  in  other  prisons. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good,  but  as  the  prisoners  are  associated  without  constant  super- 
vision,  many  offences  may  escape  observation.  The  number  of 
punishments  last  year  was  only  nine. 

All  the  male  untried  prisoners  (five  in  number)  were  together, 
and  unoccupied ;  three  of  them  under  charges  of  fiu*ious  driving* 
one  of  arson,  and  one  of  murder.  Such  association  must  be 
very  injurious. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 
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The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state. 
*   There  is  at  present  no  account  showing  the  receipt  and  coa- 
sumption  of  food,  but  I  was  informed  that  one  was  about  to  be 
opened. 

Owing  to  the  small  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year,  in 
consequence  of  the  long-continued  existence  of  fever  in  the  prison, 
the  cost  per  head  was  again  very  high ;  but,  by  an  account  which 
had  been  prepared  of  the  expense  of  the  prison  before  the  late 
alterations  in  the  building,  and  when  there  was  an  ordinary 
number  of  prisoners,  it  appeared  that,  under  usual  circumstances, 
the  expense  of  the  prisoners  is  not  much  above  that  of  prisons  in 
general. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1.  The  separate  system  to  be  introduced  again,  beginning  with 
one  ward  of  the  prison. 

2.  If  the  present  plan  of  ventilation  should  again  be  found  to 
work  unsatisfactorily,  the  cell-windows  to  be  made  to  open,  and 
the  cells  to  be  ventilated  by  their  means. 

3.  The  prisoners  to  rise,  all  the  year  round,  not  later  than  at 
six,  and  not  to  go  to  bed  before  nine  at  night. 

4.  The  prison  to  be  kept  nearly  full  at  all  times,  by  relieving 
other  prisons  in  the  county. 

5.  The  cooking,  clothes-washing,  lime-washing,  and  painting 
to  be  done  by  prisoners,  instead  of  by  hired  persons. 

6.  The  matron,  instead  of  the  schoolmaster,  to  teacbt  he 
female  prisoners. 

7.  Instead  of  all  the  debtors  having  access  to  the  debtors'  yard 
at  the  same  time  (which  defeats  any  plan  of  classification),  each  of 
the  three  classes  to  have  access  to  the  yard  during  about  a  third 
part  of  the  day,  according  to  such  arrangement  as  the  governor 
may  make  with  reference  to  the  different  seasons  of  the  year  and 
the  general  convenience  of  the  prison;  and  during  the  other 
portion  of  the  day  the  debtors  to  be  confined  to  their  day-rooms. 

8.  The  allowance  of  fermented  liquor  to  debtors  to  be  reduced 
,  to  a  pint  of  malt  liquor,  or  half  a  pint  of  wine.

UNCOLN.--CITY  PRISON. 
[Inspected  June  il,  1850.] 

I  was  sorry  to  find  that  very  few  of  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  my  last  Report  (dated  June,  1849)  had  been  carried 
(to  effect.  The  separate  system  is  more  acted  upon,  though  not 
to  the  extent  that  is  desirable;  the  male  prisoners  now  bathe 
'gularly,  but  not  the  females,  the  matron  not  having  had 
structions  to  that  effect ;  and  two  or  three  other  minor  recom- 
lendations  have  been  acted  upon ;  but  tho  following  recommenda- 
Ions  have  not  been  carried  out : —  r~^  i 
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1.  A  teacher  to  be  appointed  to  instruct  tlie  male  prisooeis 
in  the  evening,  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  The  matron 
to  teach  the  female  prisoners. 

2.  A  small  prison  library  to  be  procured. 

3.  The  tfeadwheel  to  be  discontinued;  but  every  convicted 
prisoner  to  be  required  to  perform  a  daily  task  (equal  to  10  hours' 
labour^  of  some  other  Icind  of  work. 

4.  Sack-making  and  sack-mending  to  be  introduced,  and  the 
governor  to  be  instructed  to  use  his  utmost  exertions  to  find  usefal 
and  profitable  kinds  of  work  for  all  the  prisoners;  such  as  cannot 
be  better  employed  being  set  to  pick  oakum. 

5.  The  prisoners  to  rise  not  later  than  six  o'clock,  all  the  yev 
rounds  and  not  to  go  to  bed  before  nine  at  night 

6.  Locks  to  be  put  on  the  cell-windows,  so  that  when  necessarr 
these  windows  may  be  fastened  to  prevent  prisoners  from  taUdog 
from  cell  to  cell. 

7.  The  present  dietary  being  the  same  far  all  prisoners,  and 
therefore  too  much  probably  for  some  and  too  little  for  otheis»  the 
governor,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  surgeon,  to  have  power  to 
increase  or  diminish  it  in  particular  cases,  having  regard  Id  a 
<lifferenc6  in  age,  sex,  kind  of  work,  and  industry. 

8.  The  untried  prisoners  to  be  peitnitted  to  wear  the  priaot 
dress. 

9.  A  cell  to  be  constructed  for  refractory  jirisoners. 

10.  No  visits  to  be  allowed  to  convicted  prisoners  tmleas  tbe 
governor  believes  that  in  the  particular  case  they  will  beprodotfiw 
of  good.  Visits  to  unconvicted  prisoners  to  be  testricted  to  one  dagr 
in  each  week  (except  as  regards  their  legal  cidvisers),  and  ife 
governor  to  have  the  power  of  refusing  admission  to  any  penoa 
"whose  ehseracter  he  may  have  reasonable  ground  to  suspect  is  bad. 

11.  A  misconduct-book  to  be  kept,  according  to  the  fbrmleft 
with  the  governor. 

12.  A  Visiting  Justices'  book  to  be  kept. 

IS.  The  distnct  poor-law  auditor,  or  some  oAier  q[tiaMe^ 
person,  to  be  appointed  to  see  that  all  the  accounts  (including  ds 
work  accoiuts)  are  kept  on  a  ^ood  form,  and  to  examine  uiefi 
periodically. 

At  the  suggestion  of  flie  surgeon,  the  ventilation  of  the  corridon 
has  been  improved  by  making  amall  <qpttiing8  to  the  outer  air. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair.  As  meatiooBi 
liowever,  in  my  last  Report,  it  is  not  secure  m  all  parts. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  15, 
one  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  bat  the  same  as  the 
the  last  five  years. 

It  is  creditable  to  the  town,  that  with  a  considerable 
population,  and  with  increased  efficiency  of  police,  there 
been  any  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners.    The  g 
who  has  been  in  office  13  years,  states  that  When  he  first 
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Lincoln,  drinking  mod  gunbiing  in  publie-boasM  were  common, 
even  among  tradesmen  of  good  tUadiBg,  tboreby  afibrding  a 
very  bad  example  to  those  of  lower  tUtioB ;  but  that  there  is  now 
comparatively  little  of  this. 

The  same  rules  are  in  foree  as  heretofore^  but  a  new  code  of 
rules  has  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his  approval. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  present  rules  is 
that  no  provision  is  made  for  teaching  the  prisoners  reachng  and 
writing. 

The  prisoners  continue  to  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  work  department  is  still  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  fellows  :— 

*'  My  routine  of  duties  continues  precisely  the  same  as  described  in 
Mr.  Hill's  last  Report.  When  at  chapel,  or  otherwise  under  my 
charge,  the  prisoners  ha?e  been  very  attentive ;  indeed  their  coodnct 
in  chapel  has  been  ezemplarv.  I  am  afraid  the  present  system  of 
discipline  here  can  have  bat  little  eflsct,  la  deterring  people  from  the 
conaisiioa  of  crime.  Men  committed  lor  miscosduot  al  the  workhouse 
kwa  oAcn  laid  me  that  they  would  rather  be  hers  than  there ;  as  they 
have  less  wark  and  more  food.  As  I  have  stated  before,  it  is  desirabbf 
in  my  opinion,  that  the  separate  system  should  be  introduced  ;  that  a 
provision  should  be  made  for  teaching  the  prisoners  to  read  i^d  write ; 
and  that  a  suitable  prison  library  should  be  procured." 

The  prison  was  clean  throughout^  as  were  the  persons  of  the 
prisoners. 

The  bedding  is  sufficient,  as^  excepi  m  some  minor  artides,  is 
^  ck>thii%  also. 

A  press  ts  wanted  to  contain  tiie  clothing  bekmgiag  to  the 
frmale  priBoaers. 

The  preaetit  dietary  being  the  same  for  all,  is  in  aome  cases,  in 

tks  opimon  of  the  surgeon,  excessive.    Tiie  dietary  is,  however, 

about  to  be  changed. 

j       I  tasted  the  (wyd^  and  found  it  of  good  quality.    Its  daily  tost 

{  last  year  was  about  4jt^<  per  head ;  wUch  is  about  the  geoeral  cost 

an  other  prisons. 

The  prisoners  appeared  to  be  in  tokraUy  gaod  health.  The 
wirgeoQ  slated  as  follows  :-— 

••  Except  some  slight  ailmems,  only  one  of  which  has  arisen  in  the 
;prison,  the  prisoners  are  at  pnMcnt  in  good  healOi ;  and  the  general 
'.  liealth  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  visit.  Tliere 
Jhis  not  indeed  been  any  serkms  case  of  illoess,  and  theve  has  been  no 
^idemic.  The  prisoners,  even  those  committed  for  long  periods, 
il^era&y  unprove  in  heakb  dariag  their  issprisoament,  though  after 
jany  one  has  been  here  about  six  months,  he  generally  rei|Utfes  |hn 

dition  of  some  milk  or  sugar  to  his  diet,  to  keep  him  m  health.^ 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
\  but,  as  mentioned  in  nay  bH  Bcport*  k  is  probable  that 
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It  will  be  seen  by  my  last  Beport  that  conduct  of  a  very  cor- 
rupting kind  goes  on  among  prisoners  at  the  tread  wheel. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  average  cost  per  head  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge 
for  rent  or  repairs)  was  about  33/.;  which  is  11/.  above  the 
general  average  of  the  English  prisons>and  17/.  above  the  average 
in  Scotland. 

The  great  expense  per  head  is  chiefly  caused  by  the  small 
number  of  prisoners ;  thus,  though  on  an  average  there  are  only 
two  female  prisoners,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  matron  for  them. 

It  is  mucn  to  be  regretted  that  instead  of  building  two  prisons 
at  Lincoln,  one  for  the  county,  and  another  for  the  city,  legal 
power  was  not  obtained  for  using  one  prison  for  both.  Not  only 
might  a  large  sum  of  money  have  been  saved  in  building,  but  tl» 
annual  cost  of  the  prisouers^  to  both  county  and  city,  would  have 
been  much  less.  A  considerable  saving,  however,  under  die 
latter  head,  might  still  be  made  by  obtaining  authority,  even  under 
present  circumstances,  to  form  a  junction.  Probably  the  best 
use  towhidi  the  city  prison  could  now  be  applied,  would  be  to 
employ  it  as  a  prison  ior  females  only. 


KIRTON  LINDSBT.— COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 
[Inspected  June  12,  I860.] 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  more  useful  work  is  now  done  in  tie 
prison  than  was  the  case  at  my  last  visit,  though  it  has  not  yet  beoi 
carried  nearly  so  far  as  I  suggested ;  for  notwithstanding  acme 
of  the  prisoners  are  employed  in  weaving,  carding  wool,  breaking 
stones,  knitting,  and  snoemaking,  the  greater  portion  of  tboee 
sentenced  to  hard  labour  still  work  on  the  treadwheel  (the  power 
of  which  runs  to  waste),  and  the  other  prisoners,  though  som^hxies 
eniployedy  are  generally  idle. 

The  matron  uow  instructs  the  female  prisoners  in  writing  ;  aoi 
a  few  other  minor  suggestions  have  been  carried  out ;  but  the 
following  recommendations  have  not  been  acted  upon : — 

1.  An  additional  male  warder  to  be  engaged;  and  in  selectias 
him^  care  to  be  taken  to  choose  a  man  who  understands  some 
useful  kind  of  employment  that  can  be  carried  on  by  the  pii- 
soners. 

2.  The  governor  to  be  instructed  to  use  his  utmost  efforts  ts 
have  all  the  prisoners  usefully  and  profitably  occupied  ;  and  as 
soon  as  he  has  succeeded  in  doing  so  to  a  considerable  extent,  the 
treadwheel,  the  power  of  which  is  turned  to  no  account,  to  be 
discontinued  and  removed^  and  the  place  which  it  occupies  to  be 
converted  into  a  workshop. 

3.  The  system  of  tasks  to  be  introduced  as  far  as  practicable, 
and  every  prisoner  under  this  sjwtem  to  be  requii*ed  in 
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(and  in  winter  also,  if  artificial  light  should  be  introduced)  to 
perform  a  daily  task  equal  to  10  hours*  fair  labour ;  any  prisoner 
who  may  not  do  the  stated  quantity  of  work  being  punished  the 
following  day  by  being  put  on  a  diet  of  bread  and  water. 

4.  No  convicted  prisoner  to  be  required  or  permitted  to  wear 
any  article  whatever  belonging  to  himself;  and  every  untried 
prisoner  to  be  allowed  and  encouraged  to  wear  the  prison  dress, 
and  to  be  required  to  do  so  if  any  part  of  his  own  clotning  be  unfit 
for  use. 

5.  The  governor  and  matron  to  have  the  power  of  increasing  the 
allowance  of  bedding  in  cases  where  they  may  think  it  necessary* 

6.  The  poor-law  auditor  of  the  district,  or  some  other  qualified 
person,  to  be  engaged  to  see  that  the  money  accounts  are  kept  on 
a  good  form,  and  to  examine  them  periodically. 

Though  this  latter  recommendation  has  not  been  adopted,  an 
account  nas  been  opened,  showing  by  calculation  the  proper  con^ 
sumption  of  food. 

Of  the  bad  effects  of  treadwheel  labour  in  this  prison  I  spoke 
fullv  in  my  last  Report. 

The  dietary  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  tolerably  good  repair,  but,  as 
mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  the  airing-yards  are  not  very  secure ; 
one  of  the  rooms  also^  which  is  used  as  a  workshop,  is  very 
insecure. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  year  ending  last 
Michaelmas  was  59,  which  is  five  less  than  the  average  in  the 
previous  year,  though  four  more  than  the  average  in  the  last  Uu 
years. 

On  the  day  of  my  visit  there  were  67  prisoners,  viz.  63  males     • 
and  4  females. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  is,  that,  as 
already  stated,  only  occasional  employment  is  found  for  convicted 
prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour. 

The  prisoners  continue  to  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  :— 

"  My  routine  of  duties  remains  exactly  the  same  as  described  in 
Mr.  Hill's  last  Report.  Tiie  prisoners  generally  make  satiBfactory 
progress  in  religious  and  secular  knowledge.  When  at  chapel,  or  other- 
wise under  my  care,  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good. 
I  think  the  present  system  of  discipline  here  has  a  deterring  effect  on 
incipient  offenders,  but  not  on  the  confirmed  criminal.  I  think  also  that 
in  some  cases  it  has  a  beneficial  effect  on  their  characters.  Several  cases 
have  come  to  my  knowledge  during  the  last  year  of  persons  who  were 
once  in  this  prison  for  offences  bespeaking  habits  of  crime,  but  who  are 
now  living  honestly  and  respectably." 

The  following  are  a  few  among  many  apparent  cases  of  refor- 
mation in  the  chaplain  s  journal  :-— 
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**  J«  B.,  age  SSi'committed  28tli  of  October  for  felony,  and  at  Um 
following  aeisions  Btntenced  to  12  montha'  imprisonment.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  a  man  of  conuderable  aubsUnce,  which,  after  bii 
death,  was  spent  in  dmnken  extravadnince.    She  was  before  conTictcd 

of  felony  in  the  county  of .    On  her  discharge  she  was  sent  to 

the  union  workhouse,  being  ineligible  for  a  penitentiary.  She  afler- 
wards  went  into  service,  and  is  now  obtaining  a  respectable  livelihooi 

**  C.  B.,  age  25,  committed  for  12  months*  imprisonment  from  Lincoh 
March  Assizes  for  sheep-stealing.  Since  his  discharge  he  is  spoken 
highly  of  by  the  clergyman  of  his  parish  as  an  industrious  laboureTi  and 
a  regular,  consistent  eharacter. 

^  W.  H.,  coinpanion  of  tha  aboTe»  and  had  a  similar  aentence.  Hii 
since  hia  discharge  been  an  industrious  labourer,  and  is  also  spokes 
highly  of  by  the  clergyman  of  his  parish  as  a  regular  attendant  (m 
Divine  service. 

**  W,  H.,  age  SO,  companion  of  the  two  preceding,  and  a  similar  sen- 
tence. On  his  discharge  he  left  the  neighbourhood  of  his  former 
residence  with  his  wife  and  family,  and  is  now  in  a  situation  of  con- 
siderable trust  in  a  house  rent-free,  and  a  salary  of  1/.  1#.  a  week. 

**  The  prosecutor,  on  the  discharge  of  these  three  prisoners,  through 
my  representation  gave  each  of  them  a  handsome  bound  Bible. 

^  G.  M.,  age  24,  sentenced  at  April  sessions  to  12  months'  imprison- 
ment for  felony,  is  now  obtaining  an  honest  and  respectabla  living  by 
his  business  as  a  tailor. 

^  W.  W.,  a  butcher,  age  29,  tried  July  sesaons,  1847,  for  felony) 
sentenced  to  four  months  imprisonment.  Expressed  his  thanks  os 
discharge  for  the  instruction  he  had  received  in  the  prison,  and  the 
religious  knowledge  he  had  obtained.  Last  heard  of  in  a  reapectable 
situation. 

*'  R.  W.,  age  20,  committed  18th  of  September  on  a  charge  of  feloor. 
Sentenced  at  the  following  Quarter  Sessions  to  four  months*  imprison* 
ment  On  her  dischar^,  through  the  kindness  of  the  matron  a  situation 
was  procured  for  her,  in  which  she  has  done  well. 

**  I.  W.,  age  24,  servant,  committed  23rd  of  September  on  a  charge 
of  felony;  sentenced  the  following  Quarter  Sessions  to  12  caleadsr 
months'  imprisonment.  On  his  discharge  he  left  the  county ;  he  then 
bought  a  Bible,  a  Prayer  Book,  and  spelling-book,  in  order  to  improve 
himself.  He  has  since  written  three  times  to  the  prison,  giving  an 
account  of  himself  as  doing  well,  and  in  a  good  situation. 

^^I.  S.,  age  25,  committed  on  the  8th  of  March,  under  sentence' of 
12  months,  from  Lincoln  Assizes.  Has  been  heard  of  from  the  constable 
of  the  parish  as  being  quite  a  reformed  character." 

One  of  the  warders  aots  as  aehoolmaster^  and  toadies  the  male 
prisoners  to  read  and  write.  I  examined  all  who  had  been  any 
considerable  time  under  hia  care,  and  found  that  on  the  whcde 
they  had  made  very  satisihctory  progress. 

The  prison  was  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners;  but 
there  was  again  a  want  of  neatness  in  the  rooms  (though  not  to 
the  same  extent  as  at  my  last  inspection),  and  the  clothmg  of  the 
prtsonofs  was  agam  in  many  cases  out  of  repair,  and  Movenly. 
There  was  much  excuse,  however,  for  the  offioers  in  these  aad 
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other  maUeiBy  in  consequMice  of  their  dutifs  being  toq  heiivy  for 
them,  owing  to  the  want  of  more  officers. 

Again  too  I  foundmany  of  the  booka  unfit  for  use. 

The  beddbg  is  sufficient  in  summer,  but  it  will  be  seen  by  my 
last  Report  that  the  governor  and  matron  do  not  think  it  enough  in 
winter. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality.  Its  daily  cost  per  head  last  year 
was  about  4^.,  which  is  about  the  ordinary  cost  in  other  prisons. 

The  prisoners  appeared  to  be  in  tolerably  good  health.  The 
surgeon  stated  as  CoUows : — 

**  Except  five  the  prisoners  are  at  present  In  very  good  health ;  and 
neither  of  the  cases  of  exception  is  serious.  The  general  health  of  the 
priaoaere  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  visit  has  been  better  than  usual,  and  on 
the  whole  tolerably  good.  There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the 
prison  since  that  time,  and  oolj  one  death.*' 

There  was  a  misprint  in  my  last  Report,  by  which  it  was  made  to 
appear  that  the  surgeon  stated  that  the  male  prisoners  became 
weaker  after  imprisonment  of  six  weeks;  it  should  have  been 
six  months. 

The  governor  stated  that  there  had  been  much  misconduct 
among  some  of  the  prisoners,  especially  the  untried,  this  spring ; 
and  he  added,  that  the  crowded  state  of  the  warda  and  the  want  of 
more  officers  tended  to  produce  misconduct. 

The  chief  offences,  he  said,  were  quarrelling  and  making  noises^ 
and  in  several  cases  attempting  to  do  wilful  iqjury.  He  said  also 
that  the  female  prisoners  gave  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  by  at^ 
tempting  to  communicate  with  the  male  prisoners. 

In  the  day-rooms  for  untried  prisoners  I  found  13  (all  the 
untried  except  one)  together,  without  an  officer^  and  most  of  them 
unemployed  There  was,  no  doubts  great  difference  of  character 
and  conduct  among  them,  and  much  mutual  corruption. 

Some  of  the  punishments,  I  observed,  were  for  fighting,  and 
one  for  stealing. 

Some  prisoners  complained  that^  although  they  were  at  work  at 
breaking  stones,  they  had  hot  the  allowance  of  food  granted  by  the 
rules  to  prisoners  at  hard  labour,  It  appeared  that  the  governor 
had  not  been  in  the  habit  of  considering  any  work  as  hard  labour, 
technically,  exoept  the  treadwheel ;  but  on  my  informing  him  that 
breaking  stones  was  regarded  as  such  in  other  prisons,  and  on  my 
expressing  to  him  my  opinion  that  it  came  fairly  under  that  desig- 
nation, he  gave  orders  for  these  prisoners  to  hare  the  full  allowai^ce 
of  food. 

Two  of  the  prisoners  also  complained  that  their  hair  had  been 
cut  so  short  as  to  mark  them  on  leaving  prison.  With  reference  to 
this  the  governor  stated  that  he  had  some  time  ago  received  an 
order  from  the  Visiting  Magistrates  to  cut  the  hair  short ;  but  as 
the  practice  appears  to  me  to  be  objectionable  and  to  be  scarcely 
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tuxhonz^d  by  the  rules,  I  called  the  attention  of  the  magislrates 
to  the  subject,  in  the  hope  that  it  will  be  discontinued* 

A  short  time  ago  there  was  a  man  in  this  prison  who,  according 
to  his  statement,  nad  been  driven  by  the  force  of  conscience  to  de- 
liver himself  into  the  hands  of  justice  for  a  forgery  committed  two 
years  before. 

TTie  chaplain's  journal — 

The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  diarge 
for  rent  or  repairs)  was  19/.  10^.,  which  is  2/.  10^.  below  the 
general  average  in  England ;  but  in  so  far  as  this  difference  is 
produced  by  having  an  insufficient  number  of  officers  for  the  main- 
tenance of  good  discipline,  it  does  not  reflect  credit  on  the  priaoo. 

Much  relief  would  be  afforded  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  femak 
prisoners,  and  these  I  recommended  should  be  all  sent  to  IjIIh 
coin. 

BTTTXtAKDSHZBE. 

OAKHAM.— COUNTY  PRISON. 
[Inspected  Jane  4, 1850.] 

In  conipliance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
my  last  Keport  (dated  August,  1849)^  the  chaplain  now  sees 
every  prisoner,  periodically,  in  private  ;  the  prisoners  wash  their 
feet  at  least  once  a  week,  and  go  into  the  bath  at  stated  times  ;  the 
floor  of  the  solitary  cell  has  been  boarded ;  and  the  account  of 
the  consumption  of  food  is  audited  periodically.  But  the  following 
recommendations  have  not  been  adopted : — 

1.  Such  rooms  in  the  prison  as  are  suitable  for  the  purpose,  to 
be  prepared  for  being  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  confilne- 
ment  of  prisoners,  with  a  view  to  their  being  so  used  when  not 
required  for  a  class  of  prisoners. 

2.  The  selection  of  prisoners  for  separate  confinement  to  be 
made  according  to  the  rules  recommended  at  page  30  of  my  ISth 
Annual  Report. 

3.  Gas  to  be  brought  into  the  prison^  and  the  prisoners  to  be 
required  to  rise,  both  in  winter  and  summer,  not  later  than  at  m 
in  the  morning,  and  not  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  bed  before  eight  is 
the  evening. 

4.  Every  prisoner  to  be  required  to  perform  throughout  the 
year  a  daily  task  equal  to  ten  hours*  fair  labour. 

5.  Mat-making  and  other  useful  kinds  of  employment  to  be 
introduced  ;  and  with  this  view  the  governor  to  visit  the  prisons  at 
Wakefield  and  Leeds,  and,  if  a  good  opportunity  should  arise,  the 
prison  at  Haddington  (which,  like  that  at  Oakham,  is  in  an 
agrictiltural  distric^,  and  the  prisons  at  Edinburgh,  Stirling,  aad 
Glapsow. 
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6.  A  person  to  be  appointed  to  attend  the  prison  an  hour  every 
evening  in  sumn^r,  and  two  hours  in  winter,  to  teach  the  male 
prisoners  reading  and  writing. 

7.  The  diaplain  to  be  requested  to  record,  at  least  once  a 
quarter  (after  an  examination  made  for  that  purpose),  the  progress 
which  the  prisoners  have  made  in  elementary  instruction.  The 
record  to  be  made  in  the  form  fnmished  by  me  to  the  chaplain  at 
the  county  prison  at  Lincoln. 

8.  A  small  library  to  be  formed,  and  the  rules  suggested  in  my 
13th  Report,  page  xiv.,  for  the  preservation  of  the  Bibles  and 
library  books,  to  oe  adopted.  In  the  selection  of  the  books  for 
the  library,  reference  to  be  made  to  the  lists  contained  in  my  8th 
and  13th  Reports. 

9.  The  allotted  quantity  of  bread  to  be  given  with  each  meal, 
inslead  of  the  whole  allowance  for  the  day  being  given  at  one 
meal,  as  at  present. 

10.  The  prison  drefc  to  be  made  complete  by  the  addition  of 
cap,  braces^  and,  where  necessary,  of  flannels.  No  convicted 
prisoner  to  be  required  or  permitted  to  wear  any  article  whatever 
belonging  to  himself;  and  every  untried  prisoner  who  desires  itj 
or  whose  clothes  are  not  fit  for  use,  or  are  required  for  identification 
at  trial,  to  have  the  prison  dress. 

In  relation  to  the  first  two  of  the  foregoing  recommendations, 
I  gire  the  following  extract  from  the  chaplain's  last  annual  Report 
but  one :— ^ 

^  I  regret  the  want  of  facilities  for  separating  those  prisoners  on  whom 
there  seems  a  probability  of  making  an  impression  for  good,  from  those 
who  are  more  hardened.  It  cannot  but  be  highly  desirable  that  those 
who  are  more  open  to  instruction  should  be  Kept  as  much  as  possible 
fnmi  all  contaminating  mfluences,  as  well  as  the  equally  dangerous 
snares  of  the  incessant  sneers  of  scofibrs,  and  this  of  course  applies  more 
particularly  to  young  prisoners.  In  all  probability  they  have  oeen  urged 
on  to  the  commission  of  their  offences  by  some  older  than  themselves, 
or  their  offences  are  of  a  minor  character,  and  they  are  brought  to  prison 
with  comparatively  unpolluted  hearts,  and  at  an  age  that  renders  them 
susceptible  of  instruction  for  either  ffood  or  bad.  It  is  miserable  to 
think  of  such  being  compelled  to  spend  their  whole  time  in  the  company 
of  reckless  and  abandoned  characters,  and  I  own  that  I  have  seldom 
turned  from  my  visits  to  such,  without  a  painful  and  oppressive  thought 
that  those  whom  I  had  been  catechising  or  otherwise  instructing  were, 
as  soon  as  I  was  gone,  most  probably  to  be  exposed  to  a  series  of 
counteracting  influences. 

'*  It  can  scarcely  be  a  matter  of  surprise  if  under  such  circumstances 
they  are  gradually  drawn  over  to  a  similar  tone  of  feeling,  and  those 
who  were  brought  to  prison  to  atone  for  the  violated  laws  of  their 
country,  leave  it  not  only  unreformed,  but  more  depraved  in  mind,  and 
more  heedless  about  offending  again.  I  have  not  indeed  found  that 
such  has  been  the  case,  but  to  obviate,  if  practicable,  the  danger  of  such 
results,  I  have  been  anxious  to  bring  the  matter  forward,  and  I  beg 
very  earnestly  to  submit  it  to  the  con?»iderDtion  of  the  mngietratcs,"  .  ^  j 
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The  iron  palisade,  which  was  erecting  at  the  time  of  my  ksi 
visit,  has  made  the  prison  more  secure  than  it  was. 

The  new  dietary  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  hat 
been  adopted. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  a  £Ood  state  of  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  16,  which  k  5 
less  than  in  me  previous  year,  though  about  equal  to  the  aveng« 
in  the  last  five  years.  On  the  day  of  the  iaqpectioB  there  were 9 
prisoners,  all  males. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  (inoludiBf 
the  rules  laid  down  in  Acts  of  Parliament)  are,  that  the  surgcoi 
does  not  see  every  prisoner  on  admission,  or  subsequently  twicdi 
week,  and  that  no  regular  provision  is  made  for  the  instruetioa  of 
the  prisoners  in  reading  and  writing*  There  are,  howeveri  aocne 
old  rules,  which  are  stul  enforced,  though  they  are  not  included  io 
the  rules  approved  of  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  One  of  tbeie 
rules  is  as  follows : — 

^All  male  prisoners  committed  for  trial,  who  cannot  mairiCin 
themselves,  and  who  will  not  work,  shall  be  allowed  eaeh  one  poead 
and  a  half  of  bread  daily,  but  no  meat  or  potatoes," 

I  am  of  opinion,  as  I  have  before  had  occasion  to  state,  that  it 
is  reasonable,  and  would  be  beneficial  to  the  parties  themselvei,  to 
require  that  all  prisoners,  whether  tried  or  untried,  should  be 
required  to  work :  but  as  the  foregoing  rule  has  not  bees 
submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  does  not 
appear  to  me  to  be  legal.  It  is  at  the  same  time  proper  to  add, 
that  all  that  appears  to  have  been  required  imder  it  is,  that  Ae 
untried  prisoners  should  pump  the  comparativdy  small  ouaotitj 
of  water  required  in  this  prison,  whi<^  th^  governor  said  they  o* 
generally  do  in  an  hour  each  day. 

The  work  department  continues  in  the  unsatbfactory  state 
described  in  the  last  Report,  many  of  the  prisoners  bemg  idle 
during  the  greater  part  of  their  time,  and  the  labour  of  the  othcR 
being  wasted,  the  treadwheel  which  they  turn  being  appUed  to  i» 
purpose.  It  will  indeed  be  seen  by  the  chaplain's  evidence  that  heis 
of  opinion  that  the  treadwheel  has  a  powerful  effect  in  deterriof 
persons  from  the  commission  of  crime,  but  a  reference  to  the  actoa! 
number  of  recommitments  showed  that  the  proportion  of  recom- 
mitments has  been  much  larger  since  the  treadwheel  came  iitfo 
use  than  it  was  before ;  Aough  this  positive  increase  ia  prohaUj 
owing  to  other  circumstances. 

The  chaplain,  in  explanation,  stated  that  the  number  of 
recommitments  which  he  spoke  of  in  his  Report  was  the  abaobte 
and  not  the  comparative  number^  and  that  it  did  not  include  penoDS 
whose  previous  commitment  had  been  before  the  time  of  the 
treadwheel.  ^  With  regard,  however,  to  this  latter  numbfi  '^ 
appeared  on  investigation,  that  the  great  majority  of  the  ptiMI^ 
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who  were  recammittedin  the  laflt  two  years  bad  preyiously  been 
in  the  priion  sinoe  the  treadwheel  came  into  uae»  and  had  been 
comjpdled  to  worit  on  the  wheel. 

llie  prisoners  continue  to  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  foUows  :-^ 

**  The  routine  of  my  duties  continues  to  be  nearly  the  same  a« 
described  in  Mr.  Hill's  Itdt  Report  The  priseners  make  satisfactory 
progress  in  religious  knowledge,  but  there  is  no  provision  lor  teaching 
them  reading  and  writing.  The  prisoners,  when  at  chapel  or  otherwise 
under  my  charge^  are  always  exceedingly  well  behaved.  I  thiok  that 
the  present  system  of  discipline,  especially  the  treadwheel  labour,  acts 
pewdfttlly  in  deterring  people  firom  the  commission  of  crime,  but  I 
have  a  difficulty  in  saying  whether  it  tends  to  improve  the  characters 
of  the  prisoners.  I  have  not  many  opportunities  of  tracing  prisoners 
after  their  liberation,  and  preserving  an  influence  over  them ;  but  in 
some  I  have  done  so,  and  with  good  eCect.  I  may  in  particular  mention 
that  of  a  girl  who  was  In  prison  some  time  ago  for  theft,  atid  who  is 
now  living  honestly  and  respectably." 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  chaplain's  last  annual  report, 
but,  as  already  remarked,  the  number  of  recommitments  during 
the  period  referred  to,  instead  of  being  stnaller  than  usual,  is  much 
larger  :— 

**  Obeenrations  and  intercourse  with  the  prisoners  for  nearly  two 
years  enable  me  to  speak  to  the  effects  of  the  treadwheel,  on  which,  as 
then  of  recent  introduction,  my  predecessor  forbore  to  make  any  remarks. 
It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  during  the  period  above  mentioned  the 
number  of  recommittals  has  been  exceedingly  small ;  this  by  itself 
would  prove  something,  and  I  have  found  from  conversation  which  I 
have  had  with  several  of  the  prisoners  during  their  incarceration,  that  it 
is  in  a  great  degree  to  be  attributed  to  labour  on  the  wheel.  Many 
especially  of  the  large  number  that  crowded  the  prison  in  the  beginning 
of  the  vear,  expressed  themselvesunsolicited  to  this  effect,  somededaring 
that  should  ti^ey  be  out  of  employment  another  winter,  sooner  than 
commit  anything  that  wcmld  bring  them  back  to  gaol  they  would  go  to 
the  Union.'' 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 
^  The  bedding  is  suflBcient,  but  few  even  of  the  convicted  prisoners 
are  supplied  with  prison  clothing. 

The  food  was  or  good  Quality.  Its  daily  cost  last  year  was  5{(i., 
which  is  considerably  aoove  the  general  cost  in  other  prisons. 
The  surgeon  said  that  he  considered  the  dietary  sufficient  in  all 
cases,  and  not  more  than  sufficient  to  maintain  health  and 
strength ;  but  the  governor  stated  as  follows  :^— 

**  I  consider  the  allowance  of  food  to  the  untried,  who  do  very  little 
work,  is  quite  too  much,  and  to  be  more  and  of  better  quality  than  the 
generality  of  these  prisoners  would  get  if  they  were  at  large  and  at  work. 
They  have  meat  every  day,  whereas  many  honest  and  haid-working 
people  in  this  district  do  not  get  meat  more  than  once  a  week.  Many 
of  the  untried  become  so  lazy  before  trial,  as  almost  to  be  unfit 
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for  work  after  trial.  Abcmt  five  years  and  a  half  ago  (bot  UBce 
the  dietary  recommended  by  Sir  James  Graham  came  into  use,  whid 
fTives  the  same  allowance  of  food  for  the  untried  as  the  present  dictuy) 
I  wrote. or  spoke  to  about  twenty  governors  of  other  prisons,  to  \m 
the  result  of  their  observation  on  this  subject,  and  I  found  thit  the 
majority  agreed  with  me  in  the  opinion  I  have  just  expressed.*' 

The  prisoners  had  a  healthy  appearance,  and  the  sui^eon  stated 
as  follows : — 

^'The  prisoners  are  all  in  good  health,  and  their  general  healtiibas 
been  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  There  has  not  beea 
any  epidemic  in  the  prison  since  that  time.  There  is  not  any  dwtts 
to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable  than  persons  in  the  same  dan  (if 
life  out  of  prison.  The  prisoners,  whether  committed  for  short  or  loa? 
periods,  generally  improve  in  health  during  their  imprisonment** 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good,  but,  as  observed  in  the  last  Report,  owing  to  the  wantof  the 
means  of  either  separating  the  prisoners  or^of  keeping  up  a  ooostais 
supervision  over  tnem»  it  is  probable  that  many  onences  escsp 
notice.  The  offences  for  which  punishment  is  awarded  are,ibfthe 
most  part,  talking  when  on  the  treadwheel,  and  making  disturbaocQ 
at  other  times ;  out  I  observed  one  case  of  punishment  in  the  yea: 
(that  of  a  female)  in  which  the  offence  was  ^'usinc^  disgu^ 
language  to  her  fellow-prisoners,"  and  another  in  which  the  offefice 
was  stealing. 

The  ordmary  punishment  is  confinement  in  the  solitary  cdL 

In  some  cases  entries  of  punishments  had  been  omitted;  q^^ 
unintentionally,  however,  I  believe. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

With  the  exception  already  mentioned,  the  registers  and  accounts 
appeared  to  be  in  a  proper  state. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  43/.,  whiph,  though  less  by  4i 
than  the  average  cost  per  nead  at  this  prison  during  the  last  i^ 
years,  is  nearly  double  the  general  average  in  English  prisons. 

This  great  expense  arises  chiefly  from  the  small  number  of 
prisoners  among  whom  the  salaries  of  the  officers  have  to  k 
divided. 

Considering  the  bad  construction  of  the  building,  and  (as  H 
aj^ara  to  me)  the  bad  system  under  which  he  is  required  to  ad 
the  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to  Mn  Parage,  tl^ 
governor,  and  to  the  other  officers. 

I  am  sorry  that  the  magistrates  did  not  adopt  the  prindpa' 
suggestions  fur  the  improvement  of  the  prison,  which  I  made*' 
my  last  visit,  since,  by  means  of  the  measures  thus  recomroeodei 
it  would  have  been  put  in  the  power  of  the  zealous  and  intellip"* 

•ernor  to  separate  the  bad  prisoners  from  the  good,  to  enftwt* 
^  rising  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  to  provide  ^ 
oyment  for  all. 
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While  however  a  great  improvement  might  have  been  thus 
effected,  at  very  little  expense — an  improvement  which  is  of  course 
still  open  to  the  magistrates  to  carry  out — I  am  of  opinion  that 
&  still  better  course  would  be  to  obtain  legal  authority  to  coih 
tract  with  one  of  the  neighbouring  counties,  for  the  care  and 
xnaintenance  of  the  prisoners,  and  then  to  close  this  prison 
ad  together. 

Even  including  a  charge  of  6/.  per  annum  per  prisoner  for  rent, 
the  cost  of  each  of  the  prisoners  to  the  county  to  which  they  would 
be  removed  (considering  that  the  cost  of  salaries  in  a  prison  is 
scarcely  affected  by  a  small  addition  to  the  number  of  prisoners) 
would  not  be  more  than  about  15/. ;  so  that,  after  allowing  for  the, 
expense  of  conveyance,  there  would  be  a  saving  of  at  least  25/. 
per  head  (on  the  average  number  of  prisoners),  be»des  the  saving 
in  repairs  and  alterations  in  the  building  (whidi  during  the  last  five 
years  haveamounted  to  upwards  of  1400/.),  by  sending  the  prisoners 
.either  to  Leicester  or  Peterboroueh.    This  sum  multiplied  by  15, 
the  average  number  of  prisoners  during  the  last  five  yearm  would 
give  a  total  annual  saving  of  375/.,  to  be  divided  between  Rutland- 
shire and  the  county  to  which  it  might  send  its  prisoners. 

And  not  only  would  there  be  this  pecuniary  benefit^  but  what 
is  more  important,  better  discipline  would  be  obtained  than  is 
possible  in  the  prison  at  Oakham^  without  large  and  expensive 
alterations  in  the  building.

CAMBRIDGE.— COUNTY  PRISON. 
[The  Inspectioa  begin  27th  Jane  1850.] 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  most  of  the  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations contained  in  my  last  Report  (dated  November  1849), 
Itad  either  been  carried  into  effect,  or  were  in  process  of  being  so. 
A  contract  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Town  Council  for  send- 
ing all  the  female  prisoners  to  the  borou^  prison,  and  this  change 
was  completed  during  the  period  of  m^  mspection:  two  additional 
officers  have  been  appointed,  and  a  third  is  about  to  be  chosen  to 
enable  the  governor  to  maintain  constant  supervision  over  the  pri- 
^ners;  additional  kinds  of  work  are  about  to  be  introduced;  the 
food  is  now  cooked  by  prisoners ;  no  prisoner  is  exempted  from 
any  part  of  his  work  to  admit  of  his  going  to  school,  unless  he 
really  attends  the  school,  and  conducts  himself  well  there ;  a  small 
library  has  been  procured ;  a  slight  alteration  has  been  made  in 
the  chapel  so  as  to  enable  the  chaplain  to  see  all  the  prisoners ; 
all  untried  prisoners  are  now  allowed  to  wear  the  prison  clothing ; 
there  is  now  an  inventory  of  the  prison  property ;  steps  are  taking 
for  making  the  airing-yards  dry  in  winter;  and  the  ventilation  of 
the  water-closets  has  been  improTed* 
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The  recommendation,  howerer,  to  hare  some  of  the  oelb  and 
day-rooms  prepared  for  being  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  ecm- 
finement  of  prisoners ;  to  introduce  gas  into  the  prison,  so  as  to 
admit  of  early  risin?  throughout  the  year ;  and  to  provide  some 
cloaks  for  tiie  use,  m  cold  weather^  ik  prisoners  resting  front  the 
tread-mili,  have  not  been  adopted. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  were  92  prisoners. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  VI,  wfaioh  is  9 
more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  and  83  more  than  die 
avwage  in  the  last  10  years.  Tlie  increase,  as  compared  with  last 
3^ar,  was  chiefly  owing  to  there  haying  been  more  transports  in 
theprison  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  governor  attributed  much  of  the  sudden  inerease  of  pri- 
soners in  the  last  two  years  to  the  general  stoppage  of  msMay 
work. 

The  following  appeared  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  tlia  obserr- 
ance  of  the  rules  :— 

1.  The  rules  have  not  been  always  read  to  prisoners  who  wevi 
unable  to  read  themselves. 

2.  ITsefid  employment  b  not  yet  provided  for  all,  or  eTon  for 
many  of  the  prisoners. 

3.  The  minute  medical  inquiry  directed  to  be  made  <Mioe  a 
month  does  not  take  place. 

4.  Owing  in  part  to  the  want  of  a  more  convenient  bath-room, 
the  rule  respecting  bathing  has  not  been  fully  observed. 

5.  The  chaplam  is  not  in  the  habit  of  seeing  the  prisoners 
periodically  in  private. 

Artificial  light  not  being  provided,  the  prisoners  continue  to  pass 
far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  that  the  routine  of  his  duties  nmeoaed  the 
same  as  they  are  described  in  my  last  Report. 

The  chaplain  suggested  that  the  prisoners  should  in  summer 
(when  artificial  heat  is  not  required)  go  to  their  night  •eells  for  a 
short  time  after  morning  and  aftsnioon  serrioe  on  Sunday,  in  onkr 
that  any  religious  impression  that  might  be  produeed,  should  net 
be  effiused  by  immediate  association  with  each  other. 

The  instruction  given  by  the  schoolmaster  is  confined  for  tlw 
most  part  to  reaoUng ;  few  of  the  prisoners  being  taught  writB^ 
and  none  arkhmetic. 

Though  the  instruction  is  thus  limiltd,  I  was  sorr^  to  find  that 
the  general  progress  of  the  prieoners  was  again  unsobsbctory. 

The  prison  was  dean  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners;  bnt 
I  here  nmst  again  remark  on  the  want  of  greater  neatnsssi  fffpsi 
cially  in  the  debtors'  day-room. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient. 
.    The  irregularities  respeetmg  the  food  mentioned  in  the  last  Re- 
port have  been  stopped ;  and  I  tWs  time  receifod  do  oomplefaleB 
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the  sabject  I  tasted  the  food^  and  foimd  it  ef  tery  good  qutlity, 
«Bd  eorrectly  weighed. 

It  was  the  more  satisfactory  to  find  the  iinpretement  hi  'diis  de- 
pftrtment^  and  the  absence  of  oomplaim^  because  the  cooking  and 
weighing  out  the  food  are  now  all  done  by  prisoners  instead  of  by 
officers^  at  a  saving  of  about  40/.  a-year  in  wages. 

Hie  prisoners  had  generally  a  heahhy  appearance^  and  the  sur- 
geon stated  as  follows  :•— 

^  All  the  prisoners  are  at  present  in  good  health,  and  their  general 
heakh  has  been  very  good  since  Mr.  Hifrs  inspection  last  November. 
There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  iSnce  that  time.  I  do  not  know  any 
thing  in  the  prison  tending  to  cause  illness.*' 

The  conduct  of  most  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good;  but  as  constant  supervision  has  not  yet  been  provided 
^though  measures  are  taking  with  that  object)  it  is  probable  that 
many  offences  have  escaped  detection. 

The  offences  are  of  the  same  character  as  those  described  in  my 
last  Report.  They  consist  chiefly^  the  governor  stated^  of  **  refus- 
ing to  obey  orders,  wilfully  destroying  county  property,  quarrelling, 
making  use  of  improper  bnguage,  pilfering,  and  irreverent  beha- 
viour in  chapel." 

A  few  prisoners  made  complaints,  but  none  of  the  complaints 
proved  to  be  well-founded. 

The  system  of  accounts  remains  the  same.  The  accounts  and 
registers  were  all  brought  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  average  cost  per  pnsoner  last  year  was  given  in  my  last 
tteport.  It  amounted  to  about  22/.>  which  is  the  general  average 
in  England. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  bear  testimony  to  a  considerable  im- 
provement in  this  prison,  although  it  will  have  been  seen  that  much 
remains  to  be  accompUshed. 

I  recommended  that  the  debtors  Aould  not  be  allowed  lo  smoke, 
or  to  have  access,  during  the  daytime,  to  their  night-cells. 


CAMBRIDQS.— BOJSOUGH  PBI90N« 

[I»PmM  89tk  Jose  ia64»J 

In  aooordanee  with  «ome  of  my  aoggestlaos  -wk,  ny  visit  last 
November,  one  of  the  day-rooms  and  one  of  the  sleeping-roonis 
have  been  enlarged,  and  means  provided,  as  respects  the  day- 
room,  for  easy  inspection ;  the  employment  of  the  prisoners  in 
uaeful  labour  has  been  extoided  by  the  addition  of  tailor^s  work, 
and  the  occupation  of  the  prisoners  in  painting,  whitewashing,  and 
making  alterations  in  the  building ;  and,  as  naendoned  in  Ihe 
Report  on  the  County  Prists,  an  amuigeoiant  has  bean  made  for 
Teoaiving  the  female  prisonan  of  both  pnaoas  here. 

The  building  soened  to  be  in  good  repair. 
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The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  44^  .which  k 
more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  and  14  more  than  tk 
average  in  the  last  10  years. 

The  increase  has  been  chiefly  among  prisoners  coxninitted  under 
the  Vagrant  Act,  and  for  assaults  and  petty  thefts. 

The  governor  attributed  the  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoi^ 
chiefly  to  the  increase  in  population,  and  to  the  circumstance  d 
more  offences  being  brought  to  light  now  than  formerly.  He 
stated,  however,  that  many  persons  were  reckless  about  comaiitti&^ 
offences,  because  they  preferred  being  sent  to  the  prison  to  gob; 
to  the  workhouse,  chiefly  because,  according  to  their  statements, 
they  got  better  food  at  the  prison. 

About  three-quarters  of  the  prisoners  belong  to  Cambridge^  the 
remainder  being  strangers.  The  proportion  of  strangers,  tk 
governor  said,  had  increased  of  late  years. 

The  following  appeared  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  ob- 
servance of  the  rules : — 

1.  Some  of  the  convicted  prisoners  still  wear  part  of  their  own 
clothing ;  and  untried  prisoners  are  still  not  allowed  to  wear  the 
prison  clothing  unless  tneir  own  be  unfit  for  use. 

2.  Although  there  is  more  useful  employment  than  formerly,  it 
is  not  yet  provided  for  all  the  prisoners. 

3.  There  is  not  an  inventory  of  the  prison  furniture. 

4.  There  is  still  no  provbion  for  teaching  the  prisoners  to  red 
and  write,  beyond  a  little  occasional  instruction  given  by  the 
governor. 

5.  The  chaplain  is  not  in  the  habit  of  seeing  the  prisoners  at 
stated  times]  in  private,  or  of  assembling  them  in  classes  for  reli- 
gious instruction. 

Artificial  light  not  being  yet  provided,  the  prisoners  continue  to 
pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  that  his  routine  of  duty  remained  the  same 
as  that  described  in  my  last  Report. 

The  prison  and  the  persons  of  the  prisoners  were  clean. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but  it  will  be  seen  from  what  has 
been  stated  above,  that  the  clothing  is  not  so. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality.  Its  cost  last  year,  as  stated  in 
my  last  Report,  was  about  M.  per  day^  per  head. 

The  prisoners  appeared  to  be  in  good  health.  The  surgeon 
stated  as  follows:-— 

*^  Except  one  prisoner,  who  was  not  in  good  health  on  admission,  aoo 
whose  case  is  not  serious,  the  prisoners  arc  at  present  in  remarkably 
good  health,  and  their  general  health  has  been  very  good  since  Mr. 
Hill's  la»t  inspection.  There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  since  that  time' 
Prisoners  belonging  to  the  farming  district  have  generally  the  jT*"'**^ 
scrofula  about  them ;  but  the  scrofula  does  not  become  more  dere^P^ 
in  the  prison  than  it  would  probably  be  i(  they  were  out.  There  i«  ^ 
other  disease  to  which  the  prisoners  are  more  liable  than  people  in  tbe 
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tame  class  of  life  out  of  prison^     Upon  the  whele>  I  Uiink  the  prisoners 
improve  in  health  during^  their  im prison menL*' 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good ;  but,  owing  to  the  want  of  constant  supervision,  it  is  pro- 
bable that  many  offences  at  present  escape  observation. 

One  prisoner  complained  of  being  debarred  the  use  of  tobacco ; 
but  this  was  the  only  complaint  of  any  kind. 

The  governor  mentioned  two  cases  of  recent  occurrence,  in 
which  confinement  in  this  prison  appeared  to  have  had  a  very 
bene6cial  effect  ou  the  conduct  of  the  parties. 

None  of  the  registers  or  accounts  were  in  arrears  j  but  the 
system  ot  accounts  remains  the  same,  and  does  not  appear  to  me 
to  afford  a  sufficient  check  on  the  disbursements. 

I  made  the  following  recommendations : — 

1.  The  cells  in  one  of  the  wings  to  be  prepared  for  the  separate 
confinement  of  prisoners ;  with  a  view,  if  the  result  be  satisfactory 
of  extending  the  arrangement  to  the  other  parts  of  the  prison. 

2.  The  prison  to  be  lighted  with  gas ;  and  the  prisoners  to  be 
required  to  rise  not  later  than  at  six  all  the  year  round,  and  not 
to  be  allowed  to  go  to  bed  before  nine  at  night. 

3.  As  far  as  pracucable  every  prisoner  to  be  required  to  perform 
a  daily  task  of  10  hours*  labour. 

4.  Another  male  officer  to  be  appointed  to  act  as  schoolmaster, 
and  to  assist  generally ;  and  a  second  female  officer  to  be  en- 


5.  An  auditor  to  be  appointed. 


CAMBRIDGE.— BOROUGH  POLICK  STATION. 
[lD9p«cted  28th  Jime  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  this  lock-up  house  since 
my  Report  upon  it  last  Oclober. 

The  intended  arrangement  for  superseding  this  lock-up  house, 
by  converting  part  of  the  spinning-house  into  a  loek-up  house,  has 
nor  yet  been  completed. 

In  the  year  ending  last  month  there  were  590  prisoners,  which 
is  47  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  only  one  prisoner. 

This  place  was  clean  and  neat. 


CAMBRIDGE.— SPINNING-HOUSE  PRISON. 

[Inspected  26th  June  1850.] 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  change  since  my  Report 
last  November ;  none  of  the  recommendations  contained  therein 
having  been  carried  into  effect. 

These  recommendations  were  intended  not  as  measures  of  re- 
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form,  but  merely  as  palliations,  until  a  greater  change  is  made; 
for,  as  stated  in  my  last  Report,  1  think  it  very  desirable  that 
this  prison  should  be  altogetlier  discontinued,  and  the  inmates 
sent  to  the  Borough  Prison. 

As  already  mentioned,  this  prison  is  used  only  in  Term  time ;  and 
{IS  my  visit  this  time  was  out  of  Term,  I  found  it  empty. 

The  part  lately  occupied  was  tolerably  clean,  but  one  of  ibe 
rooms  was  not  neat. 

There  was  an  offensive  smell  from  the  water-closets^  which  tbe 
matron  said  was  generally  thecctse  when  the  wind  was  in  a  certain 
quarter. 

It  was  stated  that  there  had  not  been  any  serious  case  of  illoes 
or  remarkable  occurrence  of  any  kind  since  my  last  inspection. 


ELY.— COUNTY  HOUSE  OP  CORRECTION. 

[Inspected  drd  July  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
my  Report  last  November,  no  female  prisoners  are  now  received 
here  ;  all  of  them  being  sent  to  Wisbech.  An  addition  has  been 
made  to  the  prison  library,  and  the  food  and  other  stores  are  nov 
supplied  as  far  as  possible  by  public  contract.  But  the  followiog 
recommendations  have  not  been  acted  upon : — 

1 .  Such  kinds  of  work  to  be  introduced  as  can  be  carried  on  in 
the  separate  cells^  such  as  mat-making,  basket-making,  the 
making  of  bee-hives,  knitting,  &c. ;  and  when  a  sufficient  supplj 
of  such  work  has  been  obtained,  the  tread-wheel  to  be  dis- 
continued. 

2.  The  prisoners  when  taking  exercise,  to  be  under  constant 
superintendence,  and  to  walk  at  a  certain  distance  apart,  so  as  to 

Erevent   communication.      No   prisoner  to  be  employed   in  the 
all  or  galleries  in  cleaning  or  otherwise,  unless  an  officer  be 
present. 

3.  A  gaslight  to  be  put  in  each  cell,  and  the  prisoners  to  be  re- 
quired to  rise  not  later  than  at  six  all  the  year  round,  and  not  to 
be  permitted  to  go  to  bed  before  nine  at  night. 

4.  Every  convicted  prisoner  to  be  required  to  perform  a  daily 
task  throughout  the  year  equal  to  ten  hours*  fair  labour. 

5.  The  prison  dress  to  be  made  complete  by  the  addition  of 
braces  and  pocket-handkerchiefs;  and  no  convicted  prisoner  to  be 
permitted  to  retain  any  article  whatever  belonging  to  himself. 

6.  Some  more  copies  of  the  prison  rules  to  te  provided,  and 
every  officer,  including  the  chaplain  and  surgeon,  to  be  furnished 
with  a  copy. 

7.  The  governor  to  be  instnicted  to  keep  a  stock  book  of 
clothing,  biding,  &c.,  and  this  book,  together  with  the  provision 
book,  to  be  fully  and  regularly  audited. 

8.  The  clerk  to  the  magistrates  to  be  requested  to  inspect  the 
prison  from  time  to  time,  in  addition  to  the  inspections  of  the 
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Visiting  Justices,  and  to  record  the  result  of  his  iospectioos  for  the 
information  of  the  Justices. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  tolerable  repair. 

There  has  been  an  escape  since  the  last  inspection,  but  the  pri- 
soner was  retaken.  He  made  his  escape  from  the  airing-yard, 
being  assisted,  instead  of  impeded,  the  governor  thought,  by  the 
chevaux-deifrise. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  26,  which  is  7 
less  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year. 

Artificial  light  not  being  supplied,  the  prisoners  continue  to 
pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

'ihe  chaplain  stated  that  bis  routine  of  duties  continued  the 
same  as  described  in  my  last  Report.  He  stated  also  that  he  did 
not  think  that  the  present  system  of  discipline  in  this  prison  was 
at  all  calculated  to  deter  people  from  the  commission  of  crime,  or 
to  improve  the  character  of  the  prisoners.  He  added  that  there 
were  at  that  time  several  notorious  thieves  in  the  prison,  who  must 
be  doing  great  injury  to  the  other  prisoners  with  whom  they  were 
allowed  to  associate. 

TTie  prison  was  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

Some  of  the  clothing  was  out  of  repair. 

The  new  dietary  has  been  adopted. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality,  but  the  surgeon  thinks  it  too 
much  in  quantity.  Its  average  daily  cost  last  year  was  about  bd, 
a- head,  which  is  above  the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 

The  prisoners  seemed  to  be  in  tolerable  good  health ;  but  the 
surgeon  stated  that,  since  the  last  inspection,  many  of  them  had 
been  slightly  ill  from  cold,  rheumatism,  and  sliorht  fever ;  though 
there  had  been  no  death,  and  no  removal  or  liberation  on  account 
of  illness. 

One  prisoner  appeared  to  be  very  lame,  in  consequence  of  an 
injury  to  his  foot  received  on  the  treadwheel.  The  following  is 
the  governor's  entry  in  his  journal  respecting  this  case  : — 

**  Ibth  May  1850. — 10}  a.m.  I  heard  a  noise  in  the  corridor,  and 
on  going  there  I  found  the  turnkeys  had  juft  brought  prisoner,  J.  S., 
from  the  treadwheel ;  it  appeared  on  inquiry  that  the  prisoner  was 
treading  improperly  at  the  time,  which  no  doubt  caused  the'  accident ; 
his  foot  is  very  much  hurt  I  gave  immediate  notice  to  the  medical 
officer  of  the  above  accident,  and  on  going  into  the  tread  wheel-yard  to 
make  further  inquiry,  and  caution  the  other  prisoners,  G.  B.  became 
saucy.  I  ordered  that  he  be  confined  in  the  refractory  cell  three  days, 
on  bread  and  water. 

"  SubBcquentlv  the  prisoner,  J.  S.,  admitted  that  he  was  treading  the 
wheel  improperly,  viz.,  sideways,  at  the  time  of  the  accident'* 

There  was  a  lunatic  in  the  prison,  but  I  understood  he  was 
about  to  be  removed. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
very  good;  but  owing  to  their  being  neither  in  separation  nor 
undrr  constant  supervision,  it  is  probable  that  at  present  many

offences  escape  detection.  Where  such  offences  are  committed,  as 
those  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  there  must  be  many  minor 
transgressions. 

N  o  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

The  governor  mentioned  a  case  of  a  prisoner  who  was  liberaied 
about  a  year  ago,  and  who  he  believed  is  now  getting  an  honest 
living,  although  formerly  he  was  of  very  loose  character  and  an 
associate  of  prostitutes.  The  following  is  another  case  which  the 
governor  mentioned : — 

"  A  prisoner  named  G.  F.,  convicted  in  October  last  year  of  robbing 
his  master  (a  dmggist),  and  sentenced  to  two  calend  r  months'  imprison- 
ment, was,  on  his  discharge,  taken  into  the  employ  of  the  person  to 
whom  he  was  apprenticed.  I  hare  seen  him  in  Ely  since  :  at  that  time 
he  was  on  his  way  to  London,  where  his  master  had  procured  him  a 
better  situation. 

*'  This  prisoner  was  kept  entirely  by  himself  (by  order  of  the  Conrt 
when  tried)  during  the  whole  of  his  imprisonment,  and  I  have  do  doubt 
it  was  much  to  his  benefit.  I  wish  it  was  generally  adopted  with  all 
classes  of  prisoners  here." 

The  governor  not  being  at  the  prison  at  the  time  of  my  vist 
(having  gone  to  Wisbech,  where  I  afterwards  saw  him,  to  attend 
the  Quarter  Sessions)  I  did  not  see  the  registers. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  "241.  lOs.,  which  is  about  2L  above 
the  general  average  in  other  English  prisons. 

I  agree  with  the  chaplain  in  thinking  that  under  the  present 
arrangements  confinement  in  this  prison  can  have  little  effect  in 
deterring  people  from  committing  crime ;  and  I  fear  that,  as  a 
general  rule,  the  inmates  instead  of  being  iniproved  by  their 
imprisonment  must  be  made  worse.* 


ELY.-COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE, 
[luspectid  16th  July  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  one  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
my  Report  in  November  last,  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
prisoners  to  wash  themselves ;  but  the  recommendation  that  they 
shoiUd  be  compelled  to  do  so  before  being  allowed  any  food  has 
not  been  acted  upon. 

The  place  was  cleati ;  but  the  water-closets  were  in  an  offensire 
state,  owing  I  suspect  to  bad  workmanship,  as  the  county,  I  was 
informed,  had  expended  a  good  deal  of  money  upon  them. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  157$  of  whom  13  were 
females.  This  number  is  13  less  than  the  number  in  the  previous 
year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  cells  were  empty. 

*  I  am  happy  to  state  tliat  siDce  thia  was  written  much  hat  heen  done  towardi 
oarryiug  into  effect  the  recomiueiidationt  in  my  lait  Report,  and  that  contamipation 
and  idleoeH  are  now  put  an  end  to. — March,  1851. 
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WISBKCH.— COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 
[Inspected  4th  July  1850.] 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  many  of  the  recommendations  contained 
in  my  last  Report  (dated  November  1849)  had  been  carried  into 
efi^ct.  In  accordance  with  them,  such  of  the  cells  as  had  not 
been  fitted  up  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners  have  now 
been  so  fitted  up,  and  the  separate  system  has  been  extended  to 
many  of  the  female  prisoners ;  sack-making  and  other  useful  kinds 
of  work  have  been  introduced  to  some  extent,  and  the  governor 
expects  in  a  short  time  to  be  able  to  carry  this  work  much 
further;  the  prisoners  now  cook  for  the  prison  and  repair  the 
clothes;  all  the  female  prisoners  in  the  Isle  are  received  here 
instead  of  some  being  sent  to  the  prison  at  Ely;  an  assistant 
matron  has  been  appointed ;  the  room  hitherto  used  as  a  kitchen 
for  the  governor  is  now  used  as  the  prif»on  kitchen,  and  the  former 
prison  kitchen  is  occupied  as  a  wash-house;  the  stone  slabs  in 
one  of  the  airing  yards  have  been  relaid,  so  as  to  form  a  dry  path 
all  roimd;  a  provision  has  been  made  for  warming  the  reception 
cells;  the  food  and  other  stores  are,  as  far  as  practicable,  supplied 
by  public  contract,  and  a  complete  stock-book  is  now  kept. 

The  following  recommendations,  however,  have  not  yet  been 
carried  into  operation  : — 

1.  The  chaplain  to  be  requested  to  see  every  prisoner  in 
private  at  least  once  each  week,  and  to  keep  a  character-book. 

2.  The  cells  to  be  lighted  with  gas,  and  the  prisoners  to  be 
required  to  rise  not  later  than  at  six  all  the  year  round,  and  not  to 
go  to  bed  before  nine  at  night. 

3.  Every  prisoner  to  be  required  to  perform  a  daily  task 
throughout  the  year  equal  to  10  hours'  fair  labour. 

4.  The  prison  dress  to  be  made  complete  by  the  addition  of 
braces  and  pocket  handkerchiefs,  and  no  convicted  prisoner  to  be 
allowed  to  wear  any  article  whatever  belonging  to  himself. 

5.  Slips,  which  can  be  readily  washed,  to  be  provided  for  the 
mattresses. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

Tlie  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  36,  which  is 
six  less  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  but  four  more  than 
the  average  of  the  last  five  years. 

The  governor  attributed  the  increase  of  late  principally  to  the 
public  works  now  going  on  in  the  county,  which  he  said  drew  a 
large  number  of  strangers  there ;  and  this  opinion  is  supported  by 
the  fact  that  the  chief  part  of  the  prisoners  are  strangers. 

The  following  appeared  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the 
observance  of  the  rules :  — 

1.  There  is  still  but  little  useful  work  in  the  prison,  although^ 
as  already  stated,  the  governor  expects  soon  to  increase  the  amount 
greatly.

2.  The  chaplain  is  not  in  the  habit  of  assembling  the  prisoners 
in  classes  for  religious  instruction,  or  of  seeing  them  periodically 
in  private.     He  does  not,  moreover,  keep  a  character- book. 

ArtiGcial  light  not  being  ^et  provided,  the  prisoners  continue,  in 
winter,  to  pass  far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  s  routine  of  duty  remains  the  same  as  described 
in  my  last  Report.  He  said,  that  he  found  that  by  a  simple,  plain, 
and  affectionate  manner,  he  got  a  great  hold  on  the  prisoners. 
He  added,  that  he  considered  the  system  of  discipline  in  this 
prison  eminently  calculated  to  deter  people  from  the  commissioa 
of  crime,  and  calculated  also  to  improve  their  characters. 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  reading  and  writing,  &c, 
and  found  that  their  general  progress  was  tolerably  satisfactory. 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in 
their  persons. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient  (except  that  there  were  no  slips  for 
mattresses),  but  the  stock  of  clothing  was  insufficient. 

The  new  dietary  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality. 

The  generality  of  the  prisoners  had  the  appearance  of  being  in 
tolerably  good  health.     Tiie  surgeon  stated  as  follows: — 

'^The  prisoners  are  at  present  in  tolerably  good  health,  and  their 
general  health  has  been  very  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  There 
are  only  two  {Mri6oner&  who  are  at  this  time  too  unwell  to  labour,  and 
neither  case  is  serious.  Both  were  ill  on  admission.  Ague  has  lately 
prevailed  in  the  prison,  but  not  more  so  than  in  the  neighbourhood.  It 
18  the  remark  of  medical  men  genemlly  in  this  district  that  there  has 
been  more  ague  in  it  of  late  than  for  the  lust  20  years." 

The  surgeon  again  mentioned  the  want  of  better  ventilation  in 
the  cells  as  tending  to  produce  illness,  and  my  own  observation 
went  to  confirm  the  truth  of  the  statement. 

One  of  the  magistrates  stated  that  on  one  occasion,  when  the 
fever  was  in  the  prison,  the  only  effectual  means  of  getting  rid  of 
it  was  found  to  be  to  break  some  of  the  windows  and  let  in  the 
fresh  air. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  improved 
since  the  separate  system  was  introduced,  and  to  be  now  generally 
good.  The  governor  said  there  had  been  no  such  offences  of  late 
as  assaults  on  officers  oi*  abusive  language.  I  was  sorry,  however, 
to  find  two  boys  chained  to  the  wall,  because  they  had  attempted 
to  escape.  A  prison  ought  to  be  so  secure  as  to  make  such  pre- 
cautions unnecessary. 

The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  127. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  governor's  journal : — 

'^  \^th  December  1849. — The  mother-in-law  of  discharged  prisoner, 
R.  B.,  called  to-day  to  tell  me  her  fears  as  to  B.'s  thorough  reformauun

baTe  entirely  ceased ;  that  he  contiDuea  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  his 
occupation,  and  the  welfare  of  his  family ;  that  he  maintains,  strictly, 
ahstinence  from  drinking,  and  that  she  thinks  be  is  now  truly  happy  in 
his  home. 

**'  28M  March  1850. — ^Haring  fortunately  succeeded  in  getting  a  situa- 
tion for  S.  B.,  at  Captain  Hampton's,  at  March,  this  prisoner,  B.,  having 
been  tried  at  our  last  sessions  for  two  acts  of  felony,  and  convicted  of  one 
of  them,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  she  is  highly  spoken  of  by  her  master 
and  mistress,  conducting  herself  entirely  to  their  satisfaction,  and  has 
their  fullest  confidence. 

"  2'2nd  April  1850. — ^J.  T.,  committed  to  our  general  quarter  sessions 
held  the  lOih  instant^  at  Ely,  having,  after  his  discharge  by  the  Court, 
informed  me  he  was  destitute  of  the  means  of  reaching  home,  a  distance 
of  about  25  miles,  I  lent  him  2«.,  which  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  say 
he  repaid  me  this  day.     The  money  was  returned  all  in  pence. 

The  registers  and  accounts  virere  in  a  proper  state,  and  there  is 
now  a  proper  audit  of  the  food  account. 

The  average  cost  per  head  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for 
rent  or  repairs)  was,  as  nientioned  in  my  last  Beport,  222.  13#.> 
which  is  about  the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 

I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  visiting  justices : — 

Gbmtlkmkn,  Norwich^  13/A  Jidy  1850, 

At  an  inspection  of  the  House  of  Correction  at  Wisbech  which 
I  made  a  few  days  ago,  I  was  gratified  at  finding  that  many  of  the  re- 
commendations which  I  made  at  my  last  visit  had  been  carried  into 
effect. 

The  adoption  of  the  suggestions  to  have  the  prison  lighted  with  gas, 
and  to  require  the  prisoners  to  rise  at  an  early  hour  all  the  year  round, 
and  to  perform  a  full  day's  work  in  winter  as  well  as  in  summer,  had, 
I  was  informed,  been  delayed  till  the  governor  was  able  to  proavre  a  full 
supply  of  work  for  the  prisoners.  And  as  he  told  me  that  he  had  a  pros- 
pect of  soon  doing  so,  I  hope  that  at  my  next  visit  I  shall  ser  this  im- 
portant improvement  also  in  operation. 

In  order  to  improve  the  ventilation  of  the  cells,  I  would  suggest  that 
the  windows  be  made  to  open,  with  a  view  of  half  of  the  windows,  taken 
alternately,  being  open  during  one-half  of  the  day,  aud  of  the  other  half 
being  open  the  rest  of  the  day. 

By  having  the  alternate  windows  only  open,  the  benefit  of  fresh  air 
will  be  obtained  without  any  danger,  I  think,  of  the  prisoners  commu- 
nicating. 

The  ventilation  of  the  chapel,  also,  is  defective;  but  the  governor 
has  proposed  a  simple  and  inexpensive  means  of  improving  it. 

In  several  prisons  it  is  now  an  established  practice  for  every  officer  to 
have  at  least  one  week's  unbroken  holiday  in  the  year,  a  longer  period 
being  allowed  to  the  governor,  whose  duties  and  responsibilities  being 
greater  than  those  of  the  ordinary  officers  is  nM>re  in  need  of  rest.  Thi,8 
practice,  which,  while  it  gives  relief  and  renewed  vigour  to  the  officers, 
is  also,  in  my  opinion,  beneficial  to  the  prison,  by  enabling  the  officers 
to  discharge  their  duties  with  greater  alacrity,  I  would  recommend  for 
adoption  in  the  prison  at  Wisbech. 

I  have,  &c. 
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Since  the  foregoing  Report  was  written  I  have  received  a  letter 
from  the  governor,  from  which  the  following  are  extracts  : — 

**  Wisbech  Gaol,  I9th  Sept.  1850. 

**SiR9 — During  your  last  inspection  you  instructed  me,  in  reference 
to  the  cases  of  reformation  in  the  prison,  to  report  to  you  the  result  of 
the  case  of  a  then  recently  di8char<>ed  prisoner,  named  JS.  iVl,  alias  A. 
I  therefore  beg  to  inclose  a  letter  I  have  received  from  the  gentleman 
who  humanely  g^ave  him  employment  upon  hin  discharge. 

'^  Upon  N.  leaving  the  prison  f  accompanied  him  to  the  factory  ia 
which  he  is  employed ;  I  provided  him,  for  he  was  actually  not  fit  to 
appear  in  the  streets,  with  clothes,  and  I  lent  him  a  few  shillings,  and 
for  about  a  fortni|2^ht  he  came  to  my  house  for  food.  Th«  result,  thank 
Go<l,  has  been,  the  saving  of  this  man  from  further  crime  and  conse- 
quent transportation,  and  from  a  condition  the  most  wretched  of  any 
prisoner  I  ever  had  in  custody.  He  has  repaid  the  money  to  roe, 
he  comes  to  see  me,  and  is  now  respectable  and  respected.  I  am 
happy  to  say  I  have  also  obtained  situations  for  two  other  convicted 
elons." 

The  letter  referred  to  is  highly  creditable  to  the  party  in  question. 


WISBECH.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSK. 
[Inspected  5th  July  1850.] 
It  was  Stated  that  there  had  not  been  any  alteration  since  this 
lock-up  house  was  last  examined  by  an  Inspector  of  Prisons. 
The  place  was  clean. 

Tlie  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  674.  of  whom  134  were 
females.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  however,  there  were  no 
prisoners. 

I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  mayor : — 
Sir,  Norwich^  \Zth  Jvly  1850. 

I  BEG  to  call  the  attention  of  yourself  and  the  Town  Council  to 
the  desirableness  of  providing  some  cells,  »t  the  police  station,  for  female 
prisoners,  farther  removed  than  their  present  cells  from  thcwe  occupied 
by  male  prisoners,  and  also  to  the  propriety  of  providing  accommoda- 
tion for  one  of  the  police  officers  and  his  wife  to  live  on  the  spot,  with  a 
view  of  the  female  prisoners  being  under  the  sole  charge  of  a  female 
officer.

NOBFOLK. 

KINO'S  LYNN.— BOROUGH  PRISON. 
[Inspected  5th  July  1850.] 
In  my  Report  in  September  last,  I  recommended  that  as  soon 
as  practicable  a  contract  be  entered  into  with  the  county  justices 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  prisoners,  with  a  view  to  this 
prison  being  discontinued,  and  I  made  some  minor  recommenda- 
tions for  the  improtement  of  the  prison  in  the  meantime.     The 
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recommendation  for  the  cKscontinnance  of  the  prison  has  not  been 
acted  upon,  but  in  accordance  with  some  of  the  other  recom- 
mendations, the  passages  and  principal  rooms  are  now  lighted  by 
gas  ;  the  prisoners  now  do  the  whitewashing,  painting,  and  such 
other  work  as  they  can  perfomi ;  a  provision  has  been  made  for 
teaching  the  prisoners  to  read  and  write ;  the  unconvicted  prisoners 
are  allowed  to  wear  the  prison  clothing ;  every  prisoner  goes  into 
a  tepid  bath  on  admission  (though  afterwards  not  once  a  month), 
and  is  required  to  wash  his  feet  once  a-week.  But  the  recom- 
mendations to  require  prisoners  to  rise  all  the  year  round  not  later 
than  at  six,  to  introduce  oakum-picking  or  some  other  simple  kind 
of  work,  to  require  every  prisoner  to  do  a  daily  task  of  10  hours' 
labour,  to  have  every  prisoner  seen  by  the  chaplain  in  private  on 
his  admission,  and  once  a  fortnight  at  least  during  his  confinement, 
and  10  make  the  prison  dress  complete,  have  not  been  carried  into 
effect,  though  the  keeper  said  that  he  had  obtained  a  promise  of 
emplo3rment  for  the  prisoners  in  picking  oakum,  and  that  the  work 
would  begin  in  a  few  days. 

The  new  dietary  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  alterations  of  im- 
portance. 

The  prison  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  11,  which  is 
about  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year^  and  about  2  less  than 
the  average  of  the  last  10  years. 

On  the  day  of  my  visit  there  were  14  prisoners. 

The  following  were  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observance  of  the 
rules : — 

1.  The  supply  of  work,  though  increased,  is  still  insufficient, 
even  those  sentenced  to  hard  labour  not  being  nearly  fully  em- 
ployed. Thouuh  my  visit  was  between  two  and  three  in  the  after- 
noon, such  of  the  prisoners  as  had  been  at  work  (cleaning  the 
prison)  had  finished,  and  all  the  rest  were  idle. 

2.  There  is  but  little  classification  of  the  prisoners. 

The  chaplain's  routine  of  duty  remains  the  same  as  described 
in  my  last  Report. 

The  prison  was  very  clean,  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  their 
persons. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but,  as  already  mentioned,  the 
prison  clothing  is  still  incomplete. 

The  food  was  of  a  good  quality.  Its  daily  average  cost  last 
year  was  nearly  &d.  per  head,  which  is  considerably  above  the 
general  average  in  other  prisons. 

The  prisoners  appeared  to  be  in  good  health.  The  surgeon 
stated  as  follows  : — 

**  Except  one  prisoner  who  came  in  in  bad  health,  owing  to  dissipa- 
tion, all  the  prisoners  are  in  good  health,  and  they  have  been  generally

in  remarkably  good  health  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  I  think  it 
due  to  the  keeper  and  matron  to  state  that  the  prison  is  kept  remark- 
ably clean*  and  that  great  care  is  taken  to  prevent  dampness.  This,  I 
have  no  doubt,  has  a  very  beneficial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  pn- 
soners.'* 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  bare  been 
good  ;  but  as  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  owing  to  the  prisoners 
being  associated,  and  not  under  constant  superintendence,  maaj 
oSences  probably  escape  notice. 

One  prisoner  complained  that  be  had  not  food  enough,  but  his 
complaint  appeared  to  be  groundless.  No  other  prisoner  made 
any  complaint. 

The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state,  but  the  system  of  accounts 
remains  the  same. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  aojr 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  about  33/.  per  head,  which  is 
greater  by  one-half  than  the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 
The  chief  expense  is  the  salaries  of  the  officers,  which  in  small 
prisons  is  always  high  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  prisoners. 

llie  records  of  the  inspections  by  the  magistrates  were  frequent, 
and  were  creditable  to  the  keeper  and  matron. 

A  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  prison  since 
my  last  inspection;  but  owing  to  the  association  of  the  prisoners 
(which  in  a  building  constructed  as  this  is,  it  would  be  very  diffi- 
cult to  prevent,)  and  to  the  want  of  employment,  I  fear  that  in 
most  cases  the  prisoners  must  still  leave  in  a  worse  state  than  the; 
entered. 


SWAFFHAM— COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 
[The  inipectioo  began  5th  July  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
mv  Report  last  September,  three  of  the  officers  have  been  dis- 
missed and  replacea  by  others ;  useful  labour  has  been  somewhat 
extended,  though  not  as  yet  in  any  considerable  degree ;  theprisoo 
dress  has  been  made  complete,  and  no  convicted  prisoner  is 
allowed  to  wear  any  article  belonging  to  himself;  every  prisoner 
goes  into  a  tepid  bath  on  admission,  and  afterwards  once  a  month; 
and  an  additional  set  of  sheets  has  been  procured,  so  as  to  admit  of 
the  sheets  being  washed  conveniently ;  but  the  following  recom- 
mendations have  not  been  adopted: — 

1.  The  cells  to  be  warmed  and  to  be  lighted  with  ^as,  and  the 
prisoners  to  be  required  to  rise  not  later  t£an  six  o'clock  all  the 
year  round. 

2.  A  larger  room  to  be  appropriated  as  the  school-room. 

3.  Every  untried  prisoner  to  be  allowed  to  wear  the  prison 
dress. 

4.  The  clerk  to  the  visiting  justices  to  be  requested  to  inspect 
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the  prison  ffom  time  to  time,  and  to  record  the  result  of  his  obser- 
▼ations  for  tlie  information  of  the  justices. 

There  did  not  appc^ar  to  have  been  any  other  alteration  than 
those  that  have  been  mentioned. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  83,  which  is  18 
above  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  and  32  above  the  average  - 
of  the  last  10  years. 

At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  were  105  prisoners,  which  is 
nearly  double  the  number  of  cells ;  so  that  most  of  the  prisoners, 
both  by  day  and  by  night,  were  associated  in  small  numbers,  too 
small  to  admit  of  supervisioii,  but  quite  large  enough  to  allow  of 
contamination. 

I  was  glad  to  find  that  the  rules  had  been  better  observed  since 
my  last  inspection  than  previously.  The  following  are  now  the 
chief  exceptions : — 

1.  There  is  still  but  little  useful  employment  for  the  prisoners, 
most  of  them  being,  as  heretofore,  either  idle  or  at  work  on  the 
treadwheel,  the  power  of  which  is  turned  to  no  profit. 

2.  There  is  not  an  inventory  of  the  furniture  and  ol her  moveable 
property  belonging  to  the  prison. 

3.  No  monthly  medical  examination,  as  distinguished  from  the 
ordinary  me Jical  examinations,  is  made. 

4.  There  are  not  any  cells  adapted  for  solitary  confinement,  and 
cells  have  been  used  to  a  considerable  extent  for  separate  confine- 
ment, which  have  not  been  certified  as  fit  for  that  purpose. 

Artificial  light  not  being  provided,  the  prisoners  continue  to  pass 
far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

**  I  read  prayers  to  the  prisoners  daily,  and  on  Sunday  perform  full 
service  twice.  I  also  see  every  prisoner  in  private,  on  his  admission  and 
departure,  and  in  the  intervening  period  from  time  to  time.  I  see  every 
prisoner  also  daily,  who  for  any  reason  is  absent  from  chapel ;  I  have 
the  prisoners  in  classes  for  religions  instrnction  ;  I  superintend  the 
school  also.  At  present  I  pass  about  three  hours  and  a  half  daily  in 
the  prison,  on  an  average.  The  prisoners  make  very  fair  progress 
in  religions  knowledge,  but  not  at  present  in  secular  knowledge.  A 
new  schoolmaster,  however,  is  about  to  he  appointed.  The  conduct  of 
the  prisoners  when  at  chapel,  or  otherwise  under  my  care,  is  very  good." 

The  prison  was  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but  some  of  the  clothing,  both  of  the 
conricted  and  unconvicted  prisoners,  was  ragged. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  dietary.  The  food  was  of  good 
quality.  Its  daily  average  cost,  last  year,  was  ^id,  per  head, 
which  is  rather  less  than  tne  general  average  in  otherprisons. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  had  a  healthy  appearance.  The  surgeon 
being  from  home,  I  did  not  see  him ;  but  the  deputy-surgeon  stated 
as  follows : — 
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**  The  present  state  of  health  in  the  prison  is  very  good.  There  are 
only  three  prisoners  who  are  sufficiently  unwell  to  be  unable  to  work, 
and  two  of  these  were  ill  on  admission.  The  third  ca^  is  that  of  an  oUI 
man  who  is  half  idioiic,  and  who  was  noticed  in  Mr.  Hill's  last  RvpHt. 
The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good  since  Mr.  HilPs 
la.st  inspection.  There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison.  1  ba?e 
not  seen  any  ill  effect  from  the  use  of  the  cells  f<  r  separate  confinemeot 
I  have  witnessed  very  good  effects  in  this  prison  from  the  use  of  cod- 
liver  oil  in  cases  of  incipient  scrofula." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  lo  have  been 
good,  but  many  offences  must  at  present  escape  detection. 

The  chief  offences  for  which  punishment  is  awarded  are  talk- 
ing, obscenity,  insolence,  and  refusing  to  work. 

Only  one  prisoner  made  any  complaint,  and  his  complaint  proved, 
on  examination,  to  be  groundless. 

There  were  two  prisoners,  a  father  and  son,  (the  latter  only  18 
years  old,)  the  father  being  in  for  the  twenty-first  time,  and  the 
son  for  the  fourth  time.  The  father's  commitments  have  been 
chiefly  for  poaching,  but  this  son,  and  another  of  his  sons,  have 
been  committed  for  burglary. 

The  register  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year,  ^exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs,)  was  nearly  21/.,  whicQ  is  1/.  below  the 
general  average  in  other  prisons  in  England. 

I  am  able  to  bear  testimony  to  a  considerable  improvement  in 
this  prison  since  my  last  inspection,  though  it  is  still  in  a  state  ia 
which  I  fear  the  great  majority  of  the  prisoners  are  morally 
injured  by  their  imprisonment;  much  of  their  time  being  spent  in 
bad  company  and  idleness. 

Shortly  after  leaving  Swaffham  I  addressed  the  following  letter 
to  the  visiting  justices : — 
Gentlemen,  Norwich^  July  13,  1850. 

At  my  inspection  of  the  prison  at  Swaffham  a  few  days  ago, 
I  found  it  greatly  overcrowded,  there  being  105  prisoners  with  only 
57  cells. 

I  need  not  remark  that  such  a  state  of  the  pris^on  must  be  pro- 
ductive of  great  corruption  among  the  prisoners,  many  of  whom  past 
their  time  during  both  the  day  and  night  in  small  bodies,  with  only  the 
occasional  presence  of  an  officer. 

While  the  prison  at  Swaffham  is  in  this  crowded  state,  I  find  that 
at  Norwich  Castle,  although  the  number  of  prisoners  there  also  is  much 
'greater  than  usual  there  are  about  50  unoccupied  cells. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  would  sugf^est,  that  application  be 
made  to  the  visiting  justices  of  Norwich  Castle  (to  whom  I  have 
mentioned  the  subject)  for  their  consent  to  receive  a  portion  of  your 
prisoners  into  their  prison ;  a  selection  being  made  of  such  convicted 
prisoners  as  are  in  good  health  and  as  have  to  remain  longest  in  con- 
finement. 

If  you  should  approve  of  this  suggestion,  and  the  visiting  justices 
at  Norwich  should  dso  concur  in  it,  it  would  still,  of  course,  be  ne- 
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oeMary  ta  obtain  an  order  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  removal 
of  the  prisoners  to  Nona^icb. 

In  order  to  prerent,  in  future,  any  prison  in  the  county  becoming 
oTercrowded  while  there  is  vacant  room  in  any  other  prison,  I  would 
suggest  that  the  justices  at  the  next  quarter  sessions  do  organise  a  plan* 
by  which  the  judges  of  the  assises  and  the  magistrates  at  quarter 
sessions  shall  always  be  informed  of  the  state  of  each  prison,  so  that  they 
may  exercise  a  discretion  in  determining  where  to  sentence  prisoners  to 
undergo  their  confinement ;  and  if  it  should  ever  be  found  necessary, 
that  similar  information  be  sent  to  the  magistrates  at  petty  sessions. 

As  a  means  of  attaining  this  object,  I  wcmld  recommend  that  some 
person  at  Norwich  be  appointed  to  receive  a  weeklv  return  of  the  num- 
ber of  prisoners  at  S  waff  ham,  Walsingham,  and  Wymondham,  distin- 
^aishing,  in  the  case  of  the  priHim  at  Walsingham,  males  from  femiilet. 

If,  which  I  hope  will  not  be  the  case,  all  the  prisons  belonging  to  the 
county  should  at  any  time  be  filled,  I  would  then  recommend  (if  the 
Town  Council  at  Norwich  will  consent)  that  a  contract  be  entered  into 
for  sending  some  of  the  prisoners  to  the  City  Prison  at  Norwich,  where 
there  is  ah«ays  a  considerable  number  of  unoccupied  cells. 

In  order  to  bring  this  subject  under  the  consideration  of  the  other 
parties  concerned,  I  shall  send  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  visiting 
justices  at  Norwich,  Walsingham,  ami  Wymondham.

The  following  is  the  Chaplain's  Report  for  the  year  ending 
Michaelmas,  1850.  The  remarks  on  the  training  of  juvenile 
paupers  are  well  worthy  of  cotisideration : — 

•*  To  the  Chairman  of  the  Quarter- Sessions y  Swaffham^  Norfolk. 

*'  Mt  Lord, — In  making  my  first  annual  report  on  the  state  of  your 
House  uf  Correction  at  SwaflTham,  I  must  beg  >our  Lordship's  indul- 
gence, as  my  report  must  be  very  full  of  imperfections,  arising  from  a 
wantof a  longer  experience;  moreover,  four  months  of  the  year  just 
expired  had  passed  before  I  entered  on  the  duties  of  my  office. 

"Since  the  last  report,  on  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Hill,  the 
Government  Inspector  of  Prisons,  three  of  the  old  officers  have  been 
removed,  and  their  places  filled  by  younger  men,  whose  efficiency  bus 
greatly  improved  the  discipline  and  general  condition  of  the  prison. 
A  new  schoolmaster,  who  is  now  also  a  turnkey,  has  been  appointed 
through  a  suggestion  from  the  same  quarter,  supported  by  the  wishes  of 
the  late  temporary  chaplain;  an  arrangement  that  promises  the  best  results.

**  13  only  could  be  said  to  be  men  of  any  information,  or  be  aVi  ti 
keep  accounts,  or  say  the  multiplication  table ;  whilst  95,  more  than 
a  fitlh.  could  not  say  the  Lord's  Prayer.  It  should  be  remarked,  of 
the  104  who  could  read  imperfectly,  that  their  ability  was  only  enoogii 
to  make  them  more  apt  scholars,  and  that  none  of  them  could  of  them- 
selves acquire  any  knowledge  from  the  most  simple  books.  Itwillthui 
be  evident  that  education  had  not  exercised  its  humanixing  efiedsoo 
the  great  mass  of  these  criminals. 

*'  With  very  few  exceptions,  the  prisoners  are  desiroua  of  being 
taught,  and  are  attentive  to  instruction. 

*^  Until  the  last  quarter  the  gaol  was  very  crowded,  which  has  been 
a  great  obstacle  to  order  and  discipline ;  this  is  clearly  proved  by  the 
better  conduct  of  the  men,  and  by  the  small  number,  in  proportion,  of 
punishments  inflicted  since  there  has  been  the  means  of  generally 
giving  each  prisoner  his  separate  cell. 

*'  A  very  l^rge  majority  of  the  prisoners  are  young  men  in  the  prime 
of  life,  between  18  and  40  years  of  age;  and  the  number  of  commit- 
ments in  the  different  seasons  of  the  year  seem  to  bear  an  inverse  ratio 
to  the  amount  of  labour  to  be  obtained ;  nor  could  it  fail  to  strike  at- 
tention, that  in  the  heaviest  calendar  perhaps  ever  known  (that  of  tbe 
last  July  Sessions),  most  of  the  offences  concerned  either  food  or 
clothing. 

**  It  would,  on  inquiry,  further  appear  that  drunkenness  has  been  io 
this  district  a  fruitful  source  of  crime.  In  some  instances  we  lesm 
that  the  prisoner  was  drunk  when  the  alleged  offence  was  committed,  in 
others  that  the  prosecutor  being  in  that  state,  became  a  temptation  and 
a  ready  prey,  or  that  the  prisoner  was  addicted  to  drinking,  and  so  was 
driven  to  crime  by  want ;  these  and  the  like  are  facts  that  present  them- 
selves to  all  who  come  in  conuict  with  the  inmates  of  a  gaol.  In  futuie 
reports  I  purpose  giving  accurate  statistics  of  the^e  and  other  points. 
I  can  now  only,  by  a  rough  calculation,  state  my  own  impreasioo,  that 
at  least  two  out  of  three  commitments  have  their  origra  either  imme- 
diately or  indirectly  in  the  vice  of  drinking. 

*'  There  is  one  other  matter  which  has  presented  itself  in  mv  inter- 
course with  prisoners  that  I  mention  with  regret  and  anxiety,  becsu»

the  evil  is  so  easily  seen  and  the  remedy  not  so  readily  suggested,  f 
allude  to  the  great  defects  that  appear  to  exist  in  the  plan  of  educating 
orphan  and  other  children,  who  are  entirely  brought  up  in  Union  work- 
houses. These  defects  seem  the  more  painful  when  we  consider  who 
are  the  unhappy  aufierers,  and  that  a  system  affording  better  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  and  instniction  than  the  children  of  the  poor  generally 
get,  should  not  prciduce  equally  good,  social,  and  moral  results. 

**  It  is  in  the  industrial^  not  in  the  religious  training  that  the  mis- 
chief appears  to  exist ;  and  it  shows  itself  in  this  way :  when  lads  of 
sixteen  or  more  leave  the  Union  house,  they  find  unusual  difficulty  in 
getting  a  livelihood,  because  they  have  not  been  accustomed  to  labour, 
Dor  taught  to  make  themselves  expert  in  any  handicraft ;  in  short,  they 
are  unprepared,  because  untrained  for  that  life  of  industry  to  which 
providence  has  called  them.  Getting,  at  best,  but  small  wages,  they 
•oon  finti  themselves  worse  off  than  they  were  in  the  union  house,  and 
having  none  of  the  self-respect  of  the  independent  labourer,  they  as 
naturally  return  to  its  shelter  as  others  do  to  their  homes. 

*'  During  the  last  half-year  this  fact  has  been  forcibly  presented  to 
myself  in  the  persons  of  five  such  young  men,  four  of  whom  were  en^ 
tirely  brought  up  in  unions,  and  the  other  nearly  so ;  of  the  number, 
four  have  been  transported,  and  the  other,  who  was  tried  for  a  rape, 
thougrh  acquitted,  was  clearly  most  immoral  in  his  mode  of  life. 

"Their  history,  as  I  learnt  it  from  them,  appears  to  have  this  in 
common,^-they  were  either  too  idle  or  too  unskilful  to  work,  and  in  the 
first  pinch  of  want  returned  to  the  Union  house,  where,  beiug  no 
longer  boys,  they  became  impatient  of  its  confinement,  and  were  several 
times  sent  to  prison  for  being  disorderly,  or  for  breaking  out,  and  in 
the  end  committed  the  offences  for  which  they  have  been  transported 
for  various  terms. 

*'I  have  ventured  to  call  attention  to  this  evil,  which  I  should  be 
glad  to  find  not  so  serious  as  I  imagine,  with  the  hope  that  others  of 
more  experience  may  suggest  a  remedy  ;  for  I  cannot  but  think  that 
the  present  system  in  the  next  generation  will  engender  hereditary 
paupers,  if  nothing  worse^  and  that  a  remedy  would  work  great  moral 
and  financial  go<  d. 

'*  In  conclusion,  I  would  notice  this  singular  circumstance,  that  al- 
though several  prisoners  have  been  at  some  period  of  their  lives  in  com- 
paratively easy  circumstances,  I  have  not  yet  met  with  one  who  has 
ever  been  a  depositor  in  a  savings'  bank. 

'*  Hoping  to  make  future  reports,  if  such  may  again  be  my  duty, 
more  perfect,

NORWICH.— COUNTY  PRISON. 
[The  Iiupection  commenced  6th  July  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions in  my  Report  last  September,  more  useful  and  productive 
labour  is  done  iu  the  prison,  though  not  to  the  extent  that  I  recom* 
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mended ;  the  school-room   has  been  enlarged,  and  the  prisonen 
are  taught  to  write  as  well  as  to  read ;  tlie  surgreon  sees  everj 
prisoner  twice  a-week.  and  makes  a  minute  inspection  once  a 
month ;  every  prisoner  is  now  required  to  go  into    a   tepid  bath 
on  admission  and  afterwards  once  a  month  ;  the  prison  dress  has 
been  made  complete ;  no  convicted  prisoner  is  allow^ed  to  wear 
any  article  of  his  own  (except  flannels),  and  the  unconvicted  we 
permitted  to  wear  the  prison  dress ;  the  ventilation  of  the  night- 
cells  has  been  improved  ;  and  a  record  is  now  kept  of  the  weight 
of  all  prisoners  on  admission  and  liberation,  except  those  who  are 
committed  for  less  than  a  month.     But  in  the  folio w^ing  recom- 
mendations the  magistrates  did  not  concur: — 

1.  The  passages  and  day-rooms  to  be  lighted  with  g'as. 

2.  The  prisoners  to  be  required  to  rise  not  later  than  at  six 
o*clock  all  the  year  round,  and  not  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  bed 
before  nine. 

3.  As  far  as  practicable,  every  prisoner  to  be  required  to  perform 
a  daily  task  throughout  the  year,  equal  to  ten  hours'  fair  LBibour. 

4.  Irhe  debtors  to  be  all  put  on  an  equality  with  regard  to 
sitting-rooms  and  bed  rooms  ;  and  consequently  no  debtor  to  be 
allowed,  as  heretofore,  to  obtain  by  payment  for  it  superior  ac- 
commodation in  these  respects.  With  this  view  the  first  three 
rules  at  page  46  of  the  code  of  rules  to  be  rescinded. 

5.  The  time  for  visiting  debtors  to  be  reduced  to  three  hours 
each  day,  and  not  to  include  any  meal-hour. 

6.  The  subordinate  officers  to  wear  a  uniform,  in  conformity 
with  the  present  practice  in  many  of  the  best  regulated  prisons  in 
England. 

The  plan  for  improving  the  ventilation  was  devised  by  the 
governor ;  and  as  it  has  proved  to  be  efficient  and  is  simple  and 
cheap,  I  recommend  it  for  adoption  elsewhere,  where  additional 
means  of  ventilation  are  necessary.  It  consists  of  a  zinc  flue, 
divided  into  two  longitudinal  compartments,  and  running  along 
the  corridor,  open  at  both  ends  to  the  fresh  air  and  with  tubes  of 
about  three  inches  in  diameter,  going  alternately  from  the  two 
compartments  (so  as  to  prevent  communication)  into  the  upper 
part  of  each  cell.  As  the  cell  windows  open,  a  current  of  fresh 
air  is  obtained  by  means  of  this  tube ;  and,  in  point  of  fact,  the 
air  in  the  cells  is  good. 

Much  of  the  work  in  improving  the  ventilation  of  the  prison 
was  done  by  the  prisoners. 

The  chief  kinds  of  work  that  have  been  extended  are  knitting, 
shoemaking,  tailors'  work,  carpentering,  and  assorting  hair  for 
cabinet-makers. 

The  prison  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  110,  which  is 
18  more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  and  8  more  than 
the  average  in  the  last  10  years.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  there 
were  141  prisoners. 
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The  governor  said  that  the  increase  was,  in  his  opinion,  owing 
chiefly  to  prisoners  being  now  sent  to  Norwich  Castle  who  used 
formOTly  to  go  to  one  or  other  of  the  houses  of  correction ;  and  to 
the  ctrcunsstance  that  owing  to  the  present  want  of  more  employ- 
ment, young  men  in  the  agricultural  districts  commit  ofiPenceai 
which,  if  they  had  more  work,  they  either  would  not  commit  or 
would  be  able  to  pay  a  line  for  instead  of  going  to  prison. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  is,  that  there 
are  not  any  cells  adapted  to  solitary  confinement. 

Artificial  light  not  being  provided,  the  prisoners  continue  to 
pass  so  much  time  in  bed  that  there  must  be  great  danger  of  theb 
contracting  habits  of  sloth. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows  ; — ' 

**  My  routine  of  duty  continues  the  same  as  described  in  Mr.  HilPs 
last  Report.  The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  when  at  chapel,  or 
otherwise  under  my  charge,  is  decorous,  respectfiil,  and  proper  is  ail 
respects.  1  think  the  present  sxstem  of  discipUue  in  this  prison  cal* 
culated  in  a  high  degree  both  to  deter  people  from  the  commission  of 
crime  and  to  improve  the  characters  of  the  prisonerA'.  Whenever  I 
have  an  opportunity  I  take  means,  by  visits,  correspondence,  or  other- 
wise, to  ascertain  the  career  of  prisoners  after  their  liberation,  and  to 
preserve  an  influence  over  them ;  and  I  have  only  to  regret  that  I  have 
not  more  opportunities,  and  that  there  is  not  a  systematical  mode  of 
inquiry.  Except  the  three  cases  mentioned  by  the  governor,  I  have  not 
any  special  knowledge  of  instances  of  marked  improvement  during  the 
Jast  year,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  many.^* 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  their  instriiction  under  the 
schoolmaster,  and  found  their  progress  satisfactory. 

The  prison  was  quite  clean  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  their 
persons. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  were  sufficient. 

The  dietary  lately  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  adopted. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality.  Its  daily  cost  last  year  was 
Sl^tL  per  head,  which  is  below  the  general  average  in  other 
prisons. 

The  prisoners  had  a  tolerably  healthy  appearance.  The 
surgeon  stated  as  follows  : — 

•*  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  at  the  present  time  Is  extremely 
good.  There  are  only  two  prisoners  who  are  out  of  health :  both  these 
cases  are  serious,  but  in  both  cases  the  prisoners  were  in  the  same  state 
on  admission  as  they  are  now.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has 
been  very  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection.  There  has  not  been 
any  epidemic  since  that  time.  The  health  uf  the  prisoners  geperally 
improves  during  their  imprisonment.     The  majority  gain  in  weight" 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
gck>d.  The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  only  S2,  which 
is  less  than  one  per  prisoner  on  an  average.  The  chief  offence  is 
talking. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 
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The  ffovernor  mentioDed  three  cases  which  had  come  to  bs 
koewledp^  dyriog  the  last  year  of  parties  who  were  onoe  ia  tfaki 
prison  for  offences  bespeaking  habks  of  crimen  but  who  ars  nam 
Ityiitf  honestly  and  respectably.  In  one  case  the  governor  aid 
l^at  the  party  had,  to  his  knowledge,  endured  great  prifadm; 
but  that,  by  great  industry,  the  jnan  had  recover^  his  position  b 
society,  in  two  of  the  cases  the  governor  had  kindly  assisted  tiie 
parties  in  obtaining  employment. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  entries  in  the  visiting  Justices*  minute  book  showed  the  stme 
vigilant  superintendence  as  heretofore. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusivie  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  between  241,  and  25/.,  wUeh  is 
aboiit  3/.  above  the  general  average  in  England^  and  9/.  abore 
the  average  in  Scotland.  There  is  reason  to  hope,  however,  that 
the  present  year's  account  will  prove  more  satis&dorj* 

About  951.  a^year  might  be  saved  by  a  prisoner  acting  « 
cook,  and  this  arrangement  I  would  suggest. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  the  general  result  of  the  inq>eetio& 
was  creditable  to  Mr.  Pinson,  the  governor,  and  to  the  other 
officers. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Bepoi-t  on  the  prison  at  Swaffham,  I  re- 
commended that  arrangements  should  be  made  for  preventing 
mther  of  the  county  prisons  being  crowded  whilst  there  is  room  in 
any  other  of  the  county  prisons^* 


N0RW1CH.-CITY  PRISON. 

[iDtpected  9th  luly  1850.] 

I  was  sorry  to  find  that  only  one  of  the  recommendations  eon* 
tained  in  my  Report  last  September  had  been  carried  into  eftct, 
and  that  there  had  not  been  any  improvement  of  any  other  kind. 
Tliis  I  was  informed  was  owing  not  to  any  indisposition  on  the  part 
of  the  magistrates  to  make  improvements,  but  to  an  unwillingiuss 
in  the  Town  Council  to  grant  tne  necessary  funds.  The  foUowiog 
recommendations  had  not  been  acted  upon  :-^ 

1.  Such  of  the  rooms  and  ceik  as  are  capable  of  it>  and  as  are 
not  always  required  for  more  than  one  prisoner^  (beginning  wifh 
the  debtors*  four  day-rooms,  in  the  north  debtors'  ward,)  to  be 
prepared  for  the  separate  conGnement  of  prisoners,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  2  and  3  Vict.,  c*  56,  s*  4.  The  debtors  in 
the  north  ward  to  be  removed  to  the  upper  floor  of  the  south 
debtors'  ward. 

2.  A  rule  to  be  filmed  directing  that  the  prisoAers  to  be  plseed 
in  these  cells  shall  be  selected  according  to  the  regulatioas 
suggested  at  page  30  of  my  14th  Annual  Beport. 

*  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state,  that  not  only  has  this  recommeDdatkm  been  acted 
upon  to  a  considerable  extent,  but  that  many  cells  have  now  been  prepared  ft*  ^ 
tepaiate  confinement  of  priaoners,— March,  ISM »  ^^  ^ 
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3.  A  large  work-room  to  be  fennod  oui  of  the  two  rooms  and 
the  intermediate  space  io  the  upper  story  of  the  buildiDg  oootain- 
ing  the  kitcheu ;  and  this  room,  together  with  the  rooms  which 
it  IB  proposed  to  fit  up  as  separate  ceil4,  to  be  lighted  with  gas. 

4.  A  female  warder  and  an  additional  male  oflBcer  to  be  ap« 
pointed. 

5.  As  a  general  rule^  every  prisoner,  whether  eonvieted  or 
unooDyicted,  to  be  either  in  a  separate  cell  or  under  the  constant 
supenrision  of  an  officer. 

6.  A  rule  to  be  framed  directing  that^  instead  of  the  nresent 
classificatioa,  the  prisouers  be  classified  according  to  the  jndgnMBt 
of  the  governor,  having  reference  to  their  age,  previous  oonvictiooB 
(if  ftoy}*  &nd  general  character  and  conduct. 

7.  The  prisoners  to  be  required  to  rise  not  later  than  at  six  o'clock 
all  the  vear  rouud. 

8.  The  59th  rule  in  the  official  code  (relaAing  to  work)  to  be 
adopted  and  oarried  into  eflEect ;  and  with  this  view,  ahoemakiiig, 
mat^making,  calico- weaving,  and  other  such  kinds  of  work  to  be 
introduced  ;  and,  as  far  as  jpraeticable,  every  prisoner  to  be  em- 
ployed at  his  own  trade.  To  facilitate  this  coange,  the  govenu>r 
to  visit  the  prisons  at  Wakefield  and  Leeds,  wh^  much  work 
of  the  kind  is  carried  oa. 

9.  As  far  as  practicable  every  eoavicted  prisoner  to  be  required* 
throughout  the  year,  to  perform  a  daily  task  equal  to  10  hours* 
fair  labour. 

JO.  Two  more  desks  to  be  put  iqp  in  the  scbool-room,  with  a 
view  to  the  schoolmaster  having  a  larger  .number  of  prisoners  in 
bis  charge  at  one  time. 

11.  A  provision  to  be  made,  as  required  by  law,  for  the  female 
prisoners,  like  the  male  prisoners,  to  learn  to  read  and  write.  It 
i"  suggested  that  the  duly  of  teaching  them  might  be  discharged 
either  by  the  matron  or  by  the  female  warder. 

12.  If  the  present  dietary  be  continued,  half  a  pint  of  milk  at 
least  to  be  included  in  each  rate ;  and  a  rule  to  be  framed  directing 
that  the  governor,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  surgeon,  shall  be 
authorized  to  determine  each  prisoner's  rate  of  food,  having  regard 
to  the  prisoner's  age,  constitution,  kind  of  work,  and  industry. 

13.  All  prisoaera,  except  those  committed  for  one  month  or 
under,  to  be  weighed  on  admission  and  discharge. 

14.  In  order  to  improve  the  ventilation  of  me  night-cells,  the 
officers  to  be  provided  with  the  means  of  fastening  the  windows 
open,  as  is  the  case  at  the  prison  at  Stv^aflfham  ;  and  such  of  the 
ventilators  in  the  doors  as  are  out  of  order  to  be  repaired. 

15.  Every  prisoner  to  go  into  the  tepid  bath  on  admission,  and 
afWwards  at  least  once  in  each  mouth,  and  to  wash  his  fiaet  every 
week. 

16.  The  46(h  rule  in  the  official  code  (relating  to  clothing)  to 
be  adopted,  omitting  the  last  paragraph. 

17.  Sheets  to  be  added  to  the  bedding,  it  having  been  found  r^^^^T^ 
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by  «cperience  at  the  county  prison  that,  while  sheets  pronnite 
cieanlinesSt  they  save  the  wear  of  the  blankets  so  much  as  to  pay 
their  own  cost. 

18.  Some  earthenware  night^vessels,  like  those  in  use  at  the 
eounty  prison  at  Derby,  to  be  procured  for  the  cells  proposed  to 
be  used  as  separate  cells,  and  for  sick  prisoners  in  other  cdls. 

19.  Rules  to  be  framed  directing  that  (subject,  like  his  other 
powers,  to  the  control  of  the  visiting  justices)  the  power  of  admit- 
ting visits  to  criminal  prisoners,  whether  convicted  or  unconvicted, 
^all  be  left  to  the  governor ;  and  directing  also  that  visits  to 
debtors  be  restricted,  except  in  any  special  case,  to  two  hours  each 
day;  also  that  no  debtor  or  untried  prisoner  shall  be  allowed 
more  than  one  pint  of  fermented  liquor  in  any  day  of  24  hours, 
and  that  no  fermented  liquor  shall  be  drunk  except  in  the  presence 
of  an  officer,  and  at  a  time  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor. 

20.  The  officers  to  wear  a  uniform. 

21.  Such  a  system  of  accounts  to  be  adopted  as  will  afford  a 
sufficient  check  on  disbursements  of  all  kinds. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  year  terminating  with 
the  end  of  last  month  was  42,  which  is  considerably  less  than  that 
of  the  previous  year,  and  much  less  than  the  average  of  the  last 
10  years.  This  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  inmates  in  this 
jprison  shows  how  powerful  other  cauj^es  are  besides  prison  disci- 
pline in  affecting  the  amount  of  crime ;  for  here,  where  the  decrease 
of  prisoners  is  so  striking,  the  discipline  is  bad,  admitting  as  it 
does  of  slothful  habits  and  of  much  idleness  and  bad  company. 

The  following  is  a  return  of  the  average  numt>er  of  prisoners  in 
each  of  the  last  10  years  ending  at  Michaelmas : —

The  following  I  found  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observ- 
ance of  the  rules : — 

1.  There  is  still  no  inventory  of  the  prison  property. 

2.  There  is  still  \ery  little  useful  ana  productive  labour. 
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'   3.  There  is  stiW  no  female  warder. 

.   4.  No  priDted  rules  are  yet  bung  up  for  the  information  of  the 
prisoners. 

5.  There  h  still  no  sufficient  provision  for  teaching  the  female 
prisoners  to  read,  and  none  for  teaching  them  to  write. 

6.  Many  convicted  prisoners  were  again  wearing  their  own 
clothing. 

Part  of  the  treadwheel  being  out  of  order,  there  is  at  present 
but  little  even  of  this  unsatisfactory  employment. 

The  last  chaplain  havine  received  preferment  in  the  churchy  a 
new  chaplain  has  been  appomted.  This  gentleman  was  absent  on 
account  of  ill^heahh  durin^^  the  greater  part  of  the  time  that  I  was 
at  Norwich ;  but  in  a  wntten  communication  he  stated,  that  the 
'conduct  of  the  prisoners,  when  at  diapel  or  otherwise  under  his 
care,  was  marked,  for  the  most  part,  by  strict  outward  attention, 
and  invariably  with  great  propriety  and  respect ;  but  he  added — 
-  ^  I  believe  the  prison  ought  to  be  regarded  simply  is  a  place  of  con- 
finement for  bad  characters^  but  possessing  little  or  nothing  of  a  re* 
formatory  character.  It  is  too  frequently  the  school  for  vice.  I  am 
oonBdent,  the  pnsonera  being  allowed  that  freedom  of  association  which 
prevails  in  the  day-roums  is  most  injurious  to  society,  and,  in  reality, 
cniel  towards  those  prisoners  who  are  not  so  far  advanced  in  crime  as 
others.  The  system  itself  is  vicious,  and  cannot  but  have  an  unhappy 
jefiect.  I  have  usually  observed  greater  recklessness  of  mind,  and  the 
countenance  to  assume  an  expression  of  hardened  viUany,  which  was 
not  so  clear  upon  a  first  interview  as  at  subsequent  periods.  One  maa 
lamented  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  cultivate  serious  reflection, 
because  his  companious  would  immediately  make  him  a  laughing  stock ; 
m  cross  which  he  had  not  faith  to  bear.'* 

I  was  glad  to  find  by  examination  that  the  prisoners  had  made 
more  progress  in  their  reading  and  writing  than  was  apparent  at 
my  last  inspection. 

The  prison  was  remarkably  clean,  but  some  of  the  prisoners  had 
not  been  in  the  habit  of  washing  their  feet  of^en  enough. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but,  as  has  already  appeared,  the 
supply  of  clothing  was  insufficient. 

There  had  not  been  any  change  in  the  dietary.  The  food  was 
of  good  quality.  Its  daily  cost  last  year  was  about  3d.  per  head, 
which  is  considerably  less  than  the  general  average  in  other 
prisons. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  had  a  healthy  appearance.  The  surgeon 
stated  as  follows : — 

"  Except  two  prisoners,  named  W.  W.  and  R.  F.,  who  are  under 
sentence  of  transportation,  and  who  in  my  opinion  are  feigning  illness, 
the  prisoners  are  all  in  good  health.  By  intentionally  injuring  their 
health,  as  I  believe,  W.  W.  and  R.  F.  are  now  really  invalids,  though 
not  nearly  to  the  extent  that  they  pretend.  About  three  months  ago, 
when  R.  F.  was  pretending  to  be  so  ill  that  he  could  not  leave  his  bed, 
•he  was  setu  at  the  window,  a  short  lime  after  I  had  left  Iriroy  making 
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signs  to  the  goremor's  senrant  maid.  W.  W.  for  a  time  pretendfld  to 
be  insane,  bat  ttpon  my  telling  him  that  I  saw  through  his  imposUiie, 
and  should  have  him  punished  if  he  went  on  with  it,  he  begged  ne 
not  to  punish  him,  and  ceased  to  pretend  madness.  I  do  not  Uiink  it 
necessary  that  this  prisoner  should  be  allowed  the  use  of  tobacco.  The 
general  health  of  the  prisoners  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspection  has  been 
very  good.  There  has  not,  indeed,  been  a  single  case  deserving  the 
name  of  illness." 

With  regard  to  the  two  prisoners  mentioned  by  the  surgeon,  the 
governor  stated  as  follows : — 

'*  I  have  heard  the  evidence  given  by  the  suigeon  relative  to  tfae 
piiaoaers  B.  F.  and  W.  W.,  and  I  believe  it  to  be  quite  correct.  I  am 
clearly  of  opinion  that  these  prisoners  are  iraposters,  and  that  they  vt 
pretending  illness  for  the  sake  of  the  indulgencies  they  obtain*  anid  in 
the  hope  of  procuring  their  liberation.  When  I  charged  R.  F.  with 
making  signs  to  my  servant-maid  to  come  to  him  from  the  window  of 
the  day-room  near  his  cell,  he  at  first  denied  the  charge  altogtrther, 
saying  thai  it  was  false,  and  that  he  had  never  moved  from  his  bed, 
although  two  of  the  officers  declared  that  they  had  seen  him  at  tfce 
window  ;  but  on  my  confronting  the  servant  before  him  (who  on  ex- 
amination had  admitted  the  fact)  be  acknowledged  Hmt  he  had  been  w 
the  day-room,  although  he  still  denied  having  made  the  idgns.  Thii 
man  has  been  an  inmate  both  of  Norwich  Castle  and  of  the  prison  at 
Swaflfnam. 

**  Soon  af^er  F.  came  here  one  of  the  other  prisoners  told  me  that  F. 
had  been  boastfng  that  he  had  escaped  the  wheel  at  Swaffliam  by  pre- 
tending to  he  lame,  and  on  my  charging  F.  with  this  he  said,*  Aye, I 
came  round  them  pretty  well  at  SwafTham ;  I'll  tell  yoa  all  about  it 
^ome  day,*  or  vrords  to  that  eflRpct.  Directly  W.  W.  found  that  we 
could  not  be  imposed  upon  by  his  assimied  madness  he  |R'etended  to  be 
very  ill,  and  has  carried  on  what,  I  believe,  to  he  an  imposture  is  this 
respeel  to  this  day ;  although  by  keeping  in  their  beds  so  long*  aod 
sometimes  refusing  to  eat  for  a  time,  both  he  and  F.  have  no  doobt 
now  really  injured  their  health.  On  one  occasion,  although  appares^l! 
very  ill,  W.  became  nngry  because  he  thought  that  his  cofiee  wai  not 
sweet  enough,  and  in  my  presence  he  dashed  the  tin  porringer,  ooa- 
taining  the  coffee,  against  the  wall." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good;  but  is  probable,  owing  to  the  want  of  separation  or  con- 
stant supervision,  that  many  offences  escape  observation.  In  mf 
last  R^rt  I  gave  many  instances  of  misconduct,  such  as  seldom 
or  never  oocur  in  a  well-ordered  prison. 

Only  one  prisoner  made  any  complaint,  and  his  compWnt 
proved  to  be  groundless. 

The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  average  cost  for  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  cbai]ge 
for  rent  or  repairs)  was  about  20L,  which  is  2/.  below  the  %&^ 
average  in  England,  though  4/.  above  the  general  average  in 
Scotland. 

If  tlie  cells-  iu  this  prison  were  warmed  and  lighted,  and  te* 
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nided  with  means  for  the  inmates  to  emnmunicate  with  an 
officer,  they  might  be  oertified  as  fit  for  the  separate  confinement 
of  prisoners  for  short  periods. 

I  agree  with  the  chaplain  in  his  low  estimate  of  the  eflSpct, 
either  deterring  or  reformatory,  that  can  at  presnU  lesidt  from 
confinement  in  this  prison. 

NORWICH.— CITY  LOCK-UP  HOUSB. 

[Intpeded  10th  July  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  this  lock-up  house  since 
my  Report  last  September. 

The  recommenclations  contained  in  that  Report  that  a  regular 
provisjou  should  be  made  for  supplying  the  prisoners  with  food 
(instead  of  their  depending  on  the  charity  of  the  mayor),  that  the 
prisoners  should  be  required  to  wash  themselves  well  before  being 
allowed  any  food^  and  that  some  rugs  or  blankets  should  be  pro- 
vided, hare  not  been  acted  upon. 

The  place  was  clean,  though  some  of  the  water-closets  were  in 
an  offensive  state. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  1,092,  of  whom  145 
were  females.  The  number  is  less  by  423  than  the  number  in 
the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  only  one  prisoner. 


GRSAT  TARHOUTH.^BOROUOH  PRISON. 
[ImiMetfd  Uth  July  1850.] 

The  county  magistrates  would  not  consent  to  contract  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  prisoners,  as  recommended  in  my 
Report  last  October,  with  a  view  to  the  discontinuance  of  this 
prison,  bat  most  of  the  recommendations  for  making  an  imme- 
diate improvement  in  the  present  prison  have  been  carried  into 
effect.  In  accordance  with  these  suggestions,  the  rales  respecting 
bathing,  clothing,  and  a  monthly  medical  examination^  which  had 
been  only  partiaUy  acted  upon,  are  bow  in  full  operation;  a  simple 
kind  of  work  (oakum  picking)  has  been  introduced  (though  the 
treadwheel  continues  to  be  employed  for  prisoners  sentenced  to 
hard  labour),  and  as  far  as  practicable  every  convicted  prisoner  is 
required  to  do  a  daily  task,  though  the  task  is  not,  as  suggested, 
equal  to  10  hours*  labour ;  the  governor  has  been  empowered  to 
classify  the  prisoners  according  to  his  own  judgment,  having 
reference  to  age,  previous  convictions^  and  general  character ;  and 
more  has  been  done  than  formerly  towards  keeping  the  prisoners 
under  supervision,  though  not  to  the  extent  recommended. 

The  governor  said  that  the  regulation  for  setting  all  the  con* 
vieted  prisoners  to  work  had  of  itself  the  effect  of  bringing  the 
officers  more  in  contact  with  the  prisoners,  and  thereby  of  in* 
creasing  the  supervision. 
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The  now  dietary  has  been  adopted. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  change. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  25,  which  is 
about  the  average  in  the  previous  year. 

On  the  day  of  my  visit  there  were  24  prisoners. 

There  does  not  now  appear  to  be  any  important  exception  to 
the  observance  of  the  rules. 

The  chaplain's  routine  of  duties  remains  the  same  as  described 
in  my  last  Keport,  as  does  the  schoolmaster's. 

The  examination  of  the  prisoners  in  their  progress  under  the 
schoolmaster  was  again  highly  satifactory.  The  writing  in  par- 
ticular did  great  credit,  both  to  the  schoolmaster  and  the  prisoners. 
The  writing-books  would  serve  as  a  pattern  of  neatness  and  quick 
progress  for  almost  ariy  prison. 

The  chaplain  stated  that  the  present  system  of  discipb'ne  is 
against  the  prisoners  making  satisfactory  progress  in  religious 
knowledge. 

The  prison  was  quite  clean,  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in 
their  persons. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient. 

The  food  was  of  good  quality.  Its  average  daily  cost  last  year 
was  5|rf.  per  head^  which  is  considerably  above  the  general  average 
in  other  prisons. 

The  prisoners  had  the  appearance  of  being  in  good  healthy  and 
the  surgeon  stated  that  their  general  health  had  been  good  since 
my  last  inspection  ;  also,  that  the  prisoners  generally  improved  in 
health  during  their  confinement. 

The  governor  said  that  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  had 
improved  since  employment  had  been  found  for  all  of  them. 
Still,  there  ^.re  cases  sometimes  on  the  part  of  a  few  prisoners  of 
very  bad  conduct. 

The  chief  oSences  are — quarrelling  with  fellow-prisoners,  making 
loud  noises,  and  refusing  to  work. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint 

The  governor  mentioned  a  case  of  a  female,  whom  be  and  the 
matron  had  kindly  taken  an  interest  in^  and  who>  though  she  was 
formerly  in  this  prison  for  felony,  has  now  been  living  honestly 
-and  respectsd)ly  for  more  than  two  years. 

The  registers,  &c.,  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  entries  in  the  visiting  justices'  minute^mok  showed  a  fre- 
quent superintendence  on  their  part 

The  average  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  25/.,  which  is  3/.  above  the 
•general  average  in  Eno^land.  Most  of  the  difTerence,  however, 
may  fairiy  be  attributed  to  tlie  small  size  of  the  prison;  the  cost 
t)f  salaries>  as  often  remarked,  being  higher,  per  prisoner,  ifl  * 
small  prison  than  in  a  large  one. 
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The  cvUs  arising  from  the  bad  construction  of  the  buikling 
reamin  m  force,  but  much  has  been  done  tovrards  removing  such 
evils  as  are  capable  of  remedy ;  and,  under  all  the  circumstances, 
the  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to  Mr.  Shuekford  (the 
govenior)  and  to  the  other  officers. 


GRBAT  YARMOUTH.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UF  HOU8S. 

[Inspected  llth  July  1850.] 

There  has  not  been  any  change  in  this  lock-up  house  since  my 
Report  last  October. 

The  suggestion  to  bare  the  cells  warmed  has  not  been  acted 
upon. 

The  place  was  clean. 

There  were  five  prisoners,  one  of  whom  complained  of  the  oold. 


WYMONDHAM.— COUNTT  PRISON  FOR  FBMALES. 
[iDipected  12th  July  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  my 
Report  last  September>  steps  have  been  taken  towards  having  the 
eells  which  are  used  for  the  separate  confinement  brought  within 
the  provisioiis  of  the  statute,  but  the  work  is  not  yet  finished ;  the 
prisoners  are  taught  writing,  as  well  as  reading;  the  clothing 
has  been  made  complete;  no  convicted  prisoner  is  allowed  to 
-wear  any  article  belonging  to  herself,  and  the  untried  are  per- 
mitted to  wear  the  prison  dress.  The  recommendations,  however, 
which  were  dependent  on  the  cells  being  lighted  in  winter^  and 
etherwise  prepared  for  being  certified  as  fit  for  the  separate  con- 
finement of  prisoners,  have  not,  of  course,  been  yet.acted  upon ; 
and  some  others  have  not  yet  been  brought  into  operation. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  change  of 
importance. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  14,  which  is  the 
same  as  the  average  in  the  previous  year.  On  the  day  of  my 
visit,  however,  there  were  18  prisoners.  • 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  was,  that 
«ells  are  still  used  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners  which 
have  not  been  certified  as  fit  for  that  ^mrpose,  and  which,  not 
being  warmed  or  supplied  with  artificial  light,  are  not  in  a  state 
to  be  so  certified. 

Artificial  light  not  being  supplied,  the  prisoners  continue  to  pass 
far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  work  department  is  in  the  same  state  as  described  in  my 
last  Report.  All  the  work  is  of  a  useful  kind,  but  the  quantity  is 
not  so  great  in  winter  as  I  hope  it  will  be  when  the  prison  is 
lighted. 
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The  chaplain  Mated  an  folIow3 1 — 

*'  My  routine  of  dntiet  remains  the  same  as  descriiied  in  Mr.  HilPt 
last  Iteport  I  think  the  prisoners  make  satis&ctorj  progress  is 
relif^ons  aod  secular  knowledfce.  With  very  few  exoepUona,  die 
prisoners  here  hebaved  well  when  at  chapel,  or  otherwjae  under  ib| 
charge.  I  think  the  system  of  discipline  here  in  use  i^  calculated  to 
deter  people  from  the  commission  of  crime,  and  decidedly  to  improre 
the  characters  of  the  prisooers.    There  are  very  few  recommituls.'' 

The  prison  was  remarkably  clean  and  neat,  and  the  prisonen 
were  all  clean  and  neat  in  their  persons. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  were  sufficient. 

The  diet  is  the  same  as  heretofore.  I  found  the  food  of  good 
quality.  Its  daily  average  cost  last  year  was  mther  more  than  4tiL 
per  head. 

The  prisoners  all  looked  as  if  they  were  in  tolerably  good 
health;  some,  indeed,  had  a  very  healthy  appearance.  The 
surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

^  With  one  slight  exception*  all  the  prisoners  are  at  present  in  good 
health,  and  their  general  health  has  been  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last 
visit.     There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison  since  that  time." 

The  matron  statad  that  these  who  remained  a  short  tint 
generally  improved  in  health,  but  that  those  who  remained  eight 
or  nine  months  generally  fell  off.  After  such  a  period,  the 
solitary  confioemeiit,  she  said,  affected  them. 

The  measures  for  rendering  all  the  lower  cells  dry  have  not  be«i 
oompleied.  I  believe  the  best  alteration  would  be  to  substitute 
wooden  floors. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  appears  to  have  been  very 
good.    The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  4$. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint 

Of  the  18  prisoners  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  9  were  servant 
maids,  in  prison  for  stealing  from  their  employers. 

There  was  a  young  woman  in  the  prison  who  bad  been  com- 
mitted nine  times  for  roisccmduct  in  a  workhouse ;  her  offence,  I  was 
informed,  b^ng  a  refusal  to  work.  The  matron  of  the  pfitoe 
speke  very  highly  of  her  conduct  in  all  respects  in  the  prison,  and 
said  that  she  worked  very  industriously,  and  vras  always  very 
respcctfiil.  The  reason  the  young  woman  gave  for  refusing  to 
work  in  the  workhouse  was,  that  she  was  set  to  pick  oakua* 
which  she  looked  pa  as  the  labour  of  a  felon;  while  in  the  prisoi 
she  was  employed  in  washing  the  clothes.  She  said  that  hir 
parents  were  dead,  and  that  we  should  like  to  gp  out  to  Aus- 
tralia; and,  from  the  matron's  report^  I  ha/ve  little  doubt  she 
would  make  a  good  colonist 

The  registers,  &c.,  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for 
rait  or  repairs)  was  about  33/.,  which  is  11/.  above  the  g«M«l 
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arerage  in  other  prisons.  This  great  cost,  however,  it  owing  to 
the  small  number  of  prisoiiers;  the  ohief  expense  being  that  of 
salaries. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  very  creditable  to 
Mrs.  Bi^rast,  the  natron. 


WTKONDHAIC.--COUNTT  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Intpected  IStb  July  186§.] 

The  lock-up  house  mentioned  in  my  last  Seport  has  been 
completed,  and  brought  into  use.  Consequently,  no  male  prisoners 
whatever  are  now  admitted  into  the  house  of  correction. 

This  new  lock-up  house  contains  three  cells,  which  are  of  a 
proper  size,  dry,  lighted,  warmed,  and  ventilated.  There  is  also 
an  airing-yard,  and  rooms  for  a  resident  constable  ^nd  his  wife. 

The  only  serious  defect  is  the  insecurity  of  the  airing-yard.  I 
recommended  that  a  portion  of  it  should  be  formed  into  what  is 
called  an  airins-gallery  (which  may  be  made  quite  secure),  with  a 
view  of  excluding  the  prisoners  from  the  other  part  of  the  yard. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  no  prisoner. 


WAL8INGHAIf.-*C0UNTT  BOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 
[InipMtcd  15th  J«l7  1860.] 
I  was  much  gratified  at  finding  that  the  magistrates  had  adopted 
and  carried  into  effect  almost  all  the  recommendations  which  J 
made  at  my  visit  last  October.  In  accordance  with  these  recom- 
■oeadations  some  of  the  cells  have  been  prepared  for  being  certified 
as  fit  for  the  separata  confinement  of  prisoners  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  2  and  3  Vict.,  c.  56,  s.  4 ;  the  infirmaiy,  when 
not  required  for  sick  prisoners  (which  is  seldom  the  eeee),  is  now 
«sed  as  a  work-room ;  and,  together  with  two  of  the  day*rooms» 
besides  such  of  the  cells  as  have  been  prepared  for  separate  con« 
finement,  is  lighted ;  a  rule  has  been  framed  directing  that  the 
prisoners  shall  be  classified  according  to  the  judgment  of  the 
governor,  with  reference  to  age,  previous  convictions,  and  general 
character ;  as  a  general  rule  every  prisoner  is  now  either  under 
constant  superintendence,  or  separate  from  the  other  prisoners ; 
the  prisoners  now  rise  not  later  than  at  six  o*cloek  all  the  year 
round*  and  do  not  go  to  bed  before  nine  at  night ;  mal>«iaking« 
net-4iaking,  knitting,  and  other  useful  kinds  of  work,  have  beni 
introduced ;  and,  as  fisr,  as  practicable,  every  oonvieted  prisoner 
is  required  to  perform  a  daily  task  throughout  the  year,  though 
the  task  is  one  of  nine  hours'  fair  labour  instead  of  ten,  as  I 
suggested ;  a  room  has  been  built  for  the  chaplain,  so  that  he 
may  have  a  convenient  place  for  seeing  the  prisoners  in  private; 
the  female  prisoners  are  now  taught  to  write  as  wdl  as  to  vead  ; 
school  instruction  is  now  given  chiefly  in  the  evening,  when  meet  of 
the  work  is  over;  steps  are  taking  for  introdueing  psalnoodj  into 
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the  service  of  tiie  chapel ;  means  have  isieen  provided  for  enabliaf 
the  officers  of  the  prison  to  fasten  the  cell  windows  open,  so  as  to 
improve  the  ventilation ;  the  prison  dress,  both  for  males  sod 
ieimiles,  has  be<m  made  quite,  complete ;  and  no  convicted  pri- 
soner^ male  or  female,  is  now  allowed  to  wear  any  article  belong- 
ing to  themselves;  and  prisoners,  except  those  committed  for  very 
short  periods,  are  now  weighed  on  admission  and  liberation. 

The  plan  for  improving  the  ventilation,  which  appears  to  suc- 
ceed very  well,  was  suggested  by  the  governor ;  who  also  devised 
a  cheap  lamp  for  the  ceUs  (there  being  no  gas),  and  a  simple  and 
cheap  means  of  enabling  the  prisoners  to  communicate  with  an 
officer. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  52,  which  is 
six  above  the  average  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  were  55  prisoners. 

The  only  important  exception  at  present  to  the  observance  of 
the  rules  is  that  cells  are  in  use  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners  which  have  not  been  certified  as 
fit  for  that  purpose ;  but  these  cells  are  now  prepared  for  being 
certified,  ana  the  surgeon  stated  that  he  had  not  observed  injury 
to  the  health  of  the  prisoners  from  their  use  heretofore. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

'*  The  routine  of  my  duties  continues  the  same  as  described  in  Mr. 
Hill's  last  Report.  The  prisoners  make  satisfactory  progress  both  in 
reliidous  and  secular  knowledge.  The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners, 
when  at  chapel  or  otherwise,  under  my  charge  is  very  good.  I  think 
the  present  system  of  discipline  here  has  a  decidedly  beneficial  inflo' 
ence  on  the  choracters  of  the  prisoners ;  but  I  am  doubtful  whether  it 
has  much  deterring  effect  There  are  very  few  recommitments ;  but  I 
jLhink  it  is  rather  from  a  sense  of  shame,  and  a  feelinsr  of  the  iropro* 
priety  of  their  former  conduct,  that  those  who  have  left  the  prison  try  to 
avoid  being  sent  back,  than  from  a  fear  of  the  punishment  they  shookf 
have  lo  undergo*  During  the  thirty  years  that  I  have  held  the  office  of 
chaplain,  the  offence  of  sheep-stealing^  which  used  to  be  common,  has 
almost  entirely  ceased ;  and  I  am  not  aware  of  any  other  offence  thai 
has  become  more  common." 

With  regard  to  the  deterring  effect  of  the  imprisonment,  thefs 
is  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  considerably  increased  by  the  arrange- 
ments which  have  been  made  for  compelling  the  prisoners  to  rise 
early  in  winter  as  well  as  in  summer,  for  requiring  them  to  do  a 
proper  day^s  work  all  the  year  round,  and  for  keeping  them  ail 
eithK^r  separate  or  under  constant  supervision. 

The  general  progress  of  the  prisoners  in  reading  and  writing 
siras  satisfactory. 

The  prison  was  remarkably  clean  and  neat,  and  the  prisonsP* 
were  clean  and  neat  in  their  persons  and  dresses. 
•    The  bedding  and  dothinpr  were  sufficient* 
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The  dietary  ie  the  same  as  heretofore,  except  that  the  allowance 
of  bread  to  prisoners  in  the  fifth  claw  has  been  increased  by 
six  ounces  per  day.  The  food  was  of  jzrood  quality.  Its  daily 
cost  last  year  was  about  Ad.  per  hf  ad,  which  is  about  the  general 
average  in  other  prisons. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  had  the  appearance  of  being  in  good 
health,  and  the  surgeon  stated  as  follows: — 

^  All  the  prisoners  are  at  present  in  good  health  ;  and  their  general 
health  has  been  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  lust  inspection.'' 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good.  The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  149,  which  is 
below  the  general  average  elsewhere. 

Except  in  one  trivial  case,  no  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

There  were  three  brothers  in  the  prison  named  F.,  one  for 
stealing,  and  the  other  two  for  night  poaching ;  and  it  appeared 
that  two  of  them  had  been  in  the  prison  three  times^  and  the 
other  seven  times;  also  that  four  other  brothers  had  been  in  the 
prison  (one  of  them  twice,  and  each  of  the  others  three  times), 
and  that  their  mother,  three  sisters,  and  a  cousin,  had  been  there, 
tlie  offences  of  two  of  the  sisters  having  been  followed  by  trans- 
portation. 

If  the  grandparents  of  these  young  men  had  been  made 
responsible  for  their  children's  conduct,  it  is  probable  that  a 
large  portion  of  this  bad  family  would  never  have  come  into 
existence. 

Including  the  cost  of  prosecutions,  imprisonment,  transportation, 
and  of  the  property  stolen  at  different  times,  1000/.  is  probably 
a  low  estimate  of  the  injury  to  society  caused  by  this  one  family. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state. 

The  average  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  rather  more  than  26/.,  which  is 
about  4/.  above  the  general  average  in  other  prisons.  This  dif-* 
ference  nuty  be  iairly  attributed,  however,  to  the  comparatively 
small  number  of  prisoners. 

The  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  very  satisfactory,  and 
reflected  much  credit  on  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  (the  governor  and 
matron),  and  on  the  other  officers.

[lospectwl  July  18, 1850.] 
In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
my  last  Report  (dated  May  1849\  steps  have  been  taken  towards 
having  some  of  the  cells  preparea  for  being  certified  as  fit  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners,  but  the  work  has  not  been 
completed,,  no  provision  having  been  made  for  ligtumg  the  cells  j 
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all  the  whitfswathing,  painting,  sboe-makiag*  tailors*  work,  aad 
erery  kind  of  work  for  the  priaoa  which  can  be  done  by  the  pri- 
soners it  now  performed  by  them ;  the  arrangement  by  which  the 
governor  and  his  family  had  their  linen  washed  by  the  prisoners 
has  been  discontinued ;  instruction  is  given  to  the  female  pneoatn 
in  reading  and  writing;  no  convicted  priaoner,  however  abort  the 
permd  of  his  confineoient,  is  now  required  or  permitted  to  wear 
any  article  belonging  to  himself^  sucn  of  the  present  rules  as 
relate  to  the  conduct  of  the  priaoDers  have  been  printed  aad 
placarded  in  the  different  rooms ;  and  the  subordinate  oflScers  are 
now  required  to  make  a  daily  report  on  the  state  of  their  wards. 
But  the  following  recommendations  have  not  been  adopted : — 

1.  Some  simple  kinds  of  work  to  be  introduced,  so  that  e^ery 
convicted  prisoner  may  be  required  to  perform  a  daily  task  equal 
to  10  hours'  ikir  labour. 

2.  When  work  and  artificial  light  have  been  provided,  the  pri- 
soners to  be  required  to  risie  not  later  than  at  six  o'clock  all  die 
year  round,  and  not  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  bed  before  nine. 

A  new  chaplain  has  been  appointed,  who  evidently  takes  a 
strong  interest  in  his  duties. 

Two  additional  baths  and  12  more  crank  machines  (the  power 
of  which  is  wasted)  have  been  provided. 

The  building  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  123,  which  is 
26  more  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  during  the  last  year  has  been  chiefly  of  prisonen 
convicted  of  petty  thefts,  and  of  parties  committed  for  disorderly 
oonduct  in  workhouses. 

Ihe  following  appeared  to  be  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  ob» 
servance  of  the  rules : — 

1.  Employment  with  the  necessary  materials  and  instruction  is 
found  for  only  a  few  of  the  convicted  prisoners  who  are  not  sen- 
tenced  to  hard  labour. 

2.  Visits  and  letters  to  convicted  prisoners  have  been  allowed 
only  once  in  six  months  (except  in  cases  of  illness),  instead  of 
once  in  three  months. 

3.  There  is  no  inventory  of  the  prison  property. 

4.  Cells  continue  to  be  used  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the 
separate  confinenaent  of  prisoners,  which  have  not  been  certified  as 
fit  for  that  purpose.  The  surgeon,  however,  stated  that  he  had  no 
reason  for  thinking  that  the  health  of  the  prisoners  had  suffered 
from  their  being  cotifiiied  in  these  cells  during  part  of  the  day« 

5.  There  is  no  book  showing  the  receipt  and  coDBinnption  of 
fbod. 

Artificial  light  not  being  provided,  the  prisoners  continue  to 
pass  fiir  too  much  time  in  bed. 

It  will  be  remarked  that  the  work  department,  though  im- 
proved  by  the  employment  of  some  prisoners  in  sboemakiagf 
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tbilors*  work,  wbitewashiiig,  &e./i8  ttill  in  a  venr  unsatisfactory 
state.  Feir  do  any  work  beyond  mere  cleaning,  except  those  who 
are  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  and  these  perform  a  very  insufficient 
miantity  (not  more,  on  an  average,  than  two  hours  per  day),  and 
that  of  a  kind  which  I  regard  as  of  the  very  lowest  description, 
being  crank  labour,  which  is  turned  to  utter  waste. 

It  has  been  stated,  as  one  advantage  of  this  kind  of  work,  ^at 
the  labour  can  be  regulated  with  much  precision,  according  to  the 
strength  of  each  prisoner;  but  the  governor  and  surgeon  of  this 
prison  (where  more  of  these  machines  are  in  use  than  in  any  other 
^son  in  my  district)  are  of  opinion  that  this  advantage  is  illusory. 
The  surgeon  said, — 

**  The  crank  machine  is  quite  incapable  of  being  adjusted  with  any 
degree  of  nicety  as  regards  the  degree  of  strength  required  for  turning 
it.^* 

And  the  governor  said,-^ 

"  I  quite  agree  with  the  surgeon  in  his  opinion  that  it  is  impossible 
to  adjust  the  crank  machines  according  to  the  strength  of  the  aifierent 
prisoDers,  by  varying  the  weight  required  to  move  them  in  ttartinff, 
though  a  rude  kind  of  adjustment  may  be  made  by  an  officer  frequently 
altering  the  pressure.  Sometime  with  the  same  prisoner  at  work  the 
pressure  has  to  be  altered  three  or  four  times  in  one  afternoon,  owing  to 
the  pressure  changing  while  the  prisoner  is  turning  the  crank." 

While  the  work  department  is  thus  unsatisfactory,  the  school 
instruction  is  in  a  very  good  state,  reflecting  much  credit  on  the 
schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress.  I  examined  all  the  prisoners 
who  had  been  a  considerable  time  under  their  care,  and  was  much 
pleased  with  the  result. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows:— 

''  I  read  prayers  daily,  and  perform  service  twice  on  the  Sunday.  I 
also  give  the  prisoners  religious  instruction  in  classes,  see  them  in  pri* 
vate  on  their  admission  and  discharge,  and  purpose  seeing  every  prisoner 
at  least  once  a-month^  in  private,  intermediately.  Not  having,  however, 
been  as  yet  on  duty  for  a  month,  the  practice  has  hitherto,  of  course,  not 
been  established.  Male  prisoners  who  are  sick  or  in  solitary  confine* 
ment  I  see  daily.  I  also  superintend  the  school  and  the  distribution  of 
the  books.  On  an  average,  I  pass  about  five  hours  each  day  on  duty  in 
the  prison.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel,  or  otherwise 
under  my  charge,  has  been  very  satisfactory.'* 

The  prison  was,  for  the  most  part,  clean,  but  some  of  the  windows 
were  dirty,  and  there  was  a  want  of  neatness. 

There  was  scribbling  in  some  of  the  Bibles* 

The  clothing  and  biding  were  sufficient. 

The  dietary  is  that  recommended  by  the  late  Secretary  of  State. 
The  food  was  of  good  quality,  but  last  year  it  was  very  expensive, 
the  cost  having  been  more  than  8rf.  per  day  for  prisoners,  which 
is  nearly  double  the  cost  in  most  other  prisons  in  England.    The

most  expensive  article  was  meat,  which  cost  nearly  2d.  per  day  for 
each  prisoner. 

The  deputy  governor  said  that,  in  his  opinioo*  many  cf  the 
prisoners  lived  ^tter  than  as  labouring  men  they  were  able  to  lire 
out  of  prison.  Many  country  labourers  in  this  district,  he  said» 
could  not  get  meat  once  a-week. 

The  prisoners  had  generally  an  appearance  of  being  iu  good 
health.     The  surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

**  The  great  majority  of  the  prisoners  are  at  present  in  good  hnltii. 
There  are  only  five  who  are  sufficiently  unwell  to  be  unable  to  work,  and 
neither  of  these  cases  is  serious.  Except  that  there  were  several  cases 
of  typhus  fever  last  autunm  (three  of  which  terminated  in  deadi),  the 
general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  since  Mr.  Hill's  last  in- 
Apection.  Fever  prevailed  in  the  town  at  the  time  it  appeared  in  the 
prison,  but  I  do  not  know  any  cause  in  the  prison  itself  which  couM  ex- 
plain its  appearing  there.  Except  those  who  remain  a  long  time  in  the 
prison,  some  of  whom  seem  to  suffer  in  health,  the  prisoners  generallj 
improve  in  health  during  their  confinement.  For  the  most  part,  tfcej 
increase  in  weight." 

'I'he  ventilation  of  the  chapel  is  not  sufGcient,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  the  windows  on  the  stairs  should  be  made  to  open  easily^  and 
kept  open  throughout  the  whole  of  the  suomier. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good.  The  chief  offences  are  talking  and  using  obscene  language. 
The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  only  53,  or  at  a  rate  of 
less  tlian  one  per  annum  to  two  prisoners. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  more  accommodation,  the  debtors,  at  the 
time  of  my  visits  were  all  together,  instead  of  being  classified. 

The  debtors  are  allowed  to  smoke,  but  I  would  recommend 
that  this  privilege  be  abolished. 

The  time  allowed  to  debtors  to  receive  visits  might,  in  my 
opinion,  be  advantageously  reduced  to  three  hours  per  day  at 
most.      • 

No  pri toner  made  any  complaint. 

The  registers  were  in  a  proper  state,  but  the  system  of  accounts 
does  not  appear  to  me  to  afford  a,  sufficient  check  on  the  disburse- 
ments. 

The  food  and  other  stores  are  supplied  by  public  contract. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  about  29/.,  whicn  is  71*  above  the 
general  average  in  other  prisons  in  England,  and  13i.  above  the 
general  average  in  Scotland. 

The  entries  in  tlie  visiting  justices*  minute  book  showed  a  ^ 
frequent  inspection  on  their  part. 

There  is  much  to  approve  of  in  this  prison,  but  combmed  with 
this  there  is,  unfortunately,  so  much  that  is  objectionable  that  I 
fear  that  both  the  deterring  and  reforming  effect  of  th^  impriwfl* 
ment  must  be  small.

NOTTINGHAM.— COUNTY  PRISON. 

[The  lospeotioQ  oommenoed  3rd  September  1850.] 

In  coaformity  with  one  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  August  1850)  the  person  then  in  office  as  governor 
was  pensioned  off,  and  a  new  governor  was  appointed.  The  pri- 
soners, moreover,  now  make  their  own  clothing,  and  a  few  other 
recommendations  of  a  minor  kind  have  been  acted  upon  ;  but  the 
following  recommendations  have  not  been  adopted : — 

1 .  All  convicted  prisoners^  male  and  female,  to  be  removed  to 
the  prison  at  Southwell,  and  no  convicted  prisoner  to  be  hence- 
forth sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  prison  at  Nottingham  ;  and 
if  by  inadvertence  such  a  sentence  be  passed,  application  to  be 
made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  removal  of  the  prisoner  to 
Southwell.  All  female  prisoners,  whether  tried  or  untried^  to  be 
in  future  committed  to  the  prison  at  Southwell.  Whenever  it 
shall  appear  probable  that  the  number  of  male  prisoners  at  Not- 
tingham would  soon  become  too  large  for  the  accommodation, 
without  using  cells  which  are  damp  or  very  ill  ventilated,  the 
clerk  to  the  magistrates  at  Nottingham  to  send  notice  of  the  feet 
to  the  county  magistrates  generally,  with  a  request  that,  until  they 
receive  further  information,  they  will  commit  all  prisoners,  in- 
cluding untried  male  prisoners,  to  Southwell. 

2.  Such  of  the  cells  as  are  suitable  to  be  prepared  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners  according  to  the  provisions 
2  &  3  Vict.  c.  56,  s.  4 ;  and  with  this  view  gas  to  be  introduced 
into  these  ceUs. 

3.  The  ventilation  of  the  prison  to  be  improved  as  much  as 
possible,  and  with  this  view  a  fire  to  be  always  kept  in  the  ex- 
tracting shaft  of  the  cells  in  yard  No.  7 ;  the  windows  in  the  cells 
and  passages  of  the  prison  to  be  made  to  open  wider,  and  means 
to  be  provided  for  fastening  any  window  either  open  or  shut. 
Further,  the  opinion  of  some  competent  person  to  be  taken  as  to 
whether  it  is  not  possible^  without  incurring  much  expense,  to  im- 
prove the  ventilation  of  the  prison  by  the  application  of  mechanical 
power  (to  be  worked  by  prisoners)  on  the  plan  recommended  by 
Dr.  Amott. 

4.  A  wooden  floor  to  be  laid  down  in  the  dark  cell ;  and  if 
possible  this  cell,  which  one  of  the  officers  said  sometimes  smells 
damp  in  winter,  to  be  rendered  at  all  times  dry. 

5.  Some  simple  kinds  of  work  to  be  introduced,  so  that  all  un- 
tried prisoners  and  debtors  who  are  willing  to  work  may  have 
employment. 

6.  The  46th  rule  in  the  official  code  (that  relating  to  clothing) 
to  be  adopted. 

7*  A  rule  to  be  framed  directing  that  no  smoking  shall   be 
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allowed  within  the  prison  boundary>   either  by  an   officer  or  a 
prisoner. 

8.  A  character-book,  in  the  same  form  as  that  used  in  Prestoa 
prison,  to  be  procured  for  the  use  of  the  chaplain  in  making  his 
records  of  the  characters,  &c.,  of  the  prisoners. 

9.  The  officers  to  wear  a  uniform. 

10.  The  Poor- Law  Auditor  of  the  district,  or  some  oilwr 
properly  qualified  person,  to  be  engaged  to  see  that  the  peeo' 
niary  accounts  are  kept  oa  a  proper  plan,  and  to  a\idit  thm 
periodically. 

The  buildings  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  43,  but  owins-  to 
the  imperfect  manner  in  which  the  records  were  kept  by  the  late 
governor,  it  was  found  difficult  to  compare  this  number  with  the 
average  of  previous  years.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  35 
prisoners^  namely,  25  criminals  and  10  debtors,  all  males. 

There  was  no  complete  copy  of  the  rules  in  force  befivre 
the  appointment  of  the  present  governor,  and  it  did  not  appear 
that  any  rules  had  been  subsequently  submitted  to  the  Secre* 
tary  of  State  and  sanctioned  by  liim.  The  governor  was  aeuog 
to  some  extent  on  the  official  code  which  was  in  use  at  the  priaoa 
at  Stafford,  where  he  was  an  officer  previously  to  his  preaeat 
appointment,  but  as  these  rules  had  not  been  approved  of  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  this  prison,  they  could  not  be  ooQsi<lered 
binding.*  Under  these  circumstances,  1  inquired  only  into  the  en- 
forcement of  the  statutory  rules,  applicable  to  all  prisons.  To 
the  observance  of  these  the  following  were,  f  found,  the  chief  ex- 
ceptions : — 

1.  Except  in  a  few  cases,  as  appears  from  what  has  already 
been  stated,  no  provision  is  made  for  the  employment  of  the  pri- 
soners. Of  the  25  (exclusive  of  debtors)  at  the  time  of  the  an 
spection,  17  were  passing  the  greater  part  of  their  time  in  vjjn^ 
ness.  One  of  them,  a  frame»work  knitter,  had  been  in  the  priaos 
more  than  a  year.  Twelve  of  the  18  were  indeed  untried,  who 
could  not  be  compelled  to  work,  but  it  appeared  that  they  weie 
willing^  to  work  if  work  had  been  provided. 

2.  The  female  prisoners  have  been  removed  from  the  daap 
room  which  they  formerly  occupied,  but  that  in  which  they  are 
now  placed  is  very  objectionable,  inasmuch  as  the  passage  to  it  S 
through  the  debtors*  yard^  and  as  the  window  of  the  roona  over- 
looks a  bad  part  of  the  town^  with  the  people  in  whidi  the  females 
can  communicate,  at  least  by  signals,  though  any  convcrsetioa 
would  probably  be  overheard  and  be  followed  by  punishment. 

3.  There  is  no  provision  for  classifying  the  female  priaoncn^ 
but  their  number  is  very  small ;  frequently,  indeed,  there  is  nok  a 
single  female  prisoner. 

*  A  bod  J  of  Tules  has  tince  beea  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  appi«ni 
of  by  him. — January,  1851. 
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Artifleial  light  not  being  provided^  the  prisoners  continue  to  pass 
far  too  much  time  in  bed. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

^  My  Toatine  of  duty  remains  the  same  as  at  Mr.  Hill's  last  inspec- 
tion,  but  in  the  statement  given  in  his  Report  there  is  an  omission ; 
inasmuch  as  in  one  of  the  services  on  the  Sunday  I  give  a  familiar 
explanation  of  some  portion  of  Scripture,  or  the  Collect  or  Catechism, 
instead  of  a  second  sermon.  I  might  also  add,  that  I  consider  it  my 
duty  to  correspond  when  occasion  ofiers  respecting  any  of  the  prisoners 
with  their  friends,  or  the  clergyman  of  their  parish.  Frequent  occasions 
of  the  kind  have  occurred.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  in 
chapel  has  been  good.  The  misconduct  which  does  arise  is  attributa- 
ble in  my  opinion  chiefly  to  the  want  of  occupation,  and  to  the  day- 
wards  being  sometimes  over  crowded.  Prisoners  of  a  better  character 
are  often  annoyed  by  having  to  associate  with  others  who  are  much 
worse  than  themselves ;  but  I  do  not  think  the  present  system  of  disci- 
pline calculated  to  have  much  deterring  effect  on  the  confirmed 
crimmal." 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  chaplain's  journal: — 

**  September  1. — Mr.  Francklin,  visiting^  justice,  gave  me  an  order 
for  getting  slates  for  prisoners  to  learn  to  write  upon^  several  having 
asked  for  this  privilege. 

"  September  8.— On  visiting  the  men's  wards  they  expressed  them- 
selves much  pleased  and  thankful  for  being  allowed  slates  and  pencil 
to  learn  to  write  with,  and  they  had  evidently  made  good  use  of  them. 

*•  September  22.— Prisoners  in  their  day-wards  all  contented,  and 
evidently  making  a  much  better  use  of  their  time  from  having  slates  to 
write  upon,  Ac. 

"  October  13. — Several  prisoners  had  made  good  use  of  slates,  and 
were  evidently  much  interested  in  working  sums  in  arithmetic,  asking 
me  questions  on  the  difficulties  they  had  met  with.  One  woman  had 
learnt  to  read  with  such  progress  as  to  do  Mrs.  Brierley  (the  matron) 
great  credit,  the  woman  being  at  first  peculiarly  dull  and  slow.  Two 
men  also  exhibited  to  me  very  good  specimens  of  writing,  though  they 
had  never  been  able  to  write  before  tney  came  in.  All  these  things 
evidently  keep  the  prisoners'  minds  employed,  and  more  cheerful  and 
grateful  (or  at  least  more  satisfied  and  content)  than  they  would  other- 
wise have  been,  especially  with  such  numbers  as  we  now  have,  crowd- 
ing every  part  cf  the  prison  in  use. 

^*  December  11.— Three  men  discharged,  who  promised  well,  and 
ailer  a  long  imprisonment  seemed  likely  to  go  home  and  try  to  live 
honestly  and  quietly. 

"  December  29. — Again  noticed  that  several  men  had  made  great 
progress  in  writing  on  slates,  &c. 

"  April  6. — Two  boys  in  No.  2  Ward,  one  a  desperately  vicious 
character,  the  other  not  hardened  or  unpromising.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
if  we  had  means  of  keeping  such  separate  while  in  prison,  much  con- 
tamination might  be  avoided,  which  is  now  inevitable  from  those  ''  evil 
Communications"  to  which  all  prisoners  tried  and  untried,  youths  and 
adults,  are  exposed  from  the  want  of  a  few  separate  cells,  which  might 
easily  be  made  (I  am  told)  in  this  prison. 
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May  24. — Found  a  class  of  nine  men  reading  in  the  chapel  :  tbej 
seemed  all  attentive  and  trying  to  learn.  The  governor  (Mr.  U.)  oom^ 
menced  having  them  to  learn  in  classes  this  week.  Besides  teachini^ 
them,  it  takes  so  much  of  their  time  from  the  long  hours  otherwise 
spent  with  each  other,  often  in  corrupting  one  another's  minda  in  their 
day-wards. 

June  1. — ^Found  a  Bihle  torn  in  No.  1  (the  rent  recent) :  on  being 
asked,  the  men  said  they  had  not  had  paper  supplied  to  them  for  some 
time,  hut  denied  having  torn  leaves  out  of  the  Bible.  In  No.  4  there 
were  nine  prisoners,  including  two  lads,  who  seemed  and  were  said  to 
be  troublesome  and  mischievous,  the  number  too  large  for  the  room  ; 
if  these  lads  could  be  separated  in  cells  fitted  for  the  purpose,  even  (or 
a  few  days  or  a  week,  it  would  be  a  great  acquisition  to  the  means  of 
discipline  and  improvement  in  this  prison.  They  had  contriTed  to 
damage  a  good  coat  of  another  prisoner,  and  would  not  confess  which 
of  them  had  done  this  ill-natured  piece  of  wanton  mischiefl 

**  Same  day. — Visited  female  ward,  when  it  occurred  to  me  that  it  is 
very  injurious  (or  may  be  so)  to  have,  as  now  in  this  ward,  an  old  con* 
vicled  prisoner,  sentenced  to  transportation  for  life  for  procuring  abor- 
tion, in  the  same  room  night  and  day  with  those  for  trial,  one  of  them 
a  girl  of  16,  and  another  of  21  years.  The  old  one  sends  messages  by 
those  who  go  out  from  time  to  time,  and  thus  connexions  may  be  coo* 
tracted  or  continued  of  a  depraving  tendency. 

'^  June  12. — Distributed  arithmetical  tables,  &c.  No.  4  again  over- 
crowded, scarcely  room  to  sit  dovm.  Two  men  in  another  part  at  work, 
one  sboemaking  and  the  other  mending;  clothes ;  they  seemed  thankM 
to  have  work  to  do,  instead  of  being  idle  all  day  long. 

'*  June  22. — No.  4  still  too  crowded,  11  men  in  it;  this  makes  them 
more  quarrelsome,  and  you  cannot  so  well  say  who  is  in  fault  among  so 
many." 

There  is  no  regular  schoolmaster^  and  though  instruction  is 
given  by  the  governor  and  one  of  the  officers,  there  is  much  iieed|, 
in  my  opinion,  of  a  more  regular  and  systematic  provision  for 
teaching,  especially  as  there  is  but  little  occupation  of  any  other 
kind  in  the  prison.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  the  instruction  had 
been  altogether  suspended  for  about  three  weeks,  owing  to  the 
governor  naving  been  much  absent  in  consequence  of  haviDg  to 
convey  transports  to  London  and  Wakefield. 

There  is  a  tolerably  good  library,  and  the  books  were  in  a  satb- 
factory  condition. 

The  prison  was  clean>  and  the  prisoners  were  clean  in  their 
persons. 

At  the  time  of  my  last  inspection  there  was  no  sufficient  pro- 
vision for  supplying  the  prisoners  with  clean  stockings,  but  this 
defect  has  been  remedied. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but  some  of  the  clothing  was  ragged 

The  only  change  in  the  dietary  is^  that  milk  is  now  given  to  ail 
prisoners  who  remain  long  in  the  prison.  The  food  was  of  good 
quality.  Its  daily  average  cost  last  year  was  4s>  4d,  per  bead» 
which  is  about  the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 
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The  prisoners  seemed,  as  a  body^  to  be  in  good  healthy  and  the 
surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

^'  With  one  exception,  that  of  a  transport  who  came  in  ill,  the 
prisoners  are  in  good  health,  and  their  general  health,  of  late,  has  been 
very  good.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  materially  improved  since 
the  present  governor  was  appointed,  owing  to  the  greater  degree  of 
cleanliness  now  enforced,  ana  to  the  increased  general  attention  paid 
to  the  prison.  Owing  to  the  removal  of  a  quantity  of  rubbish  which 
had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  in  the  place  from  which  the  flue 
proceeds  which  supplied  the  cells  in  yard  No.  7  with  air,  and  to  the 
cleansing  of  the  drain  near  these  cells,  the  ventilation  of  these  cells  has 
been  much  improved,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that,  with  the  attention  that 
will  no  doubt  be  paid  to  their  ventilation  by  the  present  governor, 
these  cells  may  safely  be  used  for  the  separate  cunflnement  of  prisoners ; 
but  the  ventilation  of  the  other  cells  which  were  constructed  for  sepa- 
rate confinement  is  still  insufficient  unless  the  wooden  doors  of  these 
cells  be  left  open  and  the  grated  doors  used.  The  lowest  cells,  which 
are  damp,  are  now  used  as  seldom  as  possible ;  those  on  the  women's 
side  indeed  have  been  wholly  discontinued.  At  present,  I  do  not 
know  any  cause  of  disease  in  operation  in  the  prison.  * 

The  governor  stated  that  the  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners, 
since  he  had  entered  on  his  office,  had  been  good,  but  as  pri- 
soners are  together  without  an  officer  being  always  present  with 
each  class,  it  is  probable  that  noany  offences  escape  detection. 
.  In  a  yard  there  were  six  transports  and  a  man  who  had  been 
sentenced  to  death  but  respited,  without  an  officer  being  with 
them  ;  and  in  another  six  untried  prisoners  were  together  without 
an  officer. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

The  registers  were  in  a  very  neat  state. 

It  is  desirable  that  an  account  should  be  kept  showing  the 
receipt  and  consumption  of  food ;  and  the  governor  stated  that  he 
was  about  to  open  such  an  account. 

The  food  and  other  stores  are  not  supplied  by  public  conrtact^ 
but  application  appears  to  be  made  to  diflTerent  parties  to  ascer- 
tain from  whom  they  can  be  had  most  advantageously. 

The  average  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  was  between  24Z. 
and  25/. ;  which  is  about  21.  above  the  general  average  in  other 
prisons  in  England. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  details  of 
management  of  this  prison  since  the  present  governor  came  into 
office,  but  the  great  evils  remain.  Simple  justice  to  the  un- 
tried, not  to  speak  of  other  motives,  demands  that  the  prisoners 
should  be  screened  from  contamination ;  but  here  this  is  not  the 
case;  and  a  person  wholly  innocent  of  the  charge  against  him 
may  be  compelled  to  associate  for  months  with  a  hardened 
criminal,  the  time  being  passed  chiefly  in  idleness  under  very 
imperfect  supervision  and  altogether  in  circumstances  almost 
certain  to  result  in  great  moral  injury.     And  while  this  is  the         C^OOCjIp 
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case,  there  are  cells  in  the  prison  which^  with  little  trouble  or 
expense,  might  be  put  into  a  state  to  be  certified  as  fit  for  tbe 
separate  confinement  of  the  majority  of  the  prisoners,  and  tbere 
is  plenty  of  room  at  Southwell  prison  for  tbe  remainder. 

If  no  material  improvement  could  be  effected  in  this  prisA 
without  incurring  a  large  expense  I  could  not  recommend  it; 
since  the  general  construction  of  the  building  is  so  bad,  and  ils 
situation  so  objectionable,  that  a  wiser  course  would  be  the  entire 
and  speedy  abandonment  of  the  prison ;  but  nearly  the  whole  ex- 
pense necessary  for  introducing  tne  Separate  system,  to  the  extent 
just  indicated,  has  been  already  incurred  by  the  recent  construc- 
tion of  a  considerable  number  of  cells,  evidently  intended  for  the 
Separate  system ;  these  cells  being  unnecessarily  large  for  mete 
sleeping  cells,  and  being  supplied  with  artificial  heat^  which  in 
the  case  of  sleeping  cells  is  quite  superfluous. 

Even  if  it  were  proposed  wholly  to  abandon  this  prison  in  a 
couple  of  years*  time^  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  woukL  be  wise  and 
proper  to  iricur  the  small  additional  expense  now  required  ^ 
affording  the  means  of  separating  the  prisoners,  and  thereby  d 
putting  an  immediate  end  to  the  present  fearful  system  of  corrup 
tion. 


NOTTINGHAM.— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[Inspected  7th  September  1850.] 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  alteration  in  this  lock- 
up house  since  the  date  of  the  last  Beport  (Au^t  1849). 

The  place  was  in  neat  order^  but  it  wanted  whitewashing. 

There  was  not  any  prisoner. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  371,  which  is  rather 
more  than  the  number  in  the  previous  year. 


NOTTINQHAM.—TOWN  PRISON. 
[Inspected  3rd  September  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  hi 
my  last  Report  (dated  August  1849)  the  library  has  beea  en- 
larged; the  ventilation  of  the  kitchen  and  of  the  night-cellft  a*"! 
corridor  near  the  kitchen  has  been  improved ;  the  surgeon  n»to 
a  minute  inspection  every  month :  the  bath  has  been  r&nom 
from  the  kitchen^  and  every  prisoner  goes  into  it  on  his  admiasiott 
and  afterwards  once  each  month.  But  the  recommendations  to 
have  part  of  the  prison  lighted  by  gas,  to  require  the  prisonert*^ 
rise  early  in  winter  as  well  as  in  summer,  to  introduce  frtm^ 
work  knitting  and  other  useful  kinds  of  work,  and  to  have  all  tbe 
convicted  prisoners  clothed  in  a  prison  dress  have  not  b^ 
adopted. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair.  ^  t 
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The  average  number  of  prisouers  last  year  was  58,  which  is 
^ght  above  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  though  only  one  more 
than  the  average  in  the  last  ten  years. 

The  governor  attributed  the  increase,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  chiefly  to  the  strikes  among  the  workmen  of  late, 
mud  to  the  habits  of  idleneA  thereby  engendered^  especially 
«unaong  the  boys. 

At  the  time  of  my  vwit  there  were  45  prisoners. 

The  rules  are  the  same  as  those  in  force  at  my  last  inspection. 
The  following  are  now  the  chief  exceptions  to  their  observance  i^^ 

1.  There  is  no  classification  among  the  female  prisoners;  the 
construction  of  the  building  not  admitting  of  any. 

2.  The  female  prisoners  are  still  not  taught  to  write,  but  the 
male  prisoDers  now  receive  this  kind  of  instruction. 

Artificial  li^ht  not  being  provided,  the  prisoners  continue  to  pass 
far  too  much  time  in  bed ;  in  winter  between  14  and  15  hours  out 
of  the  24. 

The  work  department  continues  in  an  unsatisfactory  state: 
those  sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  employed  on  the  tread  wheel ;  the 
power  of  which  is  turned  to  no  account,  and  piany  of  the  others 
pass  tile  chief  part  of  the  day  in  idleness.  All  the  clothes  however 
are  made  in  the  prison,  and  the  prisoners  cook  and  wash.  They  are 
employed  too,  as  far  as  possible,  in  keeping  the  prison  in  repair. 

The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

*'  My  routine  of  duties  continues  much  the  same  as  described  in 
Mr.  Hill's  last  Report.  I  now,  however,  more  frequently  visit  the 
friends  of  prisoners  before  thenr  liberation,  and  prisoners  themselves 
after  their  liberation  than  formerly.  I  was  not  aware  that  it  was  the 
wish  of  the  visiting  justices  that  I  should  see  every  prisoner  in  private 
once  a  month.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  when  at  chapel  or  other- 
wise under  my  charge  is  exceedingly  good.  I  think  the  present  system 
of  discipline  here  has  a  considerable  deterring  effect ;  but  I  do  not  think 
tot,  as  a  general  rule,  it  produces  much  benefit  on  the  character  of 
the  pristmers." 

As  the  schoolmaster  was  absent  I  did  not  examine  the  prisoners 
to  see  what  progress  they  had  made  under  him. 

Hie  prison  was  dean ;  but  some  of  the  prisoners  had  dirty  feet, 
though^  in  other  respects,  their  persons  were  clean. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but  the  supply  of  clothing  is  in- 
sufficient, many  even  of  the  convicted  prmoners  still  wearing  their 
own  clothing. 

Some  of  the  clothing  was  out  of  repair. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  in  the  dietary.  The  food  was 
of  eood  quality.  Its  daily  cost  last  year  was  rather  less  than  4.d*y 
which  is  rather  less  than  the  general  average. 

The  surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

**  With  one  exception,  the  prisoners  are  at  present  all  iti  good 
heiUtb)  and  in  (he  case  referred  lo  the  prisoner  had  his  disease  (^ec- 
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tion  of  the  heart)  before  his  admisBion  to  the  prison.  The  g^enenl 
health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good  since  Mr.  HilFs  last  ia* 
spection.  There  hals  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prisoo.  Tbc 
prisoners  continue  to  improve  generally  in  health  during  their  oo«- 
finement" 

The  general  conduct  of  the  pritoners,  except  that  of  tbe  boys» 
was  reported  to  have  been  tolerably  good.  Tbe  chief  offeDces  wen 
stated  to  be  disorderly  conduct  when  no  officer  was  present. 

Tlie  only  complaint  was  a  well-founded  one  by  a  prisoner  who 
had  been  compelled  to  wear  his  own  boots  in  the  prison,  and 
whose  boots  bad  consequently  been  worn  out.  I  again  called  the 
attention^  however,  of  the  visiting  justices  to  the  propriety  of  pro- 
viding a  full  supply  of  clothing,  and  they  expressed  their  concur- 
rence in  it,  so  that  I  hope  that  all  ground  for  such  complaints  ia 
future  will  be  removed. 

The  governor  stated  that  the  following  cases  of  reformation  or 
improvement  had  come  to  his  personal  knowledge  during  the  la^ 
year : — 

'*  E.  F.,  [aged]  20,  tried  at  the  Lent  Assizes,  1849,  for  stealing  fron 
the  person ;  12  months'  imprisonment ;  is  now  working  as  a  smith,  aod 
is  very  steady  and  industrious. 

**  W.  M.,  23,  tried  at  the  same  assizes  for  stealing  tools ;  eiglit 
months'  imprisonment ;  is  now  working  at  his  trade  (a  joiner) ;  is 
very  steady  and  industrious,  and  attends  a  place  of  worship  with  his 
wife  very  regular. 

W.  D.,  19,  tried  at  the  same  assizes  for  stealing  in  a  shop ;  10 
months'  imprisonment;  is  now  working  as  a  framework  knitter;  is 
steady  and  industrious  and  doing  well. 

"  W.  R.,  39,  tried  at  the  same  assizes  for  stealing  a  quantity  of 
goods  from  his  employer  ;  12  months'  imprisonment ;  has  succeeded 
in  obtaining  a  very  respectable  and  responsible  situation,  and  is  going 
on  well. 

''  T.  B.  H.,  60,  tried  at  the  summer  sessions,  1849,  for  embezzUng  a 
considerable  sum  of  money  the  property  of  his  employers ;  four 
months'  imprisonment :  is  now  in  a  situation,  and  appears  to  be  going 
on  very  well  indeed. 

*'  J.  6«,  17,  tried  at  the  same  sessions  for  stealing  from  his  employer; 
three  months'  imprisonment ;  is  now  at  work  and  doing  very  well. 

'^  J.  L.,  13,  tried  at  the  Michaelmas  sessions  1849  for  stealing  in  a 
shop  from  his  employer;  one  mouth's  imprisonment  and  once  whipped; 
having  no  parents  to  take  charge  of  him  at  the  expiration  of  his  sen- 
tence, I  got  him  admitted  into  the  Union  workhouse,  where  he  now 
is  learning  the  trade  of  shoemaker  and  is  conducting  himself  verr 
well. 

"  H.  S.,  24,  framework  knitter,  was  committed  to  this  prison  July  1, 
1841,  for  one  month  under  the  Vagrant  Act.  Was  tried  for  felony, 
April  sessions  1845 ;  acquitted.  Again  tried  for  felony  at  the  January 
sessions  1846;  convicted  and  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment; 
at  the  expiration  of  his  sentence  he  determined  not  to  associate  again 
with  his  old  companions,  and  commenced  work  in  earnest,  he  tliM  t 
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continues  to  be  sober,  steady,  and  industrious ;  bis  appearance  is  highly 
creditable  and  bespeaks  a  thorou^  reform.  I  have  spoken  with  him 
this  day,  and  he  says  nothing  could  induce  him  to  fall  back  into  bad 
lutbits  again/' 

The  govemor  stated  as  follows : — 

'*  The  last  cases  of  illness  were  those  of  two  prisoners  named  W. 
H.  and  J.  K.,  two  Irishmen,  who  stated  before  the  magistiates  that 
they  had  committed  their  oflfences  (breaking  a  lamp  and  a  window) 
in  order  to  be  sent  to  prison,  that  they  might  get  shelter  and  be 
treated  for  their  illness ;  they  said  they  had  applied  in  vain  for  ad- 
mission to  the  workhouse,  and  this  was  admitted  by  the  relieving 
officer,  but  this  officer  stated  that  the  men  had  not  said  in  what  state 
they  were  in.  On  the  expiration  of  their  imprisonment  they  were 
admitted  into  the  workhouse,  both  of  them  being  still  HI.'' 

The  registers  and  accounts  remain  as  heretofore.  They  were 
in  neat  order  and  not  in  arrears. 

The  net  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  charge  for 
rent  or  repairs)  was  about  22/.,  which  is  the  general  average  in 
England. 

As  appears  by  the  prior  part  of  the  Report  there  have  been 
several  improvements  since  my  last  inspection,  but  the  following 
paragraph  of  that  Report  is  still  applicable  :— 

'^  The  govemor  is  evidently  a  zealous  and  efficient  officer ;  but  so 
long  as  the  prisoners  are  allowed,  as  heretofore,  to  contract  habits  of 
sloth,  by  passing  the  greater  part  of  their  time,  in  winter,  in  bed,  and 
are  habituated  either  to  idleness,  or  to  labour  which  is  neither  instruc- 
tive nor  profitable,  and  which  must  tend  to  excite  a  distaste  for  in- 
dustry, it  cannot  be  reasonably  expected  that,  except  in  particular 
caSes,  any  moral  improvement  can  be  wrought  in  them,  or  even  that 
further  injury  can  be  prevented." 


NOTTINGHAM.— TOWN  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 
[Inspected  5th  September  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  one  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  the  ventilation  has  been  improved  (though  it  still  appears 
to  be  insufficient),  and  most  of  the  other  recommendations  have 
been  carried  into  effect. 

The  place  was  clean  and  neat 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  662,  which  is  nearly 
100  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  only  one  prisoner. 


SOUTHWELL.— COUNTY  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

[iDspected  6th  September  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  some  of  the  recommendations  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  August  1849)  all  the  convicted  prisoners  are  now 
supplied  with  prison  clothing ;  some  of  the  prisoners  are  taught 
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to  write;  the  officers  wear  a  uniform;  and  other  minor  cban^ 
have  been  made.  But  the  following  recommendations  have  not 
been  adopted : — 

1.  The  ventilation  of  the  treadmill  to  be  improved. 

2.  Such  of  the  cells  as  are  capable  of  it  to  be  prepared  for  tb» 
separate  confinement  of  prisoners. 

3.  The  prisoners  to  be  required  to  rise  not  later  than  at  m 
o'clock,  both  in  winter  and  summer;  and  with  this  view  the  pas- 
sages and  day-rooms  to  be  lighted  in  winter. 

4.  Mat-making  to  be  introduced. 

5.  As  far  as  practicable  every  prisoner  to  be  required  to  perfonn 
a  stated  task  of  work  every  day,  instead  of  working  by  the  hour. 

The  building  appeared  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  89,  whidi  is 
nearly  the  same  as  the  number  in  the  previous  year,  though  17 
below  the  average  of  the  last  10  years. 

The  following  were  the  chief  exceptions  to  the  observance  of  the 
rules : — 

1.  Little  employment  except  cleaning  is  found  for  convicted 
prisoners  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour^  or  for  untried  prisoners. 

2.  There  is  no  classification  of  the  female  prisoners,  but  the 
number  is  generally  very  smalL 

The  prisoners  now  make  and  mend  their  own  shoes,  stockii^ 
shirts,  and  other  clothing,  and  they  wash  the  clothing  also,  instead 
of  there  being  hired  washerwomen  as  heretofore.  Tnis  is  a  con- 
siderable improvement;  nevertheless,  the  great  majority  of  the 
prisoners  whp  are  unemployed  continue  to  work  on  the  treadwheei, 
the  power  of  which  is  turned  to  no  account. 

llie  chaplain  stated  as  follows: — 

^*My  routine  of  duty  remains  the  same  as  described  in  Mr.  Hiifs 
last  Report.  I  think  the  prisoners  make  as  satisfacl^  progress  as  caa 
be  expected  in  religious  and  secular  knowledge.  The  conduct  of  the 
prisoners,  when  at  chapel  or  otherwise,  under  my  charge,  is  very  good. 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  present  system  of  discipline  has  a  considerable 
deterring  effect.  Formerly  vagrants  used  to  be  congregated  in  a  body, 
without  work,  and  without  an  officer  being  present  to  preserve  ofderi 
and  then  I  believe  that  the  prison  was  oAen  a  place  of  attraction  tm 
them ;  but  since  a  different  course  of  treatment  has  been  obserred, 
their  number  has  greatly  lessened.  It  is  difficult  to  say  how  far  the 
system  in  use  is  calculated  to  improve  the  characters  of  the  prisonersy 
as  most  of  the  prisoners  disappear  from  view  after  their  liberation.*' 

The  schoolmaster's  duties  remain  the  same  as  heretofore,  except 
that  he  now  teaches  writing  besides  reading  and  the  catechism. 
I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners,  and  found  their  general  progress 
satisfactory. 

The  prison  was  very  dean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  were  sufficient,  but  som^  of  tbedodK 
ing  was  out  of  repair. 
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The  dietary  is  unchanged.  I  found  the  food  of  good  quality. 
Its  daily  average  cost  last  year  was  4^.,  which  is  rather  above  the 
g^eneral  average  elsewhere. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  appeared  to  be  in  good  health,  and  the 
surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

**  With  few  exceptions  the  prisoners  are  at  present  in  very  good 
healthy  and  their  general  health,  since  Mr.  HilPs  last  inspection,  hus 
been  very  good.  There  arei  four  or  Ave  prisoners  who  are  not  well 
enough  to  work  (two  on  account  of  old  age),  but  none  of  the  eases  are 
Berious.  There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  in  the  prison  since  Mr.  Hill's 
last  visit   I  do  not  know  anything  in  the  prison  tending  to  cause  illness." 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  reported  to  have  been 
good.  The  number  of  punishments  last  year  was  considerably 
below  the  general  average  in  other  prisons. 

No  prisoner  made  any  complaint. 

The  governor  mentioned  two  cases  which  had  come  to  his  know- 
ledge during  the  last  year  of  parties  who  had  been  in  the  prison  for 
felony,  but  who  are  now  living  respectably. 

There  is  a  simple  kind  of  kneading  machine  used  in  making  the 
bread  of  the  prison,  which  the  governor  and  surgeon  said  secured 
the  bread  being  properly  made. 

The  reristers  were  in  proper  order.  Since  the  last  inspection  a 
book  has  been  kept  showing  the  receipt  and  consumption  of  the 
chief  articles  of  food. 

The  average  net  cost  per  head  last  year  (exclusive  of  any  diarge 
for  rent  or  repairs)  was  24/.,  which  is  2h  above  the  general 
average  in  England.  It  should  be  remarked,  however,  that  the 
present  governor  was  not  in  office  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year  to  which  this  account  relates. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  have  been  several  improvements  since 
the  last  inspection,  and  so  far  as  the  present  system  of  discipline 
admits  of  satisfactory  results  the  state  of  the  prison  reflected  credit 
on  Mr.  Dewhurst,  ti^e  governor,  and  on  the  other  officers ;  but  the 
long  hours  passed  in  bed,  and  the  want  of  a  much  greater  quantity 
of  useful  labour,  prevent  the  prison  from  being  regarded  in  a  really 
good  state. 

SOUTHWELL.— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

[lupeoted  6th  September  1850.] 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  last 
Report  (dated  September  1849)  the  yard  has  been  rendered  dry. 

There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  alteration. 

The  place  was  very  clean  and  neat. 

The  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  68,  which  is  27  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  constables  in  charge  said  there  had 
been  fewer  tramps  of  late. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  was  no  prisoner. 
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DEBBY8HIBE. 

DERBY.— COUNTY  PRISON. 

[The  Inspection  commenced  9th  September  1850.] 

In  accordance  with  a  recommendation  in  my  last  Report  (dated 
August  1850)  a  large  work-room  and  a  forge  have  been  built,  is 
which  some  of  the  prisoners  are  employed  in  useful  kinds  of  labour, 
such  as  shoemaking,  tailors*  work,  weaving,  blacksmiths'  work, 
&c. ;  but  the  recommendation  to  have  the  whole  prison  ligW 
with  gas,  so  as  to  admit  of  early  rising,  and  of  a  full  day's  work 
all  the  year  round,  has  not  yet  been  acted  upon. 

A  long  shed  has  been  erected,  containing  about  20  di?iffl«»«. 
where  prisoners  are  employed,  separately,  in  breaking  stoues. 

There  has  not  been  any  other  alteration  of  importance. 

The  buildings  seemed  to  be  in  good  repair. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  last  year  was  208,  which  k 
rather  less  than  the  average  in  the  previous  year,  though  22  greater 
than  the  average  of  the  last  10  years. 

The  number  of  commitments  has  decreased,  as  compared  witk 
the  previous  year,  in  greater  proportion  than  the  average  nuniher 
of  prisoners  in  custody ;  the  reduction  of  commitments  being  fron 
1401  to  1217.  This  decrease  has  been  chiefly  in  the  number  d 
vagrants,  and  the  governor  attributes  it  principally  to  the  intro- 
duction of  stone-breaking ;  many  of  the  vagrants  being  now  re- 
quired to  break  a  certjiin  quantity  (about  half  a  ton  each)  before 
having  their  dinner,  and  the  same  quantity  before  getting  tbeir 
supper. 

The  chief  exception  to  the  observance  of  the  rules  is,  that  some 
cells  are  used  to  a  considerable  extent  for  separate  confioemeot 
which  have  not  been  certified  as  fit  for  that  purpose,  though,  as 
stated  in  the  last  Report,  the  surgeon  is  of  opinion  that  no  inpiff 
has  thereby  resulted  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners. 

With  reference  to  the  use  of  these  cells  the  governor  stated  as 
follows : — 

'*  The  untried  prisoners  are  in  separate  cells  during  the  greater  put 
of  the  day.  They  are,  however,  about  two  hours  each  day  in  schwi 
about  an  hour  in  chapel,  and  about  three  hours  in  the  airing-yBrd^ 
together  equal  to  about  six  hours  per  day,  during  the  whole  of  wkicb 
they  are  associated.  The  rest  of  their  time  is  passed  in  separatioe* 
Most  of  the  convicted  prisoners  are  in  separate  cells  the  greater  part  » 
the  alternate  days.'* 

There  is  a  difference  of  o()inion  as  to  what  constitutes  separa^? 
confinement.  As  I  interpret  the  law,  confinement  in  a  separate 
cell  during  any  part  of  the  day  is,  so  far  as  it  goes,  separate  ceo- 
finement  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act ;  ana  I  therefore  cannot 
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but  look  on  the  present  case  as  a  considerable  departure,  at  least, 
from  the  letter  of  the  law,  though  the  spirit  of  the  law  has  in  most 
respects  been  complied  with,  as  the  cells  are  well  warmed  and  ven- 
tilated, and  the  prisoners  are  supplied  with  work,  and  have  abund- 
ance of  exercise  in  the  open  air. 

If  the  cells  were  all  lighted,  and  if  means  were  provided  for 
enabling  the  inmates  to  communicate  with  an  officer,  I  should  be 
able  to  certify  them  as  fit  for  the  separate  confinement  of  prisoners 
for  short  periods  at  least,  and  should  probably  be  able,  after 
watching  the  effect  of  a  trial,  to  increase  the  period ;  for  although 
the  cells  are  of  small  size,  one  great  object  in  having  larger  cells 
— good  air  for  breathing — is  attained  by  the  vigorous  system  of 
ventilation  in  use. 

A  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  labour^de- 
partment,  but  the  majority  of  the  prisoners  are  still  employed  on 
the  treadwheel  or  in  picking  oakum. 

The  clear  value  per  head  last  year  of  work  done  for  sale  was 
about  1/.  15^.;  which,  though  a  small  sum,  is  more  than  in  most 
other  English  prisons. 

No  estimate  was  made  of  the  value  of  the  work  done  for  the 
prison,  but  it  must  have  been  considerable. 
The  chaplain  stated  as  follows : — 

**  My  routine  of  duty  remains  the  same  as  it  was  at  Mr.  HilFs  last 
inspection.  There  is,  however,  a  mistake  in  the  account  of  the  routine 
in  Mr.  Hill's  Report,  inasmuch  as  my  private  visits  to  the  prisoners 
are  on  an  average  about  once  a  month,  instead  of  being  weekly,  as 
there  recorded.  On  the  whole  the  prisoners  make  satisfactory  progress 
in  religious  and  secular  knowledge.  The  general  conduct  of  the  pri- 
soners, when  at  chapel  or  otherwise,  under  my  charge,  is  good.  I  think 
the  present  system  of  discipline  here  is  calculated  both  to  deter  people 
from  the  commission  of  crime  and  to  improve  the  character  of  the  pri- 
soners." 

The  duties  of  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  continue  the 
same  as  heretofore. 

I  examined  some  of  the  prisoners  in  reading  and  writing  and 
found  that  the  females  had  made  satisfactory  progress,  but  I 
cannot  report  favourably  of  the  progress  of  the  male  prisoners.  I 
fear,  indeed,  that  the  schoolmaster  is  becoming  too  old  for  ibe 
efficient  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  prison  was  clean,  as  were  the  persons  of  the  prisoners. 

The  bedding  was  sufficient,  but  some  of  the  clothing  (principally 
that  of  the  untried  prisoners)  was  out  of  repair. 

A  new  and  less  expensive  dietary  has  been  adopted,  which, 
except  in  a  few  cases  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  give  a  little 
extra  food,  the  surgeon  said  proved  sufficient.  Its  daily  cost  per 
head,  at  the  present  time,  is  3^^. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  dietary : — 
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*The  food  was  of  good  quality. 

The  prisouers  had  generally  the  appearance  of  being  in  good 
health,  and  the  surgeon  stated  as  follows : — 

**  With  few  exceptions,  and  none  of  a  serious  character,  the  prisoners 
mre  at  present  in  good  health,  and  their  general  health  has  fa^n  good 
since  Mr.  HiU's  last  inspection.    There  has  been  a  remarkable  exemption 
from  diarrhoea,  even  when  there  was  a  good  deal  in  the  town.    There 
has  not  been  an  epidemic  of  any  kind  in  the  prison  during  the  last  year. 
The  majority  of  the  prisoners,  even  of  those  who  remain  a  considerable 
time,  improve  in  health  during  their  imprisonment,  and  many  gain  in 
weight.     I  am  aware  that  the  g^at  majority  of  those  who  are  committed 
for  short  periods,  and  who  are,  consequently,  on  the  first  or  second  rate 
of  food  lose  weight,  but  this  is  in  many  cases  the  loss  of  hx  only,  which 
is  of  no  real  benefit;  and  I  am  of  opinion,  that  in  the  generality  of  cases 
there  is  no  real  injury  to  health  accompanying  the  loss  of  weight  which 
takes  place  in  these  classes  of  prisoners.     When  I  think  a  prisoner 
would  really  su£fer  in  health  by  continuing  on  a  low  rate  of  food,  I 
increase  his  alk)wance.    There  is  at  present  a  remaricable  case  of 
improved  health.     It  is  that  of  a  man  who  before  his  committal  to  prison, 
about  seven  months  agt>,  was  a  confirmed  drunkard.     Since  his  com- 
mittal he  has  increased  40  pounds  in  weight,  and  has  altogether  so  much 
improved  in  his  general  appearance  and  tone  of  health  that  he  would 
scarcely  be  recognized  as  the  same  man.     I  have  frequently  been  asked 
whether  prisoners  did  not  suffer  in  health  by  the  sudden  withdrawal  of 
intoxicating  drinks  on  their  coming  to  prison.     In  reply,  I  can  say  that 
in  all  my  experience  (and  I  have  attended  the  gaol  21  years)  I  never 
knew  a  single  instance  of  any  injury  of  the  kind.    The  same  remark 
applies  to  the  withdrawal  of  opium.     I  have  not  seen  any  injury  to  arise 
from  the  use  of  the  separate  cells  to  the  extent  to  which  separation  is 
carried  here.     I  am  of  opinion  that  the  cells  are  quite  fit  for  the  separate 
confinement  of  prisoners  for  such  a  period  as  a  month,  or  even  for  a 
longer  period." 

Though  the  prisoners  had  generally  a  healthy  appearance,  the 
large  proportion  of  cases  in  which  they  at  present  lose  weight  will 
make  it  necessary  carefully  to  watch  the  further  effect  of  the  new 
dietary.  Of  three  bodies  of  30  prisoners,  each  taken  indiscrimi- 
nately, who  had  been  on  each  of  the  three  rates  of  food,  it  appeared 
that  of  those  who  had  had  the  third  and  highest  rate  as  many  had 
gained  as  had  lost  in  weight ;  but  that  of  those  who  had  had  the 
second  rate  only  9  had  gained  while  20  had  lost,  the  other  remaining 
stationary;  and  that  of  those  who  had  been  on  the  lowest  rate 
only  2  had  gained  in  weight  while  27  had  lost. 

Nevertheless,  general  as  is  the  loss  of  weight  with  the  present 
dietary,  the  loss  is  less  than  it  was  with  the  late  dietary,  although 
the  late  dietary  was  the  more  expensive. 

The  present  dietary  came  hito  use  on  the  1st  December  1849, 
between  which  time  and  the  present  (1st  September  1850)  there 
have  been  762  prisoners  committed  (exclusive  of  debtors).  Of 
these  199  gained  weight,  and  481  lost  weight,  the  average  gain 
being  4^  lbs.,  and  the  average  loss  5  J  lbs.  \  whereas  in  the  corre- 
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sponding  period  of  the  previous  year»  when  the  uML  ^ 
use,  out  of  604  prisoners  committed  only  70 
lost  weighty  the  average  gain  being  2|  Ibs.^  and  thift 
nearly  5  lbs.     In  other  words,  the  general  average 
present  dietary  has  been  2|lbs  per  head,  while 
dietary  it  was  about  3^  lbs. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  since  my  last  ii  ^ 
reported  to  have  been  generally  good.     The  number 
ments  has  again  been  small,  only  275  during  the 
average  of  more  than  200  prisoners.     The  chief   of 
irregular  conduct  in  the  airing-yards  and  on  the  treadi 
the  ordinary  punishments,  loss  of  food  and  solitary  ooni 
though,  with  occasional  instances^  I  am  sorry  to  say,   of 
punishment. 

Only  one  prisoner  made  any  complaint,  and  I  < 
complaint  gioundless. 

The  registers  and  accounts  were  in  a  proper  state, 
tioned  in  the  last  Report  the'  food  and  other  stores  are  sa] 
public  contract. 

The  net  average  cost  per  prisoner  last  year  (excli  __ 
charge  for  rent  or  repairs)  was  between  21/.  and  22/., 
about  the  general  average  in  England. 

Tlie  general  result  of  the  inspection  was  creditable  to 
(the  governor)  and  to  the  other  officers.

BEAUMARIS.— COUNTY  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OP  CORRECTION. 

This  prison,  which  has  undergone  no  alteration  for  several  years  w«»  'ww. 
past,  occupies  a  small  plot  of  ground  in  the  middle  of  the  town.  *^* 
On  the  left  side  of  the  entrance  hall,  which  is  unnecessarily  spa- 
cious when  regarded  with  reference  to  the  extent  of  the  prison,  is  a 
large  room  uc^  for  the  meetings  of  the  magistrates,  the  apartments 
of  the  keqper  bein^  on  the  left.  The  hall  is  shut  off  from  the 
prison  by  a  barred  iron  partition,  through  which,  as  the  outer 
door  is  constantly  open,  air  is  very  freely  admitted  into  the  inte- 
rior of  the  building.  Hie  prison  consists  of  three  wings :  that  to 
the  west  contains,  on  the  ground  floor,  a  reception-ward  for  men,  a 
similar  cell  for  women,  now  used  as  a  washhouse,  but  which  will 
be  restored  to  its  former  use  in  a  short  time,  as  a  more  convenient 
washhouse  is  about  to  be  built ;  a  day-room  and  airing-yard  for 
male  debtors ;  and  on  the  upper  floor  seven  apartments  lor  male 
debtors,  the  hospital,  and  store  for  oakum. 

The  south  wing  contains  on  the  ground  floor  a  refractory-cell 
with  a  tiled  floor,  in  which  prisoners  are  kept  only  by  day — it  is 
not  dark,  and  in  point  of  situation  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  prison  ; 
also  a  day-room  and  airing-yard  for  prisoners  before  trial,  in  which 
the  only  untried  male  prisoner  was  confined ;  and  the  day-room 
of  convicted  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  labour,  of  whom  there 
were  three  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  On  the  eround  floor  of  this 
division  is  the  chapel,  partitioned  in  a  radiated  form  for  prisoners 
of  the  several  classes.  The  south  wing  in  the  upper  floor  is  de  • 
voted  to  a  bath-room,  a  room  for  the  turnkey,  and  eight  cells  for 
untried  prisoners  and  misdemeanants.  The  cells  are  paved  with 
tiles,  and  have  hammocks  and  bedding,  including  sheets.  The 
ground  floor  of  the  east  wing  comprises  the  cook-house,  two  rooms 
for  females,  the  first  being  a  day-room,  and  the  second,  which  was 
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formerly  the  bath,  being  unappopriated  The  other  side  of  die  suk 
passage  contains  a  day-room  for  convicted  priaoners  sentenced  b 
hard  labour,  including  summary  convictions ;  in  this  room  kt 
men  were  engaged  in  picking  oakum.  Thid  wing,  on  the  upper 
floor,  contains  four  cells  for  women  and  the  remaining  five  ibr 
men. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  description  how  inconveoientlj 
contiguous  are  the  apartments  of  the  mate  and  female  prisooena 
the  wing  last  described,  which  is  known  as  the  house  of  correedci. 
So  closely  are  they  placed,  indeed,  that  there  Would  be  no  dii- 
culty  in  the  prisoners  of  either  sex  holding  conversation  after  tibe 
locking-up  hour,  with  scarcely  any  risk  of  detection. 

The  whole  accommodation  amounts  to  20  cells  for  male  anl  4 
for  female  prisoners,  exclusive  of  the  debtors'  rooms,  the  grealer 
number  of  which,  not  being  required  for  that  class,  might  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  criminal  prisoners.  None  of  the  celb  are  warmed, 
but  there  are  small  fireplaces  in  the  day-rooms.  The  oclb  an 
generally  of  sufficient  size  to  admit  cS  their  bein^  certified  for 
separate  confinement,  if  they  were  only  provided  with  the  means 
of  artificial  heat^  which  is  scarcely  lafss  necessary  in  their  preheat 
application,  as  the  stone  walls  in  the  humid  oliifiate  of  Vf^ 
must  be  very  damp  and  cold,  e^^peciallv  in  the  winter  season,  la 
the  present  construction  of  the  prison  tfiere  exisis  no  power  otsej^ 
rating  the  different  classes  of  female  priscUeri  fVom  eaeh  <fth«t. 

The  prison  appears  to  be  well  drah^,  mA  fw  redtfd^  woqM 
not  appear  to  support  the  opinion  of  its  unhealthitie^  whieb  has 
beeii  sometimes  expressed,  akhourh  certainly  its  site  to  pei^^  ^ 
elevation  does  not  seem  to  hare  been  wdl  selected*  Prom  tite 
defective  supervision  arising  frMo  the  stnall  number  of  oflk^ 
attempts  at  escape  are  likely  to  be  made^  but  the  Widl  being  saf- 
mounted  by  large  loose  jneces  of  slate  placed  ver lioiClly  iit  i(B  whftl^ 
circuit,  it  would  probably  be  found  impossible  td  scule  H.

Eight  of  the  cells  hare 
hdmmocks,  the  remainder  beitlg  furnished  With  bedsteads,  and  eadl 
^n*]8oner  hai  a  bed^  a  bolder,  a  pair  of  ^he^ts,  A  pair  of  blankets^ 
and  a  quilt.  The  cells  have  no  tables,  but  each  is  provided  With

The  pdaonert  Very  gehferally  eomplt^itted  that  they  have  not  Diet, 
their  stipulated  allowance  of  meat  in  the  soup.     On  inquiry  I 
found  the  complaint  to  be  well  founded,  as  th&  tneat  of  which  the 
soup  is  made  on  one  day  is  given  to  the  prisoners  as  solid  meat 
onUienext    Thediet  is  besides  oiojeotioaAUeyta  the  ground  of  the  ^  t 
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same  amount  of  food  being  given  to  all  prisoners  for  terms  exoeed- 
ing  14  days^  whatever  may  be  the  length  of  their  confinemea^ 
whereby  an  unnecessary  quantity  of  food  is  given  to  the  short-sett- 
tenced  prisoners.  The  dietary  has  not  received  the  saoctioa  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  as  required  by  law. 

iiMitb.1  The  surgeon  to  the  prison  sees  every  prisoner  twice  a  week,  and 

examines  each  on  admission  and  discharge;  he  also  risits  eiRoy 
sick  prisoner  daily,  or  as  much  oflener  as  may  be  required  by 
the  nature  of  his  case.  The  state  of  health  of  each  prisooer,  os 
his  reception,  is  recorded  in  the  same  way,  as  well  as  his  state  os 
discharge.  The  surgeon  makes  a  monthly  inspection  of  every  pr>- 
soner,  and  sees  those  m  solitary  confinement  daily.  He  has  never 
been  called  upon  to  make  any  return  of  the  number  of  cases  of 
sickness.  With  reference  to  the  remarks  in  the  last  Report,  tiie 
surgeon  states  that  the  dirty  condition  of  the  prisoners  arose  ftooi 
the  want  of  a  sufficient  bath,  which  has  now  been  supplied,  sad 
adds,  that  in  fifteen  years  he  has  never  seen  a  single  prisoner  is- 
fested  with  vermin^  nor  any  one  affected  with  fever  or  itch  after  his 
admission.  From  the  want  of  sufficient  accommodation,  it  is  tke 
custom  of  the  magistrates  in  all  cases  of  advanced  pregnanejm 
apply  for  the  prisoner's  pardon : — a  fact  sufficiently  proving  the 
want  of  proper  accommodation  for  the  sick. 

i/orai  and         The  chaplain  reads  prayers  twice  a  week^  and  performs  fiill  ser- 

¥a^Zn.^'  vice  and  preaches  a  sermon  on  Sundays,  Christmas-day,  and  Choi 
Friday ;  he  sometimes  administers  the  sacrament,  but  not  regu- 
larly. The  service  is  performed  alternately  iti  English  and  WdsL 
Thee  haplain  sometimes  converses  with  prisoners  separately,  and 
invariably  does  so  on  their  admission  and  discharge.  The  prison 
library  contains  bibles,  prayer-books,  and  tracts,  but  the  Histoiy  of 
England  is  the  only  book  of  genenJ  information  allowed.  The 
only  schoolmaster  is  also  the  only  turnkey ;  it  may  therefore  be 
said  that  neither  duty  can  be  properly  performed. 

Paniahments.  Xhc  puuishmeuts  are  few  in  number,  and  the  offences  for  which 
they  have  been  inflicted  in  the  last  year  have  not  been  of  any 
serious  importance.  No  prisoner  was  in  punishment  on  the  last 
day  of  inspection. 

I'Aboar.  Xhe  only  kinds  of  labour  practised  in  the  prison  are  the  pickii^ 

of  oakum  and  breaking  stones ;  the  former  is  slightly  remunerative, 
the  junk  bang  purchased  for  12^.  percwt,  and  the  oakum  sold 
for  25#.  per  cwt ;  upon  the  latter,  however,  the  balance  is  against 
the  prison,  as  the  rough  stone  is  bought  for  Is,  6d.  per  ton,  and 
the  broken  stones  sold  for  6d. 

BxpmdHtti*.     The  total  expenditure  for  the  past  year  amounted  to  5757. 10*.  5rf.

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Xhe  receipts  for  the  same  period  amounted  to  1627.  Zs.  5d.,  of 
which  above  153/.  were  received  from  the  Treasury,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  convicted  prisoners  and  the  removal  of  transports.  The 
staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  the  governor^  chaplain,  surgeon,  ma- 
tron^  one  turnkey  (also  the  schoolmaster),  chaplain's  derl^  and 
derk  to  the  Visiting  Justices. 

The  prison  presents  great  capabilities  of  improvement.  By  the  o«Mna  oi». 
conversion  of  the  day-rooms  into  cells,  and  the  proper  warming  of  "^^^"^ 
the  prison,  a  sufficient  number  of  cells  capable  of  being  certified 
might  be  procured,  in  which  the  ordinary  number  of  prisoners  might 
Ije  placed  in  separate  confinement.  Whether  this  be  done  or  not, 
the  appointment  of  another  turnkey  and  schocdmaster  appears  to 
be  absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  proper  discipline,  and  to 
afford  any  effectual  instruction  to  the  prisoners. 

Since  the  adoption  of  a  prison  dress  for  convicted  prisoners,  no 
allowance  of  clothes  is  made  to  them  on  discharge ;  but  as  they  are 
not  clothed  by  the  prison  previously  to  trials  their  own  clothing 
mrears  out  in  prison.  An  allowance  is,  however,  made  to  discharged 
prisoners,  varying  from  a  shilling  to  half-a-crown,  and  if  they  are 
coing  to  England  their  passage  is  paid  to  Liverpool  in  addition. 
One  prisoner,  who  lived  at  Whitby,  and .  had  been  in  custody  on  a 
charge  of  murder,  received  I3s.  or  I4s.  to  find  his  way  home.

MENAI  BRIDGE.— LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

This  lock-up  house  has  been  built  within  the  last  few  years.  It 
is  of  stone,  and  contains  two  cells,  also  paved  with  stone,  the  one 
measuring  9  feet  by  6  feet,  the  other  10  feet  6  in.  by  6  feet.  In  tlie 
larger  cell  there  is  a  supply  of  bedding  in  a  very  damp  condition. 
No  beddine  at  all  is  allowed  in  the  other  cell ;  but  an  iron  bed- 
stead, planked  over^  occupies  one-third  of  it.  The  windows  are 
glazed,  but  there  is  no  artificial  warmth  or  ventilarion  ;  the  cells 
are  consequently  very  damp  and  cold.  The  cells  are  secure,  and  are 
approached  by  a  passage  which  is  also  well  secured.  No  proper 
records  are  kept  of  the  number  of  persons  committed ;  the  number, 
however,  was  certainly  very  small,  and  included  no  females. 

The  cells  are  so  damp  at  all  times  of  the  year^^  that  th^  bedding 
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i#  U^Imi  Qirt  clajly  to  prerent  it  from  beii^g  eatiraly  q)oiled.  Tb^ 
keeper's  apartments  are  drier  than  the  celU ;  but  in  wet  weather 
ih0  rain  beats  through  the  walls,  owiog  probably  to  the  bad 
quality  pf  the  mortar.  Tba  kqep^  has  an  allowance  of  10/.  per 
^umuni  froni  tb^  Couoty,  which*  with  hia  apartnaents,  are  his  only

BRECON. -COUNTT  OAOL  AND  HOUSB  OP  CORRECTION. 
It  18  my  painAil  duty  again  to  report  that  nothing  has  been  done  DiKr«diuM« 
to  improve  the  accommodation  of  this  prison,  notwithstanding  the  Swi^uSia- 
repeated  representations  made  by  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons,  during  Nr^ 
more  than  ten  years,  of  its  utter  inadequacy  for  legally  carrying 
out  the  sentences  of  the  Courts,  and  notwithstanding  also  the  re- 
peated admissions  of  the  Visiting  Magistrates,  and  of  the  Quarter 
oessions,  of  the  truth  of  those  represents^tions.     As  long  ago  as  the 
year   1839  a  presentation  made  by  four  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
stating  that  "  the  Gaol  and  House  of  Correction  for  the  county 
were  insufficient,  inconvenient,  and  otherwise  inadequate  to  give 
efiect  to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Act  4  Geo.  fv., 
cap.  64,"  after  having  been  duly  advertised  in  the  newspapers,  was 
taken  into  consideration  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions ;  *•  and  the 
justices  assembled  at  these  sessions,  having  taken  such  present- 
ment into  consideration,  resolved  that  such  presentment  is  well 
founded,  and  that  there  is  a  necessity  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
Gaol  and  House  of  Correction  for  this  county." 

The  above  resolution  having  been  in  the  mean  time  regularly 
advertised  in  thr^  newspapers,  it  was  unanimously  resolved,  at  the 
Epiphany  Sessions  of  lo^l,  that  a  spot  of  land  between  tne  castle 
and  the  Priory  would  be  the  best  site  for  a  new  prison,  and  such 
site  was  acpprdingly  strongly  recommended  by  seven  ma^strates, 
three  of  whom  were  Visitipg  Justices.  Notwithstandhig,  however, 
the  resolution  was  negatived  at  the  succeeding  Midsummer  sessions. 

1^1  ]tfQv^mb^r  of  the  ss^o^e  year  ^  letter  ws^  addressed  by  the 
Secretary  ot  State  to  the  magistrates,  calling  their  attention  tq  the 
abioluta  necessity  q(  providing  (under  the  4  Geo.  I Y..  cap.  64) 
a  competent  number  of  cells  adapted  to  solitary  confinen>?nt,  Bfid 
stating  his  opinioii  thai  all  prisoners  sentenced  by  Court  to  solitary 
confinement  should  be  placed  in  a  light  and  well-ventilated  cell, 
provided  with  a  seat,  and  the  means  of  communicating  with  an 
officer  of  the  prison  aflbrded  to  them  in  cases  of  illness ;  that  they 
should  be  visited  daily  by  the  chaplain,  governor,  and  surgeoti, 
who  should  record  their  haying  done  so  in  their  respective  Journals, 
9X  th^  reasons  for  a^ny  opii3sion. ;  th^t  they  should  be  prpvWe^  with 
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books,  and  those  not  able  to  read  be  vinted  by  the 
to  ^ive  them  elementary  instruction. 

To  this  communication  the  Visiting  Justices  replied,  that  thqr 
had  given  their  best  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  that,  as  far  as  the  accommodation  of  the  county 
gaol  would  permit,  the  regulations  recommended  in  this  letter,  as 
to  the  treatment  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  solitary  confinemeat, 
should  be  adopted. 

Upon  this  I  need  only  remark,  that  the  prison  never  did  c<»itaia 
any  such  accommodation  as  that  alluded  to  by  the  Secretary  ok 
State  ;  that  no  attempts  have  since  been  made  to  provide  it ;  that 
the  cells  are  without  light  and  ventilation  ;  that  the  prisoner  is  not 
furnished  with  the  means  of  communicating  with  an  officer  of  the 
prison;  that  he  is  not  daily  visited  by  the  chaplain  and  surgeon; 
and  that,  so  far  from  his  I)eing  instructed  by  the  schoolnnastn'  in 
his  cell,  no  such  officer  as  a  schoolmaster  has  ever  formed  part  of 
the  staff  of  the  prison. 

At  the  Michaelmas  Sessions  of  1841  a  proposal  to  enlarge  the 
prison,  at  an  expense  of  2000Z.,  was  negatived. 

In  January,  1842,  the  Inspector  of  the  district  having  conferred 
with  the  Loixl  Lieutenant  and  several  of  the  magistrates,  the  ques- 
tion was  fully  discussed,  and  most  of  those  present,  if  not  all,  ad- 
mitted the  necessity  of  building  a  new  prison.  Renewed  advertise- 
ments were  inserted  in  the  newspapers ;  plans  were  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  by  whom  they  were  certified 
as  fit  for  adoption :  upon  which  the  project  was  abandoned. 

At  the  end  of  1845  the  Inspector,  finding  that  no  alteration  was 
then  contemplated,  and  that  all  the  evils  before  complained  of 
existed  in  greater  force  than  ever,  owing  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  prisoners,  again  called  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  the  deficiencies  of  the  prison,  and  to  the  continual  violation 
of  the  law  consequent  upon  such  deficiencies.  This  representation 
having  been  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions, a  committee  was  appointed  to  take  the  whole  subject  of  the 
gaol  into  consideration.  Tne  result  was  the  following  Reports  made 
to  the  adjourned  sessions  held  1 1th  of  February,  1846 :— - 

*'  Your  Committee  directed  their  attention  in  the  first  instance  to  the 
present  building,  which  comprises,  for  the  accommodation  of  prisoners 
22  cells  with  4  yards,  also  apartments  for  debtors  with  a  yard  attached, 
and  apartments  for  the  governor  and  turnkeys. 

''  The  goveraor  having  suggested  to  the  Ck)mmittee,  that,  if  an  addi- 
tional portion  of  ground  were  obtained  on  the  east  side  of  the  prison, 
tiiU  accommodation  might  be  obtained  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  county 
by  retaining  and  altering  the  present  building,  and  by  building  48 
new  cells : 

'*  Your  Committee,  being  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  gover- 
nor's suggef  tion,  as  a  mode  of  saving  a  great  expense  to  the  county,  and 
your  Committee  fpelin^  desirous  of  bdug  in  a  situation  to  submit  some 
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specific  plan  to  the  magistrates  assembled  at  the  adjourned  sessions, 
requested  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Evans,  the  architect,  of  Abergavenny,  to 
examine  the  state  of  the  prison,  and  to  furnish  plans  and  estimates  for 
effecting  the  objects  in  view.  Your  Committee  are  now  prepared  to  sub- 
mit auch  plans  to  the  Court,  and,  halving  examined  them,  tney  feel  justified 
in  recommending  the  same  for  adoption.

^  Upon  this  it  was  ordered,  on  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Lord  Viscount 
Hereford,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Archdeacon  Davies,  *  That  such  Report  be 
now  received,  and  that  the  Court  do  proceed  to  examine  the  plans  which 
the  Committee  recommended  for  adoption/ 

^*  The  said  plans  havinp:  been  accordingly  examined,  it  was  resolved, 
^  That  it  appears  to  this  Court  desirable  that  such  plans  be  approved 
of;  but  owing  to  the  heavy  calls  upon  the  funds  of  this  county  now  ex- 
isting, and  the  additional  demand  upon  the  county  rate  for  the  repairs  of 
the  turnpike  roads,  as  well  as  the  uncertainty  of  the  intentions  of  the 
Liegislature  as  to  the  arrangements  likely  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  expense  of  building  prisons  in  general,  it  would  be  desirable 
to  memorialise  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  for  a 
further  delay  in  the  ultimate  adoption  of  these  improvements.' " 

Up  to  the  lime  of  my  recent  visit  nothing  has  been  done,  nor 
does  anything  appear  to  be  in  contemplation  for  carrying  out  the 
governor's  suggestion,  recommended  by  the  committee  *<  as  a 
mode  of  saving  a  great  expense  to  the  county,"  and  which  appears 
to  me  to  combine  many  and  great  advantages.  The  prison  still 
continues  to  merit,  and  even  in  a  greater  degree  than  when  it  was 
written,  the  condemnation  pronounced  by  the  former  Inspector  of 
the  district,  when  be  stated  "  that  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  any 
defects  which  a  county  gaol  can  present  as  a  building  which 
are  not  here  conspicuous.'*

The  wards  appeared  to  be  clean,  ^  also  the  qells,  a§  far  as  it  is  clothing  and 
possible  to  see  into  theip.  Bedding. 

The  bedding  is  very  suflBcient,  except  that  no  sheetg  are  alloyv^c) ; 
this,  however,  seems  to  be  qonsistent  with  the  national  custom— even 
respectable  people  in  n^ost  parts  of  Wales,  as  I  atn  informed,  not 
being  in  the  habit  of  rpaking  use  of  them.  Prisor^  clothing  is  al- 
lowed to  convicted  prisoners,  but  those  before  trial  we^r  their  p>vn.

H«dth.  The  surgeon  attends  twice  a  week,  or  oftener  if  required  ;  he  k 

not  called  upon  to  examine  prisoners  on  admission,  nor  are  then 
any  reception-cells  in  which  they  could  be  detained  for  sask 
examination.  He  is  not  required  to  see  and  examine  any  prisoners 
who  do  not  apply  to  be  seen  on  account  of  illness^  nor  is  this  pr»c^ 
tice  restricted  to  those  who  are  ^igaged  in  prison  occupations^  hot 
it  is  extended  also  to  prisoners  in  solitary  confinement  by  a  sen- 
tence of  court  and  by  prison  punishments.  There  was  no  sicknfw 
at  the  time  of  my  visit. 

Moni  and         The  chaplaiu  attends  five  days  in  each  week,  at  nine  or  ooe 

SS^^'**'  o'clock.  The  Sunday  duty  consists  of  two  full  services,  one  of 
which  is  followed  by  a  sermon.  On  week-days  select  prayen  are 
read  from  the  Liturgy,  and  the  Lessons  and  Psalms  for  the  d^> 
such  service  occupying  about  20  minutes,  after  which  the  #*>>f^plam 
sees  the  prisoners  in  classes  for  religious  instruction  and  elemeat- 
ary  scholastic  teaching. 

There  being  no  schoolmaster  employed,  the  prisoners  make  littk 
progress  ;  those  who  read  Welsh  are  allowed  Welsh  books,  but  do 
not  receive  any  instruction  in  that  language. 

PnnUhments.  The  puuishments  arise  chiefly  out  of  the  defects  of  the  discipline, 
being  generally  inflicted  for  breaches  of  the  rule  of  silence,  when- 
ever those  infractions  are  discovered;  as,  however,  there  can  be 00 
proper  supervision  maintained,  the  greater  number  of  those  ofifenoes 
are  committed  with  impunity.  Some  punishments  have  been  inflicted 
on  prisoners  for  pilfering  bread  from  each  other — an  offence  to 
which  also  their  improper  proximity  gives  occasion. 

Labour.  There  is  no  labour  performed  in  the  prison  in  the  summer  sea- 

son, except  that  of  the  treadmill ;  but  the  demands  for  stone  in 
the  repair  of  the  county  roads  gives  occasion  to  the  employment  of 
some  prisoners  during  a  part  of  the  year  in  stone-breaking.  Tbe 
latter  occupation,  like  tne  former,  is  quite  unproductive ;  as  tbe 
expense  of  conveyance  is  often  as  great  as  the  profit  arising  from 
breaking  the  stones.  Nevertheless  the  governor  is  of  opinion  that 
stone-breaking  is  the  best  employment  for 'those  prisoners  who  hare 
been  engaged  in  agriculture  (by  far  the  larger  number),  and  that 
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.   is  not   open  to  many  of  the  objecUons  which  apply  to  the  use  of 
tie  treadwoeel. 

T*he  treadmill  is  placed  in  a  very  bad  situation^  being  built,  as  it 

rere,  into  the  boundary  wall,  and  the  space  occupied  by  prisoners 

employed  upon  it  is  very  confined  and  oppressive.    In  summer  the 

Tvork  on  the  wheel  begins  at  half-past  six,  and  is  continued  until 

^ight, —  begins  again  at  ten,  and  is  continued  till  twelve, — begins 

atgain  at   one,  and  continues  until  six,  at  one  spell.     The  space  in 

^n^hich  the  wheel  is  placed  measures  only  10  feet  2  inches  in  length, 

and  from  the  convexity  of  the  wheel  to  the  front  wall  only  3  feet 

8  inches.     The  only  supply  of  air  is  admitted  through  2  small 

^windows,  measuring  16  inches  by  1 1  inches,  (only  one  of  which 

leads  into  the  open  air,)  and  the  door,  measuring  6  feet  by  2  feet 

8  inches,  with  a  grating  over  it  that  measures  2  feet  by  1  foot.     It 

lias  been  often  suggested  that  the  enlargement  of  the  door  would 

render  the  place  more  supportable ;  but  even  this  simple  expedient 

bas  not  been  adopted. 

The  staff  includes  the  governor,  chs^lain,  surgeon,  matron,  and  stair. 
two  turnkeys,  the  instruction  of  the  prisoners  by  a  schoolmaster 
not  being  provided  for. 

The  expenditure  for  the  last  year  has  amounted  to  820/.  and  Books  and  * 
included  the  following  principal  items  in  round  numbers  : —  Eipenditw.

The  receipts  in  the  same  period  have  been  151/.,  of  which  148/. 

have  been  paid  by  the  Government  for  the  maintenance  of  prisoners 

and  the  removal  of  convicts. 

The  registers  of  the  governor  arc  very  well  kept,  but  the  accounts 

of  expenditure  are  not  within  his  department.     The  contracts  too 

for  provisions  for  the  use  of  the  gaol  are  made  by  the  magistrates 

at  trie  Shire-hall. 

The  class  of  debtors  have  a  larger  space  devoted  to  tnem,  in  Dobcon. 
proportion  to  their  numbers,  than  the  criminal  prisoners ;  but  the 
arrangements  for  their  separation  and  classification  are  quite  as  de- 
fective and  objectionable.     The  rooms  occupied  by  day,  by  male 
and  female  debtors,  are  not  only  within  sight  of  each  other,  but 
they  open  into  one  passage,  which  is  used  by  debtors  of  both  sexes ; 
and  as  there  is  no  supervision  over  them,  they  can  associate  at 
pleasure,  although  such  association  is  nominally  forbidden  by  the 
rules.    The  airing-yard  is  common  to  both  sexes,  as  is  also  the 
water-closet ;  nor  does  the  evil  end  here,  for  the  visitors  of  all  the 
debtors,  who  are  not  subject  like  themselves  to  punishment  for  the 
infraction  of  prison  rules,  have  the  same  facilities  of  intercourse. 
The  debtors  committed  by  County  Courts  have  lately  become 
more  numerous ;  but  no  corresponding  increase  has  isken  place 
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ih  those  coihmttted  under  eJtediHon.  The  defeictive  ^i^ebminodar 
tion  of  the  prison  leads  to  the  daily  and  habitual  violatioti  of  the 
most  sJilutary  provisions  of  the  law,  in  proof  of  which  I  may  mfia- 
tibn  that  there  is  scarcely  a  night  in  the  year  Iti  which  tbany  naii 
prisoners  do  ndt  sleep  by  i^o  in  a  cell^  dnd  therefore,  as  estch  eeS 
only  contains  one  bei  by  two  in  a  bed. 


BRECON.—CDUNTt  AND  BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOtT&E. 

There  being  no  county  lock-up  bouse  within  ths  tfro  huaciredB 
or  diitricts  of  Mertbyr  and  Penkelly,  an  arrangemeat  has  ban 
made  with  the  borough  magist rates  for  the  lock-up  house  of  tlw 
borough  of  Brecon  being  appropriated  for  the  receptioa  of  owa^if 
prisoners^  in  oompensatioQ  for  which  each  of  the  hundreds  alliwM 
to  contributes  30/.  per  annum  towards  the  salary  of  the  reakiit 
Superintendent — an  arrangement  which  is  found  to  be  adTantageeiis 
to  all  partien* 

The  building  possesses  the  common  fault  ef  being  e^oeecUaglf 
damp,  A*ohi  having  a  level  below  that  of  the  suitoundiiig  earth. 
At  the  time  of  my  inspection,  although  in  the  summer  seaMi^  the 
water  was  running  down  the  walls.  There  are  2  cells,  14  feet  bv 
12,  and  9  feet  high,  paved  with  stone  \  and  a  third,  called  the  dars 
cell,  having  a  borrotved  light  fVom  one  of  the  others^  is  9  feet 
square.  There  were  orifi;iu|lly  fire-grates  in  both  the  larger  ceUs» 
but  a  prisoner  having  pulled  out  one  of  the  bars  and  nearly  effected 
his  escape  by  means  of  it,  that  grate  has  been  removed^  but  the 
other  still  remains.  There  are  so  many  bars  in  the  cells  as  to  en- 
courage attempts  at  escape  or  suicide,  A  short  time  previously 
to  tny  visit,  a  woman  had  attempted  the  latter  by  tying  herself  by 
the  neck  to  the  grate  by  one  of  her  garters.  The  neglect  a 
meant!  of  security  is  strikingly  shown  in  the  window  of  the  prin- 
cipal cell,  which  has  the  appearance  of  being  secured  by  bars  ;  but 
iipon  examination  it  is  seen  that  the  bars  are  only  fastened  to  the 
frame  of  the  window,  and  are  not  let  into  the  wall,  so  that,  instead 
of  giving  strength  to,  they  derive  all  their  support  from  the  window- 
frame.  A  man  who  conducted  me  over  the  premises  observed, 
with  as  much  simplicity  as  justice,  that  the  building  was  nearly  as 
bad  as  the  county  gaol,  and  quite  unfit  to  put  a  Christian  into.  It 
should  have  been  mentioned  that  each  of  the  large  cells  contains  a 
barrack-bed  and  some  coverlets  for  the  prisoners,  but  no  bedding 
of  any  other  kind. 

Much  improvement  would  be.  effected  in  the  salubrity  of  this 
buildbg  by  taking  away  2  or  3  feet  of  earth  all  round  it,  and  by 
makitifi;  a  good  drain,  which  does  not  ejcist  at  present. 

In  tne  year  preceding  my  visit  IScodnly  prisoners  and  70  from 
th^  bdlrdugh  Were  confined  here,  of   whom   Id  Were  femaleii.

CRICKHOWEL..^OOUN'nr  LOCK-UP  Houac 

'Fhis  Ibck^up  house  consists  of  a  stuperintendent^s  house  and  4 
^lls.     The  house  is  upon  a  larger  scale  than  most  of  the  similar 
establishments  in  this  cdunty.     Two  of  the  cells  are  situate  on  the 
ground  floor,  arid  2  above 'those  on  the  ground  floor  measure  12 
*efet  by  7  feet  8  inched,  and  are  6  feet  6  inches  high,  paved  with 
Drick.     There  is  ah  ifoii  bedstead  iti  each,  with  the  necessary  bed- 
ling,  but  so  dreadfully  damp  as  to  be  unfit  for  Use.     It  has  been 
attempt^  to  counteract  this  by  a  stove  built  on  one  side,  but  this, 
although  it  consumes  a  great  deal  of  fuel,  does  not  dry  or  wami 
the  cells*     The  windows  of  the  cells  are  glazed,  but  the  glass  is 
generally  broken.     Nothing  can  possibly  be  worse  contrived  than 
the  approadi  to  these  cells,  which  is  by  two  flights  of  steps  down 
which  it  would  be  dangerous  to  take  a  refractory  prisoner.     If  the 
lower  cells  are  to  continue  to  be  used,  an  approach  should  be  made 
to  them  from  the  lower  road  at  the  back  of  the  building,  and  an 
eflicient  mode  of  warming  them  should  be  adopted.     There  are 
two  celk  above  those  described,  which  are  approached  through  the 
bouse ;  they  are  $ibout  8  feet  6  inches  b^  /  feet  8  inches,  have 
glazed  windows,  iron  bedsteads  and  bedding,  and  are  paved  with 
stone :  these  are  drier  and  warmer  than  the  lower  cells,  though 
heated  by  the  same  stove ;  they  are  not  possessed  of  the  same 
strength  as  tne  others,  but,  as  the  superintendent  sleeps  imme- 
diately over  them,  there  is  little  risk  of  an  outbreak. 

The  superintecident's  house  is  scarcely  less  damp  than  the  cells, 
and  ^t  the  time  of  my  inspection  the  paper  was  actually  dropping 
oif  the  reeking  walls.  The  following  return  states  the  number  of 
prisoners  received  in  the  year : —

Another  station  with  4  celU  was  built  two  years  ago  at  Brynmawn,

and  about  twelve  from  Merthyr ;  but  I  have  not  visited  iu 


DBVYNIIOCK.--C0Uimr  LOCK.UP  HOUSB. 

This  building  htid  a  very  respectable  appearance,  bring  built  d  f 
stone,  but  it  is  open  to  many  objections,  some  of  which  ^ould 
admit  of  an  easy  remedy.    It  was  buik  m  1844,  and  contains 
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a  residence  for  a  policeman  and  his  family,  besides  two  ceOs  far 
prisoners.  The  officer's  quarters  are  very  confiDed,  althongt 
occupying  two  floors,  for  the  area  of  his  house  is  precisely  that  d 
the  cells  beneath.  There  are  two  cells,  measuring  8  feet  8  indiB 
by  6  feet  10  inches,  and  about  8  feet  in  height,  having  a  barrack- 
bed  in  each,  and  an  open  fireplace.  The  floors  are  of  stoae. 
and  the  walls  exceedingly  damp,  owing  in  great  measire  ts 
the  earth  which  has  b^  excavated  for  the  building  coims; 
up  to  the  level  of  the  top  of  the  cells.  The  bedding  is  very  good. 
but  at  the  time  of  my  inspection,  in  warm  weather,  i^as  so  wk 
that  water  might  have  been  wrung  out  of  it,  nor  were  the  oflioer's 
quarters  mucii  drier  than  the  cells.  The  cells  open  into  ai 
airing-yard  by  wooden  doors,  above  which  are  gratings  and  glass 
windows.  The  airing-yard  is  19  feet  by  8  feet,  very  damp,  and  unsaie 
for  prisoners  to  be  trusted  in,  as  any  moderate  climber  couU 
easily  get  over  the  wall.  In  the  comer  is  a  privy  without  an; 
drainage  from  it. 


BUILTH.-<;OUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

This  building  is  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town  of  Built h,  and, 
being  upon  the  borders  of  Radnorshire,  is  used  as  a  lock-up  house 
for  the  two  counties,  with  a  view  to  which  reciprocation  the 
magistrates  resident  in  the  neighbourhood  are  generally  in  the 
commission  for  both  counties,  it  consists  of  a  residence  for  the 
superintendent,  and  two  cells  for  prisoners,  measuring  8  feet 
8  inches  by  7  feet  2  inches,  with  a  height  of  8  feet :  each 
cell  contains  a  bed  and  a  sufficient  supply  of  bed-clothes; 
there  is  a  fireplace  in  each  cell,  and  a  small  grated  window, 
more  calculated  for  ventilation  than  for  the  admission  of  light 
No  allowance  is  made  to  the  keeper  for  coal,  either  for  himself  or 
the  prisoners,  although,  from  the  dampness  of  the  situation,  it  is 
necessary  to  bum  a  good  deal  in  the  cells.  The  number  of 
prisoners  occasionally  confined  here  has  been  considerable  ;  on  one 
occasion  it  amounted  to  12.  The  total  numbers  in  the  several 
recent  years  have  been  as  follows: — in  1844,  144;  in  1845,  74; 
in  1846,  46;  in  1847,  47  ;  in  1848,  39. 

The  whole  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  this  lock-up  house 
is  paid  by  the  county  of  Brecon.  James  Powell,  the  keeper, 
receives,  m  addition  to  his  annual  stipend,  9rf.  per  mile  for  the 
conveyance  of  prisoners  to  Brecon  County  Gaol,  and  8rf.  for  their 
removal  to  Presteign :  the  reason  of  the  difference  is  not  explained. 
The  prisoners  are  generally  required  to  walk,  which  is  a  most 
insecure  mode  of  transit ;  but  when  they  refuse  to  walk,  thesuperin* 
tendent  is  obliged  to  pay  for  a  cart  for  their  conveyance  at  his 
own  expense.

CARDIGAN.— COUNTY  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OP  CORRSCTION. 

Pme  coDstructioQ  of  this  inconvenient^  ill-built>   and  insecure  FHKmDdui- 
prison  having  been  minutely  described  in  the  14th  Report,  it  is  '*^ 
Dnly  necessary  to  add  with  reference  to  it,  that  the  frequent  and 
daring  escapes  which  have  continually  occurred  have  induced  the 
magistrates  to  place  iron  gates  at  the  top  of  the  staircases  leading 
to  the  sleeping  cells,  as  recommended  in  my  Report,  with  a  view 
to   afford  some  security  against  similar  occurrences.     It  must  be 
observed,  however,  that  this  precaution  is  only  partially  effectual. 
By  excluding  the  prisoners  from  their  sleeping  cells  during  the 
day>  it  undoubtedly  prevents  in  a  great  measure  the  successful 
adoption  of  means  for  breaching  the  walls  of  the  cells,  but  all  the 
other  walls  of  the  prison  are  so  weakly  built  as  to  afford  tempta- 
tion for  similar  attempts,  as  was  shown  in  the  most  recent  escape, 
vrhich  was  effected  by  breaking  through  the  west  wall  of  the  tread- 
wheel  room,  a  feat  which  was  accomplished  by  two  prisoners  in 
twenty  minutes.    The  drainage  of  the  prison  is  still  as  defective  as 
ever,  as  is  evinced  by  the  dampness  of  the  passages  and  cells,  and 
by  the  water  lyine  m  the  airing-yards  even  in  summer.     As  at 
my  previous  visit,  I  found  some  of  the  airing-vards  so  damp  as  to 
be  unfit  for  occupation,  notwithstanding  that  the  summer  had  been 
unusually  dry.     It  would  afford  some  mitigation  of  these  defects 
that  gutters,  similar  to  those  in  the  debtors*  vard,  should  be  made 
in  the  other  yards,  and  that  they  should  all  be  flagged.

The  provisions  for  personal  cleanliness  are  defective,  as  ttiQ  deanUiMM. 
prisoners  cannot  wash  separately  in  their  cells,  and  are  therefore 
obliged  to  do  so  together  in  the  yards.  There  is  a  bath  in  the 
prison^  but  it  has  not  been  used  within  the  recollection  of  the 
governor,  extending  over  many  years.  The  cells  and  passages 
were  tolerably  clean. 

No  prison  dress  is  allowed  to  untried  prisoners,  unless  their  cjotwag  and 
own  clothes  are  quite  unfit  for  use,  or  are  required  to  be  produced  "'* 
as  evidence.  All  the  convicted  prisoners  are  clothed  throughout. 
The  cleanly  and  economical  custom  of  allowing  sheets  to  prisoners 
has  not  been  adopted  here,  but  in  other  respects  the  bedding  b 
su6Scient ;  although  it  is  impossible  to  approve  of  the  practice 
of  placing  several  prisoners  to  sleep  together  on  a  barrack-bed, 
virtually  under  the  same  clothing.  ^  I 
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w«t.  The  dietary  of  the  prison,  which  was  objected  to  in  the  li« 

Report,  has  been  changed  for  that  recommended  by  the  Secntey 
of  State  in  December,  1849 ;  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  receive  &« 
the  governor  an  assurance  to  the  same  effect  as  that  I  hafe 
repeatedly  received  elsewhere,  that  the  adoption  of  the  lato 
dietary  has  had  the  effect  of  diminishing,  and^  indeed,  almost  of 
extinfi^uishing,  the  commitments  for  vagrancy.  As  long  as  tbe 
food  furnished  to  prisoners  is  the  same  whatever  may  be  tlte  lengtk 
of  their  sentences*  the  diet  of  such  a  prison  will  act  as  an  invitatioa 
to  this  class  of  offenders ;  but  it  is  found  that  a  graduated  dietan, 
in  which  the  lowest  possible  amount  of  food,  consistent  with  tbe 
maintenance  of  health,  is  given  to  short-sentenced  pnsooen, 
operates  far  more  powerfully  than  treadmills,  or  any  other  kind  rf 
labour,  in  discouraging  them.  The  bread,  unlike  that  in  mo^ 
Welsh  prisons,  is  made  partly  of  wheat  and  partly  of  bart«y. 
The  average  cost  of  the  dietary  is  2^.  2\d.  per  week  for  eaffc 
prisoner. 

HMith.  The  surgeon  is  required  to  attend  at  the  prison  twice  ^^'^ 

or  more  frequendy  on  emergencies.  Since  my  last  inspection « 
has  adopted  a  book  in  which  to  enter  the  medicines  prescribed ;  ^ 
as  some  misapprehension  appeared  still  to  exist  as  to  tbe  preeat 
manner  in  which  the  particulars  of    cases  and   the  medici»« 

Erescribed  are  required  to  be  recorded,  and  as  no  rules  oast  or 
is  guidance,  I  called  his  attention  to  these  defects,  ^^^^^^j^JJ  ' 
readily  undertook  to  remedy.     The  epidemic  of  cholera  ia  l5*l 
did  not  extend  to  this  town  or  prison. 
Mormimnd         The  chaplaius  attend  three  times  a  week;  on  Sunday  P^^* 
2^[gjJ|||^- ing  Divine  Service  and  preaching  a  sermon,  and  on  owerw? 
conversing  privately  with  some  of  the  prisoners.     No  schoolmasta 
is  employed,  neither  are  any  books  provided  for  such  P^^'lf"^ 
can  read,  except  Bibles  and  Prayer-books,  in  the  English  a» 
Welsh  languages. 

Punishment  for  prison  offences  generally  consists  in  stoppit^* 
part  of  the  food,  and  confining  offenders  in  a  dark  cell.  Two  fljeQ 
were  placed  in  irons  last  year  for  an  attack  upou  the  tamfj^ 
the  magistrates'  order  for  which  was  recorded  in  due  f*^ 
specifying  the  time  (14  days)  for  which  the  restraint  was  to  oi 
continued. 

The  only  labour  performed  is  that  of  the  treadmill  ^  ^°^ 
unproductive.     Such  prisoners  as  are  not  employed  on  the  trew 
mill  are  occasionally  engaged  in  picking  oakum,  but  this  is 
done  with  any  regularity. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  the  governor,  chaplain*  sj^ 
geon,  matron,  and  a  single  turnkey.     The  late  governor,  aft«r 
years'  service,  has  been  superannuated  on  a  pension  of  lO/.  P^ 
num.   The  cooking,  which  has  hitherto  been  performed  hy  *f?*^  | 
hired  for  the  purpose,  is  in  future  to  be  done  oy  a  prisoner  ff»tB 
any  supervision, — a  most  objectionable  arrangement.  r^  k         T 
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The  expenditure  in  the  last  year  has  amounted  to  621/.  15f.,  the

The  receipts  hare  only  reached  5/.,  exclusive  of  the  payments  of 
the  Treasury  for  prisoners*  maintenance  and  removal  of  trans- 
ports. 

The  provisions  are  purchased  by  contract : —  Kxpenditait.

Meat,  Ad  per  lb. ;  Beef  weighed  without,  and  Mutton 

with  bone.

Although  this  prison  receives  debtors  from  all  the  counties,  very  D^bton. 
few  are  committed.    The  county  courts  have  only  furnished  one 
within  the  year.    The  accommodation  for  this  class  is  therefore 
ample,  and  when  not  required  for   them  is  used  by  criminal 
prisoners  picking  oakum. 

I  have  still  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  rules  for  the  ocneni  on. 
management  of  the  prison  and  conduct  of  officers  have  been  certi- 
fied by  the  Secretary  of  State ;  neither  has  the  new  dietary,  although 
quite  unobjectionable,  received  the  sanction  of  the  same  authority. 

The  turnkey  has  no  room  provided  for  him,  a  deficiency  which 
might  easily  be  remedied  by  appropriating  to  that  purpose  a  part 
of  the  entrance  hall,  which  is  now  quite  useless.  It  would  also  add 
much  to  the  efficiency  of  this  officer  that  he  should  be  dressed  in 
uniform,  by  which  he  would  be  distinguished  from  the  untried 
prisoners.  A  prison  van  should  be  provided  for  the  conveyance 
of  criminals  to  Aberayron  for  trial  at  the  Quarter-sessions.  It  is 
impossible  that  the  removal  to  and  from  so  distant  a  place,  in  a 
common  cart^  can  be  effected  without  much  risk  of  escape  or 
rescue  of  prisoners,  or  without  admitting  improper  communication 
taking  place  between  them  and  their  friends. 


CARDIGAN.— LOCK-UP  H0U9R  AND  POLICE  STATION.: 

Adopting  the  suggestion  in  the  last  Report^  the  magistrates 
have  converted  the  old  gaol  of  Cardigan,  which  had  long  been 
abandoned,  to  the  purposes  of  a  lock-up  bouse  and  police-station, 
affordingabundant  accommodation  for  the  number  of  prisoners  likely 
to  be  committed  to  it.  By  this  separation  of  the  lock-up  house 
from  the  couuty  gaol  much  advantage  will  be  obtainedi  for  it 
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sometimes  happened  that  the  officers  of  the  gaol  were  called  ool 
of  their  beds  several  times  in  the  night,  to  receiye  drutiken  <;harges, 
who  could  only  be  detained  in  those  parts  of  the  prison  whic^ 
already  insufficient  for  their  proper  inmates. 


OATlMAtiTHEWSaiBl!^ 

CARMARTHIBN.— CbtJNTT  GAOL  AND  HOUSB  OP  CORRBCTION. 

Pt^on  Bnfld-  Tais  prison  now  receives  the  commitments  from  the  borough  as 
*"***  well    as  those   from  the  county,  the  borough  gaol  having  beea 

abolished.     The  prison  buildings  are  inconvemently  constructed, 
rery  little  accommodation  being  obtained  in  proportion  to  the  space 
occupied.     The  part  devoted  to  male  criminals  is  divided  into 
two  parts,  one  of  which  is  called  the  ^  Trebanda,'*  the  other  the 
"  House  of  Correction.'*    The  trebanda  is  a  large  building  coeval 
with  the  original  ereption  of  the  prison^  consisting  of  two   parts, 
one  devoted  to  untried  prisoners,  the  other  to  the  convicted.      Tht 
first  contains  a  dav-room  paved  with  stone,   and   exceedingly 
damp,  except  in  the  finest  weather.     There  is  one  cell  on  the  ground 
floor,  for  a  single  prisoner,  and  three  in  the  gallery  above,  con- 
taining each4  beds.     The  day^room  has  a  fireplace^  but^  notwith* 
standing  that  advantage,  is  generally  damp,  from  being  paved  with 
stone.  The  cells,  on  the  contrary,  although  not  artificially  warmed, 
have  brick  floors  and  are  always  dry.     In  this  part  of  the  trebanda 
the  cells,  with  one  exception,  have  glass  windows ;  the  bedsteads 
are  oC  wood,  with  straw  mattresses  and  good  bedding,  but  no  sheets 
¥ire  allowed.     The  part  for  criminal  prisoners  has  three  cells  in 
the  gallerv,  pne  of  which  is  taken  for  a  store,  and  a  very  small  day- 
room,  and  2  cells  below,  one  of  which  is  used  as  an  itch  vrard. 
The  store-room  and  one  of  the  upper  cells  are  glazed,  but  tlie 
remainder  are  without  protection  from  th^  outer  air.     In  other 
respects  the  cells  of  this  division  are  supplied  in  the  same  manner 
as  those  already  described.   Each  of  the  divisions  has  a  large  airing- 
yard  with  a  high  wall  surmounted  by  a  chevaux-de-frise,  giving  it  an 
air  of  security,  which  has  been,  however,  proved  to  be  fallacious. 
A  few  months  before  my  visit  a  prisoner  confined  in  the  division 
first  described,  having  escaped  being  locked  into  his  sleeping  cell, 
either  by  design  or  inadvertence  of  one  of  the  turnkeys,  was  ac- 
cidently  discovered  by  the  governor  at  the  top  of  wall,  just  in  time 
to  prevent  his  final  escape,  and  upon  examination  of  die  yard  it 
was  found  that  he  had  succeeded,  by  the  aid  of  a  piece  of  iron 
wrenched  from  a  grate,  itt  dislodging,  raising,  and  conveying  to  the 
comer  of  the  yard,  in  less  than  two  hours,  SSlneavy  flagstones,  many 
of  thetn  measuring  4  feet  6  inches  b3'2  feet,  and  being  from  2  to  3 
bches  in  thickness.     These  he  had  ingeniously  piled  on  each  other 
in  a  tery  systematic  manner,  forming  a  heap  of  about  5  feet  in 
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height,  tirom  which  he  had  easily  attained  the  summit  of  the  wall. 
The  remaining  accommodation  for  male  criminals,  as  has  been 
said,  is  in  the  house  of  correction,  which  faces  the  governor's  house. 
The  lower  part  of  this  building  is  so  extremely  damp  as  to  be 
almost  useless,  with  the  exception  of  a  stnall  room  lately  made  into 
a  work-room  for  picking  oakum,  and  also  used  for  a  day-room  for 
prisoners  tinder  summary  conviction.  The  remaining  cells  on  this 
floor,  although  designed  for  prisoners,  owing  to  their  dampness  are 
used  chiefly  for  lumber.  There  is  a  Well  in  one  of  them,  which 
furnishes  an  insiiflBcient  supply  of  water  to  the  prison,  and  is 
worked  by  a  prisoner ;  and  another  is  used  as  a  refractory-cell. 
The  upper  floor  contains  12  cells,  which  are  never  occupied  by 
more  than  one  prisoner  at  a  time,  the  excess  being  always  located 
in  the  large  cells  of  the  trebanda.  Tliey  measure  9  feet  10  Inches  by 
7  feet  2  inches,  and  are  9  feet  high.  The  floors  are  of  brick ;  the  bed- 
steads of  wood,  with  sufficient  bedding,  inclusive  of  one  sheet,  which, 
for  some  reason  that  I  was  unable  to  discover,  is  an  advantage 
enjoyed  by  prisoners  in  this  division  which  is  not  extended  to  those 
of  the  same  class  in  the  trebanda.  These  cells  have  glazed  windows, 
but  they  are  neither  warmed  nor  ventilated,  and,  like  other  parts 
of  the  prison,  are  destitute  of  alarums.  As  no  officer  sleeps  in  this 
division,  prisoners  might  easily  converse  from  cell  to  cell  during 
the  night.  Below  the  basement  of  this  building  are  2  dark  cells,  mea- 
suring 7  feet  3  inches  square  and  7  feet  in  height,  Without  any  warmth 
or  even  a  hole  (br  the  admission  of  air.  The  only  substitute  they 
possess  for  a  bed  is  a  plate  of  iron  supported  by  iron  brackets  fh>m 
the  wall;  upon  this  a  prisoner  under  punishment  sleeps,  sometimes 
for  three  nightS)  without  any  kind  of  bedding,  while  his  system  is 
weakened  by  a  diet  of  bread  and  water.  I  cannot  but  regard  this 
severity  of  punishment  as  unjustifiable  and  dangerous  to  health, 
perhaps  even  to  life.  The  iron  brackets  wrenched  from  the  wall 
would  form  dangerous  weapons,  and  have  already  been  used  for 
a  murderous  assault  upon  one  of  the  officers.  « 

Contiguous  to  the  house  of  correction  is  a  treadmill,  containing 
16  divisions  for  prisoners,  insufficiently  partitioned  from  each 
other. 

The  cook-house  adjoins  the  trebanda^  and  in  it  the  cooking  is 
performed  by  a  convicted  male  prisoner,  without  any  free  person  to 
overlook  him.  At  the  time  of  my  inspection  the  individual  upon 
whom  this  privilege  was  conferred  was  the  same  whose  attempt  at 
escape  has  been  detailed  above — a  circumstance  which  is  more  par- 
ticularly alluded  to,  as  an  illustration  of  the  mischievous  efiect  of 
employing  prisoners  to  perform  the  culinary  operations  without 
supervision,  instances  being  very  common  of  the  greatest  offenders 
in  the  prison  being  promoted  to  the  situation  of  cook,  with  all  its 
privileges  and  opportunities,  merely  because  they  are  best  qualified 
to  cook,  or  have  sufiered  such  long  sentences  as  to  have  acquired 
experience  during  their  imprisomnent. 
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There  are  no  recepdoo-cells  in  the  prison  for  the  confinemeBt^ 
prisoners  before  their  freedom  from  infectious  disease  has  been  asoff- 
tained  by  the  surgeon.  The  prison  is  likemse  unprovided  wbh 
accommodation  for  misdemeanants  of  the  first  divi^on  ;  if  an^ 
such  should  be  in  confinenient^  they  would  have  the  rooDos  aid 
airing-yard  now  used  by  female  debtors. 

The  females'  prison  is  the  most  defective  part  of  the  whole  :  if 
consists  of  a  single  day-room^  which  is  used  as  a  washhouse,  audi 
for  every  other  purpose  except  sleeping ;  the  remaining  acocrai- 
modation  consisting  of  3  sleeping-rooms  coutaim'ng  5   beds,  and 
another  apartment  in  which  new  comers  are  searched.      It  is  moat 
especially  necessary  that  some  improvement  should  be   made  in 
this  division.    The  infirmary  is  a  detached  building  contiguous  to 
the  trebanda^  and  contains  apartments  for  prisoners  of  both  neace^ 
carefully  separated  from  each  other  and  approached  by  separate 
staircases.     Some  of  the  rooms  in  this  biuiding  on  the  ground 
floor  are  so  damp  that  they  have  never  been  used  for  any  purpose; 
and  the  staircases  are  frequendy  quite  wet.     There  are  2  airing- 
yards  attached  to  the  infirmary^  for  prisoners  of  either  sex,  and  a 
bath,  which  if  better  placed  might  be  used  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  prison,  there  being  no  bath  elsewhere.     The  drainage  oi  the 
prison  is  very  defective:  the  water-closets  are  offensive  througboal* 
partly  from  the  want  of  a  sufficient  fall  in  the  drains,  and  partij 
from  a  deficiency  of  water.

aeaniinew.  On  teceptioii  prisoners  are  washed  in  a  tub,  there  being  no  bath 
in  the  prison  except  that  above  alluded  to  in  the  infirmanr,  which 
id  almbst  Useless  in  its  present  situation,  from  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  water.  The  prisoners  wash  themselves  daily  in  a  tub 
in  the  yard^  in  the  presence  of  each  other — always  highly  objection- 
able. Their  hair  is  cut  monthly.  The  wards  and  cells  of  the 
prison  are  kept  clean. 

ciotbiag  and  The  pHson  clothing  for  the  county  prisoners  is  of  cloth ;  for  those 
of  the  Iwrough,  oi  fiistian.  Befbre  trial  prisoners  wear  their  own 
clothes,  not  beinff  allowed  the  optibn  of  the  prison  dress  unless 
their  own  should  oe  unserviceable.  They  wear  clogs^  and  stockings 
are  allowed  only  in  winter.  There  being  but  one  prison  dress, 
and  that  parti-coloured,  the  law  which  forbids  the  clothing  of 
untried  prisoners  in  parti-coloured  apparel  is  infringed. 
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'Yhe  diet  has  lately  been  altered,  but  the  alteration  has  not  recei?ed  niec 

lie  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State :  it  is  as  follows  t—

Prisoners  under  punishment  in  the  refractory  cells,  I  lb.  of  bread  only  per  diem. 
The  ioop  to  contain,  each  quart,  3  ounces  of  meat  without  bone,  2  ounces  of  oatmeal, 
and  1  ounce  of  rice,  with  a  due  proportion  of  vegetables,  herbs,  &c.,  and  the  gruelto 
contain  2  ounces  of  meal  per  pint. 

Previously  to  the  introduction  of  the  above  dietary  all  prisoners 
received  the  same  amount  of  food,  whatever  might  be  the  letigih 
of  their  sentences.  The  principle  of  gradual  ion  now  adopted  na^ 
been  found  very  distasteful  to  the  vagrant  population^  very  few 
commitments  for  vagrancy  having  taken  place  since  its  adop- 
tion. 

The  surgeon  attends  at  the  prison  almost  daily,  and  makes  He»ith. 
extra  visits  as  frequently  as  may  be  necessary.  His  register  is 
kept  in  a  clear  manner.  A  single  case  of  cholera  occurred  iii  the 
prison  during  the  time  of  its  great  prevalence  in  the  town,  but  it 
did  not  prove  fatal.  It  would  be  very  desirable  that  the  surgeon 
should  see  daily,  as  a  matter  of  course,  all  prisoners  in  close  connne- 
ment  for  prison  offences. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  daily,  and  perfurms  two  services  on  Mor»i  and 
JSunday  with  one  sermon.  The  service  is  perrormed  alternately  m  ttroction. 
Welsh  and  English.  For  a  small  portion  of  ench  day,  except 
Sunday,  the  chaplain  keeps  school,  which  is  attended  by  9  or  10 
prisoners.  He  takes  much  pains  in  the  instruction  of  the  prisoners, 
feome  of  whom  make  considerable  progress.  In  consideration  of 
the  scholastic  part  of  his  duty,  an  addition  of  '2S)L  has  been  made  to 
his  salary.  The  supply  of  books  is  moderately  good,  and  an 
addition  was  about  to  be  made  to  it  at  the  time  of  my  inspection.  ^  ^ 
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The  chapel  is  extremely  confined,  the  parts  occupied  by  _ 
being  so  close  around  the  desk  that  the  chaplain  caa  odIj  seei 
very  small  number  at  a  time.  The  women  have  no  acholatfit 
instruction, 
punuh.  The  punishments  generally  consist  of  bread  and  wat^*  & 
mrntt.  j^  ^^  refractory-cell,  but  the  underground  dai^  cells  have  htat 
used  24  times  in  the  course  of  the  la^  year. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  the  governor,  matron,  dap- 
lain,  surgeon,  and  two  turnkeys. 
Expeniiitnre.     The  provisious  are  bought  by  contract :  the  price  of  meat,  indnd- 
ingbone,  is  by  the  present  contract  3itL  per  lb. ;  flour  32#.  peraacL 
The  bread  is  made  and  baked  in  the  prison.

Ubour.       Some  of  the  prisoners  who  belong  to  trades  which  can  be  made 
useful  in  the  prison  are  allowed  to  work  at  them.     In  this  mamer 
much  of  the  clothing  is  manufactured,  6  or  7  suits  only  bein^ 
purchased  annually  from  without.     The  other  kinds  of  labour  are 
the  picking  of  oakum  and  that  of  the  treadwheel;  the  latter  is 
entirely  unproductive,  and  little  profit  is  made  by  the  former. 
Debeon.      The  accommodatiou  for  debtors  is  better  in  proportion  than  that 
of  the  criminal  prisoners,  but  such  of  their  cells  as  are  situated  on  the 
ground  floor  are,  like  the  rest  of  the  prison,  very  damp  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year.     Five  are  so  situated,  and  three  on  the  floor  above, 
which  are  of  a  more   comfortable  kind.     ITie  cells  generally 
measure  12  feet  by  9  feet,  and  are  9  feet  high :  a  damp  stone  pas- 
sage leads  to  them  from  the  chapel-yard,  and  it  is  the  custom  for 
visitors  to  the  debtors,  unless  they  belong  to  their  own  families,  to 
converse  with  them  through  the  iron  gate  of  this  passage,  the 
visitor  being  unsheltered  from  the  rain.    A  few  shillings  wodd 
remedy  this  obvious  defect.      The  yard  and  cells  designed  for 
female  debtors  were  occupied  at  the  time  of  my  visit  by  male 
debtors  committed  by  the  County  Court.

Their  influaoce 
and  usefulness  would  be  much  increased  if  they  were  albwed 
uniforms. 
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CARMARTHBN.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSK. 

Iliis  building  previously  to  my  last  visit  bad  been  enlarged 
by    the  addition  of  a  new  cell^  which  would  in  some  measure 
iinprove  the  accommodation.     The  available  room  for  prisoners 
then  consisted  of  two  cells,  7  feet  by  7  feet  6  inches,  and  6  feet 
6     inches  in  height.     One    contained   a  wooden   bedstead,   and 
tlie  other  a  bench,  not  even  straw  being  allowed  to  the  prisoners ; 
the  excuse  assigned  for  this,  in  my  opinion  a  very  insufficient 
one>  was  that  prisoners  are  never  kept  here  more  than  one  night, 
eiLcept  they  are  apprehended  on  a  Saturday,  when  they  remain 
for  two ;  prisoners  on  remand  being  taken  to  the  county  gaol.    That 
the  number  of  persons  subjected  to  this  treatment  is  not  inconsider- 
able is  proved  by  the  fact  diat  in  the  course  of  a  single  year  no  less 
than  247  prisoners  had  been  locked  up,  each  for  at  least  a  nighty 
in  these  miserable  cells. 

The  keeper  having  been  in  a  state  of  intoxication  at  the  time 
of  my  last  inspection,  and  the  superintendent  of  police  having 
informed  me  that  he  had  more  than  once  seen  him  in  the  same  • 
condition,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  report  him  to  the  Town  Council,  in 
the  expectation  that  a  person  so  unfit  for  his  ^trust  would  be  re- 
moved from  it.  After  my  d^arture  from  the  town  the  complaint 
was  investirated,  but,  although  the  charge  of  intoxication  was 
proved  by  the  reluctant  testimony  of  the  superintendent,  the  Town 
Council  satisfied  themselves  by  reprimanding  the  keeper. 

The  account  of  the  building  and  the  number  of  prisoners  given 
above  was  derived  from  my  notes  at  a  previous  visit,  the  keeper's 
condition  and  violent  conduct  rendering  him  incaple  of  afibrding 
any  information  on  the  last  occasion. 


.  LLANDILOFAWR-— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

The  Quarter-sessions  being  held  here  alternately  with  Carmar- 
then, it  is  of  course  requisite  that  a  commodious  lock-up  house 
should  exist,  in  which  prisoners  brought  over  from  Carmarthen 
for  trial  may  be  safely  detained  pending  the  sessions.  It  will  be 
seen  however,  by  the  following  description,  that  security  has  not 
been  sufficiendy  considered,  and  that  the  accommodation  is  far  from 
adequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  its  periodical  application. 
It  consists  of  two  cells  under  the  Town-hall,  and  two  more  in  a 
detached  building  behind ;  the  former,  long  and  narrow,  measure  16 
feet  by  5  feet  9  inches,  and  are  nearly  10  feet  in  height;  the  latter 
are  11  feet  long,  by  9  feet  2  inches  in  width,  with  the  same  height. 
The  windows  of  the  new  cells  last  described  had  been  glazed,  but 
were  all  broken  at  the  time  of  my  inspection.  With  a  view  to 
warming  the  cells  a  furnace  is  built  in  the  front  wall,  having  a  pipe 
traversing  both  the  cells ;  this  is  very  necessary,  as  the  wall^  although 
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built  a  year  prewud j  to  my  inspection,  was  very  damp  :  it  is  ssH 
that  a  fire  is  kept  in  it  constantly  from  October  to  March.     Tht 
interior  of  the  walls  had  been  whitened,  but  was  yeiy  dirty :  sk 
of  the  cells  contained  an  iron  bedstead,  with  rery  good   beddi^. 
but  the  other  was  devoid  of  those  comforts.     The  narrow  cA 
before  alluded  to  are  destitute  of  all  means  of  artificial   wannti 
but  from  their  situation  under  the  Town-hall  are  drier  than  xrs 
others ;  there  is  a  small  grating  over  the  door  of  each,  which  is  net 
glazed.     At  the  time  of  my  visit  these  cells  contained  no  bedstead, 
but  I  was  assured  that  it  was  intended  to  supply  ih&m.      The  odr 
water-closets  are  in  the  yard ;  but  such  is  the  insecurity  of  tfee 
building,  that  it  would  not  be  safe  to  trust  a  prisoner  in  the  yard 
for  a  moment  unobserved.     The  new  building  first  described  b  so 
near  the  wall  on  one  side,  that  any  man  of  ordinary  clirabii^ 
powers  might  easily  effect  his  escape.     The  stones    fuming  the 
coping  of  the  building,  too,  project  so  far  from  the  wall,  thai  aiy- 
body  might  get  to  the  roof  and  over  the  wall  in  that  directioa 
Although  the  proper  supervision  of  this  lock-up  house  is  a  matter 
of  great  importance,  especially  in  January  and  July,  when  the 
sessions  are  held  at  Llandilo,  no  officer  resides  upon  the  qx>t. 
It  would  appear  very  desirable  that  an  intelligent  superintendeDt 
should  reside  at  the  Town-hall,  and  should  be  made    responaUf 
for  the  safe  custody  of  the  prisoners.     This,  however,  would  do? 
dispense  with  the  necessity  of  adopting  some  measures  for  securing 
those  parts  of  the  building  which  have  been  pointed  out   above  as 
the  most  likely  to  invite  attempts  at  escape. 

No  written  records  are  kept  of  the  number  of  prisoners  admitted 
into  this  lock-up  house  ;  it  is  said  that  4  or  5  is  the  largest  number 
that  have  been  confined  in  either  of  the  large  cells  at  one  time,  hot 
that  8  or  9  have  been  simultaneously  confined  in  the  old. 


LLANGADDOCK.— COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

This  lock-up  house  is  situated  at  the  enttance  of  the  town  fren 
Llandilo ;  it  had  been  built  two  ye^rs  a4  the  time  of  my  inspection, 
but  had  not  then  been  occupied  by  prisoners.  It  contains  two 
cells  opening  into  a  passage,  which  communicates  by  a  trap-door 
with  the  room  above*  that  the  magistrates  may  hear  the  cas^  of 
the  prisoners  there,  without  the  necessity  of  taking  them  out  in 
sight  of  tbe  people. 

The  cells  measure  11  feet  8  inches  by  6  feet  10  inches,  apd  are 
about  6  feet  6  inches  high.  The  ceiling  being  of  wood,  there  kno 
stove  or  other  means  of  warming  them  ;  and  as  the  building  is  not 
bo^nded  on  either  side  by  a  eourt,  no  windows  have  been  made  ia 
the  celky  which  would  hare  enabled  tbe  prisoners  to  communicate 
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ith  persons  ouUide;  so  tba^  the  cells  have  do  gpening  for  the 
im^ission  of  air.  Aq  iroa  bedstead  was  provide  for  each,  with 
^cKl  bedding. 


LLAND0VpBy.-4:0UNTT  LOCK-UP  HOUSE- 

As  at  Llangaddock,  the  cells  ra  this  lock-up  house  are  situated 
>Ti  the  ground  floor,  and  there  is  a  room  abore  for  the  magistrates 
o    hold  petty  sessions,  into  which  the  prisoners  are  conveyed 
h  rough  a  trap-door.     The  cells  are  two  in  number,  measuring 
9  feet  5  inches  by  6  feet,  with  a  height  of  7  feet.    The  only  means 
of   admitting  air  or  light  is  a  hole  in  each  door,  in  consequence  of 
Avhich  the  cells  are  exceedingly  dark,  and,  as  they  are  not  arti- 
ficially warmed,   must  be  very  damp  and  cold  in  winter.     A 
vrindow  in  the  passage  is  so  placed  widi  reference  to  the  hole  in 
one  of  the  doors,  that  not  only  can  prisoners  converse  with  persons 
outside,  but  beer  and  other  prohioited  articles  are  occasionally 
handed  in  to  them  on  a  pole,  and  I  was  informed  that  prisoners 
have  been  seen  drunk  from  this  cause.      It  is  obvious  that  in- 
struments to   effect   their    escape  might  be   conveyed  to  them 
by  the  same  channel. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  remark  upon  the  great  inconvenience  at- 
tending the  mode  which  prevaik  in  Carmarthenshire,  of  having  the 
lock-up  houses  detached  from  the  residence  of  oflScers,  and  entu*ely 
independent  of  the  police.  In  the  present  case  the  keys  are  kept  fay 
a  person  in  the  town,  who  does  not  reside  on  the  spot.  Many 
res<?ues  bave  been  attempted,  and  some  have  been  effected,  in  oon- 
sequence  of  the  want  of  supervision.  The  room  used  by  the  magis- 
trates for  their  pcttv  sessions  would  make  a  sufficiently  convenient 
residence  for  an  omcer  and  his  family. 

In  the  Year  proceeding  my  last  visit  33  prisoners  were  confin^ 
in  this  buUding,  10  of  whom  werp  charged  with  felony,  and  the 
longest  time  for  which  any  were  detained  therein  was  between 
four  and  five  days.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  prisoners  to  be  kept 
there  two  or  three  days. 


NEWCASTLE  EMLYN.-COUNTY  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

Although  this  lock-up  bouae  is  the  only  one  in  this  part  of  die 
county,  it  is  so  small,  so  ilUappoioted,  and  in  such  a  sttite  of 
dilapidation,  as  to  be  quite  unfit  for  the  detention  of  prisoners } 
in  fact,  it  is  stated  that  none  but  drunken  people  are  pat  into  it, 
lest  they  should  escape*  and  that  persons  charged  with  felony 
are  kept  for  greater  security  at  the  constable  s  house.  The 
building  is  a  tnere  cage,  having  two  cells  opening  at  once  into 
the  street.  The  cells  measure  5  feet  4^  inches  by  4  feet  6^  inches ; 
they  have  no  light  except  that  admitted  through  gratings  over 
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the  doors :  it  is  needless  to  say  that  they  are  not  warmed  t  isr 
contain  no  furniture  but  a  bench  fixed  against  the  wall,  aboctf  e 
wide  as  an  ordinary  knife-board.  At  the  time  of  my  inspectiBa 
they  contained  the  dust  and  cobwebs  of  many  years,  and  lk 
doors  were  so  rotten,  that  they  might  have  been  broken  by  t 
child :  at  the  bottom  of  one  was  some  mouldy  straw,  quite  unfit  kt 
a  human  being  to  lie  upon.  There  is  no  residence  coatiguovB  tt 
this  building — a  circumstance  which  would  add  to  the  faciUlj  if 
escape,  if  any  prisoner  chained  with  felony  should  be  ifi- 
advertendy  confined  in  the  cells — an  accident  quite  possible,  a» 
it  appears  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  constables  to  adc^ 
whatever  mode  of  detention  they  may  prefer. 


LLANELLY— LOCK-UP  HOUSE  AND  POUCB45TATION. 

This  lock-up  house  serves  as  a  place  of  detention  forthedistr^ 
comprising  the  parishes  of  Llanelly,   Pembrey,   Llanen,    Llaa- 

S>nnech,  and  Llanedy.     It  consists  of  a  magistrates'  room,  aod 
ree  cells  in  an  adjoining  passage^  the  first  of  which  is  used  ^  a 
stoi-e-room.  The  cells  measure  1 0  feet  by  6  feet,  but,  being  destitute 
of  all  proper  ventilation,  are  extremely  close,  especially  when 
more   than   one  prisoner  is  confined  in  them.     There  are  iroa 
bedsteads  with  straw  upon  them,  but  no  bedding  is  allowed.     Tbe 
floors  being  boarded,  however,  and  the  cells  warmed  by  hot-water 
pipes  circulating  through  them,  no  complaint  can  be  made  of 
want  of  warmth,  and  if  the  most  ordinary  attention  were  paid  to 
ventilation  the  cells  would  be  habitable.     The  keeper   has  13( 
per  annum,  and  an  allowance  of  coals,  and  sleeping-rooms  for  bii 
family  upstairs.      The  only  apartment  for  his  use  downstain 
is  called  the  kitchen ;  it  is  very  little  larger  than  one  of  the  ceUi, 
and  yet  contains  the  boiler  by  which  the  cells  are  warmed;  it  k 
therefore  extremely  hot,  and  quite  insufficient  to  accommodate  a 
ftimily  of  six  persons,  whom  I  found  in  it,  if  it  were  not  rendered 
even   more   insupportable    by  the  close   proximity  of  a  prify, 
without  drainage  or  ventilation,  for  the  use  of  all  the  inmates  of 
the  building.     The  only  remedy  for  these  evils  would  be  tbe 
removal  of  the  privy  to  another  part  of  the  enclosure,  the  exten- 
sion of  the  kitchen  in  that  direction,   and   the  introduction  of 
water-closets  with  a  good  supply  of  water  into  the  cells.     Some 
arrangement  is  also  required  for  the  accommodation  of  female 
prisoners. 

The  rapidly  increasing  population  of  this  thriving  town  and 
neighbourhood  renders  these  sdterations  imperatively  necessary. 
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OARNARVON.— GOUNTV  GAOL  AND  HOUSR  OF  CORRVCTION.      J 

HIS  prison  is  situated  in  a  narrow  street  at  the  lower  part  of  PriMnBuiicu 
le  town,  and  is  very  closely  surrounded  by  houses,  some  of  which,  ''^^ 
1  the  south  and  south-west  sides,  are  built  against  the  boundary 
all.  It  adjoins  the  court  in  which  the  Sessions  and  Assizes  are 
eld,  there  being  a  private  passage  of  communication,  through  which 
risoners  can  be  conveyed  without  the  inconvenience  of  bringing 
letn  into  the  street.  This  advantage,  is,  however,  more  than 
Dxnpensated  for  by  the  facilities  for  communication  with  the 
xterior  aflforded  by  the  situation  of  the  prison,  which  renders  it 
SLsy  for  any  person  to  throw  letters,  tobacco,  or  other  prohibited 
trticles,  over  the  walls. 

The  prison  is  very  ill-constructed,  the  sleeping  cells  being  very 
:lose  and  unwholesome,  besides  being  insufficient  in  number  for 
he  separate  accommodation  of  the  prisoners,  and  too  small  to 
'eceive  more  than  one  with  propriety.  The  number  of  divisions  in 
;he  prison  is  also  insufficient  to  carry  out  the  classification  required 
by  Acts  of  Parliament,  there  being  only  two  for  male  prisoners  of 
the  criminal  class,  and  one  for  females, — ^the  female  debtors 
having  no  accommodation  apart  from  the  criminals. 

The  first  division  is  that  used  for  the  confinement  of  convicted 
male  prisoners,  from  the  airing-yard  of  which  a  staircase  leads  to 
the  celk,  to  be  hereafter  described.  A  workshop,  containing  an 
oakum-stove  of  large  size,  fills  up  one  side  of  the  airing-yard. 
In  this  workshop  ei^t  men  were  engaged  at  the  time  of  my  visit 
in  picking  oakimi,  two  in  making  mats,  and  one  in  repairing 
clotnes  for  the  prison.  The  only  turnkey  in  the  service  was 
employed  in  overlooking  these  prisoners,  so  that  the  rest  of  the 
males*  prison  must  have  been  without  any  supervision. 

In  a  yard  contiguous  to  this  division  is  the  only  reception- 
cell,  in  which  was  confined,  at  the  time  of  the  last  inspection,  a 
man  whom  it  was  considered  necessary  to  separate  from  the  rest, 
on  account  of  supposed  mental  disorder.  If  his  disorder  was 
real,  it  was  not  likely  to  be  benefited  by  solitude  and  seclusion, 
but  would  rather  have  required  that  he  should  have  been  care- 
fully watched.  This  cell  contains  two  beds,  one  over  the  other, 
like  the  berths  in  a  ship,  in  which  two  prisoners  are  sometimes 
placed  to  sleep,  contrary  to  the  express  provisions  of  the  statute. 
The  adjoining  yard  contains  a  trough  of  slate  in  which  prisoners 
wash  themselves,  but  has  no  water-closet. 

Adjoining  to  this  is  a  cell  of  precisely  similar  construction,  but 
having  only  one  bed;  in  this  prisoners  under  punishment  are 
confined.  A  man  was  here  undergoing  punishment  at  the  time  of 
my  last  visit,  for  having  struck  another  prisoner.  These  cells 
measure  respectively  8  feet  and  6  feet,  and  have  a  common  width 
[ill.]  »  r^  T 
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of  4  feet  10  inches.  They  are  both  very  eloee,  from  the  vmnt « 
sufficient  ventilation,  especially  the  latter,  whicii  is  in  my  opimB 
quite  unfit  for  the  eoni^MMnt  of  prieotMM  (bm  is  aoinstlHiBi  tk 
case)  for  three  days  at  a  time«  No  means  are  efaployed  fa 
warming  these  cells  in  winter. 

The  open  passage  leading  to  these  cells  is  only  3  fe^  2  isdr 
wide,  ana,  being  bounded  on  one  side  by  the  outer  wallj  would  m&r. 
great  facility  for  escape.  In  fact,  escape  has  been  effiscled  in  tLi 
manner)  a  prisoner  having  let  himself  down  by  a  rope  to  the  top  of^ 
low  shed  on  the  outside.  The  passage  leads  to  a  cell  at  the  eal 
measuring  14  feet  9  inches  by  4  feet  10  inches,  which,  in  aapte  or 
its  small  size,  contains  four  beds.  This  cell  is  warmer  than  the  tr{ 
preceding,  as  it  abuts  upon  the  oakum-stove,  but  it  is  extremeJr 
close  and  offensive  when  it  contsdns  prisoners.  It  is  furnished  ntn 
a  night-pail  for  the  use  of  prisooers.  being  destitute  of  a  watfr- 
closet,  and  the  acyoining  yard  contains  a  slate  trough  for  tk 
prisoners  to  wash  in. 

A  staircase  from  the  airifte-yard  of  tbe  convicted  prisoner^  kad^ 
to  a  jpaasaffe  having  in  it  three  sleeping  cells,  each  m^isunDg 
only  /feet  8  inches  by  6  feet  4  inches,  yet  containing  three  be* 
in  each.     These  cells   are  very  close  and   unwholesome,  ani 
obviously  unfit  for  lodging  three  prisoneis  at  once ;  and  as  d  i< 
absolutely  contrary   to  law  to  pUce  two    in  them,   their   vat 
ought  to  be  restricted  to  a  single  prisoner.      To    obvia^  ia 
some  measure  the  want  of  ventilation,  a  small  wicket  in  each  door 
is  led  open  at  uight,  by  wbich  something  is  gained  to  the  puritj 
of  the  aip,  but  it  is  open  to  the  ol^ection  of  permitting  free  cob- 
versation  between  the  inmates  of  the  several  cells,  as  they  are 
not  under  the  restraint  ot  superintendence,  and  ar^  quite  out  oi 
the  hearing  of  the  officers*     The  lower  floor  contains  three  cells, 
of  the  same  size  as  those  last  meutioned^  arid  coatainiag.  lite 
them^  three  beds   in  eaoh«     These  are   even   more    dose  and 
offensive  than  the  eelU  above,    A  gate  froni  this  lower  pastsfe 
leads  to  the  courts  of  Iaw«  and  another  into  a  yard  called  toe 
condemned  Yard,  which  nas  not  lately  been  used  for  any  purpose. 

Tbe  slender  accommodation  above  described  is  all  that  beloi^ 
to  the  coavicted  prisoners.     Those  awaiting  their  trials  occopv  a 

ffard  on  tbe  otlnr  side  of  the  prisoti,  which,  although  diviaed 
rom  that  last  described  by  the  debtors*  yard,  is  so  closely  con- 
tiguous to  the  females*  airing-yard,  that  conversation  frequentJr 
td\ea  place  between  the  prisoners  of  either  sex.  In  the  day-rooai 
of  this  division  were  nine  prisoners  on  the  day  of  itispection,  oi* 
whom  three  were  under  summary  conviction^  Jirid  shouM  dw 
therefore  have  been  confined  with  the  untried  prisoners,  it  xr;is^ 
explained  that  they  are  noce>savily  so  placed  ftom  ^hfiiwjuxt  of 
poom  00  |he  convicted  sic^^  but  this  f  xpianatioil  shayvs  ct\}y  that 
tbe  accommodations  of  the  prison  afe  itisuittchsut  to  etiaUe  die 
magistrates  to  comply  with  tne  taw,  and  sho\^.s  with  other  evils  of 
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Amilf  oe^tirreeee^  the  imenmlty  of  pMvMiiig  tt  better  pritton.  Ah 
ewsapci  t^as  tnsde  froth  this  j^td  on  tho  90th  Beeember  lA^  tt 
tt>]p^  hmritig  been  throwil  over  the  wall  from  the  outside  by  An 
ai^oMtplie^  When  the  escape  of  this  prisoner  was  discOvei^ed, 
two  others  had  nearly  stiecoeded  in  following  him  by  the  same 
ro^ne; 

The  sleefiingHroonis  for  this  dhrision  are  over  the  day^room. 
Xhey  are  two  in  number,  each  containing  six  beds.  When  these 
are  filled,  mhkk  is  generally  the  ease  before  the  sessions,  it 
bc^eomes  necessary  to  locate  the  supernumeraries  either  in  the  siek 
ward  Or  in  the  solitary  cell  before  described*  or  in  both.  There 
ia  a  large  hand-bell  In  one  of  the  dormitories,  as  well  as  in  several 
tpther  parts  of  the  prison^  to  enable  prisoners  to  summon  the 
tutmkey  in  case  of  illness. 

Between  the  divisions  for  the  Untried  and  convicted  males  is 
that  for  male  debtors,  in  wMeh  only  one  man  was  confined  at  the 
time  of  my  visit.  He  Was  under  coinmitment  for  40  days  by 
the  County  Oourt.  From  a  pump  in  the  debtors*  airing-yard  the 
prison  was  formerly  supplied  witn  water,  bat,  this  having  been 
tbiind  tb  be  a  preearioiis  source,  water  has  recently  been  kid  on 
from  the  town;  The  supply  is  tiow  abundant,  but  the  Wikter  is 
(kt  from  good. 

A  door  from  the  ^btors*  yard  leads  f  o  a  detatihed  building 
called  the  itch  ward,  having  a  yard  pecolfeLr  tO  it,  with  a  slate 
though  luid  water-isloset.  inis  mvisien  has  a  day-rooni,  in  which 
is  a  bath  on  a  good  construction,  and  a  large  room  over  it  With 
ito  beds*  The  whole  tf  this  department  is  well  fitted  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  designed,  but  oWing  to  the  defective  ac- 
ootamodacion  of  the  rest  of  the  prison  it  is  not  restrietkl  to  that 
apfdieation.  dean  piisoOers  iLre  put  to  sleep  in  tb^  bedroom, 
(Km  the  want  of  room  elsewhere,  and  the  bath  is  used  for  all 
prisoners  indiscriminately,  as  there  is  no  other  in  the  prison.  I 
would  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  providing 
another  bath  for  general  purposes;  by  which  a  practice  calculated 
to  favour  the  spread  of  contagious  msease  in  the  prison  Will  be 
rendeted  unnecessary. 

The  llsmales*  prison  is  very  small,  and  beiiig  surrounded  on 
twe  sides  by  that  of  the  men,  it  is  eictretnely  difficult  to  prevent 
iMmimonieations  passing  between  them.  The  discovery  of  attempts 
10  eommunicate  by  throwing  letters  over  the  wall  from  die  lintried 
prifoners*  yard  is  a  v^ry  frequent  cause  of  punishthOiit,  and  the 
gofernor  has  also  discovered  that  the  privies  in  tiie  seferal  yards 
are  used  as  ehattnels  of  cohv^rsation. 

The  whole  Of  this  division  consists  of  a  day-rooni  knA  wash- 
hease  on  the  ground-floor^  and  three  sleeping- cells  etfet  them, 
esoh  eontaiBing  a  single  bed.  A  dark  cell  is  situate  ih  onO  cOTner 
(if  the  femsAes'  mring-yard,  whidi  front  ite  dampness  OUgfat  nefve^ 
to  be  used  at  all,  but  which  is  ranch  iriOre  f^equetitly  entpioyod 
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for  the  punishmeiit  of  men  than  of  women,  so  that  QeiesljK 
the  tnea  on  such  occasions  taken  through  the  women's  da^^ios 
and  yard  to  the  cell,  but  all  the  while  they  are  confined  in^tky 
can  be  distinctly  heard  by  the  women.  It  is  needless  to  points 
to  those  familiar  with  the  nature  and  motives  of  prison  dhcs 
that  misconduct  is  encouraged  among  the  men  by  the  kno^j^ 
that  their  punishment  will  enable  them  to  create  a  disturtaw 
in  the  women's  prison,  and  excite  the  sympathy  of  the  other  lei 

The  hmited  extent  of  acconmiodation  makes  it  impossible  li 
provide  a  separate  division  for  female  debUV's,  who  are  therefaf, 
contrary  to  law,  associated  with  criminals.  The  untried  fcmafci 
too,  contrary  to  the  express  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Parlamcflt 
are  confined  in  the  same  division  with  the  convicted ;  and  whet 
the  prison  is  full,  must  even  sleep  in  the  same  beds  with  thes. 
The  impossibility  of  maintaining  a  proper  degree  of  sejian- 
tion  of  the  women  from  the  men,  and  of  the  several  cla«es  of 
either  sex  from  each  other,  furnishes  an  unanswerable  aipiinait 
for  the  extension  of  the  prison  accommodation,  and  was  fottib^ 
presented  to  my  own  mind  by  my  having  actually  hesri  » 
conversation  of  the  male  prisoners  as  I  stood  in  the  femaks 
airing-yard.  It  may  also  be  observed  that  such  is  the  iwecon^ 
of  the  building,  that  it  would  not  be  difficult  for  a  person  in  tta 
street  to  gain  access  in  a  few  minutes  to  the  females*  prisoa  b^ 
climbing  over  the  governor's  house. 

The  chapel  is  very  badly  constructed,  it  having  ^J"^ 
entrance,  and  the  prisoners  all  sitting  together  on  beocte 
except  the  females,  who  are  concealed  by  a  curtain.  A  prisooec 
effected  his  escape  from  the  chapel  in  the  last  year,  by  ge^ 
through  the  bars  of  the  window,  and  from  thence  to  the  w. 
after  which  he  dropped  down  into  the  street  in  front  of  the  gsol, 
the  height  being  no  more  than  1 5  feet*  The  cells  of  the  pri3«w» 
contain  no  furniture,  except  those  of  the  women,  which  ww 
a  kind  of  washhand-stand.  The  bedding  is  of  good  quabtj* 
but  only  comprises  a  rug  and  three  blankets,  no  sheets  beinjj 
allowed.  Upon  the  latter  deficiency  I  would  observe  that  rf » 
no  less  opposed  to  economy  than  to  cleanliness.  The  bed«t»» 
are  all  of  iron,  and  generally  placed  in  two  tiers,  as  at  Newfjjj^' 
The  day-rooms  and  work-rooms  are  lighted  vrith  gas.  The 
buildings,  although  incommodious  and  insecure,  are  in  V^ 
repair  and  very  clean.  No  alterations  having  in  view  thecxtenswa 
of  the  accommodation  are  contemplated,  nor  is  it  adrisabl^  ^^ 
my  opinion,  that  any  should  be  undertaken  which  would  tnvoj^ 
the  necessity  of  much  expense,  as  it  would  be  quite  in*P^*^\! 
to  make  any  improvement  in  the  present  building  which  ^^ 
make  it  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  the  county;  and  as  the  cir- 
cumstance of  money  having  been  expended,  however  useless!//^ 
the  existing  prison,  might  hereafter  be  urged  as  an  argumeA» 
against  incurring  the  cost  of  a  new  prison. 
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The  drsunage  of  the  prison,  although  far  from  perfect,  has  of 
late  been  very  much  amended  by  the  construction  of  new  drains 
in  certain  parts  where  they  were  formerly  very  defective,  and  by  the 
alx>lition  of  cesspools,  which  in  all  instances  have  been  opened 
into  drains.  The  new  drainage  was  working  well  at  the  time  of 
my  last  inspection,  but  time  enough  had  scarcely  elapsed  to  test 
its  sufficiency.  The  airing-yards,  which  are  on  the  west  side  of 
the  building,  are  now  tolerably  drained,  but  they  are  so  con6ned 
in  space  that  the  sun  scarcely  enters  them  in  winter:  the  day- 
rooms  also,  and  the  lower  cells,  are  very  damp  in  wet  weather. 
Some  alterations  are  in  the  course  of  completion,  which  will 
separate  the  apartments  of  the  governor's  family  from  those  of  the 

debtors,  to  which  they  have  hitherto  been  too  closely  contiguous. 
Hiere  are  no  in6rmaries  for'  prisoners  of  either  sex,  so  that» 

TV  ben  sufficiently  ill  to  be  removed  ft*dm  Utiext  w&rds,  they  must 

either  be  put  into  the  itch  ward  or  into  some  of  the  debtors* 

rooms  over  the  street.

Secretary  of  Station  the  I2th  of  Julj,  1848^  but  no  niks  hre 
yet  been  submitted  for  his  sanction,  as  required  by  law. 

The  surgeon  attends  daily,  or  oftener^  if  required  by  ipeail 
circumstances.  He  keeps  a  journal ;  examines  prisoners  a 
admission ;  sees  those  in  solitary  confinement ;  but  be  makes  bd 
inspection  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  prisoners  who  do  u 
complain  of  illness.  A  prisoner  was  pardoned  on  the  18tii  d 
January  in  the  last  year,  on  medical  £round8,  after  having  ben 
six  months  in  confinement  The  following  list  exhibits  the  nudbet 
of  patients  in  the  Carnarvon  County  Gaol,  from  the  Ist  of  July, 
1849,  to  the  30th  of  June,  1850,  and  the  nature  of  cases  uste

The  chaplain  officiates  by  himself  or  curate  every  monung, 
his  own  attendances  being  at  least  five  weekly.  Besides  perfimn- 
ing  the  public  services,  he  converses  with  prisoners  in  private;  k 
keeps  a  journal  and  a  private  register  of  the  conduct  ofpriaoneis; 
he  sees  all  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge.  There  is « 
schoolmaster  employ ed«  with  a  salary  of  10/.  a  year,  in  considcn- 
tion  of  which  he  also  acts  as  clerk  to  the  chaplain ;  and  there 
is  a  library  of  religious  books,  which  are  lent  to  such  of  tl* 
prisoners  as  can  read.  The  sacrament  has  been  administered  onoe 
during  the  year. 

Punishments  for  prison  offences  are  very  numerous,  and,  a*

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No  treadmill  or  other  machine  labour  is  employed,  but  the  ^'•'»»'' 
prisoners  work  at  mat-making  and  oakuni-picking.  These 
ennployments  have  sometimes  been  very  productive,  150/.  having 
been  realized  in  the  year  1848.  The  receipts,  however,  for  some 
reason,  have  very  much  fallen  off,  probably  from  the  diflBculty  of 
disposing  of  the  oakum,  in  consequence  of  much  of  that  com- 
modity being  brought  from  Liverpool. 

The  provisions  are  not  bought  by  contract.  The  price  of  bread  Espendiiar*. 
is  11*.  per  cwt. ;  of  beef,  4rf.  per  lb.,  including  bone.  The  daily 
cost  of  diet  is  about  3}rf. ;  but  as  the  rations  of  the  governor, 
matron,  and  servant,  amounting  to  about  26/.  a  year,  are  included 
in  the  prisoners'  diet  account,  the  average  daily  cost  is  in  fact 
somewhat  lower.  The  expenditure  during  the  past  year  has 
amounted  to  812/.  11*.  8d.  The  principal  items  are  as  follows,  in

The  staff  of  the  prison,  which  consists  of  the  governor,  matron,  oeneni  ob-; 
chaplain,  surgeon,  schoolmaster,  and  one  turnkey,  is  insufficient  for  ••'^■**^"' 
its  requirements,  atleastanothertumkey  being  necessary  to  preserve 
order  and  discipline.  Rules  should  be  prepared  by  the  magistrates, 
and  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  approval.  These  should 
have  reference,  not  only  to  the  conduct  of  prisoners,  but  also  to  the 
duties  of  the  several  officers. 


BANGOR.— LOCK-UP  HOUSE  AND  POLICE-STATION. 

This  building  serves  as  the  residence  of  a  policeman  and  his 
family.  It  also  contains  a  sessions-room  for  the  magistrates, 
besides  the  accommodation  for  prisoners.  There  are  three  cells, 
one  on  the  ground-floor,  and  two  above.  The  lower  cell  has  an 
iron  bedstead,  covered  with  plank,  without  bedding,  and  is  chiefly 
used  for  drunken  people.  The  other  cells  are  better  providedf, 
each  havinff  two  beds,  placed  one  above  the  other,  strondy  built 
of  iron,  and  iumished  wkh  sufficient  bedding.     No  complaint  can

be  made  of  thft  want  of  air  in  the  o^lU,  a  large  open  Que  puiK 
ffom  the  corner  of  each  to  the  roof;  bMt  as  ther^  are  qp  mcps^ 
warmipg  the  celU,  their  must  be  ei^cesftively  cold  ia  vute. 
There  are  traps  in  the  doors  of  the  cells  for  baodiog  fa  foo({,ftc^ 
but  thejr  ^e  madU  too  large,  as  a  gpod-aiaed  boy  might  p 
through  them,  besides  which  they  ^rf  very  iiuiecurely  closed  bjfi 
small  bolt,  to  which  a  bar  outside  wpi^ld  be  a  v^ry  proper  ^ 
tion.  The  eells  measqre  about  13  feet  by  6  feet  4  incnesy  ai4  «* 
7  feet  high.  The  airing-yard  having  been  coustructed  of  i«jk 
stone,  am  having  right  angles  at  the  cprneri,  esoapes  from  it  baie 
been  numeix>us,  but  I  aiq  assured  that  those  whq  have  asoaLped  ha» 
only  been  confined  for  drunkenness ;  p^rsopa  under  cbsiip  of 
felony  being  better  watched.  The  reourreocf  of  thi§  wxii0>  bas 
been  now  rendered  more  difficult,  by  the  stoniia  iathe  cpmos 
having  been  smoothed  and  covered  with  cement ;  b|x$  t|^  rw{& 
vertical  stones  placed  at  the  top  of  the  wall,  being  cemented 
together,  would  facilitate  escape  rather,  than  prevent  it«

CARDIPF.— COUNTY  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 
This  prison  was  first  occupied  in  July,  1892,  and  Is  used  for  tb? 
reception  of  all  qla^se^  of  criminal  prisoners^  ancj  debtors.  Its 
constructed  upon  a  similar  plan  to  the  common  gaol  of  Bristol; 
the  gpyernor  s  house,  offices,  and  chapel  occupying  the  oenire) 
and  the  prisoners  being  located  in  distinct  blocks  pf  buiMii^i^ 
ating  from  the  pentre^  and  conimunicating  by  bridges  witb  tk 
chapel. 
Kiia«*  Each  block  pf  bmlding  is  divided  by  s^  central  partition*^ 

diyisiop  being  complete  on  the  lower  floor,  bi|t  a  cominuDicdtitf 
generally  existing  in  the  upper  from  side  to  side.  The  first  divi- 
sion of  the  first  block,  forming  a  part  of  the  females*  prison,  will  be 
afterwards  described :  the  other  half  contains  eight  cells  on  two 
floors,  which  were  designed  for  solitary  confinement,  but  they  »« 
never  used  for  that  purpose,  as  the  very  restricted  aecommodatibn 
of  the  prison  generally  makes  it  necessary  for  three  prisoaersto 
be  placed  in  each.  These  cells  have  stoee  floors  and  iron  ^'^ 
the  light  is  admitted  above  the  dqors — a  eonditioB  oecsei^ 
throughout  this  division  of  the  prison,  as  all  the  cells  open  0^' 
fially.  There  are  no  alarums  to  enable  the  prisoners  to  suieisoBai 
offieer,  those  originally  fixed  having  beeome  quite  uiMervic^ 
The  system  of  warming  the  cells  is  ve^y  defbetiv^^  %^  dieieeift' 
ee4  be  said  ta  be  any  rmtilatiost  etoept  »^h  asafises  ac^iik^^^f 
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ircugh  the  oreficM.    Two  airing^yaTdi  are  attsdml  to  thii  divi* 
on. 

The  next  blook  of  Iraildings  eontaini  on  each  side  one  day«rooin> 
i(  small  sleepbf<»oell8  coataining  each  one  bfd»  and  one  of  large 
is«  which  has  on  qoeaaon  from  fbup  to  six  beds.  These  cells  art 
timiahed  with  fixed  iron  becbteads ;  they  have  insptction^oies, 
€ftt  of  the  best  construction,  in  the  dociv,  and  no  bells  or  alamms. 
t  is  said  that  any  prisoner  calling  from  the  cells  might  be  heard 
>y  the  watchman,  but,  as  the  watch  is  only  maintained  till  one 
Tcloek  A.if.,  this  cannot  be  considered  a  sufficient  provision, 
rhe  pnaoners  of  the  worst  character  are  prudently  placed  in  the 
ingle  oells.  The  day-rooms  are  exoeedingly  small,  and  the 
[nrieoners  are  huddled  together  without  the  supervision  of  any 
>fficer.  In  the  6rst  day-room  of  this  division  I  found  15  untried 
men ;  ii|  that  on  the  other  side  5.  The  next  block  is  divided  in 
nearly  the  same  manner ;  the  cells,  however,  are  diflferently  (hvided, 
there  bf  ing  in  all  eight  small  sleepiagHiells,  three  of  large  sise, 
and  three  day-rooms.  In  the  first  day-room  there  were  19  men 
for  trial  at  the  Quarter  Sessions ;  in  the  second,  9  under  summary 
convittion ;  and  in  the  third,  9  for  trial. 

The  esUa  and  day-rooms  above  described  constitute  all  the 
acfommodatian  prc^rly  bdonging  to  male  criminak.  As,  bow- 
ever«  the  jirison  was  ftdl  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  a  day-room  and 
two  sleeping  cells  were  taken  from  the  County  Court  debtors, 
/or  the  aocommodation  of  four  convicted  meq.  This  arrangement 
is  obviously  objectionable,  first,  because  the  two  classes  of  debtors 
are  thereby  necessarily  placed  iq  one  division,  rendering  it  very 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  carry  out  the  more  rigid  discipline 
prescribed  by  law  for  certain  debtors;  and,  secondly,  because  the 
window  of  the  day-rpom  so  given  up  to  the  convicted  criminak, 
looking  into  the  airing-yard  of  the  debtors,  facilitates  unlawful 
eommunioatioas  between  these  several  classes,  and  even  makes  it 
easy  for  the  debtors  to  transfer  a  portion  of  their  allowances  to  the 
criminak. 

Standing  back  between  the  first  and  second  divisions  k  a  good  in- 
firmary for  male  prisoners,  with  turnkey *s  room  and  slore-room,  and 
under  it  two  dark  cells  for  punkliment.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  two 
men  were  confined  to  bed  in  the  infirmary,  and  one  prisoner  was  under 
punkhment  for  refusing  to  work  and  usmg  abusive  language.  The 
cookhouse  and  treadmill  are  placed  together,  between  the  second 
and  third  divkions.  The  cookhouse  is  convenient  and  sufficient 
for  the  purposes  of  the  prison:  two  convicted  male  prisoners  act  as 
cooks,  without  any  free  person  being  placed  over  them — a  practice 
which  should  never  be  allowed.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
cookhouse  is  the  bath  for  male  prisoners,  in  which  every  prisoner 
is  bathed  once  a  fortnight,  besides  the  bath  always  taken  on  admk- 
sion.  There  is  only  a  single  reception-cell  in  the  prison  for  males, 
and  that  only  large  enough  to  receive  one  at  a  time ;  should  more 
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arrive  sifnultaneotnly,  they'are  located  in  one  of  the  so-caMni- 
tary  cells.  It  would  be  easy  to  provide  additional  receptioMA 
by  which  this  iDconvenient  necessity  would  be  obviated. 

The  treadmill  is  placed  at  the  back  of  the  cookhouse ;  it  nW 
oDouffh  to  hold  11  prisoners  at  one  time^  a  relay  of  six  being  raif 
to  take  their  turns.  The  treadmill  pumps  up  water  for  the  aippi 
of  the  gaol^  and  for  flushing  the  drains,  which  being  very  flit  » 
only  kept  clean  by  the  daily  repetition  of  this  process. 

The  accommodation  for  debtors  would  be  quite  sufficient  if  tk 
part  of  the  building  and  the  airing-yard   now  occupied  bj  c» 
victed  prisoners  were  restored  to  the  County  Court  debton. 
^Pri^       The   prison   for  females   consists  of  the  half  of  the  iiai  ct 
building  first  described,  and  a  Urge  detached  building,  psittf 
which  has  been  recently  erected.    The  fomner  conasts  eotWf  ^ 
sleeping  cells,  five  of  which  are  small^  and  four  of  larger  at 
The  detached  building  contains,  first,  a  large  boarded  d^y-rcm, 
occupied  at  the  time  of  my  visit  by  nine  untried  prisoners ;  mtk 
comer  of  this  room  is  a  copper,  to  supply  the  women's  bath.  Asm 
in  a    contiguous  room.

Behind  this  building,  and  having  a  separate  airing-yard,  thtfe  iff 
a  day-room  and  sleeping-room  for  female  debtors,  in  which  m  ^ 
woman  who  had  been  in  custody  since  June,  1845.    Near  tbe 
debtors*  apartments  is  a  convenient  laundry  for  tbe  genera/ ptf" 
poses  of  the  prison.

The  prison  was  very  dean  in  every  pari ;  great  iSsM^ility  is  given  cieuinne«. 
to  the  prisoners  for  personal  cleanliness.  Partitioned  oompartmenta, 
used  for  washing,  as  well  as  for  oakum-pieking,  are  placed  near 
the  treadtmll,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  prison.  In  each  of  these  is  a 
small  feot-tub  eontaining  cold  water^  a  towel,  a  piece  of  soap,  and 
a  oomb,  for  the  use  of  a  prisoner  whose  number  corresponds  with 
that  of  the  comparttnent.  In  addition  to  tins  daily  ablution  each 
prisoner  hbB  a  warm  bath  enoe  a  fortnight. 

The  ekithinr  of  wiiried  prisoners  is  grey :  a  blue  stripe  in  the  ciotbingand 
sleeve  distinguishes  those  setitenced  to  imprisomnent  \  while  prison-  ^"^' 
ers  tmder  sentence  of  trajMportation  are  marked  by  a  red  sleeve. 
Untried  prisoners  are  invariably  clothed  in  the  prison  dress,  if  they 
do  not  object  to  It — a  custom  well  worthy  of  imitation  in  other 
pnmm%  in  which  the  prison  dolhiag  is  restrieted  to  those  whose 
own  apparel  is  unfit  for  use.  Stoclungs  are  allowed  throughout 
the  prisoB,  and  the  use  of  cbgs  is  restricted  to  the  winter  season, 
shoeii  being  preferred  in  dM  summer.  The  bedding  is  very  good, 
except  that  sheets  are  allowed  only  to  women. 

The  dietary  is  very  ob^tionable,  as  the  same  quantity  of  food  Diet, 
is  given  to  prisooers  sentenced  to  the  Wngest  and  sboftest  terms — a 
mode  of  dieting  whidi  is  very  attractive  to  vagrants  and  the 
imnates  af  workhouses.    The  daily  allowanoe  is  as  follows ; —

Men  working  on  the  wheel  are  ajlowed  in  addition  tw6  Ounces  of 
barley  and  two  ounces  of  rice  daily.  This  allowance  is  also  ofltered 
to  the  women,  but  few  accept  it  \  the  women  performing  hard  labour 
being  allowed  hal^  a  pound  of  meat  each  on  washm^-days.  A 
dietary  graduated  on  the  principle  of  that  proposed  by  the  Stecretaiy 
of  State  would  be  a  great  improvement,  and  would  material^ 
contribute  to  reducing  the  .number  of  commitments  for  vagrancy 

and  riot  in  workhouses.

he  is  not  required  to  visit  as  a  matter  of  course  the  praeaR 
under  punishment,  but  he  sees  any  who  may  happen  to  be  lo  (» 
fined  at  the  time  of  his  ordinary  attendances;  neither  isk 
required  to  examine  prisoners  on  admission,  unless  tiiere  iho^ 
be  suspicion  of  the  existence  of  disease  in  them.  This  omisaE 
is  at  variance  with  the  17th  clause  of  the  10th  section  of  theGii 
Act  Although  cases  of  cholera  were  numerous,  and  frequeKk 
fatal,  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  prison  during  the  Itf 
year,  not  a  single  case  occurred  within  its  walls.  This  remri- 
able  immunity  from  attacks  of  cholera  has  been  almost  invaria^ 
enjoyed  by  the  prisons  in  the  southern  and  western  district. 
M«Jj^  -  chaplain  attends  only  twice  a  week,  performing  the  U 

•truMk^r.  ""  rooming  service,  with  the  addition  on  Sunday  of  a  sermon.  Tb 
diapel  is  lofty  and  well  veutilated,  and,  although  not  particsW 
well  constructed,  is  good  enough  for  the  kind  of  discipline  piira» 
in  the  prison.  It  is  divided  by  radiating  partitions,  four  divisiflB 
in  the  centre  being  given  to  male  criminals,  the  females  ba^ 
placed  on  the  left,  and  the  debtors  on  the  right ;  a  curtain  bei^ 
placed  for  the  concealment  of  the  females.  There  is  nosdw 
master  employed;  nor  is  any  instruction  in  reading  given  top"* 
soners,  except  by  one  to  another,  thus  transgressing  at  the  ^ 
time  two  statutes.  By  the  10th  clause  of  the  10th  section  of « 
Gaol  Act,  it  is  provided  that  all  prisoners  shall  be  instnicted  s 
reading  and  writing ;  while  it  is  forbidden  by  the  4th  clause** 
6th  section  of  the  2  &  3  Vict.,  cap.  56,  that  any  pw*^ 
shall  be  employed  in  the  instruction  of  any  other.  It  ^  "J 
duty  to  observe  that,  in  a  prison  containing  so  large  a  numbtfj 
inmates,  the  appointment  of  a  schoolmaster  seems  to  be  as  nv 
a  moral  duty  as  a  legal  necessity.  .  . 

The  punishments  are  few  in  number,  and  are  seldom  inffi^ 
for  any  other  offence  than  refusing  to  work.    This  might  natural; 
be  expected  in  a  prison  in  which,  as  there  is  no  supervision  nju^- 
tained,  no  offences  of  a  minor  description,  which  form  the  balK 
punishable  acts  elsewhere,  are  likely  to  be  observed. 

The  treadmill  and  oakum-picking  are  the  only  kinds  of  W^ 
pursued  in  the  prison :  at  these  employments  the  prisoners  «^ 
by  turns;  the  treadmill  not  being  used  in  the  middle  of  ^^y, 
in  summer,  from  humane  considerations.  The  picking  of  oa*«i^| 
affords  a  considerable  profit,  for,  being  bought  at  12*.  percwta* 
sold  at  18*.,  the  return  is  considerable,  after  deducting  the  i<* 
from  impurities.  ,    .^

nrhe  receipts,  as  shown  ia  the  account  rendered  to  me,  amount  to 
\\y  221.,  nearly  all  derived  from  fines.  No  credit  is  ^iven  for 
'ofits  of  prisoners'  labour,  nor  for  any  payments  by  the  Treasury 
I  account  of  prisoners*  maintenance  or  the  removal  of  convicts. 
*  the  latter  sums  have  not  been  claimed  by  the  county,  the  omis- 
on  should  be  rectified ;  if  they  have,  they  should  appear  in  the 
ux>unts.  Every  article  of  consumption  is  purchased  by  contract, 
:  least  all  such  as  constitute  considerable  items  of  expenditure. 
I  verything  is  obtained  on  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Justices. 

It  has  been  before  observed  that  the  debtors  of  all  classes  are  Debtors. 
laced  together,  one  of  their  divisions  having  been  withdrawn  for 
le  use  of  criminal  prisoners ;  the  remaining  accommodation  con- 
ists  of  a  large  and  convenient  day-room  and  three  large  sleeping- 
M>ms« 

The  most  striking  defects  in  this  prison  are^  the  paucity  of  oeneniobwr- 
eligious  and  the  total  want  of  secular  instruction,  alluded  to  ^^®'^' 
bove ;  the  want  of  sufficient  supervision  over  the  prisoners,  and 
•f  adequate  accommodation  proportioned  to  their  numbers.  As 
BUT  as  the  scanty  means  at  his  disposal  will  allow,  the  governor 
onducta  the  discipline  very  efficiently.  The  rules  are  very 
mperfect,  they  having  been  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
November,  1836,  with  an  express  proviso  that  they  were  to  he 
egarded  "  as  temporary  and  provisional.*' 

TThe  staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  the  governor,  matron,  chaplain, 
urgeon,  three  male  and  two  female  turnkeys..  It  will.be observed 
hat  there  is  no  schoolmaster,  and  that  the  cnaplain's  salary  is  only 
10/.  per  annum,  while  those  of  the  surgeon  and  governor  are  90/. 
iimI  300/.  respectively.

SWANSEA.— COUNTY  HOUSE  OP  CORRECTION. ' 

Prbon  Bulla-      This  prisoTi  IS  OH  a  very  bad  construction,  with  the  esxc^f^^ 
"*'*  a  small  part  of  it,  which  has  recently  been  added,  containing'' 

cells.  The  original  buildings  for  the  reception  of  prisooerstf 
built  in  the  form  of  a  crescent,  whose  concavity  is  turned  io^ 
the  governor's  house  and  chapel,  occupying  the  centre  and  fro'?  ^ 
the  area.  Although  described  as  a  house  of  correction,  this  pr^ 
is  also  used  for  the  detention  of  untried  prisoners,  and  it  has  «^ 
been  declared  for  the  reception  of  debtors  committed  by^, 
Ck>unty  Courts.    The  crescent  is  divided  in  the  middle,  on^'^ 
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bein|f  devoted  to  female  prisoners  and  debtors,  the  otW  to  male 
criminals.      The  division  for  male  criminals  is  subdivided  into 
five^  which  are   severally  devoted  to  the  following  classes:   1^ 
summary  convictions,  old  offenders ;  2,  summary  convictions  of 
{>ersons  of  more  respectable  character ;  3,  prisoners  before  trial ; 
4    and   5,   prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour.     Each  of  these 
divisions  has  a  separate  airing-yard,  bounded  by  walls  on  either 
side,   but  open  to  inspection  from  the  governor's  house.      The 
ground  floor  of  each  division  has  a  day-room  and  some  sleeping^ 
cells,  aftd  the  floor    above  tleeping-eellB  only,  all  of  wnieh 
throughout  the  prison  lead  at  once  from  the   yards  and  open 
^llery  within  the  creseetit     The  flrsl  day->room  measures  only 
8  feet  b^  6  feet,  yet  there  were  seven  prisoners  therein  at  the  time 
of  my  inspection.     With  respect  to  this  divi^on,  also,  1   may 
observe  that  the  two  cells  on  tne  ffround,  which  go  by  the  name  of 
the  condemned  cells,  are  painted  black  (a  custom  very  properly 
obsolete  elsewhere),  and  Would  be  much  better  and  more  useful  it 
assimilated  to  the  other  cells,  and  used  for  sleeping  in,  since  con*- 
demned  prisoners,  if  there  were  any  such  in  the  prison,  would 
certainly  not  be  placed  in  them.     The  two  yards  for  hard-labour 
prisoners  contain  each  a  treadmill  of  the  worst  construction,  since 
it  is  without  partitions.     In  a  box  placed  in  the  wall  between 
these  two  yara%  an  offieer  is  constantly  placed  to   wateh  the 
prisoners  at  exercise,  and,  lest  he  should  be  attacked  by  them,  the 
lx>x  is  surrounded  by  a  barrier,  and  he  leaves  his  keys  outside ; 
at  the  time  of  my  last  inspection,  the  second  hard-labour  yard 
was  ooeupied  by  County  Court  debtors>  the  part  properly  devoted 
to  that  class  being  so  closely  contiguous  to  the  women's  prison  that 
it  is  thought  not  advisable  to  keep  them  in  it  if  room  can  be  found 
elsewhere.    The  cookhoute  i^  placed  in  this  division,  the  infirm- 
ary occupying  the  floor  above  it.    As  usual  in  small  establishments, 
no  free  cook  is  employed,  but  the  work  is  done  by  two  convicted 
criminals,  who  are  nominally  looked  after  by  the  turnkey.     A  very 
good  and  clean  cooking  apparatus  has  been  lately  put  upi  which 
works  very  well. 

At  the  back  part  of  the  prison,  already  described,  a  new  block  J^J^J^ '** 
has  been  erected,  containing  16  cells,  one  of  which  is  used  as  a  tyitem. 
turnkey's  apartment:  they  are  well  constructed ;  measure  13  feet 
by  7  feet ;  wad  contain  water-closets,  basins,  a  shelf,  table,  and  seat ; 
are  well  ventilated  and  lighted,  and  supplied  with  alarums.  Finding 
them  fitted  in  every  respect  for  the  Separate  form  of  discipUne,  I 
have  certified  15  of  them  with  a  view  to  its  adoption.  The 
females'  prison  is  arranged  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  of  the 
males,  and  the  airing-yards  are  overlooked  in  like  manner  from 
the  apartments  of  the  mvemor.  The  first  division  contains  the 
washhouse ;  the  second  is  given  to  untried  prisoners ;  the  third  to  the 
convicted ;  and  the  fourth,  as  has  been  said,  to  Countv  Court  debtors. 
The  whole  of  the  accommodation  afforded  by  the  prison  ^^j^tj^ed  byGoOQlc 
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follows : — for  male  criminals,  38  sleeping  cells,  15  of  wfatdi  art 
certified  for  separate  confinement,  and  5  day-rooms;  CouatyOnn 
debtors,  6  sleeping  cells,l  day-room;  remales,  19  sleeping cdk, 3 
day-rooms.  The  cells  throughout  the  old  prison  are  precb^ 
of  the  same  construction ;  those  of  the  men  are  warmed  by  hot- 
water  pipes,  and  it  is  intended  that  those  of  the  females  shall k 
similarly  improved.^

The  prisoners,  on  being  questioned,  made  no  complaints  of  any 
ciitd.

The  prisoners  are  required  to  wash  themselves  daily  io  a  cieanUneaa. 
budcel  in  the  yard^  which  is  a  very  ebjeciioBable  n^hod^  since 
they  are  nol  oviy  <qpea  to  obserralioii  from  the  governor's  bouae, 
Wl  are  seen  by  one  aaother.  There  is  a  singto  bath«  in  which 
prisoners  are  bathed  on  admission,  a^d  once  a  moelh  aftenrards. 

Time  aie  time  eerts  of  praoadfesK^for the  mw)  gv»7  <«  the  gl^:^;'^ 
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untried^  red  for  convicted  misdemeanants,  and  a  mixture  of  nd 
black,  and  white  for  convicted  felons.  Female  prisoners  of  allcbsa 
have  dresses  of  the  same  colour.  All  prisoners  of  both  sexes  wm 
clogs  all  the  year  round,  and  none  of  either  sex  are  aDoid 
stockings  or  socks — a  departure  from  the  practice  of  the  cam 

Sol  of  Cardiff  for  whi(^  no  good  reason  appears  to  be  assigiei 
any  of  the  women  were  walking  about  barefoot,  bein^  anabk^ 
wear  clogs,  from  the  injury  their  feet  had  derived  frcm  uiem.  Ik 
want  of  stockings  was  the  more  felt  from  some  of  the  femaks  wk 
possessed  their  own  being  allowed  to  wear  them.  In  the  old  priw 
all  sleep  on  iron  bedsteads ;  in  the  new,  on  hammocks  of  a  pecab 
construction,  having  a  lining  of  manilla  fibre  quilted  upostk 
inner  surface,  as  a  substitute  for  a  mattress:  the  hammodLS  of  tke 
kind  are  described  as  being  very  comfortable.  Bach  prisoner  b 
allowed  a  sheet,  a  sufficient  number  of  blankets,  and  a  coveileL 

nirt.  Prisoners  confined  for  less  than  15  days  have  H  lb.  of  brai 

with  ^  lb.  of  oatmeal  in  gruel,  daily.  Those  for  longer  periodb 
have  in  addition,  on  alternate  days,  dinners  of  soup,  dKcse. 
and  potatoes,  the  soup  containing  4  oz.  of  beef,  2  oz.  of  barier 
and  other  vegetables,  while  the  dinner  of  the  alternate,  days  conssts 
of  4  oz.  of  cheese  and  1  lb.  of  potatoes.  The  weekly  allovaiee 
of  the  short-sentenced  prisoners  costs  \s»  4j^.,  that  of  the  loc;- 
sentenced  2s.  The  introduction  of  the  low  diet  for  short-sei' 
tenced  prisoners  is  a  great  improvement*  on  the  practice  of  the 
county  gaol,  and  is  calculated  to  diminish  th^  number  of  conni- 
ments  for  vammcy  and  poorhouse  offences. 

JJjJJJjJjJ*         The  chaplain,  who  is  also  vicar  of  the  parish,  is  only  recpoRJ 

instTQction.  to  attend  twice  a  week  for  the  performance  of  Divine  Sc^m* 
when  he  does  not  preach  a  sermon ;  he  visits  some  of  the  pmoeecs 
in  their  cells,  but  it  is  impossible  that  he  can  do  much  duly  of  tk 
latter  description,  from  the  short  duration  and  infrequency  of  b 
visits.  N  0  schoolmaster  or  mistress  is  engaged;  although  the  totms 
appointment  is  expressly  required  by.  law.  The  supply  of  boob 
is  sufficient,  but  no  instruction  is  given  to  the  prisoners,  except  tltf 
imparted  by  one  to  another,  contrary  to  the  express  conditions  of 
the  Act  cited  above  in  the  report  upon  the  County  ^aol  of  Car 
diff.  The  want  of  sufficient  instruction,  moral,  religiotis,  sod 
secular,  is  a  crying  evil  both  in  this  prison  and  that  of  Cardiff; 
and  it  is  very  desirable  that  schoolmasters  should  be  appointed, 
and  th^  salaries  of  the  chaplains  raised  to  sudi  an  amount  as  t* 
justify  the  magistrates  in  calling  upon  those  geutlem^i  for  daflr 
attendance  ancl  increased  spiritual  instruction  to  the  imsoners. 

Panbhmentt.  Puuishmcnts  are  not  frequent,  and  never  exceed  three  days  io  i 
dark  cell,  with  bread  and  water.  The  surgeon,  howev«%  is  sot 
required  to  visit  prisoners  under  punishment — a  useful  preeaotioe 
generally  observed  elsewhere. 

Hfiatb.  The  surgeon  generally  visits  the  prison  twice  a  week,  and  isaeot 

for  at  ptber  times  when  wanted ;  he  is  not  called  upon,  as  requiml 
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by  law,  to  examine  prisoners  on  their  admission,  neither  are  there 
any  reception-cells  in  which  prisoners  could  be  detained  prepara- 
tory to  such  examination.  Both  these  omissions  require  remedy. 
Forty-five  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  the  prison  in  July,  184&,  . 
during  the  time  that  the  epidemic  prevailed  so  fatally  in  the  town ; 
of  these  five  only  were  fatal. 

No  description  of  labour  is  practised  here,  except  that  of  the  ***»"• 
treadmill,  which  is  entirely  unproductive;  4  or  5  only  could 
work  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  in  consequence  of  one  of  the  labour- 
yards  being  occupied  by  the  County  Court  debtors.  There 
appears  to  be  no  sufficient  reason  why  the  picking  of  oakum, 
which  is  found  so  profitable  at  Cardifi^,  should  not  be  introduced 
here.

The  receipts  in  the  same  period  amounted  to  about  361/.^  of 
which  nearly  356/.  were  received  from  the  Government  for  prison- 
ers' nudntenance  and  the  removal  of  transports*  The  books  are 
well  kept  and  readily  furnish  any  information  required.  The 
provisions  are  bought  by  contract,  the  last  contract  prices  being

The  great  increase  in  the  population  and  commercial  import*  JjJISL?*" 
ance  of  Glamorganshire  has  caused  of  late  years  a  corresponding  '"'^ 
increase  in  the  number  of  commitment^  and  renders  it  a  matter  of 
deep  regret  that  the  faulty  construction  and  insufficient  size  of  the 
county  prisons  preclude  the  adoption  of  any  discipline  calculated 
either  to  repress  crime  or  to  improve  the  character  of  the  criminal. 
A  small  beginning  has  been  made  in  this  prison,  by  the  erection 
of  the  new  portion  of  the  building  above  referred  to,  and  a  consider- 
able plot  of  ground  adjoining  the  prison  boundary  has  been  pur- 
chased upon  very  favourable  terms  by  the  county  magistrates^ 
naturally  foreseeing  the  probable  necessity  of  a  considerable  exten- 
sion of  the  prison  accommodation.  It  is  not^  however,  in  space 
alone  that  the  prison  is  deficient,  for,  as  has  been  shown  above,  the 
imperfections  of  the  staff  of  officers  and  other  arrangements  make  it 
impossible  to  attain  even  those  improvements  of  which  the  present 
construction  of  the  building  would  admit. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  the  governor,  matron,  chap- 
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lain«  surgeon,  and  three  male  turnkeys,  the  matron  having « 
assistance  from  any  other  female  officer.  I  may  further  ohserre, 
that  the  same  disproportion  exists  between  the  salaries  of  tbe 
clerical  and  lay  officers  at  this  prison  as  at  the  County  Gaol  of 
Cardiff. 

The  county  Quarter  Sessions  have  been  heretofore  held  e 
Swansea,  Neath,  Cowbridge,  and  Cardiff  alternately,  cau^ngmod 
unnecessary  expense  and  risk  in  the  removal  of  prisoners  to  aad 
from  the  courts.  It  has  now  been  wiselv  determined  to  bold  tbm 
invariably  at  Swansea  and  Cardiff,  by  wnich  these  great  objedJOK 
will  be  obviated. 


SWANSBA^DRBTORS'  FRISON  FOR  THB  UBBRTY  OF  GOWUL 

This  prison  is  the  sole  property  of  hit  Grace  tbe  Duke  of  Btaih 
fort,  at  whose  expense  it  is  mamtained,  and  who  has  the  cifitodr 
of  all  debtors  committed  to  it,  as  Lord  of  the  Seignory  of  Govrr 
and  Kilvey.  The  charter  from  which  this  power  is  derived  b 
dated  the  5th  of  James  I.,  and  was  afterwards  confirmed  bf  u 
inspeximus  in  the  32nd  of  ChaiiesIL  The  gacder,  who  does  mt 
reside  upon  the  premises,  is  appointed  and  paid  by  the  I>tike,aBi 
is  not  entitled  to  receive  any  fees  6n  the  cbmmittai  or  discharge  o( 
debtors. 

The  keep  of  the  castle  of  Swansea,  which  is  used  for  Ae  p«f- 
poses  of  this  prison,  is  extremely  iH  adapted  for  theconfineiBei<«^ 
prisoners,  no  officer  having  charge  of  them  residing  on  the  pre- 
mises, or  vifflting  the  prison,  except  for  the  purpose  of  conig- 
iug  food  to  the  inmates.  It  is  surrounded  on  three  sides  bf  * 
barracic  and  barrack-yard,  for  whioh  purpoa»  the  remainder  of  the 
castle  has  long  been  employed.  In  a  forfner  Report  many  of  tAf 
inconveniences  of  this  arrangement  were  pointed  out,  and  su^ 
tions  were  made,  by  the  adoption  of  whicn  they  would  have  oeeo 
materially  mitigated.  At  my  recent  visit,  however,  I  found  that 
no  alteration  had  taken  place  in  consequence  of  these  su^fi[estio0; 
and  as  I  can  see  uo  advantage  in  the  present  system  wnich  cod- 
pensates  for  its  numerous  iuconveniences,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  state 
my  opinion  that  it  would  conduce  much  to  order  and  pubtK 
CQUvenience  that  the  debtors  of  the  Liberty  of  Qower  should  w 
committed,  like  other  debtors  of  the  county,  to  the  custody  oC(k 
sheriffi  and  lodged  in  the  county  gaol.  I  cannot  anticipate  that 
any  merelv  formal  objections  could  be  made  to  stand  in  the  ^/ 
of  so  beneficial  a  change. 
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MONTGOMHRY.^COUNTT  GAOL  AND  HOUW  OF  GORRBCTlOlf. 

This   building    is  adapted  for   carrying  out  the  old  asaociated  Prisonu«iid- 

system  of  discipline,  and  therefore  consists  of  sleeping  cells,  in  *"<*- 

which  prisoners  are  lodged  either  singly  or  in  greater  numbers, 

day-rooms^  and  airing-yards,  in  which  they  are  congregated  when 

not  locked  up  in  their  cells;  a  low  boundary  wall  surrounds  the 

building,  affording  very  little  additional  security  to  the  hieher 

walls   of  the  airing-jrards  within.      The  prison  contains  four 

divisiooa  for  male  prisoners.  twQ  for  .females,  besides  one  for  debtors, 

each  having  a  day-room  and  airing-yard.     The  first  division, 

called  the  transport-yard,  is  used  for  transports  and  other  con* 

victed  prisoners ;  10  sleeping'  cells  belong  to  this  division,  one  of 

which  coQiains  three  beds — the  remaiBder,  one  in  each.     These 

cells,  however,  are   not  strictly  limited  to  that  divisfon,  but  are 

used  also  for  untried  prisoners.     The  third  yard  is  devoted  to 

convicted  prisoners,   and   contains  a  treadmill.     The  fourth  is 

devoted  to  prisoners  summarily  convicted,  and  also  contains  a 

treadnuU*.    Over  the  treadmill  first   desiMibed  is  situated  the 

infirmary  for  male  prisoners,  and  two  large  unappropriated  rooms 

occupy  the  same  situation  with  reference  to  the  other  treadmill 

and  tne  central  machinery.     I  may  here  remark  that  so  noisy  a 

situation  is  very  ill  adapted  for  an  infirmary. 

The  division  for  females  is  very  defi?ctive,  both  from  being  too 
confined  and  from  the  too  near  proximity  to  the  part  of  the  prison 
devoted  to  males.  The  convicted  females  have  three  sleeping- 
rooms  over  their  day-room ;  the  unconvicted  sleep  in  two  small 
cells  en  the  ground  floor.  There  being  no  special  aceoocmiodation 
for  female  debtors,  that  class  of  prisoners  sleep  in  the  part  ap- 
propriated io  criminals.  A  female  debtor,  in  confinement  at  the 
time  of  my  last  inspection,  justly  complained  that  she  was  so  placed 
as  to  be  obliged  to  overhear  the  conversation  of  the  ctiminats^  and 
that  she  had  no  place  of  exercise  apart  from  them.  The  male 
debtors  are  better  accommodated  than  any  other  cla$s  in  the 
prison. 

Thirty-one  criminal  prisoners  and  three  debtors  were  in  eonftne-  PHwnenon 
ment  at  the  time  of  my  last  inspection^  particulara  of  wbeae  eases  fa!^'!^.

The  wards  and  persons  of  the  prisoners  were  &r  from  cleanly,  cicu>iiM«, 
a  remark  which  is  still  more  applicable,  to  the  bedding,  which 
was  extremely  dirty,  a  circunnstance  mainly  attributable  to  the 
want  of  sheets,  whidi  are  only  allowed  to  debtors  and  to  the  sick. 
Independently  of  the  advantage  arising  from  the  use  of  sheets  on 
the  score  of  cleanliness,  their  employment  would  also  be  advan- 
tageous on  the  ground  of  economy,  as  a  proper  and  wholesome 
state  of  cleanliness  cannot  be  maintained  in  the  blankets,  when 
sheets  are  not  used,  without  such  frequent  washing  as  must  soon 
destroy  tfiem.    The  stockings  of  the  prisoners  are  so  much  worn 
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by  their  clogs,  that  it  would  probably  be  more  economical  to  pR 
them  shoes. 

The  diet  of  the  prisoners  is  extremely  objectionable,  fr»s 
containing  no  potato  or  other  anti-scorbutic  ingredient  It  ■• 
peared  on  inquiry  that  potatoes  had  origiDally  formed  a  put  c 
the  diet  of  prisoners,  but  they  had  been  disiMmtinued  for  im 
than  three  months  on  account  of  their  scarcity.  Upon  this  Ite 
to  observe  that  no  such  alteration  in  the  diet  of  prisoners  m 
legally  be  made  without  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  rfSto. 
by  whom  neither  the  original  dietary  of  the  prison  nor  it8sob!^ 
quent  alteration  has  been  sanctioned.  The  proTisioas  are  u 
bought  by  contract^  the  prices  beinflr  as  follows : — Flour  28i.6i 
per  sack,  meat  W.  per  Id.,  oatmeal  24*.  per  sack  of  245  lb, 
peas  19*.  for  the  same  quantity,  potatoes  4*.  3d.  for  90  lbs» 

The  surgeon  is  required  to  attend  three  times  a  wedc,  uia 
much  oftener  as  may  be  necessary.  He  is  not  required  to  see 
prisoners  on  admission,  or  to  keep  a  registry  of  their  state  of  hfib 
The  surgeon's  salary  is  only  30/.  per  annum,  and  he  pays  fcrtle 
medicines.  The  number  of  visits  recorded  in  his  journal  b 
amounted  to  no  less  that  218.  The  health  of  this  prison  tsm 
be  considered  satisfactory,  when  viewed  with  reference  to  tbe 
nature  and  severity  of  the  diseases  prevalent  in  the  year,  ortotk\^ 
condition  of  the  prisoners  at  the  time  of  my  inspection.  The  fci- 
lowing  list,  furnished  to  me  by  the  surgeon,  exhibits  the  amount^  i 
sick  cases  during  the  previous  year,  and,  taken  in  connectioD  vi^  | 
the  occurrence  of  two  deaths  and  three  pardons  on  me&ii 
grounds  in  the  course  of  the  year,  must  be  considered  as  int 
cative  of  an  unusual  prevalence  of  serious  illness : —

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J^«^^  TIm  chaplain  performs  Divine  Senrice  once  on  Siiiid|v^  GmA 
IikuucUmi/  Friday,  and  Chri.«itmas-day.  He  also  oeraes  occasioaally  s 
irregular  time^  to  hear  the  prisoners  say  their  Catechism,  and  \q 
admonish  them.  Ttiis  occurs  generally  once  a  week  only,  unksi 
the  severe  illness  of  a  prisoner  would  require  a  special  atreinbiaep. 
The  prison  library  consists  of  the  Bible,  the  Prayer-book,  Haitvpl 
Home's  Psalms,  the  Prisoner's  Companion,  the  Pri8on^*8  Maaa^ 
the  Book  of  Nature,  some  numbers  of  Chambers'  Edmbwigh 
Journal^  and  the  London  Spelling-book.  The  privilege  of  order- 
ing books  is  confined  to  the  chaplain.  Eight  shillings  were  » 
expended  in  the  last  year. 

No  secular  instruction  of  any  value  is  given  to  the  prisoaeriy 
there  being  no  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress  employed.  Contrarj 
to  the  express  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  the  prisoners  are 
allowed  to  teach  each  other,  the  Church  Catechism  being  one  of  the 
subjects  of  instruction  intrusted  to  this  unusual  channel  of  com- 
munication. The  impropriety  of  this  arrangement  needs  no 
comment,  and  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend  that  the  appoiot- 
ment  of  a  schoolmaster  should  be  made  forthwith,  to  avoid 
further  violation  of  the  law  in  this  respect.  In  this  opinion  I  an 
not  supported  by  the  chaplain,  who  thinks  the  appointment  of  a 
schoolmaster  undesirable,  and  would  prefer  that  one  of  the  tumkers 
should  be  allowed  to  give  up  some  portion  of  his  time  to  the 
purposes  of  instruction,  receiving  some  small  additional  remunffa- 
tion.  To  this  I  would  object,  that  the  time  of  the  turnkcgrs  is 
already  fully  occupied  in  their  other  duties,  and,  moreoTer,  that 
the  qualities  required  in  a  teacher  are  seldom  found  in  a  turnkey. 
p„„i,i,.  The  punishments  appear  to  be  few  in  number,  but  they  are  not 

»♦»»•.  recorded  in  any  register  except  when  ordered  by  the  magistrates, 
the  governor  not  having  been  aware  of  the  necessity  for  so  doing. 
This  omission  will  be  remedied  in  future.  There  is  great  want 
of  a  refractory-cell  on  the  level  of  the  courts  and  out  of  bearing 
of  the  other  prisoners, 
ubour.  The  only  hibour  performed  in  the  prison  is  that  of  the  tread- 

mill, of  which  there  are  two,  as  above  described.  Upon  that  de- 
signed for  convicted  felons  two  were  working  at  the  time  of  my 
inspection,  and  the  same  number  were  awaiting  their  turn  ci 
labour.  Upon  the  treadmill  in  the  adjoining  yard  two  men 
summarily  convicted  were  employed,  and,  as  before,  two  others 
were  waiting  to  relieve  them.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  list 
that  there  were  at  the  period  referred  to  13  male  prisoners  in 
confinement,  upon  whom  hard  labour  should  have  been  inflicted  io 
conformity  with  their  sentences — five  of  these,  therefore,  were,  from 
inability  or  other  causes,  excused.  These,  together  with  the  foar 
convicted  prisoners  not  sentenced  to  labour,  ana  the  nine  who  were 
awaiting  their  trials,  were  in  a  state  of  perfect  idleness,  as  no  descrip- 
tion of  light  labour  is  practised,  nor  are  any  means  of  employment 
provided  for  untried  prisoners,  nor  any  instruction  beyond  the 
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xvhoaLf^te  amount  referred  to  above.    It  is  the  duty  of  one  of  the  turn- 
keys to  overlook  the  prisoners  engaged  in  both  the  treadmills  (a  duty 
^^^nich  no  one  person  can  perfectly  |>errorni),  that  the  prisoners  in 
neither  may  be  left  without  supervision.     On  the  day  preceding 
Ihstt   of  my  last  inspection  the  head  turnkey  had  had  his  foot 
seriously  injured   bv  the  machiuery  of  the  treadmill,  and  was 
therel^y  nearly  disabled  from  duty.     It  would  appear  to  be  super- 
fluous to  point  out  the  inadequacy  of  such  arrangements  as  have 
been  described  to  carry  out  any  effectual  discipline,  whether  puni- 
tive or  reformatory. 

The  total  expenditure  of  the  prison  in  the  past  year  amounted  Bxpenditnr* 
to  7237.

The  receipts  of  the  prison  for  the  same  period  amounted  to 
94/.  14#.y  the  whole  of  which  came  from  the  Treasury  for  tlie 
maintenance  of  convicted  prisoners :  the  removal  of  transports  not 
havins  been  paid  for,  and  the  labour  of  the  prisoners  having  been 
entirely  unproductive. 

The  accommodation  for  male  debtors  is  more  than  sufficient  oeUon. 
for  the  numbers  likely  to  be  confined  at  any  one  time,  and  much 
might  be  done  in  changing  the  appropriation  of  a  part  of  it,  so  as 
to  increase  the  females'  prison.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Visiting 
Magistrates,  held  several  years  ago,  at  which  I  had  the  honour  of 
attending  with  the  late  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  county,  this  point 
was  unanimously  amed  to,  and  the  county  sur%'eyor,  in  conse- 
quence, prepared  pUns  for  the  alteration,  but  nothing  further  has 
yet  been  done  to  carry  out  the  resolutions  of  the  meeting. 

The  staff  of  the  prison,  consisting  of  the  governor,  the  matron,  oeaeniob- 
the  chaplain,  the  surgeon,  and  two  male  turnkeys,  is  Quite  in-  "^^ 
sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  any  proper  discipline.  The  dis- 
cipline adopted  is  professedly  that  known  by  the  name  of  the 
**  silent  system,"  but  it  is  obvious  thi^  silence  cannot  be  in  any 
,  degree  maintained  by  two  turnkeys  in  a  prison  m  which  the 
inmates  are  confined  in  many  divisions,  and  that  the  discipline 
professed  must  be,  on  this  account,  entirely  nugatory. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  and  the  conduct  of 
the  several  officers  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  but  they  are  not  sent  up  annually  for  revision,  as  required 
by  law,  neither  are  any  regulations  for  the  conduct  and  treatment 
of  prisoners  suspended  in  the  cells  or  day-rooms,  or  in  any  other 
parts  of  the  prison  accessible  to  prisoners.  These  omissions 
involve  a  violation  of  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  should  therefore  be 
supplied  without  loss  of  time. 
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The  Visiting  Justices  are  changed  monthly,  and  their  t«gdr 
meetings  are  held  monthly,  so  that,  unless  they  volunteer  additkid 
attendances,  each  will  only  see  the  prison  once  dtning  his  team 
of  office.  It  would  appear  likely  to  increase  the  efficieitcj  of  tk 
superintending  body,  that  the  duties  of  Visititig  Justices  shoold  k 
held,  as  in  most  otner  prisons,  for  half  a  year  or  a  year  at  a  tine.

DOLGELLY.-COUNTY  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CORBBCTIOir. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  building  since  the  last  Report 
but  some  parts  have  been  differently  appropriated.    The  lamb^ 
at  the  top  of  the  staircase  has  been  converted  to  the  purposes  oft 
chapel,  two  or  three  partitions  having  been  put  on  the  side  opposite 
the  pulpit^  to  effect  a  little  separation  of  the  prisoners,  but  tbe 
contrivance  is  altogether  bad   and  ineffective.     A    part    of  the 
infirmary  has   been  taken  as  a  day-^room  for  tbe  County  Coort 
debtors,  of  whom  one  was  in  confinement  at  tbe  time  of  the  last  ii- 
spection ;  his  bed-room  contained,  besides  his  bed,  two  others,  wbidi 
were  used  by  criminal  prisoners — a  mode  of  association  which  is  d9C 
authorized  by  law.     The  proper  debtors*  apartments^  witb  thor 
airing-yardi  have  been  given  up  to  convicted  criminals^  (burr  of  wbos 
were  confined  in  it  at  the  time  of  mv  inspection^  and  with  then 
two  others  then  awaiting  their  trials ;  thus  fUrther  vtolatingtbehfr, 
by  the  association  of  untried  with  oonvkted  prisoners.  In  tbe  yard 
belonging  to  this  division^  a  large  cistern^  whidi  torttierfy  stood  in 
the  corner,  and  which  was  supposed  to  oflbr  faeilitiee  for  esci^ 
has  been  removed  into  tbe  middle  of  the  yard,  which  ia  alluded  to 
more  especially  with  a  view  of  noticing  a  simple  and  effeetdil 
contrivance  by  which  it  is  k^t  constantly  full,  by  means  of  a  small 
under-ground  communication  with  a  cistern  without  the  walb — u 
arrangement  worthy  of  imitation,  whenever  it  is  an  object  to  saf« 
labour  in  supfdying  water,  in  situations  where  the  fall  of  thegrooBd 
makes  it  practicable.   The  day-room  belonging  to  the  fel^is*  rard 
has  been  given  up,  with  an  adjoining  room,  for  the  use  of  a  tumiej; 
an  officer  recently  added  to  the  staff  of  the  prison.     Tbe  posifioa 
of  this  room  enables  tbe  turnkey  to  overlook  the  prisoners  of  thtt 
single  yard,  but  the  remaining  divisions  of  the  prison  are  withoM 
any  supervision,  except  by  the  occasional  rounds  of  tbe  ge^rnor. 
Some    additional    cnevaux-de^frise    have   been  put    iqp  on  tbe 
boundary  wall,  to  prevent  escape ;  but  the  wall  itself  is  so  bad^ 
built,  that  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  brnaehing  it  ftt  asy 
part,  if  any  8a*ious  attempt  were  made  by  a  prtsotier;  attempts  tA 
escape,   however,   are    not  common,   which   may  probably  lie 
attributed  to  the  fact  that   no  discipline  is  maintained  in  tbe 
prison  likely  to  render  a  residence  there  peculiarly  irksotne.    The 
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stMifrigtratet  baring  mrendMl  to  build  six  separate  cells  in  the  yard 
>Ti  uie  south-east  side,  the  plan  was  submitted  for  the  sanction  of 
rlne  Saoretaryof  State;  but  it  having  been  objected  to  on  the 
groiiud  of  the  ventilation  and  warming  not  being  sufficiently  con- 
sidered^ a  more  comprehensive  plan  is  now  under  consideration. 
A4uch  space  is  lost  m  this  very  small  and  ill-constructed  prison 
in  halls  and  passages^  which  occupy  a  very  con^derable  part  of  its 
3.rea.  The  building  is  generally  in  good  repair,  with  the  exception 
of  leaking  pipes  and  gutters,  which  should  be  attended  to.

The  prisoners  are  bathed  in  a  slipper^bath  once  a  month,  m- 

oftener  if  required ;  they  wash  daily  in  a  trough  hi  the  airing- jari 

The  prison,  generally,  was  clean  and  orderly. 

Nothing  snd      The  stock  of  prisou  clothing  has  been  increased  of  late,  and  is 

*  now  tolerably  sufficient.     Convicted  prisoners  are  all  dressed  in 

f)arti-coloured  suits,  and  are  allowed  clogs  and  stockings,  the 
alter  being  prevented  from  wearing  by  having  a  piece  of  fustian 
sewn  on  the  heel.  Flannel  shirts  are  also  allowed,  but  are  verjr 
deficient  in  quantity.  Untried  prisoners  are  allowed,  at  their  oirn 
request,  to  wear  the  prison  dress.  The  liedding  is  suflScieDt  in 
quantity,  but  no  sheets  are  allowed — an  uncleanly  prohibitioi, 
which  has  also  the  disadvantage  of  being  opposed  to  economy. 
There  are  three  scales  of  diet^  as  follow : — 

Prisoners  cottfined/or  auif  Term  not  exceeding  14  Jk^, 

Breakfast — One  pint  of  oatmeal  gruel,  and  six  ox.  of  bread.  ^ 
Dinner — One  pint  of  broth,  or  soup,  and  six  oi.  of  bread.

Or  ome  quart  of  pea-soup,  or  brotb,  and  four  ox.  of  bread ;  or  three  os.  of  bacon 
meat,  witfaoQt  booe^  and  one  pound  and  a  half  of  boiled  rice,  maj  be  substituted  lot 
V>rt^«]  aad  cheese. 

Potatoes  may  be  issued  for  dinuer,  iu  the  proportion  of  one  pound  and  a  half  of  pota- 
toes to  half  pound  of  bread. 

Boiled  rice  may  be  issued  instead  of  bread,  in  the  proportion  of  24  oi.  of  boiled 
rice   to  eight  ox.  of  bread.    One  quart  of  milk,  and  eight  ox.  of  bread,  may  be  issued 
onc«  a-week,  in  lieu  of  either  of  the  abore  dinners. 
Oruel — Three  os.  of  meal  to  one  quart. 

Pe»-eoup|— Three  ox.  of  meat.  halr*pint  of  peas,  and  regetables,  to  the  quart. 
Broth — Four  os.  of  meat  (without  bone),  oatmeal,  and  regetables  to  the  quart. 

Priwomeri  BetUeiiced  to  Hard  Labour, 
Six  ox.  of  bread  per  diem  in  addition. 

Upon  this  I  would  observe,  (irst,  that  the  dietary  has  not  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and,  secondly,  that  the 
allowance  of  potatoes,  which  is  so  necessary  to  prevent  the  occur- 
rence of  scurvy,  should  not  be  discretionary. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  twice  a  week,  or  oftener  if  occasion  UmIUi. 
may  require,  but  he  is  not  called  upon  to  examine  prisoners  on 
admission  or  discharge,  neither  does  he  enter  in  his  journal  the 
medicines  prescribed  for  the  sick,  as  reauired  by  law.  The 
siirgeon*s  salary,  however  (10/.),  is  too  low  for  much  to  be 
expected  of  him,  especially  as  he  has  to  provide  the  medicines  for 
the  sick.    The  prison  is  very  healthy. 

The  chaplain  is  only  required  to  attend  on  Sunday,  when  he  nocsi  and 
performs  the  full  service  and  preaches  a  sermon.  He  does  not  ^JJS^JJ* '"' 
visit  the  prison  during  the  week,  except  on  very  rare  occasions. 
There  is  no  schoolmaster  employed,  and  the  pnsoners  receive  no 
instruction,  except  that  which  is  voluntarily  given  them  by  the 
governor  at  irref^ular  times  ;  and  this  is  probably  quite  ineffectual 
to  any  moral  end,  as  the  prisoners  are  associated  together  without 
any  proper  supervision.     There   are  scarcely  any  books  in  the 

Si»on,  nor  would  they  be   of  much   avail,  as  lew   could  read 
em. 

Prison  offences  are  punished  either  by  the  offenders  being  kept  Pukhments. 
longer  at  their  work,  or  by  their  being  deprived  of  a  part  of  their 
food.  In  a  late  instance,  in  October  last,  when  an  outbreak  was 
contemplated,  the  offenders  were  kept  in  irons  by  the  governor  for 
three  weeks,  no  formal  authority  having  been  given  by  the 
magistrates,  as  required  by  law,  for  this  long  continuance  of 
restraint,  but  I  ascertained  that  the  fact  had  been  notified  to  the 
magistrates  by  the  governor.  It  may  be  well  to  remark  in  tliis 
place,  that  by  the  2  &  3  Vict.,  cap.  56,  sec.  6,  clause  6,  no 
prisoner  can  be  kept  in  irons  for  more  than  24  hours  without  an 
orderia  writinc;  from  a  Visiting  Justice,  specifying  the  cause  thereof, 
and  the  time  during  which  tl^  prisoner  is  to  be  kept  in  irons.  ^  t 
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uboar.  There  is  no  treadmill  or  other  machine  labour  pnictbad  in  &§  ' 

prison,  the  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  being  emjAmri 
generally  in  breaking  stones,  and  the  rest  in  picking  woe4,  ineloffiic 
the  untried  prisoners,  who,  however,  are  not  so  employed  vritfaoa: 
their  own  consent.  The  wool-picking  is  slightly  remunerato?, 
and  the  broken  stones  are  used  in  repairing  the  oounlj  rosda.

The  books  have  not  hitherto  been  well  kept,  but  a  new  set  of 
registers  has  been. ordered.    The  articles  for  tne  use  of  the  pr»3Q 
are  not  bought  by  contract. 
Pebtorti.  There  is  no  classification  of  the  several  classes  of  debtors,  and  tl^ 

apartments  generally  occupied  by  females  (of  whom  there  wen*

sefA-nUoiw.     manent  in  the  last  year,  has  somewhat  improved  the  means  of 
discipline,  but  the  faults  of  construction,  which  seem  unsusceptibie 
of  remedy  without  entirely  rebuilding  the  gaol,  make  it  tmpossibk 
to  maintain  any  classification,  and  it  can  hardly  be  said  toat  any 
discipline  exists.    The  rules  of  the  prison  have  never  been  certified 
by  the  Secretary  of  State.    Among  other  omissions  it  is  finportant 
to  remark  upon  the  unfrequency  of  the  attendance  of  the  Visiting 
Justices,  no  visit  being  recordecl  in  their  journal  between  the  2Sni 
of  December,  1848,  and  the  1st  of  March,  1849,  nor  any  between 
the  6th  of  October,  1849,  and  the  22nd  of  January,  1850.    With 
reference  to  this  point,  the  rules  suspended  in  the  prison  contain  a 
request  that  '*  the  visiting  and  other  magistrates  be  requested  to 
inspect  the  state  of  the  gaol  as  frequently  as  possible,"  to  ascertaia 
how  the  regulations  have  been  observed.  This  is  the  more  necessary 
as  one  of  the  same  regulations  provides  that,  if  any  prisoner  *'  shafi 
not  in  all  things  conduct  himself  with  proper  decorum,  he  shall 
be  punished  by  closer  confinement,  heavier  ir(m$%  or  by  withholding 
the  county  allowance,  at  the  discretion  of  the  gaoler,  until  he  can 
make  his  report  to  the  visiting  magistrates.*'     It  is  obvious  that 
the  law  above  alluded  to  is  lica)le  to  continual  violation,  from  th^ 
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unfrpquent  opportunities  afforded  to  the  gaoler  of  reporting  to  the 
Visiting  Justices. 

nriie  staff  of  the  prison  consists  even  now  of  no  more  than  the 
follon^ng  officers : — Governor,  chaplain,  surgeon,  and  one  turnkey, 

no   person  being  paid  to  perform  the  duties  of  matron  or  of  school-

Bons^  should  be  happen  to  call,  £veu  if  he  should  regularly  see 
m  on  the  occasion  of  his  visits^  it  must  often  happen,  from  the 
Ity  of  his  attendances,  that  a  prisoner  will  be  in  confinement  for 
» whole  time  for  which  he  can  be  legally  confined  by  the  governor^ 
:hout  being  once  visited  by  the  surgeon.  It  was  remarked  in 
)  last  Report  that  the  surgeon  kept  no  record  of  the  medicines 
escribed  for  the  sick,  as  required  by  an  express  Act  of  Pariia- 
3nt.  Notwithstanding  this  intimation^  I  regret  to  observe  that 
e  surgeon  still  neglects  that  necessary  duty,  and  that  even  the 
imes  of  the  diseases  pnder  which  the  prisoners  are  suffering  are 
>t  always  correctly  entered  in  his  journal,  which  makes  it 
nite  impossible  to  arrive  at  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  or 
(tent  of  the  diseases  prevailing  in  the  prison.  The  inadequate 
smuneration  given  to  medical  officers  of  many  prisons  is  often 
r^ed  as  an  apology  for  the  careless  performance  of  their  duties ; 
his  ought  however  to  be  considered  rather  as  a  reason  for  declining 
lie  appointment,  than  as  a  justification  for  neglecting  its  duties. 
The  absence  of  exact  records  of  cases  of  sickness  is  the  more  to  be 
egretted  in  the  present  instance,  from  the  circumstance  of  scurvy 
laving  prevailed  to  some  extent  in  the  prison,  attributable,  in  my 
>pinton,  as  stated  in  the  last  Report,  to  the  objectionable  nature  of 
the  dietary. 

The  chaplain  attends  at  the  prison  and  performs  Divine  Service  MonUnd 
gsnorally  twice  in  the  week,  but  there  are  no  rules  prescribing  this,  SJiSon!'"" 
or  any  other  amount  of  duly.  When  the  diaplain  does  not  attend, 
the  governor  reads  to  the  prisoners  the  whole  of  the  Morning 
Service  except  the  Absolution,  signing  his  name  in  the  chaplain's 
book,  which  is  filled  with  such  entries^  sometimes  5  days  in  suc- 
cessioa,  a  practice  which  I  cannot  bnt  consider  calculated  to  lessen 
the  influence  of  the  religious  services  upon  the  minds  of  the  pri" 

soners  very  materially. 

No  tehoolmaster  is  employed,  as  required  by  law,  and  the  only 

instructtoa  which  is  stated  to  be  communicated  to  the  prisoners  is 

embrtecd  in  a  private  interview  which  each  has  with  the  chaplain 

CtfM9  in  a  BOBth ;  so  that  adtviduals  committed  for  ^rter  periods  ^  j 
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may,  and  often  must,  leave  the  prison  without  even  this 
advantage. 

Puniviiicenu      As  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  want  of  supervision  onr 
prisoners,  punishments  are  very  few. 

Uboiir.  No  labour  is  done  except  that  of  the  treadmill,  by  wbidiW 

is  ground  for  prison  use.  In  ihis  manner  10  men  wereeoi^ 
at  the  time  of  my  inspection,  2  were  engaged  in  cooking  Wie- 
the supervision  of  any  officer,  6  were  preparing  fuel,  2  dml 
the  prison,  and  1  sick  in  the  infirmary.  Of  the  female  prisoor 
7  were  washing  and  2  mending  clothes.  The  prisoners  » 
ployed  in  cooking  were  under  sentence  of  hard  labour,  vafis^ 
a  departure  from  the  judgment  of  tlie  Court.  TTie  cwiie« 
excuse  was  alleged,  that  the  prisoners  under  less  severe  soit^^ 
are  not  long  enough  in  prison  to  become  expert  cooks,  and,  as  tip 
have  no  assistance  from  any  officer,  it  is  necessary  that  tbeysfaii 
possess  that  qualification.  This  would,  in  my  opinion,  farm  a  Is^ 
ground  for  the  appointment  of  a  regular  cook,  than  for  coi^n^ 
indulgences  upon  those  who  are  generally  the  least  6eserm^ 
the  prison.

The  accounts  of  prison  expenditure  and  other  records  arekf^ 
by  the  governor.  All  provisions  for  the  use  of  the  prison  aR 
purchased  by  contract. 

The  accommodation  for  debtors,  which  is  the  same  as  tint o^ 
scribed  in  the  last  Report,  is  very  ample  for  the  number  in  c** 
iinement,  which  is  said  to  be  not  much  increased  by  eotam^ 
from  the  County  Court. 

It  can  scarcely  be  said  that  any  discipline  whatever  is  fvftm 
in  this  prison,  the  governor  having  no  assistance  but  that  which  v 
derives  from  a  turnkey  paid  by  himself,  and  who  is  of  couniBtf* 
capable  of  overlookiiig  the  whole  of  the  prison.  The  law  req^ 
ing  that  the  rules  of  the  prison  should  be  certified  by  the  Secr0l>i) 
of  State  has  not  been  complied  with^  notwithstandii^  the  olis^ 
vations  made  on  this  omission  in  the  14th  Report*  1^  rukf  tfi^ 
"?gulation8  sus^iended  in  the   day-rooms  of  the  prisooi  b*^

MONMOUTH.-^OUNTY  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION.; 

MIS  prison  is  placed  on  an  elevated  site;  closely  contiguous  to  PriMn 
e  town,  and  until  the  completion  of  the  house  of  correction  at  *""**•*«* 
Tsky  Beven  years  ago,  was  the  principal  prison  of  the  county.  I  ts 
mstruction  is  such  as  to  forbid  all  separation  of  the  prisoners:  the 
3n  vie  ted  in  the  intervals  of  labour,  and  the  untried  during  the 
hole  day,  occupying  yards  and  day-rooms  in  unrestricted  associa- 
lon,  and  often  without  the  supervision  of  officers.  As  far  as  these 
lisadvantages  of  construction  will  admit,  the  prison  is  exceedingly 
Tell  managed,  but  the  glaring  defects  that  have  been  alluded  to 
lot  only  prevent  the  successful  adoption  of  any  reformatory  disci- 
pline with  reference  to  such  of  the  prisoners  as  remain  therein 
luring  the  periods  of  their  sentences,  but  are  productive  of  the 
worst  effects  upon  the  minds  of  those  who  are  destined  to  be 
removed  after  trial,  to  be  placed  under  the  Separate  system  at  the 
house  of  correction  at  Usk. 

Some  very  material  improvements  have   been  made  in   the 

construction  of  the  prison  since  the  last  Report,  among  which 

may  be  mentioned  as  the  most  important,  an  entire  remodelling 

and  extension  of  thd  chapel,  the  construction  of  large  day-rooms 

and   work-rooms  for    both    the    untried    and    convicted    male 

prisoners,  and  the  formation  of  a  large  number  of  labour-cells. 

The  chapel  originally  consisted  of  little  more  than  an  enlargement 

of  the  central  passage.     By  throwing  into  it  a  room  formerly  used 

as  a  debtors'  day-room,  together  with  the  debtors'  visiting-lobby 

and  other  neighbouring  rooms   on  that  and  the  floor  above,  a 

large  and  convenient   chapel   has  been  constructed,  having   an 

appearance  far  more  in  harmony  with  its  religious  destination  than 

Jie  former  ill-contrived  structure.     A  good  organ,  the  property  of 

the  governor,  and  played  by  one  of  his  family,  adds  much  to  the 

solemnity  of  the  service. 

In  compensation  for  the  accommodation  withdrawn  from  the. 
debtors,  a  good  day-room,  with  a  sleeping  room  over  it,  and  other 
conveniences,  have  been  erected  at  one  end  of  the  debtors'  airing- 
yard,  affording  a  sufficient  extent  of  accommodation  for  the 
general  class  of  debtors,  but  requiring,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  further 

extended  for  the  receotion  of  those  committed  by  the  County 
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Ccnirt$,  whose  apartments  might  be  most  conveniently  jkrii 
the  part  of  the  conlricted  males*  amng^-yard  adjoinbg  M  i 
present  debtors'  building,  the  remainder  being^  given  to  them  s  3 
airing-yard.  By  this  arrangement  the  two  classes  of  dir* 
would  be  entirely  separated^  and  I  learn  from  the  govenwrs 
the  yard  is  not  wanted  for  the  conticted  men. 

The  day-rooms  and  work-rooms,  before  alluded  to,  measK ;: 
feet  by  16  feet,  and  are  well  lighted  from  above.  At  the  timcof  s 
last  inspection  they  were  sufficiently  completed  to  be  occaaoaaL; 
occupied.  The  day-rooms  previously  existing*  were  socksea 
confined,  that  the  new  rooms  must  be  regarded  as  a  great  ?em 
tion,  but  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  absolutely  requisite  tluU  ao  Ab 
should  continuallv  ovprlook  the  prisoners  in  each,  which  »  b* 
now  done.  The  labour-cells  before  alluded  to  are  34  in  nvsif 
and  are  situated  near  the  front  boundary  wall ;  each  is  pwmiil 
with  a  seat,  and  the  prisoners  are  secured  in  them  by  ironp^i 
The   turnkey  having  charge    of    the  tread-wheel    occasioiiai^; 

Eatrols  around  the  cells,  to  prevent  communication  taking  ^ 
etween  the  prisoners. 

Some  further  alterations  of  no  very  difficult  accoroplisb^ 
would  very  much  improve  the  convicted  females'  prisoa,  wm  1 
is  at  present  exceedingly  deficient  in  accommodation.  Insa^ 
of  the  present  very  confined  washhouse,  a  commodioitf  n* 
house  and  laundry  might  be  made  by  taking  in  a  part  of  tK 
present  airing-yard,  and  thus  enlarging  the  existing  hvmj. 
The  removal  of  a  wall  dividing  the  two  airing-yards  would  ibor 
than  compensate  for  the  loss  of  the  portion  so  proposed  to  ie 
appropriated,  by  extending  the  available  airing-yard  up  to « 
wall  of  the  chapel.  I'he  room  now  used  as  a  washhouse  ik»i» 
answer  very  well  for  a  mangling-room. 

Great  inconvenience  is  experienced  from  the  want  of  reccjto* 
cells,  a  deficiency  which  mignt  easily  be  supplied  by  extetfdiy^ 
boundary  wall  around  the  piece  of  ground  corresponding,  one* 
side  of  the  entrance  lodge,  with  that  which  contains  the  labwi^ 
cells  on  the  other.  Bv  tins  arrangement,  and  the  remo^ral  of '» 
cookhouse  to  a  room  formerly  used  as  the  convicted  males  ^* 
room,  the  reception-cells  might  be  made  in  its  place,  togetto  ^ 
a  bath,  surgeon's  examining-room,  and  other  conveniences. 

There  are  altogether  36  cells  for  prisoners  of  all  denomiw^ 
except  debtors,  each  measuring  9  feet  by  6  feet,  with  a  hrigii^^ 
feet ;  they  are  furnished  with  iron  bedsteads,  but  it  is  obriotfo^ 
more  than  one  prisoner  must  frequently  sleep  in  one  cell?  tf  t» 
number  of  prisoners  generally  exceeds  that  of  the  cells.  A  80*j' 
addition  will  probably  be  maae  to  the  above  accommodation bj^ 
conversion  of  some  of  the  day-rooms  into  cells,  as  the  new  ^' 
rooms  will  render  them  unnecessary  in  the  former  capacity.  ^ 
drainage  is  now  very  good.

E resented  a  cleanly  appearance.  The  convicted  male  P"*^ 
ave  facilities  afforded  them  for  washing  daily  in  the  labour-cells, 
but  the  untried  men  wash  in  the  old  day-room,  in  the  preacocea 
a  turnkey,  4  at  a  time.  Each  prisoner  has  a  warm  bath  oioe* 
month,  and  is  reauired  to  wash  his  feet  once  a  week. 
SSmw  *^  There  is  a  single  prison  dress,  which  is  worn  by  all  the  ^^'^ 
^^  *"""  prisoners,  and  by  such  of  the  untried  as  desire  k,  to  ^^*!°^ 
own  clothes,  or  iihen  their  own  are  ragged ;  they  have  leatw''' 
shoes,  stockings,  and  flannel  waistcoats.  The  bedding  is  «^ 
clean,  and  sufficient  sheets  are  allowed  to  all,  with  a  wise  re^ 
to  economy,  as  well  as  cleanliness.  . 

Thd  surgeon  attends  at  the  prison  daily,  seeing  all  newlj 
arrived  prisbhers,  those  under  punishment,  and  any  sick  who  in*f 
be  brought  under  his  notice.  No  epidemic  occul-red  in  tbe  p"** 
last  year. 

The  chaplain  visits  the  prison  daily  at  9  o*cloek«  and  perfonn^ 
Divine  Service.  He  does  not  converse  with  the  prisfloen  »' 
dividually,  in  regular  rotation ;  as  I  found  some  who  ^^^^ 
in  the  prison  many  months  without  being  privately  addre««dby 
him.  He  sometimes  takes  a  class  of  boys  onoe  or  twice  in  a  w^ 
but  as  his  daily  visits  only  extend  to  one  hour,  it  is  imposfflbleu»^ 
he  can  give  much  instruction  out  of  chapel.  It  is  necdkts  ^ 
remark  upon  the  insufficiency  of  the  moral  and  reliff^ 
instruction  implied  in  this  des(;rlpti()n  of  the  diaplain*s  dv^^j 
and  as  no  schoolmaster  hai  been  yet  engaged,  it  if  my  du^^^ 
attention  to  tbe  necessity  of  tbe  appointment  of  oicb  an  ofi^'' 
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>t    only  to  fulfil  the  reqinrementt  of  the  law,  but  also  to  comply 
ith  the  obligations  of  an  enliebtened  policy. 

A  few  months  ago,  a  complaint  made  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
ergyman  to  the  Secretary  of  Slate,  against  the  conduct  of  the 
laplain,  with  reference  to  two  prisoners  under  chargje  of  murder, 
as  sent  to  the  Visiting  Justices  for  investigation.  The  nature  of 
e  complaint,  and  the  reply  made  thereto,  will  be  beat  shown  by 
te  following  documents,  which  I  extract  from  the  minutes : —

IB.>  Monmouth,  June  3rd,  1850. 

Being  the  Roman  Catholic  priest  of  Monmouth,  whose  duty  it 
.  to  attend  and  instmot  the  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  detained  in  the 
[lunty  gaol  of  the  town,  I  feel  myself  obliged  to  trouble  you  with  a 
^uest  to  interfere  and  prevent  certain  annoyances  which  I  meet  with, 
rom  the  chaplain  of  the  gaol,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty.  Since  the 
liddle  of  April  last  there  have  been  only  two  prisoners  in  the  untried 
rard  ;  these  two  are,  unfortunately,  Roman  Catholics,  natives  of  Ireland, 
n  the  charge  of  murder. 

The  chaplain  of  the  gaol  has  twice  at  least  intruded  his  services  upon 
hem,  though  they  rejected  them,  and  he  knew  I  was  attending  them, 
iioreover,  on  the  84th  of  May,  though  there  were  no  other  prisoners  in 
he  ward,  nor  have  been  since,  he  has  insisted  on  his  right  to  introduce 
k  number  of  offensive  tracts  and  books  into  the  ward,  and  placed  them 
imongst  my  books,  on  the  small  table  appropriated  to  my  use,  though 
here  was  another  table,  and  other  places  in  the  ward,  where  they  might 
lave  been  put.  I  removed  them  to  the  other  table  several  times,  but 
dways  found  them  replaced  on  my  return.  I  then  requested  the  turnk^ 
n^ho  let  tne  out  to  give  the  books  and  tracts  to  Mr.  Gosling,  the 
:haplain,  and  to  say  to  him  from  me  that  I  did  not  wish  the  prisoners 
to  be  distracted  from  the  instruction  I  was  giving  them  on  the  com- 
fuandments  of  God,  and  the  other  duties  of  the  religion  in  which 
they  had  been  baptised.  On  my  next  visit  I  found  even  a  greater 
number  than  before  of  tracts  and  books  placed  together  with  my  books, 
so  as  to  cover  the  table.  On  Saturday  last  I  made  a  complaint  of  this 
to  the  visiting  magistrates,  and  represented  to  them  the  injurious  effects 
of  placing  such  tracts  before  the  irritable  minds  of  Irish  Catholics,  and 
particnlariy  of  men  like  these,  and  the  insulting  manner  in  which  it 
was  done«  when  in  reality  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  these  prisoners, 
and  that  by  No.  6  of  the  new  regulations  for  prisons  the  magistrates  were 
the  only  persons  to  interfere  and  to  direct  what  books  should  be 
distributed  for  the  use  of  prisoners  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Established 
Chutch.  I  also  took  oocasion  to  complain  of  Mr.  Gosling,  the  chaplain, 
abusing  the  opportunities  which  )iis  situation  among  the  prisoners  gave 
him,  of  sneenng  at  the  Catholic  prisoners  for  their  religion,  of  the 
principles  of  which  he  is  evidently  either  grossly  ignorant  or  he  has 
said  to  them  what  he  knew  to  be  false.  I  submit  that  this  is  not  fit 
conduct  for  the  chaplain  of  a  prison  in  these  days.  The  magistrates 
acknowledged  I  had  made  out  a  good  case,  and  they  would  take  it  into 
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contideratioDf  but  feared  to  hurt  the  feeUngt  of  Mr«  Godiog  hy  winK 
the  booki  and  tracts  to  be  taken  away. 

To-day  I  visited  the  ward,  and  found  all  tracts  and  books  iatkiai 
still,  excepting  one  or  two  perhaps,  but  on  the  other  table,  to  tk  I 
suppose  the  annoying  objects  are  still  to  remain.  I  have  takes  oti 
leaf  from  one  of  the  books,  Fab.  III.,  which  I  enclose  for  5^ 
inspection. 

Ex  uno  disce  omnes;  and  I  beg  you  will  give  orders  thatafi  no 
books  shall  be  removed  from  the  ward,  till  they  be  wanted  for  i^ 
prisoners,  and  that  Mr.  Gosling  shall  not  in  future  ioteifeie  li 
koman  Catholic  prisoners.

P.S.  I  beg  here  to  give  most  honourable  testimony  to  the  eoDdoctit 
the  present  worthy  and  excellent  governor  of  the  gaol,  and  the  oIod 
under  him,  from  whom  I  have  invariably  received  every  atientiofla^ 
assistance,  and  of  whom  I  have  never  heard  any  coanplaiat  inm  ^ 
prisoners  under  my  care.

Wb  have  the  honour  to  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  7lh  iniL  ■"^ 
to  return  the  letter  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Burgess,  Roman  Catholie  fne<< 
which  was  enclosed,  and  to  reiK>rt  thereon  as  follows  >— 

There  were  at  the  time  referred  to,  and  are  at  present,  oaly  tn 
prisoners  for  trial  in  the  untried  ward  in  this  gaol,  and  these  ueb^ 
Roman  Catholics. 

From  the  time  of  their  committal,  the  Rev.  Edward  I.  Gosling  ^ 
chaplain  of  the  gaol,  tendered  to  them  his  religious  services,  sod  ^ 
they  were  declined  by  the  prisoners. 

He  also  supplied  the  ward  with  books,  according  to  his  usual  prae^ 
and  he  continued  to  do  so  after  his  religious  services  were  declioed  ^ 
the  prisoners.  This  he  did  under  a  misapprehension  that  itwaiist 
duty  to  direct  the  distribution  of  books  to  all  prisonera,  not  htfv? 
observed  the  6th  rule  of  the  prison  regulations,  whieh  directs  thst  tk 
Visiting  Justices  shall  control  the  ^tribution  of  hooka  for  the  me  ^ 
pHsoners  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Established  Church. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  chaplain's  journal  contain  a  correct 
report  of  his  conduct  with  respect  to  these  two  prisoners : — 

''April  13</*.  Visited  separately  M.  M.  and  P.  S.,  twD  »» 
committed  for  murder.  Notb. — ^The  two  men  committed  for  miu^ 
declined  visits  from  me ;  this  tliey  did  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  vk" 
accompanied  me  this  morning  to  their  cells. 

'^  April  19//*.  Saw  the  men  committed  for  murder. 

*'  April  2Srd.  Called  to  see  the  two  men  committed  for  murder*  I 
offered  to  read  to  them  a  portion  of  their  own  Testament  (the  Vulgite 
translated);  to  this  they  consented ;  I  accordingly  read  John, chip* iii* 
My  reason  for  making  the  offer  was,  that  one  of  them  cannot  read. 

^'  April  26th.  Mr.  Burgess,  the  Romish  priest,  has  objected  tomf 
reading  to  the  men  committed  for  murder  even  the  translation  of  ^ 
New  TesUment  left  by  him  for  their  use^  so  that  any  further  tendered 
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ny  services  «t«  regards  them  would,  for  the  present  at  any  rate,  be  not 
>nly  fruitless,  but  unseemly. 

^  JUa^  24/A.  Supplied  the  ward  for  untried  men  with   Bibles, 
Prayer-books,  and  tracts. 

••  May  27ih.  Went  into  the  ward  in  which  are  the  men  for  trial. 
**  m/wte  1st.     S.f  one  of  the  men  for  trial,  being  ill,  I  went  to  see 
him. 

**  m/une  3rd,  Removed  a  tract  from  the  ward  appropriated  to  the 
men  for  trial,  entitled  '  The  Dying  Christian,'  as  at  the  close  of  it 
something  is  said  of  the  *  Inquisition  at  Rome,'  which  has  given  offence 
to  the  Romish  priest 

^*  June  7th.  Went  into  the  ward  appropriated  to  the  men  for  trial/' 
The  tract  above  referred  to,  in  the  entry  of  June  3rd,  was  a  number 
of  **  The  Friendly  Visitor,"  a  well-known  publication  ;  it  contained  no 
other  allusion  to  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  and  the  chaplain  says  that 
be  had  not  observed  this  particular  passage  in  it. 

The  printed  and  engraved  leaf  appended  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Burgess's 
letter,  transmitted  to  us,  is  taken  out  of"  The  Universal  Spelling-book, 
by  Daniel  Penning :  London :  Published  by  the  Wholesale  Dealers :"  no 
date.  This  book  contains  many  other  fables,  of  a  common  kind,  with 
pictures,  and  makes  no  other  allusion  in  any  part  to  matters  of  religion 
or  controversy.  It  is  a  book  of  144  pages,  and  the  chaplain  states  that 
be  was  in  like  manner  unaware  of  the  exbtenoe  of  the  offisnsive 
fable. 

With  respect  to  the  complaint  that  the  chaplain  has  been  in  the 
habit  of  sneering  at  the  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  for  their  religion,  no 
such  conduct  has  taken  place  in  the  presence  of  the  governor  or  the 
turnkeys;  and  the  definition  of  a  sneer,  in  the  course  of  religious 
argument,  is  so  difficult,  that  we  do  not  believe  that  it  would  be  the 
wish  of  the  Secretary  of  State  that  we  should  pursue  this  inquiry  further, 
by  an  examination  of  the  two  prisoners,  the  subjects  of  the  present  coni- 
plaint,  or  of  others,  if  they  could  be  found,  who  have  formerly  been 
prisoners  in  the  county  gaol. 

We  have,  under  the  6th  rule  of  the  prison  regulations,  ordered  the 
books  supplied  by  the  chaplain  to  the  untried  ward  to  be  removed 
until  some  other  prisoner  shall  be  committed  for  trial,  not  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  persuasion,  there  being  a  Bible  furnished  to  each  cell,  and  the 
Roman  Catholic  priest  having  provided  the  prisoners  with  a  New 
Testamadt  in  their  daj-room.

of  their  own  persuasion^  exercised  a  power  whidi  did  inltUoi!| 
to  his  office. 

There  is  a  good  supply  of  books,  but,  being  felt  in  lhe%| 
rooms  for  prisoners  to  help  themselves,  the  destruction  comBO*: 
upon  them  is  very  great.  Books  should  always  be  gi^*- 
prisoners  by  the  chaplain,  according  to  his  judgment  of  tbc 
fitness  for  the  particular  individuals  to  whom  they  are  lent  T^ 
issue  and  return  should  be  recorded  in  a  book,  ihe  volumes  Iw:^ 
always  examined  before  their  re- issue,  by  which  alone  a  cbeda 
be  kept  upon  their  wanton  or  careless  destruction. 

The  punishments  are  few  in  number,  and  generally  extend  s 
further  than  the  stoppage  of  a  single  meal,  or  the  substitutm  i: 
the  usual  dinner,  of  bread,  rice,  or  potatoes.  Tlie  prisoDffs  *? 
obedient  and  well  conducted,  and  submissive  in  manner— qrnlw 
which,  when  they  prevail  generally  throughout  a  prison,  najK 
confidently  ascrioed .  to  good  management  on  the  part  of  Ifc 
governor. 

The  treadmill  has  ten  compartments,  and  is  worked  by  «c: 
of  the  prisoners  sentenced  to  labour,  the  remainrier  if^ 
employed  in  picking  oakum  or  breaking  stones.  When  ^ 
makers,  tailors,  or  other  skilled  workmen  are  in  the  prison ^^ 
are  usually  employed  in  making  shoes,  clothes,  and  doing  repawa 
different  kinds,  in  the  service  of  the  prison.  The  labour  of  flf 
prisoners  is  not  productive  of  any  pecuniary  return.

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The  accommodation  for  debtom  ift  sufRciently  extensive,  but  is  Debun. 
>bjectionable  in  not  being  subdivided  for  the  two  classes,  so  that 
Lhe  County  Court  debtors  cannot  be  kept  separately  by  ni^ht  or 
by  day,  and  can  tlierefore  obtain  tobacco  and  other  prohibited 
articles  fVom  those  of  their  companions  to  whom  their* use  is 
allowed.  I  hate  already  shown  how  this  deficiency  may  be 
remedied  by  a  separate  building  and  airing-yard.  The  present 
sleeping  accommodation  consists  of  a  single  room,  with  ten  iron 
bedsteads  well  supplied  with  bedding,  but  it  appears  to  me  far 
from  a  desirable  mode  of  lodging  this  class  of  prisoners^ 

The  repairs  and  alterations  of  the  prison  have  been  effected  with  oeneraiob. 
a  strict  regard  to  economy,  having  been  in  great  measure  done  ^'^^ 
by  prisoners^  the  labour-sbeds  merely  costing  the  county  the  price 
of  the  iron  gates.  An  escape  was  lately  effected  by  a  prisoner*  in 
a  manner  as  daring  as  it  was  iu£enious>  during  the  time  that 
the  rest  of  the  prisoners  were  at  dinner,  the  man  having  availed 
himself  of  a  ladder  employed  in  the  building  of  one  of  the  work- 
rooms. The  fugitive  was,  however,  very  shortly  recaptured.  The 
following  extract  from  the  governor's  journal  refers  to  a  far  more 
daring  attempt  at  escape,  showing  the  risk  of  allowing  hardened 
and  desperate  criminals  to  associate  together : — 

^^This  morning  a  little  before  6  o'clock  G^rge  Allpass,  one  of  the 
tumkeysy  on  going  to  give  the  convicts  under  sentence  of  transportation 
their  clotlies*  was  seiz^  l^  two  of  the  transports  (M.  and  M.),  violently 
assaulted*  his  keys  taken  from  him,  and  locked  in  a  cell.  Having  pos- 
session of  the  keys,  they  unlocked  two  other  transports  (A.  and  H.),  let 
tlieroselves  out  of  the  prison,  and  proceeded  to  the  lodge,  armed  with 
the  leg  of  an  iron  bedstead,  (which  M.  had  broken  out  of  his  cell  with,) 
a  large  padlock,  also  broken  from  a  cell-door,  and  a  large  stone,  pulled 
out  from  the  drain.  Meeting  Bradshaw  and  Hathaway,  two  other 
turnkeys,  coming  through  the  lodge  door,  M.  struck  Bradshaw  with  the 

E'ece  of  iron,  and  Icfi  him  senseless  on  the  ground ;  the  others,  seizing 
atbaway*  got  possession  of  the  keys,  locked  the  inner  door  of  the  lodge, 
and  escaped,  throwing  the  keys  into  the  field.  On  hearing  Allpass  call 
out  from  the  oell-wimlow,  I  went  to  the  lodge^  and,  finding  the  door 
locked,  I  ran  back  and  released  Allpass.  By  this  time  Hathaway,  who 
was  in  the  lodge,  and  the  least  hurt,  had  recovered  the  keys^  and  let  me 
thiough.  I  immediately  gave  an  alarm,  and  sent  a  large  number  of 
persons,  armed,  on  foot  and  on  horseback,  in  pursuit  of  the  prisoners,  who 
succeeded  in  recovering  them  in  about  four  hours.  Put  them  in  iroi»  in 
separate  cells.** 

A  "prisoners'  relief  fund"  has  been  in  operation  several  years^ 
for  assisting  to  reclaim  such  prisoners  as  shall  have  completed  the 
term  of  their  imprisonment,  and  who  at  the  time  of  their  discharge 
shall  be  recommended  to  the  Visiting  Justices  by  the  chaplain  and 
governor.  From  the  reports  of  the  chaplain  from  time  to  time,  it 
appears  that  this  fund  has  been  productive  of  much  good. 
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It  appears  bv  an  extract  from  *  Neild  ou  Priaoas/  pubbUkl 
1812,  page  39S,  that— 

**  Mr.  James  Gabriel,  a  most  worthy  character  in  this  Iovb,  (« 
died  26th  March,  1764.  at  the  age  of  75,)  liad  been  very  kind  ti^ 
prisoners  in  his  lifetime;  and  at  his  death  left  lli^m  £100,  vki^i 
vested  in  the  Turnpike  Security,  and  from  which  eaeh  pritQaer,cK:T 
quarter-day,  receives  a  sixpenny  loaf. 

*'  A  memorial  of  this  legacy  is  fixed  up  in  St.  Mary's  Chnrdi.' 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  will  of  James  Gabnd,if 
the  town  of  Monmouth,  gardener,  dated  16th  Nov.  17S&^ 

**  I  give  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Monmouth  one  hundred  fmk 
to  be  placed  out  at  interest  by  direction  of  my  executors  heffeinafter  wmd, 
and  the  interest  arising  from  the  said  one  hundred  to  be  applied  for  eicri 
buying  of  bread,  and  to  be  disposed  among  the  poor  of  the  parishsfite- 
mouth,and  such  poor  prisoners  as  shall  be  in  the  county  gaolof  ModibmI> 
shire  for  the  time  being,  at  four  times  in  the  year,  that  it  Is  r; 
Christmas-day,  £aster-day,  Whitsunday,  and  Michaelmaj-d«yiOr<«& 
day  after  any  of  the  said  days  wh  ch  shall  suit  moat  convenient  iff  h 
distributing  of  the  said  bread." 

The  will  from  which  the  above  is  taken  was  proved  at  I^odfl>. 
on  the  2l8t  of  May,  1754,  before  the  judge,  by  the  oath  rf* 
Hev.  John  Gabriel,  clerk,  the  son  and  executor,  to  whom  adna- 
nistration  was  granted,  he  having  Brst  been  duly  sworn  by  coons- 
sion  duly  to  administer*  _ 

This  bequest  appears  to  have  been  diverted  from  its  pnjw 
object,  as  I  can  find  no  entiy  in  the  records  of  the  gaoJ,  for  naj 
years  past,  of  the  benefaction  havine  been  distribirted  among  the 

t)risoner8.  On  inquiry,  however,  I  find  it  to  have  been  pw«« 
ately  as  the  year  1820;  and  I  also  hear  that  the  '^^^^^2 
annually  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  paridi  of  Modzww 
The  governor,  by  direction  of  the  Visiting  Justices,  communicalw 
with  the  clerk  of  the  trustees  of  the  Monmouth  turnpike  trust,** 
also  with  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  requesting  that » 
moiety  might  be  given  to  the  poor  prisoners,  as  directw  by  the 
will  of  the  testator;  but  no  reply  was  recehred  to  these sppfict- 
tions. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  total  number  of  prisoner  ^^ 
have  been  received  at  the  county  gaol  on  commitments  by  w 
magistrates  of  the  boroughs  of  Newport  and  Monmouth  i^  ^ 
last  six  years.  It  shows  a  very  considerable  increase  of  cowtwt- 
ments  from  these  boroughs ;  in  the  fimner  instance,  at  least,  t^ac^ 
able  to  the  increase  of  commerce  and  of  population : —

A  full  account  of  the  construction  of  this  prison  was  given  in 
e  10th  Report,  in  which  also  were  pointed  out  certain  defects 
k1  requirements,  still  existing,  and  which,  in  consequence  of  the 
ailding  being  entirely  new,  had  not  been  foreseen  and  provided 
>r.  These  defects,  having  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Visiting 
ustices^  were  represented  by  them  to  the  Quarter  Sessions,  and 
ave  been  remedied  in  the  best  manner  by  alterations,  which  cannot 
e  better  described  than  in  the  words  of  their  Report : —

The  inspection  of  the  airing-yards  from  the  inner  building  is

iculty  in  overlooking  the  prisoners  engaged  in  stone-breaking 
other  work  in  the  labour-sheds.  It  was  intended  that  the 
cer  having  the  inspection  of  the  treadmill  should  also  overlook

t  the  oflScers  declare  this  to  be  impossible,  and  that  it  is  never 
:empted,  but  that  another  man  is  generally  employed  for  the 
irpoae.

The  prisoner*  are  frequently  admitted  Tronl  the  several  cduhty  cuMdin^t. 
leck-up  houses  in  a  very  filthy  condition,  and  it  was  stated  that, 
s^lthou^h  the  greatest  pains  are  tajcen  to  wash  them  oh  adtnissibn, 
the  vermin  continue  to  infest  them  long  afterwatds.  |l  is  difficult  to 
perceive  any  cause,  for  this,  unless  it  l^  ascribed  to  their  being  re- 
quired to  wear  their  own  clothes  before  trial.  The  means  of  p'er- 
sonal  cleanliness  are  defective^  no  water  being  laid  on  to  the  cells, 
which  is  the  more  necessary  in  prisons  on  the  Separate  system, 
as  no  other  part  is  set  aside  in  them  for  thb  purpose  of  {^ersonJEd 
abliilioD,    Each  prisoner  has  a  bath  one€  a  month. 

An  prisoners  sleep  in  hammocks,  and  the  bedding  allowed  is  ciotbing  and 
veiy  good  and  sufficient^  including  a  pair  of  sheets  to  each  prisbner ;  "*^*""«- 
^  9in^le  prisoner  complained  that  he  was  only  allowed  one,  but 
I  found  upon  inquiry  that  he  had  torn  the  other  to  pieces.  The 
convicted  misoners  are  all  clothed  in  a  prison  dress,  but  it  is 
not  allowed  to  any  of  the  untried,  unless  their  bwn  is  quite  unfit 
to  be  worn.     This  riile  seems  to  require  reconsideration. 

The  diet  recommended  in  iJecember,  1849,   by  the  Secr'Aary  ™- 
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of  State*  has  been  adopted  in  this  prison,  and  is  TegaiMai 
great  improvement  upon  that  previously  in  use,  from  its  hh{ 
extended  the  periods  tor  which  tne  lowest  formula  is  pescribei 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  at  least  three  times  a  week,  i^  I 
generally  with  much  greater  frequency ;  he  is  sent  for  to  exan  I 
prisoners  on  reception,  and  also  sees  those  under  ptuushmettfa^i 
prison  offences.   Once  a  month  he  makes  a  minute  inspecdn  a  I 
the  prison,  visitinpf  eveiy  prisoner  in  his  cell,  and  examiBiii|d  \ 
the  other  parts  of  the  prison.    In  the  autumn  of  1848  maaj  ctss 
of  small-pox  occurred,  and  in  the  last  year  a  sin^e  case  of  dideR,  „ 
which  was  fatal  in  a  few  hours.    There  appears  to  be  no  do* 
that  this  prisoner  was  affected  with  the  disease  at  the  time  of  & 
admission.    The  following  passage,  referring  to  this  prisoner,  is 
extracted  from  the  journal  of  the  Visiting  Justices  :  — 

**  1849,  June  4th. — ^The  Visiting  Justices  deem  it  proper  to  mak& 
following  entry  respecting  the  case  of  G.  B.,  committed  k 
14  days  for  an  offence  at  the  Chqpstow  union  workhouse,  who  was  t^ 
ill  the  same  night,  and  died  on  the  27th.  The  coroner  attended  on  ie 
morning  of  the  28th  and  sat  with  the  jury  in  a  room  in  the  govenur^ 
house,  and  agreed  to  a  verdict  of  Asiatic  cholera,  toiihoui  &iha  it 
coroner  or  the  jury  having  entered  theprUon^  or  viewed  the  hoAj,^ 

There  was  scarcely  any  sickness,  and  none  of  a  sotoos  cb- 
racter,  at  the  time  of  my  visit  A  solitary  case  of  insain^&B 
occurred  in  the  prison  since  it  was  opened  seven  years  ago,  hot  tk 
surgeon  is  decidedly  oi  opinion  that  this  man  was  insane  on  is 
admissicm.  In  going  round  the  prison  with  the  surgeon  I  ^ 
and  examined  a  man  who  had  behaved  in  a  very  eccentric  tf^ 
violent  manner,  but  I  came  to  the  conriction  which  the  surgeti 
had  previously  arrived  at,  that  the  individual  was  feigning  for  tk 
purpose  of  procuring  his  liberation. 

It  is  my  duty  in  this  place  to  allude  to  the  instances,  which  aff 
by  no  means  unfrequent,  of  prisoners  being  brought  from  the  \(A' 
up  houses  of  Chepstow  and  Abergavennv  suGfering  from  iUiMS 
induced  by  the  dampness  and  unhealthmess  of  those  placei^ 
detention,  and  also  to  the  disgraceful  state  of  drunkamess  inwluch 
the  prisoners  are  sometimes  brought  bv  the  o6Bcers  hariog  tbe 
custody  of  them.  The  following  are  a  few  of  those  examples:— 
On  the  22nd  of  September,  1847,  A.  G.,  aged  40,  was  broa^ 
from  Abergavenny  so  drunk  that  she  fell  out  of  the  cart  On  tw 
19th  of  November,  1847,  S.  M.,  a^ed  22,  was  admitted  in  > 
state  of  severe  illness  from  a  cold  caught  in  the  police  station;  ^ 
was  ill  during  the  whole  of  her  stay  in  prison,  and  was  carried  on 
a  bed  to  receive  sentence.  December  11,  1847#  H.  D.,  ^ 
18,  was  also  admitted,  suffering  severely  from  the  et^^ 
damp  in  the  police  station.  April  5,  1848,  W,  D.,  ^ 
brought  into  the  prison  suffering  sickness,  the  consequence  of 
having  been  allowed  to  get  drunk  on  the  n^.    In  the  couneof 
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e  year  42  prisoners  were  admitted  suffering  from  catarrti,  con* 
ictod  in  the  lock-up  houses. 

"Hie  Tery  discreditable  state  of  the  lock-up  houses  of  Chepstow 
id  Abergavenny  will  be  found  more  minutely  described  below, 
ider  their  respective  heads. 

The  chaplain  attends  daily.  On  Sunday  he  reads  two  full  ser-  Mordwd 
ices  and  preaches  two  sermons ;  on  week-Jays  he  reads  a  selection  SjJSSl!!'*' 
-om  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England  and  a  chapter  from  the 
^ew  Testament*  He  also  visits  prisoners  in  their  cells,  for  the  pur- 
K>8e  or  exhorting  and  admonishing  them.  He  has  the  privilege  of 
>btaimng  books  by  recommending  them  to  the  Visiting  Justices. 
I\.  schoohnaster  was  appointed  about  two  years  ago,  but  his  duties 
are  not  restricted  to  teaching,  as  he  also  assists  in  the  discipline 
of  the  prison.  His  hours  for  teaching  are  from  10  to  4,  during 
which  time  he  eoes  from  cell  to  cell,  mstructing  those  only  who 
can  neither  read  nor  write.  The  prisoners  upon  whom  he  is  to 
bestow  his  attention  are  pointed  out  to  him  by  the  chaplain,  and 
rarely  include  any  who  are  able  to  read.  It  seldom  happens  that 
a  prisoner  succeeds  in  learning  to  read  during  his  stay,  except  in 
the  case  of  unusually  long  sentences. 

In  his  Report  to  Quarter  Ses^ons  at  Michaelmas  last,  the 
chaplain  makes  the  following  very  just  remarks  on  the  inconsist- 
ency of  the  management  of  prisoners  awaiting  their  trial : — 

^  The  practice  of  keeping  all  the  prisoners  together  in  the  same  small 
room,  in  waiting  for  their  trial  at  quarter  sessionsy  tends  to  produce  a 
bad  effect  upon  their  minds,  and  to  counteract  any  previous  good  that 
night  have  been  done  them.  Good  resolutions,  which  have  been  months 
In  fonniDg,  have,  to  my  knowledge,  been  totally  effaced  by  one  day's 
evil  communication  in  this  way  with  older  and  hardened  offenders.'* 

The  punishments  for  the  last  year  have  not  been  very  frequent,  ^ 
but  the  majority  have  been  of  a  severe  character,  46  out  of  67 
having  consisted  in  confinement  in  the  dark  cell  for  periods  of 
varying  duration*     The  remaining  21  have  been  punished  by 
8tom)ageordiet. 

Tne  treadmill  is  the  principal  instrument  of  labour :  it  produces  i 
no  useful  result,  although  it  might  without  difficulty  be  made  to 
raise  water  for  the  prison.  Nearly  all  the  convicted  prisoners  are 
sentenced  to  hard  laoour,  and  of  these,  at  the  time  of  my  inspection, 
many  were  employed  in  picking  oakum,  some  in  pumping  water 
for  the  prison,  one  in  mending  hammocks,  and  one  in  repairing 
shoes.  The  prisoners  are  never  taught  any  trades ;  a  few  were 
formerly  taught  mat-making,  but  this  has  been  discontinued,  as 
there  is  no  demand  for  the  products  of  their  labour.

•enrsuons.    wcsteru  district  to  the  fact  of  a  reduction  In  the  number  otcm- 
mitments  having  attended  the  introduction  of  the  Separate  sjstei 
of  di9cipline.     It  is  ne^dle^  to  poinf  oi^t  how  mud^  of  tne  3i 
success  of  this  system  has  been  due  to  the  unfitpess  of  the  paia 
to  whom  the  direction  qt  the  a^airs  of  the  prison^  ever  since  h 
erection^  has  been  intrusted,  as  this  point  nas  been   repeatfdk 
conoeded  by  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Visiting  Jusikes;  asd 
«i  the  governor  will,  by  the  last  resolution  of  the  cpurt  of  Quaite 
Sessions,  be  superseded  before  the  publication  of  this  Report,  I 
do  not  feel  called  upon  to  recount  the  errors  of  his  adinfanstratipt. 
which  have  confirmed  the  opinion  expressed  of  him  in  nay  fonnff 
Report.     It  must  be   acknowledged,  however,  that  the  incrci« 
of  oommitraents  to  this  prison  is  partly  due  to  other  circiirostanrw, 
and  that  much  of  it  is  rather  apparent  than  real.     The  prini 
IS  of  a  very  large  site  when  compaied  either  with  the  county  ni. 
or  vith  the  hmise  of  correction  which  formerly  existed  at  Uds 
and  consequently  a  large  number  of  the  prisoners,  wbp  would  ham 
bean  committed  to  Monmouth  had  the  old  prison  of  Usk  remained, 
are  now  as  a  matter  of  convenience  sent  tp  this  n^orp  commodioBi 
prison.    Thus  has  it  arisen  that»  while  the  commitments  is 
Monmouthshire  have  been  increasing  in  proportion  to  the  inciefst 
of  population,  nearly  the  whole  of  that  increase  Ifas  been  thropp 
upon  the  house  of  eorrection  at  Usk,  which,  from  its  sifa^  was  mere 
capable  of  receiving  the  augmentation,  than  the  confined  and  lU- 
eonstructed  prison  of  Monmouth.     It  should  be  also  observed  thu 
the  full   advantage  which  has  attended  the  institution  pf  tbs 
Separate  system  at  Shrewsbury,  Hereford,  Leicester,  Northampton. 
and  But\\,  in  which  the  annua)  average  reduetion  pf  cpmtnitmiMts 
has  amounted  to  from  9  to  30  per  cent.,  could  not  h^ve  befpi 
expected  to  arise  if  there  had  been  in  those  counties  other  prisons 
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ivhich  m  diametricidly  opposiU  tyttem  was  pursued — a  condition 
lich  is  presented  by  the  prison  of  Monmouth  as  compared  with 
atofUsk. 

In  conformity  with  the  observations  under  the  head  of  cleanliness, 
would  wagg^Bt  that  the  untried  prisoners  should  be  clothed  in  the 
i??or»  dress,  except  when  exempted  at  their  own  request,  and  then 
ily  when  their  own  apparel  is  in  good  condition. 

X  ^ould  add  another  suggestion,  which  is  not  inferior  in  import- 
ice  to  any  that  could  be  mentioned,  namely,  that  light  of  some 
LTid  should  be  introduced  into  the  cells,  in  order  to  aroid  the  rery 
bjectionable  practice  of  siiutting  the  prisoners  up  without  em- 
loyment  for  so  large  a  part  of  the  24  hotJrs  ^  is  now  done, 
specially  in  winter.  If  tnis  were  apcompUshj^d.  a  negiUar  oour 
aight  be  fixed  for  retiring  to  rest,  and  much  school  mstntctipn, 
*T  work,  if  it  could  be  procured  for  the^p/  might  pfjBFiously  be  given 
o  the  prisoners  in  their  cells,  instead  of  inculcating  indolent  habits, 
v^  at  present,  \)y  allowing  from  12  to  16  houi^  of  rest  in  bed. 
Perhaps  the  most  economical  mode  of  bringing  thi9  abpfit  would 
be  to  manufacture  gas  on  the  premises ;  bul  of  mis  the  magistrates 
would  be  beet  able  to  judge. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  the  governor^  matron,  chap* 

lain,  surgeon,  seven  male  and  two  female  turnkeys,  waicbman,  and 

etigineer.     The  duty  of  schoolmaster  is  done  by  one  of  the  tum- 

\Leys,  aQ  arrapgemput  by  no  means  to  l^  commended  in  a  prison 

reqmring'  the  eonstant  and  undivided  attention  of  a  schoolmaster. 

The  very  liberal  stipend  of  the  chaplain  proves  that  the  n^agistrat^s 

^*re  no>  wantjog  in  regard  to  the  spiritual  instruptipn  pf  Jhe  pj^- 

soners.  and  seems  to  oner  a  guarantee  that  their  geoajral  iaatriis- 

tion  wtti  also  be  put  upon  a  footing  of  greater  efficiency.

This  place  of  detention  has  be^i  recently  erected,  and  is  laTn; 
good  repair  in  every  respect.  Three  officers^  one  of  whom  is  manied 
reside  on  the  premises.  It  has  a  good  communication  witfa  tk 
courts,  so  that  prisoners  can  be  conveyed  to  and  from  the  htkr 
without  passing  any  public  throughfare. 

The  accommodation  for  male  prisoners  consists  of  one  laifi 
cell  on  the  ground-floor^  for  the  reception  of  night-charges,  aod, 
on  the  floor  above,  a  day-room  and  4  sleeping  cells,  one  of  wfaidi 
is,  however,  used  as  a  store-room.  There  is  a  large  bed  in  €ick 
cell ;  the  windows  are  not  glazed,  but  there  are  shutters  to  keep 
out  the  cold ;  each  cell  has  a  watercloset,  with  a  good  supply  of 
water,  under  command  of  the  officer  without.  The  doors  of  the 
cells  are  pierced  with  inspection-holes.  The  females  are  pheed 
in  a  separate  building;  they  have  one  day-room  and  two  aleepiif 
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ll8«  The  room  for  receiving  charges,  and  the  other  necessary 
trts  of  a  police-station,  are  placed  on  the  same  side  with  them. 
The  diet  allowed  to  prisoners  seems  to  me  greatly  in  excess  of 
hat  is  needful  for  the  preservation  of  their  health,  the  daily  rations

Few  of  the  prisoners,  of  course^  enjoy  this  good  fare  for  more 
bian  a  single  day,  but  it  may  be  continued  longer  in  cases 
emanded  for  further  examination.  "With  a  superfluous  regard  to 
he  taste  of  the  prisoners  under  the  latter  circumstances,  however^ 
heir  food  after  the  first  few  days  b  varied,  by  the  substitution  of 
;ea  for  the  coffee,  and  of  ^  lb.  of  butter  for  the  cheese. 


ABBBOAVBNNT.— LOCK-UP  HOUSK 

In  the  Tenth  Beport  upon  the  prisons  of  this  district  a  minute 
account  was  given  of  the  state  of  decay,  dilapidation,  and  filth  in 
iffhich  this  building  was  found,  and  recommendations  were  made 
for  the  erection  of  a  place  of  greater  strength  and  more  extended 
accommodation,  in  consequence  of  the  mmiber  of  persons  occa- 
sionally confined  in  it.  Nothing  having  been  done  to  remedy  the 
evils  there  complained  of,  I  brought  the  matter  under  the  notice  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  by  the  following  letter,  a  copy  of  which 
was  forwarded  by  him  to  the  chairman  of  Quarter-sessions : — 

To  H.  Waddington^  Esq. 
Sir,  Wettbonrne-ttreet,  Dec  6tli,  1848. 

I  BIO  leave  to  bring  under  the  notice  of  Secretary  Sir 
George  Grey  the  state  of  the  lock-up  house  at  Abergavenny,  in  whicJi 
(I  regret  to  say)  no  attempts  at  improvement  have  been  made  since 
the  publication  of  my  observations  thereupon  in  the  Tenth  Report  of  the 
Inipectors  of  Prisons,  which  I  enclose,  and  to  which  I  beg  leave  to 
refer. 

In  that  Report,  page  86, 1  have  described  the  state  of  the  building, 
to  which  the  same  observations  are  still  equally  applicable,  with  the 
additional  fact,  that  dilapidation  has  still  further  advanced,  so  as  to 
render  it  almost  uninhabitable.  Only  one  of  the  cells  is  now  pro- 
vided even  with  a  bench.  There  is  no  bedding  allowed,  and  even  the 
dam^  straw  I  found  in  the  cell  had  been  supplied  by  the  charity  of  the 
chief  constable  from  his  own  stable.  Since  the  date  of  that  Report  four 
prisoners  have  escaped  by  breaking  through  the  wall.  Twice  within 
the  month  of  September  last  the  building  was  nearly  burnt  and  the 
prisoners  suffocated,  by  the  latter  having  lighted  the  straw  for  the 
purpose  of  wanning  themselves.  Had  a  proper  building  been  erected 
when  the  necessity  for  it  was  pointed  out,  these  circumstances  would 
have  been  prevented,  for  the  residence  on  the  spot  of  an  officer  would 
have  prevented  the  escapes,  and  in  a  well-arranged  building  the  means 
of  obtainiag  fire  would  not  have  been  within  the  reach  of  the  persons  con^ 
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finid*  As  wattcri  exist  at  poBStot,  lacirer*iDttlch«B  sad  ewem  hlaMmi 
Bpiritupyji  Uqaors  i^ay  be  passed  pa4l^  ^  4por,  or  inrcn  pot  Ihaip 
t^  window  into  a  cell.  An  instance  was  related  to  me  at  my  last  swfe 
Mod,  in  October  last,  of  a  bladder  of  spirits  baring  been  passed  mk 
the  door  on  a  recent  occasion,  by  which  a  prisoner  was  sent  dea^ 
drunk  to  the  house  of  correction  at  Usk — a  statement  which  I  aftcmn 
found  confirmed  by  the  books  of  Usk  prison.  Another  lact  wtea! 
learned  at  Usk  is  deserving  of  notice  here,  as  applying  to  diis  lock-a 
hous^  n^ore  (ban  to  any  other  in  the  county: — In  fW  consie  of  la^  fcr 
42  cases  of  catarrh  and  2  of  very  ^everc  Inflammation  ifcre  receaTec  s 
Usk,  nearly  all  of  which  were  traceable  to  pplds  cau^hi  m  this  kx^H} 
liouse. 

The  building  belongs  to  the  corpqration  of  Aherj^yeniij,  h^  * 
chiefly  used  for  the  detention  of  county  prisoners,  for  which  purpose  i 
place  of  confinement  in  that  locality  is  very  necessary,  on  accoluil  ef  ii^ 
near  neighbourhood  of  the  iron-works. 

I  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  coanty  magisn^B 
be  directed  to  the  necessity  of  tdcing  immediate  steps  for  erecdsa:  it 
Abergaveni^y  a  comipodious  station-house,  w|th  a  room  for  the  mmt 
trates,  and  accommodation  for  an  officer  and  his  family  ;  and  Trout  4^ 
6  cells,  sufficiently  warmed  and  ventilated  ;  and  that  the  towm  auAondp 
be  prohibited  from  using  the  present  bnfkiing  any  longer  as  a  praa, 
unless  it  be  put  into  proper  repair^  an4  provided  with  the  appHasers  d 
health  as  wdl  as  of  security.  I  am,  m*»  Ae. 

At  my  recejit  visit  I  was  concerned  to  ^nd  that  the  dilapida- 
tion of  the  building  was  proceeding  without  ipterrupf ion;  thai 
there  was  scarcely  a  parj  ot  it  which  would  afford  any  Vaiid  resk- 
ance  to  an  attempt  at  escape  from  within,  more  especially  as 
tools  of  any  description  could  easily  be  conveyed  to  prisoners  htm 
without. 

The  filth  and  dampness  of  the  OfsUs  were  even  more  reroltmi 
dian  at  my  previous  Visits.  Under  iliese  eircumstapees  I  tan 
felt  it  my  duty  to  make  another  special  Report  to  the  Secrefaiy 
of  State,  feeling  it  to  be  highly  Im^rtant  that  a  sifitable  place  oif 
detention  should  be  provided  in  a  district  in  w\iich»  from  the 
increase  of  population  and  of  trade,  coniroifnieQts  must  be 
expected  to  becpnae  more  and  more  frequent. 


CHEPSTOW.— LpCK-UP  HOUSE. 

The  lock-up  house  of  this  town  is  quite  as  little  fitted  for  its 
purpose  as  thAt  pf  Abergavenny,  both  from  insufficiency  of  extect 
^nd  want  of  security,  {t  consists  of  a  single  celj,  l2  feet* by  S  ^. 
lyhose  on^y  furniture  is  a  woocjen  bedstead,  the  iron  lejfs  ofji-hich 
might  b^  used  as  weapons  to  effect  ^cape.  No  ))eddipg  is^oired 
for  the  prisoners,  and,  although  the  place  is  very  damp  ^nd  oold, 
they  are  not  even  fiirnisbed  with  atraw.  The  i^l,  b^^  ooiy  one 
brick  in  thickness,  has  often  been  broken  through  i>y  ptisotters 
confined  in  the  cell.     The  building  being  situated  ipth^vont 
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*t  of  the  Uwrn — »  pait  inbabit^d  alim$t  «i:clusively  by  vagrantf 
1  other  bad  chamctere — attempU  at  raecue  are  very  coniipoQ, 
I,  from  there  being  no  offietr rendent  on  the  n>et«  are  frequeptiy 
tsessfVil.  Among  many  instances  of  this  kind  which  were 
a, ted  to  me  was  one  in  which^  the  lock  having  been  picked  from 
3  outside  in  the  midcfle  of  the  day,  a  man  was  liberated  who 
LS  under  remand  for  having  corpinitted  a  robberj'  pear  Newpprt ; 
d  ^notf^er.  {^  fi\i\c\\  a  pat)  confined  under  a  cnarge  of  cattle- 
2Ct|ing  let  nifp^plf  out  \x\  t)i^  roidd}^  of  X\\e  day/and  has  never 
ice  been  beard  of,  although  a  reward  was  offqrp^  for  his  rec^p* 
re.  These  instances  suflBce  to  show  the  insecurity  of  the  buildiifg. 
^ith  reference  to  the  want  of  accorpmodation^  it  needs  only  to  be 
s marked  thatj  as  there  is  only  onQ  cell,  the  female  prisoners. 
Hen  there  are  ^ny  in  custody  at  the  same  time  as  males,  are 
ther  allowed  to  depart,  or,  it  the  charges  against  them  are  seriou3. 
re  kept  at  public-houses  through  the  night,  under  the  care  of 
onstables,  who,  not  bein^  stipendiary  officers,  may  be  supposed 
lot  to  be  very  vigilant.  As  the  policemen  live  in  a  distant  quarter 
if  the  town,  it  cannot  be  e^jfmi^A  tfa^t,  in  addition  to  their  other 
luties,  they  should  watch  the  lock-up  house,  or  take  any  charge 
>f  the  i^^pijaeii  at  the  pMblic-lfQusey, 

Tlie  unfitness  ot  this  building  for  the  purposes  to  which  it  is 
applied,  having  been  reported  to  the  Beoretary  of  State,  was 
brought  by  him  under  the  notice  of  the  ofaairman  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  previously  to  the  Epiphany  sessions  of  18499  but  no  alter- 
ation  or  improvement  of  ^ny  kind  had  been  made  in  it  so  lately  a^ 
the  autumn  of  1856. 

I  fieet  it  incumbent  on  me  to  recorofpeod  that  a  complete  lock* 
up  house,  with  4  cells  properly  warmed  and  ventilated,  a  room  for 
the  meeting  of  the  magistrates,  and  aecommodatioQ  far  an  officer 
and  family,  shoiidd  be  built  in  a  more  suitable  quarter  of  the  town. 
The  number  of  cells  t  have  n^ntioned  is  the  smallett  that,  in  my 
opinion,  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  increasing  requirement? 
of  the  town  and  neighbourhood,  arising  from  the  increase  of 
trade  atid  the  opening  of  the  South  Wales  railway* 

NoTg. — Since  tbe  above  was  written  the  attention  pf  tho 
Quarter  ^ssions  has  bfBen  again  called  by  the  Secretary  of  Stale 
tp  tbj?  ppnyditipp  of  this  lock-up  bouse  and  that  of  Abergavenny^ 
wi^b  vhat  jresfilt  pi^y  be|  inferred  from  the  following  resolutions 
wbich  }  ^^act  ffom  the  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last 
Mip^a^lijjasl^sipns : —

those  divisions,  whidi  would  lead  to  their  estmbHsbment  in  lea  ik 
divisions  of  the  county.** 

Thus  has  it  been  determined  that  the  abominations  adopv* 
lodged  to  exist  in  two  of  the  lock-up  bouses  of  the  eouoty  arefe 
be  perpetuated^  lest  their  abatement  should  be  urged  as  a  fomi 
for  inquiry  into  the  condition  of  other  coun^  establishmealB  tf 
like  nature.

State  of  The  details  of  the  defisctive  construction  and  inaufficicBr 

ft^BiUM.  accommodation  of  this  prison  have  been  fully  described  in  tk 
Fourteenth  Beport.  Tne  only  material  addition  since  tbt 
period  was  in  progress  at  the  time  of  my  visit  on  the  12th  /nh 
last,  namely,  tne  construction  of  a  large  tank  and  fbroe-poDf 
at  the  eastern  side  of  the  prison  for  the  supply  of  spring  vsIb( 
in  place  of  that  of  the  leat  already  described^  by  which  tk 

f)rison  is  now  suppUed,  and  which  had  been  subject  to  k 
buled  by  cattle.    This  improvement  when  complete  will,  iti» 
hoped,  remove  for  the  future  all  ground  for  complaints  of  tk 
nature  of  those  made  to  me  by  some  of  the  prisoners,  of  tk 
occasional  impurity  of  the  water  supplied  to  them,  and  whidi  I 
had  an  opportunity  of  ascertaining  from  my  own  observatioB. 
In  the  prison  buildings  no  alterations  nave  been  made,  nor 
is  it  desirable,  as  I  have  before  remarked,  that  any  expeov 
which  can  be  avoided  should  be  incurred  in  upholding*  a  prisos 
which  is  allowed  on  all  hands  to  be  so  unfit  for  its  purposes  u 
to  stand  in  need  of  bein^  replaced  by  an  entirely  new  buildiog- 
As  long  as  the  construction  remains  as  it  is,  the  prisoners,  eveft 
of  different  sexes,  will  continually  seize  opjiortunities  of  oob* 
versation,  ffiving  rise  to  the  constant  infliction  of  punishmeats 
on  those  who  are  discovered,  while  a  still  larger  number  pit>- 
bably  escape  detection  altogether.    The  utmost  energy  and  tk 
most  judicious  management  on  the  part  of  the  governor  mvt 
be  insufficient  to  maintain  good  discipline  under  such  imi^ 
vantages.  r^     t    T 
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fc^ixice  the  publication  of  the  Fourteenth  Report  a  sum  of 
C30/.  has  been  voted  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the 
3^^tion  of  a  new  building  for  48  male  prisoners  in  cells  capable 
Toeing  certified  for  separate  confinement  It  was  intended 
'^iriously  to  the  erection  of  this  building  to  have  added  to  the 
*siBon  enclosure  a  piece  of  freehold  land  lyine  to  the  north  and 
L^t  of  the  present  buildings,  and  it  has  only  been  from  some 
L-flBculties  as  to  the  title  of  the  land«  and  the  conseauent  delay 
L  the  completion  of  the  purdiase,  that  the  building  nas  not  yet 
^^m  proceeded  with.  On  the  west  side  of  the  prison,  however, 
kxere  18  an  acre  of  nound  which  miffht,  I  am  informed,  be  pur- 
leased  on  reasonable  terms,  and  whidi  would  seem  to  be  at  least 
ija  convenient  an  addition  as  the  one  ori^nallv  contemplated. 

Sefore  Quitting  this  subject  I  think  it  rignt  to  observe  that 
:l%e  roofs  or  the  present  building  are  much  out  of  repair,  admit- 
tixigboth  wind  and  rain.

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INTothing  could  exceed  the  cleanliness  of  the  wards  and  dormi-  priMnenon 
ries   of  the  prisoners,  and  their  persons  generally  exhibited  JJj^"""* 
'idenccs  of  one  attention  to  cleanliness.    The  prisoners  wash  ci6«iUnoH. 

a  long  trough  in  the  day-rooms  of  their  respective  wards, 
Lch    having  his  distinct  comb,  towel^   and  brush,  with  his 
amber  affixed.     Each  prisoner  also  has  a  bath  once  a  month. 
Ilie  stock  of  clothing  and  bedding  is  fully  sufficient,  except  ooUiing  «nd 
1  the  absence  of  sheets,  which  are  not  allowed  unless  to  pri-  ^^^w*"*- 
^ners  in  hospital.     This  appears  to  me,  as  I  have  often  stated 
Isewhere,  a  regulation  not  less  at  variance  with  economy  than 
irith  cleanliness ;  for  the  more  frequent  necessity  for  washing 
he   blankets  causes  more  rapid  wear  to  that  most  expensive 
iTticle  of  bedding.     The  governor,  while  he  admitted  this  as  a 
principle,  objected  that  in  the  present  confined  drying-ground 
there  would  be  a  difficulty  in  drying  the  sheets.     It  appears  to 
me  that  that  difficulty  might  be  met  here,  as  elsewhere,  by  the 
construction  of  an  efficient  drying-closet. 

Although  convicted  prisoners  are  imiformly  dressed  in  prison 
clothing,  tnose  before  trial  are  obliged  to  wear  their  own,  unless 
very  ra^ed :  this  restriction  appears  to  be  impolitic,  inasmuch 
as  it  throws  an  additional  obstacle  in  the  way  of  a  prisoner 
obtaining  employment  after  his  discharge,  by  making  his 
clothes  unfit  for  respectable  service.  Clogs  are  universally 
worn,  and  are  preferred  by  the  governor  as  keeping  out  the 
damp  better  than  leather  shoes. 

The  schedule  of  diet  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  State  wat. 
in  December  last  has  been  adopted  by  the  magistrates^  and  is 
regarded  as  an  improvement  on  that  previously  in  use. 

The  regulations  for  the  duties  and  attendances  of  the  surgeon  H«aui. 
have  undergone  no  change  since  the  last  Report.  The  prison 
was  very  healthy  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and  no  epidemic  had 
prevailed  in  it  since  the  last  Beport.  The  cases  of  death  and 
pardon  on  medical  grounds,  with  the  only  case  of  insanity 
occurring  in  the  last  year,  will  be  seen  in  the  following 
schedule  :-^ 
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rite  onlj  badis  in  the  prison  are  those  in  the  reception  cells. 
wt^iiM  he  rerj  desirable  that  room  should  be  found  for  some 
dUtional  ones,  by  which  the  danger  of  communicating  infec- 
iis  diseases  would  be  remored. 

The  duties  of  the  chaplain  hare  been  ftillj  detailed  in  the  Moniand 
(t  neport ;  but  it  must  oe  admitted  that  the  present  arrange-  S^JISI^SSmi. 
ents  of  the  prison,  admitting  as  they  do  of  much  communi- 
tiom  between  the  prisoners,  present  serious  obstacles  in  the 
3ty  of  his  successful  ministration.  A  very  efficient  officer 
jrfbrms  the  duty  of  schoolmaster  as  well  as  governor's  derk, 
id  itistructs  all  the  boys  and  many  of  the  adult  prisoners,  it 
Ding  left  to  the  option  of  the  latter  to  attend  school  or  not, 
hile  the  attendance  of  the  former  is  made  compulsory.  There 
I  a  good  supply  of  books,  including  many  of  general  informa- 
Lon,  and  the  chaplain  is  unrestricted  in  tne  permission  to  pur- 
hase  such  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

No  prisoner  was  under  punishment  at  the  time  of  my  last  Puauuments. 
nspection,  but  a  nmn  had  been  flogged  on  the  previous  day  to 
he  extent  of  36  lashes  with  a  cat,  for  refusing  to  go  upon  the 
:rcadwhecl,  and  insulting  the  governor  with  abusive  language. 
He  was  duly  sentenced  by  a  Visiting  Justice,  after  evidence  of 
tiis  ofiEence  given  on  oath  ;  but  he  erroneously  protested  against 
the  power  of  a  single  justice  to  inflict  the  punishment.  The 
following  is  the  record  of  punishments  innicted  in  the  past 
year : —

The  only  description  of  labour  for  male  prisoners  is  that  of  ^^«'- 
the  treadmill,  by  which  corn  is  ground  for  the  use  of  the 
prison  and  for  that  of  a  lunatic  asylum.  No  money  return  is 
made  for  this  labour.

BODMIN.— BOROUGH  LOCK-UP  HOUSE. 

This  building  remmias  in  the  same  condition  with  rapoetli 
ventilation  as  that  described  in  the  last  Report.  It  is  to  k 
regretted  that  this  single  deficiency  should  not  yet  have  bea 
remedied  in  a  building  which  is  in  other  respects  well  suited  ta 
its  purpose. 

SALT  ASH.— BOROUGH  PRISON  AND  LOC&-UF  MOUSgL 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  ia  the  eelk  d 
this  building  since  the  last  Report.  A  passage,  5  feet  in  widiL 
has  also  been  made  between  the  cells  and  the  street,  wheiel^ 
communication  between  the  prisoners  and  persons  oatside  hs 
been  in  a  great  measure  prevented.  The  chief  improvemest, 
however,  consists  in  the  provision  of  a  residence  fi:>r  the  keeper, 
which  has  been  obtained  by  a  conversion  of  the  old  Tova 
Hall,  which  occupies  the  upper  floor  of  the  house,  into  i 
sitting-room  and  sieepin^-room  for  the  ke^)er  and  his  fiunilj. 
A  bedstead  has  been  placed  in  one  cell,  and  the  otiier  wis 
ordered  to  be  similarly  furnished;  and  accommodation  his 
been  provided  for  female  prisoners  upon  the  floor  oocupied  bj 
the  keeper's  family.  There  is  still,  however,  the  same  need  is 
before  of  an  airing;-yard  for  prisoners  of  either  sex. 

Prisoners  committed  for  trial,  and  sentenced  at  the  boroogk 
Sessions  to  imprisonment,  have  hitherto  been  sent  to  the  coaDtjr 
gaol  at  Bodmin,  a  long  and  expensive  jpuraey ;  to  avoid  whidk, 
those  committed  for  trial  within  a  few  weeks  of  the  sessions 
are  generally  detained  in  the  lock-up  house.  It  would  greatlj 
conduce  to  the  public  advanto^  that  an  arrangement  ihouU 
be  made  with  the  borough  of  ITlymouth  for  the  cpnfinement  of 
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^onen  in  th^  gaol  of  that  botough,  from  which  iSaltash  is 
y  separated  by  the  river. 

No  pecotd  haft  hitherto  beeli  kept  at  the  prison  of  the  pri- 
lers  committed^  or  the  particulars  of  their  cases.  This  de- 
lency  should  be  immediately  supplied  by  the  adoption  of  a 
oper  r^^ter>  open  at  all  times  to  inspection. 


RBIiSTONE.— TOWN  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  COIUIBCTION. 

This  prison,  which  is  more  deserving  of  the  name  of  a  lock- 
3  house,  has  been  fiiUy  described  in  the  Fourteenth  Report. 
he  only  change  that  has  taken  place  since  that  Report  is 
le  appointment  of  a  policeman  in  the  town  to  keep  the  keys^ 
ustead  of  the  master  of  the  workhouse,  which  is  so  far  a  defect 
}  that  the  new  keeper  now  lives  at  a  much  longer  distance  from 
le  prison  than  the  former,  making  it  impossible  for  the  bells  in 
\e  prisoners'  cells  to  communicate  with  his  house.  No  prisoners 
rere  in  confinement  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and  the  whole 
.umber  in  the  course  of  the  year  had  amounted  to  seven ;  but 
f  these  one  was  eleven  weeks  in  confinement^  and  another  five, 
he  rest  having  been  from  a  month  to  seven  days.  As  this  prison 
onsists  of  nothing  but  the  bare  cells  and  airing-yarcU,  the 
atter  of  which  are  so  insecure  that  prisoners  cannot  oe  trusted 
n  them — as  there  is  no  odicer  of  any  description  appointed  to 
the  duties  of  superintendence  except  a  town  policeman,  who 
Domea  periodically  to  give  the  prisoners  their  food — as  there 
is  no  chaplain,  surgeon,  or  Visiting  Justice,  I  feel  bound  to 
express  my  opinion  that  it  is  quite  umustifiable  to  sentence 
persons  to  imprisonment  therein ;  or,'  in  met,  to  use  the  building 
ibr  any  other  purpose  than  as  a  temporary  lock-up  house. 

iTie  books  xept  by  the  officer  having  the  care  of  the  prison 
exhibit  seven  commitments  between  flie  6th  of  March,  1 849, 
and  the  23rd  of  May,  1850.  Nevertheless,  it  is  stated  in  the 
anntiai  returns  made  to  me,  that  there  has  been  no  prisoner  in 
confinement  during  the  two  years  1849  and  1850. 


FAiaCOUTH.— BOROUGH  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

No  addition  has  been  made  to  the  very  deficient  aecommoda- 
tio'ti  of  this  prison  since  the  last  Report,  although  an  alteration 
was  in  progress  at  the  time  of  ray  recent  rfedt,  by  which  two 
day-TOoms  would  be  built  at  the  extremity  of  the  airrng-yard. 
This  building,  it  is  to  be  feared,  will  add  much  to  the  facility 
of  escape,  inasmuch  as  it  is  built  against  the  wall,  and  in  such 
ti  ttianticr  *that  ti'ny  ordinary  climber  may  attain  the  summit. 
In  toply  to  this  obJ^tSon,  it  is  stated  that  prisoneTs  will  not  be

The  office  of  surgeon  being  a  piece  of  patronage  in  the  g» 
of  the  mayor,  tliat  officer  is  generally  changed  ^"'^'"^yvj!* 
not  surprising,  therefore,  that  he  should  not  keep  a  reg^» 
or  perform  the  other  duties  required  by  the  4th  G^  * 
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■.^  8.  33,  inasmuch  as  his  tenure  of  office  is  so  limited.  His 
ry  i3  only  5/.  per  annum,  out  of  which  he  finds  any  medi- 
i  l^hat  may  be  required.  The  prison  was  not  visited  by 
ex*&  i^hile  that  disease  prevailed  in  the  town,  which  must 
e^ptrded  as  a  somewhat  remarkable  fact ;  as,  at  the  time  of 
^isit,  vrhen  only  two  prisoners  were  in  confinement,  the 
losphere  was  very  oflFensive. 

.T\  t^lie  last  Beport  upon  this  prison  it  was  stated  that  no  Moni  and 
irision  had  been  made  for  spiritual  instruction.  I  regret  KSKuii. 
say  that  the  same  neglect  of  the  trust  confided  to  the 
^istates  continues  to  the  present  time.  It  occasionally 
ppens  that  a  Wesleyan  minister  visits  the  prisoners,  but  no 
^rgyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  either  voluntary  or 
pendiarV)  takes  any  share  in  their  instruction.  Some  mem- 
srs  of  tne  Society  of  Friends  arc  very  assiduous  in  their 
tendance,  seldom  allowing  a  week  to  pass  without  visiting 
Le  prison ;  and  as  they  are  frequently  able  to  speak  the 
ortherQ  languages,  and  supply  foreign  prisoners  with  books, 
leir  visits  are  very  beneficial  to  the  otherwise  neglected  in- 
lates  of  the  prison. 

It  is  m^y  duty  to  repeat  that  the  appointment  of  a  regular 
ihaplain  is  absoltUely  required  by  the  4th  Geo.  IV.  c.  64,  s.  28. 

It  is^  of  course,  needless  to  remark  that  no  schoolmaster  is 
Bmployed. 

As  there  are  no  rules  or  discipline,   it  need  scarcely  be  PuUihaMiitt 
observed  that  there  are  no  punishments  inflicted  on  the  pri- 
soners. 

There  is  no  sort  of  labour  or  employment  of  any  kind  given  i*boor.: 
to  the  prisoners. 

No  books  are  kept  in  the  prison,  except  a  rough  register  of  booi». 
the  commitments,  and  an  account  book  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments.    The  bread  is  bought  by  contract. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  is  quite  inefficient,  for,  although  the  ^^^  ^^ 
keeper  is  an  intelligent  man,  his  power  of  performing  his  duty 
is  taken  from  him  by  his  being  also  employed  in  the  police  of 
the  town ;  and  as  no  turnkey  is  enga^d,  the  prisoners,  males 
as  well  as  females,  are  virtually  in  the  custody  of  the  keeper's 
wife  for  a  more  or  less  considerable  part  of  every  dav.

From  the  defective  accommodation  of   the  prison,   which 
affords  only  one  division  for  prisoners  of  either  sex,  untried  and 
convicted  prisoners  are  necessarily  placed  together,  contrary  to 
law.     This  was  the  case  with  the  male  prisoners  on  the  day  of 
my  visit ;  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  this  breach  of  the  law, 
they  would  have  been  in  solitary  confinement,  there  being  only 
one  untried  and  one  convicted  male  in  custody.     The  uncon- 
victed female,  too,  would  have  been  in  the  like  predicament, 
had  the  provisions  of  the  law  been  capable  of  being  observed. 
These  examples  are  mentioned  to  show  the  disadvantages  of 
very  small  prisons.     More  striking  illustrations  still,  however, 
of  the  same  principle,  are  to  be  found  in  the  prison  under 
consideration,  arising  from  its  having  among  its  officers  none  in 
the  capacity  of  chaplain  or  schoolmaster.     These  deficiencies 
have  been  pointed  out  in  every  Report  upon  this  prison,  more 
especidly  in  the  Fourteendi,  to  which  reference  has  already  been 
made ;  and  I  am  sorry  to  repeat  that  the  law  is  still  violated 
in  this  particular.

"  Your  Committee  next  conferred  with  the  Visiting  Justices  of  the 
county,  in  order  to  see  if  any  arrangement  could  be  made  for  receiving 
the  prisoners  from  Exeter  at  the  Devon  county  gaol. 

^  The  Visiting  Justices  of  the  county  informed  them  that  they  should 
require  from  the  city  such  a  sum  of  money  as  would  cover  the  expense 
of  erecting  cells,  according  to  the  plan  of  the  Model  Prison  at  Penton- 
ville — viz.  13  feet  by  1,  and  9  feet  high,  fitted  up  with  water-closet, 
supplied  with  water,  and  well  ventilated  with  hot  and  cold  air,  &c.,  for

^*  Your  Committee  were  further  requested  to  ascertain  whether  the 
ward  in  St.  Thomas  could  be  appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  the  city 
prisoners.  Your  surveyor  has  accordingly  inspected  this  prison,  and 
reported  that,  independently  of  its  distance  from  Exeter,  and  the  objec- 
tionableness  of  its  situation  as  regards  drainage,  d«.,  the  buildhigs  are 
not  calculated  for  a  felon's  prison  upon  the  parliamentary  plan  without 
extensive  alterations,  and  could  not  by  any  meant  be  adapted  to  the 
Separate  system.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  have  given  thia  no  further 
consideration.

Eeports  on  Prisons  in  ihs 


All  the  female  prisoners  are  dressed  in  the  prison  dotyac 
as  are  all  convicted  males  except  those  summarily  conTictel 
and  even  the  latter  when  their  clothes  are  dirty  and  nggcL 
This  regulation,  especially  as  it  refers  to  the  men,  is  a  gra: 
improvement  upon  the  custom  prevailing  formerly,  and  woali 
be  still  further  to  be  commended  if  it  mcluded  all  prisoner 
both  before  and  after  trial ;  the  raggedness  and  disrepotabde 
appearance  of  the  clothing  of  discharged  prisoners  (often  ooo- 
sioned  by  ^their  long  use  in  prison)  being  nrequcntly  stated  si  t 
ground  ror  their  not  getting  into  employment. 

The  diet  is  still  open  to  most  of  tne  objections  mentioned  a 
the  last  Report,  although  it  has  undergone  some  improvemcf^ 
with  reference  to  prisoners  sentenced  to  long  terms,  by  the  id- 
dition  of  two  ounces  of  oatmeal  in  gruel.  As,  however,  thii  s 
extended  to  all  prisoners  alike,  and  as  all  still  enjoy  the  sam 
amount  of  nourishment,  however  short  their  sentences,  tbe 
principal  objection  urged  before  remains  without  remedy. 

The  surgeon's  duties  remain  as  described  in  former  KeportL 
He  ia  not  reauired,  as  in  most  prisons,  to  examine  prisoners  oi 
admission,  although,  from  the  indiscriminate  mMiner  in  wliki 
they  are  associated  together,  it  is  here  most  especially  neceasuj 
to  ascertain  their  freedom  from  infectious  diseases.  The  prins 
has  been  healthy  in  the  last  year  as  regards  its  exempti<xi  fnm 
cholera  and  other  epidemics,  but  it  has  been  shown  above  Aat 
one  prisoner  has  died,  and  that  three  have  been  pardoned  oi 
theground  of  dangerous  illness  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  duty  performed  by  the  chaplain  has  been  before  de- 
scribed, and  no  alteration  has  been  made  in  it.  It  is  painfiii 
to  repeat  that  no  provision  has  been  made  for  giving  instruct 
tion  to  the  prisoners  (as  required  by  law),  by  the  appointment 
of  a  schoolmaster. 

The  punishments  inflicted  for  breach  of  prison  discipline  are 
not  recorded  in  a  separate  book,  a  custom  generally  adopted 
elsewhere  with  good  eflTect,  as  the  previous  offences  of  a  pri- 
soner are  often  and  very  properly  taken  as  an  clement  is 
adjudging  the  punishment  for  any  breach  of  rules ;  besido 
which,  every  facility  should  be  afforded  to  Visiting  Justices  and 
other  superintending  authorities  for  ascertaining  that  Ox 
Governor  has  exercised  his  authority  with  a  proper  r^^ard  for 
justice.  There  is  a  general  recklessness  of  demeanour  aboot 
the  prisoners,  which  is  not  peculiar,  but  generally  found  to 
prevail  in  gaols  managed  under  the  same  system  of  unrestrained 
mtercourse  and  defective  supervision. 

There  is  no  kind  of  employment  provided  for  those  prisoners 
who  do  not  work  on  the  treaamill ;  consequently,  untried  pri- 
soners are  not  allowed  the  option  of  employment,  nor  is  ligbt 
labour  found  for  those  not  sentenced  to  hard  labour.  B?a 
most  unusual  interpretation  of  the  law,  also,  prisoners  under 
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sentence  of  trampartation  are  altogether  exempted  firom  labour, 
uid  spend  their  time  in  absolute  idleness.

The  only  receipts  were  2247.  6#.  4d.  from  the  Government, 
for  the  maintenance  of  convicted  prisoners  and  the  removal 
of  convicts.  All  provisions  are  bought  by  contract,  except 
potatoes. 

Debtors  are  received  from  county   courts,  as  well  as  inoebton. 
execution.     The  accommodation  for  males  of  this  class  is  suffi- 
cient, but  there  are  no  rooms  for  female  debtors,  nor  any  airings 
yard  for  them. 

Prisoners  are  still  brought  to  the  prison  when  remanded  for  genwi 
further  examination, — an  evil  which  might  easily  be  avoided  by  ^*"«^*^*®»«- 
improving  the  lock«up  house  (as  suggested  by  me),  and  having 
a  resident  officer  there.  Before  the  hour  of  locking  up,  too, 
the  police  are  authorized  to  bring  in  persons  taken  up  on 
charges.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  any  advantage  from  this 
practice  except  to  the  prisoners  in  the  gaol,  whom  it  serves  to 
keep  au  covrant  with  the  proceeding  of  the  thieves  out  of 
doors,  thus  saving  them  the  trouble  of  tracing  out  their  accom- 
plices on  their  discharge. 

The  staff  of  the  prison  consists  of  the  governor,  chaplain, 
surgeon,  matron,  and  two  male  turnkeys,  one  of  whom  acts  as 
porter. 


BRADNINCH.— BOROUGH  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

As  I  have  stated  in  a  former  Beport,  this  prison  ranks  only 
as  a  respectable  lock-up-house,  and  is  imperfect  even  in  that 
particular,  having  no  accommodation  for  a  resident  officer.  In 
the  Fourteenth  Report,  page  53,  a  minute  description  has  been 
given  of  the  construction  of  this  prison  and  ot  the  extent  of 
accommodation  it  affords,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  how 
entirely  impossible  it  is  to  carry  out  any  system  of  classification 
or  discipline  sanctioned  by  law.  Nevertheless  it  continues  to 
be  usea  whenever  an  occasion  arises  for  the  confinement  of 
prisoners  both  before  and  after  trial,  no  alteration  of  any  kind 
having  been  made.  Although  no  prisoners  were  in  confinement 
at  the  time  of  my  last  inspection,  and  it  was  stated  to  me  that 
none  had  been  committed  for  many  months^  still  the  objection 
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remaini  that  it  is  UaUe  to  be  so  employed  mt  any 
instances  have  even  oeourred  of  prisoncis  having  been  kp 
here  for  many  weeks  and  even  months  in  solitiide  and  idleaa 
The  prison  being  very  insecure,  and  the  walls  of  the  airas- 
yards  such  as  could  be  easily  scaled,  there  is  the  groalesi  ni 
that  persons  committed  for  any  serious  oflTence  wiU  avail  thet 
selves  of  the  opportunities  df  escapje  thus  afforded.  Ai  « 
instance  confirmatory  of  this  remark  it  may  be  mentioned  & 
a  man  under  sentence  of  transportation  had  one  arm  ebaifiai 
to  his  side  all  the  time  that  he  remained  in  this  nrlxK  k 
prevent  him  from  making  his  escape  over  the  wall  in  tie 
absence  of  the  officer,  whose  supervision  was  lindted,  ai  t 
always  is,  to  an  occasional  visit,  for  the  purpose  of  giviag  id 
to  the  prisonen.  It  would  seem  almost  snperfluoiis  to  poo: 
out  a  single  act  of  illegality  in  a  prison  in  which  so  masr  pi^ 
visions  of  the  law  are  disregarded ;  but  it  may  be  nstioed  vitk 
respect  to  this  case  that  the  prisoner  was  subjected  to  an  ille^ 
restraint  in  order  to  obtain  that  secure  custody  which  oagto  \» 
have  been  provided  in  the  shape  of  a  proper  prison  aai  i 
resident  officer. 

There  is  no  regular  dietary,  but  the  gaoler  receives  3i.  6^ 
a  week  for  each  pnsoner  in  confinement,  which  is  laid  out  aik 
may  desire. 

No  moral  or  religious  instruction  of  any  kind  is  provided  Sr 
the  prisoners,  although  such  is  expressly  required  by  law,  aaJ 
as  no  labour  or  employment  is  given  to  them,  however  bsf 
they  may  remain  in  confinement,  they  have  no  reaonroe  bat  to 
carve  long  inscriptions  upon  the  stone  walls  illustrative  of  tber 
histories. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  observe  that  no  books  are  kept  is 
the  prison  to  record  tne  number  of  commitments  or  for  sv 
other  purpose. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  such  a  state  of  things  should  be  per- 
mitted to  continue,  when  it  might  be  immediately  remediea  bj 
committing  all  prisoners  to  the  county  gaol  of  Exeter,  which  is 
within  half  an  hour's  ride  of  Bradninch  by  railway. 


SOUTH  MOLTON.-BOROUGH  GAOL  AND  HOUSE  OP  CORESCnOH. 

This  prison,  which  from  its  small  sire  does  not  admit  oi  Af 
classification  of  prisoners  required  by  law,  is  neverthelen  used 
as  a  place  of  detention  both  before  and  after  trial,  none  bein; 
sent  to  Exeter  except  such  cases  as  are  only  triable  at  Assi^ei 
It  consists  of  a  very  small  building,  containing  on  the  ground- 
floor  four  cells  for  men,  opening  mrectly  into  two  airing-vaidi, 
and  rooms  above  for  females.  The  yards  are  separated  by  s 
low  wall,  and  communications  between  prisoners  confined  in 
either  may  be  reciprocally  ejcehanged  witAout  difficulty.   Tbe 
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^ILs  are  floored  with  lime-ash,  and  each  has  an  iron  bedstead 
dd  bedding.  One  of  them  is  provided  with  a  fireplace,  but 
tie  rest  are  destitute  of  all  means  of  artificial  warmth  or  venti- 
^tion.  In  the  cell  with  the  fireplaoe  there  is  also  a  bell,  but 
bte  other  cells  are  unprovided  with  the  means  of  communication 
rith  the  TOvemor.  The  upper  floor,  which,  as  has  been  o\y- 
erved^  is  devoted  to  female  prisoners,  consists  of  a  small  dav- 
oom  and  dormitory  on  one  side,  and  three  sleeping  cells  on  the 
^ther,  the  latter  being  sometimes  used  for  men  when  the  prison 
B  fiill,  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  placing  two  in  a  cell.  One  only 
>f  the  females'  rooms  is  furnished  with  a  bell  and  a  fireplace. 
There  are  no  special  airins^yards  for  the  women,  who  take 
exercise  therefore  in  one  of  those  already  described,  from  which 
zause,  as  well  as  from  the  relative  position  oi  several  parts  of 
the  prison,  it  is  quite  impossible  to  prevent  the  females  from 
[sonversing  with  the  male  prisoners.  There  are  two  small 
sheds  connected  with  the  airing-yards ;  these,  which  are  very 
damp  and  cold,  are  used  by  prisoners  employed  in  crushing 
hones,  the  only  description  of  labour  performed  in  the  prison, 
28  lbs.  being  considered  a  fiiir  average  Quantity  for  a  prisoner 
to  crush  dauy.     The  produce  ot  th^  laoour  is  about  5/.  per 

annum. 

The  only  prisoner  in  confinement  on  the  last  day  of  inspection  Pntonm 

was  B.  L.,  aged  46,  convicted  of  sheep-stealing  at  the  last  July  lii^]^i.° 
sessions,  and  sentenced  to  nine  months'  imprisonment  with  hard 

labour.      This   man  was  suflTering  from  a  severe  attack  of 

catarrh,  caught  in  pursuing  his  labour  in  the  sheds  before 

described. 

The  prisoners  wear  their  own  clothes,  and  the  bedding  is  ciotbiug  and 

defective  in  not  comprising  sheets,  the  use  of  which  is  found  ***•**»»• 

to  be  very  conducive  to  heidth,  cleanliness,  and  economy. 

The  weekly  allowance  of  fixxl,  which  is  the  same  to  all  male  ixet. 

prisoners^  whatever  may  be  the  length  of  their  imprisonment  :-**-

To  vrhidi  is  added  the  broth  in  which  the  bacon  is  boiled, 
thickened  with  a  Uttle  flour.  Female  prisoners  and  children 
under  12  years  of  age  have  14  oz.  of  bread  deducted  from  the 
above ;  vagrants  of  both  sexes  have  a  daily  allowance  of  1^  lb. 
of  bread  and  |  of  a  pint  of  milk  with  water,  bacon  and  potatoes 
not  being  allowed  to  this  class  of  prisoners. 

The  surgeon  visits  the  prison  about  three  times  a  week,  but  H«»iti'- 
he  is  not  sent  {or  to  examine  prisoners  on  admission. 

There  is  no  chaplain  engaged  in  conformity  with  the  4th  g[JJ}j^ 
Geo.  IV.,  cap.  64,  sec.  28,  neither  is  there  any  schoolmaster  inBtruction. 
appointed,  so  that  prisoners  even  for  the  longest  term  are 
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entirely  destitute  of  moral  and  religious  instmctioii,  tte  m 
attempt  at  which  is  the  reading  of  prayers  by  the  gielff « 
Sunday  morning. 

Debtors  of  iSl  classes  are  sent  firom  this  boioogh  to  Este 
The  magistrates  risit  the  prison  freqnendy,  their  atteodan 
being  recorded  at  least  once  a  mcmth. 

The  defects  of  the  prison,  as  above  described,  make  ft  i- 
cumbent  upon  me  to  recommend  that  prisoners  of  all  deso^ 
tions,  whettier  summarily  committed  or  for  trial,  should  beiot 
to  the  county  gaol  immediat^y  on  their  commitment 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  committed  for  trial  in  tkk 
two  years  has  been  eight,  of  whom  two  were  women ;  tk 
summary  convictions  in  the  same  period  having  amooBtai  ^ 
only  ten,  of  whom  ftnir  were  males.  The  largest  number  b 
confinement  at  one  time  within  the  same  period  nas  heen  ht

SOUTH  MOLTON^LOCK-UP  HOUSE  AND  VOJAC^STATIOH, 

This  is  a  very  inconvenient  building,  closely  oontiguotttt 
the  gaol.  It  comprises  a  rooai  for  taking  charges,  and  tiro  eedi 
built  of  wood,  hned  with  sheet  iron ;  exoeedinffly  cdd  aai 
damp,  situate  in  a  yard  so  ill  drained  that  wat^^^ias  um  tk 
stones.  There  are  no  means  of  wanning  the  cells,  whidi,  6oa 
this  deficiency,  as  well  as  from  the  dampness  of  the  lectS^, 
cannot  be  used  without  danger  to  the  health  of  persons  confisBd 
in  them.  Their  close  contiguity  too  would  enable  persons  «»• 
fined  in  them  to  converse  frfeely,  neither  would  tne  mcsiarf 
communication  with  the  prisoners  firom  without  be  more  dif* 
ficult,  inasmuch  as  the  window  of  an  adjoining  tenement,  osei 
as  a  bakehouse,  opens  into  the  yard  dose  to  the  cells,  by  whiA 
any  persons  obtaining  access  to  the  former  might  eoara^ 
freely  with  prisoners  in  the  latter. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  confined  in  these  iceUs  dnW 
the  two  years  ending  October,  1850,  amounted  to  55  maleBiw 
18  females.  Of  these  some  were  detained  two  days,  and  tkf 
largest  number  in  confinement  at  one  time  has  been  thwe. 
Remanded  cases  are  generally  sent  to  the  gaol. 

Should  my  recommendation  with  reference  to  the  gaol  *J 
adopted,  any  repairs  or  alterations  of  the  lock-up  house  wouM 
be  unnecessary,  as  the  present  gaol  might  be  devoted  to  titi 
purpose.     Should  that  change,  however,  from  any  cause  ^ 


clayed,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  lock-up  house  sbouU  d^ 
improved  without  delay. 
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ARNSTAPLB.- BOROUGH  OAOL  AND  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

The  accommodation  for  prisoners  consists  of  seven  cells  on  £J55[}„^ 
3  ^ound-floor  for  males,  and  the  like  number  on  the  floor 
ove  for  females.  The  cells  are  suflBciently  spacious,  but  not 
ing  warmed  or  ventilated,  or  furnished  with  the  means  of 
oiinuiiicating  with  the  gaoler,  cannot  be  certified  for  separate 
nfinexn^it.  The  windows  of  the  cells  are  not  glazed,  the 
Id  being  excluded  only  by  shutters,  which  render  the  cells 
[>  dark  for  ordinary  purposes.  The  cells  are  paved  with 
>ne.  Those  of  the  females  are  opened  by  the  same  key  as 
ose  of  the  males,  in  disregard  of  the  express  provision  of  the 
id  and  3rd  Vict.,  cap.  56,  sec.  6,  and  I  may  at  the  same  time 
)serve  that  sufficient  care  is  not  taken  to  ol^erve  another  pi*o- 
sion  of  the  law,  by  which  female  prisoners  arc  forbidden  to 
B  visited  by  the  governor,  except  in  company  with  a  female 
BBcer.  Some  of  the  cells  at  the  time  of  my  last  inspection 
ere  filled  with  wool  and  other  articles,  the  property  of  the 
eeper. 

There  is  only  one  airing-yard,  in  which  poultry  were  kept  at 
he  time  of  my  inspection.  This  yard  is  very  insecure,  as  a 
prisoner  might  easilv  climb  up  any  one  of  the  walls,  and  the 
rindowHiills  would  rorm  stepping  stones ;  another  objection  to 
his  yard  is  that  it  is  overlooiced  by  two  windows  of  the  adjoin- 
ng  building,  BOW  used  as  a  lock-up  house,  so  that  the  prisoners 
ji  the  lock-up  house  can  converse  with  prisoners  at  exercise  in 
he  prison,  and  even  at  nig^t  can  hold  conversation  with  the 
prisoners  in  their  cells,  the  windows  of  which  open  also  into  the 
j^ard.  Over  the  cells  of  the  lock-up  house  is  a  small  room,  used 
di&  the  prison  chapel ;  in  this  are  two  benches  for  the  male  and 
female  prisoners  respectively,  who  sit  face  to  fkce  without  any 
screen,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Ad  joining  to  the 
chapel  are  the  rooms  for  debtors,  which  have  not  been  used  for 
the  last  three  years,  the  only  debtcnrs  in  confinement  during 
that  period  having  been  those  committed  by  the  County  Court, 
and  who  are  lodged  and  treated  in  all  respects  as  felons.  ^  A 
day-rdom  on  the  ffround-floor,  being  the  only  one  with  a  fire<r 

J^lace,  in  occasionally  given  up  to  prisoners  in  cold  weather^ 
rom  the  difficulty  of  keeping  them  warm  in  their  cells.  The 
infirmary  is  a  lar^e  room  in  the  females'  gallery.  There  is  no 
airing-yard  especially  devoted  to  female  prisoners,  who  can 
only  taKe  exercise  in  a  small  yard  belonging  to  the  keeper's 
house,  which  is  overlooked  on  every  side.    ^

No  difference  is  made  in  the  diet  of  prisoners,  ^^^^j^'^ 
be  confined  for  short  or  for  lonff  periods.  None  of  tw  P 
visions  except  the  bres^  are  bou^t  by  contract 
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The  surgeon  is  only  expected  to  att^id  when  sent  for.  His  Health. 
>urnal  does  not  contain,  as  required  by  law,  any  record  of  the 
ledioincs  prescribed  for  prisoners.  His  visits  are  rery  unfre- 
uent,  no  entry  having  been  made  between  April  22nd  and 
fay  80th,  between  Mav  30th  and  July  20th,  nor  between 
eptember  9th  and  October  12  th. 

The  chaplain,  who  receives  only  10/.  per  annum  as  salary,  Moniaiid 
ttends  on  Sunday  and  Thursday,  on  each  of  which  days  he  i^ldS!!^. 
•erforms  Divine  SService  and  preaches  a  sermon,  besides  which 
e  visits  and  sees  prisoners  privately  at  other  tames.     There  if 
lo  schoolmaster  employed. 

The  only  labour  performed  in  the  prison  is  the  picking  of ''■*«"• 
^akurn^  of  which  2i  lbs.,  are  required  to  be  picked  daily  by 
ach  prisoner;  as,  however,  no  penalty  attaches  to  the  non- 
performance of  the  stipulated  tasK^  it  is  very  doubtful  whether 
hat  amount  of  work  is  ever  performed. 

The  accommodation  for  aebtors  is  fiilly  sufficient,  except  d*****' ' 
:hat  they  are  unprovided  with  an  airing-yard.     When  female 
iebtors  are  in  confinement  they  are  lodged  in  the  infirmary. 

The  keeper's  salary  is  only  40/.  a  year,  out  of  which  ne  is  Geowu  oo- 
ircquired  to  pay  5Z.  as  a  pension  to  the  widow  of  his  prede-  ■*^**'*'^ 
:;es8or.  The  matron  (his  wife)  is  nominally  allowed  oh  per 
annum,  of  which  she  has  received  half  a  year  s  instalment ;  but 
as  the  Town  Council  will  not  ratify  the  promise  of  the  magis- 
trates  in  this  particular,  the  matron  has  been  called  upon  to 
reftmd  the  amount  received,  so  that  she  is  not  allowed  any 
remuneration  for  her  services,  which  have  in  the  last  year  been 
unusually  arduous,  she  having  had  to  attend  no  less  than  three 
women  in  their  confinements^  and  having  been  also  much  occu*- 
pied  with  another,  who  died  after  a  sickness  of  two  months. 
No  rules  for  the  management  of  this  prison  have  ever  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 


BARN8TAFLB.--L00K«UP  HOU8B. 

This  building  adjoins  the  prison,  with  reference  to  which  it 
is  most  inconveniently  placed,  not  only  from  overlooking  the 
airing-yard,  as  describea  above,  but  also  from  having  a  doof 
opening  into  one  of  the  yards,  which  is  a  source  oi^  much  hise-» 
curity ;  for,  as  the  keeper  of  the  lock-up  house  and  his  family 
use  the  yard  for  drying  clothes,  and  fetch  water  from  it,  the 
traffic  in  and  out  of  the  prison  is  continual.  It  would  be  far 
better  that  this  building  should  be  added  to  the  prison,  and " 
the  lock-up  house  placed  elsewhere. 

It  consists  of  two  cells,  12  feet  by  6  feet,  and  10  feet  high, 
each  containing  a  barrack-bed  on  one  side,  with  straw  and  rugs, 
but  no  other  bedding.     There  are  neither  shutters  nor  glass  to 
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the  windows,  and  the  cells,  not  being  artificiaUy  waineic^ 
very  damp  and  cold. 

As  far  as  it  is  possible  to  draw  any  conclusion  from  Ae» 
fused  returns  received  from  this  prison,  the  number  of  jxian 
would  seem  to  be  greatly  on  the  increase,  the  number  fcf  l^ 
being  stated  to  be  10  males  and  12  females  ;  and  that  fa  It^ 
27  males  and  11  females,  exclusive  of  two  debtors  in  thehtic 
year.

BIDBFORD.-.BOROUOU  GAOL  AND  HOtJSE  OF  CORRSCnOA 

.  It  is  impossible  for  any  building  to  be  less  adapted  fivtk 
purposes  of  a  gaol  than  that  of  Bideford,  which  has  beencBB- 
verted  from  a  workhouse  to  its  present  application.  Thesa^ 
prison  consists  of  three  cells,  wnich  are  aark,  damp,  soddirtf, 
opening  into  a  passage,  which  is  the  only  substitute  for  i  d»Y- 
room.  The  passage  leads  into  a  narrow  slip  of  yard,  swnHf 
exceeding  four  feet  in  width,  into  which,  as  I  was  assiued  ^ 
one  of  the  prisoners^  the  sun  only  enters  in  the  height  a 
summer,  and  then  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  In  this  place  iB 
the  male  prisoners  in  confinement  spend  their  time  withoat  asf 
supervision.  The  females  are  loaged  on  the  floor  above  it 
three  cells,  which  open  into  a  sort  of  loft,  used  for  the  puip* 
of  a  chapel,  and  also  by  the  female  prisoners  for  exeirise,  tfere 
beine  no  yard  for  that«  purpose  except  the  one  described,  b 
this  K>fl  some  planks  have  been  put  up,  forming  a  room  f^^! 
sick  female  prisoner,  and  three  cells,  also  partitioned  off,  JK^ 
fectly  dark  and  un ventilated,  in  which  male  prisoners  are /'b' 
to  sleep  when  their  numbers  exceed  that  of  the  cells  W<>^'' 
from  tnese  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  their  holding  «o- 
versation  with  the  women  on  the  other  side  of  the  loft.

As  an  instance  among  many  that  mi^^lit  be  adduced  of  the 
irregularity  with  which  everything  is  done  at  this  prison,  and 
vrhich  has  been  already  adverted  to  -in  the  last  Report,  I  may 
mention  that  the  keeper  was  unable  to  produce  any  warrant  or 
order  of  Court  for  the  detention  of  the  two  prisoners  last  named. 
At  the  time  of  my  visit,  the  gaoler  being  absent,  the  keys 
were  left  with  his  wife,  who  was  of  course  quite  incompetent  to 
prevent  an  escape,  had  such  been  attempted  by  the  prisoners ; 
an4  as  the  only  door  between  them  and  the  street  stood  open 
during  my  stay,  it  was  only  surprising  that  they  did  not  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.     That  the  gaoler  should  be 
obliged  to  neglect  his  duty  in  this  manner  will  not  be  regarded 
as  at  all  surprising,  when  it  is  considered  that  he  receives  only 
10^  a  year  to  remunerate  him  for  his  responsible  trust,  and 
must  therefore  find  some  other  means  of  subsistence  out  of 
doors ;  but  I  am  bound  to  point  out  the  impropriety  of  main- 
taining this  semblance  of  a  prison,  which  does  not  in  reality 
cx>mply  with  any   of  those  conditions   required   by  the  law 
under  which  the  borough  enjoys  the  privilege  of  Quarter 
Sessions. 

The  prisoners  were  dirty,  as  were  also  the  wards  and  cells. 
No  chanee  has  been  made  in  the  diet  described  in  the  last  i>m. 
Beport,  ana  the  very  objectionable  practice  still  continues  in 
operation  of  allowing  the  gaoler  4d.  or  6d.  a  day  for  each 
prisoner,  to  reimburse  him  for  the  expense  of  their  food,  a 
system  alwa3n3  likely  to  lead  to  injustice,  and  on  that  account 
almost  universally  abandoned. 

No  moral  or  religious  instruction  is  given  to  the  prisoners,  KoOMfbiB. 
however  long  their  sojourn  may  be,  except  what  they  receive 
from  the  occasional  gratuitous  visits  of  a  neighbouring  clergy- 
man. After  noting  this  departure  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Gaol  Act,  it  is  superfluous  to  add  that  the  law  requiring 
the  appointment  of  a  schoolmaster  is  also  disregarded.  When 
it  is  considered  that  some  prisoners,  like  the  first  in  the  above 
list,  remain  in  this  demoralizing  condition  for  nearly  two  years^  ^^  ^ 
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the  Tesponsibility  which  attaches  to  such  neglect  moit  V 
allowed  to  be  very  serious. 

The  number  of  prisoners  in  the  last  year  amounted  to  c^ 
14,  of  whom,  however,  9  were  committed  for  trial  at  tk* 
Sessions,  the  other  5  having  been  committed  summarily.  E^e 
this  small  number  is  greater  by  10  than  that  of  the  prbooee 
committed  in  1849. 

The  expenditure  in  the  year  amounted  to  12&L  6*.  &u 
aB;ainst  which  appears  a  set  off  of  nearly  23/.  received  {root  At 
Treasury  for  the  maintenance  of  convicted  prisoners,  TTst 
gaoler  and  his  wife,  forming  the  whole  staff  of  the  prisca 
receive  only  lOZ.  and  5/.  for  their  services  respectively.  T^ 
cost  6f  prison  diet  was  501. ;  medicines  and  allowances  to  tk 
sielt,  l6l, ;  rent,  20/. ;  removal  of  transports,  32/.  7*.  Tk 
last'  item  does  not  appear  to  have  been  reclaimed  from  & 
Treasury. 


OAKHAMPTON.— TOWN  PRISON  AND  LOCK-UP  HOUSS. 

This  building  is  now  used  only  as  a  loek-up  house,  ferwUck 
Qvm  it  is  very  ul  adapted  from  its  insecurity.  In  ]nroof  of  ^ 
voimrk  I  mily  advert  to  the  case  o(  a  prisoner  who  effected  U& 
escape  through  the  ceiling  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  wide 
confined  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a  bullock.  It  consists  of  tvo 
rocwAs,  one  on  the  ground-floor  and  one  above,  the  latter  h&ag 
iipproached  by  an  outside  staircase.  These  rooms  constitute  a 
building  at  the  back  of  a  small  house  used  as  the  residence  of 
tlie  keeper.  The^  are  about  22  feet  by  12  feet :  the  lover 
r^om  is  paved  with  lime^-ash,  and  the  upper  boarded.  Tk 
liM^lding,  navii^  been  erected  for  other  purposes,  is  very  wesk 
tbrcwighout,  and,  although  the  upper  room  has  two  doois,  thej 
are  both  so  thin  that  little  difficulty  would  be  experienced  Inr 
any  strong  man  who  should  attempt  to  escape  through  them ; 
•and  still  ^eater  &cilitie8  are  offered  by  the  ceiling  and  roof  of 
tjie  buildmg,  through  which  the  man  before  advertra  to  effected 
his  exit. 

The  building  here  described  was  formerly  used  as  a  gaol,  the 
bovoi^h  havii^  Quarter  Sessions  and  a  Recorder ;  but  prisosen 
for  some  years  past  have  been  sent  to  Exeter  as  soon  as  earn- 
'i^itted  for  trial,  7a.  a  week  being  paid  for  their  maintenanca 

Each  roo^i  of  l^e  look-up  house  contains  two  iron  bedsteadi 
aod  vei?y  eood  bedding  ;  the  lower,  however,  is  seldom  used  os 
a^iH^iint  of  its  dampness,  except  when  prisoners  of  both  sexes  am 
in  ^onfin^ne^t  at  the  same  time.

TAVISTOCK.— LOCK-UP  HOUSE  AND  POUCE-STATION. 

nrhis  building'  is  used  for  the  residence  of  a  superintendeitt 
d  tnro  policemen,  and  contains  four  day-cells  and  two  sleeping^- 
lls  for  prisoners,  in  a  passage  on  the  basement  floor.  The 
jeping-rooms  are  placea  in  the  front,  and  are  well  lighted ; 
e  day-cells  at  the  back,  and  scarcely  lighted  at  alU  The 
rmer  meaBure  9  feet  by  7 ;  the  latter  7  feet  by  5  feet  6  inches, 
he  pas«age  is  divided  by  a  door,  so  that,  when  pri9on#rs  of 
>th  sexes  are  in  copfineiaent,  one  sleeping->cell  aod  two  day<^ 
Ma  are  devoted  to  either  sex,  by  which  a  sufficient  semration 
TnaiAtained.  As  prisoners  have  ocoasionally  been  detained 
tne  dajs  on  remands^  the  darkness  of  the  day-cells  is  a  great 
bjeetioB  to  them,  lAaA  might  easily  be  obriated  by  retersin^ 
leir  application.  Each  of  the  sleeping- rooms  has  a  fixea 
edstead,  intended  for  two  persons,  and  good  bedding;  and 
hen  a  larger  number  are  in  confinement,  other  bedsteads  are 
•rought  in,  by  which  four  or  five  are  accommodated  in  each 
cll.  Each  of  the  day-cells  is  provided  with  a  water^loset,  the 
upply  of  water  to  which  is  regulated  from  the  outside. 
There  are  no  bells,  or  other  means  of  communici^tine  with  the 
rfBcers,  in  anv  of  the  cells.  The  cells  are  warmed  by  water- 
pipes  throughout,  and  gas  is  supplied  to  the  passages,  but  not 
to  the  cells.  Independently  of  the  advantage  in  point  of  lig^t 
(vhieh  would  be  gamed  by  the  alteration  proposed  above^  pri- 
soners would  thereby  be  more  completely  divided  at  night,  as 
the  number  of  sleepinff-cells  would  then  be  double  that  of  th^ 
day-rooms,  instead  of  the  contrary,  as  at  present. 

In  the  year  ending  1st  October,  1850,  the  number  of  pri- 
soners confined  in  the  lock-up  house  was  82,  of  whom  18  were 
females.  The  longest  period  for  which  any  one  of  these  was 
confined  was  nine  days,  but  38  of  the  number  were  confined  for 
periods  ranging  from  two  to  nine  days. 


DARTMOOTa-BOROUGH  GAOL  ANP  HOUSB  OP  GORRKCTIOH.  ' 

A  more  notable  instance  of  the  entire  disregard  of  the  sta- 
tute, which  requires  that  boroughs  having  a  grant  of  quarter- 
sessions  should  be  provided  with  a  proper  prison,  cannot  be 
produced  in  the  whole  of  the  district^  than  tnat  which  is  pre* 
seiited  by  the  borough  of  Dartmouth.  The  truth  of  this 
assertion  cannot  be  better  illustrated  than  by  the  following 
description  of  this  prison,  extracted  from  my  Fourteenth 
Keport : — 

**  Tliis  prison,  which  ranks  as  a  very  inferior  lock-up  house,  consists 
of  two  cells,  nominally  devoted  to  male  and  female  prisoners,  which  are 
very  damp  and  offensive.    Each  cell  is  furni^ed  with  a  barrack-bed, 
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upon  neither  of  which  was  there  any  bedding  at  the  time  of  mj  wmp 
tion ;  but  I  was  in{prraed  that  there  is  suflicieiit   beddiog:  ior  disi 
kept  at  the  house  of  the  keeper,  at  a  short  dialaoce    Irooi  the  pn 
The  cells  are  not  glazed,  neither  is  there  in  thena    «i»j  finyhor 
other  means  of   procuring   warmth  artificjally.     Tbere  ate  wad 
shutters  to  the  cells,  which  the  prisoners  are  at  libertj  to  dote  at  ^ 
pleasure;  thus  procuring  for  themselves  some  protectioo  from  Ciecat 
at  the  ^pense  of  light  and  ventilation. 

"  The  locks  of  the  two  cells  are  opened  by  diflRsrent  keys;  ktf a 
they  are  both  kept  by  the  gaoler,  the  Act  of  Parliament,  wfaidi  iv\\wm 
that  female  prisoners  should  be  in  the  custody  of  a  female  ofteo^v^ 
Tirtually  disregarded. 

*'  The  borough  of  Dartmouth  having  quarter* 
sometimes  detained  in  the  celk  above  deacribed  fi»r  maoj 
even  for  months,  awaiting  their  trials.  Ou  one  occa«ioD»  withia  di 
last  few  years,  five  male  prisoners  were  so  detained,  who  were  aflui* 
sentenced  to  transportation.  Prisoners  for  trial  at  the  Aaaizcs  mttt 
moved,  when  fully  committed,  to  £xeter  county  gaol ;  azid  thoK  ^ 
have  been  convicted  at  thcf  Dartmouth  sessions  and  sentenced  la  iaph 
Bonment  are  also  removeid  thither.  The  borough  haa  acoatiactw 
the  county  for  the  maintenance  of  all  their  priaonera^  at  the  rate  of  ^ 
per  day." 

To  these  remarks  it  may  be  added,  that,  the  prison  beiif 
without  any  supervision  by  an  officer  on  the  spot,  it  would  k 
perfectly  easy  for  any  person  to  supply  a  prisoner  from  inAsi^ 
\vith  spirits  and  other  prohibited  articles,  and  even  with  weapov 
of  oflTence  and  instruments  of  escape. 

The  only  changes  that  have  been  made  since  the  above  » 
count  was  written  have  consisted  in  the  substitution  of  a  ^mt- 
ash  floor  for  one  of  stone,  and  the  removal  of  the  keep^  bm 
a  contiguous  tenement  to  one  in  a  distant  part  of  the  town. 

Although  prisoners  are  continually  liable  to  be  detained 
liere  for  months  before  trial,  and  wnen  sentenced  to  trstf- 
portation  for  periods  of  unlimited  duration  until  removed  If 
order  of  the  Secretary  6f  State,  no  clergyman  is  ei^^aged  to 
perform  the  services  of  the  Church,  or  to  visit  the  prisonefs; 
nor  is  any  labour,  employment,  or  instruction  provided  fcr 
them.  The  duties  of  the  Iceeper  are  confined  to  the  delivm 
to  the  prisoners  of  their  food,  which  consists  of  I  lb.  of  bie«l 
1  lb.  of  potatoes,  and  2  oz.  of  bacon  daily. 

It  is  imperatively  necessary  that  any  further  employment  of 
this  building,  except  for  the  purposes  of  a  lock-up  house,  shouU 
be  absolutely  forbidden  ;  and  to  fit  it  even  for  that  applieatioa 
the  cells  should  be  warmed  and  ventilated,  for  at  present  no 
iperson  can  be  confined  in  them  for  a  single  night  without  rsk 
to  health. 
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SiiM)e  tho  miblication  of  the  last  notice  of  this  prison  in  the 
3ixi-tecnth  Report,  the  new  buildings  have  been  advandoi^ 
pidly  towards  completion.  The  central  part  of  the  building 
i<i  tne  left  wing  are  now  inhabited  bj  prisoners,  no  less  than 
11  eella  having  been  certified  for  the  separate  fcHrm  of  disci- 
iLi\e  in  those  two  divisions.  In  the  present  unfinished  state 
r  tho  prison,  the  discipline  is  of  oourse  liable  to  the  irregu- 
Lrities  and  imperfections  inseparable  from  a  transitionary  oon- 
itkm ;  but  althou^  this  furnishes  a  gnmnd  for  passing  orer 
tu8  |»risoB  with  a  brief  notice  on  the  present  occasioii,  it  would 
tot  jiastify  me  in  omitting  to  refer  to  the  very  excellent  manner 
n  iprlaich  the  improvements  have  hitherto  been  effected.  No 
toonor  have  the  magistrates  of  this  county  become  satisfied  of 
the  Biiperior  advanti^pes  attending  the  separate  system  of  prison 
disciphne,  than  they  have  entered  with  the  most  praiseworthy 
energy  upon  the  work  of  proeurino^  the  means  for  its  comj^te 
adoption  ;  and  it  may  truly  be  said  that  no  expense  which  can 
be  Teooneiled  with  considierations  of  due  eomomy  has  been 
spared  to  render  the  work  adequate  to  the  requirements  of  the 
county,  and  of  the  several  boroughs  that  may  be  expected  even- 
tually to  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  a  very  large  reduction  has 
taken  place  in  the  last  year  in  the  numbier  of  commitments  to 
these  prisons^  which,  although  it  has  mainly  taken  place  in  the 
class  of  summary  convictions,  has  been  also  partaken  in  by  that 
of  prisoners  committed  for  trial.

The  surgeon  attends  at  the  prison  twice  a  week,  and.  also  ex-  Htath.-.  ,y 
mines  prisoners  on  admission — their  weight  being  registered 
X  the  time  and  on  their  disdiarge.  The  li^alth  of  the  prisoners 
iras  good  at  the  time  of  my  inspection^  and  very  little  sickness 
ippeared  to  have  prevailed  since  the  last  Report.  Asiatic 
holera,  although  prevalent  in  the  neighbourhood,  did  not  visit 
the  prison.  S.  M.,  a  male  prisoner,  was  pardoned  on  account 
of  insanity,  in  March,  1850. 

The  chaplain  reads  prayers  and  gives  a  lecture  every  mom*  ?*"«*^^„ 
ing,  after  which  he  visits  prisoners  for  half  an  hour.    The  chapel  ""^ 

contains  35  compartments,  the  women*  being  placed  in  front  on 

one  side.    As  au  prisoners  enter  the  chapel  in  front,  the  pri^ 

soners  of  both  sexes  con  see  each  other  on  going  in  and  cowing 

out.  There  being  no  schoolmaster  appointed)  the  prisoners  ren 

ceive  no  other  instruction  than  that  which  can  be  given  them 

by  the  governor,  who  receives  IW.  a-year  in  consideration  of 

that  service.    I  need  hardly  observe  upon  the  insufiieieney  of 

8«ch  a  mode  of  instruction,  as  th€(  gover-nor  in  so  toiall  an  esta- 
blishment must  have  his  time  sufficiently  occupied  with  hif 
proper  duties. 

The  punishments  iov  prison  offences^  in  the  course  of  last  y^ar,  Pnnisiimeiitt. 
were  119  in  number,  and  were  chiefly  traceable  to  the  defecto 
in  the  constrnction  of  the  prison,  and  of  the  discipline  carried 
on  in  it,  and  of  the  want  of  proper  supervision.    The  offences  ^  t 
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eonmi  chiefly  of  talking  throogli  ike  ikaem  (fot  vUfk3l 
soners  were  punished),  defacing  the  property  of  the  p 
wasting  the  water,  laughing  and  talking,  looking  out  rfkj 
window,  and  neglect  of  work.  The  ordiiiary  pmrishiwlii 
privation  of  food. 

No  labour  is  practised  in  the  prison  except  the  pii^i^  c 
oakum,  which  is  productive  of  no  profit.  A  small  qnastitTa 
stone  only  is  broken  for  the  prison  walks.

The  accommodation  for  debtors  consists  only  of  two  ieem 
rooms,  a  day-room,  and  airing-yard  for  males.  Female  dctes, 
when  any  are  in  confinement,  must  be  put  in  criminals'  ec& 
and  must  use  the  airing-yard  of  criminal  prisoners. 
Owtwiob-  No  rules  have  yet  been  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  Stale u 
'""'  At  to  be  enforced  in  the  prison.  I  was  informed  thst  ibe  dei 
of  the  peace  had  been  instructed  in  Mardi  last  to  communiol^ 
with  the  Home  Office  on  this  subject. 

The  discipline  pursued  in  this  prison  cannot  be  expected  te 
be  productive  of  much  moral  advantage;  and  when  viewed  w^ 
reference  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners,  must  be  regarded  » 
likely  to  be  detrimental,  inasmuch  as  they  are  confin^  in  daf 
ill-ventilated  cells  during  the  whole  day,  except  an  hour  pwi 
to  exercise.  The  prisoners  go  to  bed  in  summer  at  hsn-^ 
six  o'clock — in  winter  much  earlier — and  rise  in  the  i&natf 
season  at  six,  in  the  latter  at  a  later  hour.  No  liglits  i» 
burned  in  their  cells,  nor  would  it  be  advisable  in  the  prescs^ 
state  of  ventilation  that  they  should  be,  so  that  the  hours  d 
darkness  can  only  be  passed  in  sleep. 

The  visiting  justices  are  r^ular  in  their  attendance  oncci 
fortnight 

The  reception  cells  are  used  as  a  lock-up  house  for  disordcrlj 
prisoners  from  the  town — a  practice  productive  of  much  iflcon- 
venience,  and  which  might  be  easily  amended.

Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  & 
teenth  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Prisons  for  ScodaBi 
being  my  Fouth  Report  since  I  was  appointed  to  & 
district. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year  I  have  visited  alltk 
prisons  in  the  district,  except  a  feiv  of  the  anaDff 
class  in  remote  places,  and  I  am  happy  to  ^ 
that,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  that  are  notk^ed  k 
the  separate  Reports,  I  found  them  generally  in  & 
ceeding  good  order,  ably  managed,  and  under  tk 
vigilant  supervision  of  the  different  Local  Boards. 

The  want  of  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  prop 
enforcement  of  discipline  continued  to  be  much  felta 
the  large  prisons,  but  in  the  greater  part  of  the  counties; 
the  authorities  had  already  taken  measures  to  remedj 
the  defect     At  Dumfries  a  new  prison  is  almost  readj 
for  reception ;  Durham,  Glasgow,  Paisley,  and  For£tr 
have  each  got  extensive  new  wings  in  a  very  forward 
state.    The  Ayrshire  Board  have  their  plans  approred 
for  an  extensive  addition  to  the  prison  at  Ayr,  and  for 
a  new  prison  at   Kilmarnock;   Newcastle,  Dumhsr- 
ton,   Linlithgow,   and    Clackmannan  have  each  got 
their  plans  under  consideration  for  additions  or  aIte^ 
ations;  so  that  the  only  important  prisons  in  which 
additional  accommodation  is  wanting,  and  in  which  I 
have  not  heard  that  any  actual  measures  were  in  pro- 
gress for  their  amendment,  are  those  of  Edinburgh, 
Stirling,  Haddington,  and  Perth  county  prison. 

The  confinements  in  the  female  prison  at  Edinburgh 
continue  to  be  of  the  same  objectionable  character  as 
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ore  reported,  and  will  be  found  noticed  in  the 
»arate  Report  on  that  prison. 

L  am  happy  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  consider- 
Le  diminution  in  the  amount  of  crime  in  this  district 
ring  the  past  year.  The  convictions  in  1849 
lounted  to  19,209,  and  the  committals  to  25,953. 
ist  year  the  former  have  only  been  17,276  and  the 
tter  25,352,  thus  showing  a  decrease  of  1,933  in  the 
imber  of  convictions,  and  601  in  the  number  of 
xnmittals.  The  decrease,  I  believe,  may  be  chiefly 
cribed  to  the  healthy  state  of  the  manufacturing 
terests  in  this  district — ^almost  every  mill  having  been 
L  full  employment,  and  the  increased  demand  for 
Lctory  hands  has  saved  many  from  the  last  resort  of 
Hers. 

1  regret,  however,  to  observe  that  while  the  criminal 
ist  has  diminished,  there  has  been  an  alarming  increase 
11  the  graver  offences,  as  shown  in  the  following

In  my  last  Report  I  brought  under  your  notice  the  Page  39. 
unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  the  different  rates  of 
dietary  seemed  to  be  awarded  to  prisoners,  and  sug- 
gested the  inexpediency  of  leaving  the  application  of 
the  diet  at  the  discretionary  power  of  the  governors 
and  keepers.  The  General  Board,  with  a  view  of 
rendering  its  practical  application  more  uniform,  have 
since  directed  an  altered  scale  of  diet  to  be  tried  ex- 
perimentally in  some  of  the  principal  prisons,  and 
which,  if  found  to  answer,  will  be  adopted  genersdly. 

In  the  same  Report,  I  also  suggested  that  the  crank-  ,^^JJi[j^^ 
machine,  the  employment  of  which  had  been  found  so  "  uiSJ!*'' 
beneficial  in  the  county  gaol  at  Leicester,  might  with 
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advantage  be  introduced  into  the  prisons  of 
as  a  system  of  penal  labour,  £uid  the  Greneral  Btc

Experience  shows  ^ 
there  is  no  hope  of  reclaiming  a  professional  tiidi 
less  by  making  it  his  interest  to  become  honest,  si 
therefore  no  argument  will  persuade  him  to  abasdoej 

f>rison  life  while  the  diet  is  tolerable,  and  the  W»b 
ight.  Exclusive  useful  employments  for  all  classes  (4 
prisoners  has  hitherto  been  the  error  of  the  system i 
this  district ;  the  crank  will  in  some  degree  su][^ly  w^ 
was  wanted  for  the  employment  of  certain  classes  ef 
offenders,  whose  minds,  hardened  by  vice  or  idlews^ 
are  no  longer  open  to  milder  influences,  and  tbereioTf 
though  its  application  will  not  directly  contribute  tc 
swell  the  annual  report  of  prison  earnings,  its  worJda^ 
will,  I  expect,  be  shown  more  satisfactorily  in  Ae  re- 
duced number  of  recommitments,  and  haying  iewe 
prisoners  to  maintain. 

I  have  several  times  visited  the  general  pristffl  ^ 
Perth,  and  found  every  department  in  the  most  ^ 
factory  state ;  indeed  it  could  not  well  be  othemsi^ 
with  the  time  and  attention  devoted  to  it  by  the 
individual  members  of  the  General  Board,  who  mdi^ 
take  the  monthly  visits,  for  their  experience  enables 
them  to  detect  defects,  and  from  time  to  time  to 
suggest  amendments ;  and  while  the  management  may 
therefore  be  pronounced  faultless,  according  to  tie 
present  recognised  rules  for  regulating  prison  discipline, 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  class  of  prisoners  sent 
there  should  be  of  such  a  hopeless  character. 

I  sometimes  find  the  members  of  Local  Boards  con- 
trasting unfavourably  with  their  own  prisons  the 
number  of  recommittals  from  the  general  prison,  as

:  were  a  defect  in  the  system  pursued  there — but 
5  is  a  fallacy.  The  local  prisous  have  all  got  their 
>rt  sentences  together,  with  classes  of  persons  com- 
tted  for  a  first  ofience,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the 
.ole  Tvho  are  not  altogether  hopeless ;  but  in  the 
leral  prison,  it  may  be  said,  there  are  none  such,  for 
3  greater  part  of  the  adult  prisoners  sent  there  have 
eviously  run  a  long  career  in  crime.  They  have  had 
eir  minds  and  their  constitutions  already  worn  thread- 
re  by  vitiated  habits  and  long  previous  confinements ; 
ey  are  as  incapable  of  making  their  way  in  the 
cial  world  as  they  are  unfit  to  be  received  in  it ;  in 
.ort,  their  connexion  with  it  may  be  said  to  have  been 
ernally  severed  before  they  reached  the  general 
rison,  and  let  the  discipline  be  what  it  may,  a  prison 
1  the  only  home  that  most  of  them  are  capable  of 
coking  to. 

WhUe  such  appears  to  be  the  helpless  condition  of 
he  mass  of  the  adult  prisoners  confined  there,  I  have 
nuch  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  the  juvenile  class 
aave  in  some  measure  been  rescued  from  a  similar  fate 
by  the  system  of  relaxation  which  you  were  pleased  to 
order  on  my  recommendation  in  1847.  They  have 
now  been  upwards  of  a  year  in  the  occupation  of  the 
separate  wing  which  had  been  prepared  -for  their 
reception.  The  average  daily  number  in  the  class  has 
been  42. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  about  nine-tenths  of  our 
criminal  population  are  not  strictly  sound  in  intellect, 
and  my  own  observation  does  not  permit  me  to  doubt  it ; 
while  the  hope  of  weaning  such  minds  from  a  career 
of  crime  is  not  therefore  very  aicouraging,  the  attempt 
must  nevertheless  in  no  case  be  abandoned,  although  it    % 
is  only  among  the  youthful  class  that  we  can  with  any 
confidence  look  for  success.     The  system  under  which 
they  are  managed  in  the  General  Prison  is  by  a  certain 
amount  of  relaxation  to  preserve  the  health  and  intel- 
lects which  God  has  given  to  them,  unimpaired,  to 
endeavour  to  instil  into  them  a  just  sense  of  their  moral 
and  religious  duties,  and  by  combining  useful  labour 
with  such  an  amount  of  penal  discipline  as  the  laws  and 
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rules  permit,  endeavour  to  make  them  feel  ^Mt  alz' 
of  honest  industry  is  preferable  to  a  prison.  That 
of  them  are  brought  to  that  conclusion  1  have  no  ] 
to  doubt,  but  their  future  depends  on  the  chsuiees  irteL 
await  them  on  leaving  the  priscm,  and  die  care  tk: 
may  be  taken  to  keep  them  in  the  right  patli,  sboid 
they  have  the  good  fortune  to  find  it 

The  General  Board  take  much  interest  in  the  ssiccs 
of  the  class ;  and  the  opinions  on  its  working,   take 
from    the  Visiting  Directors,  and    quoted    in     tkts 
Twelfth  Report,  are  to  the  eflTect,  that  "  a  great  12- 
^^  provement  has  taken  place  in  the  health  and  strengil 
"  of  the  juvenile  prisoners — that  their  progress  in  eis- 
"  cation  has  been  much  more  rapid  and  decided — a^ 
^^  that  their  general  conduct  has  been  much  more  saiv- 
"  factory  than  fonnerly."  As  therefore,  the  expedicDcr 
of  forming  this  class,  as  well  as  the  propriety  of  tie 
system  adopted  for  its  management^  can  no  longer  be 
doubted,  I  feel  it  due  to  Mr.  Stuart^  the  governor,  and 
Dr.   Malcolm,   the    surgeon,  to    notice    the    zealoiE 
interest  they  have  taken  in  it  from  the  commencemenl^ 
and  the  Governor  is  eflSciently  assisted  by  Mr.  Stewart 
the  present  superintendent  of  the  class,  and  Mr.  Smid^ 
the  teacher.    I  felt  it  also  due  to  the  warder,  James 
Finlayson,  to  bring  the  zeal  and  ability  evinced  by  hiio 
in  the  management  of  the  class  while  in   its  experi- 
mental   state,   under    the    favourable    notice   of  die 
Board. 

For  the  usual  statistical  information,  I  b^  to  refa- 
you  to  the  Twelfth  Report  of  the  General  Board  <rf 
Directors  of  Prisons  in  Scotland,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  record  my  acknowledgement  of  the  uniform  kind 
co-operation  and  assistance  which  I  continue  to  receive 
from  all  those  in  authority  throughout  the  district.

The  only  complaint  made  was  by  a  prisoner  named  G.  G,,  who 
fated  that  he  had  been  sentenced  to  nine  months*  imprisonment, 
md  having  already  been  confined  six  months,  he  had  not  been 
illowed  to  learn  a  trade ;  but  I  found,  on  inquiry,  that  his  conduct 
lad  been  to  very  bad  that  he  could  not  be  intrusted  with  the 
MX>ls  necessary  for  such  purpose. 

The  daily  average  numbers  in  confinement  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  122,  being  16  more  than  in  the  year  previous. 

The  prison  buildings  were  in  good  repair,  and  the  several 
Wards,  as  well  as  tl^  personal  appearance  of  the  prisoners, 
satisfactory. 

The  general  health  in  the  prison  appears  to  have  been  very  good ; 
two  male  convicts  died  of  complaints  caught  prior  to  admission, 
and  one  female  prisoner  of  apoplexy  in  childbirth,  but  there  had 
been  no  epidemic  or  other  prevailing  disease.  Dr.  Williamson, 
the  surgeon  of  the  East  Prison,  died  since  last  inspection ;  and 
Df*  Reid,  who  for  18  years  had  been  surgeon  of  the  West  Prison, 
has  been  appointed  his  successor. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  chaplain's  duties.  At  the 
period  of  my  last  Report,  the  Rev.  W.  I).  Strachan,  who  had 
succeeded  to  another  situation,  was  continuing  in  the  temporary 
charge  until  the  appointment  of  his  successor,  which  has  since  been 
made  by  the  transfer  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Baxter  from  the  county 
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prisoa  at  Perth,  who,  I  have  no  doubt,  wiU    dischamp  km 

AhotieMi   portaiit  duties  at  Aberdeen  with  no  less  satisfaction  to  that  Cik; 
Board  than  he  did  at  the  one  he  had  just  left. 

Every  due  attention  seems  to  be  given  in  the  iostroetioB  d 
prisoners,  and  their  learning  progresses  very  aadsfiacCorilj. 

The  governor  reports  that,  although  there  had  beeo 
less  doings  on  the  part  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  transportiia 
the  general  conduct  had  been  good.  T^ere  had  beeo  2|p< 
many  minor  punishments^  chiefly  incurred  by  juveniles,  vbsb 
been  found  communicating  with  each  other  in  adjoinuig  celk 

There  was  a  singular  case  of  a .  female  convict  jumping  ii 
the  boiling  water  which  was  preparing  for  her  bath,  in  the  bar 
of  rendering  herself  unfit  for  transportation  to  wfaidi  she  hadba 
sentenced ;  her  attempt,  however,  proved  abortive,  and  she  ha4«^ 
other  convicts,  been  removed  to  Millbank. 

The  only  alteration  in  the  prison  buildings  since  last  ittspecds 
is,  that  all  the  cell-doors  in  the  West  Prison  had  beeo  altm  ^ 
make  them  open  inwards  instead  of  outwards  as  fonnerfyt  ^ 
which  more  room  has  been  obtained  in  the  corridor,  and  con^ 
sations  among  the  prisoners  without  detection  are  rendered  aaR 
difficult. 

Aberdeen  being  one  of  the  prisons  directed  by  the  G«sa>I 
Board  to  try  the  working  of  the  crank-machine  as  an  expenoes 
on  certain  classes  of  prisoners,  the  governor  remark^  is  ^ 
Report  for  the  quarter  ending  December  last,  that — 

A  crunk-machine  was  fitted  up  at  the  West  Prison  and  set  id  ofet 
tion  on  the  4th  December :  from  the  irksome  and  monoConons  anet 
of  the  employment  it  appears  well  calculated  to  render  a  pnaooBOCs 
desirable  as  hitherto. 

A  serious  attempt  at  escape  was  made  on  the  26rh  May  last  If 
an  untried  prisoner  named  James  Kerr^  who,  when  the  waidv 
opened  the  cell-door  to  hand  in  his  supper,  threw  a  handitt]  i 
dust  in  the  warder*s  eyes,  sprang  out  and  seized  him  by  the  (hiotf ; 
and  had  not  a  convict  (who,  in  the  scuffle,  the  warder  oootrivedle 
liberate  from  his  cell)  fortunately  taken  the  warder*s  part  isatad 
of  aiding  the  other  prisoner,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  to  doofel 
that  they  might  have  possessed  themselves  of  the  keys  and  made 
their  escape,  with  as -many  others  as  they  chose  to  liberate. 

After  the  desperate  assault  made  on  the  warders  of  the  Weit 
Prison  the  year  before,  it  seems  strange  that  a  single  wanhr 
should  since  have  been  intrusted  with  the  serving  of  the  suppen^ 
and  the  locking  up  of  the  male  prisoners  in  the  east  wing,  iritfc 
the  main-gate  Keys  in  his  possession !  An  additional  warder  has 
since  been  appointed ;  but  I  consider  sudi  practice  to  be  very  uo- 
safe  even  with  two,  and  that  if  there  is  no  third  officer,  male  or 
female  outside^  who  can  be  intrusted  with  the  keys  while  the  kt^ 
going  duties  are  going  on,  one  of  the  two  warders  ought  to  mi 
outside  the  gate. 
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[  was  much  surprised  at  another  practice  I  found  going  on  here ;    Scotland. 
^rvin^  a  quantity  of  bread  in  the  cell  of  a  female  prisoner,  I    AhordMa 
[uired  for  what  purpose  it  was  allowed  to  accumulate,  and  was         " 
d   that  certain  classes  of  them  made  it  a  rule  to  save  as  much 
sad  as  they  could  avoid  eating  for  the  purpose  of  having  it  to  take 
t  with  them  on  their  discharge ;  and  with  that  view  the  governor 
Id  xne  they  never  consumed  the  last  delivered  loaf,  but  the  one 
ait  had  been  longest  in  their  keeping. 

On  expressing  my  surprise  that  it  should  be  permitted,  the 
»vernor  said,  that  as  by  the  rules  they  were  entitled  to  a  certain 
lantity  of  bread  daily,  he  conceived  (and  as  I  understood  him  to 
y)  the  County  Board  concurred,  that  the  prisoners  had  a  right 

do  with  it  what  they  liked.  I  told  him  I  could  give  no  orders 
1  the  subject,  but  that  I  wished  the  County  Board  to  be  informed 
iat  I  considered  the  practice  very  objectionable. 

I  presume  it  has  now  been  discontinued,  for^  in  reply  to  a  letter 
lately  wrote  to  inquire  about  it,  the  governor  states,  that — 

No  prisoner  under  sentence  for  10  days  has  got  an  additional  supply 
if  bread  until  she  has  finished  the  former  supply,  and  consequently 
loue  has  been  taken  out  of  the  prison. 

This  latter  practice,  however,  I  beg  to  observe,  is  not  less 
ibjectionable  than  the  other,  for  undoubtedlv  each  prisoner  is 
3ntitled  to  a  daily  allowance  of  fresh  bread,  and  the  delivery  ought 
aot  to  be  delayed  until  the  previous  supply  has  been  consumed ; 
(vhatever  has  been  left  ought  to  be  taken  away  at  the  time  the 
fresh  delivery  is  made.

**  In  my  last  Report  f  expressed  the  hope,  that  the  efforts  making  to 

increase  the  numlier  of  industrial  schools,  and  to  render  them  more 

efficient,  would  ere  long  prove  successful  in  overtakinic  all  our  neglected 

juveniles,  and  preventing  them  from  becoming  inmates  of  our  prisons. 

Looking,  hciwever,  at  the  above  table,  which  shows  that  the  only  class  of 

prisoners  of  which  there  has  been  an  increase  of  committals  during  the 

year  is  the  juvenile  cia^^s,  one  would  naturally  infer  that  such  hope  is 

not  likely  to  be  realised.     But  the  inference  would  not  be  correct,  for 

on  examining  into  the  committals  it  will  be  found  that  the  increase  has 

not  taken  place  at  the  Aberdeen  prison,  but  at  the  prisons  in  the  cotmtry 

(where,  I  believe,  there  are  no  industrial  schools) ;   no  less  than  eight 

children,  not  exceeding  12  years  of  age,  having,  in  1850,  been  cum- 

mitteii  to  these  prisons,  whilst  in  1849  only  one  such  prisoner  was 

committed  to  one  of  them.

"Although  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  the  number  of  committals  for 
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the  first  time,  still  it  is  rather  alarming  to  find  that   nearly  500  a 
viduals  have  been  added  to  our  criminal  population   during'  tkc 
and  although  many  of  them  will  not  in  all  probability  be  Iboad 
within  the  walls  of  a  prison,  yet  a  largeproportion,  having 
the  rubicon,  will  undoubtedly  return.     The  frequent 
old  offenders,  shown  in  the  above  table,  plainly  and 
evince,  that  Uie  present  system  of  prison  discipline  has   not  m  ddsc: 
influence  on  criminals. 

'*  That  a  change  in  the  mode  of  treating  criminals 
now  generally  admitted,  and  a  movement  to  that  eficct  has  ^eJy  k* 
made  by  the  introduction  of  crank-machines  into  the  prinopal  p^c 
which,  from  the  irksome  and  monotonous  nature  of  the  empJoTBo. 
appear  to  me  likely  to  have  a  salutary  effect  upon  those  persons  «k  i 
from  their  idle  and  dissipated  habits,  are  found  constantly  loom  j 
about  the  streets,  and  time  af\er  time  getting  into  praon  for  asHife 
and  breaches  of  the  peace.

The  cell  windows  face  the  arm  of  the  sea,  and  the  half  of  eacii 
cell  adjoining  the  window  looks  very  damp ;  but  on  inqairv,  I 
found  that  the  inhabitants  are  accustomed  to  such  dampness  k 
almost  every  house,  and  that  they  do  not  consider  it  deirimeetal 
to  the  health  of  the  inmates ;  nor  has  it  hitherto  appeared  toaffk: 
the  health  of  the  prisoners,  for  they  have  only  had  one  case  d 
sickness,  which  the  individual  brought  in  with  him. 

It  appears  that  the  surgeon  does  not  visit  the  prison  unless 
when  there  are  persons  in  confinement. 

The  cells,  the  clothing,  and  the  bedding,  were  clean. 

The  keeper  states,  that  he  purchases  the  diet  and  char|r»  what 
it  costs. 

This  prison,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  was  only  legalized  for 
lO-day  confinements;  but  it  has  since,  at  the  request  of  tk 
County  Board,  been  extended  to  confinements  of  30  days.

I 
n  glad,  however,  to  state  that,  after  much  delay^  the  plans  for 
1  extensive  addition  to  the  prison  have  at  length  been  approved, 
id  may  be  expected  to  be  proceeded  with  early  in  spnrg. 

Notwithstanding  the  crowded  state  of  the  prison,  the  general 
ealth  of  the  prisoners  continues  to  be  remarkably  g(HKl,  for 
lough  there  have  been  two  deaths  in  the  course  of  the  year,  they 
rere  the  result  of  diseases  caught  prior  to  confinement.  The 
urgeon^s  duties  continue  to  be  regularly  and  efficiently  performed 
>y  Dr.  Whiteside. 

The  chaplain's  duties  appear  also  to  have  been  very  regularly 
3ind  zealously  attended  to  by  the  Rev.  W.  Russell.  In  one  of  his 
quarterly  reports,  remarking  on  the  necessity  of  resorting  to 
some  other  mode  of  dealing  with  juvenile  offenders,  be  states — 

It  would  tend  greatly,  in  my  humble  opinion,  to  (he  decrease  of 
crime,  if  the  Prussian,   or  compulsatory  system  of   education,  were 
established  in  this  country.     The  prison,  which  is  a  place  of  punish- 
ment, should  never  be  converted  inio  a  schoolhouse  ;  the  great  object 
to  be  achieved  in  the  present  day  is  the  prevention  of  crime,  not  refbr- 
mati(in  from  it.     Let  the  child  first  be  educated  and  trained  up  to  take 
its  share  in  the  great  business  of  life,  should  he  tall  into  some  petty 
crime,  through  evil  counsel  or  inadvertence,  let  him  be  chastised  by 
the  magintrate  as  a  father  would  chastise  his  child  or  a  schoolmaster  his 
pupil,  and  let  the  prison  be  reserved  for  indomitable  transgressors. 

The  teacher  spends  three  hours  daily,  on  week  days^  in  the 
instruction  of  the  prisoners,  and  one  hour  on  Sundays,  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  The  library  is  tolerably  well  supplied,  and 
the  books  niuch  in  request  by  tlie  prisoners,  though  they  cannot 
be  well  preserved  while  each  cell  contains  a  plurality  of  inmates. 

The  governor  reports  that  the  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners 
has  been  good,  though  the  punishments  have  been  numerous  for 
petty  offences,  provoked  by  the  crowded  state  of  the  prison.

He  states  that  the  general  health  in  the  prison  has 
been  good ;  but  he  conceives  that  the  effluvia  arising  from  the 
stove  m  the  corridor  is  prejudicial  to  health. 

He  complains,  and  with  good  reason,  of  the  practice  of  keep* 
ing  lunatics,  who  are  not  prisoners,  occasionally  for  long  periods 
in  this  prison,  greatly  to  the  detriment  of  its  discipline,  as  also  to 
the  health  of  the  unfortunate  lunatic. 

The  chaplain's  duties  seem  to  have  been  zealously  performed. 
A  teacher  attends  four  times  a-week,  devoting  two  hours  each 
time  in  instructing  the  prisoners  in  their  different  cells. 

The  keeper  states,  that  the  general  conduct  has  been  good ; 
and,  thotiijh  the  punishments  recorded  are  rather  numerous, 
they  are  chiefly  for  trifling  offences,  provoked  by  the  state  of 
the  prison. 

A  male  prisoner  named  Barnard  Flin  committed  suicide  on  the 
24th  November.  It  is  supposed  that  the  withdrawal  of  the 
indictments  against  two  companions  in  crime,  who  had  been 
committed  with  him,  had  preyed  on  his  mind,  and  led  to  the 
fatal  act.

Though  the  nunnbers  in  confinement  were  unusually  low,  yet 
wUl  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  table  that  additional  prison  ac- 
3Tnmodation  is  much  wanted,  for  with  585  criminals  in  con- 
nemeut,  they  were  only  enabled  to  have  159  in  single  cells,  and 
hen  so  many  are  thus  necessarily  associated  (two  together  in 
nany  of  the  cells),  under  no  constant  supervision,  the  termination 
if  such  imprisonments  will  ever  be  found  to  lead  to  the  increase, 
nstead  of  the  repression,  of  crime. 

In  visiting  the  two  first  cells  in  the  female  prison,  I  heard  the 
whisper  going  the  round  of  the  prison : — **  The  Inspector  is  here, 
now  for  complaints."  The  consequence  was,  that  in  almost  every 
second  cell  I  was  required  to  listen  to  some  long,  frivolous  com- 
plaint, chiefly  on  the  subject  of  diet ;  and  in  the  other  cells  in 
which  no  complaint  was  made,  I  saw  that  I  was  only  indebted 
to  their  silence  because  they  had  not  had  time  to  concoct  a 
grievance. 

In  my  Fifteenth  Report  I  felt  it  necessary  to  request  your 
special  attention  to  the  objectionable  condition  of  the  female 
prison  here,  and  as  no  change  has  taken  place,  nor  has  it  come  to 
my  knowledge  that  any  measure  is  in  progress  for  its  improve- 
ment, although  the  attention  of  the  local  authorities  had  been 
called  to  it  by  the  General  Board,  it  becomes  my  painful  duty  to 
bring  the  subject  again  under  your  special  notice. 

In  my  previous  Report  I  showed,  on  the  authority  of  Mr. 
Smith,  the  governor,  that  about  800  females  were  annually  com- 
mitted to  the  prison  of  Edinburgh  for  the  first  time.  Among 
such  a  vast  number  of  annual  first  committals  it  is  impossible  to 
doubt  that  there  must  be  many  young  women  of  hopeful  characters 
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who  are  yet  young  in  crime ;  many  others  nov^  find  thesis^! 
prison  the  victims  of  misfortune  rather  than  of  rice; 
would  be  glad,  were  it  possible,  to  pass  their  sentences  lasr 
tion  in  the  hope  of  being  able  to  find  their  way  back  to  ifaeiri: 
unnoticed,  to  profit  by  the  experience  of  the  past  ;  hut  tbe  to 
prison  of  Edinburgh  appears  to  me  to  afford  no  such  AxstL 

It  is  a  prison  the  defects  of  which  require  to  be  srarr.i 
understood  ;  for  there  are  no  cells  in  it  thai  come  under  ^k 
of  separate  cells  properly  so  called,  as  being  in  acccndaaffr 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  48  front  cells  of  ifee  p. 
are  virtually  but  one  cell,  for  they  are  ail  open  in  froolv^ 
iron  railings,  looking  into  a  common  centre  ;  and  with  tn 
more  prisoners  in  each.     I  have  always  found  these  48  cdlsac 

!>ied  by  upwards  of  a  hundred  females,  generally  comesi 
reely  from  cell  to  cell,  and  scarcely  binder  the  restraint  of  |» 
order;  so  that  be  they  good  or  be  they  bad,  there  theyarp- 
hundred  female  prisoners  all  mingled  in  one  common  caukinB' 
contamination,  under  no  discipline,  washed,  fed,  and  dodifiii 
the  expense  of  the  community ;  the  attendance  of  reqjec^ 
female  officers  at  all  times  at  their  service,  as  is  also  the  ^ 
advice  of  an  eminent  physician,  and  all  the  while,  as  far  as /a: 
judge,  such  imprisonments  are  leading  to  the  benefit  of  no  pi^ 
but  the  keepers  of  brothels  and  other  dens  of  infamy. 

Such  are  the  chief  features  of  the  confinements  iu  rhefeflL-' 
prison  of  Ekliuburgh,  and  such  they  have  continued  to  be  ^ 
since  I  came  into  office  in  1847. 

The  two  punishment  cells  mentioned  in  my  last  Report  to 
been  completed. 

There  is  still  no  chapel. 

There  were  a  few  complaints  made  to  me  on  the  male  A 
but  none  deserving  notice. 

The  general  health  in  the  prison  is  reported  to  have  beea  gooi 
and  though  there  had  been  six  deaths  iu  the  course  of  the  vot^ 
there  had  been  no  epidemic  or  other  prevailing  disease.  T^ 
surgeon's  duties  continue  to  be  efficiently  and  zealously  perfonne^ 
by  Dr.  Simson.

'X*he  two  rooms  on  the  first-floor,  called  protection  rooms,  were 
3  one  occupied  by  seven  male  prisoners,  and  the  other  by  six 
males.  Tbe  atmosphere  in  both  was  most  ofiensive  and  un* 
Kolesome  ;  neither  the  heating  nor  the  ventilating  apparatus  are 
xind  to  act  iu  these  cells,  I  am  informed,  and  though  they  are 
icb  fitted  with  fine  large  windows  capable  of  admitting  a  plen- 
if\il  supply  of  fresh  air,  they  are  so  fixed  that  they  can  only 
pen  to  a  very  small  extent,  and  scarcely  admit  any  air  at  all. 

The  large  rooms  on  the  floor  above,  I  am  told,  are  equally  ill- 
ventilated,   and  it  is  probable    that   iu  the   construction    ol  the 
building  the  air  channels  had  got  choked  up  with  rubbish,  and 
tVie  contractor  had  not   taken  the   trouble  to  clear  them    when 
the  building  was  completed.     Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  essentially 
necessary  that  the  ventilation  of  these  cells  should  be  looked  to, 
-  for  the  two  protection  cells  are  often  required  to  accommodate  12 
or  18  persons  of  a  night,  and  it  is  impossible  to  imagine  any- 
thing so  unwholesome  as  the  state  of  their  atmosphere  when  only 
occupied  by  half  the  number. 

The  surgeon  seems  very  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
visiting  their  cells  twice  every  day.

Lays.  Il  ivas  opened  on  the  23rd  May  last,  and  only  one  pn« 
^ner  had  l>een  committed  up  to  the  time  of  my  visit. 

It  contains  3  cells,  each  12  feet  7  inches  in  length  by  7  feet 
7  inches  broad,  and  7  feet  high ;  and  a  bath-room  the  same  shee 
as  the  cells. 

The  wards  were  clean,  but  the  prison  had  as  yet  been  but  par- 
tially provided  with  its  necessary  requirements.  There  were  only 
two  sets  of  bedding,  and  no  clothing,  except  two  very  indifferent 
sets  that  had  been  in  use  in  the  old  gaol. 

An  old  register  was  the  only  book  in  the  prison,  but  I  hope  a 
re^lar  set  will,  ere  this,  have  been  furnished. 

The  keeper  is  allowed  Ad.  a-day  for  dieting  each  prisoner. 
This  practice  is  open  to  the  same  objection  that  I  have  made  in 
my  separate  Report  on  the  prison  at  Keith.

I  stated  in  my  last  Report  thiat  I  did  not  find  the  South  Priv 
in  the  same  satisfactory  condition  as  that  of  the  North,  io  ca- 
sequence  of  its  not  being  so  immediately  under  the  ere  of  is 
governor.  On  the  present  occasion,  however,  I  found  it  tbA 
improved,  and  in  every  respect  satisfoctory.  Some  objectiooabk 
cells  adjoining  the  flax-dressing  department  had  been  doeoi- 
tinned  as  dormitories,  and  the  general  appearance  of  eveiytbof 
was  very  creditable  to  the  head  warder  in  charge. 

The  want  of  additional  prison  accommodation  still  continues  te 
be  much  felt,  for  as  the  following  table  shows,  out  of  654  crowd 
prisoners  in  confinement  on  the  day  of  inspection^  thcty  were  oolf 
enabled  to  have  238  in  single  cells.  The  new  wing  is,  howeiff, 
in  a  forward  state,  and  may  be  expected  to  be  fit  for  the  receptia 
of  prisoners  early  in  summer,  which  will  be  a  great  relief  to  tb 
officers  charged  with  the  management.

The  general  health  appears  to  have  been  good.  The  annual 
return  shows  that  there  had  been  271  cases  of  sickness  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  132  of  which  were  not  required  to  be  oflf  work 
above  10  days ;  66  of  them  between  10  and  20  days ;  and  73  for 
longer  periods :  but  there  had  been  no  epidemic  or  other  pre- 
vailing disease  in  the  prison. 

The  unusual  number  of  five  natural  deaths  took  place  during 
the  quarter  ending  3lst  March,  1850;  but  the  surgeon  in  his 
Report  states,  that  they  had  long  been  in  bad  health,  suffering 
from  ailments  that  had  always  been  considered  incurable. 

The  medical  duties  continue  to  be  most  zealously  and  efficiently 
carried  out  by  Dr.  Gibson,  who,  in  his  report  for  the  quarter  end- 
ing December,  remarks  that  three  circumstances  deserving  notice 
bad  been  brought  into  operation  during  the  quarter : — 

1.  The  introduction  of  minimum  sentenced  prisoners  by  the  cessa- 
tion of  the  Calton  Prison  for  prison  purposes,  under  the  Act.  2.  The 
introdnction  of  crank-machine  labour  into  the  ordinary  discipline  of  the 
priiOQ ;  and,  3,  The  regulated  allowance  of  prison  diet  during  the  whole 
period  of  r  sixty  days*  imprisonment. 

The  duties  of  the  chaplain  continue  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
most  efficient  manner  by  the  Rev.  John  Reid,  to  whose  depart- 
ment I  am  in  hopes  that  the  additional  accommodation  of  the 
new  wing  will  prove  a  great  relief.  He  reports  favourably  of  the

I  may  here  be  permitted  to  remark,  that  the  instrument  liA 
which  the  aforesaid  whipping  was  inflicted  was  a  much  heaiier 
one  than  that  used  for  military  punishments,  which  I  fhiok  »  oft- 
necessary. 

The  prisoners  are  dieted  according  to  rule ;  and  the  keegeris 
allowed  4rf.  per  day  for  the  dieting  of  each  prisoner,  which  is 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  IGth  rule  for  the  govemroeirfrf 
the  prisons  of  Scotland.

The  chaplain  visits  them  in  their  cells  once  a-week,  and  preach 
on  Sundays^  when,  according  to  rule,  there  are  five  piisoaeni 
confinement. 

They  are  instructed  in  their  respective  classes  by  the  if^ 
and  the  matron,  and  their  progress  seems  satisfactory. 

The  general  conduct  had  been  good.     There  is  no 
recorded  since  June,  1849. 

The  chief  employments  are,  mat -making  and  stone-breaki^« 

The  prisoners  on  first  admission  are  all  placed  on  the  aeco* 
rate  diet,  and  their  succeeding  to  a  higher  class  is  made  depeodft 
on  their  good  behaviour  and  the  amount  of  work  they  perhrm. 

The  provisions  and  stores  are  all  purchased  by  the  keeper,  30^ 
the  accounts  settled  annually;  but  the  settlement  is  not  DoTfii^ 
any  cash-book  kept  in  the  prison,  which  I  recommend  sbouU  ^ 
done. 

I  observed  cages  with  birds  kept  in  two  of  the  cells  ocenpc' 
by  prisoners,  which  I  recommended  should  be  removed. 

I  observed  also  that  the  airing-yard  had  a  central  ^ 
with  a  border  of  flowers  on  each  side.  It  looked  very  neat,  i^ 
as  it  is  a  luxury  which  may  not  come  within  the  reach  of  si0 
who  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  maintenance  of  ^ 
criminals  who  are  thus  indulged  in  their  airings,  I  reconuD^ 
that  the  cultivation  of  flowers  in  such  a  place  be  discontinued. 
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I'ho  foregoing  observation  is,  however,  only  intended  to  apply  to 
interior  of  the  airing-yard,  and  not  to  the  prison  grounds,  for  I 
3  much  pleasure  in  observing  the  pride  and  taste  displayed  by 

keepers  of  prisons  in  turning  their  plots  of  ground  to  the  best 

antage,  usefully  as  well  as  ornamentally. 

The   keeper  complained  of  the  difficulty  he  had  in  obtaining 

services  even  of  a  paid  female  to  undertake  the  cleaning  and 
3hing  of  the  prison,  as  the  numbers  in  confinement  were  generally 
few,  and  mostly  of  a  class  not  capable  of  performing  such  duties, 
said  he  would  very  gladly  bear  a  portion  of  the  expenses  attend- 
^  the  removal  of  two  or  three  female  convicts  or  other  prisoners 
itenced  to  long  confinements  from  any  prison  the  limited  accom- 
>dation  of  which  might  render  it  desirable  to  obtain  such  relief. 
The  keeper  and  the  matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Forbes,  seem  both 
ry  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.

The  library  is  well  supplied,  and  the  books  are  in  good  order. 

The  general  conduct  has  been  good.

They  made  numerous  complaints  on  the  quality  and  insufficiency 
»f  the  prison  diet.  I  had  reason,  however,  to  be  satisfied  that 
here  was  no  ground  whatever  for  the  first  complaint,  and  the 
»ther  I  shall  notice  presently. 

The  prison  buildings  were  in  good  repair,  and  every  depart- 
nent  of  the  prison,  as  well  as  the  personal  appearance  of  the 
prisoners,  cleanly. 

The  governor  died  since  last  inspection,  and  Mr.  Redin^  hts 
successor,  only  entered  on  his  duties  in  June  last,  but  there  is 
already  a  manifest  improvement  in  the  general  appearance  of  the 
prison,  as  well  as  in  the  working  arrangements.  In  the  latter 
department  there  is  still  much  to  be  done,  and  various  little  ahera- 
tions  required  in  the  interior  of  the  prison,  to  enable  the  governor 
to  carry  out  his  views  satisfactorily ;  but  as  he  reported  at  the 
time  of  my  visit  that  he  had  already  brought  them  under  the 
notice  of  tne  magistrates,  who  be  found  at  ail  times  anxious  to 
forward  every  suggestion  he  made  whereby  the  discipline  of  the 
gaol  may  be  improved,  I  feel  it  due  to  all  parties,  at  the  present 
stage  of  improvement,  to  allow  things  to  progress  without  further 
remark. 

The  general  health  appears  to  have  been  good.  There  had 
been  one  death  firom  consumption,  and  two  cases  of  insanity, 
but  there  had  been  only  19  cases  of  illness  requiring  infirmary 
treatment,  which    the    surgeon,    in  his  annual  report    remarks

The  dietary  in  use  has  only  as  yet  been  approved  by  the  Sq 
tary  of  State  experimentally,  and  though  loss  ef  weight  ca= 
always  be  taken  as  the  true  criterion  by  which  a  sufficiency  c' : 
to  preserve  the  health  of  a  prisoner  is  to  be  determined,  yet 
loss  was  shown  to  have  been  so  uniformly  on  the  wrong  side,  d 
I  did  not  feel  quite  satisfied  on  the  subject,  the  more  especolh 
the  personal  appearance  of  two  or  three  of  the  complaioaou  g; 
some  degree  of  weight  to  their  complaint;  but  as  the  »» 
health  continued  to  be  reported  good,  I  felt  that  the  only  toec 
be  done  was  closely  to  watch  its  further  working. 

The  governor  pointed  out  that  ihe  dietary-table,  with  whti 
had  been  furnished  last  year,  was  incorrect,  I  have  therefofc  i 
serted  a  corrected  copy  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Beport. 

The  chaplain's  duties  have  been  regularly  and  efficiently  oni

The  governor  reported  that  the  general  conduct  of  the  prisoi 
had  been  tolerably  good,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  number 
punishments  will  be  found  to  decrease  as  the  improvements  ii^ 
working  arrangements  progress. 

The  governor  also  stated  that  his  predecessor  did  not  learei 
documents  which  enabled  him  to  prepare  the  usual  annual  reti 
for  the  year,  I  could,  therefore,  obtain  no  information  except  M 
subsequent  quarterly  reports.

In  my  last  Report  I  noticed  the  important  additions  and  al*s:i- 
tions  that  had  been  made  to  the  prison  buildings  in  the  ooon^a 
the  year,  and  the  hope  I  entertained  that  the  accommodadoB  ^1 
wanting  on  the  male  side  would  soon  be  supplied. 

That  hope  I  am  happy  to  report  has  now  been  realized,  fern 
extensive  new  wing  has  since  been  erected  for  the  separate  rsifc 
ment  of  upwards  of  70  prisoners,  and  will  be  fit  for  oeeupm 
in  the  early  part  of  next  spring,  and  at  a  rate  of  expense  rmpn- 
cedentedly  low,  for  it  is  understood  that  it  will  not  exceed  2Sl  i 
cell. 

llie  new  works  goine  on  interfered  materially  with  the  employ- 
ments and  order  on  the  male  side,  but  everything  seemed  » 
regularly  and  properly  conducted  as  the  nature  of  circumslsGe 
permitted. 

Tli^  experimental  dietary,  which  I  stated  in  my  last  Report  bai 
been  introduced  here,  has  continued  to  work  well ;  but  the  govcnor 
reports  that  it  has  not  had  the  effect  that  he  expected,  of  detenisf 
vagrants,  who  continue  to  be  committed  nearly  in  as  great  numbns 
as  before. 

I  strongly  recommend  the  crank-machine  to  be  tried  exprn- 
mentally  on  that  class  of  offenders,  for  it  is  proved  to  have  a  Ttn 
deterring  effect  in  other  prisons. 

llie  health  in  the  prison  seems  to  have  been  very  good.  Tbm 
had  been  no  prevailing  disease,  and  the  surgeon^a  duties  ue 
sealously  and  eficiently  carried  out. 

I  have  been  favoured  by  the  chaplain,  the  Rer.  G.  Hml 
Hamilton,  with  a  copy  of  his  Annual  Report,  which  conveys  mwi 
valuable  inforraatioii,  and  from  which  I  make  a  few  seleetifflv 
which  were  borne  out  generally  by  my  personal  observation. 

With  reference  to  the  new  female  prison,  he  remarks, — 

^'  The  result  is  that  contamination  is  now  checked,  if  not  wfaollj  pf^ 
vented.  Criminals  are  really  punished.  Nearly  all  are  attentive  to 
instruction,  and  many  are  found  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  tk 

acquirement  of  the  ffrst  principles  of  religion 

and  now  you  have  the  satisfaetioii  of  knowing  that  a  young  woman  maj 
be  committed  to  Durham  Gaol  with  the  prospect  that  she  will  notletfe 
it  worse  than  she  entered." 

With  reference  to  the  36  new  sleeping-cells  on  the  male  side, 
as  noticed  in  my  last  Report,  he  remarks, — 

**  The  different  departments  of  this  prison  in  former  times  presented 
%  marked  contrast.    That  on  the  separate  system  presented  a  seme  of 
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ttnesa,  indastrj,  and  order,  while  in  the  other,  prisoDert  were  allowed    SngUoa. 
Lssociate  without  distinction  of  character,  and  it  was  frequently  a     D^^bLn 
le    of   noise,  confusion,   and  worse :  now,  all  is  more   quiet  and  ^JL^y  ^^*^\ 
erly.      The  trial-room  system  is  no  more ;  and  since  the  86  new  *correcS?a? 
tping-cells  have  been  occupied,  each  has  a  bed  to  himself.     Many 
le   prisoners  have,  nevertheless,  during  the  past  year,  slept  in  large 
ms,  containing  fVom  3  to  15  each,  and  here  much  of  the  old  con- 
iinating  system  still  n^oes  on,  for  it  is  to  be  feared  that  during  these 
rtumal   asaociations  the  mn-away  apprentice  is  taught  the  art  of 
king  pockets,  and  the  pick-pocket  is  induced  to  become  a  burger." 

On  the  subject  of  juvenile  crime,  be  remarks  that — 

^^  Another  yearns  experience  confirms  the  opinion  that  many  boys 
a^bt  not  to  be  associated,  f  n  this  gaol  boys  are  treated  exactly  as  if 
iy  were  men,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  their  precocious  vanity ;  they  he- 
me familiarized  with  crime,  and  gradually  think  httle  of  its  punishment, 
>m  seeing  their  seniors  along  with  them  in  prison. 
**  The  boys  in  Durham  gaol  sit  all  day  in  a  room  calculated  to  hold 
>0  prisoners,  and  which  is  too  frequently  filled.  They  are  as  mis- 
lievouB  as  possible,  and  give  more  trouble  to  the  officers  than  double 
le  number  of  men.  A  wicked  little  urchin  will  single  out  some  half- 
itted  man,  and  fiine  some  oakum  at  his  head :  the  pooi*  fellow  roars  out 
I  if  he  bad  received  a  mortal  injury,  and  the  prisoners  are  amused." 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  such  associations  here  will  not 
^ng  be  a  necessary  evil.

The  foregoing  average  expenses  are  highly  creditable  to  the 
management,  for  I  expect  they  will  prove  to  be  among  the  Itmsi 
of  the  prisons  in  England. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  repeating,  as  in  last  Report,  the  higii 
opinion  I  entertain  of  the  zeal  and  ability  of  the  executive  officsn 
of  this  prison,  namely^  the  governor,  Mr.  Green ;  the  ehapjaia, 
Mr.  Hamilton ;  the  surgeon,  Mr.  Shaw,  and  Miss  Johnston,  the 
matron.

The  governor  had  resigned,  and  the 

ther  two  were  under  sentence  of  dismissal ;  and  as  the  clerk  of 

le  peace  was  absent  from  town,  the  information  at  my  disposal 

ras  limited  and  unsatisfactory. 

Two  male  prisoners  had  recently  escaped,  one  of  them  under 
ircumstances  in  which  the  character  of  the  matron  was  said  to  be 
«inously  implicated,  and  it  seemed  singular  that  she  should  have 
>een  permitted  to  retain  her  place  afterwards  for  a  single  hour. 

I  was  also  surprised  to  find  that  a  debtor  in  confinement  was 
allowed  to  eat  and  sleep  in  the  house  of  the  governor^  who  said 
be  was  authorised  to  do  so  by  one  of  the  ma^trates ;  but  he 
could  show  me  no  written  authority,  nor  could  he  remember  the 
name  of  the  magistrate  who  had  given  such  permission. 

The  general  health  in  the  prison  appears  to  have  been  good, 
and  the  surgeon*s  duties  regularly  attended  to,  as  were  also  those 
of  the  chaplain. 

This  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  prison,  for  with  a  great  mass  of 
substantial  buildings  and  abundance  of  room  within  tiie  walls, 
there  is  scarcely  anything  where  it  should  be,  but  all  so  ingeniously 
misplaced  or  misconstructed  as  if  purposely  intended  to  defeat 
the  objects  of  imprisonment. 

I  should  be  glad  if  the  county  magistrates  would  entertain  the 
question  of  some  altered  arrangements,  for  with  the  room  and  the 
materials  at  their  disposal,  a  proper  number  of  efficient  cells  for 
the  separate  confinement  of  the  number  of  male  prisoners  usually 
in  custody  might  be  had  at  a  very  trifling  expense;  and  until 
some  alterations  are  made,  the  pnson  cannot  be  considered  as 
anything  better  than  a  house  of  detention  of  a  bad  class. 

The  provisions  are  furnished  by  contract,  and  the  clothing  and 
bedding  purchased.  The  accounts  are  settled  quarterly,  and  the 
book  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  county  magistrates.
